i  INTRODUCTIOiJ* 

The  frequent  references  that  have  been  made  to  the  prefect 
Conftitution  of  the  French  Republic  have  induced  him  to  includt 
it  ih  the  prefent  coUedlon.  There  have  already  appeared  in  this 
country^  copies  of  the  Conftitution^  as  fubmitted  ^y  the  Commif- 
fion  of  Eleven  to  the  National  Convention-— but  confiderable  aU 
teratlons  having  been  made  in  the  plan  of  the  Commiflionj  he  ob- 
tained from  Paris  a  corre£t  copy  of  the  Conftitution,  as  it  was 
finally  decreed  by  the  Convention^  and  accepted  by  the  French 
Nation.

Declaration  ofihe  lights  and  Duties  of  Man^  and  of  a  Citizetu 

The  French  Peo^  proclaim^  in  the  prefence  <f  the  Supreme  Beings  the 
following  Declaration  of  the  Rights  and  Duties  of  Man^  and  of  a 
Citizen  : 

RIGHTS. 

i.  npHE  rights  of  man  in  fociety  arc — ^liberty,  equal! ty>  fecurity, 
'■■    property. 

II.  Liberty  confifts  in  the  power  o(  doing  that  which  does  not 
injure  the  rights  of  another. 

III.  E<q[uality  confifts  in  this — that  the  law  is  the  fame  for  ajf^ 
whether  it  prote^  or  punifli. — Equality  admits  no  diftindlion  of 
birth,  no  hereditary  power. 

IV.  Security  refults  from  the  concurrence  of  all  to  fecure  the 
tights  of  each. 

V.  Property  is  the  right  of  enjoying  and  difpoGng  of  a  man's 
Own  eoods,  his  revenues,  the  fruit  of  his  labour,  and  his  induftry. 

Vf,  The  law  is  the  general  will  exprefled  by  the  majority^ 
either  of  the  citizens^  or  of  their  reprefentatives. 

VII.  That  which  is  not  forbidden  by  the  law  cannot  be  hin- 
dered.— No  ihan  can  be  conftrained  to  that  which  the  law  ordains 
not. 

VIII.  No  one  can  be  cited,  accufed,  arretted,  or  detained,  hut 
in  the  cafes  determined  by  the  law,  and  according  to  the  forms  it 
has  prefcribed. 

IX.  Thofe  who  folicit,  expedite,  figh,  execute,  or  caufe  to  be 
executed,  arbitrary  a£is,  are  culpable,  and  ought  to  be  puniflied. 

X.  All  rigour  not  neceflary  to  fecure  the  perfon  of  a  man  under 
charge,  ought  to  be  feverely  reprefled  by  the  law.

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XI.  No  man  can  be  judged  until  he  has  been  heard^  or  legatl^ 
fummoned. 

XII.  The  law  ought  not  to  decree  any  punifliment  but  fuch 
as  is  ftridlly  necefTary,  and  proportioned  to  the  offence. 

XIII.  All  treatment  that  aggravates  the  punifliment  deter- 
mined by  the  law  is  a  crime* 

XIV.  No  law,  criminal  or  civil,  can  have  a  retroaflive  efFedl. 

XV.  Every  man  may  engage  his  time  and  his  fervices;  but  he 
cannot  fell  himfelf  or  be  fold :  his  perfon  is  not  an  alienable 
property. 

XVI.  All  contribution  is  eftabliflied  for  general  utility:  it 
ought  to  be  afleflTed  upon  the  contributors  in  proportion  to  their 
rtieans. 

XVI L  The  fovereignty  refides  effentially  in  the  univerfality  of 
citizens. 

XVIII.  No  individual,  and  no  partial  union  of  citizens,  can 
arrogate  the  Sovereignty. 

XIX.  No  man  can,  without  a  legal  delegation,  exercife  any 
authority,  nor  fill  any  public  fundion. 

XX.  Each  citizen  has  an  equal  right  to  concur  immediately 
6r  mediately  in  the  formation  of  the  law,  the  nomination  of  thef 
reprefentatives  of  the  people,  and  the  public  funSionaries. 

XXI.  Public  funftions  cannot  become  the  property  of  thofe 
who  exercife  them. 

XXII.  The  focial  guarantee  cannot  exift,  if  the  divifion  of 
powers  is  not  eftabliflied,  if  their  limits  are  not  fixed,  and  if  the 
refponfibility  of  the  public  funftionaries  is  not  aifured. 

DUTIES. 

I.  The  declaration  of  rights  contains  the  obligations  of  legif- 
lators :  the  maintenance  of  fociety  demands  that  thofe  who  com- 
pofe  it  fliould  equally  know,  and  fulfil  their  duties. 

II.  All  the  duties  of  man,  and  of  a  citizen,  fpring  from  thefe 
twQ  principles,  engraved  by  nature  in  every  heart :— r-**  Do  not  to 
another  that  which  you  would  not  another  fliould  do  to  you." 
•— .«  Do  conitantly  to  others  the  good  you  would  receive  from 
them." 

III.  The  obligations  of  every  one  in  fociety  confift  in  defending 
it,  in  ferving  it,  in  living  obedient  to  the  laws,  and  in  refpefting 
thofe  who  are  the  organs  of  them* 

IV.  No  man  is  a  good  citizen,  if  he  is  not  a  good  fon,  a  good 
fether,  a  good  brother,  a  good  friend,  a  good  huft)and. 

V.  No  man  Is  a  good  man,  if  he  is  not  frankly  and  religioufly 
an  obferver  of  the  laws. 

VI .  He  who  openly  violates  the  laws,  declares  himfelf  in  a  (late 
of  war  with  fociety. 

VII. 
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VII.  He  who,  without  openly  infringing  the  laws,  eludes  theni 
by  craft  or  by  addrefs,  hurts  the  intcrefts  of  all :  he  renders  him- 
felf  unworthy  of  their  benevolence  and  of  their  elleem. 

VII !•  Upon  the  maintenance  of  property  reft  the  cultivation 
of  the  earth,  all  produce,  all  means  of  labour,  and  all  focial  order. 

IX.  Every  citizen  owes  his  fervice  to  his  country,  and  to  the 
maintenance  of  liberty,  of  equality,  and  of  property,  as  often  as 
the  law  calls  upon  him  to  defend  them. 

CONSTITUTION. 

I.  The  French  Republic  is  one  and  indivifiblc. 

a.  The  univerfality  of  French  citizens  is  the  fovcreign. 

HEAD    I. 

3.  France  is  divided  into  departments. — Thefe  depart- 
ments are  —  L*Ain,  L'Aifne,  L'Allier,  Les  Bafles-Alpes,  Les 
Hautes-Alpes,  Les  Alpes-Maiitimes,  L'Ardeche,  Les  Ardennes, 
L'Arriege,  L'Aube,  L'Aude,  L'Aveyron.

4.  The  limits  of  departments  may  be  changed  or  reftified  by 
the  legiflative  body ;  but,  in  this  cafe,  the  furfaco  of  a  depart- 
ment cannot  exceed  one  hundred  fquare  ifiyriametcrs,  (four  hun- 
dred fquarc  IcagueS;^  qf  |wq  thoufand  five  hundred  and  fixty-fix 
toifes  each.) 

5.  Each  department  is  diftributed  into  cantons,  Mch  canton 
into  communes. — The  cantons  retain  their  pi;efent  limits. — Their  * 
limits  may,  neverthelefs,  be  changed  or  re^ified  by  the  iegiflativo 
body ;  but,  in  this  cafe,  there  cannot  be  more  than  one  myria- 
^neter  (two  leagues^  of  two  thoufand  five  hundred  and  fixty-fhr 
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toifes  each)  from  the  mofl:  diftaat  commune  to  the  chief  place  of 
canton. 

6.  The  French  colonies  are  integral  parts  of  the  Republic,  and 
fubjeS  to  the  fame  conflitutional  law. 

7.  They  are  divided  into  departments  as  follow  :-*-The  iflan4 
of  St.  Domingo,  the  legidative  body  of  which  (hall  fettle  the  di- 
viflon  into  four  departments  at  lead,  or  fix  at  mo(l.  Guadaloupej^ 
Marie-Galante,  Defiada,  Les  Saintes,  and  the  French  part  of  St. 
Martin  ;  Martinico ;  French  Guiana  and  Cayenne ;  St.  Lucia  andi 

'  Tobago;  the  Ifle  of  France,  Les  Sjcychelles,  Roderigue,  and  the 
eftablifhments  of  Madagafcar.  The  ifle  of  Re-union;  the  Eaft 
Indies,  Pondicherry,  Chandernagor,  Mahe,  Karical,  and  otJier 
eftablifliments. 

HEAD     II. 

Political  State  of  Citizens* 

8*  Every  man  born  and  refident  in  France,  who,  being  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  has  infcribed  his  name  on  the  civic  regifter  of 
|iis  canton,  and  who  has  lived  afterward  one  year  on  the  territory 
of  the  Republic,  and  who  paysadire£l  contribution,  real  or  per- 
fonal,  is  a  French  citizen. 

9.  Frenchmen  who  have  made  one  or  more  campaigns  for  the 
eftablifliment  of  the  Republic,  are  citizens  without  any  condition 
of  contribution. 

10.  A  foreigner  becomes  a  French  citizen  when,  aft^r  having 
Sittained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  haying  declared  his 
intention  of  fettling  in  France,  he  has  refided  there  for  feven 
years  following,  provided  he  pays  a  direft  cpntfibution,  and 
moreover  poflefles  a  real  property,  or  an  eftablifhment  in  agri- 
culture or  commerce,  or  has  married  a  French  woman. 

11.  French  citizens  alone  can  vote  in  the  primary  aflemblies, 
and  be  called  to  the  funflions  eftabliflied  by  the  conftitution. 

12.  The  exercife  of  the  rights  of  a  citizen  is  loft,  ift,  by  na- 
turalization in  a  foreign  country ;  2d,  by  affiliation  with  any 
foreigri  corporation,  which  fuppofes  diftinftions  of  birth,  or  re- 
quires religious  vows ;  3d,  by  the  acceptance  of  funftions,  or  of 
penfions  offered  by  a  foreign  government ;  4th,  by  condemnation 
to  corporal  or  infamous  punifhment,  until  recapacitation. 

13.  The  exercife  of  the  rights  of  citizens  is  fufpended,  ift,  by 
a  judicial  interdid^  on  account  of  infanity,  idiotifm,  or  imbeci- 
lity ;  2d,  by  a  (late  of  bankruptcy,  or  being  an  immediate  heir, 
^nd  detaining  gratuitoufly,  the  whole  or  part  of  the  fucceffion  of 

*a  bankrupt  i  3d,  by  being  a  domeftic  on  wages,  attending  on  the 
peifon,  ciT  ferving  in  the  houfe;  4th,  by  being  under  accufa- 
tion ;  5th,  by  li  ^ntencc  of  contumacy,  until  th»t  fentence  Aall 
l}cannull?d» 

3  14.  The 
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14.  The  ezercife  of  the  rights  of  citizens  is  neither  loft  nor 
fufpended  in  the  two  preceding  articles,  but  in  cafes  pronounced 

upon. 

15.  Every  citizen  who  has  refided  feven  years  following  out  of 
the  territory  of  the  Republic,  without  miffion  or  authorization 
given  in  the  name  of  the  nation,  is  reputed  a  foreigner.  He  be- 
comes not  a  French  citizen  until  he  lias  conformed  to  the  condi« 
tions  prefcribed  by  article  lo. 

16.  Young  men  cannot  be  infcribed  on  the  civic  regifter,  un« 
lefs  they  prove  that  they  can  read  and  write,  and  exercife  a  me- 
chanical profeflion.-— The  manual  operations  of  agriculture  be- 
long to  mechanic  profedions. — This  article  not  to  operate  till  the 
twelfth  year  of  the  Republic. 

HEAD    III. 

» 

Primary  AjfemlVies. 

17.  The  primary  affcmblies  are  compofed  of  citizens  domici-* 
liated  in  the  fame  canton. — The  domiciliation  requifite  for  voting 
|n  tbefe  afTemblies  is  acquire4  by  fimple  refidence  during  a  year, 
and  is  loft  by  a  year's  abfence. 

.  18.  No  manf  can  vote  by  deputy  in  the  primary  affcmblies,  or 
vote,  for  the  fame  objed,  in  more  than  one  of  thefe  affcmblies* 

19.  There  is  one  primary  affembly  at  leaft  for  every  canton.— 
When  there  are  (evei^l,  each  is  compofed  of  four  hundred  and 
fifty  citizens  at  leaft,  or  nine  hundred  at  moft. — Thefe  numbers 
are  underftood  of  citizens  prefent  or  abfent,  having  a  right  to 
yote  in  them. 

20.  The  primary  affemblies  are  conftituted  provifionally,  under 
the  prefidency  of  the  oldeft  man  ;  the  youngeft  fills  provifionally 
the  office  of  fecretary. 

21.  They  are  definitively  confUtuted  in  nominating,  by  ballot^ 
9  prefident,  a  fecretary,  and  three  fcrutineers. 

22.  If  dUEculties  arife  on  the  right  of  voting,  the  affembly  de- 
cides provifionally,  faving  recourfe  to  the  civil  tribunal  of  de- 
partments. 

'   23.  In  every  other  cafe,  the  legiflative  body  alone  pronounces 
on  the  validity  of  the  operations  of  the  primary  affemblies. 
24|.  No  man  can  appear  in  arms  in  the  primary  affemblies. 

25.  Their  police  belongs  to  themfelves. 

26.  The  primary  affemblies  meet— i.  To  accept  or  reje£l  the 
conftitution  prapofed  by  the  affemblies  o£  revifion-  a.  To  make 
ibc  eleAions  whiii^h  belong  to  them  according  to  the  conftitution. 

27.  They  afiemble  in  full  right  on  the  ift  Germinal  (March  21) 
of  each  years  ap4  proceed,  according  as  there  may  be  occafion,  * 
to  the  ele^i<H^— -I.  Of  the  members  of  the  ele£ioral  affemblies. 

2«  Of  th«|u^  9S.  ge9c^  aoA  Us,  a^&r^    2*  Oi  tSsic;  ^i^&^tvx 
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of  the  municipal  adminlftration  of  the  canton^  or  of  the  muni« 
cipal  officers  in  communes  of  more  than  five  thoufand  inhabitants. 

28.  Immediately  after  thefe  eleftions,  there  are  held,  in  com- 
munej  of  lefs  than  five  thoufand  inhabitants,  communal  aflem- 
blies,  which  eleft  the  agents  of  each  commupe  and  their  affiftants. 

2Q.  Whatever  is  done  in  a  primary  or  communal  aflettibly  bo- 
yona  the  objeft  of  its  convocation,  and  againft  the  forihs  deter- 
inined  by  the  copftitption,  is  ni|ll. 

30.  The  aflemblie^s,  whether  primary  or  communal,  make  np 
idedtions  but  thofe  which  are  attributed  to  them  by  the  conftitution. 

31.  All  the  eleSions  are  made  by  fecrct  ballot. 

32.  Every  citizen  who  is  legally  conviSed  of  having  fold  or 
bought  a  fuflFrage,  is  excluded  from  the  primary  and  communal 
affemblies,  and  from  all  public  funftions,  for  twenty  years  j  in 
cafe  of  a  fecond  offence,  h^  is  excluded  for  ever, 

HEAD   iv» 
EkSforal  AJfemhlhs* 

33.  Each  primary  aflembly  nominates  one  ele<ftor  fof  two  hun*^ 
drcd  citizens,  prefent  or  abfent,  who  have  a  right  to  vote  in  the 
faid  aflembly.  To  the  number  of  three  hundred  citizens  inclu- 
fively,  but  ojie  eleflor  is  nominated. — ^Two  are  nominated,  for 
from  three  to  five  hundred. — Three,  for  from  five  hundred  an<J 
one  to  feven  hundred. — Four,  for  from  feven  hundred  add  one  to 
Dii^e  hundred. 

34.  The  members  of  the  ele(5\oral  affemblies  are  nominated 
every  year,  and  cannot  be  re-eleded  till  after  an  interval  of  two 
years. 

35.  No  man  can  be  nominated  an  eleftor,  if  he  be  not  twenty- 
five  years  of  age,  and  if  he  do  not  unite  to  the  qualifications  ne- 
ceffary  for  cxercifing  the  rights  of  a  French  citizen,  one  of  the 
following  conditions,  viz.— In  communes  of  more  than  fix  thou- 
fand inhabitants,  that  of  being  proprietor,  or  havirig  the  ufufruSl 
of  a  property,  valued  at  a  revenue  equal  to  the  local  value  of  two 
hundred  days  labour ;  or  being  lefTee,  either  of  a  habitation  var 
lued  at  a  revenue  equal  to  the  value  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
days  labour,  or  of  a  rural  property,  valued  at  one  hundred  and 
fifty  days  labour.  In  communes  of  lefs  than  fix  thoufand  inha- 
bitants, that  of  being  proprietor,  or  having  the  ufufru6i  of  a  pro- 
perty, valued  at  a  revenue  equal  to  the  local  value  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  days  labour;  or  of  being  leflTee,  either  of  a  habitation, 
valued  at  a  revenue  equal  to  the  value  of  one  hundred  days  la- 
bour, or  of  a  rural  property,  valued  at  one  hundred  days  labour. 
And  in  the  country,  that  of  being  proprietor,  or  having  the  ufu- 
fru5f  of  a  property,  valued  at  a  revenue  equal  to  the  local  value 
of  one  hundrtd  and  fifty  days  labour  j  ot  of  being  the  renter 
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(fermter  oik  metayer*)  of  property  valued  at  two  hundred  days 
labour.  With  refpeft  to  thofe  who  tnay  be  proprietors,  or  have 
the  ufufruSf  of  one  property,  and  be  leflee,  or  renters  of  another, 
their  means  under  both  heads  (hall  be  taken  cumulatively,  to 
make  out  the  necefTary  qualification  for  being  eligible. 

36.  Xhe  ele£toral  afiennbly  oi  each  department  meet^  on  the 
2oth  Germinal  (April  9)  of  each  year,  and  terminates  in  one 
fingle  feflion  of  ten  days  at  moft,  and  without  the  power  of  ad- 
journing, all  the  eledions  to  be  made ;  after  which  it  is  dilFolved 
of  full  right. 

37^  The  electoral  aflemblies  cannot  employ  themfelves  upon 
any  obje£t  foreign  to  the  eledion  with  which  they  are  charged  ; 
they  can  neither  fend  nor  receive  any  addrefs^  any  petition,  any 
deputation* 

38.  The  eledoral  aflemblies  cannot  correfpond  with  one 
anpther. 

39*  No  citizen,  having  been  a  member  of  an  ele^ioral  aflem^ 
bly,  can  take  the  title  of  eleSor,  or  meet  in  this  quality  with 
thoie  who  have  been  member^  of  the  fame  aflembly  with  him.— 
The  contravention  of  this  article  is  an  infringement  of  the  gene- 
ral fafety. 

40.  Articles  18,  21,  23,  24,  25,  29,  30,  31,  and  32,  of  the 
preceding  title  on  the  primary  aflemblies,  are  common  to  the 
eledoral  aflemblies. 

41.  The  eleSoral  aflemblies  choofe,  as  there  may  be  occaflon 
— I*  The  members  of  the  legiflative  body,  viz.  the  members  of 
the  council  of  elders,  afterwards  the  members  of  the  council  of 
five  hundred.  2.  The  members  of  the  tribunal  of  aimulment, 
3.  The  high  jurors.  4.  The  adminiftrators  of  departments* 
5.  The  prefident,  public  accufer,  and  regifter  of  the  criminal 
tribunal.     6.  The  judges  of  the  civil  tribunals. 

42.  When  a  citizen  is  eleded  by  the  eledoral  aflemblies  to  re- 
place  a  functionary  who  is  dead,  reflgned,  or  removed,  that  citi- 
zen is  elected  only  for  the  time  that  remained  to  the  fundionary 
replaced.  ' 

43.  The  coramiflary  of  the  executive  direSory  belonging  to 
the  adminiflration  of  each  department,  is  bound,  on  pain  of  re- 
moval, to  inform  the  diredtory  of  the  opening  and  clofing  of  the 
eledloral  aflTemblies :  this  commiflary  can  neither  flop  nor  fufpend 
the  operations,  nor  enter  the  place  of  fitting  of  the  affembly  ;  but 
he  has  a  right  to  demand  communication  of  the  minutes  of  each 
fitting  within  the  twenty-four  hours  following,  dnd  he  is  bound 
to  denounce  to  the  direSory  infra£bions  of  the  conftitutional  ad. 
In  all  cafes  the  legiflative  body  alone  pronounces  on  the  validity 
of  the  operations  of  the  ele£loral  aflemblies. 
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HBAD   V. 

LEGISLATIVE  POWER. 

General  Difpojitsons. 

44*  The  leglflative  body  is  compofed  of  a  council  of  elders  and 
4  council  of  five  hundred. 

45.  The  leglflative  body  cannot,  in  any  cafe,  delegate  to  one   . 
Or  more  of  its  mctnbers,  or  to  any  one  virhomfoever,  any  of  the 
fundions  attributed  to  it  by  the  prefent  conftitution. 

46.  It  cannot  exercife,  by  itfelf  or  by  delegates,  the  executive 
power  or  the  judicial  authority. 

47.  There  is  an  incompatibility  between  the  quality  of  member 
of  the  leglflative  body,  and  the  exercife  of  any  other  public  func* 

-  tion,  except  thzt  of  archiviji  of  the  Repuhlic. 

48.  The  law  determines  the  mode  of  the  definitive  or  temporary 
Kfplacing  public  funflionaries  who  are  eleSed  members  of  the  le- 
giftative  body.  ^ 

49.  Each  department  concurs,  in  proportion  to  its  population 
o^ly,  in  the  nomination  of  members  of  the  council  of  elders^  and 
of  members  of  the  council  of  five  hundreds 

'  50.  Every  ten  years  the  legiflative  body,  according  to  flEatc- 
ments  of  population  fent  to  it,  determines  the  number  of  meni« 
bers  of  either  council  which  each  department  ought  to  fumjfh. 

51.  No  change  can  be  made  in  this  diflribution  during  that  in* 
terval. 

52.  The  members  of  the  legiflative  body  are  not  reprefenta-^ 
tives  of  the  department  which  nominates  them,  but  of  the  whole 
nation  ;  and  no  injundion  can  be  laid  on  them. 

53.  Both  councils  are  renewed  annually  by  thirds* 

54.  The  members  going  out  after  three  years  may  be  imnfe*' 
diately  ele£ted  for  the  three  years  follovrfng,  after  which  there 
muft  be  an  interval  of  two  years  to  render  them  eligible  again. 

55.  No  man,  in  any  cafe,  can  be  a  member  of  the  legiflativd 
body  during  more  than  fix  years  following. 

56.  If,  by  extraordinary  circumftances,  one  of  the  two  couti- 
cils  find  itfelf  reduced  to  lefs  than  two  thirds  of  its  members,  it 
gives  notice  to  the  executive  direftpry,  which  is  bound  to  con- 
voke, without  delay,  the  primary  aflemblies  of  the  departments 
Vt^hich  have  members  of  the  legiflative  body  to  replace  in  confe- 
quence  of  circumftances ;  the  primary  aflemblies  immediateljr 
nominate  eleftors,  who  proceed  to  the  neceflary  replacing^. 

57.  The  members  newly  eleSed  for  either  council  meet  on  flie 
ift  Prairial  (May  20)  of  each  year,  iti  the  commune  poihtedbtit 
by  the  legiflative  body  preceding,  or  in  the  commune  Where  it 
h'eld  its  laft  fittings,  if  another  be  not  pointed  otit* 

S8.  The  two  councils  reftdc  always  in  the  fame  commufle; 


59.  The  legiflative  body  is  pormaacnt ;  it  may  ncvcrthclcfs  ad- 
journ itfelf  for  ftated  terms. 

60.  In  no  cafe  can  the  fame  councils  meet  in  the  fame  halL 

61.  The  funftions  of  prefident  and  of  fccretaries  cannot  exceed 
the  duration  of  one  month,  either  in  the  council  of  elders^  or 
in  that  of  five  hundred. 

62.  The  two  councils  have  refpeSively  the  right  of  police,  Iii 
the  place  of  their  fittings,  and  its  external  circuit,  fuch  as  they 
determine  it. 

63.  They  have  refpefiively  the  right  of  police  over  their  mem- 
bers ;  but  they  cannot  pronounce  a  fentence  more  fcvere  than  cen- 
fure,  arrcft  for  eight  days,  and  imprifonment  for  three. 

64.  The  fittings  of  both  councils  are  public :  the  perfons  wh6 
attend  cannot  exceed  the  number  of  the  half  of  the  refpedive 
members  of  each  council.  The  miiuites  of  their  fittings  are 
printed. 

65.  Every  vote  is  taken  by  fitting  down  and  rifing  up :  in  cafe 
of  doubt,  their  names  are  called  over ;  but  the  individual  votes 
are  then  fecret. 

'  66*  On  the  demand  of  one  hundred  of  its  members,  either 
council  may  form  itfelf  into  a  general  and  fecret  committee; 
but  only  to  difcufs,  and  not  to  vote. 

67.  Neither  council  can  create,  in  its  own  body,  a  permanent 
committee.  Only  each  council  has  the  power,  when  a  matter 
appeacs  to  it  fufceptible  of  a  preparatory  examination,  to  nomi^ 
nate,  from  among  its  members,  a  fpecial  commiflion,  which  con* 
fines  itielf  folely  *to  the  objed  of  its  formation.  This  commiilion 
is  difiblved  as  foon  as  the  council  has  decided  upon  the  objed  with 
which  it  was  charged* 

68.  The  members  of  the  legiflative  body  receive  an  s^nnual  in- 
demnity :  It  is,  in  both  councils,  fixed  at  the  value  of  three  thou- 
fatid  myriagrammes  of  wheat  (fix  hundred  and  thirteen  quintals^ 
thirty*two  pounds.) 

69.  The  executive  directory  cannot  caufe  to  pafs,  or  (lop,  saij 
body  of  troops  within  the  di fiance  of  fix  myriameters  (twelve 
mean  leagues)  of  the  commune  where  the  legiflative  body  holds 
its  fittings,  unlefs  upon  its  requifition,  or  with  its  authority. 

70.  'I  here  is  about  the  legiflative  body  a  guard  of  citizens^ 
taken  from  the  fedentary  national  guard  of  all  the  depart  men  ts, 
and  chofen  by  their  brothers  in  arms.  This  guard  cannot  ha 
lefs  than  one  thoufand  five  hundred  men  in  adivity  of  fervice. 

71.  The  legiflative  body  determines  the  mode  and  duration  of 
&1S  fervice. 

72.  The  legiflative  body  attends  no  public  cereflaony^  a&d  fendtf 
ibither  no  deputation. 

Vox.  III. ^Pa  r  t  jL  c  CwoaC\\ 
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Council  of  Five  Hundred* 

J2*  The  council  of  five  hundred  is  invariably  fixed  at  this 
number. 

74.  To  be  eleSed  a  member  of  the  council  of  five  hundred,  a 
man  mud  be  thirty  years  of  age  complete,  and  have  been  domi- 
ciliated upon  the  territory  of  the  Republic  during  the  ten  years 
which  immediately  preceded  the  eleftion.  The  condition  of 
being  thirty  years  of  age  (hall  not  be  requirable  before  the  feventh 
^ycar  of  the  Republic ;  till  that  period,  the  age  of  twcnty-five  years 
complete  (hall  be  AifHcient. 

75.  The  council  of  five  hundred  cannot  deliberate,  if  its  fitting 
be  not  compofed  of  two  hundred  members  at  leaft. 

76.  The  propofing  of  laws  appertains  exclufively  to  the  coun«- 
cil  of  five  hundred. 

77.  No  propofition  can  be  debated  or  refolved  upon  in  the 
council  of  five  hundred  without  obferving  the  following  forms : 
-—The  propofition  is  read  three  times  ;  the  interval  between  two 
of  thefe  readings  cannot  be  lefs  than  ten  days.  The  difcuffion  is 
opened  after  each  reading;  and,  neverthelefs,  after  the  firfl  or 
the  fecond  reading,  the  cotmcil  of  five  hundred  may  declare  that 
there  is  ground  for  adjournment,  or,  that  there  is  not  ground 
for  deliberating.  Every  propofition  mult  be  printed  and  diftri* 
buted  two  days  before  the  fecond  reading.  After  the  third  reading, 
the  council  of  five  hundred  decides  whether  or  not  there  be  ground 
for  adjournment. 

78.  No  propofition,  which,  being  fubmitted  to  difcuflion,  hai 
been  definitively  reje61ed  after  the  third  reading,  can  be  re-pro^ 
duced  till  after  the  revolution  of  a  year. 

79^  The  propofitions  adopted  by  the  council  of  five  hundred  are 
Called  refolutions. 

80.  The  preamble  of  every  refolution  fets  forth,  i.  the  dates 
of  the  fittings  in  which  the  three  readings  of  the  propofition  took 
place ;  2*  the  a£l  by  which  it  was  declared,  after  the  third  reading, 
that  there  was  not  groimd  for  adjournment. 

81.  Propo(itions  recogni fed  as  urgent  by  a  previous  declaration 
of  the  council  of  five  hundred,  are  exempted  from  the  forms  pre- 
(bribed  by  article  77.  This  declaration  fets  forth  the  motives  of 
urgency,  and  mention  is  made  of  it  in  the  preamble  to  the  refo- 
lution. 


':  Council  of  Elders. 

82.  The  council  of  elders  is  Compofed  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
members. 

83.  No  man  can  be  ele6led  a  member  of  the  council  of  elders^ 
if  he  be  not  forty  years  of  age  complete ;  if  he  be  not  married, 
or  a  widower,  and  if  he  has  not  been  domiciliated  on  the  territory 
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«f  tti€  Repbblit  during  the  fifteen  years  which  immediately  pre* 
ceded  the  eleAion. 

84.  The  condition  of  domiciliation  required  by  this  article,  and 
that  prefcribcd  by  article  74,  do  not  concern  the  citizens  who  are 
gone  out  o(  the  territory  of  the  Republic  with  miiiion  from  go- 
vernment. 

85.  The  Council  of  elders  cannot  deliberate,  if  the  fitting  be  not 
compofed  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-fix  members  at  leait* 

66.  It  appertains,  exclufively,  to  the  CQimcil  o\'  elders  to  approve 
or  rejed  the  refolutions  of  the  council  of  five  hundred. 

87.  As  foon  as  a  refolution  of  the  council  of  five  hundred  come» 
to  the  council  of  elders,  the  prefident  reads  the  preamble. 

88.  The  council  of  elders  refufes  to  approve  the  refolutions  of 
the  council  of  five  hundred,  which  have  not  been  come  to  accor- 
ding to  the  forms  prefcribed  by  the  conftitution. 

89.  If  the  propofition  has  been  declared  urgent  by  the  council 
of  five  hundred,  the  council  o^  elders  deliberates  upon  approving 
or  rejecting  the  aft  of  urgency. 

90.  If  the  council  of  elders  rejeft  the  aft  of  urgency,  it  does 
not  deliberate  upon  the  principle  of  the  refoluion. 

91.  If  the  refolution  be  not  preceded  by  an  aft  of  urgency,  it 
is  read  three  times :  the  interval  between  two  ot  thefc  readings 
cannot  be  lefs  than  five  days.  The  difcuflion  is  opened  after  each 
reading.  Every  refolution  is  printed  and  diflributed,  two  days  at 
lead  before  the  fecond  reading. 

92.  The  refolutions  of  the  council  of  five  hundred,  adopted  by 
tbe  council  of  elders,  are  called  laws. 

93.  The  preamble  to  laws  fets  forth  the  dates  of  the  fittings  of 
the  council  of  elders,  in  which  the  thrte  readings  took  place* 

94.  The  decree  by  which  the  council  of  elders  recognifes  the 
urgency  of  a  law  is  mentioned,  with  the  reafons  afiigned  for  it, 
in  the  preamble  to  that  law, 

95.  The  propofitipn  pf  ^  law  made  by  the  copncil  of  five  hun- 
dred is  underftood  of  all  the  articles  of  one  plan  ;  the  council  of 
eldei:^  n>uft  rejeft  them  all,  or  approve  the  whole. 

96.  The  approbation  of  the  council  of  elders  is  exprefl^d  on 
each  propofition  qf  law  by  this  formula^  figned  by  the  prefident 
and  fecretaries :  the  council  of  elders  approve^. 

97.  The  refufal  to  adopt  on  account  of  omiffion  of  the  forms 
'pointed  out  in  article  77  of  this  head,  is  exprelfed  by  this/ir- 
mula^  figned  by  the  prefident  and  fecretaries:  tht  conjiituiion  annuls • 

98.  The  refufal  to  approve  the  principle  of  a  law  propofed  is 
exprefled  by  this  formuldy  figned  by  the  prefident  and  fecretaries ;  ^ 
the  council  of  elders  cannot  adopt. 

99.  In  the  cafe  of  the  prefent  article,  the  plan  of  the  lawre^ 
jefted  cannot  be  again  prefented  by  the  cpuocil  of  five  hi|U|idredy 
iMi  after  the  revolution  of  a  year. 


lOO.  The  council  of  five  hundred  may,  ncvftrthclipft,  prcfenf^ 
at  any  period  whatever*  a  plan  of  a  law  which  contains  articles 
that  made  part  of  a  plan  which  has  been  rejeded. 

]  oi .  The  council  of  elders  fends  the  laws  it  has  adopted,  within 
the  day,  both  to  the  council  of  five  hundred,  and  to  the  executive 
dire£^ory« 

^  o2«  The  council  of  elders  may  change  the  rcfidence  of  the 
legiflative  body  :  it  points  out,  in  this  cafe,  a  new  place,  and  the 
period  at  which  the  two  councils  are  bound  to  repair  to  it.  The 
decree  of  the  co!incil  of  elders  upon  this  fubjeft  is  irrevocable. 
.  103.  On  and  after  the  day  of  this  decree,  neither  of  ihefe  coun- 
cils can  deliberate  any  more  in  the  commune  where  they  had  till 
then  refided.  The  members  who  would  there'  continue  their 
fun£i:ions»  will  render  themfelves  guilty  of  an  offence  againft  the 
furety  of  the  Republic. 

104.  The  members  of  the  executive  dircflory  who  (hall  retard, 
or  refufe  to  feal,  promulgate,  and  difpatch  the  decree  of  the  tranf- 
lation  of  the  legiflative  body,  will  be  guilty  of  the  fame  crime. 

105.  If,  within  twenty  days  after  that  fixed  by  the  council  of 
elders,  the  majority  of  each  of  the  two  councils  has  not  made, 
known  to  the  Republic  its  arrival  at  the  new  place  pointed  out,  or 
its  meeting. in  fome  other  place,  the  adminidrators  of  department^ 
or,  in  their  default,  the  civil  tribiinals  of  department,  convoke  the 
primary  aflemblies  to  nominate  eleSors,  who  proceed  immedi- 
ately to  the  fornration  of  a  new  legiflative  body,  by  the  eleflion 
of  two  hiuidred  and  fifty  deputies  for  the  council  of  elders,  and 
of  five  hundred  for  the  other  council. 

106.  The  adminiilrators  of  department  who,  in  the  cafe  of  the 
preceding  article,  fail  to  convoke  the  primary  alfemblies,  render 
themfelves  guilty  of  high  treafon,  and  of  an  offence  againft  the 
furery  of  the  Republic. 

107.  AH  citizens  who  oppofe  any  obflacle  to  the  convocation 
of  the  primary  and  eleftoraKaffemblies,  in  the  cafe  of  article  106, 
are  declared  guilty  of  the  fame  crime. 

108.  The  members  of  the  new  legiflative  body  affemble  in  the 
place  to  which  the  council  of  elders  had  transferred  the  fittings. 
If  they  cannot  meet  in  that  place,  in  whatever  place  the  ttia- 
jority  is,  there  is  the  legifliative  body. 

109.  Except  in  the  cafe  of  articU  103,  no  propofition  of  law 
can  originate  in  the  council  ofelders. 

Oftht  Guarantee  of  the  Members  if  the  Legijlative  Body. 

1 10.  The  citizens  who  are,  oir  who  have  been,  members  of  the 
legiflative  body,  cannot  be  examined,  accufed,  or  tried  at  any 
time,  for  what  they  have  faid  or  written  in  the  exercife  of  their 
fundions.  ... 

III.  The 
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rii.  The  members  of  the  legiflatlve  body,  from  the  moment 
of  their  nomination  to  the  thirtieth  day  after  the  expiration  of 
their  fundions,  cannot  be  brought  to  trial  but  according  to  the 
forms  prefcribcd  by  the  foUov.  ing  articles* 

1 1  a.  They  may,  for  criminal  a^s,  be  feizcd  in  flagranti  deliifo ; 
but  notice  is  given  of  it,  without  delay,  to  the  Wgillativc  body; 
and  the  profccution'  cannot  be  continued  till  after  the  council  of 
five  hundred  has  propofcd  the  bringing  to  trial,  and  the  council  of 
elders  has  deci:eed  it. 

1 13«  Except  in  the  cafe  oi flagrant  ieliBum^  the  members  of  the 
legiflative  body  cannot  be  carried  before  the  officers  of  police,  or 
put  in  a  ftate  of  arreft,  before  the  council  of  five  hundred  has 
propofed  the  bringing  to  trials  and  the  council  of  elders  has  de- 
creed it, 

114*  In  the  cafe  of  the 'two  preceding  articles,  a  member  of 
the  legiflative  body  cannot  be  carried  beiore  any  tribunal  but  the 
high  court  of  juftice. 

115.  They  are  carried  before  the  fame  court  for  a£ls  of  treafon^ 
dilapidation,  manoeuvres  to  overturn  the  conidtution,  and  offences 
againft  the  internal  fecurity  of  the  Republic. 

1 16.  No  denunciation  againft  a  member  of  the  legiflative  body 
can  give  room  for  a  profecution,  if  it  be  not  drawn  up  in  writing, 
iigned,  and  dddrefled  to  the  council  of  five  himdred. 

117.  If  after  having  there  been  deliberated  upon  in  the  form 
prefcribed  by  article  77,  the  council  of  five  huhdred  admit  the 
denunciation,  it  declares  it  in  thefe  terms :

118.  The  perfon  inculpated  is  then  cited:  he  has  for  his  ap- 
pearance a  delay  of  three  days ;  and  when  he  appears,  he  is 
heard  in  the  interior  of  the  place  of  fitting  of  the  council  of  five 

hundred*     ^ 

1 19.  Whether  the  perfoti  inculpateil  be  prefcnt  or  not,  the 
council  of  five  himdred  declares,  atter  this  delay,  if  there  be,  or 
be  not  room  for  an  examination  of  his  condiift. 

120.  If  It  be  declared  by  the  council  of  five  hurtdred,  that  there 
is  room  for  an.  examination,  the  perfon  under  charge  is  cited  by 
the  council  of  ciders ;  he  has  for  his  appearance  a  delay  of  two 
free  days ;  and  if  he  appear,  he  is  heard  in  the  interior  of  the 
place  of  fitting  of  the  council  of  elders. 

121.  Whether  the  perfon  undercharge  be  prefent  or  not,  the 
council  of  elders,  after  this  delay,  and  atter  having  deliberated 
according  to  the  fortns  prescribed  by  article  91^  pronounces  the 
accufatioH,  if  there  be  room  for  it;  and  fends  the  perfon  accufed 
kfore  the  high  court  of  juftice,  which  is  bouod  to  proceed  to  trial 
without  any  delay. 


122*  Every  difcuflion,  in  either  council,  relative  to  charging 
or  accufing  a  member  of  the  legiflative  body,  is  had  in  general 
committee.  Every  vote  upon  the  fame  fubjefl  is  taken  by  calling 
over  the  names,  and  fecret  ballot. 

123.  The  accufation  pronounced  againft  a  member  of  the  le- 
giflative body  carries  with  it  fufpenfion.  If  he  be  acquitted  by 
the  judgment  of  the  high  court  of  juftice,  he  refumes  his 
fundions. 

,         Relations  of  the  Two  Councils  with  one  another. 

124.  When  the  two  councils  are  definitively  conftituted,  thcjr 
give  mutual  notice  by  a  meflcnger  of  ftate. 

125.  Each  council  nominates  four  meflengers  of  ilate  for  its 
fcrvicc. 

126.  They  carry",  to  each  of  the  councils,  and  to  the  executive 
direAory,  the  laws  and  afts  of  the  legiflative  body ;  they  have 
entrance  to  this  efFeft  into  the  place  of  fitting  of  the  executive 
dircftory.     They  arc  preceded  by  two  u fliers  in  thefe  meffkges. 

127#  One  of  the  councils  cannot  adjourn  itfelf  beyond  five^ays, 
without  the  confent  of  the  other. 

Promulgation  of  Laws* 

128.  The  executive  diredory  caufes  the  laws,  and  other  a£l$ 
of  the  legiflative  body,  to  be  fealed  within  two  days*  after  their 
reception. 

129.  It  feals  and  promulgates  within  the  day,  the  laws  and 
a&s  of  the  legiflative  body,  which  are  preceded  by  a  decree  of 
urgency. 

130.  The  publication  of  the  laws  and  ad:s  of  the  legiflative 
body  is  ordained  in  the  following  form: — In  the  name  of  the  French 
Repuhlic  (hm>)  or  (aSf)  of  the  legiflative  body* — The  directory  orr 
dainsy  that  the  above  law  or  a^  of  the  legiflative  body  Jha II  be  pui^ 
Jijbedf  executed,  and  thefeal  of  the  Republic  affixed  to  it. 

131  •  Laws  of  which  the  preamble  does  not  atteft  the  obfervance 
of  the  forms  prefcribed  by  articles  77  and  91,  cannot  be  promul- 
gated by  the  executive  directory,  and  its  refpon Ability  in  this  re- 
fpeft  lafts  fix  years.     The  laws  for  which  the  aft  of  urgency 

has  been  approved  by  the  council  of  elders  arc  excepted.

HEAD    VI. 

Executive  Power. 

132.  The  executive  power  is  delegated.,  to  a  direfiory  of  five 
members,  nominated  by  the  legiflative  body,  performing  the  func- 
tions of  an  eleftoral  aflembly  in  the  name  of  the  nation. 

133.  The  council  of  five  hundred  forms,  by  fecret  ballot,  a  lift 
of  ten  times  the  numbers  of  the  direftory  to  be  nominated,  and 

prelisnt« 
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prefents  it  to  the  council  of  elders^  who  choofe,  by  fecret  ballot 
alfo,  out  of  this  lift. 

134.*  The  members  of  the  directory  mud  be  forty  years  of  age 
at  Ieaft« 

1 35*  They  cannot  be  taken  but  from  among  the  citizens  who 
have  been  members  of  the  legiflative  body  or  minifters.  The 
difpofition  of  this  article  (hall  not  be  obferved  till  the  commence*^ 
ment  of  the  ninth  year  of  the  Republic. 

136.  From  the  firft  day  of  the  ninth  year  of  the  Republic,  the 
members  of  the  legiflative  body  cannot  be  eleded  members  of  the 
diredory,  or  minifters,  either  during  the  continuance  of  their  le- 
giflative fundionsy  or  during  the  firit  year  after  the  expiration  of 
thofe  fundions. 

137.  The  direfiory  is  partially  renewed  by  the  election  of  a 
new  member  every  year.  During  the  firil  four  years,  the  fuc* 
ceflive  going  out  of  thofe  nominated  the  firft  time,  iball  be  de* 
cided  by  lot« 

138.  None  of  the  members  going  out  can  be  re-elc£led  till 
after  an  interval  of  five  years. 

139.  The  afcendant  and  the  defcendant  in  direSt  line;  the 
brother,  the  uncle,  and  the  nephew,  coufins  in  the  firft  degree^ 
and  connexions  by  marriage  in  the  fame  degrees,  cannot  be  niem^ 
bers  of  the  directory  at  the  fame  time,  nor  fucceed  one  another 
in  it,  till  after  an  interval  of  five  years. 

140.  In  the  cafe  of  vacancy,  by  the  death  or  other  wife,  of  a 
member  of  the  diredory,  his  fucceflbr  is  ele£led  by  the  legiflative 
body  within  ten  days  at  moft.  The  council  of  five  hundred  is 
bound  to  propofe  the  candidates  within  the  firft  five  days,  and  the 
council  of  elders  muft  complete  the  eledtion  within  the  laft  five 
days*  The  new  member  is  eledted  only  for  the  remaining  period 
of  the  peribn  he  fucceeds.  If,  however,  this  does  not  exceed  Qx 
months,  he  who  is  eleded  (hall  continue  in  office  for  five  year^ 
and  a  half« 

141.  Each  member  of  the  dire£tory  is  prefident  of  it  in  turn, 
for  three  months  only^  The  prefident  figns  and  keeps  the  feal. 
The  laws  and  the  ads  of  the  legiflative  body  are  addreflfed  to  the 
dire£lory  in  the  perfon  of  its  prefident, 

142.  The  executive  diredory  cannot  deliberate  if  there  be  not 
three  members  prefent  at  leaft. 

143.  A  fecietary  is  chofen,  not  one  of  its  members,  who 
counter(tgns  difpatches,  and  draws  up  the  deliberations  on  a  re* 
gifter,  in  which  each  member  has  a  right  of  entering  his  opinion^ 
^Itb  his  reafons  for  it*  The  diredory  may^  when  it  thinks  pro* 
per,  deliberate  without  the  attendance  of  its  fecretary ;  in  this 
^fe  the  deliberations  are  drawn  up  in  a  particular  regifter  bjr 
one  of  the  members  of  the  4iredory. 

144.  The 
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144.  The  diTt&ory  provides,  according  fo  the  Taws,  for  tkc  ex- 
ternal or  internal  fiirety  of  the  Republic ;  it  may  make  proclai- 
ttiations  conformable  to  the  laws,  and  for  the  execution  of  the 
laws.  It  difpofes  of  the  armed  force,  without  in  any  cafe  the 
diredory  coUedively,  or  any  6f  its  meifnbcrs,  being  capable  of 
commanding  it  either  during  the  time  of  their  fundions,  or  during 
the  two  years  which  Immediately  follow  the  expiration  of  thote 
fun&ions. 

145^  If  the  direflory  is  informed,  that  any  confpiracy  is  plot- 
ting againft  the  external  or  internal  furety  of  the  ftate,  it  may 
iffue  warrants  of  fummons,  or  warrants  of  arreft,  againft  the 
prefumed  authors  or  accomplices  ;  it  may  interrc^te  them  ;  but 
it  is  obliged,  under  the  penalties  againft  the  crime  of  arbitrary 
detention,  to  fend  them  before  the  officer  of  police,  within  the 
delay  of  two  days,  to  proceed  according  to  the  laws. 

146.  The  dircStory  nominates  the  generals  in  chief;  it  cannot 
chufe  them  among  the  relations  or  connexions  of  its  members 
ivithin  the  degrees  exprefied  by  article  139, 

147.  It  fuperintends  and  aifures  the  execution  of  laws  in  the 
adminiftrations  and  tribunals^  by  commiflaries  of  its  nomination. 

148.  It  nominates,  not  of  its  own  body,  the  minifters,  and  dtf-* 
fliifles  them  when  it  thinks  fit.  It  cannot  chufe  them  under  the 
age  of  thirty  years,  nor  from  among  the  relations  or  connedioni^ 
of  its  members,  within  the  degrees  fet  forth  in  article  139. 

149.  The  ^minifters  correfpoud  immediately  with  the  authori- 
ties fubordinate  to  them. 

150.  The  legiflative  body  determines  the  attributions,  and  the 
number  of  miniiiers :  this  number  is  fix  at  leaft,  or  eight  at  moft. 

151.  The  minifters  do  not  form  a  council. 

152.  TJie  minifters  are  refpefiively  refponGble  both  for  the 
non-execution  of  laws,  and  the  non-execution  of  orders  of  the 
direSory.     -  * 

153.  The  directory  nominates  the  receiver  of  diredl  taxes  in 
each  department. 

154.  It  nominates  the  fuperintendants  in  chief  of  indtred  con- 
tributions, and  of  the  adminiftration  of  national  domains. 

155.  AH  the  public  fit n&ionaries  in  the  French  colonies,  ex- 
cept the  departments  of  the.ifles  of  J' ranee  and  Re*union,  (hall 
be  nominated  by  the  diredory  till  peace. 

1^56;  The  legiflative  body  may  authorife  the  directory  to; fend 
into  all  the  French  colonies,  according  to  the  exigency  of  the 
cafe,  <^ne  or  more  particular  agents  nominated  by  it  for  a  limk^ 
time.  The  particular  -agents  ftiall  exercife  the  fame  funSions  t$ 
the  dire£tpry;  and  fhall  be  fubordinate  (o  it.. 

157.  No  member  of  the  direSory  can  go  out  of  the  territory  of 
the  Republic,  till  two  years  aft^r  the  celfation  of  its  funfiions. 

158.  Ho 
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158.  He  !s  bound  during  that  interval  to  prove  his  residence  to 
the  legiflative  body.  Article  112^  and  the  following,  to  article 
123  inclufively,  relative  to  the  guarantee  of  the  legiflative' body^ 
are  common  to  the  members  of  the  diredlory. 

159.  In  cafe  of  more  than  two  members  of  the  direftory  being 
brought  to  trialy  the  legiflativp  body  ihall  provide^  in  the  ordinary 
forms,  for  replacing  them  proviiionally  during  the  trial. 

i6o.  Except  in  the  cafe  of  articles  1 19  and  no,  neither. the  di- 
refiory  nor  any  of  its  members  can  be  cited  either  by  the  council 
of  five  hundred)  or  by  tlie  council  of  elders. 

i6i»  The  accounts  and  information  demanded  of  the  diredory 
by  either  council  are  furniflied  in  writing. 

162.  The  direSory  is  bound,  every  year,  to  prefent  to  both 
councils  in  writing,  an  eftimate  of  the  expences,  the  fituation  of 
the  finances,  the  ftate  of  exiting  penfions,  and  the  plan  of  thofe 
which  it  thinks  it  expedient  to  eltablifh  or  create.  It  mud  point 
out  the  abufes  that  have  come  within  its  knowledge. 

163.  The  direftory  may  at  all  times  invite  the  council  of  five 
hundred,  in  writing,  to  take  a  fubjed  into  confideration  ;  it  may 
propofe  to.it  meafure39  but  not  plans  drawn  up  in  form  of  laws. 

164.  No  member  of  the  dire£tory  can  ablent  himfelf  more  than 
five  days,  or  remove  above  four  myriameters  (eight  mean  leagues) 
from  the  place  of  refidence  of  the  diredory,  without  being  au* 
thorifed  by  the  legiflative  body. 

165.  The  members  of  the  direflory  cannot  appear  in  the  excr- 
cife  of  their  fundions,  either  without  or  within  their  houfes,  un- 
lefs  cloathed  in  their  appropriate  drefs. 

i66.  The  diredory  has  its  conitant  guard,  paid  at  the  expence 
of  the  Republic,  compofed  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  infantry, 
and  one  hundred  and  twenty  cavalry. 

167.  The  directory  is  attended  by  its  guards  in  public  ceremo- 
nies and  proceflTions,  in  which  it  has  always  the  firfl:  rank. 

1 68.  Each  member  of  the  directory  is  attended  out  of  doors  by 
two  guards.  <» 

169.  Every  poft  of  armed  force  owes  to  the  diredory,  and  to 
each  of  its  members,  the  fuperior  military  honours. 

170.  The  direSory  has  four  meflengers  of  flate,  whom  it  nomi« 
nates  ^nd  whom  it  may  remove ;— they  carry  to  the  two  legiflative 
bodies  the  letters  and  memorials  of  the  diredory  ;  they  have  en- 
trance to  this  effe£l  into  the  place  of  fitting  of  the  legiflative 
councils.  :-t— they  march  preceded  by  two  ufhers. 

171.  The  diredory  refides  in  the  fame  commune  with  the  legif- 
lative body. 

172.  The  members  of  the  direSory  are  lodged  at  the  expence  of 
the  KepubFic,  and  in  the  fame  edifice. 

173.  The  falary  of  each  of  them  is  fixed  for  each  year  at  the

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Value  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thoufand  myriflgrammes  of  wheat 
(ten  thoufand  two  hundred  and  twenty-two  quintals.) 

HEAD    VII. 

Admintfirative  and  Municipal  Bodies. 

174.  tn  each  department  there  is  a  central  adminiAration ;  and 
in  each  canton  one  municipal  adminidration  at  lead. 

17^.  Every  member  of  a  departmental  or  municipal  adminjf- 
tration  ought  to  be  twenty -five  years  of  age  at  leaft. 
■  176.  The  afcendant  and  defcendant  in  diredl  line,  brothers,  the 
uncle  and  nephew,  and  conneftions  by  marriage  in  the  fame  de- 
grees, cannot  be  members  of  the  fame  adminiftiation  at  the  fame 
time,  or  fucceed  one  another  in  it  till  after  an  interval  of  two 
years.  '      , 

177.  Each  adminiftration  of  department  is  cqppofed  of  five 
members  ;  it  is  renewed  by  a  fifth  every  year. 
•     1 7S.  ^very  commune,  of  which  the  population  is  from  five 
thoufand  to  one  hundred  thoufand  inhabitants,  has  for  itfelf  alone 
a  municipal  adminiftration. 

179.  In  each  commune,  of  which  the  population  is  lefs  than 
five  thoufand  inhabitants,  there  is  a  municipal  agent  and  an  af- 
fiftant. 

i8o.  The  union  of  the  municipal  agents  of  each  commune 
ibrms  the  municipality  of  canton. 

18 1  •  There  is,  moreover,  a  prefident  of  ipunicipal  adminiftra- 
tion chofen  out  of  the  whole  canton.  ' 

182.  In  comn[iunes,  of  which  the  population  is  from  five  to  ten 
thoufand  inhabitants,  there  are  five  municipal  officers  ;  feven  for 
from  ten  thoufand  to  fifty  thoufand ;  nine  for  from  fifty  thoufand 
.to  an  hundred  thoufand. 

183.  In  'communes,  of  which  the  population  exceeds  one  hun- 
dred thoufand  inhabitants,  there  are  three  municipal  adminid ra- 
tions at  leafl. —  In  thefe  communes  the  divifion  of  municipalities 
,i«  made  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  the  population  of  the  jurifdidlion 

of  each  exceeds  not  fifty  thoufand  individuals,  and  is  not  lefs  than 
thirty  thoufand.     The  municipality  of  each  jurifdidt ion  is  com- 
,pofed  of  feven  members. 

184.  In  communes  divided  into  feveral  municipalities,  there 
is  a  central  office  for  matters  judged  indivifible  by  thfe  le^iflative 
body. — This  office  is  compofed  of  three  members,  nominated  by 
the  adminiftration  of  department,  and  confirmed  by  the  executive 
power. 

185.  The  members  of  every  municipal  adminiftration  are  no- 
minated for  two  years,  and  renewed  every  year  by  one  half, '  or 

.  by  a  part  approximating  the  nearefl  to  one  half,  and  alternately 
.  by  the  larger  and  the  fmaller  fradioa. 

186.  The 


186. -The  adminiftration  of  departments  and  the  members  of 
municipal  adminiftrations  may  be  re-ele£icd  once  without  an  in- 
terval. 

187.  Every  citizen  who  has  been  ele£led  twice  following  ad- 
minifi^rator  of  department,  or  member  of  municipal  adminiftra- 
tion, and  who  has  difcharged  the  functions  in  virtue  of  both  elec- 
tions, cannot  be  elefted  again  till  after  an  interval  of  two  years, 

188.  In  cafe  of  a  departmental  or  municipal  adminiftration 
loftng  one  or  feveral  of  its  members  by  death,  refignation,  or  other- 
wife,  the  remaining  adminiftrators  may  add  to  their  number  tem- 
porary adminiftrators,  to  adl  in  that  quality  till  the  next  eledions. 

189.  The  departmental  and  municipal  adminiftrations  cannot 
modify  the  ^&s  of  the  legiflative  body,  or  thofe  of  the  executive 
direSory,  or  fufpend  the  execution  of  them.  They  cannot  in- 
terfere in  matters  depending  on  the  judicial  order. 

190.  The  adminiftrators  are  eflentially  charged  with  the  afleflP- 
ment  of  direft  taxes,  and  the  fuperin tendance  of  money,  arifing 
from  the  public  revenues  in  their  territory.  The  legiflative  body 
determines  the  rules,  and  the  mode  of  their  fun£lions,  both  upon 
thefe  objects,  and  the  other  parts  of  the  interior  adminiftration. 

191.  The  executive  diredlory  nominates  to  each  departmental 
and  municipal  adminiftration  a  com.mii&ry,  whom  it  recalls  when 
it  thinks  expedient.  This  commiflary  fupojrintcnds  and  requires 
the  execution  of  the  laws. 

192.  The  commiflary  to  each  local  adminiftration  muft  be  taken 
from  among  the  citizens  domiciliated  for  a  year  in  the  department 
where  that  adminiftration  is  eftabliflied.  He  muft  be  twenty-fivQ 
years  of  age  at  leaft.  • 

193.  The  municipal  adminiftrations  arc  fubordinate  to  the  ad- 
miniftrations of  department,  and  the  latter  to  the  minifters.  In 
confequence,  the  minifters  (each  .in  his  department)  may  annul  the 
zSts  of  adminiftrations  of  department,  and  the  latter,  the  z&s  of 
municipal  adminiftrations,  when  thofe  adls  arc  contrary  to  the 
laws  or  to  the  orders  of  fuperior  authorities. 

194.  The  minifters  may  alfo  fufpend  the  adminiftrators  of  de- 
partments who  have  contravened  the  laws,  or  tl\e  orders  of  fupe- 
rior authorities  ;  and  the  adminiftrations  of  department  have  the 
fame  right  with  refped  to  the  members  of  municipal  adminiftra- 
tions. 

195.  Nq  fufpenfion  or  annulment  is  definitive  without  the  formal 
confirmation  of  the  executive  direftory. 

19$.  The  dijreflory  may  alfo  annul  immediately  the  afts  of  de- 
partment or  municipal  adminiftration*  It  may  alfo  fufpend  or 
remove  Immediately,  when  it  thinks  neceflary,  the  adminiftrators 
cither  of  department  or  canton,  and  fend  them  before  the  tribu- 
nal of  department  when  there  is  ground  for  it,

197*  Every  order  importing  an  annulment  of  aSs,  fufpenfion 

or  remov  ;1  of  adminiftrators,  inuft  have  reafbns  ailigned  for  it* 

T98.  When  the  five  members  of  a  departmental  adminiftratioA 
are  removed,  the  executive  direSory  provide*  for  replacing  them 
till  the  following  eledlion  ;  but  it  cannot  chufe  their  provifional 
fiiCweflbrs  but  among  the  ancient  adminiftrators  of  the  fame  de- 
partment. 

.  199.  The  adminiftratrons  either  of  department  or  of  canton 
cannot  correfpond  with  one  another  but  upon  the  affairs  which  are 
attributed  to  them  by  the  law,  and  not  upon  the  general  interells 
of  the  Republic. 

.  200.  Every  adminiftration  mu ft  give  an  annual  account  of  its 
management.  The  accounts  rendered  by  the  departmental  admi- 
niftrations  are  printed, 

aoi.  AH  the  adls  of  the  adminiftrative  bodies  are  re»)dered  pub- 
lic by  a  regifter,  in  which  they  are  entered,  and  which  is  opened 
to  all  perfons  under  their  a^miniftration*  This  regifter  is  clofed 
every  fix  months,  and  is  not  depofited  for  infpedion  till  the 
day  on  which  it  is  clofed.  The  legiflative  body  may  prolong,  ac* 
cording  to  circumftances,  the  delay  fixed  for  thi$  depofit« 

HEAD    VIII. 

--^  JUDICIAL  POWER. 

General  Difpofitivns* 

ao2.  The  judicial  funftions  cannot  be  exercifed  either  by  tho 
legiflative  body  or  by  the  executive  pbwer- 

203.  The  judges  cannot  interfere  in  the  exercife  of  the  legif- 
lative power,  or  make  any  regulation ;  they  cannot  ftop  or  fuf- 
pend  the  execution  of  any  law,  or  fummon  bfcfore  theto  adminif- 
trators on  account  of  their  funflion^. 

,  204.  No  man  can  be  withdrawn  from  the  judgeis  whom  the 
law  afligns  him,  by  any  comn^iflion,  or  by  any  other  attributions 
than  thofe  which  are  determined  by  an  anterior  law. 

205.  Juftice  is  adminiftefed  gratuitoully. 

206.  The  judges  cannot  be  removed,  but  by  forfeiture  legally 
pronounced;  or/ufpended,  but  by  an  admitted  acciifation. 

207.  The  afccndant  and  defcendant  in  direft  line,  brothers, 
uncle,  or  nephew,  coufins  in  the  firft  degree,  and  connexions  by 
alliance  in  thefe  feveral  degrees,  cannot  be  members  of  the  femo 
tribun^ii  at  the  fame  time. 

2c8.  The  fittings  of  the  tribunals  are  public;  ''the  judges  deli- 
berate in  fecret ;  judgments  arc  pronounced  with  a  loud  voice  ) 
reafons  for  thfm  are  alligned,  and  the  terms  of  the  law  applied 
fet  forth. 

209.  No  citizen',  if  he  be  not  thirty  yearS  of  age  c6mplete, 
eon  be  elefted  judge  of  a  tribunal  of  department,  or  juftice  of 


peace,  or  afleflbr  to  a  juftice  of  peace,  or  judge  of  a  tribtinal  of 
commerce,  or  member  of  the  tribunal  of  annulment,  or  jurot,  or 
commiflary  of  the  executive  diredory  with  the  tribunals  of  civil 
juftice. 

Chil  yujiice. 

21  o.  There  can  be  no  infringement  of  the  right  to  civil  ju- 
ItiSFRUDENCE  pronounced  upon  difibrences  by  arbitrators  at  the 
choice  of  the  parties. 

211.  The  deciflon  of  thefe  arbitrators  is  without  appeal,  and 
IVithout  recourfe  to  annulment,  if  the  parties  have  not  made  an 
exprefs  refervc. 

212.  There  is  in  each  diftriS  determined  by  the  law  a  juftice 
of  peace  and  his  afTeflbrs ;  they  are  all  ele£ted  for  two  years,  and 
may  be  immediately  and  indefinitely  re-ele£led. 

213.  The  law  determines  the  obje£!ls  of  which  jufticcs  of  peace 
and  their  afleflbrs  take  cognizance  en  dernier  refort„  It  attributes 
to  them  other  matters,  of  which  they  judge,  fubjed  to  appeal. 

214.  There  are  particular  tribunals  for  commerce  by  land  and 
fea :  the  law  determines  the  places  where  it  is  ufeful  to  eftablifli 
them  : — ^their  power  of  judging  en  dernier  refort  cannot  be  ex-*- 
tended  beyond  the  value  of  five  hundred  myriagrammes  of  wheal 
(one  hundred  and  two  quintals  twenty-two  pounds). 

215.  The  affairs  of  which  judgment  belongs  not  to  juftices  of 
peace,  or  tribunals  of  commerce,  either  in  dernier  refort^  or  fub- 
je£);  to  appeal,  are  carried  immediately  before  the  juftice  of  peac^ 
and  his  aiftftbrs  to  be  conciliated.  If  the  juftice  of  peace  cannot 
conciliate  them,  he  fends  them  before  the  civil  tribunal. 

!  2i6r  There  is  a  civil  tribunal  for  every  department.  Each  civil 
tribunal  is  compofed  of  twenty  judges  at  leaft,  of  a  commiiIar]f 
and  a  fubftitute  nominated  and  removeable  by  the  executive  di- 
jreftory,  and  of  a  regifter.  Every  five  years  the  eledion  of  adt 
the  members  of  the  tribunals  is  proceeded  to.  The  judges  may 
be  always  re-elcSed. 

217.  At  the  time  of  eledlng  the  juflges  five  fufpleans  are  no«e 
minated,  of  whom  three  are  taken  from  among  the  citizens  refi* 
dent  in  the  commune  where  the  tribunal  fits. 

218.  The  civil  tribunal  pronounces  in  dernier  refort ^  in  all  cafes 
determined  by  the  law,  on  appeals  from  juftices  of  peace,  arbi«t 
Irators,  or  tribunals  of  commerce. 

219.  The  appeal  from  judgments  pronounced  by  the  civil  trii 
bunal  is  carried  before  the  civil  tribunal  of  one  of  the  three  neard^ 
departments,  as  is  determined  by  the  law. 

220.  The  civil  tribunal  is  divided  i|ito  fedions ;  a  feQion  can^ 
liot  judge  under  the  number  of  five  judges. 

221.  The  whole  of  the  j  udges  of  each  tribunal  nominate  among 
.fbemf^lves^  by  fecret  ballot,  the  preiident  of  tacb  (c£^kii;u 
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Of  Corre^ional  and  Criminal  Juftlee. 

222.  No  man  can  be  feizcd,  but  tq  be  carried  before  the  officer 
of  police ;  and  no  man  can  be  put  under  arreft  or  detained,  but 
T)y  virtue  of  a  warrant  from  the  officers  of  police,  or  of  the  exe-* 
cutive  diredlory,  in  the  cafe  of  article  145,  or  of  an  order  of 
caption  from  a  tribunal  orthe  direSor  of  a  jury  of  accufation, 
of  a  decree  of  accufation  by  the  legiflative  body,  in  the  cafe  ia 
which  it  belongs  to  it  to  pronounce  fuch  a  decree,  or  of  a  fen- 
fence  of  condemnation  to  prifon,  or  correftional  detention. 

223.  In  order  that  the  aft:  which  ordains  arreft  may  be  exe- 
cuted, it  is  requifite — firft,  that  it  exprefs  formally  the  motive  of 
arreft,  and  the  law  in  conformity  to  which  it  i^  ordered  ;  fecondly, 
that  it  has  been  notified  to  him  who  is  the  objed  of  it,  and  a  copy 
of  it  left  with  him. 

224.  Every  perfon  feized  and  conduced  before  the  officers  of 
police,  Ihall  be  examined  immediately,  or,  at  fartheft,  within  the 
day. 

'  2'i5.  If  it  refult  from  the  examination  that  there  is  no  ground 
of  crimination  againft  him,  he.ftiall  immediately  be  fet  at  liberty; 
or,  if  there  be  ground  to  fend  him  to  the  houfe  of  arreft,  he  (hall: 
be  conduced  thither  in  as  (hort  a  fpace  of  time  as  pofiible,  which> 
in  no  cafe,  can  exceed  three  days. 

^26.  No  perfon  arretted  can  be  detained,  if  he  give  fufficient 
bai^,  in  every  cafe  where  the  law  admits  the  remaining  at  liberty 
upon  bail. 

227.  No  perfon,  in  cafes  where  his  detention  is  authorifed .by 
law,  can  be  coiylufted  to,  or  confined  in,  any  places  but  tholQ 
legally  and  publicly  appointed  as  houfes  of  arreft,  houfes  of  juftice, 
or  of  detention. 

228.  No  keeper  or  jailor  can  receive  or  detain  any  perfon,  ex- 
cept by  virtue  of  a  warrant  of  arreft,  according  to  the  forms  pre- 
fcribed  by  articles  222  and  223,  an  order  of  caption,  a  decree  of 
accufation,  or  a  fentence  of  condemnation  to  prifon,  or  cor- 
xedional  detention,  which  fhall  be  tranfcribed  upon  his  regifteir. 

229.  Every  keeper  or  jailor  is  bound,  without  any  order  being 
capable  of  difpenfing  with  his  fo  doing,  to  prefent  the  perfon  of 
the  prifoner  to  the  civil  officer  having  the  police  of  the  houfe  of 
detention,  as  often  as  fhall  be  required  by  that  civil  officer. 

230.  The  produftion  of  the  perfon  confined  cannot  be  refufed 
to  his  relations  and  friends  who  have  an  order  of  the  civil  officer, 
ip^hich  he  (hall  be  bound  to  grant^.  except  the  keeper  or  jailor 
prefent  a  direftion  from  the  judge,,  tranfcribed  upon  his  regifter, 
to  detain  the  perfon  arrefted  in  fecret  cuftody, 

231.  Every  man,  whatever  be  Kisplace  or  employment,  ex- 
cept thofe  to  whom  the  law  gives  the  right  of  arreft,  who  fhall 
gri^e,  fi^P;^  execute,  or  gaufc  to  be  executed,  an  order  ta  arrefl 
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fin  individual,  or  whoever,  even  in  the  cafe  of  ai^reft  authorifed 
by  the  law,  (Iiall  condud,  receive,  or  detain  an  individual  in  a 
place  of  detention  not  publicly  and  legally  appointed,  and  all 
keepers  and  jailors  who  Ihall  contravene  the  regulations  of  the 
dbove  articles,  will  be  found  guilty  of  the  crime  of  arbitrary  de« 
tention. 

232.  All  rigours  employed  in  arrefts,  detentions,  or  executions^ 
other  than  thofe  prefcribed  by  the  law,  are  crimes. 

233.  There  are  in  each  department  for  the  trial  of  ofiences 
three  corredional  tribunals  at  lead,  or  fix  at  mod,  the  puniihmeot 
of  which  is  neither  corporeal  nor  infamous: — thefe  tribunals 
cannot  pronounce  heavier  punifhments  than  imprifonmcnt  for  two 
years.  The  cognizance  of  oiFences,  the  punishment  of  which 
exceeds  not  the  value  of  three  days  labour,  or  imprifonment  for 
three  days,  is  delegated  to  the  juftice  of  peace  who  pronounces  in 
dernier  refort* 

234.  Each  correflional  tribunal  is  compofed  of  a  prefident, 
two  juftices  of  peace,  or  afleflbrs  to  a  juftice  of  peace  of  the 
commune  in  which  it  is  eitabliflied,  of  a  commiflTary  of  the  exe- 
cutive power,  nominated  and  removeable  by  the  executive  di« 
re£lory,  and  of  a  regifter. 

235.  The  prefident  of  each  corredional  tribunal  is  taken  every 
fix  months,  and  by  turn,  from  among  the  members  of  the  fedions 
of  the  civil  tribunal  of  department,  the  preiidents  excepted, 

236.  There  is  an  appeal  from  the  judgments  of  the  corredional 
tribunal  to  the  criminal  tribunal  of  department.    ' 

237.  In  matters  of  offences  fubjeit  to  corporal  or  infamous  pu- 
ni(hment,  no  perfon  can  be  tried  but  upon  an  a^cufation  admitted 
by  the  jurors,  or  decreed  by  the  legislative  body,  in  the  cafe  ia 
which  it  belongs  to  it  to  decree  accufation. 

238.  A  firft  jury  declares,  if  the  accufation  ought  to  be  admit- 
ted or  rejeSed;  the  fad  is  tried  by  a  fecond  jury,  and  the  pu- 
nifhment  det^mined  by  the  law  is  applied  by  the  criminal  tri- 
bunals. 

239.  The  juries  vote  only  by  fecret  ballot. 

240.  There  are  in  each  department  as  mai:iy  juries  of  accufation 
as  corredlional  tribunals: — the  prefidents  of  the  correftional  tri- 
bunals are  the  direftors  of  the  juries,  each  in  his  diftridk : — in 
communes  6f  more  than  fifty  thoufand  fouls,  there  may  be  efta- 
bliihed  by  law,  befides  the  prefident  of  the  correftional  tribunal 
as  many  diredors  of  juries  of  accufation  as  the  difpatch  of  trials 
may  require. 

241.  The  funSions  of  commiflary  of  executive  power,  and  of 
regider  to  the  jury  of  accufation^  are  difcharged  by  the  commiiTary 
and  the  regifter  of  the  corre6lional  tribunal. 

242.  Each  dir^ftor  of  a  jury  of  accufation  has  thj5  immediate 
/uperintcndancc  of  alj  the  officers  of  police  in  Vivs  ^\^uOt. 


443.  The  direftof  of  the  jury  profecutes  iflimcdiatdy,  as  of* 
ficer  of  police,  upon  the  denunciations  made  to  him  by  the  public 
accufer,  either  oificially,  or  by  order  of  the  executive  directory  t 
«— I.  Offences  againft  the  liberty  or  individual  furety  of  citizens, 
2.  Thofc  committed  againll  the  right  of  perfons.  3.  Refiftance 
to  the  execution* of  judgments,  and  of  all  executive  a£ls  ifluing 
4)^om  the  conftituted  authorities*  4.  Troubles  occafioned,  and 
zSts  of  violence  committed,  to  impede  the  colleAion  of  contri*^ 
butions,  the  free .  circulation  of  provifions,  and  other  Objedls  of 
commerce. 

244*  There  is  a  criminal  tribunal  for  each  department. 

245.  The  criminal  tribunal  is  compofed  of  a  prefident,  a  public 
accufer,  four  judges  taken  from  among  thofe  of  the  civil  tribunal, 
the  commiflary  of  the  executive  power  at  the  fanie  tribunal,  or 
his  fubftitute,  and  a  regifter : — ^there  are  in  the  criminal  tribunal 
of  the  department  of  the  Seine  a  vice-prefident,  and  a  fubftitutQ 
of  the  public  accufer :  this  tribunal  is  divided  into  two  fe£kions : 
eight  members  of  the  civil  tribunal  exercife  in  it  the  funftions  of 
Judges. 

•    246.  The  prefidents  of  fedlions  of  the  civil  tribunals  cannot 
difcharge  the  fun£lions  of  judges  in  the  criminal  tribunal. 

247.  The  other  judges  do  the  duty  in  it,  each  in  turn  for  fix 
months,  in  the  order  of  their  nomination,  and  cannot,  during  that 
period,  exercife  any  fundion  in  the  civil  tribunal. 

248.  The  public  accufer  is  charged :— i.  With  profecuting  of- 
fences on  afts  of  accufation  admitted  by  the  firft  juries.  2.  With 
tranfmitting  to  the  officers  of  police  denunciations  addreifed  to 
him  dire^ly.  3*.  With  fuperintending  the  officers  of  police  of 
the  department,  and  a6ling  againft  them  according  to  the  law,  in 
cafe  of  negligerice  or  more  grave  offences. 

'  249.  The  commiffary  of  the  executive  power  is  charged : — 1. 
With  requiring,  in  the  courfe  of  procefs,  the  regularity  of  formsy 
and,  before  judgment,  the  application  of  the  law.  2.  With  fol- 
lowing up  the  execution  of  judgments  paflTed  by  the  tribunal. 

2,50.  The  judges  cannot  propofe  any  complex  queflion  to  the 
jury. 

251.  The  jury  to  try,  confifls  of  twelve  jurors  at  leaft ;  the 
perfon  accufed  may  ciiallenge,  without  afligning  any  reafon,  a 
number  determined  by  the  law. 

252.  The  procefs  before  the  jury  to  try  is  public ;  and  perfons 
accufed  cannot  be  refufed  the  aid  of  council,  whom  they  may 
choofe,  or  who  are  nominated  officially. 

253.  No  perfon  acquitted  by  a  legal  jury  can  be  apprehended 
or  accufed  again  upon  account  of  the  fame  fadi. 
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Of  the  Tribunal  ^  Annulment • 

^54*  There  is  one  tribunal  of  annulnsent  for  the  whole  %t* 
public;  it  pronounces: — i.  On  demands  of  annulment  againft 
decifions  in  the  laft  refort  given  by  the  tribunals.  2.  On  de- 
mands of  reference  from  one  tribunal  to  another,  on  grounds  of 
lawful  fufpicion,  or  public  fecurity.  3,  On  the  regulations  of 
the  judges,  and  exceptions  taken  to  a  whole  tribunal. 

255.  The  tribunal  of  annulment  can  never  invedigate  the  merits 
of  the  cafe,  but  it  annuls  fentences  pafled  on  trials,  in  which  the 
forms  have  been  violated,  or  which  have  been  attended  with  any 
deviation  from  the  exprefs  terms  of  the  law,  and  refers  the  merits 
of  die  procefs  to  the  tribunal  which  ought  to  take  cognizance  of 
them. 

256*  When,  after  one  annulment,  the  fecond  judgment  on  tha 
merits  is  attacked  by^the  fame  means  as  the  iirft,  the  queftlon  can 
be  no  longer  agitated  in  the  tribunal  of  annulment  without  having 
been  fubmitted  to  the  legiflative  body,  which  paflTes  a  law  to  which 
the  tribunal  of  annulment  is  bound  to  conform. 

257.  Every  year  the  tribunal  of  annulment  is  boQnd  to  fend  to 
each  of  the  fe&ions  of  the  legiflative  body  a  deputation  to  pre* 
fent  to  it  a  ftatement  of  the  fentences  pafled,  with  a  notice  on  the 
mai^gin,  and  the  text  of  the  law  which  determined  the  fentence^ 

•258.  The  number  of  the  judges  of  the  tribunal  of  annulment 
cannot  exceed  two-thirds  of  the  number  of  departments. 

259.  One-fifth  of  this  tribunal  is  renewed  every  year.  The 
ele&oral  aflemblies  of  departments  nominate  fuccefliv^y  and  al- 
ternately, the  judges  who  are  to  fucceed  thofe  who  go  out  of  the 
tribtinal  of  annulment.  The  judges  of  this  tribunal  may  always 
be  re-ele£ted. 

260*  Each  judge  of  the  tribunal  of  annulment  has  a  fupplean 
elefted  by  the  fame  eleAoral  aflembly. 

261.  There  are  with  the  tribunal  of  annulment  a  comtniflary 
and  fubftitutes,  nominated  and  removeable  by  the  executive  di- 
reftory, 

262.  The  executive. direflory  denounces  to  the  tribunal  of  an- 
nulmentf  through  the  national  commiflary,  and  without  prejudice 
to  the  right  of  parties  interefted,^  the  adls  by  which  tne'jiidges 
have  exceeded  their  powers^ 

263.  The  tribunal  annuls  the fe  afls;  and  if  they  afford  a 
ground  of  crimination,  the  a£l  is  denounced  to  the  legiflative 
body,  who  pafs'  a  decreq  of  accufation,  after  having  heard  or 
cited  the  parties  under  charge. 

264.*  The  legiflative  body  cannot  annul  the  judgments  of  the 
tribunal  of  annulment  without  profecuting  perfonaiiy  the  judges 
who  have  been  guilty  of  the  oiFence*

•  265.  There  IS  a  high  court  of  juftice,  to  try  accufhtions  ad- 
mitted by  the  legiflative  body,  either  againft  its  owa  members,  or 
thofe  of  the  executive  diredory, 

266,  The  high  court  of  juftice  is*'compofed  of  five  judges,  and 
of  two  national  accufers,  taken  froin  the  tribunal,  of  annulment, 
and  of  high  jurors,,  nominated  by  the  eloSoral  aflemblies  of  de- 
partniertts. 

'  2671  The  high  court  of  juftice  is  not  formed  till  after  a  pro- 
clamation »of  the  legiflative  body,  drawn  up  and  publiihcd'  by  the 
couniril  of  five  hundred.    - 

2^.  It  is  formed' and  holds  its  fittings  in  the  place  appointed 
by  the  proclamation  of  the  council  of  five  hundred.  This  p1ac6 
cannot  be  nearer  than  tVvclve  myridmeters  to  that  where  the  legifla- 
tive body  rcfides,    '     ■ 

'.  2691  When- the -hgiftative  body -has  •proclaimed,  the  formation 
of 'the  high  co^jrt  of  juftice,  the  tribunal  of  annulment<draws  by. 
lot  fifteen  of  its  mtaibers  in  a  public  fitting;  it  afterwards,  in 
tJve'feme  fittin'g;' fibfti-ittSites: five  of  thofe. fifteen  by  a-feorat  ballot;

Of  the  Public  Force. 

274.  The  public,  force  is  inftituted  to  defend  thJ^'lfetfe'igainft 
enemies  abroad,  and  to  fecure  at  home  the  mairiteti^nce  of  order, 
and  the  execution  of  the  laws. 

275.  Ti;e  public  force  is  effentially  obedient ;  no 'armed  body 
can  deliberate. 

276.  It  is  divided  into  national  guard  fedentary,  and  national 
guard  in  aftivity. 

Of  the  National  Guards^  fedentary* 

277.  The  national  guard  fedentary  is  compofed  of.  all  the  citi* 
zeas  and  fans  of  citizens  capable  of  bearing  arms. 
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278.  Its  organization  and  difcipline  are  the  fame  through  all 
the  Republic  ;  determined  by  the  law, 

279.  No  Frenchman  can  exercife  the  rights  of  citizen,  if  he  is 
not  infcribed  on  the  roll  of  the  national  guard  fcdentary. 

280.  The  diftindion  of  ranks  and  fubordination  fubfift  only 
wiih  relation  to  the  fervicc,  a:id  for  ihe  period  of  its  dufatiun. 

281-  The  officers  of  the  national  guard  ftdcntary  are  chofcn 
for  a  time  by  the  citizens  who  compofe  it,  and  cannot  be  re-clcflcd 
till  after  an  interval, 

282.  The  command  of  a  national  guard  of  a  whole  depart- 
ment cannot  be  conftantlv  entrullcd  to  one  citizen. 

283.  If  it  be  jiidgtd  necelfary  to  alfcniblc  all  the  national  guard 
of  a  department,  the  executive  direSory  may  nominate  a  tempij- 
rary  commandant.  • 

284..  The  command  of  the  national  euard  fedentarv  in  cities  of 
an  hundred  thoufand  fouls  and  upwards,  cannot  be  conflantly 
entrufted  to  one  man. 

■Of  the  National  Guard  in  A^lvity* 

285.  The  Republic  maintains  jn  its  pay,  even  in  time  of  peace, 
under  the  name  of  national  guards  in  a<^^ivity,  an  army  by  land 
and  fea. 

286.  The  army  is  formed  by  voluntary  enrolment,  and  in  cafe 
of  neceflity,  by  the  mode  which  the  law  determines. 

287.  No  foreigner  who  has  not  acquired  the  rights  of  French 
citizen  can  be  admitted  into  the  French  armies,  unlefs  he -has 
made  one  or  more  campaigns  for  the  eftablilhment  of  the  Republic. 

288.  The  commanders  in  chief,  by  land  and  fca,  arc  only  no- 
minated in  cafe  of  war;  they  receive  commilfions  revokable  at 
pleafure  from  the  executive  power.  The  duration  of  thcfe  com- 
miflions  is  limited  to  one  campaign,  but  they  may  be  renewed. 

289.  The  general  command  of  the  armies  of  the  Republic 
cannot  be  confided  to  a  fingle  man. 

290.  The  army  by  land  and  fea  is  fubjeft  to  particular  laws, 
with  refpeft  to  its  difcipline,  the  form  of  fentences,  and  the  na- 
ture of  puniftiments. 

291.  No  part  of  the  national  guard  fedentary,  or  of  the  na- 
tional guard  in  aftivity,  cm  a£l  for  the  fervice  of  the  interior  of 
the  Republic,  except  on  the  reqnifition  in  writing,  of  the  civil 
authority,  according  to  forms  prefcribed  by  law. 

292.  The  public  force  cannot  be  called  out  by  the  civil  aiitho- 
rities,  except  in  the  extent  of  their  territory.  It  cannot  be  re- 
moved from  one  canton  to  another,  without  being  authorifed  by 
the  adminiftralion  of  department,  or  from  one  3epartmcnt  to  ano- 
ther, without  the  orders  of  the  executive  direftory. 

293.  The  legiflative  body,  nevertheK  fc,  determines  the  means 
pf  fecuring  by  the  public  ioxcQ^  the  cxeCttUOA  of  Ct)CiX^uc^^>  ^^x4. 
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the  profecution  of  accufed  perfons  throughout  all  the  French  ter* 
iritQry. 

,  294.  In  cafe  of  imminent  danger,  the  municipal  adminiftra^ 
tion  of  one  canton  may  call  out  the  national  guard  of  the  neigh- 
bouring cantons ;  in  that  cafe  the  adminiftration  which  has  fp 
called  out,  and  the  chiefs  of  the  national  guard  calied  out,  are 
equally  bound  to  render  an  account,  at  the  fame  moment,  to  the 
departmental  adminiftration* 

295.  No  foreign  troops  can  be  introduced  upon  the  French  ter- 
ritory, without  the  previous  confent  of  the  legiQative  body. 

HEAD    X, 

Public  InJlruSfion. 

206.  There  are  in  the  Republic  primary  f([:hools,  where  the 
pupils  learn  to  read,  to  write,  the  elements  of  arithmetic  and 
thofe  of  morality.  The  public  provides  only  for  the  expence  of 
the  lodging  of  the  infirudlors  appointed  for  tbefe  fchools. 

297  i  There  are,  in  different  parts  of  the  ^Republic,  fchools 
fuperior  to  the  primary  fchools,  and  to  fuch  ^  number)  that  there 
Iball  be  at  leaft  one  for  every  two  departments;*. 

298.  There  is  a  national  inftitution  charged  to  collect  difcove- 
lies,  and  to  improve  the  arts  and  fciences  for  the  whole  Republic. 

299.  The  different  eftablifhments  of  public  inftrudion  haye 
not,  with  refpe^  to  each  other,  s^i^y  connexion  of  Subordination, 
pr  adminiftrative  correfpondence. 

3qOt  Citizens  have  a  right  to  form  particular  eftablifbments  of 
education  and  inftni£lion,  jsis  well  as  free  focieties,  to  promote  the 
pfpgrefs  of  the  fciences  of  letters  and  of  arts. 

301.  There  fhall  be  eftabliihed,  to  Iceep  alive  fraternity  amopg 
the  citizens,  and  to  attach  them  to  the  conftitutioii,  to  their 
^ountryji  and  tp  the  Uyrs,  national  feftiyals. 

HEAD    XI. 

Finances — Contributiqns, 

3P2,  The  public  contributions  are  difcufled  and  fixed  every  year 
by  the  legiflative  body  :  .to  it  alone  it  belongs  to  eflablifh  them  ; 
they  cannot  fubfift  beyond  that  periodji  if  they  are  not  exprefsly 
renewed. 

303.  The  legiflative  body  may  create  fuch  kind  of  contributions 
as  it  Ihall  judge  neceflfary ;  but  it  muft  eftablifh  every  year  an 
impofition  upon  land,  and  a  perfonal  impofition. 

304.  Eyery  Individual,  who,  not  coming  within  articles  12  and 
13  of  the  conftitution,  is  not  included  in  the  ^roll  of  diredl  con- 
tribution?, h^s  the  right  of  prefenting  himfelf  to  the  .municipal 
^minifii^ation  pf  h^s  ^omniune;,  and  to  infgi:!^^  hinif<^lf  for  a  per*- 

fonal 
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Ibnal  contribution!  equal  to  the  local  value  of  three  daj^'s  agrtcuU 
turai  labour. 

305.  The  infcription  mentioned  in  the  preceding  article  cannot 
be  made  but  during  the  month  of  Meflidor  every  \car. 

306.  Contributions  of  every  defcription  are  alFelFed  upon  thofe 
who  contribute  in  proportion  to  their  means. 

307.  The  executive  direQory  orders  and  fuperintends  the  re- 
ceipt and  the  paying  in  of  contributions,  and  gives  all  the  neceC- 
fary  orders  for  that  purpofe* 

308.  The  detailed  accounts  of  the  expencesof  minifters  (igned 
and  certified  by  them,  are  made  public  at  the  commencement  of 
each  year.  The  fame  (ball  be  done  with  all  the  ftatcmcnts  of  tlie 
receipt  of  different  contributions,  and  of  all  the  public  revenues.. 

309.  The  ftatements  of  thefc  expcnccs  and  receipts  arc  didin- 
^iihed  according  to  their  nature  ;  they  exprefs  the  fums  received 
and  expended,  year  by  year,  in  each  part  of  the  general  admi- 
niftration. 

•  310.  There  are  alfo  pubiifhed,  accounts  of  the  expences  par- 
ticular to  the  departments,  and  relative  to  the  tribunals,  to  the  ad- 
miniftrations,  to  the  promotion  of  the  fciences,  and  to  all  public 
works  and  eftablifhments. 

31  !•  The  adminiftrations  of  department,  and  the  municipali- 
ties, cannot  m^ke  any  alfeffment  beyond  the  fums  fixed  by  the 
legifletive  body,  nor  difcufs  nor  permit,  without  being  authorifed 
by  it,  any  local  loan  at  the  charge  of  the  x:iiizens  of  the  depart- 
ment, of  the  commune,  or  of  the  canton. 

312.  To  the  legiflative  body  alone  belongs  the  right  of  regu- 
lating the  Coining  and  iffuing  of  all  kinds  of  money,  fixing  the 
value,  the  weight,  and  the  imprefTion. 

313.  The  diredlory  fuperintends  the  coining  of  money,  and 
nominates  the  oflSccrs  charged  immediately  with  the  infpedion 
of  it. 

314.  The  legiQative  body  determines  the  contributions  of  the 
colonies,  and  their  commercial  connexions  with  the  mother 
country. 

National  Treafury  and  its  Account. 

315.  There  are  fjve  commiifaries  of  the  nationaj  treafury  chofen 
by  the  council  of  elders  from  a  treble  lift  prefented  by  that  of  five 
hundred. 

316.  The  duration  of  their  funftions  is  for  five  years,  and  one 
of  them  is  renewed  every  year,  and  may  be  re-elefted  indefinitely 
without*  interval. 

317.  The  commifTaries  of  the  treafury  are  charged  to  fuperin- 
tend  the  receipt  of  all  the  national  money  : — to  order  the  move- 
ments of  funds,  and  the  payment  of  all  public  expences  con- 
fented  to  by  the  legiflative  body  :—  to  keep  an  open  account  of  re- 
ceipt and  expeace  with  th^  receiver  of  (iired  conXivViuUous.  ^ot 

4  %\<S^ 
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each  department ;  with  the  different  national  boards,  and  with  the 
payers  eftabliflied  in  the  departments : — to  maintain  with  the  faid 
•receivers  and  payers,  with  the  boards  and  adminiftrations^*  the 
correfpondence  neceffary  for  aflfuring  the  exa£t  and  regular  pzyii% 
in  of  money. 

318.  They  catn  pay  nothing  under  penalty  of  forfeiture,  but 
by  virtue,  firft,  of  a  decree  of  the  legiflative  body,  and  to  the 
amount  of  the  fum  decreed  by  it  for  each  objeS :  fecond,  of  a 
decifion  of  the  dircftory :  third,  of  the  fignature  of  the  minifter 
who  direfts  the  expence. 

319.  They  cannot,  under  penalty  of  forfeiture,  approve  of  any 
payment,  if  the  mandate  figned  by  the  minjfter  who  direds  the 
expence,  does  not  fet  forth  the  date,  the  decifion  of  the  executive 
direSory,  and  the  decrees  of  the  legiflative  body  which  authorife 
the  payment. 

320.  The  receivers  of  dire£l  contributions  in  each  department, 
the  different  national  boards,  and  the  payers  in  the  departments, 
give  in  to  the  national  treafury,  their  refpedive  accounts ;  the 
treafury  audits  and  paffesthem. 

321-  There  are  five  commiffaries  of  national  accounts  elcQed 
by  the  legi{}ative  body,  at  the  fame  periods,  *  and  according  to  the 
fame  forms  and  conditions  as  the  commiflaries  of  the  treafury. 

322.  The  general  account  of  receipt  and  expenditure  of  the 
Republic,  with  the  particular  accounts  and  documents,  is  pre- 
fented  by  the  commilfaries  of  the  treafury  to  the  commilTaries  of 
accounts,  who  audit  and  pafs  them, 

323.  The  commiffaries  of  accounts  give  notice  to  the  legiflative 
body,  of  abufes,  malverfations,  and  all  cafes  of  refponfibility, 
which  they  difcover  in  the  courfe  of  their  operations ;  they  pro* 
pofe  meafures  agreeable  to  the  interefts  of  the  Republic. 

^324.  The  refult  of  the  accounts  paflcd  by  the  commiffaries  of 
accounts  is  printed  and  made  public. 

325.  The  commiffaries  of  the  national  treafury  and  accounts 
cannot  be  fufpended  or  removed,  but  by  the  legiflative  body : — 
but  dtiring  the  adjournment  of  the  legiflative  body»  the  executive 
diredlory  may  fufpend  and  replace  provifionally  the  commiffaries 
of  the  national  treafury,  to  the  number  of  two  at  the  moft,  and 
is  bound  to  refer  them  to  both  councils  of  the  legjflative  body,  as 
foon  as  they  have  refumed  their  fittings. 

HEAD    xiu 
,   .  External  Relations, 

326.  War  cannot  be  decided  upon  but  by  a  decree. of  the  le- 
giflative body,  upon  the  formal  and  neceffary  propofition  of  the 
executive  direftory. 

327.  The 
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3i7«  The  two  Icgiflative  councils  concur  according  to  the  or- 
dinary forms  in  the  decree  by  which  war  is  decided  upon. 

328.  In  cafe  of  hodilities,  imnninent,  or  a6lually  commenced, 
of . menaces,  or  preparation  for  war  againft  the  French  Republic, 
the  executive  diredory  is  bound  to  employ,  for  the  defence  of  the 
ftate,  the  means  at  its  difpofal,  charged,  however,  with  communi- 
cating without  delay  to  the  Icgiflative  body.  It  may  even,  in 
that  cafe,  point  out  the  augmentation  of  force,  and  the  new  Ic- 
giflative regulations  which  circumftances  may  require.    . 

329.  The  dircdlory  alone  can  maintain  political  relations 
abroad,.  conduA  negotiations,  diilribute  the  land  and  naval  forces 
-as  it  judges  necelTary,  and  regulate  their  direftions  in  cafe  of  war. 

.  33p»  It  is  authorifed  to  make  preliminary  ftipulations,  fuch  as 
anmflices,  treaties  of  neutrality ;  it  may  likewife  agree  upon  fe- 
cret  conventions. 

331.  The  executive  direflory  agrees  to  fign,  or  caufes  to  be 
figned  with  foreign  powers,  all  treaties  of  peace,  alliance,  truce, 
neutrality,  commerce,  and  otlier  conventions,  which  it  may  judge 
to  be  neceflary  for  the  intereft  of  the  ftate.  Thcfe  treaties  and 
conventions  are  negotiated  in  the  name  of  the  French  Republic 
by  diplomatic  agents,  nominated  by  the  executive  dire£lory,  and 
charged  with  its  inftruftions.  r 

332.  In  the  cafe  of  a  treaty  containing  fecret  articles,  the  regu- 
lations of  thefe  articles  cannot  be  fubverfive  of  the  o[>en  articles,  or 
contain  any  alienation  of  the  territory  of  the  Republic. 

333.  Treaties  are  not  binding  till  after  having  been  examined 
and  ratified  by  the  Icgiflative  body  ;  neverthelcfs,  the  fecret  con- 
ditions provifionally  receive  th.ii  :xecurion  from  the  nioment  they 
iliall  hav£  been  agreed  upon  by  the  executive  directory. 

'33*4^  Neither  of  the'legiflative  councils  deliberates  upon  war  of 
peace,  .tbui^in  gefier^l  committee. 
1 335*  Fai*eignefs,  whether  eftabliflied  in  France  or  liot,  fucceed 
to  their  foreign  or  French  relations ;  they  may  contrafl  for,  ac- 
quircj  and.  receive  property  fituated  in  France,  and  difpofe  of  it 
in.^the  fame  manner  as  French  citizens,  by  all  the  means  autho- 
rifed by  the  laws.

HEAD     XHI. 

Revijion  af  the  Conftitution. 

336.  If  experience  fhouid  prove  the  inconvenience  of  fome  ar- 
ticles of  the  conftitution,  the  council  of  elders  propofes  the  re- 
vifion  of  them. 

337.  The  pTopofition  of  the  council  of  ciders  is  in  that  cafe 
fuDmitted  to  the  ratification  of  the  council  of  five  hundred. 

338.  When,  in  ^  period  of  nine  years,  the  propofition  of  the 
coniKil  of  elders,  ratified  hy  the  council  of  ft\c  Vvutviit^,  V^% 


(     xxxii     ) 

been  made  at  three  intervals  of  at  leaft  two  years  each,  an  aflem^ 
bly  of  revifion  is  convened. 

339.  This  afferably  is  formed  of  two  members  by  department, 
all  chofen  in  the  fame  manner  as  members  of  the  legiilative  bo<j[y> 
and  poifefling  the  fame  qualifications  as  thofe  required  for  the 
council  of  elders. 

340.  The  council  of  elders  points  out  for  the  meeting  of  the 
affembly-  of  revifion  a  place  diltant  twenty  jnyriameters  at  leaft 
from  that  where  the  legiflative  body  fits. 

341.  The  affembly  of  revifion  has  a  right  to  change  the  place 
of  its  refidence,  obferving  the  diftance  prefcribed  by  the  preceding 
article. 

342.  The  affembly  of  revifion  exercifcs  no  funSioii  of  legifla* 
tion  or  government ;  it  confines  itfclf  to  the  revifion  of  the  con« 
ftitulional  articles  pointed  out  to  it  by  the  legiflative  body. 

343.  All  the  articles  of  the  conttitution,  without  exception, 
continue  to  be  in  vigour  as  long  as  the  changes  propofed  by  the 
affembly  of  revifion  are  not  accepted  by  the  people. 

344.  The  members  of  the  affembly  of  revifion  deliberate  in 
common. 

345.  The  citizens  who  are  members  of  the  legiflative  body  at 
the  time  of  convoking  an  affembly  of  revifion,  cannot  be  elected 
members  of  that  affembly. 

.346.  The  affembly  of  revifion  addreffes  immediately  to  the  pri- 
mary affemblies  the  plan  of  reform  it  has  agreed  upon. — It  is  dif» 
folved  the  moment  the  plan  is  addreffed  to  it. 

347.  The  duration  of  the  affembly  of  revifion  can  in  no  cafe 
cxijeed  threejnonths. 

348.  The  members  of  the  affembly  of  revifion  cannot  be;  ex- 
amined,^ accu  fed,  or  tried  at  any  time,  for  what  they  havfi  fiiid 
or  written  in  the  exercife  of  their  fun£lions«— During* the xonti* 
nuance  of- thofe  funftiqns  they  cannot  be  put  upon  trial,  except 
by  a  decifion  of  the  members  of  the  affembly  of  revifion. 

349.  The. affembly  of  revifion  attends  no  public  ceremony  ;! its 
members  receive  the  fame  indemnity  as  the  members  of  the  Iegif« 
lative  body.  - 

350.  The  affembly  of  revifion  has  the  right  of  exercifing,  or 
caufing  to  be  exercifed,  the  police  of  the  commune  in  which  it 
refides. 

HEAD    XIV. 

General  D if pojitions* 

351.  There  exifts  among  the  citizens  no  fuperiorlty,  but  that 
of  public  functionaries,  and  relative  to  the  exercife  of  their' 
functions. 

I  352.  The 
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^5^.  The  lew  tckdowledges  neither  religious  roWs,  nor  tnf 
tffher  engagement  contrary  to  the  Natural  rights  of  man* 

353.  No  man  can  be  hindered,  from  fpeaking,  writing,  print* 
ingi  and  publifliing  his  thoughts.  Writings  cailnot  be  fubjcA  te 
inj  cenfure  before  their  publication.  No  man  can  be  refponfible 
for  what  he  has  writteti  •r  publifhed,  but  in  cafes  provided  for 
hy  the  law. 

354.  No  man  can  be  hindered  from  exercifing  the  form  of  wor- 
ihip  he  has  chofen^  while  he  conforms  to  the  laws.  No  man  caA 
be  forced  to  contribute  to  the  expences  of  any  form  of  woHhip.— « 
The  Republic  pays  fot  none* 

355.  There  is  neither  privilege  nor  right  of  companies,  nor 
corporation,  nor  limitation  to  the  freedom  of  the  prefs,  of  com* 
merce,  and  exercife  of  induftry  and  arts  of  every  Icind.  Every 
prohibitory  law  in  this  fort,  when  circumftances  render  it  neceu 
fary,  is  eSfentially  provifional,  and  has  no  eflcd  beyond  a  year  at 
moft,  unlefs  it  be  formally  renewed. 

356.  The  law  watches  particularly  the  profeffions  which  inte- 
tm  public  morals,  the  fafety  and  the  health  of  citizens ;  but  ad* 
miffion  to  the  exercife  of  thefe  profeflions  cannot  be  made  to  de* 
pend  upon  any  pecuniary  fecurity. 

357.  The  law  ought  to  provide  for  the  recompence  of  inven* 
tors,  or  for  the  maintenance  of  the  exclufive  property  of  their 
difcoveries  or  produdlions. 

358.  The  conftitution  guarantees  the  inviolability  of  all  pro* 
perty,'  of  a  juft  indemnity  for  that  of  which  public  ncccflity,  le* 
gaily  proved,  may  require  the  facrifke. 

359.  The  hoiife  of  every  citizen  is  an  inviolable  afylum :  do* 
ring  the  night  no  one  has  a  right  to  enter  it,  except  in  c^fe'of 
fire,  inundation,  or  a  call  from  within  the  houfe.  During  the 
day  the  orders  of  the  ConAituted  authorities  may  be  executed  in 
it.  No  domiciliary  vifit  can  be  mside  but  in  virtue  of  a  law, 
and  for  the  perfon  or  obje£l  exprefsly  ftatea  in  the  ad  which  or* 
ders  the  vifit. 

360.  No  corporation  or  affociation  contrary  to  public  order  can 
be  formed. 

36 1 .  No  aflemUy  of  citizens  can  call  iifelf  a  popular  fociety, 

362.  No  particular  fociety  itfelf,  employed  upon  political  queH- 
fio!i9>  can  eorrefpond  with  any  other,  or  affiliate  with  it,  or  hold 
publicjittings,  compofed  of  members  and  auditors,  diftinguifhed 
from  ^ne  another,  or  impofe  conditions  of  admiffion  and  eligibility^ 
or  arrogate  rights  of  the  exclufion,  or  make  its  members  wear 
any  external  mark  of  their  aflbciaiion. 

363.  The  citizens  cannot  exercife  their  political  rights  but  io^ 
the  primary  or  communal  alTemMies . 

364.  All  the  citizens  are  free  to  addrefs  petitions  to thepubli^ 
mthoritiea,  bat  the  petitknl  mvft  be  ixkdlvtdual ;  na  al!bciatioa 

Vol*  I  II»— lU  Jt  T  a,  t  ^!^ 
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-titi'  prefent  coI1c£live  petitionsy  except  the  conflituted  authorities, 
and  that  only  upon  fubjefts  appertaining  to  their  funftions.— * 
The  petitioners  muft  never  forget  the  re fp€(9t  due  to  the  conftituted 
authorities^ 

365*  Every  armed  affemblage  is  an  orfencfc  againft  the  conftitu* 
lion  \  it  ought  to  be  inftantly  difperfed  by  force. 

366.  Every  aflemblage  not  armed  ought  alfo  to  be  difperfed,  at 
firft  by  means  of  verbal  command^  and,  if  neceflary,  by  the  calling 
cut  of  the  armed  force. 

367.  Several  conftituted  authorities  cannot  meet  to  deliberate 
together ;  no  aft  iffbing  from  fuch  a  meeting  can  be  executed. 

368.  No  man  can  wear  diftinftive  marks  which  call  to  mind 
funftions  formerly  exercifed,  or  fervices  performed. 

369.  The  members  of  the  legiflaiive  body,  and  all  the  public 
funftionaries,  wear,  in  the  exercife  of  their  funftion«,  the  dreft 
or  fign  of  the  authority  with  which  they  are  invcfted  ;  the  law  de- 
termines the  form  of  it. 

.  370.  No  citizen  can  renounce,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  in- 
demnity or  falary  allowed  him  by  the  law  on  account  of  public 
funSions. 

371*  There  is  uniformity  of  weights  and  meafures  in  .the  Re^* 
public. 

372.  The  French  aera  commences  on^the  22d  of  September,!  7921 
the  day  of  the  foundation  of  the  Republic. 

-  373'  ^^^  French  nation  declares,  that  in  no  cafe  will  it  fufFer 
the  return  of  the  French,  who  having  abandoned  their  country 
fjnce  the  15th  of  July,  1789,  are  not  comprehended  in  the  ex- 
ceptions made  to  the  laws  againft  emigrants :  and  the  nation  in- 
terdicts the  legiflaiive  body  from  creating  new  exceptions  upon 
this  point. — The  property  of  emigrants  is  irrevocably  qonhfcatcd 
^o  the  benefit  of  the  Republic. 

374.  The  French  nation  proclaims  alfo,  as  guarantee  of  th^ 
.  public  faith,  that  after  an  abjudication  legally  completed  of  na- 
tional property,  whatever  might  have  been  its  origin,  the  legiti- 
mate holder  cannot  be  difpoffefled  of  it,  but  a  perfon  reclaiming 
it  may,  if  there  be  reafon,  be  indemnified  by  the  national  treafury* 

375;  None  of  the  powers  inftituted  by  the  conftitution  ha*  the 
right  to  change  it,  in  whole  or  in  part,  faving  the  reforms  that 
may  be  made  in  it  by  means  of  revifion,  conformably  to  the  difpa- 
iitions  of  HEAD  xiii. 

376.  The  citizens  will  call  to  mind  inceffantly,  that  it  is  upon 
the  wifdom  of  choice  in  the  primary  and  elcftoral  afleroblies,  tht 
duration,  prefervation,  and  profperity  of  the  Republic  principally 
depend. 

377.  The  French  people  commit  the  depofit  of  the  prefent  con-. 
ftitution  to  the  fidelity  of  the  legiflative  body,  of  the  executive 
oii^^dory,  of  th«  adminiftrators  and  judges ;  to  the  vigilance  of 
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fathers  of  families  ;  to  wives  and  to  mothers;  to  the  iffeClioo  of 
the  young  citizens,  and  to  the  courage  of  all  the  French.

By  their  Prejidentf  with  the  Advice  and  Coifent  ef  their  Senate. 

Ills  Britannic  Nbiefty  and  the  United  States  of  America  being 
^^  cbfirousy  by  a  Treaty  of  Amity,  Commerce,  and  Navigation^ 
to  terminate  their  differences  in  fuch  a  manner  as,  without  re- 
ference to  the  merits  of  their  refpe£iive  complaints  and  pretenfiooSy 
may  be  the  beft  calculated  to  produce  mutual  fatisfadion  and  good 
underftanding :  arid  alfo  to  regulate  the  commerce  and  navigation 
between  their  refpe&ive  countries,  territories,  and  jpeople,  in  fuch 
a  manner  as  to  render  the  fame  reciprocal,  beneficial,  and  fatis- 
iadory ;  they  have  refpedively  named  their  plenipottntiaries,  and 
given  them  full  power  to  treat  of,  and  conclude  the  faid  treaty  $ 
that  is  to  fay)  his  Britannic  Majefly  has  named  for  his  plenipo- 

*  The  Treaty  as  ratified  by  his  Britannic  Majefty  and  the  United  Sutes  o^ 
America  has  not  yet,  been  made  public.— The  following  conditional  rati* 
fication  was  agreed  to  by  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  on  the  a4th  of 
January*  1795* 

Refoived,  That  the  Senate  do  confent  to,  and  advife  the  Prefident  of  the 
United  States  to  ratify  the  Treaty  of  Amity,  Coramerce,  and  Navigation 
between  hisBritannic  Majefty  and  the  United  States  of  America,  concluded 
at  London  the  X9th  of  November,  1794.  on  condition  that  there  be  added

ARTICLES-.

This  evacuation  (hall  tak,e 
place  on  or  before  the  firft  day  of  June,  1796,  and  all  the  proper 
meafures  fhall,in  the  interval,  be  taken  by  concert  between  the- 
government  of  the  '.United  States  and.  his;  .Majcfty/s  Goyerfiort'ge- 
neral  in  Americai  for'  fettling  the  previous  arrangements  wliich 
maybe  neccflary  refpefting  the  delivery  'of  the.  faid  poftsj  the- 
Ignited  States^  In  the  mean  time,  at  their  diicretiDnit  exteitdihgL 
thejr  fettlements  to  any  part  within  the  faid  boundaryrlijue,  eixcoptf 
%yithin  the  precin^s  or  jurifdidlion  0/  any  of  the  faid  pofls.     Al 
Ibltlers  and  traders  within  the  precinSs  or  jurifdidion^of  the  laid 
ports  rtiall  continue  to  enjoy,   unrnolcrted^  all  tbeix  property  of 
c^^ery  kind,  and.rtiall  be  protedeJ  therein.     They  fb^l  be  at  fiilli 
Kberty  to  remain  there,  or  to  remove  with  ^11  or  any  part  of  their 
dfieds ;  and  it  rtrall  alfo  be  free  to  them  to  fell  their  land£,:hqufes>  ' 
or  elFeSs,  or  to  retain  the  property  thereof,  at  their,  difcretion  ^ 
fuch  of  them  as  rtiall  continue  to  refide  within  the  faidi  boundary, 
lines  fliall  not  be  compelled  to  become  citizens  of  the  tlnitpd 
States,  or  to  take  any  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  government  thereoif ; 
but  they  fliall  be  at  full  liberty  fo  to  do  if  they  think  proper,  an<ib 
they  (ball  make  and  declare  their  eleSion  iprithin  ofnc  year  after' 
the  evacuation  aforefaid.    And  all  perfons  who  fliall  continue  therd  ' 
after  the  expiration  of  the  faid  year  without  having  declared  theic 
ihtehtioh  of  fetnaining  fubjeds  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  fliall  be^ 
confidered  as  having  elefted  to  become  citizens  of  the  United. 
States. 

III.  It  is  agreed,  that  it  fhall  at  all  times  be  free  to  his  Ma« 
jefty's  fubjeSs,  and  to  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  alfo  to 
ijve  Indians  dwelling  on  either  fide  of  the  faid  boundary  line|  freely 
to  pafs  and  repafs,  by  land  or  inland  navigation,  into  the  re*

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'  «f  America-  (the  country  within  the  limits  of  the  Hudfon'sBay 
Company  only  excepted),  and  to  navigate  all  the  lakes,  rivers,  and 
waters  thereof,  and  freely  to  carry  on  trade  or  commerce  with  each 
other.  But  it  is  imderilood  that  this  article  does  not  extend  to  the 
4idniiflion  of  veflels  of  the  United  States  into  the  Tea  ports,  har- 
bours, bays,  or  creeks,  of  his  Majeny\s  faid  territories;  nor  into 
fiich  parts  of  the  rivers  in  his  Mjjelly's  faid  territories  as  are  be* 
twecn  the  mouth  thereof  and  the  higl.eft  port  crtry  from  the  fea, 
except  in  fir.all  vedcis  trading  bcna  fide  between  Montreal  and 
Quebec,  under  fuch  regulations  as  ihall  be  edabliflied  to  prevent 
the  pollibility  of  any  frauds  in  this  refpcfl ;  nor  to  the  adnnifnon 
of  firitidi  velfcls  from  the  fea  into  the  rivers  of  the  Uaited  States^ 
beyond  the  Irli^'neft  norts  of  entry  for  foreign  velFcls  fro.n  the  fea. 
The  river  Miffiilippi  Ihall,  however,  according  to  the  treaty  of 
peace,  be  entirely  open  to  both  parties  \  and  it  is  further  agreed^ 
tiiat  all  the  ports  and  places  on  its  eafiern  fide,  to  v/nich  foever  of 
the  parties  belonging,  may  freely  be  refcrtcd  to,  and  ufed  by  both 
parties,  in  as  ample  a  manner  as  any  of  the  Atlantic  ports  or  places 
of  the  United  States,  or  any  of  the  ports  or  places  of  i^s  Ivlajelly 
in  .Great  Britain. 

AUgocds  and  mcrchandife,  v/hofe  importation  into  his  Maje(ly*8 
faid  territories  in  America  ih^li  v.o\  be  entirely  prohibited,  may 
freely,  tor  the  purpofe  of  cor.-i'.njrce,  be  carried  into  the  fame,  in 
the  manner  aforefaid,  by  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and 
fuch  goods  and  merchandife  (hall  be  fubjefl  to  no  higher  or  ctlicr 
duties  than  would  be  payable  by  his  M;;jefty's  fubje£ls  on  the  im* 
portation  of  the  fame  from  Er<rope  into  the  faid  territories.  And 
in  like  manner  all  goods  and  meichandife,  v/iiufe  importation  int(> 
the  United  States  ihall  not  be  wholly  prohibited,  may  freely,  foe 
the  purpofe  ot  commerce,  be  carried  ir:tothe  fame,  i.i  the  rranner 
afomaid,  by  his  iVIajelly's  fubjecl^  ;  ar.d  fuch  goods  or  merchan- 
dife fhall  be  fubjeA  to  no  higher  or  other  duties  than  would  be 
payable  by  the  citizens  of  the  United  Slates  on  the  importation  of 
the  fame,  in  A'nerican  velfels,  into  the  Atlantic  ports  of  the  faid 
States.  And  all  goods  not  prohibited  to  be  exported  Into  the  faid 
territories  refpe£lively,  may  in  like  manner  be  carried  out  of  the 
fame  by  the  two  parties  refpedHvely,  paying  duty  as  aforefaid. 

No  duty  of  entry  (hall  ever  be  levied  by  either  party,  on  pel* 
tries  brought  by  land  or  inland  navigation  into  the  laid  territories 
TefpefiiveTy  ;  nor  Ihall  the  Indians,  pafling  or  re-pafline  with  their 
own  proper  goods  and  effecls,  of  whatever  nature,  pay  for  the  fame 
any  impoft  or  duty  whatever.  But  goods  in  bales,  or  other  large 
packages  unufual  among  indians,  ihall  not  be  confidered  aa  jgoods 
belonging  bona  fide  to  Indians. 

No  higher  or  other  tolls  or  rates  of  ferriage  than  what  are  or 
Ihall  be  payable  by  natives,  (hall  be  demanded  on  either  fide ;  and 
Ao  duties  ihall  Repayable  on  any  goods  which  fluW  xntx«\^  \)c  c^t* 
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Tied  over  any  of  the  portages  or  carrying  places  on  either  fide,  for 
the  purpofe  of  being  immediately  re-embarked  and  carried  to  fome 
other  place  or  places.  But  as  by  this  ftipulation  it  is  only  meant 
to  fecure  to  each  party  a  free  paflage  acrofs  the  portages  on  both 
fides,  it  is  agreed,  that  this  exemption  from  duty  fhall  extend  only 
to  fuch  goods  as  are  carried  in  the  ufual  and  dmGt  road  acrbfs  the 
portage,  and  are  not  attempted  to  be  in  any  manner  fold  or  ex* 
changed  during  their  paflage  acrofs  the  fame,  and  proper  regula- 
tions may  be  eftablifhed  to  prevent  the  poi&bility  of  any  frauds  in 
this  refpeft. 

As  this  article  is  intended  to  render  in  a  great  degree  the  local 
advantages  of  each  party  common  to  both,  and  thereby  to  promote 
a  difpofition  favorable  to  friendfhip  and  good  neighbourhood,  it  is 
agreed,  that  the  refpe£live  governments  will  mutually  promote 
this  amicable  intercourfe,  by  caufing  fpeedy  and  impartial  juftice 
to  be  done,  and  neceflary  protedion  to  be  extended  to  all  who 
may  be  concerned  therein. 

IV.  Whereas  it  is  uncertain  whether  the  river  Miffiflippi  extends 
fo  far  to  the  northward  as  to  be  intcrfefted  by  a  line  to  be  drawn 
due  weft  from  the  lake  of  the  woods  in  the  manner  mentioned  in 
the  treaty  of  peace  between  his  Majefty  and  the  United  States,  it 
is  agreed,  that  meafures  (hall  be  taken  to  concert  with  his  Ma- 
jefty's  government  in  America,  and  the  government  of  the  United 
States,  for  making  a  joint  furvey  of  the  (aid  river  from  one  degree 
of  latitude  below  the  falls  of  St.  Anthony,  to  the  principal  fourco 
or  fources  bf  the  faid  river,  and  alfo  of  tne  parts  adjacent  thereto ; 
and  that  if  on  the  refult  of  fuch  furvey,  it  (hould  appear  that  the 
faid  river  would  not  be  interfered  by  fuch  a  line  as  is  above-men- 
tioned, the  two  parties  will  thereupon  proceed  by  amicable  nego^ 
ciation  to  regulate  the  boundary  line  in  that  quarter,  as  well  as  all 
other  points  to  be  adjufted  between  the  faid  parties,  according  to 
juftice  and  mutual  convenience,  and  in  conformity  to  the  intent  of 
the  faid  treaty. 

V.  Whereas  doubts  have  arifen  what  river  was  truly  intended 
tinder  the  name  of  the  river  St.  Croix,  mentioned  in  the  faid  treaty 
of  peace,  and  forming  a  part  of  the  boundary  therein  defcribed, 
that  (jueftion  (hall  be  referred  to  the  final  deciiion  of  the  commif- 
fioners  to  be  appointed  in  the  following  manner,  viz. 

One  commiliioner  (hall  be  named  by  his  Majefly,  and  one 
by  the  Prefident  of  the  United  States,  hy  and  with  the  advice  and 
^nfent  of  the  Senate  thereof,  and  the  faid  two  commiftioners  (hall 
agree  on  the  choice  of  a  third;  or  if  they  cannot  fo  agree,  they 
fiiall  each  propofe  one  perfon,  and  of  the  two  names  fo  propofed^ 
one  (hall  be  drawn  by  lot  in  theprefence  of  the  two  original  com- 
miftioners. And  the  three  commiftioners  fo  appointed,  (hall  be 
fwom  impartially  to  examine  and  decide  the  faid  queftion  accord- 
/i7^  to  fuch  evidcn(;e  4S  (hall  refpe^vely  be  laid  before  them  on 
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thf  part  of  the  Britifli  Government  and  of  the  United  States.  The 
faid  commifljoncrs  (hall  meet  at  Halifax,  and  fhall  have  power  to 
adjourn  to  fuch  other  place  or  places  as  they  fhall  think  fit.  They 
(hall  have  power  to  appoint  a  fecretary,  and  to  employ  fuch  fur- 
veyors  or  other  perfons  as  they  fliall  judge  necefTary.  The  faid 
commiflioners  fhall,  hy  a  declaration  under  their  hands  and  feals, 
decide  what  river  is  the  river  St.  Croix  intended  by  the  treaty. 
The  faid  declaration  fhall  contain  a  defcription  of  the  faid  river, 
and  (hall  particularize  the  latitude  and  longitude  of  its  mouth,  and 
of  its  fource.  Duplicates  of  this  declaration,  and  of  the  (latements 
of  their  accounts,  and  of  the  journal  of  their  proceedings,  fhall  be 
delivered  by  ttiem  to  the  agent  of  his  Majedy,  and  to  the  agent  of 
the  United  States,  who  may  be  refpedivcly  appointed  and  autho- 
rifed  to  manage  the  bufinefs  on  behalf  of  the  rcfpeflive  govern* 
mentSj».  And  both  parties  agree  to  confider  fuch  decifion  as  final 
and  cofsclufive,  fo  as  that  the  fame  fhall  never  thereafter  be  called 
into  queftion,  or  made  the  fubjed  of  difpute  or  difference  between 
them* 

VI.  Whereas  it  is  alledged  by  divers  Briii(h  merchants  and 
others,  his  Majefty's  fubjedls,  tliat  debts  to  a  confiderable  amount^ 
which  were  bpna  fide  contrafled  before  the  peace,  ftili*  remain 
owing  to  them  by  citizens  or  inhabitants  of  the  United  States,  and 
that  by  the  operation  of  various  lawful  impediments  fmce  the  peace, 
not  only  the  full  recovery  of  the  faid  debts  has  been  delayed,  but 
alfo  the  value  and  fecurity  thereof  have  been  in  feveral  inftances 
impaired  and  Icflened,  fo  that  by  the  ordinary  courfe  of  judicial 
proceedings,  the  Britifh  creditors  cannot  now  obtain,  and  adually 
have  and  receive  full  and  adequate  compenfation  for  the  loffes  and 
damages  which  they  have  thereby  fuftained :  it  is  agreed,  that  in  all 
fuch  cafes  where  full  compenfation  for  fuch  lolfes  and  damages 
cannot,  for  whatever  reafon,  be  adually  obtained,  had,  and  re- 
ceived by  the  faid  creditors  in  the  ordinary  courfe  of  juflice,  the 
United  States  will  make  full  and  complete  compenfation  for  the 
fame  to  the  faid  creditors:  but  it  is  diftindly  underftood,  that  this 
provifxon  is  to  extend  to  fuch  loffes  only  as  have  been  occafioned  by 
the  lawful  impediments  aforefaid,  and  is  not  to  extend  to  lafTes 
occafioned  by  fuch  infolvency  of  the  debtors,  or  other  caufes  as 
would  equally  have  operated  to  produce  fuch  lofs,  if  the  faid  im- 
pediments had  not  exifled,  nor  to  fuch  loffes  or  damages  as  have 
been  occafioned  by  the  manifefl  delay  or  negligence,  or  wilful 
omiflion  of  the  claimant. 

For  the  purpofe  of  afcertaining  the  amount  of  any  fuch  lofles 
and  damages,  five  commiflioners  fhall  be  appointed,  and  autho^ 
rifed  to  meet  and  aft  in  manner  following,  viz. — Two  of  them 
ihall  be  appointed  by  his  Majefly,  two  of  them  by  the  Prefident  of 
the  United  States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  confentof  the  Senate 
thereof^  and  the  fifth  \>y  the  unanimous  voice  of  ^e  f:(Aftt  &mt  \ 
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^and  if  they  fhould  not  agree  in  fuch  choice^  then  the  commif* 
iioners  named  by  the  tv/o  parties,  (hall  refpedHively  propofe  oae 
perfon,  and  ot  the  tv/o  names  fo  prnpofed,  one  fhali  be  drawn  by 
lot  in  the  prefence  of  the  four  original  comiTiiffioners. 

When  the  five  commiffioners  thus  appointed  (hall  firft  meet, 
they  (hall,  before  they  proceed  to  aft,  refpeflivcly  take  the  fol- 
lowing oath  or  affirmation,  in  the  prefence  of  eacn  other^  whidi 
oath  or  affirmation  being  fo  taken,  and  duly  attefted,  fhall  be  en- 
tered on  the  record  of  their  proceedings,  viz.  I,  A.  B.  one  of  the 
-commiffioners  appointed  in  purfuance  of  the  6th  Article  of  the 
Treaty  of  Amity,  Commerce,  and  Navigation,  between  his  Bri- 
tannic Majeity  and  the  United  States  of  America,  do  foleoinly 
fwear  or  affirm,  that  I  will  honeftly,  diligently,  impartially,  and 
carefully  examine,  and  to  the  beft  of  my  judgment,  according  to 
juftice  and  equity,  decide  all  fuch  complaints,  as  under  the  laid 
article  ihall  be  preferred  to  the  faid  commiffioners;  and  that  I  wiH 
forbear  to  ad  as  a  commiffioner  in  any  cafe  in  which  I  may  be 
perfonally  interefted. 

Three  of  the  faid  commiffioners  ihall'  conftitut^  a  board,  and 
fiiall  have  power  to  do  any  ad  appertaining  to  the  faid  commif- 
lion,  provided  that  one  of  the  commiffioners  named  on  each  fide, 
and  the  fifth  commiffioner  (hall  be  prefent,  and  all  decifions  fhal| 
be  made  by  the  majority  of  the  voices  of  the  commiffioners  then 
prefent ;  eighteen  months  from  the  day  on  which  the  faid  com- 
miffioners fhall  form  a  board,  and  be  ready  to  proceed  to  bufinefsp 
are  affigned  for  receiving  complaints  and  applications;  but  they 
are  ncverthelefs  authorifed  in  any  particular  cafes,  in  which  it  fliali 
appear  to  them  to  be  reafonable  and  juft,  tD  extend  the  faid  term 
of  eighteen  months  for  anjf  term  not  exceeding  fix  months,  after 
the  expiration  thereof.  The  faid  commiffioners  fiiall  firft  meet  at 
Philadelphia,  but  they  (hall  liave  power  to  adjourn  from  place  t^ 
place  as  they  (hall  fee  caufe. 

The  faid  conimiflioners,  in  examining  the  complaints  and  ap- 
plicatiops  fo  preferred  to  them,  are  empowered  and  required,  ia 
purfuance  of  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  tiiis  article,  to  take 
into  their  cpniidexation  all  claims,  whether  of  principal  or  in- 
tereft,  or  balances  of  principal  and  intereft,  and  to  determine  the 
fame  refpedively,  according  to  the  merits  of  the  feveral  cafes, 
due  regard  being  had  to  all  the  circumftanccs  thereT)f,  and  as 
equity  and  juftice  (hall  appear  to  them  to  require.  And  the  faid 
commiffioners  (hall  have  power  to  exarnine  all  fuch  perfons  a$ 
'fliall' conie  before  them  on  oath  or  affirmation,  touching  the  pre- 
tnifes;  and  alfo  to  receive  in  evidence,  according  as  they  may 
think  moft  confiftent  with  equity  and  juftice,  all  writtiendepofi- 
tions,  or  books,  or  papers,  or  copies,  or  extrads  thei^eof;  every 
fuch  depoftt ion,  book,  or  paper,  or  extrad  being  duly  authenti-r 
C^itcdj  either  according  to  the  legal  forms  now  refpedively  exifting 
.  "    "      4  ia 
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in  tTie  two  coantrres,  or  ki  fuch  other  manner  as  the  faid  com- 
miffioners  (hall  fee  caufe  to  require  or  allow. 

The  award  of  the  faid  comminionersy  or  of  any  three  of  them 
as  aforefaid,  fhall  in  all  cafes  be  final  und  conclufivei  both  as  to 
the  juftice  of  the  claim,  and  to  the  amount  of  the  fum  to  be  paid 
to  the  creditor  or  claimant^  and  the  Unite  \  States  nudertake  to 
canfethe  fum  fo  awarded  to  be  paid  in  fpccic  to  fuch  creditor  or 
claimant  without  deJu6lion,  and  at  fuch  time  ^t  times,  and  at 
fiidi  place  or  placeSy  as  ihall  be  awarder!  i)y  the  faid  cori:^^i.'l:oners; 
and  on  condition  of  fuch  releafes  cr  allignments  I ;  be  gi\'en  by  the 
creditor  or  claimant,  as  by  the  (aid  cciiniiMioncrsnay  bcdrredcd:  " 
provided  always  that  no  fuch  payments  fhall  be  fwal  by  the  faid 
commi(fionecs  to  take  place  founer  than  twelve  inonthsi  from  the 
day  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratificatiims  of  this  treaty. 

VII-  Whereas  complaints  have  been  made  by  divers  merchants 
afid  others,  citizens  of  the  United  States,  that  during  the  courfe  of 
tlie  war  in  which  his  Majefty  is  now  engaged,  they  have  fuftained 
coh(iderable  lodes  and  damage  by  reafun  of  irregular  or  illegal  cap* 
turn  or  conflemnations  of  their  vefTcls  and  other  property,  under 
colour  of  authority  or  commiffions  from  his  Majefty;  and  that  from 
Yarious  circumftaiices  belonging  to  the  faid  cafes,  adequate  com- 
penfation  for  the  lo(res  and  damages  fo  fiiflained  cannot  now  be 
a&ually  obtained,. had,  and  received  by  the  ordinary  courfe  of  judi* 
cial  proceedrngs^  it  is  agreed  in  all  fuch  cafes  where  adequate 
compenfation  cannot,  for  whatever  reafon,  be  now  a£lually  ob* 
tainedy  had,  and  received  by  faid  merchants  or  others  in  the  ordi- 
nary courfe  of  judice,  full  and  complete  compenfation  for  the  fame 
will  be  made  by  the  Britifh  Government  to  the  fai  J  complainants* 
But  it  is  diftindtly  underAood  that  this  proviflon  is  i.ot  t  j  extend 
lo  fuch  Icfles  or  damages  as  have  been  occafioned  by  tr.e  manifeft 
delay  or  negligence,  or  wilful  omiifion  of  tl.c  claimants. 

That  for  the  purpofe  of  afcertaining  the  amouht  of  any  fuch 
tofles  or  damages,  five  commiinoners  Ihall  be  aj^pointed  and  au- 
thorifed  to  aft  in  London,  exaflly  in  the  manner  dire£ied  with 
zefpedt  to  thofe  mentioned  in  the  preceding  article,  and  after 
having  taken  the  fame  oath  or  affirmation  ^mutatis  mutandisjj 
the  fame  term  of  eighteen  months  is  alfo  afligned  for  the  reception 
eC  claims,  ahd  they  are  in  like  mann(^r  authorifed  to  extend  the 
fame  in  particular  cafes.  They  (hall  receive  teftimory,  hooks^ 
pipers,  and  evidence  in  the  fame  latitude,  and  exercife  the  like 
difcretion  and  powers  refpefting  that  fubjefl ;  and  (hall  decide  the 
claims  in  queOion  according  to  the  merits  of  the  fevcral  cafes,  and 
to  juftice,  equity,  and  the  laws  of  nations.  The  award  of  the 
commiflioners,  or  any  fuch  three  of  them  as  aforefaid,  fliall  in  all 
cafes  be  final  and  conclufive,  both  as  to  the  juftice  of  the  claim, 
and  the  amount  of  the  fum  to  be  paid  to  the  claimant;  and  his 
^ritannic  Majefty  undertakes  to- caufe  the  fame  to  be  ^^vd  to  t\\e\\ 
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claimant  in  fpecie,  ivithout  any  dedu£lion,  at  fuch  place  or.pt^cesi 
and  at  fuch  time  or  times,  as  ihall  be  awarded  by  the  fame  com- .. 
miiTionerSy  and  on  condition  of  fuch  releafes  or  Aifignments  to  be 
given  by  the  claimants,  as  by  the  faid  commiffioners  may  be  di«* 
reded. 

And  whereas  certain  merchants  and  otherSihisMajefty's  fubjeSs^ 
complain,  that  in  the  courfeof  the  war,  they  have  fuftained  I6b 
and  damage  by  reafon  of  the  capture  of  the  veiTels  and  mercbandtz<i; . 
taken  within  the  limits  and  jurifdidion  of  the  States^  and  brought 
into  the  ports  of  the  fame,  or  taken  by  veflels  originally  armed  in 
ports  of  the  faid  States, 

It  is  agreed,  that  in  all  fuch  cafes  where  reAitution  (hall  not 
have  been  made  agreeably  to  the  tenor  of  the  letter  from  Mr. 
Jefferfon  to  Mr.  Hammond,  dated  at  Philadelphia,  Sept.  5^  I793f 
a  copy  of  which  is  annexed  to  this  treaty ;  the  complaints  of  the 
parties  fhall  be,  and  hereby  are  referred  to  the  commilBoners  to 
be  appointed  by  virtue  of  this  article,  who  are  hereby  auth^ized. 
and  required  to  proceed  in  the  like  manner  relative  to  thefe.asto 
the  other  cafes  committed  to  them ;  and  the  United  States  undertake 
to  pay  to  the  complainants,  or  claimants,  in  fpecie,  without  deduc*'.  ^ 
tion,  the  amount  of  fuch  fums  as  (hall  be  awarded  to  them  refpec-' 
tivety  by  the  faid  commiiTioners,  and  at  the  times  and  places  which  in 
fuch  awards  (hall  be  fpecified;  and  on  condition  of  luch  releafes  or 
aflignments  to  be  given  by  the  claimants  as  in  the  faid  awards 
may  be  direded.  And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  not  only  the  new 
exifiing  cafes  of  both  defcriptions,  but  alfo  all  fuch  as  (ball  exift 
at  the  time  of  exchanging  the  ratifications  of  this  treaty,  (h^ll 
be  confidered  within  the  provifions,  intent,  and  meaning  of  this 
article. 

VIII.  It  is  further  agreed,  that  the  commifEoners  mentioned 
in  the  two  preceding  articles  (hall  be  refpe£tively  paid  in  fuch  a 
manner  as  (hall  be  agreed  between  the  two  parties;  fuch  agree- 
ment being  to  be  fettled  at  the  time  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratifi- 
cations of  this  treaty.  And  all  other  expences  attending  the  faid 
commiffioners  (hall  be  defrayed  jointly  by  the  two  parties,  the 
fame  being  previoufly  afcertained  and  allowed  by  the  majority  of 
the  commiflioners.  And  in  the  cafe  of  death,  ficknefs,  or  necef- 
fary  abfence,  the  place  of  every  fuch  commiflioner  refpe^lively 
ihall  be  fupplied  in  the  fame  manner  as  fuch  commiflioner  was  ap* 
pointed,  and  the  new  commiflioners  (hall  take  the  fame  oath  or 
affirmation,  and  do  the  fame  duties. 

IX.  It  is  agreed  that  Britiih  fubjeds,  who  now  hold  lands  in 
the  territories  of  the  United  States ;  and  American  citizens,  who 
now  hold  lands  in  the  dominions  of  his  Majefty,  (hall  continue  to 
hold  them  according  to  the  nature  and  tenure  of  their  refpe£live 
ftates  and  titles  therein ;  and  may  grant,  fell,  or  devife  the  fame 
to  whom  they  pleafe,  in  like  manner  as  if  they  were  natives ;  and 

-    that 
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tbit  neither  thejTf  nor  their  heirs  or  ailigns,  (hall.  To  far  as  may  re- 
aped the  faid  lands,  and  the  legal  remedies  incident  thereto^  be 
regarded  as  aliens. 

X.  Neither  the  debts  due  from  individuals  of  the  one  nation  to 
individuals  of  the  other,  nor  fhares,  nor  monies  v^hich  they  may 
have  in  the  public  funds,  or  in  the  publi(:  or  private  banks,  (hall 
ever  in  any  event  of  war  or  national  differences,  be  fequeftered  or 
pon6fcated,  it  being  unjuft  and  impolitic,  that  debts  and  engage- 
ments contraSed^  and  made  by  individuals,  having  confidence  in 
each  other,  and  in  their  refpedive  governments,  ihould  ever  be 
de{boyed  or  impaired  by  national  authority,  on  account  of  national 
diiierences  and  difcontents. 

XI.  It  is  agreed  between  his  Majcfty  and  the  United  States  of 
America,  that  there  (hall  be  a  reciprocal  and  entirely  perfe£l 
liberty  of  navigation  and  commerce  between  their  refpedive  peo« 
pie,  in  the  manner,  under  the  limitations,  and  on  the  conditions 
fpecified  in  the  following  articles. 

XIL  His  Maje(ty  confents,  that  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful, 
during  the  time  hereinafter  limited,  for  the  citizens  ot  the  United 
States  to  carry  to  any  of  his  Maje(ly*s  iflands  and  ports  irr  the  Weft 
Indies  from  the  United  States,  in  their  own  velFels,  not  being 
above  the  burthen  of  feventy  tons,  any  goods  or  merchandizes, 
being  of  the  growth,  manufadure,  or  produce  of  the  faid  States^ 
which  it  b  or  may  be  lawful  to  carry  to  the  faid  iHands  or  ports 
from  the  faid  States  in  Britiih  veifels;  and  that  the  faid  American 
vefTels  (hall  be  fubje£l  there  to  no  other  or  higher  tonnage  duties 
or  charges  than  (hall  be  payable  by  6riti(h  Vjeifels  in  the  ports  of  the 
United  States;  and  that  the  cargoes  of  the  faid  American  veiTels 
(hall  be  fubje£k  there  to  no  other  or  higher  duties  or  charges  than 
fliall  be  payable  on  the  like  articles,  if  imported  there  from  the 
faid  States  in  Briti(h  veffels. 

And  his  Majedy  alfo  coi\fents  that  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the  faid 
American  citizens  to  purchafe,  load,  and  carry  away  in  their  faid 
veffels,  to  the  United  States,  from  the  faid  iflands  and  ports,  all 
fuch  articles>  being  of  the  growth,  manufa^ure,  or  produce  oif  the 
faid  iflands,  as  may  now  by  law  be  carried  from  thence  to  the  faid 
States  in  Briti(h  vefTels,  and  fubje£t  only  to  the  fame  duties  and 
charges  on  exportation  to  which  Britifh  veffels  and  their  cargoes 
are  or  (hall  be  fubje£l  in  flmilar  circumftanccs. 

Provided  always  that  the  faid  American  veffels  do  carxy  and  land 
their  cargoes  in  the  United  States  only^  it  being  exprefsly  agreed 
and  declared,  that  during  the  continuance  of  this  article,  the 
United  States  will  prohibit  and  reftrain  the  carrying  any  niolaffes, 
fiigar,  coffee,  cocoa,  or  cotton,  in  American  veffels,  either  froxa 
his  Majefty's  iflands  or  from  the  United  States,  to  any  part  of  the 
world,  except  the  United  Sts^tcs^  reafonable  fea  (lores  excepted, 
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Provided  alfd,  (hat  it  {hall and  maybe  lawful,  doriBg  Aeiaoic 
period,  for  Britifhveffels  to  ampoii  from  the  faid  iflands  into  the 
United  States,  and  to  export  from  the  United  States  to  the  faii 
iflands,  all  articles  whatever,  being  of  the  growth,  produce,  or  • 
manufadure  of  the  faid  iflands,  or  of  the  United  States  re* 
fpe£lively,  which  now  may  by  the  laws  of  the  (aid  States  be  Cm 
imported  and  exported.  And  that  the  cargoes  of  the  faid  Britifli 
veiTels  (hall  be  fubje6t  to  no  other  or  higher  duties  or  diarges^ 
than  fhall  be  payable  on  the  fame  articles,  if  fo  imported  or  ex- 
ported in  American  veflels. 

It  is  agreed  that  this  article,  and  every  matter  apd  thing  theraa 
contained,  (hall  continue  to  be  in  force  during  the  continuance  (tf 
the  war  in  which  his  Majefty  is  now  engaged ;  and  alfo  for  two 
years,  from  and  after  the  day  of  the  fignature  of  the  prclimiAary 
or  other  articles  of  peace  by  which  the  fame  may  be  terminated. 

And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  at  the  expiration  of  the  faid  termt 
the  two  contra£ling  parties  will  endeavour  further  to  regulate  their 
commerce  in  this  refpe£^,  according  to  the  fituation  in  which  his 
Majefty  may  then  find  himfelf  with  refpeft  to  the  Weft  Indies^ 
and  with  a  view  to  fuch  arrangements  as  may  beft  conduce  to  the 
DQUtual  advantage  and  extenflon  of  commerce. 

And  the  faid  parties  will  then  alfo  renew  their  tlifcu(fions,  and 
endeavour  to  agree,  whether  in  any  or  what  cafes,  neutral  veflels 
fliaU  proted  enemy's  property;  and  in  what  cafes,  provifionsand 
other  articles^  ^not  generally  contraband,  may  become  fuch.  But 
in  the  mean  time,  their  condudl  towards  each  other  in  thele  re- 
fpeds  (hall  4>b  regulated  by  the  articles  hereinafter  inferted  on 
thofe  fubjefts. 

XI I L  His  Majefty  confents  that  the  veflels  belonging  to  the 
citizens  of  the  United  States  of  America  (hall  be  admitted  and 
hefpitably  received  in  all  the  fea  ports  and  harbours  of  the  Britifli 
territories  in  the  Eaft  Indies.  And  that  the  citizens  of  the  faid 
United  States  may  freely  carry  on  a  trade  between  the  faid  terri- 
tories and  the  faid  United  States  in  all  articles^of  which  the  im* 
portation  or  exportation  refpeftively  to  or  from  the  faid  territories, 
fhall  not  be  entirely  prohibited.  Provided  only,  that  it  (hall  not 
be  lawful  for  them,  in  any  time  of  war  between  the  Briti(h  go- 
vernment and  any  other  power  or  ftate  whatever,  to  export  from 
the  faid  territories,  without  the  fpecial  permiflion  of  the  Britiih 
government  there,  any  military  (lores  or  naval  flores  or  rice.  The 
titizens  of  the  United  States  (hall  pay  for  their  veflels,  when  ad- 
mitted into  the  faid  ports,  no  other  or  higher  tonnage  duty  than 
fliall  be  payable  on  Briti(h  veflels  when  admitted  into  the  ports  of 
the  United  States.  And  they  (hall  pay  no  other  or  higher  duties 
or  charges  on  the  importation  or  exportation  of  the  cargoes  of  the 
faid  veflels,  than  (hall  be  payable  on  the  fame  articles  when  im- 
ported or  exported  in  Briti(h  ve(rels.    But  it  is  expre&ly  agreed, 
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{hit  ihte  rtSeli  6f  the  United  States  fliall  not  carry  any  of  the  aiti« 
ckB  exported  by  thena.  from  the  faid  firitifli  territories  to  any  port 
6i  phce,  except  to  fome  port  or  place  in  America,  where  the 
&me  QuAl  be  unladen,  and  fuch  regulations  (hall  be  adopted  by 
both  j^arties^  as  (hall  from  time  to  time  be  found  neceifary  to  en- 
force the  due  and  faithful  obfervance  of  this  ftipulation. 

It  i^aiftrbnderftoody  that  the  permiflion  granted  by  this  article 
is  not  to  extend  to  allow  the  yeflfels  of  the  United  States  to  carry 
on  any  pai^ofthe  coafting  trade  of  the  faid  6riti(h  territories;  but 
¥eflcls  going  with  their  original  cargoes,  or  part  thereof,  from  on6 
port  of  difcharge  to  another,  are  not  to  be  confidered  as  carrying 
on  the  coafting  trade.  Neidier  is  this  article  to  be  conftrued  to 
allow  the  citizens  of  the  faid  States  to  fettle  or  refide  within  the 
(aid  territories,  or  to  go  into  the  interior  parts  thereof,  without  the 

rmiffioii  of  the  Briti(h  government  eftablifhed  there;  and 
any  tranfgreflion  (hould  be  attempted  againft  the  regula- 
tions'of  the  BritiOi  government  in  this  refpe^,  the  obfervancd 
of  the  fanle  (hall  and  may  be  enforced  againft  the  citizens  of 
America,  in  the  faine  nianner  as  againft  Britifh  fubjeds  or  others 
tranfgreffing  the  fame  rule.  And  the  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  whenever  they  arrive  in  any  port  or  harbour  in  the 
£ud  territories,  or  if  they  (hould  be  permitted  in  manner  aforefaid  to 
go  to  any  other  place  therein,  (hail  always  be  fubje£t  to  the  laws^ 
government,  and  jurifdidion  of  what  nature  efhblifhed  in  fuch 
harbour,  port,  or  place,  according  as  the  fame  may  be ;  the  citi* 
zens  of  the  United  States  may  alfo  touch  for  refrefliment  at  the 
ifland  of  St.  Helena,  but  fubjedt  in  all  refpeds  to  fuch  regulatiens 
as  the Briti(h  government  may  from  time  to  time  eflablifli  there. 

XIV.  There  (hall  be  between  all  the  dominions  of  his  Majefty 
in  Europe,  and  the  territories  of  the  United  States,  a  reciprocal  and 
perfed  liberty  of  commerce  and  navigation.  The  people  and  in* 
habitants  of  the  two  countries  refpe£tively  (hall  have  liberty  freely 
ailcTfecurely,  and  without  hindrance  and  moleftation,  to  come  with 
their  (hips  and  cargoes  to  the  lands,  countries,  cities,  ports^  places, 
and  rivers  within  the  dominions  and  territories  aforefaid,  to  enter 
into  the  fame,  to  refoit  there,  and  to  remain  and  reHde  there 
Without  any  limitation  of  time :  and  alfo  to  hire  and  poflTefshoufei 
and  warehoufes  for  the  purpofes  of  their  commerce,  and  generally 
the  nieh:haiit8  and  traders  on  each  (ide  (hall  enjoy  the  mod  com- 
plete protedion  and  fecurity  for  their  commerce,  but  fubje£t  al*^^ 
ways  as  tb  what  refpeds  this  article  to  the  laws  and  ftatutes  of  the 
two  countries  refpedively. 

XV.  It  is  agreed  that  no  other  or  higher  duties  (hall  be  paid  by 
the  (hips  or  merchandize  of  the  one  party  in  the  ports  of  the  other, 
than  fuch  as  are  paid  by  the  like  veifeh  or  merchandize  6{  all  other 
nati(to8(i  Nor  (ball  any  other  or  higher  duty  be  itnpofed  in  one 
ewmtirf'  pa  the  impottatien  of  any  articmi  the  ^i^Tt\]x>  ^1^0^ 
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duce,  or  manufaAure  of  the  other,  thaa  ^tre  or  (hall  be  payabtb  on- 
the  importation  of  the  like  articles,  being  of  the  growth,  pro- 
duce, or  nianufa£iure  of  any  other  foreign  country.  Nor  mall 
any  prohibition  be  impofed  on  the  exportation  or  importation  of 
any  articles  to  or  from  the  territories  of  the  two  parties  refpe&ively^ 
mrhich  (hall  not  equally  extend  to  all  other  nations. 

But  the  Briti(h  government  referves  to  itfelf  the  right  of  im«- 
pofing  on  American  veflels  entering  into  the  Britifh  ports  m  Europe 
a  tonnage  duty  equal  to  that  "which  ihall  be  payable  by  Britiih 
veflels  in  the  ports  of  America ;  and  alfo  fuch  duty  as  may  be  ade* 
quate  to  countervail  the  difference  of  duty  now  payable  on  the 
importation  of  European  and  Afiatic  goods,  when  imported  inta 
the  United  States  in  Britiih  or  in  American  veflels. 

The  two  parties  agcee  to  treat  for  the  more  exaA  equalization  . 
of  the  duties '  on  the  refpeSive  navigation  of  their  fubjeds  and 
people  in  fuch  manner  as  may  be  mc^  beneficial  to  the  two  coun- 
tries. The  arrangements  for  this  purpofe  fhall  be  made  at  the 
fame. time  with  thefc  mentioned  at  the  conclufion  of  the  twelfth 
article  of  this  treaty,  and  are  to  be  confidered  as  a  part  thereof. 
In  the  interval  it  is  agreed,  that  the  United  States  will  not  impofc 
any  new  or  additional  tonnage  duties  on  Britiih  veflels,  norincreafe 
the  now  fubfifling  difference  between  the  duties  payable  on  the 
importation  of  any  articles  in  Britiih  or  in  American  veiTeh* 

XVI.  It  fhall  be  free  for  the  two  contrafting  parties  refpec- 
ttvely  to  appoint  confuls  for  the  prote£lion  of  trade,  to  refide  in  the 
dominions  and  territories  aforefaid,  and  the  faid  confuls  fball 
jBnjoy  thofe  liberties  and  rights  which  belong  to  them  by  reafon  of 
their  fundlion.  But  before  any  conful  fhall  2l&.  as  fuch,  he  fhall 
be  in  the  ufual  forms  approved  and  admitted  by  the  party  to 
wrhom  he  is  fent ;  and  it  is  hereby  decbred  to  be  lawful  and  pro- 
per, that  in  cafe  of  illegal  or  imprc^er  condud  towards  the  laws 
or  government,  a  conful  may  either  be  punifhed  according  to  law, 
if  the  laws  will  reach  the  cafe,  or  be  difmiffed,  or  even  fent  back, 
the  offended  government  afllgning  to  the  crftler  their  reafons  for  the 
fame. 

Either  of  the  parties  may  except  from  the  refidence  of  confuls 
fuch  particular  places  as  fuch  party  fhall  judge  proper  to  bo  fo 
excepted. 

XVII.  It  is  agreed,  that  in  all  cafes  where  veffels  mall  be  cap- 
tured or  detained  on  jufl  fufpicion  of  having  on  board  enemy's 
property,  or  of  carrying  to  the  enemy  any  of  the  articles  which 
are  contraband  of  war  ;  the  faid  velFel  fhall  be  brought  to  the 
nearefl  or  moil  convenient  port ;  and  if  any  property  of  an  enemy 
fhould  be  found  on  board  fuch  veflel,  that  part  only  which  belongs 
to  the  enemy  fhall  be  made  prize,  and  the  veffel  fhall  be  at  liberty 
to  proceed  with  the  remainder  without  any  impediment.  And  it  is 
^reed^  that  all  proper  meafurea  fhall  be  taken  to  prevent  deUy  in 
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dccididg  the  cafes  of  (hips  or  cargoes  fo  brought  in  for  adjudica* 
tibn  i  and  in  the  payment  or  recovery  of  any  indemnification  ad- 
judged or  agreed  to  be  paid  to  the  maftcrs  or  owners  of  fuch 
ikips. 

XVIII.  In  order  to  regulate  ivhat  is  in  future  to  be  deemed 
contraband  of  war,  it  is  agreed,  that  under  the  faid  denomination 
fliall  be  comprifed  all  arms  and  implements  ferving  for  the  pur- 
pofes  of  war,  by  land  or  by  fea,  fuch  as  cannon,  mufquets,  mor* 
tars,  petards,  bombs,  grenadoes,  carcafes,  fauciifes,  carriages  for 
cannon,  mufquet-refts,  bandoliers,  gunpowder,  match,  faltpetre, 
ball,  pikes,  fwords,  head-pieces,  cuiraifes,  halberts,  lances,  ja- 
velins, horfe  furniture,  holders,  belts,  and  generally  all  other 
implements  of  war ;  as  alfo  timber  for  (hip-building,  tar  or  rofin, 
copper  in  (heets,  fails,  hemp  and  cordage,  and  generally  whatever 
may  ferve  diredly  to  the  equipment  of  veflels,  un wrought  iron  and 
fir  planks  only  excepted ;  and  all  the  above  articles  are  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  juft  ob^£ls  of  confifcation,  whenever  they  are  attempt- 
ed to  be  carried  to  an  enemy. 

And  whereas  the  difficulty  of  agreeing  on  the  precife  cafes  in 
which  alone  provKions  and  other  articles  not  generally  contraband, 
may  be  regarded  as  fuch,  renders  it  expedient  to  provide  againft  the 
inconveniencies  and  mifunderflandings  which  might  thence  arife : 
it  is  further  agreed,  that  whenever  any  fuch  articles  fo  becoming 
contraband  according  to  theexiiling  laws  of  nations,  (hall  for  that 
reafon  be  feized,  the  fame  (hall  not  be  confifcated,  but  the  owners 
thereof  (hall  be  fpeedily  and  completely  indemnified :  and  the  cap- 
tors, or  in  their  default  the  government  under  whofe  authority 
they  ad,  (hall  pay  to  the  mailers  or  owners  of  fuch  veflels  the  full 
value  of  all  articles,  with  a  reafonable  mercantile  profit  thereon, 
t(^ether  with  the  freight,  and  alfo  the  demurrage  incident  to  fuch 
detention. 

And  whereas  it  frequently  happens  that  vefTels  fail  for  a  port  or 
place  belonging  to  an  enemy,  without  knowing  that  the  lame  is 
either  beiieged,  blockaded,  or  invefted ;  it  is  agreed,  that  every 
veiTel  fo  circumftanced  may  be  turned  away  from  fuch  port  or 
place,  but  (he  (hall  not  be  detained,  nor  her  cargo,  if  not  contra- 
fiand,  be  confifcated,  unlefs  after  notice  (he  (hall  again  attempt  to 
enter  ;  but  (he  (hall  be  permitted  to  go  to  any  other  port  or  place 
fte  may  think  proper;  nor  (hall  any  veffel  or  goods  of  either  party 
that  nuy  have  entered  into  fuch  porj  or  place  before  the  fame  was 
befieged,  blockaded,  or  invefted  by  the  other,  and  be  found  therein 
after  the  redu&ion  or  furrender  of  fuch  place,  be  liable  to  condfca- 
tioai,  but  (hall  be  refiorcd  to  the  owners  or  proprietors  thereof. 

XIX.  And  that  more  abundant  care  be  taken  for  the  fecurity  of  - 
the  refpedivc-fubjeds  and  citizens  of  the  contra£ling  parties,  and 
to  prevent  their  fuflFering  injuries  by  the  men  of  war  or  privateers 
of  either  party ,  all  comouodeis  of  ibips  of  war  and  ^tvH2iX^tx^ 
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and  all  other$^  tti«  (mi  fubjeds^  snd  citiaonSy  ihsdl  fbrbesr  tiercb  inq^ 
damage  to  th^c  of  the  other  party ,.  or  committing  any  cmtnupl' 
againft  them  ;  and  if  they  ad  to  the  contrary^  they  Aall  bepUttim>» 
edy  and  (hall  alfo  be  bound  in  their  perfons  and  eftates  to  makd 
fatisfadion  and  reparation  for  aU  damages,  and  th)3  intereflf  t&erel^f^ 
of  whatever  nature  the  faid  damages  may  be. 

For  this  caufe,  all  commanders  of  privateers  before  ^hey  ftcdm' 
their  commiffions,  fhall  hereafter  be  obliged  to  give,  befofls  a>C«Mkl« 
petent  judge,  fufiicient  fecurity  by  atleaft  two  refponfible  foveties^ 
who  have  no  intereft  in  the  faid  privateer,  each  of  whom,  tog^thftf 
with  the  faid  commander,  (hall  be  jointly  and  feverally  bound*  kf- 
the  fum  of  fifteen  hundred  pounds  (herling,  or  if  fuch  ihip  be  pro* 
vided  with  above  one  hundred  and  fifty  feamen  or  foldiersv  itt-  the 
fum  of  three  thoufand  pounds  fterling,  to  fatisfy  all  datns^es  zpA 
injuries  which  the  faid^  privateer,  or  officers,  or  men,'  or  any  of 
them,  may  do  or  commit  cbring  their  cruife,  contrary  to  thetenof 
of  this  treaty,  or  to  the  laws  and  inftrudions  for  regulating  thmf  . 
condu£t ;  and  further,  that  in  all  cafes  of  aggreffion,  th«  Ua^ 
oommiilions  ihall  be  revoked  and  annulled. 

It  is  alfo  agreed,,  that  whenever  a  judge  of  a  court  of  admifaltjf 
of  either  of  the  parties  ihall  pronounce  fentende  againft  aby  vefldb 
of  goods  or  property  belonging  to  the  fubjefls  or  citizens- of  the 
other  party,,  a  formal  and  duly  authenticated  copy  of  all  die  pfo-i 
ceedings  in  the  caufe,  andof  the  faid'fentedce,  ihall,  ifi«qaii:«d, 
be  delivered  to  the  commander  of  the  faid  vefTel  vrithout  the  fmaUeft 
delay,  he  paying  all  legal  fees  and  demands  for  the  &me. 

XX.  It  is  further  agreed,  that  both  the  faid  contrading  parllctf 
ftall  not  only  refufe  to  receive  any  pirates  into  any  of  their  f(M^ 
havens,  or  towns,  or  permit  any  of  their  inhattitants  to  receift, 
proted,  harbour,  conceal,  or  aflift  them  in  any' manner,  bat  will 
bring  to  condign  punifhment  all  fuch  inhabitants  as  ihall- be  guilt]p 
of  fuch  ads  or  offences; 

And  all  their  ihips,  with  the  goods  or  merchandizes  taken  By 
them,  and  brought  into  the  port  of  eithefr  of  the  faid  parties,  fUall 
be  feizedas  far  as  they  can  be  difcovered,  and  ihall  be  reftbrfed-td 
the  owner??,  or  the  fadors  or  agents  duly  deputed  andauthorifed  ill 
writing  by  them,  (prbper  evid^oe  being  iiril  in  the  court  of  admi- 
jnlty  for  proving  the  property,)  even  in  cafe  fuoh  effeftb  ibotild 
bave  pailed  into  other  hands  by  fale,  if  it  be  proved  that  the  hnytU 
knew  or  had  good  reafon  to  believe  or  fufpeA  that  they  had'bMtt 
piratically  taken. 

XXI.  It  is  likewife  agreed,  that  the  fubjeQs  and  citizedsr  of 
the  two  nations  ihall  not  do  any  aSs  of  hoftility  or  violence  ag^nft 
each  other,  nor  accept  commiflions  or  inilru^lions  Co  to  a6l  from 
any  foreign  ptince  or  ilate,  enemies  to  the  other  party :  rtor^  (hall 
the  enemies  of  one  of  the  parties  be  permitted  to  invite,  or  efldea^- 
Foap  to  eaU&^in  the  military  iemco  any^of  the  (ubje^  or  ciciflselii 
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«f  Ae  ^thcr  fnutjr ;  aad  the  laws  againft  all  fuch  offences  fball  bt 
puncSually  executed.  And  if  any  fubjeA  or  citizen  of  the  faid 
paitias  rcfpeAively  (ball  accept  any  foreign  commiflion  or  letters 
of  marque  for  arming  any  vclTel  to  ad  as  a  privateer  againft  the 
the  «)ther  party^  and  be  taken  by  the  other  party,  it  is  hereby  de-> 
dared  <o  be  lawful  for  the  faid  party  to  treat  and  puniih  the  faid 
fiAjeCl  .or  citizen  having  fuch  commiflion  or  letters  of  marque,  as 
a  pirate. 

XXII.  It  is  exprefsly  ftipulated  that  neither  of  the  faid  con* 
tfft&iiig  {MWCies  will  order  or  authorife  any  ads  of  reprifal  againft 
the  othpr,  on  complaints  of  injuries  or  damages,  until  the  faid 
party  (hall  (irft  have  preCented  to  the  other  a  (latement  thereof^ 
verified  by  competent  proof  and  evidence,  and  demanding  jiiftice 
and  fatisfadion,  and  tfae  fame  (ball  either  have  been  refufed  or 
unreafonably  delayed. 

XXIII.  The  (hips  of  war  of  each  of  the  contrading  par* 
ties  (hall  at  all  times  be  hofpitably  received  into  the  ports  of  thn 
ether,  their  oflicers  and  crews  paying  due  refpeA  to  the  laws  and 
government  of  the  country.  The  officers  (hall  be  treated  with  tbnl 
refpeA  which  is  due  to  the  commiflions  which  they  bear ;  and  if 
any  infuk  fliould  be  oflPered  to  them  by  any  of  the  inhabitants,  aU 
eflfenders  in  this  refped  (hall  be  puni(hed  as  difturbers  of  the  peace 
and  amky  between  the  two  countries.  And  his  Majefty  confenCf 
that  in  cafe  an  American  veflel  (hould,  by  ftrefs  of  weather,  danger 
frpm  enemies,  or  other  misfortunes,  be  reduced  to  the  neceffity  of 
feeking  flielter  in  any  of  his  Majefty's  ports,  into  whidi  fuch  veflTel 
could  not  in  ordinary  cafes  claim  to  be  admitted,  (be  (hall,  oft 
manifefttng  that  neceflity  to  the  fatisfa£tion  of  the  government  of 
the  place,  be  hofpitably  received  and  permitted  to  refit  and  to  pur- 
cbaie  at  the  market  price  fuch  neceffaries  as  (he  may  (land  in  need 
of,  conformably  to  Aich  orders  and  regulations  as  the  government 
of  the  place,  having  refpe£l  to  circumftances  of  each  cafe,  (hall 
prefcribe.  She  ftiall  not  be  allowed  to  break  bulk  or  unload  her 
cargo,  unlefs  the  fame  (hall  be  bona  fide  neceflfary  to  her  being  re-» 
fitted  ;  nor  (hall  (he  be  permitted  to  fell  any  part  of  her  cargo^ 
unlefs  (b  much  only  as  may  be  neceflfary  to  defray  her  expences. 
and  then  not  without  the  exprefs  permiflion  of  the  government  or 
the  place ;  nor  (hall  (he  be  obliged  to  pay  any  duties  whatever^ 
except  only  on  fuch  articles  as  (he  may  be  permitted  to  (ell  for  the 
purpofe  aforefaid. 

XXIV.  It  (hall  not  be  lawful  for  any  foreign  privateeie 
(not  being  fubjeAs  or  citizens  of  either  of  the  faid  parties)  who 
have  eommi(fions  from  any  other  prince  or  ftate  in  enmity  with 
either  nation,  to  arm  their  (hips  in  the  ports  of  either  of  the  faid 
parties,  nor  fell  what  they  have  taken,  nor  in  any  other  manner 
to  exchange  the  fame  ;  nor  (hall  they  be  allowed  to  purchafe  mofe 
provi(ions  than  fliaU  be  necefTary  for  their  gcuogto  the  weaxeft^^oti 
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of  that  prince  or  ftate  from  whom  they  obtained  their  com* 

mifCons. ' 

XXV.  It  (hall  be  lawful  for  the  (hips  of  war  and  privateers 
bel(M)ging  to  the  faid  parties  refpedively,  to  carry  whitherfpever 
they  pieafe  the  ihips  and  goods  taken  from  their  enemies,  without 
being  obliged  to  pay  any  fee  to  the  officers  of  the  admiralty,  or  to 
any  judges  whatever ;  nor  (hall  the  faid  prizes,  when  they  arrive- 
at,  and  enter  the  ports  of  the  faid  parties,  be  detained  or  feized; 
neither  (hall  the  fcarchers  or  other  officers  of  thofc  places  vifit  fuch 
prizes^  (except  for  the  purpofe  of  preventing  the  carrying  of  aay 
part  of  the  cargo  thereof  on  (hore  in  any  manner  contrary  tP  the 
e(^abli(hed  laws  of  revenue,  navigation,  or  commerce,)  nor  fliall 
fuch  officers  take  cognizance  of  the  validity  of  fuch  prizes  ;  but 
they  (hall  be  at  liberty  to  hoift  fail  and  depart  as  fpeedily  as  may 
be,  and  carry  the  faid  piizes  to  the  place  mentioned  in  their  com- 
ntiffions  or  patents,  which  the  commanders  of  the  faid  ihips  of 
war  or  privateers  (hall  be  obliged  to  (hew. 

No  (belter  or  refuge  (hall  be  given  in  their  ports  to  fuch  as  have 
made  a  prize  upon  the  fubjeds  or  citizens  of  either  of  the  faid  par- 
ties ;  but  if  forced  by  ftrefs  of  weather,  or  the  danger  of  the  fea,  to 
enter  therein,  particular  care  (hall  be  taken  tohaden  their  departure, 
and  to  caufe  them  to  retire  as  foon  as  poifible.  Nothing  in  this 
treaty  contained  fhall  however  be  conftrued  or  operate  contrary  to 
former  or  exiding  public  treaties  with  other  fovereigns  or  fiates. 
But  the  two  parties  agree,  that  while  they  continue  in  amity, 
neither  of  them  will  in  future  piake  any  treaty  that  (ball  be  incon* 
iiftent  with  this  or  the  preceding  article. 

Neither  of  the  faid  parties  Ihall  permit  the  (hips  or  goodis  be- 
longing to  the  fubjedls  or  citizens  of  the  other  to  be  taken  within 
cannon  (hot  of  the  coaft,  nor  in  any  of  the  bays,  ports,  or  rivers 
of  their  territories,  by  (hips  of  war  or  others  having  commiffion 
from  any  prince,  republic,  or  ftate  whatever.  But  in  cafe  it 
fliould  fo  happen,  the  party  whofe  territorial  rights  (hall  thus  have 
been  violated,  (hall  ufe  his  utmoft  endeavours  to  obtain  from  the 
offending  party  full  and  ample  fatisfa£tion  for  the  veflTel  or  vefTcIs  fo  ^ 
taken,  whether  the  fame  be  veflTcls  of  war  or  merchant  vedels. 

XXVI.  If  at  any  time  a  rupture  (hould  take  place  (which 
God  forbid)  between  his  Majefty  and  the  United  States,  the  mer-* 
chants  and  others  of  each  of  the  two  nations,  refiding  in  the  domi- 
nions of  the  other,  (hall  have  the  privilege  of  remaining  and  con- 
tinuing their  trade,  fo  long  as  they  behave  peaceably  and  commit 
no  offence  againft  the  laws  ;  and  in  cafe  their  condufl;  (hould  render 
them  fufpe£ted,  and  the  refpedive  governments  (hould  think  pro-> 
per  to  order  them  to  remove,  the  term  of  twelve  months,  from 
the  publication  of  the  order,  (hall  be  allowed  them  for  that  pur- 
pofe, to  remove  with  their  families,  effcfts,  and  property  ;  but 
thJs  favour  (ball  not  be  extended  to  thofe  who  ihall  a£t  contrary  tq 

the 
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the  eftablifiicd  laws  :  and  for  greater  certainty^  it  is  declared  that 
fuch  rupture  (hall  not  be  deemed  to.exill  while  negotiations  for 
accpmoipdatingidifFerences  fhall  be  depending,  nor  until  the  re- 
{fqjStiy^  9inba(^4ors  or  minifters,  if  fuch  there  (hall  be,  (hall  be 
recalled  or  fent  home  on  account  of  fuch  differences,  and  not  on 
account  of,  perfonal  mi(conduQ,  according  to  the  nature  and  de- 
grees oi  which  both  parties  retain  their  rights,  either  to  requeft  the 
ready  or  immediately  to  fend  home  the  ambaflador  or  minifter  of 
tb^ other, .  and  that  without  prejudice  to  their  mutual  friend(hip 
and  good  u^de^ilanding.  * 

XXVII.  tt  is  further  agreed,  that  his  Majefty  and  the 
Uipited  States,  on  mutual  requiOtions,  by  them  refpedively,  or 
by. their  refpeAive  qiiniQers  or  officers  authorifed  to  make  the 
fame,  will  deliver  up  to  juftice  all  pcrfons  who  being  charged 
with  murder  or  forgery  committed  within  the  j  urifdidion  of  either, 
(hall  feek  an  afyhun  within  any  of  the  countries  of  the  other,  pro* 
vided  that  this  (hall  only  be  done  on  fuch  evidence  of  criminality, 
as,  according  to  the  laws  of  the  place  where  the  fugitive  or  perfon 
fo  charged  (hall  be  found,  would  judify  his  apprehenfion  and  com* 
mitment  for  trial,  if  the  offence  had  there  been  committed.  The 
expence  of  fuch  apprehen(ion  and  delivery  (hall  be  borne  and  de- 
frayed bv  thojfe.  who  vnzkc  the  requifition  and  receive  the  fugitive. 

XXylll.^  It  is  agreed  that  the  firft  ten  articles  of  this  treaty 
Ihall  be.  permanent,  and  that  the  fubfequent  articles,  except  the 
tweUth,  ()iaU  be  limited  in  their  duration  to  twelve  years,  to  be 
Cppputed  from  the  day  on  which  the  ratifications  of  this  treaty 
(half  be.ejpchanged,  but  fully  fubje£);  to  this  condition:  that 
jiyrhe^as.  the  faid  tWfBlfth  article  will  expire  by  the  limitation 
therein  contained,  at  the  end  of  two  years  from  the  flgning  the 
preliminary  or  other  articles  of  peace,  which  (hall  terminate  the 
prefent  war. in  which  his  Majefty  is  engaged,  it  is  agreed  that 
proper  mpafures  (hal^  hy  concert  be  taken  for  bringing  the  fubjeft 
of  that  article  into  amicable  treaty  and  difcudion  fo  early  before 
the  ex{uratix>n,of  the  (aid  term,  as  that  new  arrangements  on  that 
head  may  by  that  time  be  perfeded  and  ready  to  take  place ;  but 
if  it  diould  unfortunately  happen  that  his  Majefty  and  the  United 
States  fliould  not  be  able  to  agree  on  fuch  new  arrangements,  in 
that  ca(e  all  the  articles  of  this  treaty,  except  the  firft  ten,  (hall 
then  ceafe  and  expire  together* 

Lailly-  This  treaty,  when  the  fame  (hall  have  been  ratified  by  hi« 
Majefty  an4  by  the  Prefident  of  the  United  States,  by  and  witli  the 
advice  and  cpnfent  of  their  Senate,  and  the  rcfpedive  ratifications  mu- 
tually exghanged,  (hall  be  binding  and  obligatory  on  his  Majefty  and 
on  the  faid  States,  and  fliall  be  by  them  rcfpc^ively  executed  and 
obferved  with.punduality  and  the  moft  (incere  regard  to  good  faith ; 
and  whereas  it  will  be  expedient,  in  order  the  better  to  facilitate 
intercourfe  and  obviate  difficulties,  that  other  articles  bepropofcd 
and  added  to  this  treaty,,  which  articles,  from  want  oC  xvtcve  ^wd 
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Other  circumftanceSy  cannot  now  be  perfeAed— it  is  agreed,  that 
the  faid  parties  will,  from  time  to  time,  readily  treat  of  and  con- 
cerning fuch  articles,  and  will  (Incerely  endeavour  to  forai  them  as 
that  they  may  conduce  to  mutual  convenience,  and  tend  to  pro* 
mote  mutual  fatisfadion  and  friendfhip ;  and  that  the  faid  articles, 
after  having  been  duly  ratified,  {hall  be  added  to,  and  make  a  part 
of  this  treaty.  In  faith  whereof,  we,  the  underfigned  Minifteri

Xreaty  of  Defgnfive  Alliance  between  his  Britannic  Majejlj  and  the 
Emperor  of  Germany.     Signed  at  Vienna^  the  20th  of  May,  1795. 

TJIS  Majcfty  the  Emperor,  and  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Great 
•■^  Britain,  being  defirous  to  renew  and  to  cement  the  ancient 
relations  of  friendfhip  and  intimacy  between  their  crowns  and 
their  refpe£live  dominions,  as  well  as  to  provide,  in  a.folid  smd 
permanent  manner,  for  their  future  fafety,  and  for  the  general 
tranquillity  of  Europe,  have  determined,  in  confequence  of  thefe 
falutary  views,  to  proceed  to  the  conclufion  of  a  new  treaty  of 
alliance ;  and  they  have  nominated  for  that  purpofe,  viz.  his  Afa« 
jefly  the  Emperor,  his  adual  privy  counfellor  and  Minifler  for 
foreign  affairs.  Baron  de  Thugut,  and  his  Majefly  the  King  of 
-Great  Britain,  Sir  Morton  Eden,  one  of  his  Majefly's  privy 
counfellors,  knight  of  the  Bath,  envoy  extraordinary,  and  rai« 
nifler  plenipotentiary  of  his  faid  Majefly,  at  the  court  of  Vienna } 
who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other  their  refpedive 
full  powers,  have  agreed  upon  the  following  articles: 

Article  I.  There  fhall  be  between  his  Imperial  Majefly.  and 
his  Britannic  Majefly,  their  heirs  and  fuccefTors,  and  between  all 
the  refpeflive  dominions,  provinces,  and  fubje£ls  of  their  faid 
Majeflies,  a  perfe6t  and  fincere  good  underflanding,  friendfhip, 
and  defendve  alliance.  The  high  contrading  parties  fhall  ufe  all 
their  endeavours  for  the  maintenance  of  their  common  rnterefls, 
and  fhall  employ  all  the  means  in  their  power  to  defend  and  gua- 
rantee each  other  mutually  againft  every  hoflile  aggreflion. 

IL  The  high  contradling  parties  fhall  a£l  in  perfe£l  concert  in 
every  thing  which  relates  to  the  re-eflablifhment  and  to  the  main- 
tenance of  general  peace ;  and  they  fhall  employ  all  their  efforts 
to  prevent,  by  the  means  of  friendly  negotiation,   the  attacks

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irith  which  they  may  be  threatened,  either  feparately  or  con- 
jointly. 

III.  In  cafe  either  of  the  high  contraSing  parties  fhould  be 
attacked,  moleftcd,  ordifturbed  in  the  pofleflion  of  its  dominions, 
territoiies,  or  cities  whatfoever,  or  in  the  exercife  of  its  rightSf 
liberties,  or  franchifes  wherefoevery  and  without  any  exception, 
die  other  will  exert  all  its  endeavours  to  fuccour  its  ally  without 
delay,'  and  in  the  manner  hereinafter  mentioned. 
'  I V.  Their  Imperial  and  Britannic  Majeflies  reciprocally  gua- 
rantee to  each  other,  and  in  the  moil  exprefs  manner,  all  their 
dominions,  territories,  cities,  rights,  liberties,  and  franchifes  what- 
foever,  fuch  as  they  at  prefent  polTefs,  and  fuch  as  they  (hall  pof- 
feft  at  the  condufion  of  a  general  peace,  made  by  their  common 
ag^^ement  and  confent,  in  conformity  to  their  mutual  engage- 
ments  tn  that  refped  in  the  convention  of  the  30th  of  Auguft^ 
1793.     ^^^  ^^^  ^^^'^  ^^  ^^^^  defenfive  alliance  Ihall  exift  from  the 
moment  whenever  either  of  the  high  contracting  parties  (hall  be 
difturbed,  motefted,  or  difquieted  in  the  peaceable  enjoyment  of 
its  dominions,  territories,  cities,  rights,  liberties,  or  franchifes 
utrhatfoever,  according  to  the  ftate  of  adual  poiTedion,  and  accord* 
ing  to  the  (late  of  polbflion  which  (hall  exift  at  the  above-men« 
tioned  epoch. 

V.  The  fuccours  to  be  mutually  furni(hed,  in  virtue  of  this 
treaty,  fhall  confift  in  twenty  thoufand  infantry,  and  fix  thoufand 
Cavalty,  which  (ball  be  fumi(hed  in  the  fpace  of  two  months  after 
requiiidoil  made  by  the  party  attacked,  and  (hall  continue  to  be  at 
itB-  difpo(ition  during  the  whole  courfe  of  the  war  in  which  it 
(hall  be  engaged.  Thefe  fuccours  (hall  be  paid  and  maintained 
by  the  power  required,  wherever  its  ally  (hall  employ  them ;  but 
the' power  requiring  (hall  provide  them  with  the  neceflary  bread 
and  forage^  upon  the  fame  footing  with  its  own  troops. 

'If  the  p)irty  requiring  prefers,  it  tnay  demand  the  fuccours  to 
be  furni(hed  in  money ;  and  in  that  cafe  the  fuccours  (hall  be 
computed  at  the  following  rate,  that  is  to  fay,  ten  thoufand  Dutch 
florins  per  month  for  every  thoufand  infantry,  and  thirty  thou(and 
Dutch  -florins  per  month  for  every  thoufand  cavalry :  and  this 
mc^ey  (hall  be  paid  monthly,  in  equal  portions,  throughout  the 
whole  year. 

If  thefe  fuccours  (hould  not  fuflSce  for  the  defence  of  the  power 
requiring,  the  other  party  (hall  augment  them  according  as  the 
occafionr  (hall  require,  and  (hall  even  fuccour  its  ally  with  its 
whole  forces,  if  the  circumftances  (hould  render  it  necelfary. 

VI.  It  is  agreed  that,  in  confideration  of  the  intimate  alliance, 
e(labli(hed  by  this  treaty  between  the  two  crowns,  neither  the 
one  nor  the  other  of  the  high  contrafting  parties  (hall  permit  the 
iMIels^  or  merchandize  belonging  to  its  ally,  or  to  the  people  or 
fubjeds  of  its  ally,  and  which  (hall  have  been  taken  at  fea  by  any 
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fhips  of  war  of  privateers  nt^hatfoever,  belonging  to  encteies^ot 
rebels,  to  be  brought  into  its  harbours  ;  nor  any  (hip  of  wftrof 
privateer  to  be  therein  armed,-  in  zw  Cafe  dr  under  any  prctfeit 
\vhatfoever,  in  order  to  cniife  againft  the  (fatps  and  property  of 
fuch  ally,  or  of  his  fubjeas;  nor  that  there  be  conveyed- b^'it§ 
fubjediSy  or  in  theifThips,  to  the  enemies  of  its  ally,  any  piovi- 
(ions,  or  military  6t  naval  (tores.  '  For  thde  ends,  as-ofteh'SS  it 
ihall  be  required  by  either  Of  the  allies,  the  other  (hall-be  botintf 
to  reniew  exprefs  prohibitions,  ordering  all  perfons  to  confctol 
themfelyes  to  this  article,  upon  pain  of  exemplary  puni(hiiiiDnt) 
in  addition  to  the  full  reftittition  and  fatisfa&ion  ta  bo  madtftt^thb 
injured  parties. 

VII.  If,  notwithfbnding  the  prohibition  and  penattieft-aboM^ 
titiehtioned,  any  v^iTels  of  enemies  or  rebels-  (hould' bring,  iiico-  the 

Jiofts  of  eithet  6f  the  hi^  contraftm^  parties  any  priae^  takett 
ipdi  iht  other,  6i  ftom  its  futneAs,  the  former  (hall  oblige  them 
to  quit  its  ports  in  tht  fpace  6f  twenty-foui*  hours  after  their  ar- 
rival; upon  pain  of  (^rzure  and  confifcatton ;  and  the  crews- add 
ba(retigers,  or  ^htt  prifbriers,  fabjeds  of  its^  ally,  who  (ball  have 
been  brought  itito  the  fiaiid  pofts,  (hall^  immediately  after  tbeir  ar* 
rlvail,  be  reftdred  to  their  ftill  liberty^  wi0i  their  finp  and  mer« 
chandize,  without  delay  or  exception.  And  if  any  veflel  whalfe* 
jbver,  afi^ir  having  been  armted  or  equipped^  wholly  of  pa^tldly,  in

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Treaty  of  Defenfive  Alllofice  between  his  Britannic  Majefty  and  the 
Emtrefs  of  Rujfta.  Signed  at  St.  Peterjburg^  the  itih  ef 
February  ^  1795. 

In  the  Name  of  the  Moji  Holy  Trinity. 

TJIS  Britannic  Majefly,  and  her  Majefty  the  Emprefs  of  all  the 
^  ^  RufliaSy  animated  with  a  defire  equally  fincere  to  ftrengthen 
more  and  more  the  ties  of  friendfhip  and  good  underilanding  which 
fo  happily  fubfift  between  them  and  their  refpedive  monarchiei^ 
have  thought  that  nothing  would  more  effedually  contribute 't6 
this  falutary  end  than  the  conclufion  of  a  treaty  of  defenfive  at- 
liance,  concerning  which  they  fhould  occupy  themfelves  forth- 
with,  and  which  fhould  have  for  bafis  the  ftijpulations  of  limilgr 
treaties  which  have  already  been  heretofore*  concludedj  and  havjs 
made  the  objeds  of  the  mod  intimate  union  between  the  two 
empires.  For  this  purpofe  their  faid  Majefties  have  namcdibf 
their  plenipotentiaries,  that  is  to  fay,  his  Britannic  Majefty, 
Sir  Charles  Whitworth,  his  envoy  extraordinary  and  minifter 
plenipotentiary  to  her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the  Ruflias,  knight 
of  the  order  of  the  Bath ;  .  and  her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the 
Ruflias,  the  Sieur  John  Count  Ofterman,  her  vice-chancellor, 
&c,  &c«  &c.  who,  after  having  mutually  exchanged  their  full 
powers,  found  to  be  in  good  and  due  form,  have  agreed  upon  the 
following  articles: 

Article  I.  There  ftiall  be  a  ftncere  and  conftant  friendflilp  be- 
tween his  Britannic  Majefty  and  her  Majefty  the  Emprefs  of  all 
the  Rullias,  their  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  and,  in  confequence  of  this 
jntimate  union,  the  high  contrading  parties  (hall  have  nothing 
more  ftrongly  at  heart  than  to  promote,  by  all  poftible  means,  theip 
mutual  interefts,  to  avert  from  each  other  whatever  mig^t'  catife 
them  any  injury,  damage,  or  prejudice,  and  to  maintain  tlieni- 
felyes  reciprocally  in  the  undifturbed  pofleflion  of  their  dominions^ 
rights,  commerce,  and  prerogatives  whatfoevcr,  by  guaranteeing 
reciprocally  for  this  purpofe  all  their  countries,  doniinions,  and 
poflfefEons,  as  well  fuch  as  they  adually  pofTefs,  as  thofe  which 
jhey  may  acquire  by  treaty. 

II.  If,  notwithftanding  the  ejForts  which  they  fhall  einploy,  by 
common  confent,  in  order  to  obtain  this  end,  it  (hpuld  neverthe- 
lefs  happen  that  one  of  them  ft^puld  be  attacked  by  fea  or  land, 
the  other  ftiall  furnifli  him,  immediately  on  the  requifition  being 
made,  the  fuccours  ftipulated  by  the  following  articles  of  this 
treaty. 

Hi.  His  Britannic  Majefty,  and  her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all 
the  Ruflias  declare,  however,  that  in  contracting  the  prefent  al- 
liance, their  intention  is  by  no  means  to  give  offence  thereby,  or 
(o  injure  any  one,  but  that  their  fole  intention  is  to  provide  by 

thefe 
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thefe  engagements  for  their  reciprocal  advantage  and  fecurity,  at 
veil  as  for  the  rc-eftablifliment  of  peace,  an'i  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  general  tranquillity  of  Europe,  Mi  above  all,  that  of  the 
North. 

IV.  As  the  two  high  contraAing  parties  profefs  the  fame  defire 
to  render  to  each  other  their  mutual  fuccours  as  advantageous  as 
poffible,  and  as  the  natural  force  of  Ruilia  confiits  in  land  troops, 
Ivbilft  Great  Britain  can  principally  furnifli  (hips  of  war,  it  is 
igieed  upon,  that  if  his  Britannic  Majefty  (hould  be  attacked  or 
difturbed  by  any  other  power,  and  in  whatever  manner  it  might 
be,  in  the  pofleflion  of  his  doipinions  and  provinces,  fo  that  he 
ihould  think  it  neceflary  to  require  the  ailiilance  of  his  ally,  her 
Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the  Rulfias  (hall  fend  him  immeiiiately 
ten  thoufand  infantry,  and  two  thoufand  horfe.  If,  on  the  other 
hand,  her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the  Ruflias  (hould  (ind  herfelf 
ittackcd  or  difturbed  by  any  other  power,  and  in  whatever  manner 
it  may  be,  in  the  polleflion  of  her  dominions  and  provinces,  fo 
that  (he  (hould  think  it  nece(rary  to  require  the  aifillance  of  her 
illy,  his  Britannic  Majefty  (hall  fend  her  forthwith  a  fquadron  of 
twelve  fliips  of  war  and  of  the  line,  carrying  708  guns,  according 
to  the  following  lift :  two  (hips  of  74  guns,  making  together  148 
gans,  and  the  crews  960  men ;  fix  (hips  of  60  guns,  making 
360  guns,  and  the  crews  2400  men ;  four  (hips  of  50  guns, 
slaking  200  guns,  and  the  crews  laoo  men.  In  the  whole,  twelve 
fliips,  708  guns,  and  the  crews  4560  men.  This  fquadron  (hall 
be  properly  equipped  and  armed  for  war.  Thefe  Aiccours  (hall 
be  refpiedively  fent  to  th^  places  which  (hall  be  fpeciiied  by  the 
requiring  partv,  and  (hall  remain  at  his  free  difpofal  as  long  as 
hoftUities  (haU  laft. 

V.  But  if  the  nature  of  the  attack  were  fuch,  as  that  the  party 
attacked  (hould  not  (ind  it  to  his  intereft  to  demand  the  eiFe&ive 
fuccours,  fuch  as  they  have  been  ftipulated  for  in  the  preceding 
article,  in  that  cafe  the  two  high  contrading  powers  have  refolved 
to  change  the  faid  fuccour  into  a  pecuniary  fubfidy ;  that  is  to  fay, 
if  his  Britannic  Majefty  (hould  be  attacked,  and  (hould  prefer  pe- 
ctmiary  fuccours,  her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the  Ruifias,  after 
the  requifition  having  been  previoufly  made,  (hall  pay  to  him  the 
fum  of  five  hundred  thoufand  rubles  yearly,  during  the  whole  con- 
tinuance of  hoftilities,  to  aflift  him  to  fupport  the  expences  of 
the  war  ;  and  if  her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the  Ruflias  (hould  be 
attacked,  and  (hould  prefer  pecuniary  fuccours,  his  Britannic  Ma- 

}'e(lv  (hall  furni(h  her  with  the  fame   fum  yearly,  as  long  as 
io(tilities  (hall  laft. 

VI.  If  the  party  required,  after  having  furni(hed  the  fuccour 
ftipulated  in  the;  fourth  article  of  this  treaty,  (hould  be  himfelf  at. 
tacked,  fo  as  to  put  him  thereby  under  the  neceflity  of  re-calling 
his  troops  for  his  own  fa(ety^  he  (hall  be  at  liberty  to  do  fo,  after 


luiyiRg  informed  tile  fcquirili^'paity  thereof  twoi^monilhsi'befoic- 
band.  In  like  mamiic,  if  the  party  required  were  himfolf ;  at  war 
atthetiiiie  of  the  requflHton>:  fo  that  he:flioiild.be  obliged  to 
tain  near  himfelf,  for  his  own  proper  fecurity  and  defence/^ 
fbrces  which  he^is  bound  to  fuinifli'  to  his'  ally'  in  ^  virtiie  of  this 
treaty  ;  in  fuch  cafe  the  party  required  (hall  bedijjpenfedfroimfiir- 
Bifliing  th^  -faid  fuccour,  fo  long  as  the  faid  necefltty  fhalLiaft. . 

VII.  The  Ruffian  auxiliary  troops  fliall  be  provided  -.with j&Jd 
artillery,  ammunition)  and  every  thing  of  which  .they  may ^flaad 
in  need,  in  proportion  to  their  number.  They  ihall  be  paidiond 
secruited  annually  by  the  requiring  court.  With  regard  :to:  the 
ordinary  rations  and  portions  of  proviftons  and  for^e^  as*  w^elLas 
quzTtcTSy  they  {hall  be  fumiihed  to  them  by  the  iiequiring  coutt^ 
rtie  whole  on  tlie  foottug  Opon  which  his  own  troops  arefCMTiiilnU 
beinaintained  in  the  field  or  in:  quarters. 

•  VII1.<  In  cafe  the  faid  Ruffian  auxiliary  tronps  requiredby.Us 
Britannic  Majefty  (hould  be  obliged  to*  march  by  land*  andr<to 
fraverfe  the  dominions  of  any  other  powers,. his -Britannic*  Ma* 
jefty  fhall  ufe  his  endeavours  jointly  With  her  Imperial/ Majefty tof 
kll  the  Ruffias,  to  obtain  for  them  a  free.paffi^e,  andlballfi^ 
|riy  them  on  their  march  with  the  neceffiiry  provlfions  and  forage 
IB  the  manner  ftipulated  in  the  preceding  article;,  and  when  4ic} 
Aatl  have  to  crofs  the  lea,  his>  Britannic  Majefty}  (ball  taki^t^Km 
kitnfelf*  either  to  tnmfport :  tfaemr  in  his  own  fliips^  or  todeCayi  Ac 
cxpences  of  their  paflage  ;  the  fame  is  alfo  to  be  underftood,-  aa  veil 
Mth  regard  to  the  recruits^  which  her  Imperial  Majefty  wHl  be 
obliged  to  fend  to  heir  troops,  as  refpeding  their .retttrn  to  Ruflia 
Urb^Ver  tbey  fball  either  be  fent  back  by  his  Britannic  .Maj^y» 
or  recalled  by  her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the  Ruffias  foe  her.oirn 
Ifefence,  according  to  article  VI.  .<^  the:lreaty.  It  is  ifurther 
agreed  upon,  that  in  cafe  of  recalling  or-  lending,  back  the  .£ud 
troops,  an  adequate  convoy  of  fliips  ofjvai  ihaU  i-dfcort  them,  for 
tiieir  fecurity. 

IX.  The  commanding  officer,  whether  of  the iaiixiltary  tnx»| 
of  her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the.  Ruffias,  or  of  the  (quadroa 
which  his  Britannic  Majefty  is  to  furnifh  Ruffia  with, ;.ihaU. keep 
the  Command  which  has  been  intrufted  to  him,  i  but  the  com** 
mand  in  chief  ftiall  belong  moft  certainly  to  him  whom  the  requir* 
ing  party  (hall  appoint  for  that  purpofe,  under  the- reft ri&ion,^ 
however,  that  nothing  of  importance  ihall' be  undertaken,  that 
Ihall  not  have  been  before  hand  regulated  and  deteimined  uponjin 
council  of  war,  in  the.  prefi^nce  of  the  general  and.conunancUng 
officers  of  the  party  required. 

'  X.  And  in  order  to  prevent  all  difputes  abo\|t  rank^  the*  re- 
quiring party  ihall  give  due.' notice  of  the  officer  to.  whom  he  IhaM 
give  the  command  in  chief,  whether  of  a  fleet  or  of  land  forces,,  ta 
the  end  that  the  party  required  may  regulate^  ia/confequence  the 

rank 
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tank  of  him  who  fliall  have  to  command  the  auxiliary  troops  or 
fljips,       -^ 

XI.  Moreover,  thcfe  auxiliary  forses  (hall  have  their  own 
chaplain,  and  the  entirely  free  cxercife  ot  :!icir  religion^  and  ihall 
not  be  judged  in  whatever  appertain  to  military  fcrvice,  other  wife 
than  according  to  the  laws  and  articles  of  v/ar  uf  their  own  fovc- 
reign.  It  ihall  likewifc  be  permitted  for  the  general,  and  red  of 
the  auxiliary  forces,  to  keep  up  a  free  corrtfpondcnce  with  their 
country^  as  well  by  letters  as  cxpreffcs. 

XII.  The  auxiliary  forces,  on  both  fides,  (hall  be  kept  together 
as  much  as  pofllble;  and  in  order  to  avoid  their  being  fubjcded  to 
greater  fatigue  than  the  others,  and  to  the  end  that  there  may  be 
in  every  expedition  and  operation  a  perfefl  equality,  the  com- 
mander in  chief  (hall  be  bound  to  obferve,  on  every  occafion,  a 
juft  proportion^  according  to  the  force  of  the  whole  fleet  or  army. 

XIII.  The  fquadron  which  his  Britannic  MajcAy  is  to  furnilh 
by  virtue  of  this  alliance,  (hall  be  admitted  into  all  the  ports  of  her 
Imperial  Majedy  of  all  the  Rufl!ias ;  and  the  faid  fqtiadron  (hall 
be  allowed  to  return  every  year  to  the  ports  of  Great  Britain,  as 
foon  as  the  feafon  will  no  longer  permit  it  to  keep  the  fea  ;  but  it 
is  formally,  and  from  this  time  forward  itipulatcd,  that  this  fqua- 
dron ihall  retum.every  year  to  the  Baltic  fca,  about  the  beginning 
of  the  Month  of  May,  and  to  quit  it  again  before  the  month  of 
0£lober,  and  ^that  as  often  as  the  exigency  of  the  treaty  (hall  re- 
quire it. 

XIV.  The  requiring  party,  in  claiming  the  fuccour  ftipulated 
by  this  treaty,  (hall  point  out  at  the  fame  time,  to  the  required 
party,  the  place  where  he  (hall  wi(h  that  it  may  in  the  (irft  indance 
repair,  and  the  faid  acquiring  party  (hall  be  at  liberty  to  make  ufe 
of  the  faid  fuccour  during  the  whole  time  it  (hall  be  continued  to 
him,  in  fuch  manner,  and  at  fuch  places,  as  he  (hull  judge  to  be 
moft  fuitable  for  his  fervicc  againd  the  aggreflTor. 

XV.  The  conditions  of  this  treaty  of  alliance  (hall  not  be 
applicable- to  the  wars  which  may  arife  between  her  Imperial  Ma- 
je(iy  of  all  the  Ruffias,  and  the  powers  and  people  of  Ada,  refpeft- 
ing  whom,  his  Britannic  Majedy  fhall  be  difpenfed  with  from 
furni(hing  the  fuccours  dipulated  by  the  prcfent  treaty  ;  except  in 
cafe  of  an  attack  made  by  any  European  power  againd  the  rights 
and  po(re(fions  of  her  Imperial  Majedy,  in  whatever  part  of  the 
world  it  may  be.  As  alfo  on  the  other  hand,  her  Imperial  Majedy 
of  all  the  Rudias  fliall  not  be  boimd  to  furni(h  the  fuccours  dipu- 
lated by  the  treaty,  in  any  cafe  whatever,  excepting  that  of  an 
attack  made  by  any  European  power  againd  the  rights  and  pof- 
feflions  of  his  Britannic  Majedy,  in  whatever  part  of  the  world  it 
may  be. 

XVI.  It  has  been  in  like  manner  agreed  upon,  that,  confider- 
ing  the  great  didance  of  places,  the  troops  which   her  Imperial 
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Majcfty  of  all  the  Ruflfias  will  have  to  furnifli,  by  virtue  of  thw 
alliance,  for  the  defence  of  his  Britannic  Majeftyi  (hail  not  be 
fent  to  Spain,  Portugal,  or  Italy,  a,nd  ftill  Icfs  out  of  Europe. 

XVII.  If  the  fuccours  ftipulated  ip  the  fourth  article  of  this 
treaty  fhould  not  be  fufficient,  in  that  cafe,  the  contraAing  par- 
ties referve  to  themfelves  to  make  a  further  provifion  between 
themfelvcs,  with  rcfpeft  to  the  additional  fuccours  which  they 
Ihoiild  give  to  each  other. 

XVIIL  The  requiring  party  (hall  make  neither  peace  nor  truce 
with  the  common  enemy,  without  including  the  required  party, 
to  the  end,  that  the  latter  may  not  fuifer  any  injury,  in  confequpnce 
of  the  fuccours  he  (hall  have  given  to  his  ally. 

XIX.  The  prefenl  defenfive  alliance  (hall  in  no  way  derogate 
from  the  treaties  and  alliances  which  the  high  contrading  parties 
may  have  with  other  powers  ;  inafmuch  as  the  faid  treaties  ihall 
not  be  contrary  to  this,  nor  to  the  friendfliip  and  good  undlerftand- 
ing  which  they  are  refolved  conftantly  to  keep  up  between  them. 

AX.  If  any  other  power  would  accede  to  their  prefent  alliance, 
their  faid  Majefties  have  agreed  to  concert  together  upon  the  ad- 
miflion  of  fuch  power. 

XXI.  The  two  high  contrading  parties,  defiring  mutually,  and 
with  eagernefs  to  Arengthen  and  confolidate,  as  much  as  poilible, 
the  friendfhip  and  union  already  happily  fubfifting  between  them, 
and  to  protedl  and  extend  the  commerce  between  their  refpeftivc 
fubj^£ls,  promife  to  proceed  without  delay  to  the  formation  of  a 
definitive  arrangement  of  commerce. 

XXIL  As  circumftances  may  render  it  neceffary  to  make  feme 
changes  in  claufes  of  the  prefent  treaty,  the  high  contrading 
parties  have  thought  proper  to  fix  the  duration  of  it  to  eight  years, 
counting  from  the  day  of  exchanging  the  ratifications ;  but,  be- 
fore the  expiration  of  the  eight  years,  it  (hall  be  renewed  accord- 
ing to  exifting  circumftances. 

XXII I.  The  prefent  treaty  of  alliance  (hall  be  ratified,  and 
the  ratifications  exchanged  her/e,  in  the  fpace  of  two  months,  or 
fooner  if  It  can  be  done. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  the  above-mentioned  minifters  plenipoten- 
tiaries, on  both  fides,  have  figned  the  prefent  treaty  and  have  there- 
unto affixed  the  feal  of  their  arms.

npHE  French   Republic  and   his  Majcfty  the  King  of  Spain, 
'''    equally  animateid  with  a  defire  to  put  a  (lop  to  the  calami- 
ties pi  the  war  which  now  difunitcs  them,    (Irongly  convinced 
that  there  exiit  between  the  two  nations  refpedlive  intcreds,  which 
demand  a  reciprocal  return  of  friendfhip  and  good  underdanding, 
and  wilhing  by  a  folid  and  durable  peace  to  re-c(labliih  that  de- 
firable  harmony  which  had  for  a  long  time  been  the  condant  bails 
of  the  relations   fubfifting   between    the   two    countries,    have 
charged  with  this  negociation,  viz.  The  French  Republic,  citi- 
zens Francis  Barthelemi,  their  ambafTador  in  Switzerland;  and 
bb  Catholic  Majefhr,  his  minider  plenipotentiary  and  envoy  tx* 
traordinary  to  the  King  and  Republic  of  Poland,  Don   Domingo 
d'Yriarte,  who,  after  having  exchanged  their  powers  have  agreed 
upon  the  following  articles  : 

L  There  ihall  be  peace,  amity,  and  good  underdanding  be- 
tween the  French  Republic  and  the  kingdom  of  Spain. 

II.  In  confequence,  all  the  hodilities  between  the  two  contract- 
ing powers  fhall  ceafe  from  the  date  of  the  exchange  of  the  rati- 
fications of  the  prefent  treaty;  and  none  of  them  (hall,  from  that 
period,- furnifh  againft  the  other,  in  any  quality  or  under  any  title, 
any  aid  or  contingent,  either  in  men,  horfes,  providons,  money, 
warlike  ftores^  (hips,  or  other  articles. 

III.  Neither  of  the  contrading  powers  diall  grant  a  paflage 
through  their  territories  to  any  troops  at  war  with  the  other, 

IV.  The  French  Republic  redorcs  to  the  King  of  Spain  all  thp 
conquefts  which  die  has  made  from  him  in  the  courfe  of  the  pre- 
fect war;  the  conquered  places  and  territories  fliall  be  evacuated 
by  the  French  troops  within  a  fortnight  after  the  exchange  of 
the  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty. 

V.  The  fortified  places,  of  which  mention  is  made  in  the  pre- 
ceding article,  diall  be  redored  to  Spain,  with  the  cannon,  war- 
like dores,  and  other  articles  belonging  to  thofe  places,  which  Ihall 
have  been  in  them  at  the  monient  of  the  dgning  of  this  treaty. 

VI.  All  fort  of  military  contributions,  requifitions,  and  pay- 
ments, .diall  entirely  ceafe  from  the  date  of  a  fortnight  after  the 
figning  of  the  prefent  pacification ;  all  the  arrears  due  at  that 
period,  even  bills  and  promiflbry  notes,  given  for  thefe  objeds, 
ihall  be  of  no  effeS :  what  diall  have  been  taken  or  received  after 
the  above-named  period,  diall  be  gratuitoudy  redored,  or  paid 
for  to  the  amount  of  its  value. 

VII.  There  diall  immediately  be  named  by  both  fides,  com - 
miflioners,  for  the  purpofe  of  adjufiing  a  treaty  of  limits  between 
the  two  powers ;  they  Hiall,  as  much  as  podible,  take  as  the  bads 
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of  this  treaty  with  rcfpcS  to  the  territories  which  were  difputed 
before  the  prefent  war,  the  tops  of  the  mountains  which  arc  the 
fources  of  the  rivers  of  France  and  Spain. 

VIII.  Neitiier  of  the  conirafting  powers  can,  at  the  expiration 
of  a  month  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratification  of  the  prefent 
treaty,  maintain  on  their  refpeSive  frontiers  more  than  the  num- 
ber of  troops  they  had  ufually  been  accudomed  to  have  ftationed 
there  previous  to  the  prefent  war. 

IX.  In  exchange  for  the  places  reftorcd  by  the  fourth  article>  the 
King  of  Spain,  for  himfelf  and  his  fuccefTors,  gives  up  and  aban- 
dons to  the  French  Republic  all  right  of  property  in  the  Spanifh 
part  of  St.  boiTiingo,  one  of  ihe  Antilles,  a  month  after  the  rati- 
fication of  the  prcftnt  treaty  fliall  be  know  n  in  that  ifland,  the 
Spanilh  troops  Ihall  be  in  rcadincfs  to  evacuate  the  plac^s^  ports, 
and  eftablifhments  which  they  at  prefent  occu^i^y,  in  order  to  give 
them  up  to  the  troops  of  the  French  Republic,  as  foon  as  they 
fhall  arrive  to  take  polfeffion  of  them :  the  places,  ports,  and  ef- 
tablifhments, of  which  mention  is  made  above,  fliall  be  delivered 
up  to  the  French  Republic  with  the  cannon,  warlike  ftpres,  and 
articles  neceflary  for  their  defence,  which  fljall  be  in  them  at  the 
moment  when  the  prefent  treaty  fliall  be  known  at  St.  Domingo: 
the  inhabitants  of  the  Spanifti  part  of  St.  DomingoJ  who"  from 
inducements  of  intereft  or  other  motives  (hall  prefer  removing 
with  their  property  into  the  dominions  of  his  Catholic  Majefty, 
fhall  be  able  to  do  fo  within  the  fpace  of  a  year  from  the  date 
of  the  treaty ;  the  refpcdiive  generals  and  commanders  of  the 
two  nations  fliall  concert  the  meafures  neceflary  to  be  taken  for 
execution  of  the  prefent  article. 

X.  There  fliall  be  refpedlively  granted  to  the  individuals  of  the- 
two  nations,  reftitution  of  the  efFefts,  revenues,  and  property  of 
all  forts,  detained,  feized,  or  confifcated  on  account  of.  the  war, 
which  has  fubfifted  between  the  French  Republic  an^  his  Ca- 
tholic Majefty ;  and  like  wife  the  moft  fpeedy  juftice  with 
refpeft  to  the  particular  claims  which  thefe  individuals  may  have 
in  the  ftates  of  the  two  contracting  powers. 

XL  In  the  mean  time,  till  there  fliall  be  a  new  treaty  of 
commerce  between  the  contracting  parties,  all  correfpondencies 
and  commercial  relations  fliall  be  re-ettabliflied  between  France 
and  Spain,  on -the  footing  on  which  they  flood  before  the  prefent 
war. 

All  French  merchants  fliall  be  allov/ed  to  pafs  into  Spain,  there 
to  refume  their  commercial  ellablifliments.^  They  ihall  make 
new  ones  according  to  their  convenience,  fubmitting,  in  common 
with  all  other  individuals,  to  the  laws  and  ufages  of  the  country. 

The  Spanifli  merchants  fliall  enjoy  the  fame  privileges,  fubjcd 
to  the  fame  conditions,  in  France, 

XII, 
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XII.  All  the  prifoners  refpedivcly  made  fincc  the  commence- 
ment of  the  war,  without  regard  to  the  ditFerence  or  number  and 
rank,  comprehending  the  feamen  and  marines  captured  on  board 
French  or  Spaniih  veiiels,  or  thofe  of  other  nations,  as  well  as  in 
general  all  thofe  imprifoned  on  either  fide  on  accouiit  of  the  war, 
mall  be  delivered  up  within  the  fpace  of  two  months  at  lateft,  af- 
ter the  exchange  of  the  ratification  of  the  prefent  treaty,  without 
any  appeal  on  either  part,  difcharging,  however,  the  private  debts 
which  the  prifoners  may  have  contrafted  during  their  captivity. 
The  fame  mode  fliall  be  adopted  witli  reipedl  to  the  lick  and 
wounded,  immediately  after  their  recovery  or  cure. 

Coramiflioners  on  cither  fide  fhall  be  immediately  appointed  to 
proceed  to  the  execution  of  the  prefent  article. 

XIII.  The  Portuguefe  prifoners  making  a  part  of  the  troops  of 
Portugal,  who  have  ferved  with  the  armies,  and  on  board  the  Uiips 
of  his  Catholic  Majedy,  (hall  be  in  like  maimer  comprehended  in 
the  above-mentioned  exchange.  It  Ihall  be  the  fame  with  refpe£l 
tothe  French  troops  taken  by  the  Portuguefe  troops  in  queliion. 

XIV.  The  fame  peace,  amity,  and  good  underltanding,  flipu- 
latcd  by  the  prefent  treaty  between  France  and  the  King  of  Spain^ 
fliall  taJce  place  between  the  King  of  Spain  and  the  Republic  of  the 
United  Provinces,  allies  of  the  French  Republic, 

XV.  The  French  Republic  wilhing  to  give  a  tefiimony  of 
amity  to  his  Catholic  Majefty,  accepts  his  mediation  in  favour  of 
the  kingdom  of  Portugal,  the  King  of  Spain,  the  King  of  Sardinia, 
the  Infanta  Duke  of  Parma,  and  the  other  Srates  of  Italy,  for  the 
re-eftablifhment  of  peace  between  the  French  Republic  and  each 
of  thefe  Princes  and  States. 

XVI.  The  French  Republic,  fenfible  of  the  intereft  which  hit 
Catholic  Majefty  takes  in  the  general  pacification  of  Europe,  con- 
fents  likewife  to  accept  of  his  good  offices  in  favour  of  other  beU 
ligerent  powers,  who  ihall  apply  to  him,  in  order  to  enter  into  nc- 
gociatlon  with  the  French  government. 

XVII.  The  prefent  treaty  ihall  not  have  effeft  till  after  having 
been  ratified  by  the  contraSing  parties  ;  and  the  ratification  fliall 
be  exchanged  within  the  fpace  of  a  month  or  fooner^  from  the 
date  of  this  day. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we,  the  underfigned  plenipotentiaries  of  the 
French  Republic,  and  of  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Spain,  in 
virtue  of  our  full  powers,  have  figned  this  prefent  treaty  of 
peace  and  amity,  and  have  put  to  it  our  refpe&ive  fcals.*

Treaty  of  Peace  concluded  at  Bafle ^  on  the  I  \th  FruSfidoTy  between 
Citizen  Barthelemi,  Ambajpidor  from  the  Republic ^  to  the  Swifi 
Cantons f  and  Mr.  Frederick  Sigiffnond  fVaitz  d'Efchen^  Mimfier 
Plenipotentiary  from  the  Landgrave  of  Hejfe  Cajfel. 

••  TpHE  French  Republic  having  accepted  of  the  good  offices  of 
■*•  the  King  of  Pruflia  in  favour  of  his  moft  ferene  highnefs 
the  Landgrave  of  HefTe  CaiTel,  and  being  animated  witli  the  fame 
fentiments  as  the  Landgrave,  to  make  a  folid  and  permanent  peace 
fucceed  to  a  war  which  had  dif-united  them,  in  confequence  of 
which,  the  contracting  powers  have  appointed,  as  follows : 

**  The  French  Republic,  on  her  part,  citizen  Francis  Barthele- 
mi,  her  ambaflador  in  Switzerland,  and  the  Landgrave  of  HeflTe 
Caflel,  his  privy-counfellor,  Frederick  Sigifmond,  S^on  of  Waiti;

iires,  Gibraltar,  the  Canary  Iflands,  the  £a(l  and  Weil-Indies,  and  the  Iflands 
and  Continents  of  the  Ocean;  Archduke  of  Auftria,  Duke  of  Burgundy, 
Brabant, and  Milan  ;  Count  of  Uablbourg,  Flanders,  Tyrol,  and  Barcelona; 
Lord  of  Bifcacy,  and  Molina,  &c. 

As  by  virtue  of  the  full  powers  we  have  conferred  on  Don  Domingo 
d'Yriarte,  knight  of  the  royal  order  of  dirtingiiifhed  Spaniards  of  \7harle«  III. 
and  our  miniller  plenipotentiary  and  envoy  extraordinary  to  the  King  and 
Republic  of  Poland,  to  treat  of  the  conditions  of  peace  with  the  French  Re- 
puplic,,  and  of  thofe  alike  given  by  the  French  Republic  to  her  ambaifador 
in  Switzerland,  Don  Francifco  Barthclemi,  thefe  picnipotcntianes  have  de- 
termined on,  concluded,  andfigned  on  the  ladof  July,  of  the  prefent  year, 
the  definitive  treaty  of  peace,  which  conlids  of  a  preamble  and  feventeen  ar- 
ticles, the  whole  in  the  French  language. 

For  thefe  caufes,  having  feen  and  examined  the  aforefaid  feventeen  ai'ti- 
cles,  I  have  approved  of  and  ratified  all  they  contain,  as,  by  virtue  of  thefe 
prefents,  I  approve  and  ratify  them  with  all  my  power,  and  in  the  beft  and 
mott  cxtcnfive  form ;  promifmg,  on  the  faith  and  word  of  a  king,  to  obferrc 
and  accomplifh  them,  and  to  cauie  them  to  be  completely  obfcrved  and  ac* 
complifhed,  as  if  I  myfelf  had  figned  them. 

In  faith  of  which,  \  have  fent  oii^*  thefe  prefents,  figned  with  my  hand, 
fealed  with  my  own  fccret  fenl,  and  countedigncd  by  my  counfellor  aiKl  firft 
fecrctary  of  (fate  and  difpatches.

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Which  mlntftersy  after  having  exchanged  their  refpe^^ive  powers, 
igreed  upon  the  following  articles : 

Article  I.  There  (hall  be  peace,  friendfhipi  and  good  underdand- 
ing  between  the  French  Republic  and  the  Landgrave  of  Hellc 
Caffa. 

II.  In  coniequence  of  which,  all  hodilities  between  the  two 
jNurties  (hall  ccaie  from  the  date  of  the  ratifications  of  the  preferit 
treaty,  and  none  of  the  two  powers  fhall,  after  that  period,  fumiih 
fgftinft  each  other,  under  whatever  quality  or  condition  it  may  be, 
fuccours  or  contingent,  either  in  men,  horfes,  provifions,  nioney, 
tmiminition,  or  other  things. 

III.  As  long  as  the  war  fhall  be  continued  between  the  French 
Republic  and  England,  the  Landgrave  (hall  neither  prolon^iior 
renew  the  two  fubfidiary  treaties  exifting  between  him  and  Eng- 
land* 

This  difpofition  will  begin  to  have  its  efFedt  from  the  date  of  the 
prefent  treaty. 

IV.  With  refpedl  to  the  pafTing  of  any  troops  whatever  through 
iiisftates,  the  Landgrave  fliall  ftridly  conform  himfelf  to  the  dif- 
pofitions  ftipulated  in  the  convention  concluded  at  Bafle,  on  the 
i/th  of  May,  1795,  between  the  French  Republic  and  the  King  of 
Pniffia. 

V.  The  French  Republic  will  continue  to  occupy  the  fortrefs  of 
Rheinfeldt ;  the  town  of  St.  Gour,  and  the  part  of  the  county  of 
Eatzendllanbogen,  fituated  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine ;  the 
definitive  arrangements  with  relped  to  thofe  countries  remain 
fufpended,  until  a  general  pacification  between  the  French  Re- 
public and  the  parts  of  Germany  which  are  yet  at  war  with  tha 
kqpublic. 

VI.  All  commercial  communications  and  relations  fhall  be  re- 
eftabliflied  between  France  and  the  States  of  the  Landgrave  of 
Heflfe  Cai&l,  on  the  footing  on  which  they  were  previous  to. the 
war. 

VII.  But  the  refpedive  governments  and  the  individuals  of  tht 
two  nations  all  grant  to  each  other  a  reftoration  of  all  goods  and 

Sroperty  of  any  kii^d  whatever,  detained,  feized,  or.  c»n- 
fcated  on  account  of  the  war  which  has  taken  place  between 
France  and  Hefle  CaflTel,  as  alfo,  fpeedy  juftice,  with  refpeft  to 
debts  exifting  in  the  (hites  of  the  refpeAive  contra£ting  parties. 

VIII.  All  the  prifoners  made  refpeftively  fince  the  beginning 
of  the  war,  without  confiderarion  of  the  number  or  rank,  (hall  be 
delivered  up  to  each  other  within  two  months,  at  the  lateft,  after 
the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty,  without  any 
reclamation  of  expences,  paying,  however,  any  debts  of  the  pri- 
vates, which  might  have  been  contrafled  during  their  captivity. 
The  fame  (hall  be  obferved  with  refpeft  to  the  fick  and  wounded, 
in^mediately  after  their  recovery. 
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CommifTioners  (hall  be  appointed  on  both  parts,  to  proceed  i0 
the  execution  of  the  articles  :  the  difpofitions  of  which  fhall  be 
applied  to  the  Heflian  troops  in  the  fervice  of  England,  and  who 
have  been  made  prifoners  of  war. 

IX.  The  prefent  treaty  to  have  no  efFeS  until  it  is  ratified  by  the 

ccntrading  partiesi  and  the  ratifications  to  be  exchanged  in  this 

town  of  Bafle,  within  a  month  from  this  day,  or  fooner  if  poflible.* 

We,  the  upderfigned  plenipotentiaries  of  the  French  Republic, 

and  of  his  Mofl  Serene  Highnefs  the  Landgrave  of  Hefle 

CaCTel,  in  virtue  of  our  refpeflive  powers,  have  figned  this 

prefent  treaty  of  peace,  and  have  fealed  it  with  our  refpedive 

fcaU.

Subjlance  of  the  Treaty  between  Great  Britain  and  the  Dey  of  Algiers f 

concluded  in  "January y  1796, 

nrHE  Algerines  fhall  be  permitted  to  carry  their  prizes  to.Cor- 
-*-    fica  and  to  fell  them  publicly  there* 

There  fhall  be  fent  monthly  from  Corfica  a  veflfel,  which  ihafl 
fetch  from  Algiers  private  letters  or  commercial  advices. 

The  Englifh  fhall  not,  under  any  pretext,  obtain  pofTeffion  of 
what  fhall  be  found  on  board  an  Algerine  fhip.  In  cafe  the  pro- 
perty of  the  fhip  become  the  objeft  of  difpute  it  fhall  be  referred 
to  the  Dey  to  decide. 

The  Algerines  grant  freedom  to  all  the  Corfican  flaves,  and 
permiflion  to  fifh  in  the  environs  of  the  coafl.  In  confequence 
of  this  arrangement  the  Dey  is  allowed  to  draw  a  draft  upon  the 
Vice-roy  of  Corfica  for  the  fum  of  179,000  piaflres  of  Algiers,, 
independently  of  another  fum  of  24,000  piaftres  for  the  payment 
of  a  cargo  of  grain  taken  by  the  Englifb,  which  was  Algerine 
property  under  Swedifh  colours. 

•  The  treaty  was  ratified  by  the  National  Convention  on  the  4th  of  Sep- 
tember, and  by  the  Landgrave  of  Hefle  CalTel  a  few  days  afterwards.

Art,  I.  "pROM  the  date  of  the  prcfcnt  treaty  there  fliall  fubfift 
■*•  a  firm  and  finc^re  peace  and  amity  between  the  Prcfi* 
dent  and  citizens  of  the  United  States  of  North  America,  and  Haf* 
fan  Bafliaw,  Dey  of  Algiers,  his  divan  and  fubjeds ;  the  vclfcli 
aDd  Aibjeds  of  both  nations  reciprocally  treating  each  other  with 
civility,  honour  and  refpeft. 

II.  All  veflels  belonging  to  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  of 

North  America  (hall  be  permitted  to  enter  the  different  ports  of 

the  regency,  to  trade  with  om*  fubjefts,  or  any  other  pcrfons  rc^ 

fiding  within  our  jurifdidion,  on  paying  the  ufual  duties  at  our 

cuf^om-houfe  that  are  paid  by  all  nations  at  peace  with  this  regency; 

obfemng,  that  all  goods  difembarked,  and  not  fold  here,  (hall  be 

permitted  to  be  reimbarked,  without  paying  any  duty  whatever, 

either  for  difembarking  or  embarking.     All  naval  and  military 

iiores,  fuch  as  gun-powder,    lead,  iron,  plank,  fulphur,  timber 

for  building,  tar,  pitch,  roflnj^  turpentine,    and  any  other  goods 

denominated  naval  and  military  itores,  fliall  be  permitted  to  be 

fold  in  this  regency,  without  paying  any  duties  whatever  at  the 

cuftom-hoiife  of  this  regency. 

III.  The  veflTcls  of  both  nations  (hall  pafs  each  other  without 
any  impediment  or  moleftation ;  and  all  goods,  monies,  or  paf-«

belonging  to  either  party,  (hall  be  confldercd  as  inviolable,  and

IV,  All  (hips  of  war  belonging  to  this  regency,  on  meeting 
with  merchant  veffels  belonging  to  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
(hall  be  allowed  to  vifjt  them  with  two  perfons  only  belidcs  the 
rowers ;  thefe  two  only  permitted  to  go  on  board  faid  vciiel,  with- 
out obtaining  exprefs  leave  of  the  commander  of  faid  vcifcl,  who 
(hall  compare  the  paffport,  and  immediately  permit  fjid  velfel  to 

(roceed  on  her  voyage  unmolelted.  All  ihips  of  war  belonging  to 
Jnited  States  of  North  America,  on  meetmg  with  an  Algerinc 
cniifer,  and  (hall  have  feen  her  palfport  and  certificate  from  the 
conful  of  the  United  States  of  North  America,  refident  in  this  re- 
gency, (hall  be  permitted  to  proceed  on  her  cruife  unmoleiied  ;  no 
pa(rport  to  be  ilTued  to  any  (hips  but  fuch  as  are  abfolutely  the 
property  of  citizens  of  the  United  States ;  and  eighteen  months 
ihall  be  the  term  allowed  for  Curnitliing  the  Ihips  of  the  United 
States  with  pa(rport6. 
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V.  No  coit\man3cr  of  any  cruifer  belonging  to  this  regency, 
Ihall  be  allowed  to  take  any  perfon,  of  twhatever  nation  or  deno- 
mination, out  of  any  vcftel  belonging  to  the  United  States  of 
North  America,  in  order  to  examine  them,  or  under  pretence  of 
making  them  confefs  any  thing  defir(||l ;  neither  (hall  they  inflift 
any  corporal  punifliment,  or  any  way  elfe  moleft  them. 

VI.  If  any  veflel  belonging  to  the  United  States  of  North  Ame- 
rica (hall  be  ftranded  on  the  coaft  of  this  regency,  they  fhall  re- 
ceive every  polTible  afliftance  from  the  fubjefts  of  this  regency  ;  all 
goods  faved  from  the  wreck  Ihall  be  permitted  to  be  reimbarked 
on  board  of  any  other  veflel,  without  paying  any  duties  at  the 
cuftom-houfe. 

VII.  The  Algerines  are  not,  on  any  pretence  whatever,  to  give 
or  fell  any  veflel  of  war  to  any  nation  at  war  with  the  United  States 
of  North  America,  or  any  velTel  capable  of  cruifing  to  the  detri^ 
ment  of  the  commerce  of  the  United  States. 

VIII.  Any  citizen  of  the  United  Slates  of  North  Americ9 
having  bought  any  prize  condemned  by  the  Algerines,  (hall  not  be 
again  captured  by  the  cruifers  of  the  regency  then  at  fea,  although 
they  have  not  a  paflport ;  a  certificate  from  the  conful  refideBt 
being  deemed  fufficient,  until  fuch  time  as  they  can  procure  fucb 
pafljport, 

IX.  If  any  of  the  Barbary  ftates  at  war  with  the  United  States 
of  North  America  ftiall  capture  any  American  veflel,  and  bring 
her  into  any  of  the  ports  of  this  regency,  they  fhall  not  be  permit- 
ted to  fell  her,  but  ihall  depart  the  port  on  procuring  the  requifitc 
fupplies  of  provifion. 

X.  Any  veflel  belonging  to  the  United  States  of  North  America, 
•when  at  war  with  any  other  nation,  (hall  be  permitted  to  fend  their 
prizes  into  the  ports  of  the  regency,  and  have  leave  to  difpofe  of 
them  without  paying  any  duties  on  fale  thereof.  All  vefTels  want- 
ing provifions  or  reiVefhments  fhall  be  permitted  to  buy  them  at 
market  price. 

XL  All  fhipsof  war  belonging  to  the  United  States  of  North  ■ 
America,  on  anchoring  in  the  ports  of  the  regency,  fliall  receive 
the  ufual  prefentsof  provi{ions>nd  refreihments,  gratis.  Should 
any  of  the  fubjefts  of  this  regency  make  their  efcape  on  board  vef- 
fels,  they  fliall  be  immediately  returned.  *No  excufe  (hall.be 
made  that  they  have  hid  themfelves  amongft  the  people,  and  can* 
not  be  found,  or  any  other  equivocation. 

XII.  No  citizen  of  the  United  States  of  North  America  (hall 
be  obliged  to  redeem  any  flave  againft  his  will,  even  fhould  he.be 
his  brother  ;  neither  (hall  the  owner  of  a  flave  be  forced  to  fell  him 
againft  his  will  i  but  all  fuch  agreements  muil  be  made  by  confent 
of  parties.  Should  any  American  citizen  be  taken  on  board  an 
enemy  fhip,  by  the  cruifers  of  this  regency,  having  regular  paff- 
ports^  fpecifymg  they  VQ  Wizens  of  the  United  Stat^s^  they  (hall 
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be  immediately  fct  at  liberty.  On  the  contrary,  they  having  no 
paffport,  they  and  their  property  fhali  be  confidered  lawful  prizes  ; 
as  this  regency  know  their  friend  by  their  paiTport. 

XIII.  Should  any  of  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  of  North 
America  die  within  the  limits  of  this  regency,  the  Dey  and  his  fub- 
jeSs  (hall  not  interfere  with  the  property  of  the  deceafcd;  but  it 
ihall  be  under  the  immediate  direilion  of  the  conful,  unlcfs  other- 
wife  difpofed  of  by  will.  Should  there  be  no  conful,  the  efFe£ls 
ihall  be  depofited  in  the  hands  of  fome  perfons  worthy  of  truft,  un- 
til the  party  fliall  appear  who  has  a  right  to  demand  them,  when 
they  (hall  render  an  account  of  the  property.  Neither  (hall  the 
Dey  or  Divan  give  hindrance  in  the  execution  of  any  will  that  may 
appear. 

XIV.  No  citizen  of  the  United  States  of  North  America  lliall 
be  obliged  to  purchafe  any  goods  againft  his  will ;  but  on  the  con- 
trary, ftiall  be  allowed  to  purchafe  whatever  it  pleafeth  him.  The 
conful  of  the  United  States  of  North  America,  or  any  other  citi- 
zen, (hall  not  be  amenable  for  debts  contrafted  by  any  one  of 
their  own  nation,  unlefs  previoufly  they  have  given  a  written  obli- 
gation fo  to  do.  Should  the  Dey  want  to  freight  any  American 
velTel  that  may  be  in  the  regency,  or  Turkey,  faid  veflTcl  not  being 
engaged:  in  confequencc  of  the  friendihip  fubfifting  between  the 
two  nations,  he  expcSs  to  have  the  preference  given  him,  on  his 
paying  the  fame  freight  offered  by  any  other  nation. 

XV.  Any  difputes,  or  fuiis  at  law  that  may  take  place  between 
the  fubjei^s  of  the  regency  and  the  citizens  of  the  United  States 
of  North  America,  (hall  be  decided  by  the  Dey  in  perfon,  and  no 
other.  Any  difputeg  that  may'arife  between  the  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  fliall  be  decided  by  the  conful ;  as  they  arc  in  fuch 
cafes  not  fubjeft  to  the  laws  of  this  regehcy. 

XVI.  Should  any  citizen  of  the  United  States  of  North  Ame* 
rica,  kill,  wound,  or  ftrikc  a  fubjeft  of  this  regency,  he  (hall  be 
punilhed  in  the  fame  manner  as  a  Turk,,  and  not  with  more  feve- 
rity.  Should  any  citizen  of  the  United  States  of  North  America, 
in  the  abbve  predicament,  efcape  prifon,  the  conful  (hall  not  be- 
come anfwerable  for  him. 

XVII.  The  conful  of  the  United  States  of  North  America  (hall 
have  every  perfonal  fecurity  given  him  and  his  houfehold  ;*  he  fliall 
have  liberty  to  exercife  his  religion  in  his  own  houfe.     All  flaves 

f  of  the  fame  religion  (hall  not  be  impeded  in  going  to  faid  conful's 
houfe  at  hours  of  prayer.  The  conful  (hall  have  liberty  and  per- 
fonal fecurity  given  him,  to  travel  whenever  he  pleafes,  within  the 
regency  :  he  (hall  have  free  licence  to  go  on  board  any  vefTel  lying 
in  our  roads,  whenever  he  fliall  think  fit.  The  conful  (hall  have 
leave  to  appoint  his  own  drogaman  and  broker. 

XVIII.  Should  a  war  break  out  between  the  two  nations,  the 
Conful  of  the  United  States  of  North  America^  and  all  citizens  of 
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tlic  faid  States,  (hall  have  leave  to  embark  themfelves  and  property 
unmoleftcd,  on  board  of  whatever  veffel  or  vcffels  they  fhall  think 
proper. 

XIX.  Should  the  cruifcrs  of  Algiers  capture  any  veffel,  with 
citizens  of  the  United  States  of  North  America  on  board,  they  hav- 
ing papers  to  prove  they  are  really  fo,  t^^cy  and  their  property 
Ihall  be  immediately  difcharged.  And  ihohld  the  veflels  of  the 
United  States  capture  any  veffels  of  nations  at  war  with  them,  hav- 
ing fubjefts  of  this  regency  on  board,  they  (hall  be  treated  in  like 
manner. 

XX.  On  a  veffel  of  war  belonging  to  the  United  States  of  North 
America  anchoring  in  our  ports,  the  conful  is  to  inform  the  Dey 
of  her  arrival ;  and  fhe  (liall  be  faluted  with  21  guns  ;  which  (he 
is  to  return  in  the  fame  quantity  or  number;  and  the  Dey  will  fend 
frefh  provifions  on  board,  as  is  cuftomary,  gratis. 

XXI.  The  conful  of  the  United  States  of  North  America  (hall 
not  be  required  to  pay  duty  for  any  thing  he  brings  from  a  foreign 
country,  for  the  ufe  of  his  houfe  and  family. 

XXII.  Should  any  diftiirbance  take  place  between  the  citizens 
of  the  United  States  and  the  fubje6ls  of  this  regency,  or  break 
an  article  of  this  treaty,  war  fhall  not  be  declared  immediately  ;  but 
every  thing  (hall  be  fearched  into  regularly  :  the  party  injured  (hall 
be  made  reparation. 


ON  the  21ft  of  the  Luna  of  Safer,  12 10,  correfponding  with 
the  5ih  of  September,  1795,  Jofeph  Dohaldfon,  junior,  on  the 
part  of  the  United  States  of  North  America,  agreed  with  Haffan 
Bafhaw,  Dey  of  Algiers,  to  keep  the  articles  Ciwitained  in  this 
treaty  facred  and  inviolable  ;  which  we,  the  Dey  and  Divan,  pro- 
mife  to  obferve,  on  confideration  of  the  UnitecJ  States  paying  an- 
nually the  value  of  twelve  thoufand  Algcrine  fequins  in  maritime 
ftotes.  Should  the  United  States  forward  a  larger  quantity,  the 
overplus  (hall  be  paid  for  in  money,  by  the  Dey  and  regency.  Any 
veffel  that  may  be  captured  from  the  date  of  this  treaty  of  peace 
and  amity,  (hall  immediately  be  delivered  up  on  her  arrival  in 
Algiers.

WHJ^REAS  the  under-written  David  Humphreys  hath  been 
duly  appointed  commiffioner  plenipotentiary,  by  letters  patent  un-

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America,  dated  the  30th  of  March,  1795,  for  negotiating  and 
concluding  a  tre^y  of  peace  with  the  Dey  and  governors  of  Algiers ; 
whereas,  by  inftru&ions  given  to  him  on  the  part  of  the  executive, 
dated  the  28th  of  March,  and  4th  of  April,  1795,  he  hath  been  fur- 
ther author! fed  to  employ  Jofeph  Donald fon,  jun.  on  an  agency  in 
the  faid  bufinefs;  whereas,  by  a  writing  under  his  hand  and  feal, 
dated  the  21ft  of  May,  1795,  he  did  conlHtute  and  appoint  Jofeph 
Donaldfon,  jun.  agent  in  the  buAnefs  aforcfaid;  and  the  faid  Jo* 
fcfh  Donald  fon,  jun.  did,  on  the  5th  Day  of  September,  1795, 
agree  with  HalTan  Bafhaw,  Dey  of  Algiers,  to  keep  the  articles  of 
the  preceding  treaty  facrcd  and  inviolable. 

Now,  know  ye.  That  I,  David  Humphreys,  commiflioner 
pleiiipotentiary  aforefaid,  do  approve  and  conclude  the  laid  treaty, 
and  every  article  and  claufe  therein  contained  ;  referving  the  fame, 
neverthelefs,  for  the  final  ratification  of  the  Prefident  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  the

NOW  be  it  known,  that  I,  George  Wafliington,  Prefident  of  thb 
United  States  of  America,  having  feen  and  considered  the  faid  treaty, 
do,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  the  fenate,  accept,  ratify, 
and  confirm  the  fame,  and  every  claufe  and  article  thereof.  And 
to  the  end  that  the  faid  treaty  may  be  obferved  and  performed  with 
good  faith  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  I  have  ordered  the  prc- 
nifes  to  be  made  public  ;  and  I  do  hereby  enjoin  and  require  all 
pcrfons  bearing  office,  civil  or  military,  within  the  United  States, 
and  all  others,  citizens  or  inhabitants  thereof,  faithfully  to  obfervc 
smd  fulfil  the  faid  treaty,  and  every  claufe  and  article  thereof. 

In  teftimony  whereof,  I  have  caufed  the  feal  of  the  United 
States  of  America  to  be  affixed  to  thefe  prefents,  and  figned  the 
fame  with  my  hand.

Treaty 
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Treaty  Concluded  between  the   United  States  of  America  and  his  Ca^^ 

tholic  Majejiy. 

HIS  Catholic  Majefty  and  the  United  States  of  America,  defi- 
rous.to  confolidate  on  a  permanent  bafis,  the  friendfliip  and  good 
correfpondence  which  happily  prevails  between  the  two  parties, 
have  determined  to  eftablilh  by  a  convention>  fcveral  points,  the 
fettlement  whereof  will  be  produclive  of  general  advantage  and 
reciprocal  utility  to  both  nations. 

With  this  intention  his  Catholic  Majefty  has  appointed  the  Molt 
Excellent  Lord  Don  Manuel  de  Goday,  and  Alvarez  de  Faria, 
Prince  de  Paz,  Duke  de  la  Aicudia,  grandee  of  Spain,  of  the 
firft  clafs,  &c.  &c.  &c.  And  the  Prefident  of  the  United  States, 
with  the  advice  and  confent  of  their  fenate,  has  appointed  Thomas 
Pinckney,  a  citizen  cf  the  United  States,  and  their  envoy  extra- 
ordinary to  his  Catholic  Majelly.  And  the  faid  plenipotentiaries 
have  agreed  upon  and  concluded  the  following  articles. 

Art.  I.  There  Ihall  be  a  firm  and- inviolable  peace,  and  fincere 
friendfhip  between  his  Catholic  Majefty,  his  fuccefTors  and  fub- 
je<3s,  and  the  United  States,  and  their  citizens,  without  excep- 
tion of  perfons  or  place?. 

II.  To  prevent  all  difputc  on  the  fubje£t  of  the  boundaries  which 
feparate  the  territories  of  the  two  high  contrading  parties,  it  is 
hereby  declared  and  agreed  as  follows,  to  wit.  The  fouthern 
boundary  of  the  United  States,  whicn  divides  their  territory  from 
the  Spanifh  colonies  of  Eall  and  Weft  Florida,  fhall  be  defignated 
by  a  line,  beginning  on  the  river  Miftifllppi,  at  the  northernmoft 
part  of  the  thirty-hrft  degree  of  latitude,  north  of  the  equator, 
which  from  thence  ihall  be  drawn  due  eaft,  to  the  middle  of  the 
river  Apalachicola  or  Carahfuche,  thence  along  the  middle  thereof 
to  its  jundion  with  the  Flint ;  then  ftraight  to  the  head  of  St.  Ma- 
ry's river,  and  thence  down  the  middle  thereof  to  the  Atlantic 
ocean.  And  it  is  agreed,  that  if  there  fhould  be  any  troops,  gar- 
jifons,  or  fettlements  of  either  party  on  the  territory  of  the  other 
according  to  the  abovementioned  boundaries,  they  fhall  be  with- 
drawn from  the  faid  territory  within  the  term  of  fix  months  after 
the  ratification  of  this  treaty,  or  fooner,  if  it  be  poflible  ;  and  that 
they  (hall  be  permitted  to  take  with  them  all  the  goods  and  efFefts 
which  they  polfefs. 

III.  In  order  to  carry  the  preceding  article  into  efFedl:,  one 
commilfioner  and  one  furveyor  fhall  be  appointed  by  each  of  the 
pontracling  parties,  who  fliall  meet  at  Natches  on  the  left  fide 'of 
the  river  Milfiffippi,  before  the  expiration  of  fix  months  from  the 
ratification  of  this  convention,  and  they  fhall  proceed  to  run  and 
make  this  boundary,  according  to  the  ftipulations  of  the  faid  arti- 
cle. They  fhall  make  plans,  and  keep  journals  of  their  proceed- 
ings, 
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ing?,  which  fliall  be  confidcrcd  as  part  of  this  convention,  aii4 
Ihall have  the  fame  force  as  if  this  wcrt  inkrtcd  therein.  And,  if 
on  any  account  it  fhould  be  found  ncctriury  that  the  faid  com- 
miffioncrs  and  fnrveyors  ihould  be  accompanied  by  guards,  they 
(hall  be  furnilhed  in  equal  proportion  bv  tlic  commanding  ofFxcr  of 
hisMajefty's  troops  in  the  two  Floridas,  and  the  commanding  of- 
ficer of  the  troops  of  the  United  States  in  the  foiith  Avcllcrn  territo- 
ry, who  fliall  a6l  by  common  confent,  and  amicably,  as  well  with 
refpeft  to  this  point,  as  to  the  furnilhing  of  provi lions  and  inftni- 
mcnts,  and  making  every  other  arrangement  which  may  be  nccef- 
fcry  or  ufeful  for  the  execution  of  this  article. 

IV,  It  is  like  wife  agreed,  that  ilic  weflern  boundary  of  the 
United  States,  which  feparate  them  from  the  Spanilh  colony  of 
Louifiana,  is  in  the  middle  of  the  channel  or  bed  of  the  river  Mif- 
fiflippi,  from  the  northern  boundary  of  the  fa'd  ilates  to  the  com- 

.  pletionof  the  thirty-firft  degree  of  latitude  north  of  the  equator. 
And  his  Catholic  Majefty  has  likcwife  a^rrccd,  that  the  navigati'oa 
of  the  faid  river  from  its  fource  to  the  ocean  Iliall  be  free  only  to 
his  fubjedts,  and  the  citizens  of  the  Ui.ited  States,  unlcfs  he  ihould 
extend  this  privilege  to  the  fubjeSs  of  other  powers  by  a  fpccial 
convention, 

V.  The  two  high  contrading  parties  fhall,  by  all  means  in  their 
power,  maintain  peace  and  "harmony  amongft  the  fevcral  Indian 
pations  who  inhabit  the  country  adjacent  to  the  lines  and  rivert 
which,  by  the  preceding  article,  form  t!ie  boundaries  of  the  two 
Floridas;  and  the  better  to  attain  this  efFcft,  both  parties  oblige 
themfelves  exprefsly  to  rellrain  by  force,  all  holUlities  on  the  part 
of  the  Indian  nations  living  within  their  bound.iry  ;  fo  that  Spain 
will  not  fuffer  their  Indians  inhabiting  their  territory,  nor  will  the 
United  States  permit  their  laft-meniioncd  Indians  to  commence 
hofliliiies  againft  his  Catholic  Majefty,  or  his  Indians,  in  any  man- 
ner what  foe  ver. 

And  whereas  feveral  treaties  of  fricndfhip  exift  between  the  two 
contrafting  parties  and  the  faid  nations  of  Indians,  it  is  hereby 
agreed,  that  in  future  no  treaty  of  alliance,  or  other  whatfoever, 
(except  treaties  of  peace)  (hall  be  made  by  either  party,  with  tl>c 
Indians  living  within  the  boundary  of  the  other;  but  both  parties 
will  epdeavour  to  make  the  advantages  of  the  Indian  tra^le  com- 
mon and  mutually  beneficial  to  their  refpeftivc  fubjedls  and  citi- 
zens, obferving  in  all  things  the  moft  complete  reciprocity,  fo 
.  that  both  parties  may  obtain  the  advantages  ariling  from  a  good 
underftanding  with  the  faid  nation?,  without  being  fubjedl  to  the 
expence  which  they  have  hitherto  occafioncd. 

VI.  Each  |>arty  (hall  endeavour,  by  all  means  in  their  power, 

to  protc61:  and  defend  all  veilels  and  other  effefts  belonging  to  the 

citizens  or  fubjefts  of  the  other,  which  (liall  be  within  the  extent 

gf  their  jurifdi6lion  by  fca,  or  by  land,  and  ihall  ufe  all  thcic  eflforts 
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to  recover,  and  caufe  to  be  recovered,  to  their  right  owners,  thoif- 
yelTels  and  cfFedls  which  may  haVe  been  taken  from  them  virithm 
the  extent  of  their  faid  jurifdiQion,  whether  they  are  at  war  or 
not  with  the  fubjefts  who  have  taken  poffcffion  of  the  faid  efFeds. 

Vil.  And  it  is  agreed,  that  the  (ubjefls  or  citizens  of  each  oC* 
the  contrafting  parties,  their  vefTcls  or  efFeSs,  (hall  not  be  liable 
to  any  embargo  or  detention  on  the  part  of  the  other,  for  any  mi*- 
litary  expedition,  or  other  public  or  private   purpofe  whatfoever. 
And  in  all  cafes  of  feifure,  detention,   or  arreft,  for  debts  cod* 
trafted,  or  offences  committed  by  any  citizen  or  fubje£l  of  theone 
party  within  the  jurifdiftion  of  the  other,  the  fame  fliall  be  made 
and  profecuted  by  order  and  authority  of  law  only,  and  according 
to  the  regular  courfe  of  proceedings  ufual  in  fuch  cafes.     The  ci- 
tizens and  fubjcfts  of  both  parties  fliall  be  allowed  fuch  advocates, 
folicitors,  notaries,  agents,  and  faftors,  as  they  judge  proper  in 
all  their  affairs,  and  in  all  their  trials  at  law,  in  which  they  may  be 
concerned,  before  the  tribunal  of  the  other  party,  and  fuch  agents 
ftall  have  free  accefs  to  be  prefent  at  the  proceedings  in  fuch  caufes, 
and  at  the  taking  of  examinations  and  evidence  which  may  be  ex« 
hibited  in  the  faid  trials. 

VIII.  In  cafe  the  fubjecSls  and  inhabitants  of  either  party,  with 
their  fhipping,  whether  public  and  of  war,  or  private  and  of  mer- 
chants, be  forced,  through  ftrefs  of  weather,  purfuit  of  pirates  or 
enemies,  or  any  other  urgent  neceffity  for  taking  (belter  or  har- 
bour, to  retreat  and  enter  into  any  of  the  rivers,  bays,  roads,  or 
ports  belonging  to  the  other  party,  they  (hall  be  received  and 
treated  with  all  humanity,  and  enjoy  all  favour,  proteQion,  and 
help  ;  and  they  (hall  be  permitted  to  provide  themfelves,  at  rea- 
fonable  rates,  with  viftuals,  and  all  things  needful  for  the  fuf- 
tenance  of  their  perfons,  or  reparation  of  their  (hips,  and  profecu* 
tion  of  their  voyage;  and  they  (hall  noways  be  hindered  from  re- 
turning out  of  the  faid  ports  or  roads,  but  may  remove  and  depart 
•when  and  whither  they  pleafe,  without  any  let  or  hindrance. 

IX.  All  (hips  and  merchandize,  of  whatever  nature  focver, 
-which  (hall  be  rcfcued  out  of  the  hands  of  any  pirates  or  robbers 
on  the  high  feas,  (hall  be  brought  into  fome  port  of  either  (late, 
and  (hall  be  delivered  to  the  culiody  of  the  officers  of  that  port,  in 
order  to  be  taken  care  of,  and  reltored  to  the  true  proprietor,  as. 
foon  as  due  and  fufEcient  proof  (hall  be  made  concerning  the  pro- 
perty thereof. 

X.  When  any  veffel  of  either  party  (hall  be  wrecked,  founder- 
ed, or  otherwife  damaged,  on  the  coaft,  or  within  the  dominions 
of  the  other,  their  refpecSive  fubjefts  and  citizens,  (hall  receive, 
as  well  for  themfelves  as  for  their  velTels  and  effecSs,  the  fame  af- 
fiftance  which  would  be  due  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  country 
where  the  damage  happens,  and  (hall  pay  the  fame  charges  and  du* 
ties  only  as  the  faid  inhabitants  would  be  fubjed  to  pay  in  a  like 

cafe; 
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cafe:  and  if  the  operation  of  repairs  wouU!  require  that  the  whole, 
or  any  part  of  the  cargo  be  unladen,  they  (hall  pay  no  duties, 
cbarges,  or  fees,  on  the  part  which  (IaW  relade  and  carry  away. 

XI.  The  citizens  and  fubjcfls  of  <ach  party  (liall  have  power 
todifpofe  of  their  perfonal  goods  within  the  jurifdi^^tion  of  the 
other  by  teflaments,  donation,  or  otherwifc ;  and  their  reprefen- 
tatives,  being  fnhjefts  or  citirens  of  the  other  party,  fhull  fuccecd 
to  their  faid  perfonal  goods,  whether  by  tf  (lament  ox  ab  intefiato^ 
and  they  may  take  polleflion  thereof,  either  by  themfelve<  or  others 
afiing  for  them,  and  difpofe  of  the  fame  at  their  will,  paying  fale 
duties  only,  as  the  inhabitants  of  the  country  where  the   fame 
goods  are,  or  fhall  be  fubjcA  to  pay  in  like  cafes.     And  in  cafe 
'   of  the  abfence  of  the  reprcfentaiive,  fiich  care  ftiall  be  taken  of 
the  faid  goods  as  of  a  native  in  like  cafe,  until  the  lawful  owner 
may  take  meafures  for  receiving  them.     And  if  qucflions  (hould 
arife  among  feveral  claimants,  to  which  of  them  the  goods  belong, 
the  fame  (hall  be  decided  by  the  laws  and  judges  of  the  land  wherein 
the  &id  goods  are.     And  where  on  the  death  of  any  perfon  holding 
real  eftate  within  the  territories  of  the  one  party,  each  real  edate 
would,  by  the  law  of  the  land,  defcend  on  a  citizen  or  fubjed  of 
the  other,  were  he  not  difqualified  by  being  an  alien,  fuch  fubjeft 
ihall  be  allowed  a  reafonable  time  to  fell  the  fame,  and  to  with* 
draw  the  proceeds  without  moleftation,  and  exempt  from  all  right 
of  detradion  on  the  part  of  the  government  of  the  refpedive  (lates. 
XIL  The  merchant  (hips  of  either  parties  which  (hall  be  mak- 
ing into  ports,  or  into  a  port  belonging  to  the  enemy  of  the  other 
party,  and  concerning  whofe  voyage,  and  the  fpecies  of  goods  on 
boaid  her,  there  (hall  be  jufl  grounds  of  fufpicion,  (hall  be  obliged 
Xo  exhibit  as  w^ll  upon  the  high  feas  as  in  the  ports  and  havens,  ZK>t 
only  her  paiTport,  but  likewife  certificates,  exprefsly  (hewing  that 
her  goods  are  not  of  the  number  of  thofe  which  have  been  pro- 
hibited as  contraband. 

XIII.  For  the  better  promoting  of  commerce  on  both  (ides,  it 
isagvked,  that  if  a  war  (hall  break  out  between  the  two  faid  na- 
tions, one  year,  after  the  proclamation  of  war,  (hall  be  allowed  to  the 
merchants  in  -the  cities  and  towns  where  they  (ball  live,  for  col- 
le&ing  and  tranfporting  their  goods  and  merchandizes ;  and  if  any 
thing  be  taken  from  them,  or  any  injury  done  them,  within  that 
term,  by  either  party,  or  the  people  or  fubjedls  of  either,  full  fa- 
tisfadion  (ball  be  made  by  the  government. 

XIV.  No  fubjed  of  his  Catholic  Majefty  (hall  apply  for,  or 
take  any  coomiiifion  or  letters  of  marque,  for  arming  any  (hip  or 
(hips  to  z6t  as  privateers  again(t  the  United  States,  or  againft  the 
citizens,  people,  or  inhabiuntsof  the  faid  United  States,  or  againft 
the  property  of  any  of  the  inhabitants  of  any  of  them,  from  any 
prince  or  ftate,  with  which  the  United  States  (hall  be  at  war.  Nor 
ftatl  any  citizen,  fubjed^  pr  inhabitant  of  the  &id  Voited  States, 
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apply  for,  or  take  any  commiflion  or  letters  of  marque,  for  arm!i^[ 
any  piip  or  (hips  to  a&  as  privateers  agninil  the  fubjeds  of  his 
Catholic  Mijcfty,  or  the  property  of  any  of  them,  from  any  prince 
or  ftatc  with  which  the  faid  King  (hall  be  at  war.  And  if  any  per- 
fon  of  either  nation  ihall  take  fuchcommiffion  or  letters  of  marquej^ 
he  (hall  be  punifhed  as  a  pirate. 

XV.  It  ihall  be  lawful  for  all  and  fingclar  fiibjedls  of  his  Ca- 
tholic Majedy,  and  the  citizens,  people,  and  inhabitants  of  the 
United  States,  to  fail  with  their  (hips,  with  all  manner  of  liberty 
and  fecurry,  no  diftinc^Ion  being  made,  who  are  the  proprietors  of 
the  merchandizes  laden  therein,  from  any  port  to  the  places  of 
thofe  who  ^ow  arc,  or  hereafter  (hall  be,  at  enmity  with  his  Ca- 
tholic Majefty  or  the  United  States.  It  (hall  be  likewife  lawful 
for  the  fubjefis  and  inhabitants  aforefaid  to  fail  with  the  (hips  and 
merchandizes  afore-mentioned,  and  to  trade  with  the  fame  liberty 
and  fecurity  from  the  places,  ports,  or  havens  of  thofe  who  are 
enemies  of  both,  or  either  party,  without  any  oppofition  or  dif. 
turbancp  whatfoever,  not  only  from  the  places  of  the  enemy  afore- 
mentioned to  neutral  places,  but  alfo  from  one  place,  belonging  to 
an  enemy,  whether  they  be  under  the  jurifdiflion  of  the  fame  prince, 
or  under  fcve^al :  and  it  is  hereby  (lipulated,  that  free  (hips  (hall 
alfo  give  freedom  to  goods,  and  that  every  thing  (hafll  be  deemed 
free  an^  exempt  which  (hall  be  found  on  board  the  (hips  belonging 
to  the  fubj^ds  of  either  of  the  contrading  parties,  although  the 
whole  ladipgi  or  any  part  thereof,  (hould  appertain  to  the  enemy, 
of  eitlier>  cpntraband  goods  being  always  excepted*  It  i$  alfo 
agreed,  that  the  fame  liberty  be  granted  to  perfons  who  are  on 
board  a  free  (hip,  fo  that  although  they  may  be  enemies  to  either 
party,  they  (hall  not  be  made  prifoners,  or  taken  out  of  that'freq 
(hip,  unl^fs  they  are  foldiers,  and  in  aftual  fervice  of  the  enemies. 

XVJ.  Thi$  liberty  of  navigation  and  commerce  (hall  extend  to 
all  kinds  of  merchandizes,  excepting  only  thofe  which  are  diftin-' 
guiflied  b^y  the  name  of  contraband  ;  and  under  this  name  of  con-, 
traband,  or  prohibited  goods,  (hallbecomprehended  arms, great  guns, 
bombs,  with  their  fufees,  and  the  other  things  belonging  to  them* 
cannon-balls,  gun-powder,  match,  pikes,  fvvords,  lances,  fpears,' 
halbert$,  mortars,  petards,  grenades,  falt-petre,  mu(kets,  mu(ket-- 
balls,  bucklers,  helmets,  breaft-plates,  coats  of  mail,  and  the  like 
kind  of  arms,  proper  for  arming  foldiers ;  mii(ket-refts,  belts, 
horles  with  their  furniture,  and  all  other  warlike  inftruments  what- 
ever. Thef^  merchandize?  which  follow,  (hall  not  be  reckoned 
amongd  contraband  or  prohibited  goods ;  that  is  to  fay,  all  forts  of 
cloths,  and  all  other  manufaftures  woven  of  any  wool,  flax,  filk, 
cotton,  or  any  other  material?  whatever,  all  kinds  of  wearing  ap- 
parel, together  with  all  fpecies  whereof  they  are  ufed  to  be  made; 
gold  and  filvcr,  as  well  coined  as  uncoined,  tin,  iron,  latten,  brafs, 
copper,  coal$ ,  as  alfo  ivh^^t,  (tadey,  and  oats,  and  any  other  kind 
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of  corn  dnd  pulfe ;   tobaccOi  and  likewife  all  manner  of  (ptceif 
{sited  and  fmoaked  fle(h,  falted  fi(h|  cheefe  and  butter,  bccr^  oils^ 
wines,  fugar,  ami  all  forts  of  fait ;  and  in  general,  all  provitiond 
which  ferve  for  the  fuftenance  of  life :  furthermore,  all  kinds  of 
cotton,  hemp,  flax,  tar,  pitch,  ropesj  fails,  fail-cloths,  anchors,  of 
any  part  of  anchors,  alfo  fhip-mafts,  planks,  and  wood  of  all  kindsf 
aadall  things  proper  either  for  building  or  repairing  fliips^  and  all 
odier  goods  whatever  which  have  not  been  worked  into  the  form 
of  any  inftrument  prepared  for  ^''ar  by  land  or  by  fea,  (hall  not  be 
xtputed  contraband,  much  lefs  fuch  as  have  been  already  wrought 
and  made  up  for  any  other  ufe ;  all  which  (hall  be  wholly  reckoned 
amongft  free  goods;  as  likewise  all  other  merchandizes  and  things 
which  are  not  compiehended,  and  particularly  mentioned  in  the 
foregoing  enumeration  of  contraband  goc  ds ;  fo  that  they  may  bd 
traniported  and  carried  in  thcf  freeft  manner  by  the  fubjefls  of  both 
parties,  even  to  places  belonging  to  an  enemy,  fuch  towns  or  places 
beiog  only  excepted  as  are  at  that  time  befieged,  blocked  up>  or  in-* 
Veiled.     And  except  the  places  in  which  any  Ihip  of  war  or  fqua* 
dron  (hail,  in  confequence  of  (lorms  or  other  accidents  at  fea^  be 
imder  the  nccedity  of  taking  the  cargo  of  any  trading  vttkl  ot 
veflcls,  in  which  cafe  they  may  (lop  the  faid  veiTel  or  vefllels,  and 
iurnUh  themfelves  with  nece(raries,  giving  a  receipt,  in  order  that 
the  power  to  whom  the  faid  (hip  of  war  belongs,  may  pay  for  the 
anicle  fo  taken^  according  to  the  price  thereof,  at  the  port  to  Whicli 
they  may  appear  to  have  been  deiUned  by  the  (hip's  papers ;  and 
the  two  contrading  parties  engage,  that  the  veiTels  (hall  not  be  de- 
tained longer  than  may  be  abfolutely  neceifary  for  their  (aid  (hips 
tofupply  themfelves  with  necelTaries ;  that  they  will  immediately  pa/ 
the  value  of  the  receipts,  and  indemnify  the  proprietor  for  all  loiTes 
wliich  he  may  have  iuftained  in  confequence  of  fuch  tranfa£iion» 

XVII.  To  the  end  that  all  manner  of  d!(ren(ions  and  quarrels 
may  be  avoided  and  prevented  on  one  (ide  and  on  the  other>  it  is 
agreed,  that  in  cafe  either  of  the  parties  hereto  fhould  be  engaged 
ia  a  war,  the  (hips  and  veflels  belonging  to  fnbjedts  or  people  of  the 
other  party,  mu(l  be  furni(hed  with  fea  letters  of  paflTpons,  expref- 
fing  the  fame,  property,  and  bulk  of  the  (hip,  as  al(b  the  name  and 
place  of  habitation  of  the  mafter  or  commander  of  the  faid  (hips, 
that  it  may  appear  thereby  that  the  (hips  really  and  truly  belong  to 
fubieAs  of  one  of  the  parties ;  which  paiTport  (hall  be  made  out 
and  granted  according  to  the  form  annexed  to  this  treaty.  They 
(hall  likewife  be  recalled  every  year,  that  is,  if  the  (hip  happens  to 
return  home  within  the  fpace  of  a  year* 

It  is  likewi(e  agreed,  that  fuch  (hips  being  laden',  are  to  be  pro- 
vided not  only  with  paflports,  as  above-mentioned,  but  alfo  with 
certi(icates,  containing  the  feveral  particulars  of  the  cargo,  the 
place  whence  the  (hip  failed,  that  fo  it  may  be  known  whether  any 
forbidden  or  contraband  goods  be  dn  board  the  faave  \  vrhi^U  attvm* 
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catcs  fliall  be  made*  out  by  the  officers  of  the  plact  whence  the 
fhip  failed  in  the  accuflomed  form  ;  and  if  any  one  ihall  think 
it  fit  or  advifeable  to  exprefs  in  the  faid  certificates  the  perfon 
to  whom  the  goods  on  board  belong,  he  may  do  fo ;  without 
which  requidtes  they  may  be  fent  to  one  of  the  ports  of  the 
other  contracting  party,  and  adjudged  by  the  competent  tribunal, 
according  to  what  is  above  fet  forth,  that  all  the  circumftances  of 
this  omillion  having  been  well  examined,  they  (hall  be  adjudged  to* 
be  legal  prizes,  unlefsthey  ihall  give  legal  fatisfa£tion  of  their  pro- 
perty by  teftimony  equally  equivalent. 

XVI II.  If  the  fhips  of  the  faid  fubjeds,  people  or  inhabiiante 
of  either  of  the  parties,  (hall  be  met  with,  either  failing  along  the 
coafts,  or  on  the  high  feas,  by  any  fhips  of  war  of  the  other,  or  by 
any  privateer,  the  faid  (hip  of  war,  or  privateer,  for  avoiding  any 

'diforder,  (hall  remain  out  of  cannon  (hot,  and  may  fend  their  boats 
on  board  the  merchant  (hip  which  they  Ihall  fo  meet  with,  and 
may  enter  her,  to  the  number  of  two  or  three  men  only,  to  whom: 
the  maimer  or  commander  of  fuch  (hip  or  veiTel  (hall  exhibit  his  pair> 
ports  concerning  the  property  of  the  (hip,  made  out  according  to 
the  form  inferted  in  this  prefent  treaty  ;  and  the  Ihip,  when  (he  ftaU 
have  (hewn  fuch  paiTjport,  (hall  be  free  and  at  liberty  to  purfue  her 
voyage,  fo  as  it  (hall  not  be  lawful  to  moleft  or  give  her  chace  in 
any  manner,  or  force  her  to  quit  her  intended  courfe. 

XIX.  Gonfuls  (hall  be  reciprocally  eftabliflied,  with  the  privi« 
Ifeges  and  power  which  thofe  of  the'moft  favoured  nations  enjoy  in 
the  ports  where  their  confuls  reiide,  or  are  permitted  to  be. 

XX.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  territories  of 
each  party  (hall  refpeftively  have  free  accefs  to  the  courts  of  juftice* 
of  the  other ;  and  they  (hall  be  permitted  to  profecute  fuits  for  the 
recovery  of  their  property,  the  payment  of  their  debts,  and  for  ob- 
taining fatisfa<5tion  for  the  damages  which  they  may  have  fuftained, 
whether  the  perfons  whom  they  may  fue  be  fubjedis  or  citizens  of  the 
country  in  which  they  maj  be  found,  or  any  other  perfons  whatever 
who  may  have  taken  refuge  therein  ;  and  the  proceedings  and 
lentences  of  the  courts,  (hall  be  the  fame  as  if  the  contending  par« 
ties  h^  been  fubje£ls  or  citizens  of  the  faid  country. 

XXI.  In  order  to  terminate  all  differences  on  account  of- the 
loffes  fuftained  by'the  citizens  bf  the  United  States,  in  confequence 
of  their  vefiels  and  cargoes  having  been  taken  by  the  fubjecStsof  hb 
Catholic  Majefty  during  the  late  war  between  Spain  and  France,  it 
is  agreed  that  all  fuch  cafes  (hall  be  referred  to  the  final  decifion  of  ■ 
commidioners  to  be  appointed  in  the  following  manner.  His  Ca- 
tholic Majefty  (hall  appoint  one  commiffioner,  and  the  prefident 
of  the  United  States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  .the 
fenate,  Ihall  appoint  another ;  and  the  faid  two  commidioners  (hall 
agree  on  the  choice  of  a  third,  or  if  they  cannot  fo  agree,  they  • 
Ihall  each  propofe  one  perfon,  and  of  the  two  names  fovpropofed,  . 
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mifiioners ;  and  the  perfon  whofe  name  (hall  be  drawn  (hall  be  the 
third  commillioner  ;  and  the  three  commiiTioners  fo  appointed  (hall 
be  fworn  impartially  to  examine  and  decide  the  claims  in  queflion, 
according  to  the  merit  o£  the  fevcral  cafes,  and  to  juflice,  equity, 
and  the  laws  of  nations.     The  faiJ  commiflioiicrs  (hall  meet  and 
fit  at  Philadelphia ;  and  in  cafe  of  the  death,  fickncfs,  or  neceflfary 
abfenceof  any  fuch  commidioner,  his  pl::cc  ihall  be  fupplicd  in  the 
fame  manner  as  he  was  firft  appointed,  and  the  new  commiilioncr 
(ball  take  the  fame  oaths,  and  do  the  fame  duties.     They  (hall  re- 
ceive all  complaints  and  applications  authorifed  by  this  article 
during  eighteen  months  from  the  day  on  which  they  ihall  aiTcmble. 
They  (hall  have  power  to  examine  all  fnch  perfons  as  come  before 
(hem  on  oath  or  affirmation  touching  the  complaints  in  quedion, 
aadalfo  to  receive  in  evidence  all  written  teftimony  authenticated 
in  fuch  a  manner  as  they  (hall  think  proper  to  require  or  admit. 
The  award  of  tlie  faid  commiflioners,  or  any  two  of  them,  (hall  be 
final  and  concludve,  both  as  to  juftice  of  the  claim,  and  the  amount 
of  the  fum  to  be  paid  to  the  claimants;  and  his  Catholic  Majefty 
undertakes  to  caule  the  fame  to  be  paid  in  fpecle,  without  dedudion, 
at  fuch  time  and  places,  and  under  fuch  conditions,  as  (hall  be 
awarded  by  the  lame  commiflioners. 

XXII.  The  two  high  contradzng  parties,  hoping  that  the  good 
correfpondence  and  friendihip  which  happily  reigns  between  them, 
will  be  further  increafed  by  this  treaty,  and  that  it  will  contribute 
to  augment  their  profperity  and  opulence,  will  in  future  give  to 
their  mutual  commerce  all  the  extenfion  and  favour  which  the  ad« 
vantages  of  both  countries  may  require. 

And  in  confeqoence  of  the  ftipulations  contained  in  the  fourth 
anicle,  his  Catholic  Majefty  will  permit  the  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  for  the  fpace  of  three  years  from  this  time,  to  depolit  their 
merchandizes  and  effefis  in  the  port  of  New  Orleans,  and  to  ex- 
port them  from  thence  without  paying  any  other  duty  than  a  fair 
price  for  the  hire  of  the  ftores  ;  and  his  Majefty  promifes,  either 
to  continue  this  permi(fion,  if  he  iinds  during  that  time  that  it  is 
not  prejudicbl  to  the  intereft  of  Spain,  or  if  he  (hould  not  agree 
to  continue,  he  will  aflign  to  them  on  another  part  of  the  banks  of 
the  Miflifljppi  an  equivalent  eftabli(hment. 

XXIII.  The  prefent  treaty  (hall  not  be  in  force  until  ratified 
by  the  contrading  parlies,  and  the  ratifications  (hall  be  exchanged 
in  fix  montlM  from  that  time,  or  fooner,  if  po(rible. 

In  witnefs  whereof^  we  the  underwritten  plenipotentiaries  of  his 
Catholic  Majefty  and  of  the  United  States  of  America  have  finned 
this  prefent  treaty  of  friend(hip,  limits,  and  navigation,  and  nave 
thereunto  affixed  our  feals  refpedively.

Art.  I*  A  LL  hoftilities  fhail  ceafe  between  the  French  army  in 
'^■^  Italy  and  the  army  of  the  King  of  Sardinia^  from  the 
day  that  the  under-mentioned  conditions  fhall  be  fulfilled  until  the 
expiration  of  five  days  after  the  end  of  the  negotiations,  vi^hich  are 
to  be  fet  on  foot  to  attain  the  conclufion  of  a  treaty  of  peace  be^^ 
tween  the  two  powers,  viz. 

The  fortrefe  of  Coni  fhall  be  occupied  by  the  French  on  the 
9th  Floreal,  or  the  28th  of  April,  of  this  prefent  year ;  the  for- 
trefs  of  Aleflfandria  fhall  iikewife  be  taken  pofTefnon  of  by  the 
French  as  foon  as  podible,  and  at  the  latefl  the  1  ith  Floreal,  or 
30th  of  April,  until  the  fortrefs  of  Tortona  can  be  furrcndered  to 
them. 

II.  The  French  army  fhall  remain  in  polTeflion  of  its  conquefts, 
that  is  to  fay,  of  all  the  country  fituated  between  the  right  banks  of 
the  Sture,and  its  confluence  with  theTanaro,  and  from  thence  along 
the  banks  of  that  river,  as  far  as  the  point  where  it  joins  the  river  Po, 
as  long  as  the  French  fhall  remain  in  the  poffeffion  of  AleJTandria  ; 
but  after  this  place  fhall  have  been  reftored  to  the  King  of  Sardinia, 
in  confequence  of  the  fortrefs  of  Tortona  being  occupied  by  the 
French,  the  boundaries  fhall  extend  farther  from  the  confluence  of 
the  Sture  and  Tanaro,  to  the  height  of  Afly,  on  the  right  banks  of 
the  faid  river  ;  from  this  point,  the  high  road  vjrhich  leads  to  Nizza 
de  la  Faille,  and  from  that  place  to  Cailigny,  is  to  ferve  as  a  line  of 
demarcation  ;  from  thence  crofTing  the  Bormida  under  Cafligny, 
the  French  army  fhall  remain  in  poflTefTion  of  the  right  banks  of  the 
Bormida  to  its  difcharge  into  the  Tanaro^  and  from  thence  to  the 
confluence  of  this  river  and  the  Po. 

III.  The  town  and  citadel  of  Coni,  as  well  as  the  town  and 
citadel  of  Tortona,  fhall  be  furrendered  up  to  the  French,  together 
with  the  artillery,  ammunition,  and  provifions,'  exifling  in  thofe 
places,  of  which  an  inventory  is  to  be  drawn  up  ;,  the  fame  fhall  be 
done  with  regard  to  the  toy/n  and  citadel  of  Aleffandria,  which  are 
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pTOvlfionally  to  be  occupied  by  the  French,  until  they  (hall  be  put 
ID  pofleffion  of  the  town  and  citadel  of  Tortona. 

IV,  The  Erench  army  (hall  be  at  liberty  to  crofs  the  Po  under 
Valence. 

V.  All  extraordinary  couriers,  aides  de  camp,  or  other  officers, 
whom  the  commander  in  chief  may  think  fit  to  fend  to  Paris,  (hall 
be  allowed  to  pafs  and  repafs  by  the  (horteft  way. 

VL  All  the  troops  and  officers  in  the  pay  of  the  King  of  Sar- 
dinia, who  ferve  in  the  Auflrian  army  in  Italy,  are  to  be  comprifed 
in  the  faid  fufpen(ion  of  hoftilities. 

VII.  The  citadel  of  Ceva  (hall  be  furrendered,  together  with  all 
its  artillery,  ammunition,  and  provilions,  and  its  garrifon  is  to  re- 
treat into  Piedmont. 

VIII.  In  the  fortrefs  of  Coni  and  Tortona,  as  well  as  in  that  of 
Aleflandria,  inventories  (hall  be  drawn  up  of  all  the  artillery, 
ammunition,  and  provilions  delivered  up  to  the  French  troops, 
for  which  the  French  Republic  (hall  remain  anfwerablc  to  the 
King  of  Sardinia,  by  reftoring  the  artillery,  and  paying  the  value  of 
fuch  part  of  the  ammunition  and  proviiions  as  (hall  have  been  con- 
Aimed. 

The  fame  (hall  be  done  refpefting  the  citadel.  The  troops  who 
occupy  thefe  places,  (hall  withdraw  into  Piedmont  with  their  arms, 
baggage,  and  all  the  honours  of  war.

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Treaty  of  PeacCy  cmcluded  between  the  King  of  Sardinia  and  the  French 

Repuhlic. 

THE  French  Republic  and  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia, 
equally  animated  by  the  defire  of  making  a  happy  peace  fuc- 
ceed  to  the  war  which  divides  them,  have  appointed,  viz.  the  exe- 
cutive direftory,  in  the  name  of  the  French  Republic,  Citizen 
Charles  Delacroix,  minifter  of  foreign  affairs,  and  his  Majefty  the 
King  of  Sardinia,  M.  M,  the  Chevaliers  de  Revel  and  de  Tonfo, 
^0 negotiate  the  claufes  and  conditions  proper  for  re«e{labli(hing  and 
confolidating  good  harmony  between  the  two  l^ates,  who,  after 
having  exchanged  their  full  and  refpe£live  powers,  have  agreed  to 
tbe  fdlowing  articles : 

1.  There  (hall  be  peace  and  good  neighbourhood  between  the 
French  Republic  and  the  King  of  Sardinia.  All  hoftilities  (hall 
fcafe  between  the  two  powers,  reckoning  from  the  time  of  figning 
(heprefent  treaty;  ' 

II.  The 
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II.  The  King  of  Sardinia  revokes  all  adheflony  con  feat,  orac« 
ccflion,  public  or  fecret,  given  by  him  to  the  armed  coalition  agajQ0 
the  French  Republic ;  and  all  the  treaties  of  alliance,  ofFenfive 
and  defenfive,  vsrhich  he  may  have  concluded  againft  the  faid  Re^ 
public  with  any  power  whatfoever.  He  Ihall  not  furnifli  any  con- 
tingent in  men  or  money  to  any  powers  armed  againft  FrancC) 
upon  any  pretence,  or  under  any  authority  whatfoever. 

III.  The  King  of  Sardinia  fairly  and  entirely  renounces  for 
ever,  for  himfelf  or  his  fucceflbrs,  in  favour  of  the  French  Repub- 
lic, all  the  rights  which  he  can  pretend  to  have  to  Savoy,  and  the 
counties  of  Nice,  Tenda,  and  Breuil. 

IV.  The  limits  between  the  ftates  of  the  King  of  Sardinia  and 
the  departments  of  the  French  Republic  (hall  be  marked  by  a  line 
through  the  moft  advanced  points  of  the  frontier  of  Piednaont,  the 
fummits,  plateaux  (flat  tops  of  hills)  mountains,  atid  other  places 
bereafter  defcribed,  as  well  as  the  intermediate  fummits  and  fla- 
Uauxy  viz.  from  the  point  where  the  frontiers  of  ci-devant  Fran- 
cigny.  Duchy  of  Aoste  and  Valais,  unite  to  the  extremity  of  the 
Glaciers,  or  Monts-Maudits. 

ift.  The  fummits  or  plateaux  of  the  Alps  at  the  rifing  of  the 
Col-Mayor. 

2d.  Little  Saint  Bernard,  and  the  hofpital  fituated  there* 

3d.  The  fummits  or  plateaux  of  Mont-Alban,  of  the  Col^de 
Crefance,  and  of  Mont-Iferan. 

4th.  Turning  a  little  towards  the  fouth,  the  fummits  ox  plateaux 
of  Cerat  and  of  Gros-Caval. 

5th.  Great  Mont-  Cenis,  and  the  hofpital  which  ilands  to  the 
fouth-eaft  of  the  lake  of  that  mountain. 

6th.  Little  Mont-Cenis. 

7th.  The  fummits  or /to^rtWAT  which  feparate  the  valley  of  Bar- 
donach  from  the  Val-des-Pres. 

8th.  Mont-Genevre. 

gtb.  The  fummits  or  plateaux  which  feparate  the  valley  of  Qiiircr 
from  that  of  Vaudois. 

lOth.  Mont-de- Vaudois. 

iith.  Mont-de-Vifo. 

12th.  Mont-de-rArgenterie. 

13th*  The  fource  of  the  Abayette  and  the  Sture. 
.     14th.  The  mountains  between  the  vallies  of  Sture  and  GeflTo, 
pn  one  part ;  and  thofe  of  Saint  Eti^nne  or  Tinea,  of  Saint  Mar- 
gin or  Vezubia,  of  Tenda,  oif  of  Roy  a,  on  the  other. 

15th.  Leroche-Barbon,  on  the  confines  of  the  State  of  Genoa* 

If  fome  communesjj  habhatioj^s  or  portions  of  territories  of  the 
fa^d  communes,  aftually  in  friendflbip  with  the  French  Republic^ 
fall  without  the  line  of  frontiers  above  defcribed,  they  fball  con- 
tinue to  make  part  of  the  Republic,  notwithftanding  any  inference 
that  may  i>e  made  to  the  contrary  from  this  article.

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V*  The  King  of  Sardinia  engages  not  to  permit  emigrants  or 

{erfons  tranfported  from  the  French  Republic  to  itop  or  relide  in 
is  dominions.  He  may,  however,  retain  in  his  fervice  the  emi<- 
grants  of  the  departments  of  Mont  Blanc,  and  of  the  Maritime 
Alps,  fo  long  as  they  give  no  caufe  of  complaint  by  cnterprifes  or 
manoeuvres  tending  to  oppofe  the  internal  fafety  of  the  Republic. 

VI.  The  King  of  Sardinia  renounces  all  demand  of  recovery^ 
or  perfonal  claim  which  he  noight  pretend  to  exercife  againft  the 
French  Republic  for  caufes  anterior  to  the  prefcnt  treaty. 

VII.  There  (hall  be  immediately  concluded  between  the  two 
powerSi  a  treaty  of  commerce  on  equitable  bafis,  and  fuch  as  may 
fecure  to  the  French  nation  advantages,  at  leail  equal  to  thofe  en* 
joyed  in  the  dominions  of  the  King  of  Sardinia  by  the  mod  fa-* 
voured  nations.

The  King  of  Sardinia  obliges  himfelf  to  grant  a  full  and 
entire  amnefty  to  all  his  fubjeds  who  have  been  profecuted  for  po« 
litical  opinions.  Every  procefs  which  m?y  have  been  raifed  on  this 
fubjed,  as  well  as  the  judgments  which  have  intervened,  are  abo- 
liihed.  All  their  property,  moveable  and  immoveable,  or  the  value 
thereof,  if  it  has  been  fold,  fliall  be  reftored  without  delay.  ,It 
ftall  be  lawful  for  them  to  difpofc  of  it,  to  return  and  rende  in 
the  dominions  of  the  King  of  Sardinia,  or  to  retire  therefrom. 

IX.  The  French  Republic  and  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardi- 
lua  engage  to  fuperfede  the  fequeftration  of  all  efieds,  revenues, 
or  property,  feized,  confifcated,  detained,  or  fold,  belonging  to  the 
citizens  or  fubjeds  of  either  power,  relative  to  the  adual  war,  and 
to  admit  them  refpedively  to  the  legal  exercife  of  the  adtions  or 
Jights,  which  may  belong  to  them. 

X.  All  the  prifoners,  refpeflively  made,  (hall  be  reftored  in  one 
month,  reckoning  from  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  pre- 
fcnt treaty,  on  paying  the  debts  which  they  m^y  have  contraAed 
<luring  their  captivity. 

The  fick  and  the  wounded  fliall  continue  to  be  taken  care  of  im 
the  refpeflive  hofpitals.     They  (hall  be  reftored  when  cured. 

XI.  Neither  of  the  contrad:ing  powers  (hall  grant  a  paflage 
through  its  territory  to  the  troops  of  any  enemy  of  the  other. 

XII*  Befides  the  fortrefles  of  Coni,  Ceva,  and  Tortona,  as  well 
as  the  territory  which  the  troops  of  the  Republic  occupy,  or  ought 
to  occupy,  they  ftiall  occupy  the  fortreffes  of  Exiles,  Alliette,  Suza^ 
Brunette,  Chateau  Dauphin,  and  Alexandria  ;  for  which  laft  place 
Valence  ftiali  be  fubftituted,  if  the  general  in  chief  of  the  French 
Republic  prefer  it. 

XIII.  The  fortrefles  and  territories  above  defcribed  ftiall  be  re- 
ftored to  the  King  of  Sardinia  upon  the  conclufton  of  the  treaty  of 
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commerce  between  the  Republic  and  his  Majefty^  of  general  petoe^ 
and  the  eftabli(hment  of  the  line  of  frontiers. 

XIV.  The  country  occupied  by  the  troops  of  the  Republic^  ao4 
which  ihoutd  be  definitively  reftored,  (hall  remain  under  the  civil. 
government  of  his  Sardinian  Majefty,  but  (ha^  be  liable  to  levies  ' 
of  military   contributions,  and   furniihing   provifion   on  forags 
trhich  have  been,  or  may  be  enaded  for  the  fupply  of  the  Frencl\ 
army. 

XV.  Thfe  fortifications  of  Brunette  and  Suza,  as  well  as  the  in* 
trenchments  formed  above  that  town,  (hall  be  demoliflied,  and  de* 
ftroyed,  at  the  expence  of  his  Sardinian  Majefly,  at  the  dire^ionof 
commiflioners  appointed  by  the  executive  dire^ory. 

The  King  of  Sardinia  (hall  not  be  permitted  to  e(labli(b  or  re* 
pair  any  foriificaiioo  on  this  part  of  the  frontier. 

XVI.  The  artillery  of  occupied  places,  the  demolition  of  which 
is  not  nipulated  by  the  prefent  treaty,  (hall  be  employed  for  the 
fervice  of  the  Republic,  but  (hall  be  reftored  with  the  other  for- 
treiTLS  at  the  fame  epoch  to  his  Sardinian  Majefty.  The  ftor^ 
and  provifions  which  may  be  there  (hall  be  confuined,  without  v9^ 
covery,  for  the  fervice  of  the  republican  army. 

X  Vll.  The  French  troops  (hall  have  free  pa(rage  through  tht 
dates  of  the  JCing  of  Sardinia,  in  entering  or  returning  fron\tlie 
anterior  of  Italy. 

XVIII.  1  he  King  of  Sardinia  accepts  the  mediation  of  the 
French  Republic  for  definitively  terminating  the  di(ferences  which 
have  long  fubii  led  between  his  Majefly  and  the  Republic  of  Genoa^ 
and  for  deciding  on  their  refpedlive  claims, 

XIX.  Coniormable  to  the  fixih  article  of  the  treaty  concluded 
at  the  Haj^ue,  on  the  2  7ih  Floreal,  3d  year,  the  Batavian  Repuli^ 
lie  is  i(>cluded  in  the  prefent  treaty.  There  (hall  be  peace  and 
friend ihrp  betw  een  that  Republic  and  the  King  of  Sardinia*  Every 
thing  (hall  be  eitabliihed  between  them  on  the  fame  footing  as  b^ 
fore  the  preceding  war.

REVOLUTION  IN  HOLLAND. 

[Papers  relatiye  to  Holland  continued  from  pages  ss.  69.    151.  305,  206, 
208,  209,  axo,  211.  ?^p.  270.

fhe fdJfnving  is  the  Speech  hy  which,  in  May,  1 705,  Citizen  HaltZy  as 
Prefident  of  the  AffemUy  ef  the  ReprcJ'entatives  of  the  People  of 
Hillandy  prefaced  the  reading  of  the  Treaty  of  Peace  and  Alliance 
included  with  France. 

TN  order  to  form  a  correfl  judgment  pn  the  nature  and  value 
"*•  of  this  treaty,  we  ought  never  to  lofe  fight  of  the   circum- 
ibmces  under  which  it  has  been  negotiated  and  concluded  ;  circum* 
iianoes  which  form  an  epoch  unparalleled  in  the  annals  of  our 
couotrjy  and  concerning  which  I  hope  to  God  that  we  (hall  ever 
gntefuUy  acknowledge  our  having  efcaped  the  numerous  dangers 
with  which  it  was  fraught.     We  had  to  negoii^te  in  that  ft  ate  of 
iebxation,  confufion,  and  wretchednefs.  Into   which  we  were 
plunged  by  our  ancient  government,  and  which  our  domeftic,  as 
"Veli  as  foreign  enemies,  were  driving  to  render  (till  more  helplefs  ; 
and  til  this  fituation  we  h4d  to  U^t.  with  the  moil  powerful  people 
-on  eafth»  'whofe  numerous  ai/nies,  fpread  over  all  our  provinces, 
ofieredthat  great  and  generous  Ration  an  opportunity  of  afliunin^ 
the  moftboundlefs  dongiinibn  oyer  our  Republic,   Before  the  Frencti 
reached  this  land,  they  had  wailed  immenfc  treafures,  and  ilreams 
of  Mood,  in  the  gallant  execution  of  their  entcrprifc^     They  had 
long.  Ibeeb  provoked  and  calumniated  by  the  houfc  of  Orange, 
aod  Wece  fmarting  under  the  fevered  lafties  of  war,  t^^ranny,  and 
iDtfiTfial  difcord,  when  they  arrived  in  this  country.     We  ought, 
.therefQte,  this  lefs  to  wonder  at  the  French  government  having  in- 
fixed on  an  indemnification,  as  almoft  all  foreign  nations  entertain 
exaggerated  ideas  of  the  riches  of  the  Dutch -rr-idcas  which  the 
koiife  pf  Orange  and  the  cabinet  of  St.  Jameses  have  infidioniiv 
;.VoLrIIL — Part  ii.  F  en- 
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endeavoured  to  fpread  among  the  French  people.     Under  thefe  cir* 
cumdances,  the  ilipulated  Aim  of  indemnification  can  by  no  means 
appear  exorbitant ;  and  we  may  well  copfole  ourfelves  fcMT  the  lofs 
of  riches,  with  which  we  h^ve  purchafed  the  mod  invaluable  of  all 
human  bleflSngs — liberty  and  independence.     The  fame  ob&rva- 
tion  holds  good  with  refpefl  to  our  having  facrificed  a  part  of  our 
territory,  or  to  fpeak  more  exactly,  in  re^rd  of  the  French  not 
having  reftored  to  us  Dutch  Flanders,  Maeftricht,  and  Venlo. 
Without  mentioning  either  our  hope  of  recovering  at  a  future  time 
this  part  of  our  territory,  the  indemnifications  promifedin  the  i6th 
article,  although  it  be  of  great  importance,  or  the  juft  expectation 
that  the  French  Republic  will  take  upon  herfelf  the  national  debt 
of  the  ceded  country,  I  (hall  only  ftate,  that  I  do  not  difown  the 
value  of  the  pofleffions  we  have  loft,  or  bid  fafewell  to  my  country- 
men without  the  moft  painful  fenfation.     Maeftricht,  which  Fre- 
deric Henry,  by  the  right  of  conqueft  uniteii  with  the  Dutch  Re- 
public, would  certainly   never  have  been  ceded  to  any  foreign 
power,  if  the  Auftrian  Netherlands  had  not  been  reduced  by  the 
French  arms ;  and  the  high  value  of  that  place  with  refpeA  to  our 
commimication  with  Germany,  muft  be  obvious  to  every  one  who  is 
in  the  Icaft  acquainted  with  our  commercial  relations^  and  caflis  an 
eye  on  the  map  of  Lurope.     The  fituation  of  Venlo,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds of  Upper  Guelderland  afford  us  alfo  great  advantages,,  which 
may  ftill  be  increafcd ;   but,  above  all,  the  lofs  of  that  part  of 
Flanders  which  our  commonwealth  acquired  by  the  treaty  of  Weft- 
phalia,  is  important,  and  afFefts  Rverely  the  whole  confeder9C]r» 
although  the  province  of  Zealand  enjoysexclufively  the  greateft  part  ' 
of  the  proceeds  of  that  country.     I  do  by  no  means  clafs  among 
our  territorial  facrificcs  the  ufe  of  the  port  of  Flufliing  in  common 
•vyith  us,  granted  to  the  French  Republic  by  the  T4th  article,  fince 
the  inconveniences  which  might  arife  from  this  mutual  ufe,  hove 
been  obviated,  as  much  as  poffible,  through  the  exertions  of  our 
commidioners  ;  all  fear  of  diforder  has  been  relieved  by  the  regu- 
lations fubjoined  to  the  treaty,  and  the  fovereignty  of  the  iflaad'of 
Walchcren  remains  unimpaired.     Yet,  fenfible  as  I  am  of  the  iuN 
menfc  value  of  thefe  facrifices,  I  cannot  but  fuppolb  the  whole 
matter  to  hinge  on  the  following  queftion  : — Whether  from  two 
evils  we  ought  not  to  choofe  the  leaft  ?  Whether  one  limb  ought 
not  to  be   facrificed    for  the    prefervation   of  the  whole  body  ? 
Whether  we  ought  not  to  make  a  virtue  of  neceflity,  and  whether 
liberty  and  independence  ought  not  to  be  dearer  to  us  than  all  other 
imprelfions  r  But  let  us  now  balance  with  our  facrifices  the  invalu- 
-able  advantages  and  fignal  privileges  we  have' acquired  by  this  treaty, 
of  which  [  ftiall  attempt  to  draw  a  hafty  (ketch.     They  confift  in 
our  liberty  and  independence  being  acknowledged,  and  guaran- 
teed by  the  moft  powerful  nation  on  earth  ;  in  the  high  value  of 

the 
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the  friendihip  of  this  generous  nation ;  in  its  mighty  fuppbrt 
againft  the  eternal  enemy  of  our  welfare ;  in  our  railing  ourfclves 
to  the  rank  of  a  fbrmidable  maritime  power,  to  which  we  are  dcf- 
tined  by  nature;  in  the  recovery  of  all  the  conqueits  of  the  French 
Republic  on  the  left  banks  of  the  Rhine,  Maeftricht,  and  Veulo 
alone  excepted;  in  the  three  ftrong  frontier  places  which  formed 
the  keys  of  the  country,  being  reinforced  in  cafes  of  hoftilities  by 
a  Republican  garrifon;  in  the  probability  of  the  numerous  French 
armies  leaving  our  provinces — in  the  promifcd  mediation  for  pro- 
curing usy  at  the  conclufion  of  a  general  peace,  the  conflderable 
fums  of  money  due  by  feveral  powers^  and  kept  back  in  open 
violation  of  public  faith ;  and  lallly,  in  preventing  the  enemies 
of  liberty  from  invading  the  territory  of  the  French  Repub- 
lic. On  coniidering  all  thefe  eminent  advantages  to  be  de- 
rived from  our  treaty  with  France,  I  exult  in  this  great  work  be- 
ing accomplifhed,  and  do  not  hefitate  a  moment  to  vote  for  ti)c 
ratification  of  the  fame." 


DECLARATION  of  the  PRINCE  of  ORANGE. 

TpHE  Prince  of  Orange  has  hitherto  thought  it  unneceflary  to 
^  publifh  the  motives  which  induced  him  to  abfent  himfclf  for 
fome  time  from  his  country,  being  convinced  that  no  perfon  could, 
with  any  (hadow  of  juftice,  accufe  him  of  the  fmallcft  crime  in 
having  quitted  the  territories  of  the  provinces  of  Holland,  after 
the  States  of  that  province  had  thought  proper  to  fend  deputies  to 
the  commanders  of  the  enemy's  forces  to  capitulate,  or  rather  to 
fubmic  to  th«m;  but  the  refolution  taken  by  the  pretended  States 
GcBoral  the  24tfa  of  February  lad,  on  the  motion  made  in  that  af- 
fembly  the  31ft  of  January*  by  the  deputies  of  the  pretended  pro- 
vifional  reprefentatives  of  the  people  of  Holland,  having  come  to  his 
knowledge,  in  which  they  thought  proper  to  abolifli  the  office  of 
Stadtholder,  Captain-General  and  Hereditary  Admiral,  with 
which  this  prince  was  invefled,  alledging,  as  a  motive  for  this  re- 
folution, that  he  himfelf  had  abdicated  them,  he  feels  it  incum- 
bent on  himfelf  to  be  no  longer  iilcnt,  and  to  repel  this  calumny 
by  a  (imple  and  exa£l  flatemcnt  of  the  fads  which  preceded  and 
rendered  neceflary  his  departure  from  the  territories  of  the  United 
States*

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1  he  inundations  formed  for  the  defence  of  the  R(:pablic,  and 
in  particular  for  that  of  the  province  of  Holland,  (as  well  as  the 
rivers  in  that  country)  being  frozen  in  December  laft,  there  no 
longer  remained  any  means  of  defending  the  provinces  of  Utrecht 
and  Holland,  after  the  retreat  of  the  army  cotiimanded  by  General 
Count  Wallmoden  from  the  borders  of  the  Wial  and  of  the  Rhine,^ 
and  the  troops  of  the  State,  which  might  have  been  employed  in 
the- defence  of  thefe  two  provinces,  were  reduced  (as  well  by  hani<« 
Ihips  which  the  army  fuiiained  during  the  laft  campaign,  as  by 
ficKnefs)  to  too  fmall  a  number  to  garrifon  fufficiently  thofe  poiis, 
which  it  was  neceflary  (liould  be  occupied  in  order  to  prevent  the 
enemy  from  penetrating  to  them. 

It  muft  here  be  obferved,  that  a  great  part  of  the  troops  which 
were  in  thefe  two  provinces,  could  not  be  employed  againft  the 
enemy,  in  virtue  of  the  capitulations  which  many  places  had 
made,  and  in  which  it  was  Itipulated  that  their  garrifons  fhould 
be  feni  into  the  interior  of  the  Republic,  ifter  having  fwom  not  to 
ferve  againft  the  armies  of  France  during  the  war  until  they  were 
<?xchanged.  ..  The  States  of  Uireeht,  therefore,  thought  it  right 
to  capitulate  on  Friday  the  1 6th  of  January,  after  having  fomc 
days  before  informed  the  States  General  of  their  intention,  and 
found  themfelves  obliged  to  fubmit  to  thofe  conditions  Which  the 
conqueror  thought  fit  to  grant :  it  will  fuffice  to'  ftate,  that  the 
ftatcs  of  that  province  having  requefted  that  their  conftitution  and 
form  of  government  might  be  preferved,  the  viftor  would  only 
provifionally  agree  to  it,  which  afforded  no  fecurity  for  the 
future.  ' 

The  Prince  of  Orange  being  informed,  that  the  States  of  the 
provinces  of  Holland  were  about  to  adopt  the  fame  refolutionon 
the  fame  day,  found  hinifelf  under  the  neceflity  of  fending  away 
the  princefles,  his  wife,  and  daughter-in-law,  with  the  prince  his 
grandfon,  on  board  a  fifhing-boat,  on  Sunday  morning,  the  i8th 
of  January,  and  was  him fclf  obliged  to  foliow  them  on  the  fame 
day  with  (the  two  princes)  his  fons,  which  however  he  did  not  do 
lill  he  had  acquainted  the  States  General,*  as  alfo  all  the  States  of 
the  Seven  Provinces,  and  of  the  country  of  Dronthe,  with  his  in- 
tended departure,  writing  to  them,  "  That  he  eafily  forefaw, 
from  the  prcfent  fituation  of  the  Republic,  what  lot  he  muft  cx- 
pe£t  if  the  enemy  fhould  penetrate  further  into  the  country;  and, 
not  wi filing  to  be  any  obftacle  to  peace,  he  had  refolved  to  abfent 
himfelf  and  his  family  for  a  time  from  the  territories  of  the  States, 
and  hoped  that  their  High  Mightineflcs  would  approve  of  this 
llcp."

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Itfliould  here  be  remarked^  that  the  Prince  did  not  depart  till 
after  his  letter  had  been  read,  as  well  in  the  ailcmbly  of  the  States 
General  as  in  that  of  the  States  of  Holland ;  that  his  departure 
from  the  Hague  and  his  embarjcation  were  fully  known  to  both 
affemblies,  who  did  not  take  any  (lep  to  oppofe  the  nicafure  ;  and 
that  his  departure  did  not  take  place  till  the  states  of  Holland  had 
nfolved  to  capitulate,  and  had  required  in  their  namei  from  the 
Prince  of  Orange,  as  captain-general  of  that  province,  an  officer 
and  a  trumpet  to  announce  the  commiffion  from  the  States  of  Hol- 
land, who  were  to  repair  to  the  general  of  the  enemy  to  afcertain 
vhat  articles  (hould  form  a  capitulation  for  that  province.     The 
Prince  knew  thefe  deputies  were  commiflioned  not  to  make  any 
difficulties,  but  to  yield  to  every  article.     The  fame  day,  after  the 
Prince  had  notified  his  intention  of  quitting  the  Dutch  territories, 
four  members  of  the  college  of  counfeilors,  deputed  by  Holland, 
demanded  an  audience  of  the  Prince,  and  begged  he  would  haden 
his  departure  ;  that  they  conlJ  give  no  reply  to  any  thing,  and  that 
even  if  it  was  infilled  upon  in  the  French  gcncraFs  anfwer  that 
the  prince  and  hie  family  (hould  not  be  permitted  to  quit  the  coun- 
try, they  would  be  under  the  ncceflity  of  taking  meafures  to  pre- 
vent their  departure,  efpecially  in  cafe  the  French  general,  or  the 
commiifioners  of  the  National  Convention,  fhould  require  that 
the  college  of  deputed  counfeilors  (hould  he  made  refponfible  if  the 
Prince  abfented  himfelf  before  the  arrival  of  the  French  troops. 
After  fuch  a  declaration  the  Prince  of  Orange  thought  it  no  lon- 
ger fafe  to  remain  at  the  Hague,  and  embarked  at  Scheveling  on 
board  a  fi(hing-boat.     Having  confultcd  the  marine  officers  and 
pilot  who  were  on  board  the  veflcl,  what  coiirfc  he  (hould  (leer,* 
they  were  unanimoufly  of  opinion  that  the  be(t  plan  would  be  to 
make  for  an  Engliih  port.     The  Prince,  before  he  quitted  t!)e 
road  of  Scheveling,  wrote  to  M.   Van  Spiegel,   counfcllor  pen- 
fionary  of  the  province  of  Holland,  with  the  opinion  of  tlie  ma- 
tine  officers  and  pilot  of  the  above-mentioned  vedcl,  figned  by 
Aein.     The  counfellor  penfionary  having  communicated  the  fame 
to  their  High  Mightinelles,  they,  by  their  refolution  of  the  igtli 
of  January,  approved  of  the  Prince  of  Orange's  departure,  as  a 
/neafure  of  abfolute   neceflity ;  declaring,   moreover,    that  they 
weredefirous  of  hearing  of  that  Prince's   fafe  arrival  in  one  of  the 
ports  of  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain  on  board  a  (hip  of  war  be- 
longing to  the  States,  and  that  he  might  fhortly  be  able  to  return 
to  the  Republic,  in  order  to  continue  ailifling  them  with  his  coun- 
cil and  prefence  for  the  maintenance  of  the  independence  and  con- 
ftitution  of  the  Republic*     The  Prince's  intention,  of  which  he

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had  already  informed  M.  Van  de  Spiegel,  penfionary  couniellor, 
in  his  letter,  was  to  inform  himfelf,  during  his  ftay  in  England, -of 
the  frtuatioh  of  affairs,  as  well  in  the  province  of  Zealand  as  in  the 
provinces  of  Frize  and  Groningen,  and  to  embark  on  board  a  flup 
of  war  of  the  States  for  either  of.  thofe  provinces  in  which  it 
Ihould  appiear  his  prefence  might  be  mod  ufeful.  It  is  right  to 
obferve,  that  all  correfpondence  between  thofe  provinces  and  the 
Hague  wa&  at  that  time  intercepted  not  only  by  the  enemy  but  by 
the  froft. 

As  foon  as  the  States  of  Holland  had  refolved  to  admit  forces 
inimical  to  the  Republic  of  the  United  Provinces  into  the  place 
where  the  States  General  were  aflfembled,  and  had  given  ojrders  to 
their  different  garrifons  no  longer  to  oppofe  theprogrefs  of  the 
French,  the  Prince  of  Orange  was  defirous  that  the  otates  General,* 
to  whom  this  refolution  had  been  communicated^  fliould  detennine 
to  diflfolve  their  aflemhly,  and  to  call  it  together  again  in  one  of 
the  provinces  which  had  not  fubmitted  to  the  yoke  of  the  con- 
queror* ^ 

The  States  General  thought  proper  to  remain  aflembled  in  a 
place  where  the  enemy's  troops,  joined  by  a  number  of  malcon- 
tents, deprived  them  of  the  liberty  of  deliberating  and  doing  wiiat 
the  public  good  required^ 

The  French  troops  having  arrived  at  the  Hague,  the  States  Ge-. 
neral  were  compelled  to  do  every  thing  that  was  exaded  from 
them.  The  deputies  lawfully  named  by  the  provinces  of  Holland 
were  obliged  to  quit  that  alfembly,  and  have  been  replaced  by 
deputies  named  by  thofe  who  have  taken  upon  themfelves  the 
fupreme  power  of  that  province,  under  the  name  of  provtfional 
reprefentatives  of  th^  people.  Thefe  latter  being  admitted  into 
the  ^flembly  of  the  States  General,  that  affembly  ceafes  to  be 
legal,  and  the  refolut ions  taken  fmce  that  time  cannot  be  conii- 
dered  as  refolutions  di£lated  by  the  real  States  General. 

The  Prince  of  Orange's  defign  .was,  as  has  already  been  ob- 
ferved,  to  go  into  Zealand  as  foon  as  he  fhould  have  received  in- 
formation relative  to  the  fituation  of  affairs  in  that  province,  hop- 
ing that  his  prefence  there  might  be  ufeful.  But  the  States  Ge- 
neral having  given  orders  foon  after  the  Prince's  departure,  and 
nearly  at  the  time  of  the  arrival  of  the  French  troops  at  the  Hague, 
to  the  commanding  officers  of  Bergen-op-Zoom,  Breda,  Wilhem- 
fladt  and  Steenbergen,  fortrefles  which  ilill  held  out,  to  capitulate, 
likewife  to  the  troops  who  were  in  thofe  provinces  which  had  not 
yet  fubmitted  to  the  French,  as  alfo  the  (hips  of  the  State,  not  to 
defend  themfelves  againft  the  French,  the  States  of  Zealand  were 
under  the  neceflity  of  following  the  example  of  thofe  of  Holland, 
and  Utrecht,  in  capitulating  for  their  province,  or  rather  in  fub- 
mitting  to  the  conqueror. 

The 
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The  Prince  of  Orange  being  informed  of  this  rcfolution,  and 

perceiving  that  his  prefence  could  no  longer  be  of  any  fervice 

tfaere»  vras  obliged  to  give  up  his  intention  of  going  into  2>aland, 

and  the  ice  having  for  a  long  while  prevented  all  communication 

^  between  the  provinces  of  Fnefland  and  Groningen  with  England^ 

^    during  that  time  the  Prince  could  not  receive  any  intelligence  from 

\    thofe  provinces,  and  the  firft  he  received  was,  that  they  had  fub- 

\    mined  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  others  had  done,  which  fruf- 

tnted  his  plan  of  going  into  either  of  thofe  provinces. 

The  Prince  of  Orange  waits  with  confidence  the  judgment 
ivbich  every  impartial  perfon  will  pafs  on  his  conduA,  and  can- 
DOtthink  it  was  expefied  he  (hould  remain  in  a  country  which  had 
fibmitted  to  the  French  arms,  whilft  the  French  National  Con- 
vention had  declared  war  againft  him  perfonally,  and  deliver  him- 
icifinto  the  hands  of  his  enemies,  without  being  able  thereby  to 
lender  the  leaft  fervice  to  his  country. 

He  leaves  it  to  the  impartial  public  to  judge  if  it  Is  with  reafon 
'  that  the  pretended  States  General  could  declare,  on  the  propofal 
ofthefelf-named  provifional  reprefentatives  of  the  Dutch  people, 
that  the  Stadtholderfliip  was  aboliflied,  becaufe  the  Stadtholder, 
Captain  and  Admiral  general,  had  thought  pn)pcr  to  quit  his  poft 
wbilft  the  faid  provifional  reprefentatives  of  the  people  of  Hol- 
land judged  it  right,  in  the  fame  alTembly  where  they  have  changed 
tte^fbrm  of  go\'ernment,  and  ufurped  the  Supreme  Power,  to 
r    abolifh  thofe  charges   for  the  province  of  Holland,  without  af- 
ijgning  any  other  motive   than  that  the  nobility  and  hereditary 
offices  were  incompatible  with  equality. 

The  Prince  of  Urange  confidcrs  himfclf  authorized  to  appeal 
to  the  whole  univerfe  from  a  refoluiion  fo  unjiifl,  and  declares  that 
he  will  not  acknowledge  as  lawful  any  refolution  taken  by  thofe 
who  now  call  themfelves  the  States  General,  or  State?  of  the  pro- 
vinces^ as  long  as  the  Republic  (hall  be  occupied  by  the  French 
troops.  He  flutters  himfelf,  that  if  more  fortunate  circumftances 
ibould  deliver  his  unhappy  country  from  a  foreii;n  yoke,  the  na- 
tion reftored  to  itfelf,  and  enjoying,  as  it  has  done  for  thefe  two 
centuries,  a  true  libem,  founded  upon  law,  will  do  him  juftice 
by  not  delaying  to  call  nim  to  the  exercife  of  the  hereditary  charges 
which  he  pofTefles  in  that  Republic,  and  which  have  been  granted 
tDhisihoufe,.by  the  will  of  the  nation,  with  the  view  of  contribut- 
ing to  the  maintenance  of  the  religion,  good  order,  independence 
and  profperity  of  the  State,  and  of  the  true  liberty  and  well-being 
of  its  inhabitants.

Publication  refpeSling  the  National  Loan  Banky  of  which  ihefiUow* 
is  the  fubjiance, 

ITS  principal  end  is  to  enable  the  citizens  to  pledge  in  a  fecuic 
^  manner  their  goods  and  efFeSs  for  ready  money,  for  a  certain 
time,  to  make  good  the  extraordinary  levies  of  money  in  hard 
cafli. 

It  confifls  of  twenty- four  articles;  its  chamber  of  accounts  is 
at  Amfterdam ;  begins  the  ill  of  July,  this  year,  is  to  laft  until 
the  id  of  July  1798 ;  and  is  to  be  directed  by  fix  fworn  comtnif* 
lioners,  each  of  whom  is  to  receive .  6000  guilders  annually,  ber 
jGdes  neceifary  clerks  and  book-keepers. 

All  fecurities  and  bills  accepted  by  government^  or  the  Eaft 
India  company,  and  other  public  bodies,  are  to  be  taken  by  thif 
bank,  beiidet  all  forts  of  immoveable  goods  and  merchandizes 
that  bear  a  current  price.  Jewels,  corn,  rice,  and  all  other  pro* 
vifions,  arc  excepted.  Whoever  has  other  kinds  of  goods  to 
pledge,  mud  apply  to  the  provifional  reprefentatives.  The 
*whole  pledge  given  on  the  goods  fhall  not  exceed  eighty  per  cent* 
Bank  bills  of  100  guilders  and  upwards  are  given,  whiph  are  to 
have  a  free  circulation  at  the  approaching  great  money  levy.  Tb^ 
pledger  pays  four  per  cent,  for  the  capital  received^  and  thofethat 
have  bank  money  on  their  account,  receive  three  per  cent,  ifitcfeft 
annually. 

Speech  of  Citizen  Fan  Lyeden^  on  prefenting  a  Plan  to  the  States 
General  of  the  United  Provinces  for  calling  together  Primary  AJfeni' 
Hies  to  eUB  Members  for  a  Batavian  National  Convention,  delivered 
in  May,  1795. 

T>Y  the  treaty  of  alliance  concluded  between  our  country  and  the 
•^  Republic  of  France,  we  have  become  entirely  freM  from  the 
anxiety  under  which  we  groaned  relative  to  the  fate,  and  even  the 
exiftence  of  our  Republic.  By  this  treaty,  its  freedom  and  inde<- 
pendence  have  been  eftabliihed  upon  the  moft  folid  foundations. 
At  this  period,  we  have  the  fatisfaflion  of  offering  to  you  a  plan, 
according  to  which  the  citizens  of  thefe  provinces  may  enjoy  the 
happieft  right  of  a  free  people— -namely,  to  determine  upon  the 
form  of  their  government. 

Your  High  Mightineflcs,  but  a  very  little  time  after  we  had  re- 
covered our  liberty,  felt  the  neceffity  there  is  that  the  government 
of  thefe  provinces  (hould  un<Iergo  an  organization;  arid  that  in 
order  to  attain  that  defirable  objeft,  it  was  neceffary  that  the  ge- 
nerality of  the  people  fhould  be  invited  to  form  themfelves  into 
primary  alFcmblics.  The  people  have  now  charged  us  to  propofe  to

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you  ^  plan  tending  td  accomplifh  thofe  important  meafures.    Per* 

fuaded  that  the  permanent  happinefs  of  our  fellow  citizens  depend! 

lA  t  great  mcafure  on  the  manner  in  which  this  firft  national 

afiembly  will  be  formedi  we  have  thought  it  proper  to  take  the 

oeccflary  time,  in  order  to  enter  into  clear  deliberations,  and  in 

no  manner  to  zSt  with  precipitation.     It  is  the  refult  of  a  con* 

neAed  and  laborious  work,  fupported  by  perfeverance  and  th« 

mod  ardent  zeal,  which  we  this  day  fubmit  to  your  High  Mighti^- 

'    Belles,  to  the  reprefentatives  of  provinces,  and  to  the  Batavian 

people  in  general.

Have  we  not  long  enough  groaned  under  a  government 
and  under  a  conftitution  of  corruption  ?  a  conftttution  which  nevec 
deferved  that  name.  How  many  fources  of  profperity  were  (hut  up 
hf  that  government?  How  many  imprefcriptible  rights  have  been 
weakened^  and  even  annihilated  by  it?  In  fhort,  how  many 
times  has  not  the  general  intereft  been  forced  to  yield  to  private 
inteieft  2  A  new  order  of  things  ought  fpeedily  to  be  eflablifhed* 
An  al&mbly  ele&ed  by  the  people  will  finifii  that  beautiful  edifice 
of  which  your  High  Mightinefles  have  already  laid  the  founda* 
tions.  Agriculture,  as  well  as  commerce  and  manufaSures  will 
flourifli ;  all  the  means  of  fubfiftence  will  lie  open  before  every 
citizen.

V.  Treats  of  the  operations  of  the  National  Convention,  whofe 
chief  defign  is  the  eftablifhment  of  a  conAitution  for  the  people  of 
Satavia.  The  convention  is  charged  with  the  adminiftration  of 
the  department  for  foreign  affairs — the  organization  of  the  forces 
by  land  and  fea — the  maritime  and  continental  fydem  of  defence— 
the  arming  of  the  citizens.  It  is  to  prote£l:  the  people  againft  tho 
oppreffion  of  public  officers — ^to  difpofe  of  the  public  charges 
relative  to  the  common  weal.  It  takes  care  of  the  credit  of  the. 
Uation — direfts  the  expenditure  of  the  fums  of  money  to  be  dif- 
burfed  to  execute  its  ineafures,  and  to  be  fixed  by  extraordinary 
deputies  of  the  provinces,  The  provinces  mufl  pledge  themfelveS 
to  pay  their  refpeftive  contingents  at  the  fixed  period,  otherwife 
the  convention  takes  entirely  at  its  own  difpofal  the  finances  of 
thofe  provinces.  The  convention  has  nothing  to  do  with  domeftic 
concerns,  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people 
of  the  different  provinces  (hall  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  general 
government  of  the  Republic.  All  the  committees  and  colleges,  to 
whom  the  executive  power  of  the  public  is  entrufted^  are  made  re- 
^onfible  to  the  convention. 

VI.  Treats  on  the  mode  of  deliberation.  Every  member  in  tho 
convention  is  to  give  his  vote  individually.  The  alfembly  fits  with 
its  doors  open* 

VII.  Treats  of  the  refponfibility  of  the  members  of  the  con- 
vention. All  the  members  are  refponfible  to  the  whole  nation^ 
and  not  to  a  part  only.  They  cannot  be  recalled  by  any  part  of 
the  people.  They  are  not  to  be  tried  for  any  advice  they  fhall  give 
in  the  convention.  The  members  of  the  executive  power,  and. 
the  miniflcrs  of  the  Republic,  fhall  be  amenable  to  juflice  in  the 
fame  manner  as  the  members.of  the  convention. 

VIII.  Fixes  the  diflbhition  of  the  convention*  ThQ  conven- 
tion is  to  prepare,  in  a  twelvemonth  at  fartheft  after  its  meeting, 
the  plan  of  the  conftitution.  If  the  conJditution  is  untverfally  ac- 
cepted, a  new  National  Conventiup  k  to  be  ele£led,  and  as  foon  as 
Jts  members  are  arrived  at  the  Hague,  the  former  are  to  feparate 
themfelves.

Citizens  Blauw  and  Meyer,  minifl:ers  plenipotentiary  from  the 
Reptiblic  of  the  United  Provinces,  were  admitted  into  the  hall,  ac- 
compatiied  by  the  members  of  the  committee  of  public  fafety,  and 
followdd  by  1  numerous  crowd  of  Dutch  patriots,  carrying  in  the 
midft  of  them  the  colours  of  the  Dutch  nation.  The  miniftets 
were  featcd  in  arm  chairs  prepared  for  them.

Citizen  Meyer  made  the  following  fpeechj  which  was  interrupted  few* 
ral  times  by  applaufes  and  enthufiaftic  exclamations  of  Long  live 
the  two  Republics ! 

**  Citizens  Reprefentatives, 

**  The  minifters  plenipotentiary  from  the  Batavian  people  are 
this  day  difchargihgadutydear  to  their  hearts,  viz.  that  of  mani- 
fefting  their  gratitude  and  admiration.     Far  from  us  be  all  fenti- 
ments of  vanity  !    All  that  pompous  difplay  of  infignificant  words 
with  which  the  courts  of  kings  fo  often  refounded  \     The  Batavian 
nation,  proud  of  its  union  with  the  firft  people  of  the  univerfe, 
,  comes  to  difcharge  her  debt.    Too  long  lyave  the  magnanimous  and 
generous  defenders  of  the  fovereignty  of  the  people  remained  alone 
in  the  bloody  field  of  combat.     An  immenO^  chain  of  banditti  fur* 
rounded  your  ravaged  frontiers ;  whilft,  in  the  interior,  their  chief 
.tyrant  breathed  oyer  the  Republic,  difcord,  defolation,  death,  and 
a  mafs  of  crimes.     Ye  people,  truly  fublime  in  your  ef|[ort8,  as 
well  as  in  your  fufferings  for  the  caufe  of  liberty,  we  do  not  come 
to  congratulate  you  ;  we  come  to  pour  into  the  balance  of  the  aven- 
gers of  humanity  our  tribute  of  defence.

Reprefcntatives,  we  prefume  to  think  that  we  are 
worthy  of  your  confidence  :  the  courage  of  the  French  not  long 
ago  broke  the  fceptre  of  the  Capets  ;  our  fellow-citizens,  enlight- 
oied  by  their  misfortunes,  have  overturned  that  monitrous  fcafFold* 
ing  of  hereditary  magiftracy,  and  particularly  that  oppreflive  Stadt* 
holderOiip  ;  and  it  was  only  by  an  efcape  as  cowardly  as  prudent, 
that  our  late  tyrant  avoided  the  juft  punifliment  which  the  patriots 
had  prepared  for  him.     As  to  ourfelyes,  legiflators,  after  having 
hid  tl|e  foundation  of  the  treaty  which  re-unites  us  to  France, 
after  having  admired  the  immenfity  of  your  glorious  works,  after 
having  liftened  to  the  wifdom  of  your  deliberations,  we  fliall  tell 
our  fellow-citizens,  that  they  have  no  longer  any  thing  to  fear  from 
the  deftnidive  plans  of  their  enemies.     If  it  is  neceflary,  we  ihall 
march  with  you  to  the  combat ;  and  with  you  we  (hall  conquer. 
&tavians  zrt  ancient  adorers  of  liberty.    Their  anceftors  fought, 
in 'order  to  pull  down  their  tyrant,  the  mod  powerful  defpot  in 
the  iixteenth  century.    The  Batavians  will  never  be  retrograde  ; 
and  if,  in  marching  under  the  tri-coloured  banners,  fate  Ihoiild 
betray  their  wiflies  and  their  courage,  the  patriots  will  themfelves 
dig  their  own  grave ;  and  the  people  of  our  provinces,  too  long 
vidims  to  flavery,  will  in  future  live  for  liberty,  or  difappear  from 
the  lace  of  the  earth,  with  the  glory  of  having  combated  for  it. 
Long  live  the  Republic  !     Citizens  reprefentatives,  thefe  are  the

<<  Miniflcrs  plenipotentiary  from  the  Batavian  people !  your  pre* 
fence  in  this  hail  recalls  to  our  memory  objects  which  will  eter- 
nally  remain  dear  to  free  men  ;  your  worthy  anceftors  the  Bame* 
yelts  and  the  Witts  proceeded  in  the  difficult  career  of  liberty  long 
before  us  ;  they  have  given  to  the  world  the  example  of  a  people 
rifrng  in  favour  of  a  Republic  ;  this  example  has  contributed  to 
Toufe  the  courage  of  our  firft  great  men.  This  treafure  of  libertyt 
which  you  firft  acquired,  we  only  had  the  good  fortune  of  reftoring 
to  you.  We  have,  perhaps,  fome  claim  to  your  gratitude ;  but 
you  have  a  claim  to  the  gratitude  of  all  mankind.  This  liberty,  as 
difficult  to  be  acquired  as  to  be  preferved,  you  poflefled  after  fifty 
years  of  combating  and  of  glory:  fome  faults  which  you  committed^ 
undoubtedly  were  fufficient  to  deprive  you  of  it ;  but  we  ihalieven 
improve  from  your  faults ;  we  (hall,  with  a  firm  hand,  jpoint  out- 
the  limits  of  power ;  its  poflTciTors  (hall  be  vigilantly  watched.  Tlie 
French  Republic  is  about  to  have  refpeded  magiftrates,  -powerful 
for  good,  and  impotent  for  evil ;  this  Republic  (hall  never  have  a 
fcourge  like  that  of  a  Stadtholder.  How  happy  are  we  to  have  fo 
ufefully  feconded  you  in  the  lafl  conteft  you  had  with  him.  The 
court  of  France,  in  former  times,  had,  from  motives  of  vaw 
Tiity,  condefcended  to  ofler  an  afylum  to  a  few  kings  who  had 
l^een  precipitated  from  their  thrones ;  at  this  time  the  French  had 
the  glory  of  liberating  a  generous  people,  whom  they  have  placed 
among  the  number  of  free  nations.  Your  enemies  dared  even  to 
outrage  you  during  the  laft  moments  of  tlieir  reign.  The  Stadt* 
holder,  continuing  to  betray,  has  delivered  up  your  rich  cargoes ; 
you  complain  that  the  Englifh  are  retaining  them,  contrary  to  all 
the  principles  of  public  faith  :  What  elfe  could  you  expe&  of  a 
Stadtholder,  and  of  an  Englifh  minifter  ?  We,  however,  believe 
that,  on  the  banks  of  the  Thames,  as  well  as  on  thofe  of  the  Seine 
and  the  Scheldt,  there  exifts  a  far  greater  number  of  friends  to 
juftice  and  humanity  than  tyrartny  even  fufpefis.  The  Eltiglifli 
people  do  not  approve  of  the  warlike  fyftem  of  theit  government. 
The  Engli(h  people  begin  to  be  impatient  under  the  burdens  of  a 
war  undertaken  merely  for  the  benefit  of  minifteris.  Miniftets,» 
their  ambitious  plans,  their  minute  Machiavelian  calculations^  all 
are  momentary*  and  muft  pafs  away  :  but  two  natiotis,  mutually 
fupported  by  faithful  allies,  reciprocally  united  by  indiflbluble  ties^ 
each  of  them  furrounded  by  her  legitimate  reprcfentatives ;  each 
of  them  feated  upon  the  wrecks  of  a  throne ;  two  fuch  nations 
cannot  pafs  away.  Our  true  riches,  the  trcafures  of  our  indepen- 
dence, cannot  be  taken  from  us.  Together  vve  (hall  fet  examples 
to  nations  worthy  of  imitating  us  ;  we  (hall  give  to  opprefTors  who 

are 
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are  yet  capable  of  lidenlng  to  reafon,  lifeful  ledbns,  which  will 

not  be  loft  to  humanity  ;  we  flail  give  liberty  to  the  vaft  empire 

of  the  feas ;  and  laftly,  to  the  univcrfe,  abundance  and  peace.   If 

feme  ambitious  men  at  London  are  ftill  perfifting,  and  there  fway 

the  fceptie  of  their  influence  to  this  banner,  which  you  are  come 

to  ofier  us  as  a   fignal  of  our  oiFeniive  and  defeniive  alliance, 

and  which  we  have  received  with  fraternity,  we  fliall  join  the 

three-coloured  flag;  and  our  colours  we  ftiall  then  difplay  together 

on  our  naval  forces  on  the  feas.   Rely  upon  the  genius  of  the  Re- 

f uUic,  which  will  ferve  you  in  default  of  a  Ruyter,  and  our  bat- 

tilions  will  afljfl  you  if  the  Englifli  minifter  perfiils ;  we  fliall  go 

as  fir  as  the  Thames,  to  conquer  another  government,  and  libe- 

nte, another  nation,    Batavian  republicans!  the  National  Con- 

Yeotion  promifes  to  you  fecurity  and  indemnity,  full  liberty,  and 

fiill  independence.     The  National  Convention  promifes  it,  and 

Europe  knows  how  the  Frencli  armies  keep  the  promifes  of  the 

convention. 

On  a  motion  made  by  a  memler^  the  preftdent  gave  the  fraternal  em* 

haee  t9  the  two  ambajfadors^  in  the  midft  ofburfts  ofapplaufes. 

'  The  convention  acknowledged  and  proclaimed  the  Citizens  Blauw  and 

Meyer  in  the  quality  of  minivers  plenipotentiary  from  the  Republic  of  the 

United  Provinces  to  the  Republic  of  France.  The  fag  offered  in  the  name  of 

the  States  General  was  accepted ^  and  it  was  decreed y  that  itjhouldbe 

placed  in  the  hall y  united  with  the  colours  of  the  French  Republic,  as  a 

fymMtfthe  alliance  between  the  two  nations,  and  that  thejpeech  of  the 

mimftersy  as  well  as  the  prejident* s  anfiver^  Jhould  be  printed  andtranf-^ 

lated  intofeveral  languages. 


Subftance  of  a  Proclamation  of  the  Reprefentatives  of  Holland ,  publijhed 

in  June  1795. 

CINCE  all  the  meafures  hitherto  taken  for  the  purpofe  of  levying 
"^  the  fums  neceiiary  for  the  fervice  of  the  Republic,  have  met 
with  a  number  of  difl^cuhies ;  and  thefe  fums  being  very  neceflary 
in  order  to  pay  to  the  French  nation  the  fums  fiipulated  in  the 
treaty,  the  reprefentatives  therefore  decreed,  that  a  proviflonary 
voluntary  negoctation  fliould  be  entered  into  for  that  purpofe» 
namely^  that  thirty  millions  of  guilders  fhall,  during  the  prefent  year, 
be  paid  to  the  French  Republic,  ten  millions  during  the  firft  fix 
months  of  the  year  1796,  which,  with  the  ten  millions  of  due  n> 
^fitions,  amount  to  mty  millions^  Alfo  fifteen  millions  for  the 
reftoration  of  the  naval  forces,  and  twenty  millions  more  for  the 
re-eftablifliment  of  the  land  armies,  and  the  French  troops  taken 
into  the  pay  of  the  Dutch  Republic. 

the  greatcft  part  of  thefe  fums  muft  be  ready  in  a  few  months. 
The  States,  therefbie^  have  opened  a  voluntary  fubfcripiion  for 
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the  period  of  one  year«  ThbCt  who  fubfcribe  for  thofe  ftitnft  will 
be  paid  on  the  ift  of  July»  17969  by  means  of  the  impofts  which 
ihafl  take  place.  Each  citizen  may  fubfcribe  a  fum  accxirding  to 
his  pleafure,  in  good  gold  or  filver  coin,  in  bank  bills,  as  well  at 
receipts  of  the  newly-eftabliflied  loan  bank,  and  the  bills  diftrtbuted 
by  the  committee  of  finances  as  an  exchange  for  the  French  adig^ 
nats.  Thefe  fums,  however,  mitft  be  advanced  a  third  in  fpecie» 
and  two-thirds  in  the  above-mentioned  bills.  The  fubfcribers  will 
obtain  bills  of  receipts,  and  receive  an  intereft  of  five  per  cent« 
annually.  All  the  municipalities  of  the  town  are  to  fend  about  to 
every  citizen  fubfcription  bills,  which  mu(l  be  filled  up  within  four 
days  time,  when  they  are  to  fend  thefe  lifts  to  the  committee,  of 
finances,  which  will  order  them  to  be  printed  and  publiihed,  by 
which  means  the  true  patriots  will  be  known.

THE  States  General  have  enjoined  citizen  Van  Haeften^  tkeir 
ambaifador  to  the  court  of  Vienna,  to  notify  to  the  Auftrian 
cabinet  the  treaty  of  alliance  concluded  with  the  French  Republici 
and  to  tender  to  the  faid  cabinet  its  good  offices  with  that  Republic 
to  haften  a  peace  between  the  two  powers. 

In  cafe  the  mediation  of  Holland  fhall  not  be  accepted,  citizen 
Van  Haeften  is  charged  to  declare,  that  by  the  treaty,  the  Repub- 
lic of  the  United  Provinces  has  engaged  itfelf  to  confider  as  its  own 
particular  enemies,  all  the  enemies  of  the  French  Republic ;  and 
after  having  made  this  declaration  to  his  orders  to  quit  the  capital 
of  Auftria  without  taking  leave.

Fermentation  has  taken  place  in  this  country.  The  Dutch 
phlegm  which  was  vifible  in  the  firft  operations  after  the 
dedrudtion  of  the  ancient  government,  and  which  feemed  to  (hrink 
from  deeds  of  blood,  appears  to  have  nearly  vanifhed.  Already 
have  difturbances  broken  out  in  feveral  places,  and  particularly  at 
Rotterdam.  The  provifional  reprefentatives  of  the  people  of  Hol« 
land  have  publifhed  a  proclamation,  in  which  they  difclofe  to  the 
people  their  apprehenfions  that  they  will  fufFer  themfelves  to  be  led 
into  criminal  exceiTes,  and  in  which  they  point  out  thofe  who  wifli 
to  produce  thefe  efieds. 

The  following  are  extradls  from  this  proclamation : 
«*  We  recolleft  with  joy  the  predidions  we  made  upon  juft  mo- 
tives, that  pofterity  would  learn  with  fentiments  of  deep  aftonifh- 
ment^  the  manner  in  which  the  people  of  Holland  had  adopted  thii 

happy 
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^appjr  revolo'tion :  how  few  difaflers^  in  a  country  in  which  the 
dignity  of  man  had  been  fo  long  debafed  by  flavery,  had  accompa- 
nwd  fo  great  and  extraordinary  a  change  \  how  little  confulion  was 
obfervable;  how  inviolable  the  refped  was  for  order;  and  how 
tigorous  the  fubmiflion  to  the  law." 

Aifter  having  faid  that  their  joy  was  leflened  by  the  events  of 
Rotterdam,  that  city  fo  celebrated  throughout  the  world,  the  re- 
piefentatives  add, 

'*  Who  is  there  that  can  really  doubt,  citizens,  that  the  manner 
in  which  one  part  of  the  burghers  of  Rotterdam  has  been  convoked 
and  aflembled ;  the  manner  in  which  they  have  deliberated  and 
pffid  itfolutions ;  the  manner  in  which  they  furrounded  the  town 
houfe,  and  extorted  from  the  regents  and  municipal  officers  ap- 
pointed by  the  thirteen  quarters,  refolutions  and  orders  \  who,  we 
%,  can  doubt  that  this  manner  of  ading  is  wholly  contrary  to  the 
order  eflabliihed  at  Rotterdam,  by  the  publication  of  the  loth  of 
Febroary.and.the  15th  of  May.     Who  can  doubt  the  informality, 
illegality,  and  nullity  of  what  has  been  done.     For  not  only  is  it 
contrary  to  the  form  fixed  upon  by  the  burghers  themfelves,  but  in 
h&  it  is  diametrically  contrary  to  the  facrcd  rights  of  man,  and  a 
citizen,  whence  liberty  flows,  and  that  form  the  balis  upQn  which^ 
IS  we  have  already  faid  in  our  publication  of  the  31ft  of  January 
Jafty  we  ought  to  eftablifh  our  adlions  and  our  proceedings*     In 
fiiA,  tile  fovereignty  of  the  people  is  openly  violated,  when  a  part 
of  that  people  can  force  fubmiflion  to  their  will,  or  prefcribc 
refolutions  to  the  regents,    whom  the  whole  people    have  ap* 
pointed.'' 

It  is  certain  that  the  infidlous  partifans,  or  the  infatuated  adhe- 
rents of  the  ancient  conditution  do  not  fufTer  fuch  occafions  to 
efcape  them,  in  order  to  deduce  from  liberty  a  falfe  enthufiafm, 
which  may  lead  to  a£lions  that  can  never  accord  with  the  principles 
ofjuftice,  of  good  order,  and  ot  law;  that  is  to  fay,  of  the  gene- 
ral «.iU  which  ought,  to  be  the  marked  and  proniinent  features  of 
eVery  republican.  Who  is  there  that  does  not  fee  that  the  Engliibj 
the  Orangifts,  and  the  Ariftocrats  in  our  country,  whilft  they  are 
watcjiing  the  moment  to  fap  our  happinefs,  and  are  endeavouring 
to  raife  the  value  of  fpecie,  will  maxe  every  effort  to  produce  difi 
tnrbances,  to  fow  the  feeds  of  difcord,  todeftroy  public  confidence, 
to  paralyfe  public  credit,  and  confequently  to  render  it  impoflible 
that  the  operations  of  finance  (hould  be  free  and  unfettered," 

lip  the  aifembly  of  the  proviGonal  reprefcntatives  of  the  people 
of  Holland,  a  report  was  made  on  the  2d  of  July,  in  which  it  is 
fitd  that  the  court  of  Berlin  refufed  tg  acknowledge  our  republic^ 
and  that  our  ambafladbr  at  the  Pruffian  court,  Van  Rheede,  had 
for  this  reafon,  folicited  his  recal.  The  country  being  thus 
threatened  by  new  dangers,  it  is  our  duty,  fay  the  provifional  re-* 
Vol.  III. — Part  ii.  H  ^refeutauv<'s^ 
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prefentativesy  to  purfue  more  vigorous  mcafures^  in  order  to  mam- 
tain  our  liberty  and  independence. 

After  the  neceflary  deliberations,  it  has  therefore  been  refolvedi 
-on  the  3d  indant,  to  fend  the  citizens  Paulus,  Hahn,  Gevers, 
Bosfield,  Loncq,  Berkhoud,  Weftwyk,  Fennekel,  Van  Orden, 
Howers,  La  Pierre,  and  H.  Gevers,  as  deputies  of  this  aflembly 
to  the  States  General,  and,  in  the  name  of  this  province,  to  pro« 
pofe,  in  the  moft  earned  manner, 

I.  That  the  minifters  of  this  Republic  at  Paris  be  informed  by 
the  States  General  of  the  defertion  of  a  part  of  our  army,  encou- 
raged by  the  machinations  of  a  foreign  power,  and  the  receptioB 
they  meet  with  on  the  foreign  territory. 

II.  That  the  faid  minifters  be  commiffioned  to  inform  the  Com 
mittee  of  public  fafety  of  thefe  circum (lances,  and  to  communi 
cate  to  the  fame  the  laft  difpatches  received  from  our  minifter  a 
Berlin,  Van  Kheede. 

III.  That  the  faid  minifters  do  alfo  communicate  to  the  (aoK 
committee,  a  copy  of  the  lecret  articles  of  the  treaty  concluded  01 
the  5th  of  April  between  France  and  Pruflia. 

IV.  That  the  faid  minifters  do  earneftly  requeft  the  French  go 
vernment,  without  any  delay,  to  demand  of  the  court  of  Berlin  ai 
explanation  concerning  the  reception  of  Dutch  deferters  in  th 
Pruflian  dominions,  together  with  a  declaration  that  his  Pruffiii 
Majefty  will  never  allow  an  armed  force,  hoftile  to  this  Republk; 
■to  be  aflembled  in  his  territory  ;  further  that  contents  of  the  thw 
called  fecret  articles  of  the  fore-mentioned  treaty  be  publicly  con- 
tradifted  and  difavowed. 

V.  That  the  faid  minifters  do  earneftly  demand  of  the  Frend 
government,  to  notify  to  the  court  of  Berlin  the  treaty  of  amity  am 
alliance  concluded  between  this  and  the  French  Republic  ;  that  thi 
faid  court  may  aftually  acknowledge  the  independence  of  the  Ba* 
tavian  Republic,  and  admit  a  minifter  appointed  by  this  common- 
wealth. 

The  States  General  came,  on  the  4th  inftant,  to  the  following

III.  1  hat  a  proclamation  (hall  be  publiftied  againft  emigranti 
and  deferters,  and 

IV.  That  the  moft  energetic  meafures  fhall  be  adopted  fuc- 
eefsfully  to  oppofe  all  a6ls  of  violence  ;  all  confufion  and  anarchi 
Irom  without,  as  well  as  within  the  country. 


Haguii 
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the  15th  inftant  the  reprefentatives  of  Holland  formally  re- 
folved  to  ele£):  a  national  convention,  according  to  the  plan 
propofed  to  convene  the  cithcens  of  Batavia.  The  faid  reprefenta- 
tives have  alfo  refolved,  that  all  the  fecretaries,  &c  of  the  refpcc-^ 
tive  municipalities^  recently  etcded  by  the  free  fuffrage  of  the 
people,  ihall  give  proper  fecurity  for  the  truft  repofed  in  them. 

A  few  days  ago  the  municipality  of  the  Hague  iiTued  a  fcvcre 
edifiy  refpe&ing  every  fort  of  provifions,  which  are  frequently 
foreftalled,  to  the  detriment  of  the  generality  of  the  citizens,  and 
Hold  afterwards  at  the  mod  exorbitant  prices.  A  loaf  of  coarfe  rye 
hready  of  6lb8.  cods  now  half  a  florin,  a  dearth  never  remembered 
m  the  United  Provinces.     ' 

The  governors  and  dIre£lors  of  the  Dutch  colony  of  Surinam 
havenotified  to  the  States  General,  that  intelligence  had  been  re* 
ceived  in  that  fettlement  of  the  revolution  which  has  taken  place 
in  the  United  Provinces,  but  that  it  liad  not  made  any  great  fen- 
fation. 

The  difference  which  has  hitherto  fubfifted  in  the  government  of 
Dutch  Brabant  has  been  entirely  adjufted,  and  that  country  will 
join  the  confederation  of  the  United  Provinces  in  the  courfe  of  next 
year,  and  will  form  the  eighth  province. 

The  delegates  of  the  Dutch  Eaft  India  company  have  made  a 
report  refpeding  that  body,  and  pointed  out  the  advantages  which 
the  Republic  derived  from  that  cc^oration;  the  merchandize  which 
that  cofifipany  fells  every  year,  amounts  to  20,000,000  of  florins  ; 
they  proved  that  a  free  navigation  to  India  for  every  citizen  would 
dcftroy  thofe  advantages;  farther,  that  the  company  is  in  arrear 
in  the  fum  of  800,800,000  florins,  owing  to  loans,  grants,  &c. 
made  from  1782,  to  1794. ;  and  that  the  chamber  of  Amftcrdam 
is  alone  in  arrears  to  the  amount  of  500,000,000.     The  report 
prefents  means  to  reAore  the  colony  again  to  its  flourifhing  con- 
dition, by  fuppreflTmg  the  di'rributiwn  of  fpices,  the  yachts,  the 
building  of  (hips,  and  the  importation  in   Dutch  bottoms,  the 
atx)lition  of  the  fix  chambers,  of  packets,  &c. 

A  loan  is  ereSed  for  the  benefit  of  Amftcrdam,  in  which  all 
the  citizens  of  that  city,  worth  above  2000  guilders,  are  obliged 
to  take  a  part ;  for  which  they  are  to  receive  3  J  per  cent. 

Upon  the  propofition  of  the  deputies  of  Friefland  it  was  re- 
folvcd  to  omit,  in  letters,  and  conclufions  thereof,  intended  for 
foreign  countries,  the  words  "  liberty  and  equality,*'  as  incom- 
patible with  the  titles  of  kings  and  princes.

IN  confequence  of  the  reprefentations  which  have  been  made 
to.  the  aiTembly,  and  in  confideration  of  the  fentiments  of  cordial 
friendihip  manifefted  in  the  admonition  of  the  National  Conven- 
tion of  France  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  country,  which  was  yef* 
terday. communicated  to  their  High  Mightinefles  by  citizen  Noel, 
minifter  plenipotentiary  from  the  French  Republic,  it  has  been  re-« 
folved  to  make  known  to  the  minifter.  plenipotentiary,  that  their 
H^  Milghtinefles  are  grateful  for  this  new  proof  of  the  true  and 
fioQere'intereft  which  the  French  government  continues  to  take  in

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the  welfare  and  tranquillity  of  this  country  ;  thai  they  Will  rcttirfi 
thofe  fentiments  by  all  poffible  means,  being  convinced  that  the 
bappinefs  of  the  two  nations  Is  infeparable  ;  and  that  the  enemy 
of  the  one  cannot  be  the  friend  of  the  other ;  and  that  the  agita- 
tions which  domcdic  or  foreign  malevolence  may  produce  in  either 
of  tlie  two  Republics,  cannot  fail  to  have  an  immediate  influence  on 
the  happinefs  of  the  other  ;  that  their  High  Mightineffes,  in  order 
to  revive  the  courage  of  the  good  citizens,  and  to  fruflrate  the  ma-, 
cfainations  of  the  bad,  have  caufed  the  faid  admonition  to  be  com-    i 
municated  to  the  nation,  through  the  medipm  of  a  publication,  ill 
order,  by  that  means,  to  manifeft  in  the  moft  evident  manner,  the 
fentiments  which  animate  the  French  government  with  regard  to 
the  ftate  of  affairs  in  this  country  ;  fentiments  worthy  of  a  nation 
which  has  not  hefitated  to  make  the  greateft  facrifices  j  and  which, 
by  its  own  experience,  has  a  right  to  warn  us  of  the  danger  that 
Tefults  from  inteftine  divifions  ;  that  their  High  Mightineifes  have  . 
no  doubt  that  the  faiid  admonition  will  make  the  mod  favourable 
impreffion  on  the  minds  of  the  people,  and  they  hope,   by  that 
means,  to  acquire  the  ability  of  co-operating,  in  an  efficacious 
manner,  for  the  purpofe  of  procuring  a  fair  and  permanent  peace ; 
that,  confidering  the  lentiments  of  the  French  government  in  a 
true  point  of  view,  they  requefl  the  minifter  plenipotentiary  Nod 
to  exprefs,  in  their  name,  their  gratitude  to  the  committee  of 
public  fafety  ^  that  it  has  been  peculiarly  gratifying  to  their  High 
MightineflTes  to  f(*e  the  faid  fentiments  manifefted  by  a  minifter, 
who,  by  his  perfonal  charafter,  has  merited  the  efteem  of  all  good 
citizens,  and  particularly  that  of  their  High  Mightinefles  ;  and  that 
the  prefent  refolution  of  their  High  MightinelTes  fhall  be  delivered 
to  the  faid  citizen  Noel   by  their  agent,  Sicher,  as  an  anfwer  to 
the  faid  admonition.

npHE  committtee  appointed  by  the  provifionary  reprefentatives 
-■■  of  the  people  of  Holland,  to  inquire  into  the  letter  written  by 
the  Prince  Stadtholder  to  the  governor  of  Surinam,  gave  in,  on  the 
29th  ult.  the  following  report  on  the  fubjeS,  to  the  affembly  of  the 
faid  reprefentatives  :— 

**  Citizens  Reprefentatives, 
"  You  have  been  pleafed  to  communicate  to  us  the  letter  written 
by  the  ci-devant  Stadtholder  to  F.  Frcderici,  the  governor  of  Suri- 
nam, dated  Kew,  Feb.  7,  1795,  which  contains  the  traitorous 
order,  *  to  admit  at  Paramaribo,  as  well  as  in  other  parts  of  ^e 
colony  of  Surinajn,  all  fuch  troops  as  fhould  be  fent  thither  by  his 
Biitacnic  Majefly  j  alfo  to  receive,  in  the  rivers  of  the  faid  co- 
lony, 
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Ion/,  all  fuch  men  of  war,  frigates,  and  armed  vcflels,  of  his  faid 
Majefty,  as  (hould  be  detached  to  Surinam  ;  and  to  confider  both 
tbefe  troops  and  (hips  as  belonging  to  a  friendly  and  allied  power. 
Mined  to  prevent  the  faid  colony  from  falling  into  the  hands  of 
the  French  ;  and  by  means  of  a  decree  palTcd  on  the  5th  of  Auguft, 
todcfirc  our  advice  concerning  this  letter.** 

We  ihould  long  ago  have  laid  before  you  our  report  relative 
to  this  writing,  but  for  our  having  fuppofed,  that  as  feveral  reports 
itated  the  thus  named^  houfe  of  Orange  to  be  on   the  point  of 
crowning  its  glaring  ingratitude  towards  its  native  country,  by  an 
open  manifefto  againd,  and  an  armed  invaHon  of  the  Republic,  you 
would  have  given  us  thereof  the  neccifary  information,  and  dcfired 
OS  to  coUedl  all  thefe  different  tranfadlions  in  one  and  the  fame  re- 
port ;  but  this  not  being  yet  done,  we  ihall  no  longer  delay  to  Izj 
before  you  our  opinion  on  the  letter  in  quclHon,  concerning  which 
but  few  words  will  be  fuiSicient  to  fhew  its  heinous  criminality ; 
offending  not  only  the  eternal  fundamental  principles  of  the  law  of 
nations,  but  alfo  the  conftitution  of  this  country.     Afluredly,  after 
the  traitorous  part  afted  by  William  V.  ever  fince  the  year  1780, 
after  all  which  has  happened  before,  during,  and  after  the  Englifli 
war;  after  his  wicked  oppofition  to  the  v\i(h  of  the  States,  and 
his  leaving  the  Hague  at  that  time  ;  after  his  fecret  and  open  con- 
fpiracies  againft  the  liberty  and  independence  of  the  country  ;  after 
lus  fcandalous  manifefto,  dated  Amersfort,  the  nth  of  September, 
1787  ;  after  having  reduced  the  country  by  a  foreign  army  ;  after 
having  covered  the  fame  with  affaflinations  and  plunder ;   after 
having  ruined  and  banifhed  thoufands  of  families,  perfecuted  the 
bed  patriots,  and,  under  the  title  of  conftitutional  mcafures,  e{la-p> 
blilhed  a  dreadful  government,  compofed  of  his  fadlion,  and  fup- 
ported  them  upwards  of  feven  years ;  after  having,  merely  for  his 
own  intered,  involved  this  land  in  the  moil  ruinous  war  ever  car- 
ried on  by  their  High  Might! neflfes ;  after  having  wafted  llreams  of 
blood,  and  millions  of  public  money  ;  after  having  brought  upon 
the  country  all  the  difafters  and  hardfhjps  infeparable  from  war, 
and  efpecially  from  the  prefence  of  bands  of  Englifh  troops ;  after 
having  thrown  into  the  utmoft  confufion  every  branch  of  adminif- 
tration  ;  and  at  laft,  when  our  diilrefs  had  reached  its  utmofl  pitch, 
and  God  himfelf  conduced  the  French  into  the  very  heart  of  this 
country,  after  having,  on  the  i8th  of  January,  faved  himfelf  and 
his  family  in  the  mod  (hameful  manner,  and  informed  their  High 
Mightinefles  in  a  famous  letter,  written  the  fame  day,  that,  defirous 
of  not  obftrufting  a  peace,  which  the  good  inhabitants  of  thefe 
provinces  ftood  fo  much  in  need  of,  he  had  refolved,  together  with 
his  whole  family,  for  fome  time  to  withdraw,  trufting  that  their 
High  Mightinefles  would  not  difapprove  this  meafure  ;  for  the  reft, 
offering  up  prayers  to  the  Moft  High,  that  he  would  vouchfafe  to 

fliowci' 
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ftower  down  his  choiceft  bleflings  over  his  beloviej  hltive  )au|| 
ice.  &c.  that  he  fincercly  lamented  not  to  be  able  any  longer  to 
render  himfelf  ufeful  to  the  commonwealth,  and  that  his  twofimsi 
who  departed  with  him,  had  laid  down  the  command  of  thearimei 
— after  all  this,  and  after  it  had  been  refolved  to  inform  the  cob- 
nels  and  commanding  officers  of  the  regiments. iii  the  ferviceoC 
the  flate,  as  well  as  all   governors  and  commanderSi  that  his 
Highnefs  had  abfented   himfelf  for  fome  time,   and    that   his 
two  fons  had  alfo  laid  down  their  command ;  William  V*  has  al- 
lowed himfelf  to  be  fo  far  mifled  by  his  traitorous  and  flavilh  fub* 
sniflion  to  England,  as  to  make  an  attempt,  without  being  invdled 
with  the  leaA  power  or  authority  for  that  purpofe,  and  of  couib 
traitoroufly  to  feducc  the  governor  of  fo  important  a  colony  fo 
commit  an  z&,  the  confequences  of  which  would  have  bechhigtib 
^pernicious  to  this  country  ;   and  by  doing  fo,  William  V*  .fiai 
clearly  and  prefently  rendered  himfelf  guilty  of  the  crime  of  hi(^ 
treafon  againft  the  Republic. 

We  muft,  however,  confefs,  thdt  we  have  by  no  meihis  been 
furprifed  by  this  criminal  proceeding.  After  all  the  tcanfaftioiis 
we  have  witnefled,  there  is  no  crime  againft  the  people  of  t&c 
United  Netherlands  in  general,  and  againft  the  liberty  and  ind&- 

{»endence  of  Holland  in  particular,  which  may  hot  be  expefi^ 
irom  William  V.  and,  among  all  the  Stadtholders  mentioned  In 
the  records  of  hiftory,  there  is  none  whofe  mifcondud  is  equial  to 
that  of  the  lad  of  them,  and  whofe  aft  of  accufation  it  wduld  be 
fo  eafy  to  draw  up,  as  that  of  William  V. 

Yet  it  is  requifite,  citizens  reprefentatives,  that  this  z&  te 
made  out  in  due  and  neceffary  form.  Europe  (hall  then  perceivei 
that  the  abolition  of  the  Stadtholderate  was  by  ho  means  the  ffiortV 
lived  refolve  of  levity ;  every  true  friend  of  liberty  fhall  hail  thib 
meafure,  and  rejoice  in  our  bleifed  revolution  \  his  partizans  (ball 
blufli  with  (hame,  and  many  an  eye  be  opened  to  the  light  of  truth. 
We  are  therefore  of  opinion,  that  the  proceeding/s  on  this  head 
cannot  be  carried  on  and  accompli  (hed  with  too  much  care  and 
legal  nicety,  and  having,  for  this  purpofe,  taken  into  confideratioh 
the  opinions  of  feveral  learned  and  enlightened  men  in  this  coun- 
try, we  give  it  as  our  advice,  *<  That  as  the  aforefaid'Ietter  of  the 
ci'devant  Stadtholder  has  been  communicated  to  you  by  their  High 
Might! nefles,  by  means  of  your  deputies  in  the  aflfembly  of  the 
States  General,  the  fame  is  to  be  returned  thither  in  the  fame  nuui- 
ner,  together  with  this  report,  to  be  laid  before  their  High  Mighti^ 
nefles,  and  that  your  faid  deputies  do  caufe,  as  foon  as  poflible,  the 
faid  writings  to  be  delivered  into  the  hands  of  Bavius  Veorda  and 
Jan  Valkenaar,  profeflbrs  at  Lcyden,  in  order  that  they  may  point 
out  the  moft  proper  manner  of  fcttingon  foot  and  conducing  thefe 
criminal  proceedings,  and  draw  up,  for  the  ufe  of  their  High 

Mighti- 
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Mightinefles^   a  fuccinft  zSt  of  accufation  againd  the  afortfaid 
William  V. 
We  fubmity  however,  this  advice  to  your  better  judgment.

FOR  feveral  days  there  have  been  fomedifturbances  in  this  city, 
m  account  of  a  fuppofltion  that  there  cxiils  among  a  part  of  the 
ancient  regency,  a  coalition  with  the  emigrants  at  Ofnaburgh. 
Extraordinary  patrolcs  have  paraded  the  (ireets  during  the  two  laft 
bights,  and  this  morning  the  gates  were  opened  at  a  very  late  hour. 
A  letter  fuppofed  to  have  been  written  from  the  Hague  has  been 
tbe  principal  caufe.  The  following  declaration  has  been  publifhed 
by  the  French  deputies,  Thibault  and  Ramel : 
.    Citizen  Prefident, 

Wc  learn,  that  in  the  city  of  Amfterdam  reports  are  circu- 
lated with  avidity,  and  believed  by  fome,  which  the  true  friends 
of  the  two  Republics  cannot  fee  accredited  without  being  indig* 
nant  at  them.  It  is  added,  that  they  are  founded  upon  a  letter 
from  the  Hague,  which  is  in  the  pofleflion  of  the  municipality. 

We  entreat  you  to  communicate  it  to  us  in  as  fpeedy  a  manner 
as  poflible,  in  order  that  we  may  inform  the  French  government 
of  it  without  delay.  It  is  not  our  intention,  Citizen  Prefident, 
to  reply  to  what  is  faid  in  that  letter  injurious  to  the  French  Rc« 
public,  particularly  in  a  part  which  we  hear  mentions  a  fecret 
negotiation  with  Great  Britain,  in  which  the  Dutch  government 
is  not  to  participate  ;  faSs,  the  folemnity  of  the'trealy  fworn  to 
by  the  two  nations,  the  loyalty  of  the  deputies  of  the  French  na- 
tion to  the^intereft  of  the  two  Republics,  dellrby  fuch  reports  in 
too  decifive  a  manner  to  render  it  neceflary  for  us  to  make  any 
frefli  proteftations. 

But  it  is  neceflary  that  we  fhould  reciprocally  know  our  com- 
mon enemies  ;  and  that  none  of  their  manoeuvres  may  efcape  u^^ 
we  are  perfuaded  that  the  municipality  of  Amfterdam  will  difap* 
point  them  by  their  prudence  and  firmnefs ;  and  that  they  may 
appreciate  every  thing  which  may  coincide  with  the  rumour,  wc 
entreat  them  to  be  aflured  that  the  two  Republics  will  unite  their 
ftrength,  in  order  that  principles  may  triumph,  that  the  friend& 
of  order  and  of  liberty  may  be  fuccefsful,  and  that  their  encnai^s 
may  have  a  laft  proof  of  the  ineflicacy  of  their  attempts.

courage  of  fome  citizens  that  this  city  is  indebted  for  its  prefcrva-     ^ 
tion  from  incalculable  evils,  communicate  to  their  fellow  citizens  ^ 
that  they  (hall  continue  to  fulfil  the  duties  which  they  took  an 
oath  to  difcharge,  and  that  they  (hall  fulfil  them  in  fpitc  of  dan- 
ger, and  even  death.     They  appeal  to  all  the  true  friends  of  that 
liberty  which  is  founded  upon  the  rights  of  man  and  of  the  citi- 
zen, to  have  at  heart  the  quiet  poflcflion  of  their  lives  and  pro- 
perty ;  to  range  themfelves  under  the  orders  of  officers  of  their 
refpeSive  fedions ;  and,  with  all  therr  might,  to  affift  their  rcprc-  ' 
fentatives  in  the  maintenance  of  order  and  tranquillity.

TXTHEREAS  the  countries  belonging  to  the  United  Provinces 
have,  for  fome  time  pafl,  been,  and  flill  continue  in  the 
pofTeflion  of  the  armies  of  France,  and  under  the  immediate  in- 
fluence and  dire6lion  of  the  perfons  who  exercife  the  powers  of 
government  in  France  :  and  whereas  divers  injurious  proceedings

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have  lately  be^n  had  in  the  faxtl  United  Provinces,  in  derogation 
of  the  honour  of  his  Majefty's  crown,  and  the  juft  rights  ot  his 
fubjeds ;  and  (hips  of  war,  fitted  out  from  the  ports  of  the  faid 
United  Provinces,  have  received  orders  to  take  and  deliroy  all  Bri- 
tilh  veflTels,  and  fome  Critilh  veiTels  have  been  adualiy  fo  taken  : 
his  Majeily,  therefore,  being  determined  to  take  fuch  meafures  as 
are  neceifary  for  vindicating  the  -lonour  of  his  crown,  and  for 
procuring  reparation  and  fatisfadion,  is  pleafcd,  by  and  with  the 
advice  of  his  privy  council,  to  order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered, 
that  general  rcprifals  be  granted  againlt  the  (hips,  goods,  and  fub- 
jcfis  of  the  United  Provinces,  fo  that  as  well  his  Majt  Ity's  fleet

afbrefaid  United  Provinces,  and  bring  the  fame  to  judgment  in 
any  of  the  courts  of  admiralty  within  his  Majefty's  dominions:

of  the  admiralty,  are  forthwith  to  prepare  the  draft  of  a  commif- 
(ion,  and  prefent  the  fame  to  his  Majefly  at  this  board,  autho* 
rifing  the  commiiTiijiners  for  executing  the  office  of  Lord  High 
Admiral,  or  any  perfon  or  perfons  by  them  cn?powcred  and  ap- 
pointed, to  iifue  forth  and  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprifal  to 
any  of  his  Majefty's  fubjefts,  or  others,  whom  the  faid  commif- 
fioners  (hall  deem  fitly  qualified  m  that  behalf,  for  the  appre- 
hending, feizing,  and  taking  the  (hips,  vcfTels,  and  goods  belong- 
ing to  the  United  Provinces,  and  their  vaffals  and  fubjcc^s,  or  any 
inhabiting  within  the  countries,  territories,  or  dominions  of  the 
aforefaid  United  Provinces;  and  that  fuch  p-^jwers  and  claufes  be 
inferted  in  the  faid  commi(fion  as  have  been   ufual,  and  are  ac- 
cohiing   to  former  precedents.     And  his  Majefty's  faid  acWocate 
general,  with  the  advocate  of  the  admiralty,  arc  alio  forthwith 
to  prepare  tte  draft  of  a  commiftion,  and  prefent  the  fame  to  his 
Maje(iy  at  this  board,  authorifing  the  faid  commiilioners  for  exe- 
cuting the   office  of  Lord  High  Admiral,  to  will  and  require  the 
high  court  of  admiralty  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  lieutenant  and 
judge  of  th.e   faid  court,  his  furrogate  or  furrogates,  as  alfo  the 
fcveral  courts  of  admiralty  within  his  Majefty's  dominions,  to 
take  cognizance  of,    and  judicially  proceed  upon,  all,  and  all 
manner  of  captures,  feizures,  prizes  and  reprifals  of  all  (hips  and 
goods  that  are  or  (hall  be  taken,  and  to'' hear  and  determine  the 
fame  ;  and,  according  to  the  courfe  of  admiralty,  and  the  laws  of 
nations,  to  adjudge  and  condemn  all  fuch  (hips,  veflels,  and  goods 
as  (hall  belong  to  the  United  Provinces,  or  their  vaflTals  and  fub- 
jeds,  or  to  any  others  inhabiting  within  any  of  the  countries^  tcr- 
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ritorieSy  ind  dominions  of  the  aforefaid  United  Provinces ;  wi 
that  fuch  powers  and  claufes  be  inferted  in  the  faid  comm^flionas 
have  beeti  ufual,  and  are  according  to  former  precedents:  and 
they  are  likewife  to  prepare,  and  lay  before  his  Majeily  at  this 
boardy  a  draft  of  fuch  inftru£lions  as  may  be  proper  to  be  fent 
to  the  courts  of  admiralty  in  his  Maje(ly*s  foreigrf  gcrverximents 
and  plantations  for  their  guidance  herein  ;  as  alfo  another  drait 
of  in(lru£lions  for  fuch  fhips  as  ihail  be  comn^iflioned  for  the  pur* 
pofes  aforementioned. 


Proceedings  of  the  German  Diet  sitting  at 

Ratisbon. 

'T'HE  Auftrian  minifter,  on  Monday  the  ift  of  June,  1795, 
opened  the  difcuffion  on  the  motion  for  peace,  agreeably  tq 
the  tenor  of  the  Imperial  decree  of  comnaidion,   dated!   19th  of 
May.*

The  P ruffian  minijier  fr§m  Magdeburg,  although  waiting  fyr 
further  inJiruSiions  relative  to  the  Imperial  decree  ^  and  the  points^ 
deliberation  to  be  propofed  by  the  directory  of  the  empire <,  made  the, 
following provijionary  declaration: 

He  aflured  the  alFembly  afrcfh  of  the  moft  fincere,  aSive,  and 
uninterrupted  intereft  which  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Pruffia  takes, 
and  alw^ays  will  take,  in  meafures  tending  to  the  welfare  and  pre- 
fervation  of  the  German  empire  ;  that  it  is  the  fincere  wi(h  of  his 
Majefty  to  give  proofs  of  thefe  fentiments  in  the  prefent  proceed- 
ini!s  relatiye  to  peace.  His  Majefty  refers  to  the  open  and  folemn 
declaration  which  was  made  in  his  name  on  the  8th  ult.-j^  to  the 
didature  of  the  diet  of  the  empire,  aftembled  under  its  fupreme 
chief,  to  his  moft  high  co-ftates,  to  ftiew  that  nothing  would  be 
To  agreeable  to  his  Majefty  as  to  receive  information  of  the  Impe- 
rial miniftcr^s  having  in  this  aftembly  made  a  verbal  overture  in 
^he  name  of  his  mancr,  in  his  quality  as  fupreme-  chief  of  the 
empire,  for  taking  aftive  meafures  to  commence  a  negotiation  for 
the  eftabliftimcnt  of  peace  to  Germany.  His  Majefty  the  King 
of  Pruflia,  on  his  part  declares,  to  have  been  entirely  guided  by 
his  patriotic  attachment  to  the  whole  empire,  when  he  concluded 
a  peace  with  the  French  Republic,  and  thus  opened  a  road  through 
\vhich  the  whole  of  Germany,  and  its  individual  ftates,  might  ad- 
vance to  embrace  the  bleflings  of  fpeedy  and  lafting  tranquillity. 
In  the  eleventh  article  of  that  treaty,  the  French  Jlcpublic  has 
promifcd  to  liften  favourably  to  amicable  propofals  from  any  o{

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the  princes  or  ftates  of  the  empire  who  fliould  apply  for  his  Mi« 

J'e&y's  mediation.  This  mediation  has  already  been  offered  by 
lis  Majefty  to  all  of  them.  But  his  Majedy  never  intended  to 
offer  ik  partially  to  individual  ftates,  nor,  as  has  been  reprefcnted 
in  fome  places,  vfiih  a  view  to  divide  into  parties  the  general  union 
and  intereft  of  the  eoipire.  His  Majefty,  on  the  contrary,  fo- 
lemnly  declares  it  to  be  his  moft  (incere  wifli,  that  the  whole  em- 

Eiro  would  delay  no  longer  the  preliminaries,  but  fpeedily  conclude 
general  peace,  of  which  it  is  fo  much  in  want ;  and  that  it 
would,  with  zeal  and  unanimity,  ftep  forward,  in  order  to  put  an 
end  to  this  fruitlefs  and  deftru^ive  .war,  particularly  during  this 
favourable  period  of  time,  when  a  beaten  road  already  has  been 
opened  for  that  purpofe.  In  cafe  thefe  offers  (hould  be  accepted 
by  the  German  States,  they  might  apply  to  him  as  a  co- Hate  of 
the  empire,  by  means  of  votes  colle£ted  for  that  purpofe  in  the 
aflembly  of  the  diet.  His  Majefty  promifesto  exert  his  good 
offices  with  the  French  Republic,  having  for  that  purpofe  left  open 
a  channel  for  negotiation. 

After  thefe  well-meant  offers,  his  Majefty  expedls  either  to  fee 
the  whole  empire  foon  unite  in  general  negotiations  for  peace,  or 
to  fee  the  majority  agree  to  it ;  but,  in  a  contrary  cafe,  any  indi- 
vidual ftate,  urged  by  necef&ty,  may,  without  exception,  confide 
in  his  Majefty^s  zealous  mediation  in  promoting  their  welfare. 

Augsburg  and  Treves  declared^ 

That  his  Highnefs  the  Eledor  is  willing  to  join  in  a'becoming 
peace,  und  in  delivering  the  empire  from  the  misfortunes  of  the 
war  under  which  it  at  prefent  labours ;  that  the  empire  ought  ta 
afiemble  under  its  chief,  according  to  the  forms  of  its  conftitu.- 
tion,  and  maintain  its  independence,  conformably  to  the  laudable 
example  of  our  anceftors.  Concerning  the  manner  in  which  ne- 
gotiations are  to  be  carried  on,  he  declares,  ift,  that  his  Imperial 
Majefty  (hould  be  defired  previoufly  to  fettle  the  preliminaries, 
and  to  communicate  them  to  the  empire  :  2dly,  that  Frankfort  is 
the  mpft  fit  place  for  a  congrefs  ;  and  in  cafe  this  place  fhould  be 
fiominated,  ineafures  for  its  fecurity  fhould  be  previoufly  taken  r 
^dly,  an  armiftice,  and  a  difcontinuance  of  all  requifitions  in  the 
territories  of  the  empire,  occupied  by  the  enemy  to  be  agreed  on; 
and  in  the  negotiations  to  claim  the  fortrefTes  of  Luxembourg, 
Mentz,  Philipfburg,  and  all  the  territories  on^  the  right  banks  of 
the  Rhine.  'Every  individual  ftate  fhall  be  at  liberty  to  fend  an 
ambaffador  to  the  congrefs  affembled  for  thefe  negotiations,  to 
reprefent  his  intereft,  and  his  defire  concerning  the  peace  to  be; 
cftabliOied. 

At  the  fame  time  it  may,  with  the  utmoft  confidence,  be  ex- 
peded,  from  the  cheerful  affurance  given  on  the  1 2th  of  December 
laft,  by  the  embaffy  from  the  ele£torate  of  Brandenburg,  in  the 
name  of  his  Pruifian  Majefty^  that  his  Majefty  wcHild  ck)  all  that 
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lies  in  his  power  in  order  to  procure  to  the  empire  fo  defirable  a 
peace,  by  endeavouring  to  accnmpliih  this  objeft  by  his  patriotic 
co-operation,   and  by  powerfully  fiipporting  the  articles  of  the 
negotiation,  for  the  interefl  of  the  German  empire;  for  which 
jtfTurance,  when  repeated  by  the  fame  ambaifadors  on  the  22d  of 
May  of  the  prefent  year,  due  thanks  had  been  given  by  the  em- 
pire to  his  PrulTian  Majefty,  for  his  declaration  in  favour  of  the 
indivifibility  of  the  empire,  and  the  prefervation  of  its  conftitu^ 
t!on.     Therefore,  it  may  with  confidence  be  relied  on,  that  his 
Pruflian  Majefty  would,  agreeably  to  his  declaration,  exert  all  his 
influence  to  bring  about  the  fo  much  wifhed-for  peace,  by  his 
patriotic  co-operation.     Laftly,  it  may  be  hoped,  that  a  firm  re- 
folution  would  be  taken  by  the  ftates  to  be  unanimous,  agreeable 
to  German  faith  and  honefty,  and  that  during  the  negotiations  the 
army  of  the  empire  (hould  not  be  weakened  by  any  of  the  con- 
tingents being  withdrawn, 

Hesse  Cassel,  notwithjianding  the  amhafj odors  of  that  Stafi 
vsaltedfor  injiruciions  concerning  the  points  of  deliberations  made  out  by 
the  DtreSlory  of  the  Empire  y  declared  provifionally  as  follows  : 

The  illuftrious  Landgrave  of  HeiTe  CatTel,  not  having  been 
able  to  reje£t  the  peaceable  overtures  made  to  hfm  in  the  prefent 
circumftances,  on  account  of  the  fituation  and  relations  of  his  do- 
minions, and  having  been  obliged  to  enter  into  negotiations,  in 
©fder  to  fecure  his  terrilories,  which  had  already  fuffered.  fo  much 
Try  the  rnroads  of  the  French  armies,  and  were  ftill  further  threat- 
ened by  the  dreadful  effefts  of  the  war  ;  declares,  at  the  fame  time, 
that  he  is  far  from  deviating  in  the  leaft  from  his  patriotic  attach- 
ment to  the  empire  \  that  he  has  taken  fuch  meafures  ibr  a  peace 
with  the  French  Republic  as  he  has  felt  himfelf  urged  to  by  the  law 
€xf  neceflity. 

At  the  fame  time  the  illuftrious  Landgrave  cannot  abftaia* 
from  confcfting  his  wifli,  that  the  further  interference  of  his  Im- 
perial Majefty,  united  with  the  co-operation  of  his  Pruflian  Ma- 
jefty, who  ought  to  be  folicited  for  this  purpofe  by  the  empire, 
might  foon  give  a  durable  peace  to  the  empire,  on  the  footing  of 
xhcflntus  quo  ante  bellutn. 

The  EleSforate  ^Saxony  voted  in  the  Electoral  College ^  as  well  as 
the  Electorate  ^Brandenburg,  who propofcd  as  an  addition^  that 
the  votes  Jhould  he  given  as  foon  as  pofjihle^  in  order  that'a  conclufum 
r if  pelting  the  negotiation  for  peace  might  fpeedily  be  made* 

The  following  are  the  contents  of  the  vote  of  the  Electorate  ef 
Saxony: 

ift.  To  invite  his  Majefty  the  Emperor  to  apply  for  a  con?-, 
grefs  for  peace  on  his  own  part  and  that  of  the  empire,  and  to 
fend  to  his  Pruffian  Majefty  the  neceflary  inftruSions.     2dly.  To 
propofe  Frankfort  as  the  place  for  holding  this  congrefs.     S^^ly* 
>|is  Imperial  Majefty  fliould,'  according  to  the  opinion  o*  the 

^m^ire. 
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empire,  (declared  on  the  22d  of  December  laft,)  previmifly  de- 
mand an  armidice.  4thly.  Concerning  the  conditions  of  peace: 
\\it flatus  quo  ante  bellufn  to  be  taken  as  the  bafis,  and  indemnifica- 
tions to  be  claimed.  5th1y.  The  deputation  from  the  empire  to 
be  as  little  numerous  as  polfible,  and  to  be  of  an  equal  number  of 
the  catholic  and  the  protcftant  religions.  To  confiil  of  two  depu- 
ties from  the  college  of  electors,  two  from  that  of  the  princes,  and 
of  two  from  the  towns  of  the  empire. 

The  Imperial  Ministers  injifted^ 

That  his  Imperial  Majelty  alone  Ihould  undertake  the  nego- 
tiations for  peace,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  llates  ol  the  empire, 
without  the  affiftance  of  the  King  of  PruflTia. 

In  the  fittings  of  the  diet  en  the  ^th  ofjune^  Brunswick- WoL- 

FENBUTTEL  fully  coincided  in  the  vote  of  Magdeburg.     Baden, 

Anhalt,  l^c,  declared  their  wi/Im's  to  requejl  the  King  of  Pruffins 

mediation  and  powerful  affijicnce  in  thefe  negotiations.  Wirtemberc 

voted  for  the  fpeedy  conclujion  of  a  truce  y  as  a  previous  meafure^  winch 

was  to  iafi  till  the  end  of  Augujl.     AU  the  other  votes  given  that  day^ 

Constance  alone  excepted^  were  in  favour  of  tl^e  mediation  of  the 

King  of  Prufjia^    and  propofed  Frankfort  as  the  fittefi  place  for  the 

t^ngrefs  to  be  held.     Hesse  Darmstadt  required  an  indemnifica^ 

tion  for  his  great  expences  during  the  war,  and  the  rejiitution  of  his 

dominions  and  rights  to  befecured  to  him  in  the  treaty. 

In  the  fittings  of  the  ()tb  of  June,  the  Ele^orate  <f  Hanover,  or 
as  it  is  called  in  the  diplomatic  flyle  of  the  empire y  <*  Brunfwick 
Luneniurgf*'  voted  in  the  Electoral  College  asfoilcivs: 

His  Majcfty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  in  quality  of  Eleflor 
of  Brunfwick  Lunenburg,  had  not,  as  is  well  known,  in  the  be- 
ginning of  the  conteft  with  France,  the  lead  fufpicion  of  its  ever 
breaking  out  into  a  war  of  the  empire,  and  had  even  propofed 
meafures  in  order  to  prevent  fuch  an  event.  After  the  war  of  the 
empire  had  been  refolved  on,  his  Majefty  in  no  manner  omitted  to 
fulfil  his  duties  of  a  co-Aate  ;  and  has  even  made  great  facriRces, 
and  given  the  mod  a^ive  afliftance  to  the  German  empire. 

But  however  (Irongly  it  was  the  wi(h  of  his  Majeily,  that  the 
war  and  the  defence  of  the  empire  ihould  be  carried  on  with  the 
utmoft  vigour,  circumAances  having  taken  a  different  turn,  his 
Majefty  is  ready  to  acknowledge  the  juflice  of  the  general  wifh  of 
Germany  for  the  ineiHmable  blefling^  of  peace.  On  the  12th  of 
December  lafl  year,  his  Majedy  declared  that  the  overtures  for  a 
peace,  and  what  part  the  aflembly  of  the  diet  fliould.take  in  them^ 
ought  to  be  determined  by  his  Imperial  Majefty,  as  chief  of  the 
empire  ;  and  fmce  the  decree  of  the  Imperial  court  has  lately  been 
laid  before  the  diet,  his  Majeily  thinks  it  a  duty  as  a  (late  of  the 
empire,  to  contribute  on  his  part  every  thing  ncceflary  for  pro- 
moting the  difcuifions  and  the  refolutions  of  this  aflembly  for  ob- 
taining that  falutary  and  fo  dcfirable  an  objeS.  His  Royal  Majeliy 
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ncknowledges  that  the  propofit?ons  ftated  In  the  Imperial  decree 
are  perfe<Sly  conflitutional ;  and  as  his  Royal  Majefiy  coincides 
entirely  with  the  contents  of  that  decree,  he  hopes  that  all  the 
ftates  will  a6l  in  concert,  and  under  the  diredion  of  the  chief  of 
the  empire,  in  order  to  accompiifh  this  wi(hed-for  peace  to  the 
empire.     Eut  as  the  deliberations  in  the  prefent  feflion  of  the  af- 
lembly  cannot  pofTibly  extend  to  all  the  different  circumftances  re« 
lative  to  this  bufinefs,  and  as  it  is  highly  neceffary  to  acquaint  )m 
Imperial  Majefty  previoufly  with  the  fentimcnts  of  the  ftates  of  the 
empire ;   it  is,  therefore,  the  opinion  of  his  Majefty  of  Great 
Britain,  in  his  quality  of  eledor  of  Brunfwick  and  Lunenburg, 
that  the  empire  ftiould  firft  intreat  his  Imperial  Majefty  to  take  the 
jieceifary  meafures  for  commencing  a  negotiation  for  the  peace 
with  France  ;  leaving  to  hi§  Imperial  Majefty  to  determine  upoa 
the  time,  the  manner,  and  the  place  of  the  congrefs ;  and  at  the 
fame  time  to  requeft  of  him  foon  to  acquaint  the  aflembly  with  the 
progrefs  of  his  endeavours. 

Bremen,  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Order  of  St.  Johk,  and 
Salzburgh  voted  alfoy  that  the  negotiations  be  diredled  by  his  Impe^ 
rial  Majejiy^  without  any  co-operation  of  the  King  ofPruffia. 

On  the  loth  of  June  the  following  declaration  was  made  in  the  name  ^ 
the  Elector  ^Cologne  : 

That  his  Imperial  Majefty  (hould  be  requefted  to  proppfe  without 
delay,  a  treaty  of  peace  to  France.  The  manner  in  which  this  is 
to  be  done  to  be  left  to  his  Imperial  Majefty :  the  interference  of 
Brandenburgh  was,  however,  again  to  be  recommended.  That  the 
negotiations  for  peace  ought  to  be  entered  into  immediately,  as 
real  danger  would  be  occalioned  by  delaying  it.  That  Frankfort, 
as  the  place  for  a  congrefs,  ought  to  be  cleared  of  all  foreign 
troops,  and  to  be  neutralized.  I'hat  an  armiftice  fhould  be  agreed 
upon  during  the  negotiations,  and 'all  hoftile  attacks  upon  Mentz, 
&c.  difcontinued.  That  in  the  event  of  a  peace,  the  principal 
objeft  ought  to  be,  the  integrity  of  the  empire,  and  the  reftitution 
of  its  territories,  as  before  the  breaking  out  of  hoftilities*  with 
France,  ought  to  be  the  firft  and  moft  eifential  condition  of  a  peace 
to  be  concluded  ;  that  Germany  ought  never  to  agree  to  a  difmem« 
berment,  or  the  lopping  oft'  of  whole  ftates  from  the  empire,  to 
the  end  that  the  exiftence  and  conftitution  of  the  whole  empire 
ihould  be  fecure.  Finally,  his  eleftoral  Highnefs  declares,  that 
provided  againft  all  probability  and  expedtation,  the  refult  of  this 
imdertaking,  fo  interefting  to  humanity,  (hould  not  anfwer  our 
hopes,  or  the  extravagant  conditions  fliould  make  a  reconciliation 
impoftible,  and  confequenily  a  continuance  of  the  war  neceflary, 
the  refolntions  of  the  empire,  taken  fince  1791,  ought  to  be  ad- 
hered to,  and  Germany  ought  to  ftiew  with  firmnefs  and  redoubled 
vigour,  that,  little  as  ftie  intends  to  trouble  herfelf  about  the  in^ 
ternal  conftitution  of  France,  Ihe  kAows  liow  to  refift,  in  a  manly 

way. 
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"VfZff  and  agreeably  to  her  national  fpirit,  the  domination  of  any 
foreign  power,  &c.  His  Highnefs  declares  that  he  will  facri- 
fice  Mood  and  treafure>  and  will  confide  entirely  in  the  fu^- 
pxeme  head  of  the  empire,  which  has  already,  during  the 
war,  made  fuch  great  facriiices  for  the  prcfervatton  of  the  empire^ 
that  it  will  take  the  propereft  meafure^  to  lead,  ufe,  and  apply 
that  national  fpirit.  But  (hould,  on  the  contrary,  which  it  U 
almoft  impollible  to  think,;  this  national  fpirit,  and  this  attach** 
fflent  to  the  conftimtion,  expire,  and  private  conreniencies  gaiii 
the  afcendancy,  inconceivable  coiifufion,  and  a  di Ablution  of  all 
the  ftates  of  the  topire,  and  the  whole  of  the  Germanic  body, 
would  1>e  the  confequenoe,  and  every  one  would  be  brought  to  th* 
melancholy  neceffity  to  feek  hi3  intereft  and  that  of  his  fubjcAs  id 
foreign  connexions,  which  we  pray  Divme  Fitovidence  may  avert 
from  our  beloved  country. 

The  Elector  $f  Mektz  made  thi/ollowing  declaration : 
It  appears  to  be  ntceflary  that  the  wiin  of  the  empire  to  enter 
into  negotiations  for  peace  with  France,  fliould  be  formally  laid 
before  France  in  the  name  of  the  emperor  and  the  empire  ;  and 
in  cafe  of  a  fimilar  inclination  on  the  part  of  the  French,  the  nc- 
ceflary  preliminaries  be  immediately  adjufted.     In  that  cafe  hit 
Majefty  ihould  therefore  be  intreated,  the  manner  to  be  entirely 
left  to  his  Imperial  Majefty,  to  communicate  to  France  that  on 
our  fide  a  peace,  and  if  poflible  an  immediate  one,  was  wifhed 
for ;  but  that  notwithftanding  this  wiih  for  a  general  peace  fhould 
not  in  the  leaft  hinder  the  fpecial  wi(h  for  a  peace  with  the  empire 
only,  nor  dela^  the  negotiations  ;  and  that  in  confeqiience  of  this, 
the  opening  of  negotiations  on  the  part  of  the  empire  was  fpeedily 
ezpefied.     Frankfort,  as  the  place  for  a  congrefs,  could  only  be 
guarded  by  the  troops  of  that  city.     It  was  expefied  that  in  the 
preliminaries,  if  not  a  total  armiftice,  at  leaft  a  difcontinuance  of 
all  executions,  requifitions,  and  deftruAion  of  the  ftates  of  the 
'empire  occupied  by  the  enemy,  ihould  be  agreed  upon,  and  alfo  a 
previous  declaration  on  the  part  of  France,  that  in  the  expelled 
negotiation  no  mention  (hould  be  made  of  places  or  fortifications 
which  at  prefent  remain  unconquered.    His  elefloral  highnefs  alfo 
wiihes  that  in  this  as  well  as  the  fubfequent  negotiations  for  peace, 
his  Majefty  the  King  of  Pniflia  might  aflift  with  his  co-operation 
in  thefe  and  all  other  propofals  agreed  upon,  according  to  the  con- 
ftimtion of  the  empire. 

Swedish  Pomerania  declared  as  follows: 
Animated  by  the  fincere  attachment  which  his  Majefty  the 
King  of  Sweden  feels  for  the  intereft  of  the  Germanic  empire, 
he  has  obferved  with  forrow  the  breaking  out  of  a  war  which  has 
now  been  carried  on  for  three^ears  with  inexpreflibledtfadvantage. 
His  Majefty  feels  the  greateft  concern  in  thinking  how  much  dif- 
after  might  have  been  prevented,  if,  in  a  true  eftimation  of  affairs, 
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the  errors  of  our  neighbours  had  not  been  fubmitted  to  the  decifiott 
of  the  fword^  but  had  been  left  to  be  fettled  in  an  amicable  manner 
betwixt  the  parties.  A  very  fmall  part  of  the  enormous  expences 
occafioned  by  this  war  would  have  been  fufficient  to  compenlate 
the  damages  fuftained  by  fomc  of  the  princes  of  the  empire,  whofe 
injury  is  given  as  the  motive  for,  and  whofe  reimburfement  as  the 
objeft  in  view,  by  carrying  on  this  war  of  the  empire ;  a  war 
which,  in  its  cunfcquences  and  efFe&s,  has  brought  devaftation  M 
thofe  countries,  and  ruin  and  mifery  on  the  whole  empire.  Ger- 
man armies  have  not  proved  viSorious,  and  redoubled  vigour  has 
been  infufhcient  to  regain  what  had  been  lod.  A  neighbouring 
independent  ftate  has  been  overpowered,  and  the  north  of  Ger- 
many even  expofed  to  the  dangers  of  an  invafion. 

This  was  the  alarming  fituation  of  the  Germanic  empire, 
when  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Pruilia,  moved  by  the  general  mi- 
fery, in  the  courfe  of  the  prefcnt  year  concluded  a  peace  wh 
France,  and  fo  opened  the  way  to  Germany  to  efFeft  a  pacification 
with  that  country.  His  Majelty  the  King  of  Sweden  tinding  it  juft 
to  acknowledge  France  as  a  Republic,  hefitates  not  a  moment  to 
join  in  the  above-mentioned  treaty,  in  the  quality  of  Duke  of  Po- 
merania,  and  of  courfe  to  refufe  on  his  part,  all  further  contribu- 
tions to  that  war  of  the  empire. 

The  Prince  Bishop  of  Munster  declared 

That  he  had,  during  this  war,  fulfilled  in  the  moft  exadl 
manner,  all  the  obligations  of  a  ftate  of  the  empire  ;  and  in  ofdcr 
to  avoid  all  other  conteit,  he  had  even  refufed  the  moft  advantageous 
treaties  of  fubfidy,  and  recalled  his  troops,  in  order  to  make  them 
a6l  in  concert  with  the  army  of  the  empire.  But  unexpededly  the 
corps  of  Auftrian  troops,  who  during  the  whole  winter  had  been 
quartered  in  the  neighbcrurhood  of  Munfter,  and  on  the  oppofite 
banks  of  the  tower  Rhine,  had  all  on  a  fudden  evacuated  thcfc 
countries,  which  fonherly  they  fo  giorioufly  defended ;  and  then 
the  fufcty  of  Munfter  was  entirely  ov,  ing  to  the  fpeedy  advancing 
of  the  Pruilian  troops  into  that  country.  It  was  only  the  prcfencc 
of  the  birave  Pruflian  troops,  and  the  order  and  difcipline  which 
was  obfervcd  by  them  during  their  ftay  at  Munfter,  that  procured 
to  that  country  tranquillity,  and  which  guaranteed  it  to  his  elcflo- 
ral  Highncfs  for  the  future,  leaving  him  only  the  moft  fincere  wifli 
that  the  fame  might  be  extended  to  his  co-ftatesof  the  empire, 

S  F I R  E  s  was  of  opinion^ 

That  the  treaty  of  Weftphalia  ftiould  become  the  bafis  of  the 
treaty  to  be  concluded  ;  that  France  ought  to  be  fatisfied  with  the 
rights  and  polFeflions  guaranteed  to  her  by  that  treaty  between  ber 
and  the  empire  ;  he  was  further  of  opinion  that  no  deputation 
from  the  empire  ftiould  be  appointed,  but.  that  his  Imperial  Ma- 
jefty flioiild  be  inverted  with  fujl  powers  to  negotiate,  with  this 

referve, 
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rcfcrve,  that  his  Imperial  Majcfly  fhould  inform  the  diet  from 
lime  to  time  of  the  progrefs  of  fiich  negotiation, 

Saxe-Weymar  voted  for  the  Jpcedy Jetting  on  foot  of  negotiathm  to 
hdireSfedby  the  Emperor ^  with  the  co-operation  o/PruJpa. 

Tbeftatei  ofSaxe-Gothoy  Saxe-Eifenach^  Saxe-Altenburg^  Henne* 
tergy  Bamberg y   Mecklenburg-Schweriny  Afecklenburg-Gu/troWy  Ho-' 
hnzollenty  fPetteraw,  the  counties  of  Franconia  and  of  JVeftphaliay 
hue  all  voted  for  the  mediation  of  Prujjia.     But  the  Jiates  of  Pajfau^ 
Liege,  Kempten^  Shwarzenburgy  and  the  prelates  of  Suabia,  have  made 
wmentionof  that  mediation. 
The  Elector  o/'Ba  v  ari  a  voted  in  the  fitting  of  the  1 7/A  Jioie. 
Amongll  other  things,  it  was  expreircd  that  his  Imperial  Ma- 
jefty  was  to  be  invited  in  the  name  of  the  empire,  formally  in  his 
oim  name  and  in  that  of  the  empire,  to  propofe  a  negotiation  of 
peace,  and  t6  procure  provifionally  during  the  negotiation,  a  cef- 
liition  of  hoftilities,  of  rcquifitions^  5;c.  in  the  countries  of  the 
empire  at  prefent  occupied  by  the  troops  of  the  enemy. 

His  elefloral  Highnefs  at  the  fame  time  thinks  it  ncceflary  and 
commendable  to  profit  by  the  conltitiitional  and  kind  otFcrs  made 
by  the  King  of  Pruflia,  to  facilitate  the  conclufion  of  that  univcr- 
fally  deiirable  peace.  It  was  ncceifary  alfo,  that  the  principal 
points  of  this  future  treaty  of  peace  fliould  be  founded  upon  the 
acknowledgnient  of  the  articles  of  the  peace  of  Weftphalia,  as  well 
as  thofe  treaties  of  peace  which  had  been  concluded  between  the 
German  empire  and  the  crown  of  France,  and  to  procure  a  juft 
indemnity  for  the  damages  done  to  the  ftatesof  the  empire  ;  as  alfo 
a  guarantee  for  its  future  fecurity  and  tranquillity.  And  in  order 
to  offer  this  negotiation,  a  deputation  from  the  empire  fhall  be 
appointed  under  the  fnperintendance  of  an  Imperial  commiilion. 

Lubeck  and  Holjlein-Oldenburg  join  the  majority  ;  Hildejbeim  and 
Paderbom  agree  to  all  prof  ojitions  made  in  the  diet. 

In  thejitting  of  the  Q.%d of  June^  Ratzeburo  declared. 
That  the  manner  in  which  the  propofal  for  peace  Ihould  be 
made  to  France,  ought  ^entirely  to  be  left  to  the  wifdom  of  his  Im- 
perial  Majefty,  according  to  the  afls  of  the  empire,  but  that  he 
iiould  negotiate  in  conjunftion  with  his  Pruflian  Majefty. 

The  Duke  of  Holstein-Gluckstadt  and  others,  voted. 
That  the  ways  and  means  of  obtaining  a  peace  with  France,  be 
totally  left  to  the  wifdom  and  prudence  of  his  Imperial  Majefty, 
with  reference  at  the  fame  time  to  the  good  office*  of  th^  King  of 
Pruflia. 

The  King  of  Denmark  declared,  as  Prince  of  the  Empire^ 
That  he  would  joyfully  agree  to  any  arrangements  that  might 
bring  on  a  fpecdy  peace  with  France. 

In  thejitting  of  the  26th  of  fune,  thirty-two  votes  ivere  given  for 
peace  In  the  college  of  princes.     In  the  college  of  electors,  feveral  votes 
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cami  in,  i/pectallyfrom  the  elisors  rf  CoUpu,  Brtttiintiurgf  Mapm^ 
and  the  Palatinate,  butjtvernl  of  them  Wire  ri'Cafitulaiimu. 

All  of  them  wijbfor  afpeedy  dicifion  of  the  diet,  efpedaUj  the  eltSer 
of  Cologne,  who^  in  the  fitting  of  the  26th,  as  Great  Ma/ier  ^Ae  Teu^ 
tonic  Order,  made  the  following  veryferioiu  rewim^ance  §m  the  pr^g 
necejjity  of  afpudy  peace. 

His  eledoral  Highnefs  of  Cologne  obfervd  withconcern,fnxn  the 
proceedings  of  the  coofultations  of  the  cUet,  which  has  lafted  alicady 
above  a  month,  and  from  the  protocols  made  out  in  confequcoco 
of  th'-a  ,  that  fome  individuals  do  not  feem  ferioufly  inclined  to 
haflcn  negotiations  for  peace,  and  that  it  feems  as  if  this  important . 
buHnefs,  vs^hich  ought  to  meet  with  no  delay*  wteld  be  lubjefied  to 
difBcLiltieSy  and  protra£led  to  an  unneceifiiry  length.  Thedamagi 
which  this  may  caufe  will  be  irreparable,  and  muft  be  more  fevndy 
.felt  by  thofe  whofe  territories  are  in  the  hands  of  theenemy»  wliQ 
by  this  delay  will  be  enabled  to  get  in  their  harveft,  and  convey  it 
to  their  own  dominions.  A  bufinefs  of  fuch  importance  to  the 
whole  empire  requires  a^ivity,  confidence,  unanimity,  and  the  ge- 
neral concurrence  of  all  parries :  any  deviation  from  this,  on  the 
contrary,  will  caufe  the  moft  dangerous  delays9  confufion,  and 
fchifms,  and  the  diflblution  of  the  ties  of  all  the  empije  i  which  at 
lail,  will  oblige  us  to  proceed  to  the  meafures  which  have  before 
been  mentioned  in  the  declaration  of  Cologne  on  th^  zoth  inilant. 
With  thefe  obfervations,  his  Electoral  Highnefs  unites  the  moft 
hearty  wifli  that  thefe  ruinous  confequences  may  be  prevented  in 
time,  and  will,  for  this  reafon,  willingly  confent  to  any  meafures 
which  may  be  taken  for  immediate  negotiation,  and  for  avoiding  all 
farther  delays 

The  Bohemian  ambajfador^  Count  Breuner,  being  prevented  hy  an  fV> 
difpojition^  could  not  attend  the  fitting  on  Friday  the  26tti  ofjum  \  hit 
being  apprehenfive  left  Mentz  might  iffue  a  conclufum,  be  appointed  tbo 
minjicr  of  Treves  to  protejifor  him  in  the  protocol,  againji  a  tC9  hqfif 
conclufum.  This  cauf^d  a  declaration  on  the  other  part,  that  the  ekC" 
toraJ  college  had  thought  of  nothing  lefs  than  /a  come  to  a  conclufum  \ 
and  that  although  it  w&s  not  intended  to  preclude  a  vote  of  Jo  much  con* 
feinence  as  that  of  Bohemia ;  yet  it  was  high  time  for  the  empire  to 
decide. 

The  EleEior  Palatine  of  Bavaria  wifhed  for  a  fpeedy  decifion 
and  termiharion  of  fo  important  an  obje£t,  particularly  in  thefe 
dangerous  circunnftaocef* 

The  Elector  of  ^RVsswiCK  declared,  that  in  conformity  with  the 
vote  already  given  on  the  8th  inftant,  his  eleAoral  Highnefi  does 
not  hefitate  to  repeat  here  the  propofition  which  fo  evidently  will 
bring  al  out  the  wiflied-for  end,  and  is  far  from  any  private  or 
felt-inteiefled  view,  except  to  contribute  to  a  conclufum  of  the 
diet.  His  Imperial  Majefty,  at  the  fame  time,  ought  to  bo 
untreated  to  take  the  fird  ftep  for  the  opening  o^  negotiations  tend- 
ing 
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inglo  a  fpeedy  pacification  between  the  empire  and  France,  and  to 
take  advantage  of  the  ailiftance  promifed  by  his  Majefty  the 
King  of  Pruffia;  particularly  in  this  refped,  his  elcdoral  High- 
Ofifi  adheres  to  the  declaxations  noade  by  the  electors  oi  Cologne 
aod  of  Saxony. 

The  Elisor  of  Saxony  declared  the  fame  opinion. 

Tbi  EleSor  nf  Brandenburg  referred  to  his  declaration  al- 
ready inferted  in  the  protocols  of  the  ifi  and  6th  inftant ;  repeat- 
log  in  the  moft  folemn  manner  his  mod  ardent  wilh  to  contribute 
(Qthis  bufinefs,  which  docs  not  permit  of  the  lead  protradion  or 
dehy^  in  order  to  draw  the  whole  empire  of  Germany  out  of  the 
dtagfrans  pofition  in  which  it  is  at  prefent,  and  to  infiire  its  con- 
AitutioD,  and  its  abfolute  integrity  without  the  leaft  divifion.  HU 
Fmffian  Majefty  declared  he  would  perfeSly  adhere  to  what  wai 
manifefted  and  propofed  in  fo  patriotic  a  manner  by  the  eledors 
of  Cologne  and  jBrunfwick,  with  refpedl  to  the  acceleration  of  the 
deliberatioas-of  the  diet,  which  have  fo  long  been  protraded,  and 
that  a  oonclufum  ihould  be  determined  upon,  relative  to  the  preli- 
minaury  points  of  the  negotiation  of  peace. 

The  EkBw  of  Mentz  dectared  his  vote  to  be  the  fame  with 
that  of  Brandenburg,  wiihing  a  fpeedy  conclufum  for  the  preli- 
miaaiies  of  a  negotiation,  dating,  that  the  particular  pofition  of 
the  dominions  of  the  ele&orate  of  Mentz  entitles  the  eledor  to 
make  thefe  propofals. 

n$  Dinhory  itcXzi^  fince  in  the  difcuflion  of  this  objed,  the 
accekmtion  ^  which  is  even  recommended  by  his  Imperial  Ma- 
jefty  himfelf  in  his  decree  of  commiflion,  there  expired,  fince  the 
day  in  which  the  propofition  has  been  made  in  circuh,  an  extent 
of  time,  almoft  equal  to  that  commonly  deftined  in  obje^s  of  much 
led  importance.  The  Diredory  thinks  that  it  fulfils  its  duty  in 
mamfeOing  in  the  college  of  the  eledors,  its  wi(h  for  the  adual 
termination  of  the  deliberations  on  fo  preifing  a  bufinefs ;  but 
particularly  in  fumiibing  a  new  opportunity  for  ulterior  delibera* 
tiaoMf  which  will  lead  to  this  wiihed-for  end.  However,  there 
exifts  as  yet  no  point  which  could  induce  to  an  entire  concliifion  of 
the  deliberatioDS,  relative  to  the  dircAoral  propofition  which  ha$ 
been  made,  to  which  the  above  declaration  from  the  ele  Aor  of  Bo« 
henaia  mig^  Rpply* 

Thereiore  the  Dire^ory  will  wait  for  the  ulterior  declarations 
from  the  illuftrious  ambafladors,  inviting  them  to  deliberate  amongft 
themfelves  upon  this  fubjeS,  in  the  hotel  of  the  Diredory. 

Tie  EUBordl  Aiinsfier  from  Bohemia  referred  to  the  declaration 
inferted  in  the  protocol,  referving  to  himfelf,  however,  to  regulate 
btfproceedings  according  to  events. 

The  other  eieSoral  minifters  ^cepted  of  the  propofed  confe- 
fPnce. 

Anothei 
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Another  cxtraorfinary  diet  was  held  on  Wcdnefday  the  ift  of 
July,  in  which  the  remaining  votes  in  the  college  of  the  princes  of 
the  empire  were  given. 

This  day  is  a  day  of  the  grcateft  moment  for  all  Germany,  for 
the  arrival  of  which  we  have  waited  with  the  utmoft  folicitude. 
The  elcftoral  envoys  went  to  the  council  before  ten  o'clock,  and 
thofe  of  the  princefs  affembled  much  fooner  than  in  common,  and 
a  conclufum  palTcd  in  both  colleges. 

On  the  part  of  the  elcftoral  college  an  anxiety  appeared,  that 
their  conclufum  fhould  be  adopted  as  the  ground-work  of  theap' 
probation  of  the  empire :   but  after  much  converfation  relative 
thereto,  the  conclufum  of  the  princes  was  agreed  upon  as  the  bafis 
of  the  approbation  of  the  empire.     On  the  relation  and  co-rcbtr 
f  ion  in  the  college  of  the  towns,  in  which  a  few  more  votes  were 
given  to-day,  an  uncommon  and  unexpefted  occurrence  happened, 
which  confifted  in  a  particular  refolution  on  the  part  of  the  col- 
lege of  the  towns,  and  from  which  they  could  not  deviate,  flating 
the  neceflity  of  their  conclufum  being  likewife  laid  before  his  Im- 
perial Majefty  ;  this  gave  birth  to  n^any  relations  and  go-relations, 
until  the  colleges  of  the  towns  declared  their  willingnefs  to  accede 
to  the  conclufum  of  the  two  fuperior  colleges  (fuh  fpe  ratij^  and 
thus  the  conclufum  of  the  princes  was  received  as  the  conclufum 
of  the  three  colleges. 

7he  ASf  containing  the  opinion  of  the  Empire^  of  whichy  as  has  been 
.  already  mentioned^  the  conclufum  of  the  College  of  Princes  was  taken 
as  the  hqfis,  is  as  follows : — 

IT  has  been  deemed  necefTary,  and  is  refolved,  i.  That  the  firm 
wilh  and  determination  of  the  empire  may  be  dired^ed  towards  ob-r 
taining,  by  the  undivided  and  fteady  union  of  the  different  ftates, 
a  general  peace  for  the  empire,  agreeably  to  its  conflitution  \  and, 
in  confequence,  a  reftoration  of  the  integrity  of  its  territories,  and 
its  conftitution,  in  the  moft  fpeedy  polFible  manner.  That  for  this 
purpofe,  2.  The  inclination  and  readinefs  of  the  empire  for  open- 
ing negotiations  for  peace,  ought  to  be  declared  to  France,  and  agree- 
ments about  the  time  and  place  for  a  meeting  of  both  parties  en- 
tered into.  That,  3.  This  firil  introdudion  fhould  be  left  folely  to 
the  wifdom  of  his  Imperial  Majefly  ;  he  is,  however,  refpedfully 
delircd  to  forward  it  with  the  utmoft  fpeed,  to  appoint  Frankfort 
as  the  place  of  Congrefs  ^  or,  in  cafe  any  objeftions  to  this  place 
Ihould  exift,  to  name  any  other  place  convenient  for  the  purpofe,  to 
take  all  the  meafures  neceffary  for  the  full  fecurity  of  the  Congrefs, 
and  to  think  at  the  fame  time  (if  it  can  be  done  conveniently  with*- 
out  endangering  the  negotiations)  if  not  an  armiftice,  however,  of 
difcontinuing  all  requifitions  and  devaftations,  and  to  make  the 
diet  acquainted  with  what  fuccefs  thefe  proceedings  are  attended, 
4,  That  for  the  better  gaining  of  this  purpofe,  his  Majefty  the 

king 
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Kingof  Pruffia  may  be  made  acquainted  with  the  confidence  and  the 
wifli  of  the  empire,  that  he,  according  to  his  frequent  voluntary  and 
conrolatory  aifurances,  would  aflid,  by  his  co-operation  and  inter- 
ference, in  gaining  a  peace  which  might  fecure  the  integrity  and 
conftitution  of  the  empire.  And  5.  That,  while  his  Imperial 
Majcfty  was  thus  occupied  in  taking  the  meafures  necelFary  for  the 
opening  negotiations,  the  deliberations  on  the  remaining  points  of 
the  Aulic  decree  (hould  be  continued,  and  as  foon  as  poflible  the 
cunciufion  of  it  forwarded. 

On  the  \fi  o/yuly^  Count  GortZy  the  Pniffian  Mintfteryinade  a  declaration 
to  the  Diet  of  Ratijhoriy  in  nearly  the  following  wvrds : 

The  King,  my  mader,  infifts,  that  his  Imperial  Majefly,  as 
chief  of  the  empire,  (hall  accept  a  peace  for  the  Germanic  States, 
as  the  French  nation  defires  to  live  on  a  friendly  footing  with  every 
other  powen  But  if,  after  being  informed  of  this,  the  emperor 
fliall  not  give  a  fatisfaciory  anfwer,  then  it  is  the  intention  of  his 
Pru(Ban  Majeflyi  to  take  proper  itcps  for  concluding  a  peace  bo» 
tween  the  Germanic  States  and  the  French  Republic. 

In  confequcnce  of  this  declaration,  tlie  minifler  of  the  King 
of  Pruffia  has  defired  the  mlnifter  of  the  Kleftor  of  Mentz  to  open 
the  protocol,  for  the  purpofe  of  communicating  this  refolution  of 
his  Pruffian  Majefty  to  the  Germanic  body. 

yuly  24.  The  protocol  was  opened  this  day,  for  nominating  a 
deputation  to  make  peace  for  the  empire. 

Magdeburg  propofed  a  deputation  of  ciglit  ftates,  and  nominated 
on  the  part  of  the  catholics — Mentz,  Aultria,  the  Grand  Matter 
of  the  Teutonic  Order ;  and  if  this  laft  had  not  a  majority,  Wurtz- 
bourg  to  be  in  his  itead. 

On  the  part  of  the  evangelicals,  or  proteftants — Saxony,  Brc- 
QieD,  Wurtemburg,  (and  if  not  a  majority,  Baaden)  and  the  Im- 
perial city  of  Frankfort ;  but  if  the  number  of  ten  fhould  be 
thought  better,  Bavaria  and  the  Wetteravian  counts  are  propofed. 

His  Pruflian  Majetty  in  this  cafe  willingly  relinquifhes  his  un* 
doubted  right  of  deputation,  and  declares,  that  in  efFcding  a  peace* 
for  which  his  mediation  has  been  defired,  his  principal  obje^  (hall 
be,  prefcrving  the  conftitution  and  integrity  of  the  empire  inviolate 
as  much  as  poflibly  depends  upon  him ;  and  that  it  is  Ivis  moft 
earneft  wi(h  to  meet  his  Imperial  Majefty  as  head  of  the  empire, 
in  the  readied  manner,  and  to  the  belt  of  his  power  to  contribute 
in  every  thing  for  the  rood:  perfe£^  underftanding  with  his  Imperial 
Majefty  for  promoting  the  negotiations  of  peace. 

Magdeburg,  among  others,  voted  for  Brunfwick  Wolfeabuttel. 

The  clcftor  of  Brunfwick  declared  in  this  icffions,  his  determi- 
nation to  agree  to  the  laft  fifty -Roman  montlis^  on  condition  of  de- 
dttfting  the  quota  on  account  of  *^Bentheipi ;  and  that  his  Britannia 
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Majefty,  as  ete^or  of  Hanover,  expeded  fatirfaSlioa  IbUr  hi^  Ac^ 

mands  on  the  empire,  made  long  ago. 

Near  twenty  more  votes  were  given  for  a  deputation  to  cflablilh 

peace. 
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RaHJhon,  Jugu/l  6. 

A  T  length  the  long  expeded  and  long  wi(hed-fdr  ratification  iif 
^^  the  Imperial  court  has  arrived  to  the  Difiator  of  the  diet^ 
which  is  introdudory  to  the  bleflings  of  peace  to  the  empire,  and  ii 
dated  Vienna,  29th  of  July.  After  reftoring  and  eftablifhing  the 
|K>ints  contained  in  the  a£ls  of  the  empire,  of  the  3d  of  July,  this 
important  ratification  ftates  verbally,  as  folldws : 

His  Imperial  Majefty,  above  all,  returns  bis  warmeft  acknow* 
kdgments  to  the  Ele£lors,  Princes,  and  States,  for  the  gratefid 
fentiments  they  have  exprefled  towards  his  Majefty  for  his  finceit 
and  zealous  endeavours  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  empire. 

As  chief  of  the  Germanic  body,  he  feejs  peculiar  fatisiadion  tt>' 
iind,  that  in  the  fecond  fe&ion  of  the  advice  of  the  empire,  it  has 
been  declared  to  be  the  conftant  wifli  and  firm  refolutton  of  all  its 
members,  to  obtain  a  general  peace  for  the  empire,  in  an  aniffl- 
paired  and  unalterable  jun&ion  of  all  the  States  of  the  empire  widi 
Its  fupreme  chief,  as  foon  as  poflible,  in  a  folid  and  conflitutional 
manner.  It  is  moreover  declared,  that  the  full  reftitution  of  it» 
territory,  and  fecurity  of  the  Germanic  conftitution,  (hall  forpi  the 
bafis  of  a  treaty  of  peace,  according  to  the  fundamental  principles 
laid  down  in  the  advice  of  the  empire,  of  22d  December  laft  year, 
and  approved  of  by  his  Majefty,  with  refpedl  to  the  attainment  of 
a  reafonable,  juft,  and  honourable  peace. 

This  defire  and  refolution,  (for  according  to  the  fundamental 
laws  of  the  German  conditution,  in  all  matters  concerning  a  peace 
or  war  of  the  empire,  its  fupreme  chief  can  neither  be  feparated  from 
its  members,  nor  the  latter  from  the  former)  is  the  true  and  praife- 
worthy  expreflion  of  conftitutional,  generous,  and  patriotic  fenti* 
ro'ents,  and  the  conftitution  of  Germany  may  ftill  fubfiflr  for  a  long 
feries  of  years,  if  the  Ele&ors,  Princes,  and  Sutes,  fenfibleof  their 
duty,  and  animated  by  patriotifm  and  public  fpirit,  remun  fiiithfuL 
to  the  fentiments  thus  folemnly  declared. 

His  Majefty  having  frequently  proved,  and  but  very  lately  de* 
clared  in  the  court-decree  of  the  loth  of  May,  his  inviolable  at- 
tachment to  the  German  conftitution,  and  his  ardent  zeal  for  the 
prefervation  of  all  its  parts,  rights,  and  members,  it  would  be  in 
open  contradifUon  with  his  own  declarations  and  anions,  if  he 
did  hot  readily  and  fully  approve  and  ratify  the  afore(aid  fecund 
fe(Slion>  which  fo  perfe&ly  agrees  .with  his  paternal  fentimenu 
and  duiies>  as  chief -pf  the  empire. 

His 
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His  Imperial  Majcfty  farther  dcchres,  that  he  is  ready  to  take 
upon  himfelf  the  require  J  firft  intrcxlii£lion  of  pacificatory  ncgoti« 
ations,  which,  as  far  as  it  relates  to  the  place  where  the  congrefs 
is  to  be  held,  has  been  entirely  left  to  his  Imperial  Majcfly's  own 
judgment  and  difcrelion.  In  order  as  much  as  pofTible  to  accele- 
rate the  conclufum.  of  a  peace  to  the  empire,  purfunnt  to  the  wifh 
of  the  diet,  his  Imperial  Majefly,  in  his  quality  as  chief  of  the 
Germanic  body^  has  for  this  purpofc  already  taken  the  neccffary 
fleps,  of  the  refult  of  which  he  will  not  fail  in  due  time  to  inform 
the  diet,  as  well  as  the  place  where  the  negotiations  for  peace  are 
to  be  carried  on. 

The  queflion,  Whether,  without  any  prejudice  to  the  future  ne- 
gotiations of  peace,  it  will  be  pofllble  to  obtain  an  armifticc,  can 
lardly  be  decided  before  the  faid  negotiations  are  aftually  fct  on 
foot;  and  in  purfuance  of  the  Imperial  decree,  concerning  the  ad- 
vice of  the  empire  of  the  22d  of  December,   a  probable  profpeft 
opens  to  obtain  a  reafonable,  jufl,  and  honourable  peace  ;  whence, 
and  indeed  in  every  polfiblc  cafe,  there  arifes  the  cru<^l  ncceflTity, 
i'     that  the  EleSors,  Princes,  and  States,  conformably  to  their  duty 
:      and  their  own  declarations,  do  not  negleft,  but  perfift   in  their 
I      united  and  conftitutional  means  of  defence,  until  Germany  has  ob- 
tained the  blcflings  of  a  general  peace  for  the  empire. 

Meanwhile,  tlu:  diet  may  redalliired,  that  if  his  Imperial  Ma- 
jefty  fhould  be  able,  on  behalf  of  fufFlring  humanity,  to  obtain  fro« 
the  prefent  rulers  of  France,  who  feem  to  have  adopted  more  mo- 
derate fentiments,  a  modification  or  temporary  paufe  of  hoilile  re- 
/juifitions  and  devaftations,  he  will  not  fail  to  make,  for  that  pur- 
pofe,  the  neceifary  propofals. 

As  to  the  refl,  his  Imperial  Majefty  is  of  opinion,  that  hitherto 
no  political  relations  exilt,  which  urge  the  neceility  of  accepting  a 
mediator,  although  clothed  with  all  the  ncceflary  requifites  in  point 
of  (kill,  prudence,  fincerity,  and  impartiality;  nor  docs  his  Ma- 
jefliy  fee  the  neceffity  of  accepting  the  mediation  of  a  third  perfon. 
If  the  German  empire,  the  firlt  in  point  of  rank,  and  mighty 
and  powerful  in  its  chief  and  its  members,  is  with  true  Germaa 
fpirit  united  for  a  grand  and  momentous  purpofe,  there  is*no  doubt 
but  it  poflefles  fuflicient  authority  and  power  to  obtain  a  reafonable, 
juft,  and  honourable  peace.  But  as  the  diet,  according  to  the 
plurality  of  votes,  finds  a  peculiar  fatisfaftion  in  feeing  his  Ma- 
jcfty, the  King  of  Pruflia,  co-operate  for  that  purpofe,  his  Imperial 
Majefty — provided,  however,  that  it  does  not  tend  to  the  prejudice 
either  of  the  immediate  negotiations  for  peace  between  the  fupreme 
chief  of  the  empire,  the  deputed  States,  and  the  deputies  of  France, 
or  of  the  conftitutional  proceedings  in  all  other  refpeSs,  readily 
complies  with  the  States  of  the  empire,  and  under  this  provifo  con- 
fents  that  his  Pruffian  Majefty,  according  to  his  own  repeated  vo- 
VoL.  III.— tPart  ii.  'L  luntary 
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luntary  offers,  may  on  his  part  employ  his  good  offices  with  France 
to  obtain,  on  the  bafis  agreed  and  determined  upQn^  a  peace  for  the 
empire,  which  reftores  its  integrity,  and  fecures  its  conAitution. 

Laftly,  his  Majelty  repeats  once  more  the  declaration  4et  forth 
in  ihe  Imperial  court  decree  of  the  icth  of  May,  which  cannot  be 
too  often  repeated,  viz.  that  the  political  importance  of  Germany 
refls  on  the  clofe  and  happy  union  between  the  Supreme  Chief  of 
the  empire,  and  the  Elcftors,  Princes,  and  States;  and  its  welfare 
depends  on  the  inviolability  of  its  fundamental  laws.  Tbefc 
ought  to  guide  the  chief,  as  well  as  the  members. 

His  Majefty,  who  not  only  in  virtue  of  his  Imperial  officCi 
but  alfo  by  a  folemn  com^pa£l  between  him  and  the  ele£lors,  ii 
charged  with  the  adminiftration  of  jiiftice,  is  therefore  obliged. 


which  are  of  the  greateft  importance  for  the  fafety  ^nd  welfare  of 
the  German  empire. 

»  Auguji  1 6.  The  Eleftors  of  Saxony  and  Brunfwick  delivered 
the  day  before  ycfterday  their  fuffrages,  in  a  manner  entirely  con- 
formable :  there  is  in  the  mean  time  an  appearance,  that  the  deli- 
beration on  the  objciS  of  the  deputation  which  has  continued  fo 
long  a  time,  approaches  at  length  to  its  entire  termination  in  the 
college  of  Klcftors  and  Princes  :  only  it  appears  that  the  Imperial 
cities,  in  cafe  of  a  non-reunion  with  its  colleges,  will  renew,  in 
the  fame  manner,  as  on  the  3d  of  July  this  year,  fome  movements. 
Then  the  rebtion  and  co-relation  will  take  place,  which  was  urged 
fo  flrongly  on  the  maintaining  of  their  own  proper  conclufum. 

Auguji  18.  In  the  fitting  of  the  diet  the  day  before  yefterday, 
Salfburg,  which  has  united  itfelf  to  the  other  epifcopal  ambafladors, 
made  a  propofal  in  the  college  of  Princes,  to  unite  to  the  deputa- 
tion an  ecclefiaftical  ftate,  in  confidcration  of  its  epifcopal  rights  ; 
in  confcquencc  of  which,  the  Eledlor  of  Cologne,  in  quality  of 
grand  mafter  of  the  Teutonic  Order,  and  alfo  as  Biihop  of  Munfter, 
was  clc(^ed  by  a  plurality  of  voices  to  co-operate  with  the  States  of 
the  empire.  The  plurality  of  voices  in  the  college  of  cities  is 
for  twelve  deputies,  agreeably  to  the  fuffrage  declared  by  Auftria. 

AuguJI  24.  On  the  21ft  inftant,  the  point  concerning  the  number 
and  elc6lion  of  deputies  was  brought  to  a  conclufion ;  when  the 
majority  of  votes  was  found  to  be  in  favour  of  the  number  of  ten 
deputies.  A  difference  which  arofe  between  the  grand  mailer  of  the 
Teutonic  Order  and  Wiirtzburgh,  on  account  of  being  both  eleded 
deputies  by  a  parity  of  votes,  having  been  done  away  by  the  former

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giving  up  his  claim,  the  proje£l  of  the  conclufum  was  read  by  the 
dire&ory  of  the  diet,  according  to  which  the  following  States  are 
dcfted  deputies  of  the  empire : — 

Of  the  eleSoral  college,  Mentz  and  Saxony. 

Of  the  college  of  princes,  Auftria,  Bremen,  Bavaria,  Hefle- 
Darmftadt,  Wurtzburgh,  Baden. 

Of  the  college  of  the  Imperial  cities,  Augfburgh  and  Frankfort. 

As  the  conclufum  of  the  eledoral  college  was  found  perfectly 
to  agree  with  that  of  the  college  of  princes,  the  college  of  the 
Imperial  cities,  which  at  firfl  infifled  on  the  number  of  tv^xlve 
deputies,  and  the  addition  of  two  States  from  among  the  counts  of 
Wettaravia  and  the  prelates  of  Swabia,  at  length  acceded  to  the 
iame;  the  former  conclufum  is  to  be  made  the  bafis  of  the  advice 
of  the  empire  concerning  the  deputies  for  th-j  negotiations  of 
peace,  which  will  be  publifhcd,  or,  as  the  phrafe  is,  di6tatcd  to- 
morrow, and  is  in  fubftance  the  fame  as  the  faid  conclufum. 

For  the  reft,  the  diet  continues  to  deliberate  on  the  fubjefl  of 
peace,  and  feveral  memoirs  have  been  lately  prefented  by  Salm- 
Braumefels,  Helfe-Rheinfclds,  Prince-Bifliop  of  Bafle,  and  other 
ftates,  infixing  on  the  full  reftitution  of  the  territories  and  re- 
venues occupied  and  feized  on  by  the  French. 

Thq  credentials  of  the  Chevalier  Walpole,  the  new  Englifh 
envoy,  were  made  public  on  the  21ft  by  a  decree  of  the  empire, 

September  !!• 

The  deliberations  of  the  diet  are  now  confined  to  "the  inftruc- 
tions  and  plenipotentiary  powers  to  be  given  to  the  deputies  for 
negotiating  peace. 

Wurtzburgh,  in  order  to  prevent  prolonging  the  bufinefs  by 
formalities,  has  propofed  that  the  treaty  of  Wellphalia  fhall  be 
the  bads,  and  that  an  indemnification  for  loflts  be  proptrfbd  ;  but 
it  is  not  likely  that  even  on  thefe  points  the  difcuflions  will  fooa 
b^  finifhed, 

September  i8. 

Count  de  Goertz,  the  comitial  envoy  of  Brandenburg  now  here, 
has  prefented  a  memorial  to  the  diet,  in  which  he  declares,  in  the 
name  of  his  matter,  that  his  Majefty,  as  a  preparatory  ftep  towards 
obtaining  a  peace,  had  not  the  mod  diftant  idea  of  interfering  in  any 
manner,  without  the  concurrence  of  either  the  head  of  the  empire, 
or  his  co-eftates,  in  the  overtures  for  a  negotiation,  and  that  he 
had  caufed  his  minifter  de  Hardenberg,  to  deliver  a  note  relative  * 
thereto  to  the  French  plenipotentiary  Barthelemy. — That  his  Ma- 
jefty, however,  fees  with  grief,  that  the  end  of  thefe  overtures, 
although  grounded  upon  the  pured  intention^  and  wifhes  of  his 
Majefty,  has  not  anfwered  his  patriotic  expeSations,  and  thinkft 
it  in  no  wife  neceflary  to  reprefent  to  his  feveral  high  co-eftates. 
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that  the  necedity  and  indifpenfabirity  of  cfFeftual  overtures  of  peace 
to  be  made  to  France^  bccorties  from  day  td  day  more  prefling,  and  * 
that  the  main  objeS  of  procuring  fecurity  and  tranquillity  to  the 
cmpijc  cannot  be  obtained,  except  by  a  full  good  underflanding, 
and  fpeedy  meafures  in  regard  lo  the  pacification. 

In  this  fituation,  nothing  more  cflential  remains  for  his  Majefly 
to  do,  before  the  aftual  overtures  for  peace  be  made  by  the  em|>ire, 
under  tlie  direftion  of  its  auguft  head,  but  fimply  to  await  the  iflue 
of  the  faid  negotiations,  although  with  the  mod  lively  wifli  for  its 
fuccefs,  in  accelerating  their  fahitary  v^ork. 
■    His  Majefly,  having  at  all  times  given  the  moft  lively  and  un- 
deniable proofs,  in  moft  perfeft  harmony  with  the  Emprefs,  of 
his  aftivity  in  every  thing  that  is  conducive  to  the  weal  and  fal-. 
vation  of  the  German  empire,  wi(hes  hereby  to  repeat  his  aflb- 
rances,  that  To  far  froni  vvifliing  to*  withdraw  his  anxious  media- 
tion and  co-operation  in  favour  of  the  empire  in  general,  and  his 
feveral  co-eftates   in  particular,  he  will  contribute,  agreeably  to 
the  expteffion  contained  in  the   high  Imperial  decree  of  ratifica- 
ticn,  on  hispart,  every  thing  to  the'utmcft  of  his  power,  which  ^ 
may  appear  of  any  effefl  and  ufe  in  alleviating  the  mifefies  of  thc^ 
whole  empire  and  its  oppreffed  ftates,  if  even  the  continuation  of 
hoftilities  ihould  render  the  danger  ftill  more  prefling  and  confi- 
derable,  in  the  manner  ftated  in  his  declaration  of  the  ift  of  July 
of  the  prefent  year. 

His  Majefty,  though  always  willing  to  interfere  with  his  media- 
tion and  co-operation,  will,  notwithftanding,  think  it  below  his 
dignity  to  tender  them  in  a  manner  in  which,  agreeably  to  the 
political  fituation  of  affairs,  they  might  not  be  confidered  as  ne- 
ceflTary,  advifeable,  Or  ufeful, — His  Majefty  will,  neverthelcfs, 
m^ke  the  maxim  hereby  declared,  an  abfolute  rule  for  the  future 
meafures  to  be  taken  by  him,  and  at  leaft  enjoy  the  pleafing  fatis- 
fa6tion  of  having  done  every  thing, poflible  to  obtain  for  the  Ger- 
man empire  the  blelfings  of  peace.

The  Eleftor  of  Mentz,  in  the  laft  afTembly  of  the  diet,  gave 
the  ftfllowiiig'  notice  into  the  protocol  : — <•  That  on  account  of 
^  ihe gloomy  and  difmal  fate  which  has  befallen  the  coinitries  on  the 
right  bartks  of  the  Rhine,  he  thoncrht  it  his  duty  to  add  to  his  for- 
nfefvote^  that>'ih  the  adVice  of  the  empire  next  to  be  made,  the 
extreme  iian^er  of  the  empire  may  be  mod  prcflingly  rcprcfcnted 
to  his  Imperial  Majefty  ;  on  which  account,  it  becomes  iiidifpen- 
fibly  neceflary  ultimately  to  open,  in  the  ihoricll  poilible  manner, 
the  negotiations  of  peace  with  France  with   clFcdl,  before  other 
difaftrous  occurrences  take  place.     The  Eleflor  of  Mentz  k)oks 
ujKJnthis  ashis  duty,  as  arch-chancellor  of  the  empire ;  and, 
at  the  faihe  time,  as  the  only  means  to  cllablifh  a  mutual  co- 
operation of  all' the  States  of  the  empire,  in  carrying  into  efFed  a 
general  peace  of  the  empire.      The  Eleftor  declares  his  readinefs 
in  regard  to  this,  immediately  to  fend  his  plenipotentiary  minifter 
to  Bade,  or  to  any  other  place,  in  order  to  agree   in  the  mod 
fpcedy  manner,  and  {hat  it  will  only  depend  on  the  fame  and  the 
like  co-operation  of  his  Imperial,  Majelty,  and  the  reft  of  the  de- 
puted ftates. 

Even  the  Eleftor  of  Cologne  again  made  mention  of  his  moft 
preffing  wifli,  that,  on  account  of  the  unrellrained  progrefs  of  the 
French  armies,  the  negotiations  may  be  entered  upon  with  all 
poflible  expedition,  and  accompli flicd  by  fctiing  afide  all  impedi-' 
ments,  and  by  preventing  all  the  injuries  occafioned  by  pro- 
craftination.  The  fame  declaration  was  made  by  Palatine  Deux- 
Pohts,  and  many  other  flates.  The  Elecflor  of  Brunfwick  de- 
dared,  that  the  Jiatus  quoy  as  at  the  beginning  of  hoftilities,  ought 
to  ferve  as  the  bafis  of  the  peace  between  France  and  the  empire, 
in  fnch  a  manner,  that  even  the  adjnftment  of  the  exifting  conteft, 
and  the  formal  limitation  of  the  confines  of  the  German  empire, 
may  be  exprefely  ftipulated  and  referved  for  future  friendly  trea-  ' 
ties ;  and  that  this  Jiatus  quo  ought,  on  the  part  of  the  empire,  to 
be  infifted  upon.    ' 

Mecklenburgh  Schwerin  required,  at  the  reftoration  of  peace, 
two  canonical  prebends,  of  which  fhe  had  been  difpoflelled  at 
Strafturg. 

OBober  8. 
There  was  an  extraordinary  diet  yefterday,  in  which  con- 
dufa  were  paffed  upon  the  laft  points  of  the  concerns  of  peace, 
and,  much  as  the  Auftrian  envoy  wiflied  the  princes'  conclufum 
to  be  received  as  the  bafis,  the  elcftoral  conclufum  wras  adopted 
as  the  ground- work  for  the  approbation  of  the  empire.  The 
college  of  the  ImJ)erial  towns  aflentcd  to  the  conclufum  of  the 
two  fuperior  colleges.     The  fupplements  of  the  approbation  of 

the 
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file  empire  contains  the  general  full. power  of  the  empire,  its  fpecial 
full  power^  the  inftruSions  of  the  empire,  &c.  In  the  approba- 
tion of  the  empire  itfelf,  the  princely  vote  of  Worms  of  the  1 0th 
July  is  the  principal  ground-work. 

With  regard  to  the  general  fpecial  full  power,  the  type  of  1697, 
has  been  adopted  as  a  precedent,  and  with  regard  to  peace,  a  mo- 
tion has  been  made  for  rcftoring  the  fialus  quo  before  the  war. 

October  12. 
The  approval  of  the  pmpire  in   regard  to  the  deputation  of 
treating  of  peace  for  the   empire  confifts  of  three  feiftions.     In 
the  fir(t,  the  general  and  fpecial  full  power  of  the  dates,  named  for 
the  depiitation,  is  fpecified.     In  the  fegond,  a  formal  inftru&ioa 
is  laid  before  the  Emperor  for  his  approbation ;  and  in  the  third, 
the  plan  of  the  feflions  is  fixed.     The  fpecial  full  power  has  a  re-    , 
ference  to  the  relUtution  and  a  fatisfaftion  for  lofles  fuftained  by 
the  empire.     The  fecond  fedlion  fays,  the  empire  has  given  no 
caufe  for  the  prtfent  war,  but  that  France  has  prejudiced  the  em- 
pire, &c.     Germany  had  fimply  endeavoured  to  prefe^rve  its  unity, 
for  which  purpofe  overtures  of  peace  have  already  been  made  on 
her  part. "    Afterwards  the  inftruftions  follow.     It  is  therein, 
amongfl:  other  things,  faid,  that  if  any  objedlions- fliould  arife  with 
,  regard  to  the  outward  form,  the  deputies  are  to  endeavour  to  re- 
move them  by  amicable  conceilions  ;  the  refolutions  of  the  deputa- 
tion arc  to  be  deemed  conclufive,  whenever  two  thirds  of  its  mem- 
bers are  afTembled  ;  thefe  refolutions  are  to  be  delivered  to  the  Im- 
perial deputies ;  thcfe,  if  required,  may  make  their  minutes  and 
return  them  to  the  general  deputation,  in  a  manner  that  every 
thing  may  be  treated  communicato  conftlio  \    the   Imperial  plenipo- 
tentiaries are  not  to  treat  upon,  nor  adl  on  any  one  matter,  with- 
out the  concurrence  of  the  deputation  of  the  empire.     Each  State 
interetted  in   the  prefent  war,  i?  at  liberty  to  fend  its  own  de- 
puties, who,  however,  muft  prevLoufly  be  qualifiedj^y  the  Eledor 
of  Meniz  ;  and  their  full  powers  muft  be  drawn  in  a  manner  as 
to  make  the  connexion  with  the  fyftem  of  the  empire  evident. 
The  general  deputation  are,  in  the  beft  poffible  manner,  to  be  at- 
tentive to  the  intereft  of  their  particular  plenipotentiSr-ies,  and  to 
do  nothing  without  fubjeding  it  to  an  appeal.     They  are  particu- 
larly charged,  during  the  negotiation,  to  caufe  reftitution  to. be 
made  to  the  opprelled  States  of  the  empire,  in  a  niore  efpccial 
manner  of  the  equeftrian  order,  as  well  as  to  procure  the  liberty, 
of  fuch  of  the  German  princes,   who  as   hoftages  have  b^en  led 
into  French  captivity.     The  deputation  are,  during  the  congrefs, 
to    give,  from    time    to   time,   an    account  to  the  diet   of  the 
fituation  of  affairs.     Laftly,  in  the  third  feftion  the  plan   of  the 
feflion   is  fettled,  according  to  which,    ift,  the   diredtoral   table 
is  ordered  ;  2d,  the  deputies  of  the  empire  themfelves  to  fit  upon 
/  '  clvairs, 
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.chairs,  not  before  the  table ;  ^d,  the  particular  plenipotentiaries 

^  are  not  to  be  feated  behind  the  table. 

On  the  part  of  the  Eledlor  of  Saxony,  not  the  miniftcr  Connt 
dc  Loeben,  but  the  chancellor,  the  Baron  de  Burgfdorf,  will 
make  his  appearance  at  the  deputation  of  the  empire,  in  quality 
of  fub-delegate.    On  the  part  of  the  Eleftor  of  Hanover  (or  rather 

[  of  that  of  Bremen),  either  Baron  dc  Omptida,  envoy  to  the  diet, 
or  the  Count  de  Hardenberg,  ambaflfador  to  the  Imperial  court, 
will  be  named.  Two  profeflbrs  of  Gottingen,  viz.  Martens  and 
De  Berg  for  Lufle)  will  be  added. 

November  i. 

In  hopes  of  receiving  the  Emperor's  approbation,  an  unanimous 
refolution  paiTed  in  the  three  colleges  of  the  diet,  on  the  26th 
lilt,  upon  General  Clerfaye's  miflive  to  the  diet,  to  the  following 
dketi 

L  That  the  States  of  the  empire  be  preflingly  invited  forth \\ith 
to  pay  their  arrears  due  to  the  chelt  of  operations  of  the  empire, 
without  exception  or  lofs  of  .time. 

II.  That,  in  order  to  efFeft  this,  the  office  of  cafliier  to  the 
empire  do  make  an  exa6l  account  of  all  the  arrears  due  by  each 
fbte,  and  to  lay  the  fame  before  the  diet  in  fix  weeks  time. 

III.  That  full  confidence  will  be  rcpofcd  in  the  patriotic  fen- 
timents  of  the  refpeftive  States,  that  they  will  in  the  prefent  in- 
fbmcc  make  valid,  liquidate,  and  pay  into  the  cheit  of  operations 
of  the  empire,  not  by  eompenfation  and  other  pretenfions,  but 
by  paying  the  arrears  of  the  contributions  of  the  Roman  months, 
more  efpecially  of  the  fifty  agreed  on  laft. 

IV.  That,  on  the  part  of  the  empire,  it  ought  to  be  taken  into 
the  moil  ferious  confideration,  not  only  to  c6-opcrate  in  obtain- 
ing the  liquidation  of  thofe  demands,  but,  in  general,  that  ways 
and  means  be  found  for  the  eafiefl  method  of  procuring  the  requi- 
fites  fof'the  cheft  of  operation  of  the  empire. 

November  27. 
The  decree  of  ratification  of  the  Imperial  court  upon  the  ap- 
probation of  the  empire  of  the  7th  of  OSober,  rcfpe£ting  a  peace 
with  France,  <:ame  this  day  under  the  confideration  of  the  diet, 
and  its  contents  are  very  remarkable  :  it  begins  with  a  retrofpeft 
pf  the  origin  and  progrefs  of  the  hoftile  adts  committed  by  the 
French  againfl  Germany  ;  of  the  different  offences  againft  the 
rights  of  nations  ;  and  of  the  laudable  object  ot  the  war,  which 
was  forced  upon,  the  empire,  and  undertaken  in  conformity  to  the 
decrees  of  the  diet. 

*  After  this  are  enumerated  the  approbation  of  the  empire  of  the 
22d  of  December,  1794,  as  well  as  the  feveral  approbations  of  the 
empire  of  the  3d  of  July,  2ift^of  Auguft,  and  17th  of  Oftober, 
all  produced  or  occafioned  by  the  Imperial  court  decree  of  the 
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X9th  of  Mny  laft,  namely,  that  the  empire  fincereiy.  wifhed  and 
dcfirti'  'he  return  of  pence,  expreiTed  in  all  the  fcveral  appxoba- 
tions  clirc'(f^c(l  t^  his  Imperial  Mujcfty,  under  the  condition. only 
of  its  being  a  jud  and  honourable  peace,  founded  upon  the  indi-

Ir  proceeds  :  "  1  !is  Imperial  Majefty  finds  in  this  declarat;iO0| 
icontainins^  the  bnfis  of  a  peizce,  principles  agreeable  to  the  maxims 
laid  down,  by  a  patriotic  acqiiicfccncc,  and  in  thofe ■  maxims  fo 
near  a  confonarce  wiiji  tiis  own  ideas,  of  the  duty  which,,  as  head 
of  the  empire,  ho  took  upon  him  on  fhe  c::pitulation  of  hisf  elec- 
tion, as  to  make  no  manner  o'  ohjeSion  in  giving  his  confentto 
the  faid  approbation  of  the  trmpire,  in  the  atledged  mcafure)  as 
well  as  the  formula  prcfcribed."  His  Imperial  Majefty,  contt- 
nues  this  decree,  has  ncceiTarily  retarded  the  commutlication  jcf 
his  rcfolntion  upon  the  lait  approbation  of  the  empire  until  tiew, 
for  no  other  leafon*:,  than  picvioufly  to  learn  in  what  manner  the 
French  government  had  received  the  overtures  of  peace  made  «> 
them  in  the  name  of  the  empire,  in  the  .month  of  July,  and  of 
"which  an  account  had  only  arrived  at  Vienna  on  the  firft  of  Oflo- 
berlaft. 

That  the  propofal  m.ade  to  France,  as  well  as  the  anfwer  of 
the  committee  of  public  ^^  el  fa  re  itfelf  upon  it,  fhall  be  imme- 
diately laid  before  the  ditt,  from  the  contents  of  which  it  will 
evidently  appear,  that  France  is  dilinclined  to  meet  the  German 
empire  in  putting  a  period  to  a  war  forced  upon  it ;  and  its  inva- 
riable refolution  to  enUr  uoon  no  ne^i'otiation  whatever  with  the 
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German  empire  for  the  prcKMit. 

That  the  French  declaration  evidently  proves,  that  France  had 
an  intention  of  protrading  the  war  until  Ihe  thought  herfelfena* 
bled  to  lay  before  the  German  empire  for  fignature,  the  condi* 
tions  of  peace  in  a  didlatorial  manner,  to  the  eternal  difgrace  of 
the  German  name,  wliich  intention  is  undeniably  confiuned  by 
fpeeches  delivered  in  the  National  Convention  by  Roberjot  and 
oihers,  concerning  the  union  of  Belgium  with  f  ranee,  the  incor- 
poration aflually  decreed  thereupon  of  the  Burgundian,  and  a 
great  part  of  tlie  Wellphalian  circle  of  the  empire  ;  and  laftlyi 
by  tlie  French  army  crolFmg  the  Rhine,  by  which  maflerpiecci 
their  further  intentions  upon  the  union  of  the  whole  of  the  left 
fiiore  of  the  Rhine  with  France,  and  the  fixing  of  the  courfe  of 
that  river  as  their  boundaries,  were  to  have  been  en^rced  and 
cftablifhed. 

That  in  the  mean  time,  under  the  proteflion  of  the  Almighty, 
the  vi6lorious  arms  of  his  Imperial  Majedy,  according  to  his  de- 
liberate command,  *'  of  hazarding  every  thing  for  the  falvation 
of  Gcrm.any/*  the  plans  of  the  enemy  have  mod  happily  been 
defeated,  and  Germany  fortunately  faved  from  a  crifis  abounding 
with  the  grcatcfl  danger. 

That 


Tnat  thfi  yidbries  obtained  by  Field-MarOial  Count  de  Clair- 
faytj  by  Which  the  "tnortal  blow  aimed  at  Germany  had  been 

E'iieveritedy  irrefragably  prove,  that  the  enemy,  although  Aiperior 
I  numbers>  and  their  armies  protected  by  the  mod  tremendous 
^trenchments,  are  not  invincible  to  German  courage^  and  the 
Gennan  arts  of  war. 

'  That  nothing  remains^  therefore,  according  to  the  peculiar 
conclufum  of  the  empire,  and  the  nature  of  aiFairs,  but  to  force 
and  accelerate  a  juft  and  equitable  peace,  equally  and  earneftly 
d^red  by  the  head,  as  well  as  the  (lates  of  the  empire,  with 
fword  in  hand  ;  to  perform  which  a£t,  his  Imperial  Majefty  calls 
upon  the  whole  empire,  in  the  name  of  their  country  and  confti* 
tution,  in  the  name  of  all  the  dates  deprived  of  their  dominions, 
and  upon  the  red  of  the  members  of  the  empire,  in  the  mod  pref- 
fing  manner,  to  chufe  between  the  difmemberment  and  the  pre- 
fervation  of  the  empire;  between  its  convulfion  and  its  tranquil- 
lity ;  "between  its  diflblution  and  its  fecurity ;  between  its  igno- 
miny and  its  honour.

In  confequence  of  the  conclufum  of  the  diet,  with  refpeft  to 
peace^  endpowering  the  head  of  the  empire  to  make  the  fird  over- 
tures, his  Imperial  Majedy  applied  to  the  court  of  Denmark  ; 
the  vice-chancellor  of  the  empire  tranfmitted  to  M.  St.  Saphoren, 
amballador  of  His  Danifli  Majedy  at  Vienna,  a  note  dated  the 
25th  July  I795>  in  which  he  informed  him  of  the  refolution  of 
the  diet,  ted  of  the  wiflies  of  his  Imperial  Majedy,  officially  re- 
Oueftingf  his  interference  ;  in  a  fubfequent  note  (the  3id  July)  the 
Victe-^faahcellor  communicated  to  the  ambaifador  the  decree  of  the 
imperial  commiflion  ifliied  with  refped  to  the  conclufum  of  the 
diet. 

The  coiirt  of  Denmark  having  agreed  to  this  dep  dedred  by 
Kis  'Infiperial  Majedy,  the  following  notes  were  in  confequence 
Written. 

Note  of  the  Count  de  Bemftorff^   Minijier  of  State  of  his  Danijb 

majejiy. 

'THE  widi  of  the  empire  to  efie£t  a  general  and  conditutional 
peafce  with  France  is  well  known>  and  likev^ife  the  grounds  on 
which  they  are  defirous  it  diould  be  negotiated.  For  this  pur- 
|K)fe  they  have  unanimoufly  addrefled  the  Emperor  to  entreat  him 
to  take  charge  of"  the  negotiation.  . 

"His  Imperial  Majedy  readily  confented  ;  and  as  the  intereds  of 
the  empire  are  in  feparable  from  thofe  of  its  head,  they  confider 
his  intereds  are  equally  united  with  thofe  of  the  dates  of  the  em- 
pire. 

'  In  order  to  coihe  to  an  Underdanding  tvith  France,  his  Impe? 
fial  Majeftv  thought  the  moi^  natural  way  was  to  apply  to  fome 
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neutral  power»  attached  to  the  pacific  fyftem,  and  requefted  the 
King  of  Denmark  to  take  upon  hioifelf  the  talk,  and  tnmfmit  to 
the  National  Convention  his  wifh  that  i  congrefs  migbt  take 
place,  where  the  minifters  of  the  two  parties  at  war  niight  aflem- 
ble,  in  order  to  treat  and  fettle  upon  the  terms  of  peace  ;  and  his 
Imperial  Majefty  propofes  for  that  purpofe  the  city  of  Auefbouig 
(the  fecurity  of  which  will  be  guaranteed)  as  that  which^  nom  its 
geographical  fituation,  appears  to  him  the  mod  eligible. 

He  fubjoins  a  wi(h  that  France  would  come  to  an  explanation 
on  the  fubjedy  as  foon  as  its  importance,  and  the  benevolent  in- 
tention of  the  propofition  feem  to  demand,  and  likewife,  that  the 
inhabitants  of  the  countries  occupied  by  the  contending  powen 
may  feel  the  advantages  of  the  iirft  advances  towards  peace^  in 
order,  at  lead,  during  the  continuance  of  the  negotiations  to  be 
exempted  from  military  requifitions,  and  from  other  evils  infepa- 
rable  from  a  ftate  of  adual  hoftilities. 

His  Danifh  Majefly  has  liftened  with  pleafure  to  his  requeft. 
He  tranfmits  with  confidence  this  propofition  of  his  Imperial 
Majefly,  made  in  his  capacity  as  head  of  the  empire,  and  accom- 
panies it  with  all  the  fervour  which  can  be  infpired  by  the  moft 
ardent  defire  to  fee  humanity  confoled  by  the  return  of  peace.

The  Emperor  having  requefted  to  the  King  of  Denmark  to  in- 
timate to  the  French  government  his  wifli  relative  to  a  negotia- 
tion, in  order  to  treat  in  the  name  of  the  empire  for  peace  with 
the  French  Republic,  his  Danilh  Majefty  has  tranfmitted  by  the 
Count  de  BernftorflFto  the  under-figned  a  minifterial  note,  dated 
the  1 8th  Auguft  (old  ftile)  which  contains  the  propofitions  of 
the  Emperor,  not  only  for  the  formation  of  a  congrefs  to  be  heU 
in  the  city  of  Augftourg,  but  even  for  a  previous  fufpenfion  of 
hoftilities  in  favour  of  thofc  countries  of  the  empire  occupied  or 
menaced  by  the  armies  of  the.Republic, 

The  committee  of  public  fafety  of  the  National  Convention 
having  the  diredlion  of  the  exterior  relations,  in  anfwcr  to  the 
above  note,  have  ordered  the  underfigned  to  declare  to  Count  <k 
BernftorfF, 

That  the  Republic  will  not  confent  to  the  propofed  truce  ;  that 
the  French  government  will  take  no  fteps  to  appoint  a  congreTi 
till  peace  be  completed.  The  only  queftions  will  be  to  rcgu^ 
late  and  fecure  all  its  advantages  to  thofe  powers,  who  have  taken 
a  fhare  in  this  cruel  war, 

1  he  committee  of  public  fafety  are  of  opinion  that  a  congrefs 
cannot  properly  have  any  other  objeft  :  On  that  account  they 
jrcnam  inv^xiMe  in  their  refolytion,  which^  appearing  likevi'ifc

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to  be  the  beft  calculated  to  put  a  fpeedy  end  to  the  calamities  of 
wm,  cannot  but  be  conformable  to  the  wilhes  of  the  whole  em- 
pire, and  particularly  to  the  principles  profefTed  by  the  Danifli 
government.

Thi  following  Report  on  the  Death  of  the  Dauphin  was  prefented  on  the 
gth  of  yum f  I  yg^yfrom  the  Committee  of  General  Safety  y  by  Sevejire, 

P^R  fome  time  the  fon  of  Capet  was  ill  of  a  fwelling  in  his 
'*'  right  knee  and  in  his  left  hand.  He  loft  his  appetite,  and  a 
fever  letzed  him.  The  celebrated  Deflault,  the  furgeon,  was  ap- 
pointed to  fee  and  attend  him.  His  probity  and  his  talents  were 
a  fufficient  pledge  to  us  that  he  would  negled  none  of  thofe  duties 
which  humanity  demands  from  us.  Neverthelefs  the  diforder 
increaled,  and  b^an  to  afliime  a  more  ferious  afpedl.  On  the 
1 6th  Prairial,  Deflault  died.  We  immediately  appointed  the 
Citisien  Pelletan,  a  phyfician  of  acknowledged  ability,  and  the 
Citizen  Demanger,  head  furgeon  of  the  hofpital  of  Health,  to 
attend  the  boy. 

The  bulletin  of  yefterday,  at  eleven  o'clock,  announced  very 
dangerous  fymptoms,  and  at  half  paft  two  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon we  received  an  account  of  the  death  of  the  fon  of  Capet. 
The  committee  of  general  fafety  have  dire£led  me  to  communi- 
cate this  event  to  you,  and  to  move  that  the  proces  verbaux, 
which  I  hold  in  my  hand,  ihall  be  depodted  in  the  national  ar- 
chives.

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The  folhwing  Letter  gives  an  Account  of  the  Rtafons  advanced  ij  tie 
Chouans  for  ccntinuing  the  War^  notwithftanding  the  Treaty  thet 
had  been  concluded  with  the  Republicans, 

'  Normandy^  yuneig. 
TN  order  to  form  an  opinion  on  the  prefent  rupture  between  the 
-*•  royalifts  in  Brittany  and  the  republicans,  it  is  neceflary  to 
know  the  terms  of  the  late  treaty  of  Mobilay.  According  to  thii 
treaty,  all  the  Chouans,  emigrated  as  well  as  not  emigrated,  were 
to  be  reinftated  in  the  full  poflfeflion  of  their  property ;  a  milituy 
committee,  .compofed  of  the  principal  chiefs  of  the  royalifti, 
was  to  be  appointed  and  edabliihed  in  a  certain  place ;  ambula- 
tory committees,  confiding  of  the  mod  refpe£lable  inhabitants, 
and  charged  with  maintaining  tranquillity  and  order,  and  enfiof- 
cing  the  execution  of  the  treaty,  were  to  be  erected  in  every  de- 
partment which  had  taken  part  in  the  infiirredion.  Thefe  coin« 
mittees  were  to  correfpond  with  the  above  general  committee, 
and  to  have  at  their  difpofal  a  fmall  armed  force,  compofed  of 
the  braved  and  mod  faithful  Chouans,  and  commanded  by  chiefs 
chofen  by  the  committees.  Thefe  corps  wore  grey  uniforms, 
with  red  cuffs  and  facings ;  were  equipped,  fed,  and  paid,  at  the 
cxpence  of  the  Republic,  and  efpecially  charged  with  the  police 
of  the  flat  country.  The  national  guards,  known  under  the 
name  of  the  blue  cpats,  from  the  colour  of  their  uniforms,  were 
dedined  to  form  the  garrifons  of  the  towns.  As  the  peafants 
could  not  abide  the  republican  uniform,  thefe  troops  were  not 
fit  for  the  country. 

All  the  prieds  were  alfo  to  be  allowed  to  come  forth  from  their 
prifons  and  retreats  to  perform  divine  fervice ;  all  young  men  of 
the  requifitions  (hould  have  liberty  to  return  home,  and*  not  be 
forced  to  march  to  the  frontiers,  or  to  enlid  in  republican  regi* 
ments.  It  is  alfo  affirmed,  that  by  a  fecret  article  it  was  dipulated 
to  re-edablilh  the  Ton  of  Louis  XVI.  on  the  throne  cf  his  fore- 
fathers, or  at  lead  to  place  him  at  the  head  of  the  nation  under 
fome  other  title.  To  entertain  this  idea  in  all  the  revolted  pro- 
vincesf  was  even  neceifary,  in  order  to  reconcile  the  peafantSi 
who  are  warmly  attached  to  royalty,  with  the  other  ftipulatioos 
of  the  treaty: 

So  uncommon  an  organization  of  two  different  forms  of  govern* 
ment  In  the  fame  date,  could  not  but  beget  quarrels.^  The  chiefs 
of  the  Chouans  were  informed,  that  troops  had  received  orders  to 
march  for  Brittany  ;  that,  in  open  violation  of  the  treaty,  requi- 
fitions of  corn,  forage,  &c.  had  been  fet  on  foot  again ;  that  fe- 
veral  Chouans  had  been  ill-treated,  (hot,  and  thrown  into  goal ; 
and  that  murders  and  pillage  were  caufed  to  be  committed  by 
difaffeAed  perfons,  for  the  purpofe  of  laying  them  at  the  door  ot 
the  Chouans.    Moreover,  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people  pub« 

liflied 
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llihed  an  ordinance,  which  altered  the  unifonn  of  the  Chouan 

tioops,  and  ordered  a  corps  of  foot  chafleurs  to  be  organized  in 

the  very  face  of  the  aforefaid  treaty.     The  chiefs  complained  of 

tbefe  proceedings  to  the  dire£tory  of  the  department  of  lUe  and 

Vilaine,  which  prbmifed  redrcfs,  but  left  this  promife  unfulfilled. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  republicans  reproached  the  chiefs  of  the 

Chouans  with  having  exercifed  ads  of  fovereignty,  with  having 

%reed  to  a  peace  with  no  other  intention  but  to  enable  themfelves 

to  re-commence  the  war,  and  to  gain  the  neceflary  time  to  form  a 

coalition  with  the  royaliils  of  the  other  departments,  and  to  re* 

cmt  reinforcements  from  Great  Britain. 

In  this  fiate  of  affairs  the  reprefentatives  came  to  a  refolution 
to  arreft  all  the  chiefs  of  the  Chouans.  To  carry  this  proje£l 
into  etkSt,  all  the  chiefs  were  invited  to  a  grand  dinner  by  the  re-* 
prcfentative  BoUet,  on  a  pretence  to  fettle,  in  a  friendly  manner, 
all  the  fubfifting  differences,  and  to  concert  the  beft  means  of  efta- 
blifliing  harmony  and  concord.  Several  of  the  royalift  chiefs 
fofpeAed  the  fnare,  and  declined  the  invitation  ;  a  few  others  ac- 
cepted it,  and  were  arrefted  on  leaving  BoUet.  The  fam^  day 
fevend  corps  of  the  Chouans  were  furprifed  at  Aurai,  Grand- 
champ,  and  other  different  places,  and  confequently  fuffered  fome 
lofs.  It  is  in  this  manner  that  we  are  again  plunged  into  all  the 
horrors  of  a  civil  war.

^HE  territory  of  liberty  has  been  violated  by  its  moft  mortal

have  formed  the  vain  defign  of  deftroying  it.  The  confpirators, 
on  the  one  hand,  from  the  friends  of  the  rights  of  man  on  the 
other.  A  line  of  demarkation  was  never  more  neceflary  between 
them.— -Never  was  it  more  neceffary  that  the  flamp  of  ignominy, 
imprinted  on  the  front  of  rebels,  ihould  blufli  before  civic  heads, 
(haded  with  the  fplendid  laurels  of  patriotifm. — Never  was  it 
more  eflential  that  thofe  who  poifon  the  public  fpirit  in  the  coun- 
try, (hould  not  there  continue  their  moral  ravages,  which  flow 
from  various  corrupted  opinions,  all  leading  to  the  fubverfion  of 
government.  Never,  in  ihort,  had  good  men  more  need  of  clolb 
union  and  concert  in  their  meditations  and  their  conduct.  From 
thefe  coofidcrations  we  have  pafled  the  following  regulations : 
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'Article  L  All  the  fiirpefted  perfons  who  hdve  retired  to  the 
rural  communes,  fball  be  recalled  to  .the  chief  plaices  of  the  dit 
tii&s'y  and .  declared  in  ^  ftate  of  being  watched,  if  there  are  not 
^tounds  for  their  imprifonment. 

'^11:  The  adminiftrations  of  the  dlftrifts  are  charged  with* the 
execution  of  this  regulation,  and  are  enjoined  to  proceed  to  it  with 
circfuihfpeflion,  exadnefs,  and  celerity* 

*  III.  The  laws,  concerning  the  wearing  of  the  three-coloured 
cockade,  as  well  by  men  as  women,,  (hall  be  again  put  in  execu- 
tion, and  whoever  ihall  difobey  them,  (hall  be  arrefted  and  puniflied 
in  conformity  to  the  difpofition  of  the  laws.. 

*  IV.  The  conftituted  authorities,  and  particularly  the!  mnni- 
cipal  officers  and  the  commanders  of  pofls,.  are  charged  with  the 
execution  ot  the  preceding  articles,  always  remembering  to  treat 
With  lefs  feverity,  error,  and  forgetfulnefs,  when  perfons  are  not 
charged  with  bad  intention.  *  -  -

dep^rthieiits,  and  commanders  in  chief,  printed,  read,  pubii(hed| 
a'hd  pbfted  up  wherever  it  is  neceifary.

'pHE  committee  of  public  fafety  having  cbferved  that  the 
^  pacification  made  in  La  Vendee,  and  with  the  Chouans, 
lias  not  produced  in  thofe  departments  the  happy  effedls  which 
the  Republic  had  a  right  to  expc£l  from  it ;  that  in  many  places 
the  brigands  had  chofen  new  chiefs  in  the  place  of  thofe  who  hag 
treated  ;  that  various  attempts  to  decoy  the  republican  troops 
continue  to  be  made  ;  that  their  fupply  of  provifions,  and  that  of 
many  of  the  great  communes,  have  been  obftrufled;  that  the 
brigands  have  even  penetrated  into  the  diflrids  and  communes, 
where  they  continue  to  fliew  that  warlike  difpofition  fo  contrary 
to  the  pacific  intentions  they  had  manifefted  ;  that  the  fyftem  of 
pillage  and  devaftation  has  not  ceafed,  and  many  Frenchmen  have 
fallen  viflims  to  their  too  great  confidence  in  the  pacification, 
confiderihg  alfo  that  diftrufl  on  one  fide,  and  want  of  confidence 
on  the  other,  have  tended  to  prolong  that  fyflem  of  diforder;  but, 
that  at  the  moment  the  convention  wifhes  that  its  engagements 
be  pundually  executed,  it  cannot  fuffer  that  any  outrage  fhould  be 
made  on  the  law,  or  any  attack  againft  the  fecurity  of  perfons  or 
property,  publifh  the  following  arret : 

The  arret  enforces  the  obfervance  of  the  treaty  concluded  with 
theChouans;  declares  all  affemblics  of  armed  or  unarmed  men, 
without  requifition,  to  be  illegal ;  and  confiders  the  wearing  of 
the  white  cockade  as  a  counter  revolutionary  mark  ;  and  orders^ 
the  revolted  ghiefs  and  Chouan^  to  be  profecuted  and  punifhed.

'THE  moment  is  conne  to  tea^r  afide  th^  veil  which  has  but  too 
■  long  concealed  the  true  and  fecret  caufes  of  the  treaty  of 
peace  of  La^  Vendee ;  and  to  acquaint  the  brave  Vendeaps,  all  good 
Frenchmen,  and  all  JEurope,  of  the  motiyes  by  which  we  were 
led  to  this  apparent  conciliation  with  the  felf-named  French  Re- 
Vol.  in.— Part  ii.  N  public 
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public.  After  a  two  year's  cruel  and  bloody  cml  war,  carried 
on  in  a  manner  unparalleled  in  the  annals  even  of  the  moft  bar- 
baroys  ages,  loaded,  as  it  were,  with  the  whole  weight  of  the  mif- 
fortunes  of  the  people •  whole  fupport  and  chiefs  wc  were,  wc 
could  not  but  wim  to  obtain  for  them,  if  not  a  definitive  and  folid 
peace,  which  was  impoflible,  at  lead  a  Ihort  relief  for  the  difaftcrs 
we  had  witnefled.  Our  fenfibility  and  humanity  V<pd  us,  even 
againil  the  wilh  of  the  people,  unfortunate,  yet  proud  ao.4  prodigal 
of  thiir  blo<)d,  to  procure  for  them  repofe  which  they  were  ynwil- 
ling  to  Tcccpt. 

Depuuts  from  the  convention  were  fent  to  us. — C^nclaux,  the 
commanding  general  of  the  republican  armies,  and  Ruelle,  reprc- 
fentative  of  the  people,  prefented  thcmfelves  to  us  with  a  femblanc? 
of  good  faith,  fcniibility,  and  humanity,  and  made  propofaUot 
peace,  lliey  were  informed  of  the  caufes  and  motives  which  Wt 
duced  us  to  arm  ;  they  knew  our  conftant  love  for  the  unforiuntt* 
offspring  of  our  kings,  and  our  inviolable  attachment  to  the  reli- 
gion of  our  forefathers.  They  decoyed  us  into  feveral  fccret  con- 
ferences. <«  Your  wifhes  fhall  be  fulfilled,  they  faid  ;,  we  agree 
with  you  in  opinion  ;  our  deareft  hopes  are  the  fame  as  your's ;  nc^ 
longer  fcparate  yoiirfelves  from  us,  but  exert  yourfelves  in  concert 
with  us,  and  within  fix  months  at  moft  all  your  wiflies  Ihall  bft 
granted,  and  Louis  XVII.  be  feated  on  the  throne.  We  willcaufe 
all  the  Jacobins  and  Maratifts  to  be  arrefted  and  retiioyed,  and 
monarchy  fliall  be  eftabliihed  on  the  ruins  of  popular  anarchy. 
To  the  glory  already  required,  you  will  add  the  diftinguifhed honour 
of  having,  in  a  dire£l  and  adive  manner,  co-operated  to  brin^ 
about  this  fortunate  change,  and  to  reftore  the  happinefs  of  you?

The  more  to  convince  you  of  the  fincerity  of  our  profeffions, 
(they  obfcrved)  we  allow  you  to  retain  your  arms.  No  kind  of 
holiilities  (hall  be  cxcrcifcd  againft  you  and  your  country.  In  ap- 
pearance, you  will  organize  your  military  force,  under  the  name  of 
territorial  guards  ;  but,  in  fad,  it  will  remain  the  fame.  Wepro^ 
niife  even  to  deliver  into  yo\ir  hands,  fome  of  the  criminals  who 
have  pillaged  and  defolated  your  unfortunate  country  ;  and  fupp'j 
you  with  powder  and  all  other  ammunition  you  may  want,  &c. 

Joy  began  now  to  revive  in  our  bofom.  We  felt  that  we  were 
Frenchmen,  and  conceived  the  blifsful  moment  to  draw  nigh,  when

Jofephy  Count  de  Puifaye^  Lieut  enant^General  of  the  Khtfs  Anmeif 
Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Catholic  and  Royal  Army  rf  Britteaq^ 
authorifed  by  his  Royal  Highnefs  Count  D'Artois,  Lieutenant-Gm- 
ral  of  the  Kingdom^  in  virtue  of  the  Powers  given  him  by  Mcnfieuft 
Regent  of  France^  at  the  Head-quarters  of  CarHac^  tht  'tpih  /  ' 
Juney  1795. 

Frenchmen, 

IN  the  name  of  God,  of  your  King,  and  of  youx  lawful  princes, 
we  come  to  you  with  words  of  peace.  Let  the  voice  of  ha- 
tred, revenge,  and  miftruft  be  heard  no  longer  !  Let  every  o£out 
party  denunciation,  that  rallying  fignal  of  the  tormentor^  of  our 
ill-fated  country,  be  defliroyed  for  ever ;  liften  to  us  without  pie* 
poffedion,  as  we  ihall  fpeak  to  you  without  difguife,  and  let  Eur()pe  ' 
hear  and  judge  us !    . 

If  it  be  true,  that,  from  one  corner  of  the  kingdom  to  the  other,  j 
2  general  out-cry  has  been  heard  againft  that  parricide  fadioD,  \ 
which,  for  thefe  five  years  pad,  has  caufed  all  your  misfortunes;  , 
if  it  be  true,  that  at  length  a  fpirit  of  moderation  and  juftice  guidd 
thofe  who  affed  to  reprefent  you  ;  and  if  this  moderation  is.  not 
merely  a  fpecious  cloak  for  the  fecret  defign  of  difplacing  rivals.t& 
reign  in  their  (lead,  and  to  plunge  you  again  into  the  convulfiodi 
of  fadion  and  the  horrors  of  anarchy,  why  arc  thofe  of  youjr  fel- 
low-citizens, who  were  forced  to  fly  from  that  tyranny  which  your 
pretended  reprefentatives  afFe6l  to  diifapprove,  not  recalled  into  the 
bofom  of  their  families,  and  rc-eftablifhed  in  the  pofleffion  of  their 
rights  and  eftates  r  Why  is  the  intereiling  and  auguft  offspring  of

Why  is 
lliat  holy  religion,  which,  for  fourteen  centuries  paft,  has  rendered 
happy  and  comforted  the  people,  not  r^flored  to  the  full  liberty  of 
wprihip,  and  the  public  profclfion  of  itsininiftersr  In  fine,  after 
having  baniflied  the  mifcreants  who  deiblated  France,  why  do  they 
feemingly  endeavour  to  proferve  their  work,  and  to  reap  the  fruitai 
of  their  crimes  r 

We  alfo  are  defirous  of  peace ;  but  what  name  deferves  a  peace, 
which  he  who  figns  it  has  no  power  to  guarantee,  and  the  flability 
and  duration  of  which  depend  on  the  triumph  and  momentary 
|)ower  of  a  faftion  ?  Have  you  not  marked  the  rapid  fuccelEon  of 
thofe  ephc.iieric  tyrants,  who,  having  attained  the  pinnacle  of 
power,  brought  one  another  to  the  fcafFold,  along  with  the  peace- 
.  ful  citizen,  who,  fcarce  acquainted  with  the  name  of  thofe  he  had 

to 
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to  obey,  was  the  next  day  Tent  to  the  guillotine  for  having  obfcrved 
'    the  decree  of  the  day  before.     We  alfo  love  modcralion  and  juf- 
tice ;  but  the  people  are.no  longer  to  be  deluded  by  empty  founds. 
Tutored  by  the  fad  experience  of  paft« misfortunes,  they  know  how 
I     to  diftinguifh  the  caufes  and  authors  of  their  difallcrs.     The  fpcll 
|i     of  political  quackery  is  broken.     The  terms  of  jufiice  and  mode- 
ration were  alfo  on  the  lipcof  Roberfpierre  and  Marat,  while  they 
butchered  their  fellow-ciiizens ;  and  was  it  not  by  profaning  the 
lacred  names  of  virtue,  humanity,  and  juftice,  that  all  impoftors 
impofed  on  mankind,  and  overflowed  the  world  with  ftreams  of 
blood? 

Let  thofe  who  obftinately  perfid  in  the  exercife  of  an  ufurped 
power,  prove,  by  reftoring  it  to  the  lawful  owner,  that  their  pro- 
fei&ons  of  moderation  and  juftice  arc  flncere,  and  that  they  are  no 
accomplices  of  thofe  criminals  whom  they  now  profecute.  Di«- 
Vine  judice  has  already  employed  them  as  indruments  to  punifh  the 
guilty ;  fome  of  them  are  yet  unpunifhcd.  But  eminent  fervices 
can  obliterate  great  crimes ;  and  men  engaged  in  the  caufe  for 
which  we  are  fighting,  ought  to  refign  to  heaven  the  talk  of 
punifliment  and  revenge. 

And  ye,  generals,  officers,  and  foldiers,  who,  tired  of  being  th« 
tools  of  oppreflion  and  crimes,  refufed  to  become  the  executioners 
of  their  brethren  :  ye  who,  by  means  of  correfpondence  lately  efta* 
blifhed  between  U3,  have  learnt  to  appreciate  our  fentiments,  rely 
on  our  word,  and  take  in  our  ranks  the  places  that  are  offered  you. 
Join  us,  to  reftore  to  France  her  former  profperity  ;  be  the  favipurit 
of  our  country,  the  deliverers  of  a  yoimg  prince,  ready  to  reward 
your  fervices.  It  is  glorious  to  receive  the  price  of  valour  from 
the  hands  of  a  king,  whom  we  have  reinltated  in  his  rights! 
What  recompence  did  your  prcdeceflTors  receive  from  your  tyrants  ? 
Humiliation,  banifhment,  and  death.— What  will  you  choofe  ? 
-,  Ye  brave  inhabitants  of  La  Vendee,  the  admiration  of  Europe 
and  the  envy  of  FratKe,  the  moment  is  come  to  reap  the  fruits  of 
your  heroic  toils.  The  illuftrious  fhades  of  Bonchamp,  I'Efcuvc, . 
Roche  Jaquelin,  and  fo  many  heroes,  who  were  your  guides  and 
friends,  are  hovering  around  your  armies !  The  aflbciates  and  in- 
heritors of  their  glory,  Charette,  StofHet,  Sapinau,  and  all  your 
intrepid  leaders,  will  accomplifh  the  great  work  which  they  have 
begun,  and  condufled  with  fo  much  conftancy  and  courage.  We 
bring  you  ammunition,  arms,  and  the  mighty  afliflance  which  a 
proteding  power  that  does  not  confine  itfelf  to  a  bare  fruitlefs  ad- 
miration of  your  fortitude,  condefcends  to  grant  you.

A  CCORDING  to  letters  which  have  been  received  from  Baflc, 
^  the  Prince  of  Conde  having  received,  on  the  14th  of  June, 
the  news  of  the  death  of  Louis  XVIL  difpatched.a  general  officer 
immediately  to  Vernon,  to  receive  orders  from  the  new  king, 
Monfieuri  now  Louis  X  VIH.  On  the  16th,  the  Prince  of  Conde 
celebrated,  in  the  middle  of  his  camp,  a  foleiiin  fervice  for  the  re« 
pofe  of  the  foul  of  the  late  Louis,  after  \/\ich,  the  army  being 
huiged  in  order  pf  battle,  the  Prince  made  the  following 

PROCLAMATION : 
Gentlemen, 

Scarcely  had  the  tombs  of  the  unfortunate  Louis  XVL  his  au- 
guft  confort,  and  his  refpedlable  filler,  been  clofed,  when  tlicy  have 
^ain  been  opened  to  unite  to  thofe  illuftrious  vidims  the  molt  in« 
terefting  objeft  of  our  love,  our  hope,  and  our  eftecm.  The  young 
flefcendant  of  fo  many  kings,  whofe  birth  alone  could  fecurc  the 
happinefs  of  his  fubjefts,  infomuch  as  the  blood  of  Henry  IV. 
pd  of  Maria  Therefa  flowed  in  his  veins,  has  juil  funk  under  the 
weight  of  his  fetters,  and  of  a  miferable  exiftence.  It  is  not  the 
firft  time  that  I  have  called  to  your  recolle£lion  ihis  principle,  that 
the  king  never  dies  in  France. 

Let  us  therefore  fwear  to  this  auguft  prince,  now  become  our 
King,  that  we  will  flied  our  laft  d;-op  ot  blood  in  proof  of  that 
unbounded  fidelity,  that  entire  devotion,  that  unalter.  ble  attach* 
pent  which  wp  owe  to  him,  and  with  which  our  fo;::s  are  p^Mc- 
trated.  Our  wiflies  are  about  to  be  manifefted  by  thut  cry  vv  ;,ich 
comes  from  the  heart,  and  which  a  profound  fenfe  of  duty  has  ren« 
dered  fo  natural  to  all  good  Frenchmen — a  cry  which  was  always 
fhe  prefage  and  the  refult  of  your  fuccefles,  and  which  the  regi<« 
cides  hav^  never  heard  v^ithout  ftupor  and  remorfe* 
V'-  ^  Aftcc 
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After  having  invoked  the  God  of  mercy  in  behalf  of  the  King 
♦hom  yve  have  loft,  let  us  intreat  the  God  of  battle's  to  prolong  the 
life  of  the  King  now  given  to  us,  to  fecure  the  crown  of  France 
upon  his  head,  by  vidories,  if  neceflary,  and  dill  more,  if  pofFiblej 
by  the  repentance  of  his  fubje£ls,  and  by  the  happy  union  of  cle<^ 
nnency  and  juftice.  Gentlemen,  Louis  the  Xf^IIth  is  dead — hnglhe 
Icuis  the  Xnilth. 

Mr.  Crawford,  the  envoy  from  the  King  of  England,  afltfted  at 
this  ceremony,  united  in  the  exclamation  of  Live  Louis  the  XFIIIth^ 
and  threw  his  hat  up  into  the  air.  He  brought  money  for  the 
army,  and  the  mod  fatisfa£lory  aflurances  from  the  King,  bis 
mafter»

Reprefentatives  of  the  People,  * 
nrliE  virtues,  the  firmnefs,  the  perfeverance,  the  triumphs  of  the 
"*•    French  people,  the  treaties  of  peace,  the  hopes  of  men  of  prOi- 

Jerty,  the  opinions  of  men  of  letters,  all,  all,  at  length,  fandlion  the 
Republic.     It  would  be  as  abfurd  as  it  would  be  criminal  to  doubt 
it.     The  moment  is  therefore  arrived  to  dire£l  your  attention  to 
the  family  of  Capet ;  the  fafety  of  the  people,  and  the  fupreme  law 
lequlred  the  imprifonment  of  that  family,  and  you  did  not  futfef 
foreign  powers  to  intermeddle  in  an  affair  which  depended .  folcly 
upon  the  people  and  their  reprefentatives.     You  are  now  too 
ftrong  to  render  fuch  a  rigorous  meafure  neceflary.     You  dircficd 
that  this  family  fhould  be  imprifoned  for  the  public  fafety  ;  it  is 
neceffary  that  their  releafe  fhould  alfo  be  ufeful  to  the  country.— 
The  moft  odious  and  the  blackeft  treafon  delivered  into  the  hands 
of  one  of  the  powers  coalefced  againft  us,  four  reprefentatives  of 
the  people,  and  a  minifter  of  the  Republic  :  that  fame  power  dared 
to  arreft  on  neutral  territory  other  citizens  inverted  with  the  facrcd 
charaftcr  of  ambafladors  of  the  Republic.    To  that  power,  which 
was  the  friend  and  the  ally  of  the  Bourbons,  we  propofed  to  fur- 
xcnder  the  family  of  the  Bourbons ;  you  will  thus  by  an  afi  of 
juftice  put  an  end  to  the  moft  dreadful  violation  of  the  right  of 
jperfons.     In  fad^,  we  had  an  incon^eft^blc  right  to  keep  in  a  place 
of  fafety,  a  family  whofe  members  might  endanger  the  fafety  of 
the  people.     But  it  was  againft  the  rights  of  nations,  that  the  de- 
puties and  ambafladors  were  arrefted.    It  is  for  the  court  of  Vienna 
to  weigh  well  thefe  confiderations  ;  we  have  not  thought  it  necef- 
fary to  make  them  the  objeft  of  any  negotiation  ;  but  you  will  de- 
cree, and  your  generals  will  proclaim  the  laws  you  decree.    Th? 
following  is  the  declaration  which  your  committees  have  dircfletf 
Jnp  to  prefent  you :    The  National  Convention  declareSj^  that  as

Anjwer  of  the  Emperovy  relative  to  the  Daughter  of  tl?e  late  King  of 
France y  tranfmitted  to  General  Ciairfayt^ 

TVTY  aulic  council  of  war  has  given  me  an  account  of  your  re- 
^  port  of  the  15th  of  Jj^ly,  and  of  the  document  which  has 
feen  remitted  to  General  Stein  by  General  Pichegru,  relative  to  the 
Princefs  Maria  Therefa,  daughter  of  Louis  XVI.  my  coufin,  anil 
the  other  princes  and  princelFes  of  the  family  of  Bourbon.  la 
aD  other  circumftances,  the  conditions  upon  which  the  liberty  of 
that  unfortunate  family  have  been  made  to  depend,  ought  to  be  re- 
garded as  entirely  inndmiflible  ;  but  as  it  is  but  too  true,  that  in  the 
midft  of  the  violent  cataftrophes  which  fucceed  each  other  witli 
fuch  rapidity  in  the  French  revolution,  I  ought  only  to  confult  my 
tender  alFedion  for  my  coufin,  and  my  warm  intereft  for  the 
princes  and  princelfes  of  the  family  of  Bourbon,  and  that  I  ought 
to  think  only  of  the  dangers  in  which  they  have  been  in<  elfantly 
involved,  my  intention  is,  that  yon  make  known  to  the  French. 
general  my  readinefs  to  accede,  with  refpedl  to  the  principle,  to 
the  propoficion  that  has  been  made.  But  there  is  another  propofal, 
which  I  think  it  neceffary  to  attach  to  that  which  the  doCum*int  to 
General  Stein  contains ;  it  has  for  its  only  objeft  the  refpe£livc  ex- 
change of  the  numerous  prifoners  of  war,  which,  notwithftanding 
my  reiterated  demands,  has  hitherto  always  been  refufcd. 

Notwithftanding  the  care  which,  in  fpite  of  the  unfavourable 
treatment  of  my  foldiers,  prifoners  in  France,  I  have  diredled  to 
he  (hewn  to  the  French  prifoners  in  my  ftiitcs ;  and  though  they 
«re  placed  in  provinces  abounding  with  provifions,  are  paid  in  money, 
and  have  all  the  fuccour  of  religion,  humanity,  and  the  affiftance 
due  to  the  unfortunate,  they  have  ftill  experienced  a  crowd  of  ills 
infeparable  from  their  fituation ;  they  think  that  they  are  abandoned 
^  diftant  climates  by  thofe  fog' whom  they  have  fought ;  that  they 
ftall  never  more  fee  their  families  ;  that  they  are  punilhed  for  the 
Juiferies  and  mifchances  of  battle ;  and  that  the  quality  of  pri- 
soners, hitherto  confidefred  as  a  claim  to  the  intereft  of  thofe  for 
Vol.  III.— Past  ii.  O  v^\xo\a 
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vrhom  fuch  perfons  havie  facrificcd  themfelves,  feems  id  be,  as  w? 
as  relates  to  them,  only  a  motive  for  ingratitude. 

I  will  not  have  the  forgetfulnefs  of  the  right  of  nations — a  for* 
getfulnefs  which  perpetuates  the  detention  of  the  wretched  viftims, 
imputed  to  me.  With  much  more  reafon  ought  I  to  ufe'all  means 
to  reftore  to  liberty  my  faithful  foldiers,  prifoners  in  a  country  ia 
which  every  one  feels  that  he  muft  partake  of  all  the  mifcriesfrom 
which  its  own  inhabitants  are  not  exempt.  You  will  give  me  an 
account,  without  delay,  of  the  reply  which  you  may  receive  upoa 
the  fubjeft,  in  order  to  regulate  afterwards  more  particularly  the 
details  relating  to  the  propofal  tranfmitted  by  General  Pkhcgni, 
and  which,  I  think,  cannot  give  rife  to  any  difficulty.

'^HE  committee  of  public  welfare,  of  the  National  Gonvchticm>  1 
having  feen  the  letter  of  General  Pichegru,  commander*  in  chief  .; 
bf  the  armies  of  the  Mofelle  and  Rhine,  dated  the  23d  of  laft  \ 
month,  relative  to  sthe  execution  of  the  decree  of  the  National  ; 
Convention  of  the  12th  Meflidor,  concerning  the  five  reprcfenta-  1 
tives  of  the  people,  the  minifter,  the  ambaffadors,  and  perfons  in  \ 
their  train,  delivered  up  to  the  Emperor,  arrefted  and  detained  bj  j 
his  orders,  decrees  as  follows : 

Art.  I,  Citizen  Bacher,  firft  fecretary  to  the  embafly  of  the  Re- 
public in  Switzerland,  is  appointed  commiirary  for  negotiating  an 
cxchiange  of  prifoners  between  France  and  Auftria. 

II.  Citizen  Bacher  (hall  conform  himfelf  in  this  negotiation  to 
the  laws  which  regulate  cartels  for  the  exchange  of  prifoners  of  wajp, 

III.  He  fliall  formally  ftipulate  as  a  preliminary  condition /«^ 
qua  noriy  that  the  five  reprcfentatives  of  the  people,  the  minifter,  the 
French  imbaiTadors,  and  the  perfons  of  their  train,  fhall  be  imme- 
diately reflored  to  liberty,  and  fent  to  Bafle,  on  condition  that  the  ■ 
French  government  fhall  fend  to  Bafle,  at  the  fame  time  the 
daughter  of  Louis  the  X  Vlth,  to  be  delivered  to  the  perfon  whom 
the  Auftrian  government  fhall  delegate  to  receive  her,  and  that  the 
other  individuals  of  the  family  of.  Bourbon  may  quit  the  territory  ^ 
of  the  Republic ;  the  whole  in  conformity  to  the  decree  of  tht* 
National  Convention  of  the  12th  MelTidor. 

Copies  of  the  prefent  decree  fhall  be  immediately  fent  to  General 
Pichegru  and  Citizen  Bacher.

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Decree  relative  to  Foreigners^  p^JJed  by  the  National  Convention^  on 

the  25/A  MeJpJor,  Monday,  July  i^* 

T^HE  National  Convenrion,  on  the  report  of  its  committees  of 
*"  public  and  general  fafety,  decrees  as  follows : 

I.  All  foreigners  born  in  the  territories  with  which  the  French 
Republic  is  at  war,  and  who  have  entered  France  fince  the  ift  of 
January,  1792,  are  enjoined  to  depart  from  thence, 

II.  They  fhall  quit  the  communes  in  which  they  refide  within 
the  fpace  of  three  days,  reckoning  from  the  publication  of  the  pre- 
fentlaw.  They  fhall,  befides,  be  allowed  one  day  for  every  feven 
leagues,  between  the  place  they  are  to  quit  and  the  frontier. 

III.  They  (hall  declare  before  the  municipalities,  and  at  Paris,- 
before  the  civil  committees  of  the  fe£lion,  what  route  they  intend 
totake:— This  route  will  be  defcribed  on  the  pafsports  to  be  de- 
lircrcd  to  them.    . 

IV.  Every  foreigner  comprehended  in  the  prefent  law,  who 
after  the  delay  pointed  out  by  the  fecond  and  third  articles  (hall  be 
found  on  the  territory  of  the  Republic,  or  who  (hall  ftray  from  the 
road  traced  out  to  him,  Ihall  be  put  under  arreft. 

V.  The  difpofitions  of  the  preceding  articles,  (hall  apply  to 
foreigners  who  pretending  to  have  been  born  in  countries  either 
allied  or  neutral,  (hall  not  be  rccognifed  and  acknowledged  by  their 
refpeAive  ambaffadors  and  agents. 

VL  The  following  may  continue  in  France: 
Ip  Foreigners  born  in  the  countries  with  which  the  Republic  is  at 
lyar,  who  came  into  France  before  the  ift  of  January,  1792^ 
provided  they  have  a  known  dwelling,  or  are  vouched  for  by  four 
citizens,  houfekeepers,  and  diftinguKhed  by  their  patriotifm  and 
their  probity. 
3.  Foreigners  born  in  the  countries  in  friendfhip  and  alliance  with 
France,  who  (hall  be  acknowledged  by  the  ambaffadors  or  agents 
of  the  powers  with  which  the  Republic  is  at  peace. 
VIL  To  each  foreigner  there  (hall  be  delivered  a  paper   con- 
taining his  defcription  with  thefe  words  on  the  top — '*  Hofpitality  ! 
Security !"  The  word,   "  Fraternity'*  (hall  be  added  for  foreigners 
>orn  in  the  countries  with  which  the  Republic  is  at  peace. 

VIII.  Every  foreigner  found  in  a  feditious  affemblage  (hall  be 
i^snfidered  as  a  fpy,  and  puni(hed  as  fuch.  ^ 

IX.  Every  foreigner,  at  his  arrival  in  a  feaport,  or  in  a  fronticfr 
■ommune  of  the  Republic,  (hall  appear  before  the  municipality* 
it  (hall  there  prefent  his  pafsport,  which  is  to  be  immediately 
ranfmitted  to  the  committee  of  general  fafety  for  examination. 
He  (hall,  in  the  mean  time,  be  under  the  charge  of  the  municipal 
officers,  who  (hall  give  him  a  proviflonal  card  of  fecurity,  point* 
'^S  oyt  th»t  he  is  ip  their  keeping. 
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X.  The  councils  general  of  communes  may,  neverthclcfs,  giV 
proviConal  at|tbprizatioas  to  thie  merchants  of  allied  or  neutrs 
countries  who  (hgll  enter  France.  They  (hall  cemmunicate  thi 
to  the  committee  of  general  fafcty,  to  which  they  ftiall  fend 
collated  copy  of  the  pafsport,  and  an  in4ijcation  of  the  route  th 
foreigner  purpofes  to  take. 

XI.  In  the  meafures  prefcribcd  by  Article  XI.  extraordinar 
couriers,  as  well  as  thofe  charged  with  millions  to  the  convemioxi 
or  the  government  committees,  are  not  comprehended.

What  is  the  pofition  of  the  Republic  ?  After  fix  years  of  heroic 

ftruggle  againft  all  the  enemies  or  her  independence,  France  is  on 
the  eve  of  reaping  the  fruits  of  her  efforts  and  her  facrificcs,  of  fo 
ipiany  fuccefles  and  fo  many  reverfes.

When  were  they  ever  feen  to  emerge 
from  the  infignificance  to  which  nature  has  condemned  rhem,  if  it 
has  not  been  to  hurry  themfelves  into  all  the  cxceifcs  of  vice,  and 
to  welter  in  the  filth  of  the  vilett  debauchery  ? 
And  thefe  emigrants,  thefe  pretended  regenerators  of  France*, 

'  ^tk  foi'difant  exclu five  inheritors  of  valour  and  French  royalty  ; 
thefe  heroical  knights,  fo  brave  at  a  diitance,  fo  terrible  in  their 
fpeeches,  fo  courageous  in  their  writings,  where  have  they  been 
3K)  be  found  in  the  courfe  of  the  prefent  war  ?  Wherever  the 
danger  was  not.  Demand  of  the  inhabitant*;  of  the  country  in 
^ha.  way  they  treated  even  thofe  who  held  the  fame  fentiments 
^ith  themfelves  ?  Demand  of  the  nations  who  have  foftered  their 
Vagabond  wretchednefs,  what  reward  they  have  receive^  from 
4em?  The  fcourgcs  and  the  difgrace  of  nations!  they  have 
known  only  how  to  (hun  peril,  to  violate  the  laws  of  hofpitality, 
i?*id  to  revenge  tjieir  ignominy  by  dint  of  crimes^ 
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Which  is  the  government  whofc  fupport  thcjr  begged,  to  rcf 
turn  into  their  own  country  ?  England !  England^  at  all  times  the 
rival  of  France ;  England,  which  excited  againft  us  all  Europei 
to  deftroy  the  firft  conftitution,  ftie  afterwards  wiflied  to  rc- 
cftablifh  by  force ;  England,  whofe  interell:  it  has  always  been 
to  aft  in  oppofition  to  oirr  interefts,  and  who  would  wi(h  to-mor- 
row to  convert  France  into  a  republic,  if  France  (hould  to-mor- 
row proclaim  a  king. 

Asa  reward  for  the  fuccours  which  are  granted  to  them,  not 
by  the  Engli(h  nation,  great  and  magnanimous  as  all  nations  are, 
which  knows  how  to  value  wretches  equally  incapable  of  the 
energy  of  guilt  and  the  energy  of  virtue,  and  which  will  alfo  foon ' 

be  wearied  of ;  as  a  reward  for  thcfe 

fuccours.  obtained  from  a  king  •  •  »  •  •  •  •  •  '  •  •  i 
and  from  a  perverfe  minifter,  who  can  fay  that  the  firft  condition 
of  the  treaty  is  not  that  Brittany  (hall  again  become  a  province  of 
England?  And  you  are  Frenchmen!  and  are  you  Britons!  and 
you  do  not  fhudder  with  indignation  at  fuch  an  idea  ! 

The  heroes  of  Coblentz  affedt^not  to  fee  in  the  convention  the 
national  repfcfcntation  :  but  where  does  it  refide  ?  Is  it  in  the 
imperceptible  minority  alFembled  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Rhinei 
or  on  the  banks  of  the  Thames,  which  pretends  to  fubjeS  the 
Bfiafs  of  the  nation  to  all  the  ideas  fiiggefted  to  it  by  its  egotifni|itt 
pride,  and  its  dark  ignorance  ?    What  an  abfurdity  ! 

They  doubt  the  powers  of  the  convention  to  treat  of  peacti 
But  let  them  alfo  doubt  the  innumerable  exploits  of  our  republi- 
cans, the  vidlories  of  Valmy,  Gemmappe,  and  Fledrus  ;  the  con- 
queits  of  Belgium,  Holland,  the  Palatinate,  Luxembourg, 
Figueres>  &c.  Let  them  doubt  the  treaties  concluded  with  the 
Grand  Duke  of  Tufcany,  Holland,  the  King  of  Pruffia,  and 
fevcral  Princes  of  Germany.  And,  laftly,  let  them  doubt  the 
oath  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Republic,  folemnly  fworn  by  all 
the  French. — Can  this  oath  be  illufory  ?  And  fhall  a  handful  of 
rebel's  di (Sate  laws  to  a  great  nation  they  have  fo  bafely  defertcd! 
No,  it  fliall  not  be  thus  ;  no,  fo  npiany  labours,  fufFerings,  and  pub- 
lic and  private  calamities,  (hall  not  be  facrificed  to  traitors.  They 
have  dared  to  put  their  foot  on  their  native  land,  and  their  native 
land  fhall  fwallow  them  up. 

They  are  dcfirous  to  make  the  convention  re^ponfible  for  the 
crimes  of  Robefpierre,  Marat,  and  their  accomplices.  But  who 
gave  tjie  latter  that  fatal  afcendancy,  fo  cruel  an  ufe  of  which  thcjf 
made  ?  Who,  unlefs  it  be  the  emigrants,  their  infernal  machi- 
nations,  their  cold-blooded  and  fhocking  atrocities  ?  To  whom 
is  to  be  imputed  the  fyfl:em  of  terror  which  has  fo  long  defolated 
France,  unlefs  it  be  to  thofe  who  have  aimed  at  the  renewal  ol 
rfefpotifm  and  feudality  ?  To  whom  are  to  be  afcribed  thofe 
ihoufands  of  forgeries  and  falfehoods  to  which  fo  many  vidinH 

have 
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iiave  been  Immolated^  unlefs  it  be  4o  thofe  horrid  *  treafons  whicd 
have  fo  often  brought  the  country  into  danger  ?  Who  delivered 
up  Toulon  and  its  fleet  to  the  Englilh  ?  Who  kindled  up  at 
Lyons  and  at  la  Vendee  the  torch  of  civil  war  ? 

Sttch  are  the  bleflings  prepared  for  you  by  thofe  who  now  wifli 
you  to  confider  them  as  your  generous  deliverers.  Judge  from 
thence  what  you  have  reafonably  to  cxpcdl  from  them* 

What,  on  the  other  hand,  has  been  done  by  the  National  Con- 
vention, regenerated  fince  the  memorable  revolution  of  the  9th 
Thermidor?  It  has  punilhed  the  decemvir  and  the  devourers  of 
.  Ac  nation  ;  it  has  overthrown  the  fcafFolds,  and  re-eftabliflicd  the 
,  icign  of  juftice;  it  has  opened  the  jails  in  which  innocence  was 
lodged,  to  fill  them  with  brigands  and  confpirators  ;  it  has  annihi- 
lated the  fnaxi?(ium^  the  requifitions,  and  the  other  laws  that  ha- 
nfled  commerce  and  agriculture.  It  has  reftored  to  you  the  free- 
dom of  worfh^p,  and  an  accefs  to  your  churches.  And,  laftly,  it 
has  repaired,  as  far  as  polfible,  the  calamities  which  the  bribes  of 
Pitt,  and  the  black  intrigues  of  thofe  he  has  protected,  brought  on 
France* 

Ufcful  agriculturers,  do  not  be  deceived:  it  would  be  their 
aim  to  opprefs  you  more  efpecially. 

Of  what  do  thcfe  bands  of  emigrants,  the  fhips  of  England 
tare  juft  voniited  on  your  exalts,  confilt  ?  They  are  thofe 
SeipteurSy  thofe  monks,  rhv.fe  prefidents,  thofe  counfellors,  thofe 
legiftrers  of  courts,  thofe  proSors,  all  the  voracious  vermin,  in 
feort,  which  for  fifteen  centuries  have  fattened  on  the  fubftance 
ofthehoneft  farmer.  Would  you  be  again  attached  to  the  glebe? 
Would  you  again  fubmit  to  tythes,  taxes  in  kind,  labours  on  the 
highways,  and  momentary  notices  to  quit  the  ground  you  fhould 
improve  by  your  labours?  Would  you  be  ruined  afrelh,  and  tor- 
mented in  every  way  by  intendants,  fub-intendants,  and  lawyers? 
And  would  you  prefer  all  this  to  a  wife  conftitution  which  fecures 
your  independence,  your  property,  liberty  of  confcience,  and  the 
wpofe  of  yourfelves  and  families. 

Good  citizens !  it  is  time  for  you  to  pronounce ;  and  your 
filence  would  be  dangerous.  Woe  will  betide  him  who  (hall  join 
Ac  ftandard  of  the  rebels,  of  the  enemies  of  the  nation. — And 
Wretched  will  be  his  lot  who  iliall  encourage  their  devaitations 
ind  counter-revolutionary  plans  1  At  our  call,  numerous  battalions 
kaftenfrom  the  banks  of  the  Rhine,  the  Mcufe,  the  Sambre,  and 
tfcc  MofcUe.  Driven  back  and  furrounded  on  all  fides,  what  ef- 
fcrts  can  the  enemy  oppofe  to  republican  energy  and  conftancy  i 
The  enemy!  The  hour  of  their  complete  deftruflion  approaches. 
Friends  of  the  laws,  friends  of  good  order  and  peace,  be  worthy 
w  yourfelves;  be  what  you  have  always  been  ;  the  viftory  is  cer- 
tam;  and  thcfe  laft  attempts  of  an  atrocious  government  and  a 
parricidal  band  will  merely  baften  the  moment  when  you  will 
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cnjoTthe  happinefs  your  hennfm  ihill  have  de(mecl.-^f7ur  If

LoHtSy  by  the  Grace  ofGzdy  King  of  France  and  Navarre ^  io  cB  Mf 

SubjeciSy  greeting. 

TN  depriving  yon  of  a  king,  whofc  whole  reign  was  paflcd  U, 
**•  captivity,  but  whofc  infancy  even  afforded  fuflicicnt  grounds'M 
believing  that  he  would  prove  a  worthy  fucociibr  to  the  beft  rf 
kings,  the  impenetrable  decrees  of  Providence,  in  tranfmitting  hk 
crown  to  us,  have  impofed  the  neceffity  of  tearing  it  fromthll 
hands  of  revolt,  and  the  duty  of  faving  the  countryy  leduced,  ^ 
a  difaftrous  revolution,  to  the  brink  of  ruin. 

The  fatal  conformity  which  fubiifts  between  the  comfBeiic&- 
ment  cf  our  rcigA  and  the  commencement  of  the  reign  of  thi 
fourth  Henry,  operates  as  an  additional  inducement  with  us  to 
take  that  monarch  for  our  model,  and  imitating,  in  the  firft  in-i 
fiance,  his  noble  candour,  we  (hall  now  lay  open  our  whole  foul 
before  you.  Long,  too  long,  have  we  had  to  deplore  thofe  fatal 
circumstances  which  imperioufly  prefcribed  the  neceffity  of  filence; 
but  now  that  we  are  allowed  to  exert  our  voice,  attend  toit» 
Our  love  for  you  is  the  only  fentiment  by  which  we  are  a<9:uate(l; 
our  heart  obeys,  with  delight,  the  dictates  of  clemency  ;  and  fincc 
it  has  pleafcd  heaven  to  referve  us,  like  Henry  the  Great,  to  re- 
eftablilh  in  our  empire  the  reign  of  order  and  the  laws,  like  him 
we  will  execute  this  divine  ta(k,  with  the  adidance  of  our  faith- 
ful fubje^ts,  by  uniting  kindncfs  with  juftice. 

Your  minds  have,  by  dreadful  experience,  been  fufEciently  in- 
formed of  the  extent  and  origin  of  your  misfortunes.  Impious 
and  fadious  men,  after  having  feduced  you  by  delufive  declama- 
tions, and  by  deceitful  promifes,  hurried  you  into  irreligion  and 
fcvolt.  Since  that  time,  a  flood  of  calamities  has  rufhed  in  upon' 
upon  you  from  every  fide.  You  proved  faithlefs  to  the  God  of 
your  forefathers ;  and  that  God,  judly  offended,  has  made  you 
feel  the  weight  of  his  anger ; — you  rebelled  againft  the  authority 
which  he  had  eflablilhed,  and  a  fanguinary  defpotifm,  and  an 
anarchy  not  lefs  fatal,  have,  in  alternate  fucceilion,  continued  to 
harafs  you  with  inceifant  rage. 

Confider,  an  inftant,  the  origin  and  progrefs  of  the  evils  with 
which  you  are  overwhelmed* 

Yob 
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You  firft  .con/igncd  your  intcrefts  to  faithlcfs  reprefentativet^ 
^ho,  betraying  the  confidence  which  you  had  repofed  in  thcmi 
uid  violatiiig  tne  oaths  which  they  had  taken ,  paved  the  way  for 
their  rebellion  againft  their  king,  by  treachery  and  perjury  to- 

Ear^s  you.;  and  they  rendered  you  the  inftruuicnts  of  their  paf- 
onSy  and  of  your  owu  ruin. 

You  next  fubmitted  to  the  defpotic  fway  of  gloomy  and  auftere 
i^rants,  who  contefted  with  each  other — while  the  conteft  was 
inarked  with  mutual  maifacrcs — the  right  of  opprefling  the  na- 
tion ;  and  they  impofcd  upon  you  a  yoke  of  brafs. 

You  afterwards  permitted  their  blood-ftained  fceptre  to  pafs 
jnto  the. hands  of  a  rival  faftion,  which,  in  order  to  fccurc  tneir 
povrer,  and  to  reap  the  fruit  of  their  crimes,  aifumed  the  ma(k  of 
moderation,  which  it  fometimes  lifts  up,  but  which  it  dares  not 
jet  venture  wholly  to  throw  afide  ;  and  you  have  changed  fan- 
gUQary  defpots^  whom  you  abhorred,  for  hypocritical  defpots^ 
wliom  you  defpife.  They  conceal  their  weaknefs  beneath  an  ap- 
jiearance  of  mildnefs,  but  they  are  actuated  by  the  fame  ambition 
which  influenced  the  conduft  of  their  predeccflbrs : — The  reign 
of  terror  has  fufpended  its  ravages  ;  ibut  they  have  been  re- 
placed by  the  diforders  of  anarchy.  Lefs  blood  is  (hed  in  France ; 
but  greater  mifery  prevails.  In  fhort,  your  (lavery  has  only 
,c|iang?d  its  form,  and  your  difaders  have  been  aggravated. 

You  have  lent  a  favourable  ear  to  the  calumnious  reports  that 
have.been  pppagated  againft  that  ancient  race  which,  during  to 
■long,  a  ^period,  reigned  as  much  in  your  hearts  as  over  France: 
.and  your  blind  credulity  has  increafed  the  weight  pf  your  chains, 
and  prolonged  the  term  of  your  misfortunes. 

In  a  word,  your  tyrants  have  overthrown  the  altars  of  your 
pod  and  the  throne  of  your  king,  and  have  completed  the  fum  of 
your  wrctchednefs. 

Thus,  impiety  and  revolt  have  been  the  caufe  of  all  the  tor- 
tnents  you  experience  : — In  order  to  (top  their  progrefs,  you  muft 
.dry  up  their /oiirce. 

You  muft  renounce  the  dominion  of  thofe  treacheroiis  and  cruel 
;i^fi^rpers  who  promifed  you  happinefs,  but  who  have  given  you 
only  famine  andcjleath  ;  we  wi(h  to  relieve  you  from  their  tyranny ; 
which  has  .fujfficiently  injured  yoii  to  infpire  you  with  the  refolu- 
.tio«pf  (baking;  it  off.  .    ; 

.    Yqu  ^muft  -ifettfrn  to  that  holy  religion  which  IjJas  drawn  down 

upon  fraiicc  the  blcflings  of  heaven.  Wewifh  to  reftore  its 
'altars,  by  prefcribing  jufticc  to  fovejreigns  and  fidelity  to  fubjeSs  ; 
.  it 'maintains  good,  order,  enfures.the  triumph  of  the  laws,  and 

proiluccs  the  felicity  of  empires.     You  muft  reftore  that  govern- 

Jnent,  which,  during  fourteen' centuries,  conftituted  the  glory  of 

France,  and  the  delight  of  her  inhabitants,  which  rendered  our 

country  the  nioil  flouriihing  of  ftates,  and  yourfelve$  the  happieft

efPrriMaU     It  ujbjcfls  the  laws  to  certain  fpecific  forms  prefcrikd^ 
by  itfclf,  and  the  fovcre^gn  himfelf  to  the  obfervance  of  theliwii^ 
In  onicr  to  guard  the  wifdom  of  the  legiflature  agunft  the  fintitft 
of  reduction,  and  to  defend  the  liberty  of  the  fubjed  againfi  the]; 
abufc  of  authority  ;  it  prefcribes  conditions  to  the  cftabliflmicitf^! 
of  imports,  in  order  to  fatiify  the  people  that  the  tributes  whicfc  . 
th'^y  pay  are  ncceflary  for  the  prefervation  of  the  ftate.     It  cod-  . 
iidci  to  the  firft  body  of  the  magiftracy  the  care  of  enforcing  tte 
f;Xft'Jition  of  the  laws,  and  of  undeceiving  the  monarch,  if  I* 
fhoiild  chance  to  be  impofed  upon.     It  places  the  fundamcntil 
Uws  under  the  proteftion  of  the  king,  and  of  the  three  ordess, 
for  the  purpofc  of  preventing  revolutions,  which  arc  the  grcatd 
calamities  that  the  people  can  poflibly  fuftain.     It  has  adopted  a 
multiplicity  of  precautions,  in  order  to  fecure  to  you  the  advan- 
tages of  a  monarchical  government,  and  to  fcreen  you  from  its 
danger?}*     Do  not  your  unexampled  misfortunes,  as  much  as  its 
rcncrabic  antiquity,  bear  teftimony  to  its  wifdom  ?     Did  yoUf 
aticcflors  ever  experience  the  evils  which  you  have  borne  lincc 
the  hands  of  ignorant  and  obftinate  innovators  have  overthrown 
their  conftitutiun  ?  It  was  the  common  fupport  of  the  cottage  or 
the  poor,  and  the  palace  of  the  rich  ;  of  perfonal  freedom  and 
public  fafcty  ;  of  the  rights  of  the  throne,  and  the  profpert^  <* 
tlic   Rate.     The  moment  it  was  overthrown,  property,  fafctyi 
liccdom,  all  ceafed  to  exift.     No  fooner  did  the  throne  become  ^ 
prey  to  ufurpers,  than  your  fortunes  were  feized  by  plunderers 
the  inftant  the  regis  of  •royal  authority  ceafed  to  protcft  you,  yo^ 
wui'c  opprcifcd  by  defpotifmi  and  funk  into  flavery. 
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To  that  antique  and  wife  conftitutiony  whofe  fall  has  provjcd 

^our  ruin,  we  wiih  to  reflore  all  its  purity,  which  time  had  cor- 

rttpted;  all  its  vigour,  which  time   had   impaired;  but  it  has, 

fttlelf,  fortunately  deprived  us  of  the  ability  to  change  it.    It  is 

our  holy  ark  ;  we  are  forbidden  to  lay  rafh  hands  upon  it  ;  your 

liappinefs  and  our  glory,  the  wi(h  of  all  true  Frenchmen,  and 

;^  knowledge  which  we  have  acquired  in  the  fchool  of  misfor- 

time,  all  tend  to  confirm,  in  our  mind,  the  neceflity  of  reilor- 

Vig  it  entire.     It  is  becaufe  France  is  dear  to  us,  that  we  are 

iHzious  to  replace  her  under  the  beneficent  protection  of  a  go* 

.moment,  the  excellence  of  which  has  been  proved  by  fo  long  a 

Lcoatinuation  of  profperity  ;  it  is  becaufe  we  feel  it  to  be  our  duty 

, Id  quell  that  fpirit  of  fyftem- making,  that  rage  for  innovation, 

r%hich  has  been  the  caufe  of  your  ruin,  that  we  are  anxious  to  re- 

j-^fnate  and  confirm  thoTe  falutary  laws  which  are  alone  capable  of 

f  pomoting  a  general  unity  of  fentiment,  of  fixing  the  general 

jopinion,  and  of  oppofing  an  infurmountable  barrier  to  the  revo* 

'  lutionary  rage  which  every  plan  of  a  change  in  the  conftitution  of 

oiir  kingdom,  would  again  let  loofe  upon  the  public. 

But  while  the  hand  of  time  gives  the  ftamp  of  wifdom  to  the 
Jofiitutions  of  man,  his  paflions  are  (ludious  to  degrade  them, 
ind  either  put  their  own  work  at  the  fide  of  the  laws,  with  a 
■licw  to  weaken  their  cfFcdl,  or  make  it  ufurp  the  place  of  the 
hws  ia  order  to  render  them  ufclefs.  In  thofe  empires,  which 
luTe  attained  to  the  highed  pitch  of  glory  and  profperity,  abufes 
IDuft  generally  prevail,  becaufe  in  fuch  dates  they  are  the  lead 
likely  to  attra£l  the  attention  of  thofe  who  govern.  Some  abufes 
bad  therefore  crept  into  the  government  of  France,  which  were 
not  only  felt  by  the  lower  clals  of  people,  but  by  every  order  of  the 
fiate*  The  deceafed  monarch,  our  brother  and  fovercign  lord  and 
mafier,  had  defcried,  and  was  anxious  to  remove  them.  In  his 
laft  moments  he  charged  his  fucceflbr  to  execute  the  plans  which 
he  had,  in  his  wifdom,  conceived  for  promoting  the  happinefs  of 
4at  very  people  who  fufFered  him  to  perifli  on  the  fcafFold. 

On  quitting  the  throne,  from   which  crime  and  impiety  had 
horled  him,  to  afcend  that  which  Heaven  had  referved  for  his 
virtues,  he  pointed  out  to  us  our  duties  in  that  immortal  will» 
the  inexhauflible  fource  of  admiration  and  regret.     That  king! 
tbt  martyr !  fubmiifive  to  the  God  who  had  made  him  a  king, 
followed  his  example,  in  dying  without  a  m.urmiir,  in  rendering 
fte  inflrument  of  his  punifhment  a  trophy  to  his  glory,  and  in 
attending  to  the  welfare  of  his  people  at  the  very  time  when 
tfccY  were  completing  the  fum  of  his  misfortunes! 
What  Louis  XVI.  could  not  efFeS,  we  will.accomplifli. 
But  though  plans  of  reform  may  be  conceived  in  the  midd  of 
Q>hfu{ibn,  they  can  only  be  executed  in  the  bofom  of  tranquil- 
ity: to  replace  upon  its  ancient  bads  the  conditution  of  the  king- 
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clomi  to  give  it  its  primitive  impulfe,  to  put  all  its  part8.in  mo- 
tion, to  corre£t  the  vices  v^^hich  had  crept  into  the  ^inhuftiSitlofl' 
of  public  affairs,  is  the  work  of  peace.     Religious  ^ori&ijf  ttiA 
be  re-eflabliflied,  the  hydra  of  anarchy  deftroy^^  thfe  re^ui- 1^ 
thority  be  reftored  to  all  its  rights,  before  we  can  eXecuteourui^.f' 
tentions  of  oppoflngabufes  of  all  kinds  with  invincible  .finAnds,Q^ 
jeeking  them  with  diligence,  and  prefcribing  them  with  dccifiod. 

The  implacable  tyrants,  who  hold  you  in  fubjedlion,  aloMie- 
tard  that  happy  moment.     They  do  not  attenlpt  to  deliy  dut  Jkf 
time  of  illufion  is  patl  ;  and  that  you  feel  all  the  weight  of  dd^ 
ignorance,  their  crimes,  and  their  depredations.     But  thofefriD- 
dulent  promifes,  of  which  you  are  no  longer  the  dupes,  tuefQ&'i 
ceeded  by  the  dread  of  punifhmcnt  which  they  alone  have  de- 
ferved.     After  having  robbed  you  of  your  property,  they  icprt- 
fent  us  to  you  as  an  enraged  avenger,  who  means  to  deprive  Jdi 
of  life,  the  only  good  that  you  now  have  left.     Difmayed  by  tik,] 
reproaches  of  their  confcience,  they  wifh  to  make  you  paStan'tf ' 
their  fate,  that  they  may  profit  by  your  defpair  ;  they  enJuvou^ 
to  infpire  you  with  falfe  alarms,  that  they  may  be.  able  to  quiet 
their  own  apprehenfions  ;  but,  know  the  heart  of  your  fovereign, 
and  leave  to  him  the  talk  of  preferving  you  from  the  machiAatiatt 
of  your  enemies. 

We  fliall  not  only  forbear  to  magnify  errors  into  criihesi  bat  ,^ 
crimes  themfelves,  which  have  originated  in  error,  we  fliall  k 
ever  ready  to  pardon.  All  Frenchmen  who,  abjuring  pernidottt 
opinions,  fhall  throw  themfelves  at  the  feet  of  the  throne,  will  be 
^received.  All  Frenchmen,  who  have  only  become  criniinal  in 
confequence  of  being  milled,  far  from  finding  in  us  an  inflcxibte 
judge,  will  difcover  a  companionate  father  ;  thofe  who,  in  the 
midft  of  revolt,  have  prefervcd  their  fidelity — thofe  who,  by  mi 
heroic  facrifice,  have  become  the  companions  of  our  exil?,  and 
our  aflbciates  in  misfortune  ;  thofe  who  have  already  (haken  off  ■ 
the  bandage  of  illufion,  and  the  yoke  of  revolt  ;  thofe  whoj,  ffiH 
Tetained  by  a  cruel  perfeverance,  fhall  haften  to  return  to  rfiafon 
and  to  duty,  fhall  all  be  treated  as  our  children.  If  one  part  of 
thefe  have  preferved  their  charafter  and  their  rights  by  unlhakcn 
fidelity,  the  other  part  have  recovered  them  by  a  falutary  re- 
pentance ;  and  they  fhall  all  fhare  in  our  afFe£lion.  We  arc 
r  renchmen---a  title  which  the  crimes  of  a  few  individuals  can  no 
more  degrade,  than  the  enormities  of  the  Duke  of  Orleans  can 
pollute  the  blood  of  Henry  the  Fourth. 

This  title,  which  was  ever  dear  to  us,  will  alfo  render  us  deaf 
to  thofe  who  bear  it.  We  compaflionate  thofe  men  who  are  fliW 
retained*  in  the  path  of  error,  from  weaknefs  of  mind,  or  by  the 
arts  of  feduftiori  ;  wje  water  with  our  tears  the  afhes  of  thofe 
brave  men  who  have  fallen  viftims  to  their. fidelity  ;  we  lament 
the  fate  of  thofe  who  have  perifhed  in  fupport  of  rebellicfti  and 


cfaifih,  and  whofe  rcftoration  to  the  bofom  of  the  church  and  the 
nonarchy  would  have  given  us  the  mod  plcafing  fatisfadion* 
The  evils  which  you  experience,  conftitute  our  only  fiiffcrings  j 
ibsA  ta  cure  thofc  evils  is  the  only  felicity  which  wc  can  hence- 
brth  .hope  to  enjoy. 

The  excefles  of  which  the  people  have  been  guilty,  are  cer- 
innly  dreadful ;  but  we  cannot  forget,  that  fcduftion  and  vio* 
lence  have  had  greater  influence  over  them  than  opinion  and  in* 
3Bnaliun  ;  and  we  know,  that  even  while  they  favoured  the  re- 
Mntionaiy  fchemes/  their  hearts  remained  faithful,  and  fecretly 
fiiavowed  the  conduft  which  terror  direfled.  That  peopK-,  al- 
ternately deceived  and  fubdued,  but  always  more  dcfcrviiig  of 
Jhy  than  of  cenfure  ;  that  people,  who  have  been  fufficiently, 
aay,  too  feverely  punifh^,  by  fix  years  of  flavery  and  oppreflion  ; 
by  that  multitude  of  calamities  which  they  have  drawn  upon  their 
ftWn  heads  ;  that  people,  who  were  always  dearly  beloved  by  the 
tittgs  our  predeceflTors,  will  make  us  amends  for  the  cruel  tor- 
ttieiits  we  have  fufFered,  by  affording  us  an  opportunity  of  loading 
Afedi  with  our  benefadiions. 

'  Who  would  have  ventured  to  believe,  that  perfidy  and  rebellion 
Coold  ever  have  infefted  that  army,  which  was  erft  the  fupport  of 
Ittt  throne,  and  was  at  all  times  devoted  to  honour  and  to  their 
fovereign  ?  Their  fucceffes  have  proved  that  courage  is  never  to 
.6c  extinguiihed  in  the  heart  of  a  Frenchman ;  but  how  many 
tears  ought  you  to  Ihed  over  thofe  fatal  fuccelTes  !  They  have  been 
flic  principle  of  the  general  opprcflion  ;  they  have  conftituted  the 
iiipport  and  increafed  the  audacity  of  your  execrable  tyrants  ; 
they  are  the  inflruments  employed  by  the  hand  of  God  for  the 
chafKfement  of  France  ;  what  foldier  is  there,  who  will  not, 
when  he  returns  to  his  home,  find  the  flill  bloody  traces  of  thofe 
trfamities  which  his  vidories  have  occafioncd  ?  But  the  French 
tony  cannot  long  remain  the  enemy  of  its  king.  Since  it  has 
pftfcrved  its  ancient  valour,  it  will  reftime  its  primitive  virtues ; 
fince  honour  is  not  cxtinguifhed  in  its  bofom,  it  will  follow  her 
iiftates  ;  it  will  liften  to  her  voice.  Soon,  we  doubt  not,  the 
Ciy  of  Hve  le  Rot  will  rc-place  the  clamours  of  fedition  ;  foon 
will  the  army  return,  fubmiffive  and  faithful,  to  re-eftabli(h  our 
tf||X)ne  ;  to  expiate,  at  our  feet,  even  its  own  glory,  and  to  read 
w  our  looks  oblivion  of  paft  errors,  and  pardon  of  paft  crimes. 

We  might  let  juftice  take  her  courfc  againfl:  the  criminal  au-e 
thors  of  the  people's  errors,  againft  the  chiefs  and  infligators  of 
the  revolt ;  and  perhaps  we  ought  fo  to  do,  though  how  could  we 
l^ate  the  irreparable  injury  which  they  have  done  to  France  ? 
But  thofe  whom  Divine  juftice  has  not  yet  overtaken,*  we  will 
Ifeive  to 'their  own  confcience— that  will  be  punifhment  enough* 
May  they,  overpowered  by  this  excefs  of  indulgence,  and  re- 
waioing  fubroiffively  attached  to  their  duty,  juftify  us  \t\  ov\i^ 
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may  there  be  able  to  promote  the  happinefs  of  Fradc^j  .and  thajt 
motive  gives  us  courage  to' proceed.  If  we  (hould  be  reducied  t9 
the  necellity  of  conquering  our  country,  confiding  in  the  jjifticp 
of  our  caufe,  and  in  the  zeal  of  true  FrienchmeOf  we  will  ad- 
vance to  the  conqneft  with  indefatigable  perfeverance,  and  ivitk 
undaunted  courage  :  we  will  advance  to  the  ^onqueft,  (hpuld  it 
be  neceflary,  through  the  cohorts  of  rebels,  atid.the  poiguardsof 
affailins.  The  God  of  St.  Louis,  that  God  whonni  we  call  to 
witnefs  the  purity  of  our  intentions,  will  be  our  guide  and  ^ 
fupport. 

But  no  :  we  fliall  not;  be  reduced  to  the  neceffity  of  ufirig  amis 
againft  deluded  fubjefts^ — No:  to  them  felves  alone,  to  their  re- 
gret, to  their  love,  fliall  we  be  indebted  for  the  re-e(Ubli^9:^Bt 
of  our  throne  ;  and  the  mercy  of  Heaven,  moved  by  their  tcari, 
will  make  religion  once  more  flourifh  in  the  empire  o£  the  moll 
chriflian  kings. 

This  pleafmg  hope  revives  our  heart.  Misfortune  has  rem^vpd 
the  veil  which  was  placed  before  your  eyes  ;  the  harfb  .leflbos  rf 
experience  have  taught  you  to  regret  the  advantages  which  you  have 
loft.  Already  do  the  fentiments  of  religion,  which  fhew  thcsm- 
felves  with  eclat  in  all  the  provinces  of  the  kingdom,  prefent  to 
our  fight  the  image  of  the  glorious  ages  of  the  church.  ^Ircadjf 
does  the  impulfe  of  your  hearts,  which  brings  you  back  to  yopr 
king,  declare  that  you  feel  the  want  of  being  governed  by  a. Ei- 
ther. 

But  it  is  not  enough  to  form  barren  wiflies;  decifive  refolutions 
muft  be  adopted  :  it  is  not  enough  to  groan  beneath  the  yoke  of 
your  oppreffors,  you  muft  be  affifted  in  ihaking  it  ofF.-nShew  the 
world  how  the  French,  reftored  to  their  fenfes,  can  efface  faults, 
in  the  commiffion  of  which  their  hearts  were  not  concerned: — 
Prove,  that  as  Henry  the  Great  has  tranfmitted  to  us,  with  bis 
blood,  his  love  of  his  people,  fo  are  you  alfo  the  defce^dants  ci 
that  people,  one  part  of  whom,  always  faithful  to  his  caufei 
fought  to  reftore  him  to  his  throne  ;  and  the  other  pari,  abjuring 
a  momentary  error,  bathed  his  feet  with  the  tears  of  repentancci 
Remember  that  you  are  the  grandfons  of  the  conquerors  of  IvfJ 
and  Fontain  Francaife. 

And  you,  invincible  heroes,  whom  God  has  appointed  toK 
ftore  the  altar  and  the  throne,  and  whofe  million  has. been  at 
tefted  by  a  multitude  of  prodigies ;  you,  whofe  puice  an< 
triumphant  hands  have,  in  the  heart  of  France,  kept  alive  th< 
torch  of  faith  and  honour's  facred  fire  ;  you,  who  have  been  t;h 
conftant  objeSs  of  our  affeftion,  and  in  whofe  labours  we  hav 
been  inceflantly  anxious  to  fliare  ;  who  were  al\yays  our  confola 
tion  and  our  hope  ;  illuftrious  catholic  and  royal  armies,  worth; 
models  for  all  Frenchmen  to  imitate,  receive  this  teftimony  o 

you 
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your  fovcreign's  fatisfa£lion.     Never  will  he  forget  your  ferviceSf 
■  your  Courage,  the  integrity  of  your  principles,  and  your  unlhaken 
fidelity. 
Givea  in  the  nionth  of  July,  in  the  year  of  grace  1795,  and  the 
firft  of  our  reign.

iiirefs  of  ihe  Chiefs  of  the  Army  of  La  Vendee  to  bis  Britannic  Ma* 
jeftjy  brought  to  England  by  one  of  AL  Charettes  Aids^de-Camp. 

Sire, 

'T^HE  royalifts  of  La  Vendee  are  about  to  lay  their  fentimcnts, 
their  wifhes,  and  their  hopes,  at  the  feet  of  the  greatefl  and 
moft  generous  of  fovereigns.  For  thefe  three  years  pail,  we  have 
not  ceafed  to  combat  for  the  re-e(labli(bment  of  the  throne  and  of 
Ae  altar. 

Whilft  France,  either  the  vidim  or  accomplice  of  the  tyrants 
by  which  (he  is  governed,  threatens,  fince  that  period,  as  well 
with  her  principles  as  her  arms,  all  the  dates  leagued  againft  her^ 
a  handful  of  Frenchmen,  faithful  to  their  God  and  their  King, 
brave  all  dangers,  furmount  all  obftacles,  in  order  to  reftore  happi- 
nefs  to  their  country,  and  tranquillity  to  Europe. 

Sometimes  conquered,  and  oftencr  conquerors^  our  defeats  as 
well  as  our  vi£lories  have  coil  the  armies  of  the  convention  more 
than  300,000  men  ;  but  unfortunately,  fuch  an  important  diverfion 
in  favour  of  the  combined  powers  has  hitherto  ferved  only  to  ex- 
hauft  our  means,  and  to  weaken  us,  inilead  of  procuring  us  the 
affiilance  which  we  had  a  right  to  expe£t,  as  well  from  found  po- 
licy, as  from  the  promifes  of  thofe  who  were  allies  of  the  catife 
which  we  defend. 

At  lad  we  learn  that  the  white  flag  is  floating  on  the  coafts  of 

Brittany.     The  emigrants,  thofe  honourable  victims,  to  whom 

your  Majefty  had  given  fo  generous  a  reception  in  your  llates,  have   ' 

<t  laft  been  reftored  to  their  country,  preceded  by  the  wiihes  of 

^hoTe  who  in  France  remained  attached  to  royalty.     They  un- 

<ioubtedly  will  foon  fee  their  arms  triumph^  as  well  as  the  caufe 

i3or  which  they  combat.     Already  does  the  repentance  of  one  part 

^f  the  Frendiy  and  the  ardour  of  others,  which  has  hfrherto  been 

^^prefTed,  urge  immenfe  multitudes  to  advance  to  meet  them.    In 

'^ery  quarter  the  utmoil  difcontent  prevails  ;  the  royalifts  of  La 

"Vendee  have  alfo  returned  the  arms  which  they  had  for  a  moment 

Iccn  induced  to  lay  down,  in  cohfequence  of  a  formal  promife  that 

efforts  (hould  be  fpeedily  made  for  the  re-eftablifhment  of  royalty. 

Not  only  deceived  in  our  expedlations,  but  threatened  in  the 
p^rfons  of  our  chiefs,  fome  of  whom  have  been  bafely  maiTacred, 
others  arrefled,  in  violation  of  treaties,  our  battalions  are  again 
Vox; IIL— Part  ii.  Q^  aiTembled 
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tflembled,  and  feveral  vidories  have  already  fignalized  the  i 
campaign  which  we  have  recently  opened.  It  is  thus,  theoi  Si 
vith  thofe  arms  in  our  hands  which  are  deftined  to  combat  thee 
mies  of  kings,  that  we  prefent  ourfelves  before  your  Majefty,  j 
that  we  folicit  you  to  unite  your  armies  to  our's,  to  concur  to 
re-eftabli(hment  of  our  lawful  fovereign  on  the  throne  of  his 
'  ceftors.  Long,  too  long,  has  the  blood  of  England  and  of  Fn 
been  flowing ;  the  two  nations  feel  the  neceflity  of  a  juft  and 
nourable  peace  ;  but  fuch  a  peace  can  only  be  procured  froi 
inonarchy.  Did  an  opportunity  more  precious  lo  your  Majd 
heart  ever  occur  ?  Did  one  ever  exift  more  gloriousi  than  \ 
which  now  prefents  itfelf,  for  concurring  in  the  re-eftabliibn 
of  a  king  upon  the  throne  of  France  ?  No  ^  fuch  a  taflc  a 
only  offer  itfelf  to  the  fovereign  of  a  great  and  powerful  nati 
for  him  was  rcferved  the  immortal  glory  of  twice  aflifting 
Bourbons  to  re-conquer  their  crown.  Following  the  exam 
then,  of  the  great  Elizabeth,  you  will  fend.  Sire,  your  brave 
generous  foldiers  to  join  our  martial  bands.  Accompanied  by 
princes,  and  commanded  by  a  chief  alike  magnanimous  and  ei 
rienced,  they  will  not  fail  to  march  from  viftory  to  vidory.  \ 
wicked  enemies  will  tremble  at  their  approach  ;  and  their  d9 
will  foon  prove  to  the  world,  that  it  is  as  dangerous  as  it  is  ho 
for  a  people  to  revolt  again  ft  their  fovereigns,  .  • 

Such,  Sire,  are  our  wifties  ;  fuch  alfo  are  our  hopes:  and  j 
royal  heart  is  too  magnanimous  to  fuffer  us  to  be  difappointei 
our  expefiations.  Relying  on  the  generous  proteQion  of  j 
arms,  we  will  continue  to  combat  your  enemies  and  our  o 
Acquiring  an  acceflion  of  ftrength  from  ailiftance  thus  power 
our  foldiers  will  become,  if  poflible,  more  formidable  than  e 
Until  the  arrival  of  that  happy  epoch,  we  will  not  ceafe  to  add 
our  vows  to  Heaven  for  the  prefervation  of  your  Maje{ly*s  1 
and  for  the  welfare  and  profperity  of  your  fubjefts. 

With  thefe  fentiments,  joined  to  thofe  of  the  moft  profo 
refpeft,  we  befeech  your  Majefty  to  believe  us  ever.  Sire,

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In  the  National  Convention ^  in  the  Sifting  of  the  lOth  of  Augufl,  th$ 
Prefident  Danou  announced  the  Commencement  of  the  JFeaJi  in  Cele^ 
hration  of  the  loth  of  Augujiy  and  after  many  patriotic  Pieces  of 
Mufic  had  been  performed^  addrejjed  the  Affembly  in  the  following 
Speech. 

PREE  countries  are  the  only  temples  in  which  national  feafts 
^  fliould  be  celebrated.  Under  the  government  which  you  over- 
tomed  on  the  memorable  day  of  the  lothof  Aiiguft;  under  thatgo- 
viemmenty  equally  abjedt  and  abfurd,  where  public  rejoicings  as  well 
.asthelawSy  eftablifhed  the  fhaineful  fyilem  of  the  grandeur  of  one, 
and  of  the  nothingnefs  of  all ;  where  an  immenfc  people  feemed  only 
to  be  attentive  to  the  deftiny  of  its  opprcifors,  their  very  joy  mull 
have  been  hypocritical  and  fcrvile.  While  every  heart  rankled 
i.  with  the  deteftat ion  of  tyranny,  twenty-five  millions  of  men  were 
f  compelled  to  raife  their  hands  towards  Heaven,  and  to  contemplate 
^  their  own  humiliations  in  the  poAure  of  gratitude.  The  annals  ot 
|-  a  whole  country  were  narrowed  or  effaced  to  make  room  for  the 
;  hiftory  of  one  family  ;  and  it  was  there  that  the  nation  was  con« 
I  demned  to  look  for  the  caufcs  of  its  exultation,  and  the  annual 
L     periods  of  its  public  rejoicings. 

Qitizens,  in  free  (latcsi  public  feftivals  are  ordained  to  cele* 
bratei  and  to  confecrate  only  the  immortal  events  of  the  national 
t     femily.     At  the  fame  time  that  they  hold  up  to  the  eyes  of  the 
^     people  the  titles  and  the  monuments  of  their  power,  they  may  alfo 
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be faid,.  in  fome  manner,  to  rcfrcfh  and  reproduce  its  glory,  its 
triumphs  and  fucceflfes.  They  raife  the  foul  to  fplendid  adlions  by 
E  reviving  glorious  recolle£lions  ;  and  if  tliey  arc  among  moral  infti* 
f  tutionsy  all  that  is  delightful  and  ennobling,  they  are  alfo  all  that 
r  ismoft  ufeful  and  advantageous,  fince  they  are  llrong  incitements 
U  to  mankind  to  purfue  every  thing  that  is  wife,  and  attach  them* 
;  ■  fclvcs  to  every  thing  that  is  good, 

I  Such,  efpecially,  citizens,  is  the  rcpuWican  folcmnity  which 
you  this  day  celebrate.  The  cannon  of  the  14th  of  July  awakened 
French  liberty,  and  the  thunder  of  the  10th  of  Auguft  laid  prof- 
trate  on  the  ground  all  the  powers  that  rival  the  national  fovereign- 
,ty,  and  levelled  all  the  eminences  that  gave  umbrage  to  rifmg 
equality.  The  antique  fabric  of  a  vafl  monarchy  was  fetn  in  a 
few  hours  to  crumble  into  duft  ;  the  prejudice  in  favour  of  the 
folidtty  of  old  thrones  was  confounded  and  difpelled  in  the 
fpace  of  one  day;  the  very  van  qui  (hers  of  royalty  were  them« 
felvcs  adonifhed  at  the  facility  of  their  triumph,  and  the  lurk- 
ing fecret  of  the  weaknefs  of  tyrants  was  revealed  and  dragged 
into  public  day.  Together  with  this  throne,  that  had  been  prop- 
ped on  fourteen  ages  of  opprellion,  of  ignorance,  and  of  errors, 
the  loth  of  Auguft  alfo  beheld  the  fall  of  the  code  of  1791,  a  work 
begun  by  patriotifm,  furrounded  by  a  conftellation  of  geniufes, 
>nd  completed  by  fa^ion.  amidft  the  chaos  of  iQtrigue  :  that  mo* 

0^2  ^archi^al 
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narchical  conftitution  whofe  every  part  conrpired  to  organiie 
feeblenefsy  in  order  to  fow  with  it  the  germ  of  new  expIofionSi  ef 
which  they  nouriOied  and  fomented  the  hope.  Thus  tho  fame  day 
which  appalled  the  pride  of  kings,  by  the  impofing  fpe£lack  of  tte 

t>ower  of  nations,  held  out  at  the  fame  time  a  folemn  and  fevere 
eflbn  to  legiflators,  by  cxpofmg,  through  the  medium  of  this 
ft riking  example,  the  perilous  inftability  ofthefe  fluftuating  and 
falfe  tranfa£lions  which  attempt  to  (leer  between  freedom  and 
tyranny.  The  fpirit  of  faftion  has  never  been  known  to  fowia  . 
the  conftitution  of  nations  any  thing  but  difcordant  and  deftruAive 
dements.  It  is  the  general  intereft  alone  that  ought  to  prefide  over 
political  combinations  ;  the  conceptions  of  private  intereft  ar^  nar- 
row, ephemeral,  and  feeble,  like  the  catife  that  gives  them  birth. 

In  order  to  prepare  the  downfall  of  the  throne,  the  limits  of 
liberty  had  been  too  far  over-leaped  ;  too  great  a  fhock  was  given 
to  thofe  principles  of  vigour,  which  alone  in  a  great  ftate  are  able 
tfi  maintain  fubmiilion  to  the  public  laws,  and  the  empire  of  fecial 
virtues.     Savage  anarchy  was  not  backward  to  blend  its  rage  with 
the  generous  tranfports  of  patriotifm  ;  a  vile  fwarm  of  robbers  dared 
to  mix  with  the  heroes  or  the  Republic,  and  for  a  long  time  pre- 
vented them  from  becoming  its  effeflual  founders.     Thus,  while 
we  bring  back  our  recolIe£lion  to  the  period  of  the  loth  of  Auguft> 
we  behold  for  the  fpace  of  three  years  the  deftiny  of  the  countryi 
and  we  imagine  that  we  at  the  fame  time  run  over  two  careers^  one 
of  crimes,  of  fervitude,  and  difgraces  ;  the  other  of  virtues^  of 
happinefs,  and  of  triumphs.     Trampled  on  within  by  the  moft 
fanguinary  and  degrading  defpotifm  ;  without,  you  aftoniflied  Eu- 
rope, and  difcomfited  its  armies.     As  if  it  were  the  lot  of  France 
to  experience  at  the  fame  time  the  influence  of  thefe  two  principles 
invented  by  religious  fcdts,  while  the  genius  of  wickednefs  was 
employed  in  extingiiifliing  morality,  in  digging  graves  wherein  to 
entomb  alive  an  entire  generation,  in  drowning  in  floods  of  blood 
both  talents  and  virtues,  the  genius  of  freedom  and  of  victory  pour^ 
ed  forth  on  fsvery  point  of  our  frontiers,  battalions  of  heroes  re- 
pelled the  fatellites  of  kings,  to  the  very  feet  of  their  tottering 
thrones,  and  (hrouded,  as  it  were,  under  a  veil  of  glory,  the  intern*.  * 
calamities  that  deformed  the  country. 

The  French  armies  have  not  only  triumphed  over  kings — we  ar 
juftified  even  in  faying  that  they  quelled  internal  fadtions,  merel 
by  avoiding  the  fliame  of  becoming  tools  to  any  ;  and  infulated 
it  were,  both  from  all  diffcnfions  and  all  treafons,  they  were  aliv 
only  to  the  intereft  of  the  Republic,  and  moved  in  no  paths  b 
thofe  of  vidlory.    It  was  their  inflexible  patriotifm  which  renderc*-- 
-impotent  and  vain  both  the  confpiracy  of  the  kings  of  Europe,  an^ 
the  horrid  coalition  of  fo  many  crimes  that  plotted  in  the  bofom 
France  :  the  confpirators  have  paflifd  away—our  triumphs  and  p 
fibcity  remajri. 
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It  IS  our  duty,  citizens,  in  this  great  feflival,  to  offer  up  this 
bkina  and  juft  homage  to  the  magnanimous  devotion  of  your  defen- 
ders* It  is  impoflible  to  celebrate  the  downfall  of  royalty,  without 
ttunking  of  thofe  who  confounded  and  difmaycd  the  phalanx  that 
was  armed  to  re-e(lablifh  it ;  and  the  day  of  the  loth  of  Auguft  is 
toomuch  adorned,  too  well  confolidated  by  the  vidories  ot  Jcmappe, 
of  Fleurus,  of  Quibcron,  to  permit  us  to  feparate  in  our  minds  thefe 
^ou8  recollections. .  It  exhibits  an  inilrudivtf  and  important 
fipedacle,  to  behold  France  tried  and  exercifed  flnce  1792  by  every 
Ipecics  of  peril  and  calamity.  Kings  coalefced  againft  it ;  its  own 
diildreD  tearing  its  bowels  ;  the  inflammatory  rage,  both  of  poli- 
tical and  religious  fanaticifm  ;  the  maffacre  of  the  fathers  <9f  liber- 
ty; the  triumph  of  its  mod  inveterate  and  infolent  enemies;  every 
vice  deified,  every  virtue  degraded  ;  treufon  preparing  for  foreign 
powers  the  only  advantages  they  were  able  to  gain  over  French- 
men ;  malignity  and  robbery  organizing  famine ;  digging  the 
abjfs  in  which  the  public  fortune  was  on  the  point  of  being  in-  ^ 
gulphed. 

Such  was  the  volcano  over  which  the  Republic  has  been  moving 
for  the  fpace  of  three  years — a  fpace  into  which  are  comprefled 
the  events,  the  revolutions,  the  experience,  and  the  glory  of  three 
entire  ages.     To  this  too  faithful  pi£lure  of  our  dangers  and  our 
misfortunes,  you  may  now,  citizens,  proudly  oppofe  the  fpedacle 
irhich  France  this  day  exhibits  to  the  aftoniflied  world.  The  thea- 
tre of  war  contraded,  and  almoft  clofed  by  the  hand  of  viflory  ; 
icings  foregoing  the  hope  of  conquering  us,  and  foli^iting  to  be 
united  with  us  by  folemn  treaties ;  fraternity  and  found  policy 
confpiring  to  draw  the  bonds  of  union  clofer,  which  hatred  and 
prejudices  had  diflblved.     France,  fo  lately  infulated  in  the  great 
QUip  of  Europe,  has  already  attached  to  its  alliance  and  to  its 
glory,  PrufSa,  Holland,  Spain,  and  Tufcany,  which  are  become 
locile  to  the  voice  of  their  true  intereft,  and  have  replaced  them- 
blves,  together  with  us,  in  the  balance  of  European  powers. 

The  Englifli  people  are  already  indignant  at  court  perfidy,  of 
ivhich  they  feem  to  be  only  made  the  inftrument,  while  they  are 
io  r^lity  the  vi£lim.  The  Briti(h  government  terrified  in  its  turn 
at  its  fudden  folitude  and  derelidion,  and  reduced  to  behold  from 
(he  top  of  its  unavailing  fleets,  the  fcaffold  of  its  accomplices  whom 
it  has  betrayed  :  and  in  the  interior  of  the  Republic  aboliihing  on 
all  fides  the  fmalleft  vefliges  of  that  reign  of  terror,  the  fole  execra- 
tion of  which  (hould  live  for  ever  in  our  hearts.  Humanity  vifitlhg 
every  corner  of  this  fpacious  country,  to  obliterate  from  it,  by  kind- 
pefs  and  confolation,  the  flighted  traces  of  villainy  and  of  blood ; 
^uity  tearing  from  the  code  of  our  laws  the  black  pages  which 
(Qooft^rs  had  engraved  ;  republican  courage  fruflrating,  during  the 
days  of  Germinal  and  Prairial,  the  efforts  of  reviving  (edition,  and 
(ryihin  ^  under  tb$  weight  of  their  new  crimes  the  nilb  promoters  of

You  lirucL  bim  down  in  the  inidll  of  his  favourites,  his  fatellitcSi 

and  all  the  fell  innrunienis  of  his  iron  rei^^n ;  and  this  circumftancc, 

whieh  ihrils  fo  much  glory  on  your  firnmefs  and  viftory,  did  not 

pjoniMe  you  lo  foon  to  enjoy  tlio  fruits  of  vour  fuccefs,  but  placed 

y*'n  in  the  neccllity  of  confuiv.mating  bv  the  toils,  the  perils,  and 

'•  ti  pindencc  of  a  year,  the  courage  ^and  tlic  triumph  of  oneim-

This  day,  citizens,  you  arc  called  upon  to  thank  Heaven  for 
the  emancipation  of  the  French  people ;  for  their  prefcnt  faftty, 
their  trophies,  and  their  alliances  ;  it  is  the  fedival  of  the  conque- 
rors of  the  14th  of  July,  of  the  loth  of  Auguft,  of  the  vidors  of 
the  9th  Thermidor,  and  of  the  vidims  of  the  31ft  of  May.  They 
all  Imve^triumphed,  or  have  fallen  with  equal  honour  In  the  fup* 
port  and  vindication  of  the  fame  rights.  They  will  for  ever  inse- 
parably unite  their  wifhes,  their  interefts,  and  their  glory  ;  this 
they  fwear  to  their  country,  amidft  the  pomp  of  this  awful  folem- 
aity,  which  it  is  their  lot  to  celebrate  with  the  repnfentatives  of 
the  republics  of  both  worlds  ;  with  the  illuftrious  envoys  of  thofe 
iouriihing  and  faithful  nations   whom  inviolable  treaties   have 

'■  united  to  France,  now  vidtorious  and  free.     May  this  felHval  of 

.Dberty,  citizens,  may  it,  I  fay,  be  alfo  the  prelude  of  the  general 

■  pacification  of  Europe,  and  of  the  union  and  concord  of  every 

'French  heart  I  May  this  day  extinguilh  the  torch  of  vengeance, 
and  may  impartial  and  mild  equity,  while  it  perfecufes  wicked- 
Jiefs  and  pardons  error,  for  ever  chain  down  the  furious  pafTions 

.  that  are  heard  continually  to  roar  around  it,  in  order  to  eternize 
ICfolutions,  and  evoke  royally  from  the  midft  of  difcord  and  diflen- 

,  £ons.  On  this  day,  citizens,  the  firi^  (lone  of  the  altar  of  clemency 
ihould  be  laid  ;  nor  is  it  alone  the  oath  to  be  jufl,  but  alfo  the  oath 
to  be  brothers,  and  to  be  humane,  that  we  ought  now  to  pro- 
nounce, in  order  to  decorate  and  eternally  to  preferve  for  the 
French  Republic,  this  palace,  which  has  beheld  the  downfall  of  a 
throne  that  fixty  kings  had  filled,  and  which  fince  has  feen  hurled 
from  this  tribune  a  monftcr  far  more  horrible  than  they ;  but  it 

.  ihall  hereafter  acknowledge  no  other  dominion  than  that  of  virtue, 

no  other  fceptre  than  that  of  the  laws. 
The  Prejidenfsfpeech  was  frequently  interrupted  by  the  loudeji  ap- 

faufe,  and  was  ordered  to  he  printed  and  fent  to  the  armies ^  and  to 

the  departments, 

Ojr  the  2^d  Thermidor — Auguji  10,  Defermon^  in  the  Name  of  the 
Committee  of  Public  Safety ^  prejented  the  following  Report  on  the 
I  Navy  of  France m 

"^OUR  committee  of  public  fafety  is  inceflantly  employed  in  re- 
•''  pairing  the  evils  done  to  our  marine,  by  the  ancient  govern- 
ment, and  by  the  ignorant  agents  or  traitors  whom  that  govern- 
ment had  employed.  Your  committee  finds  itfelf  frequently 
(hackled  by  the  fatal  effeds  of  fuch  unlkilfulnefs ;  but  it  will  fuc* 
oeed  in  regenerating  our  naval  force,  and  will  ftill  be  able  to  make 
it  formidable  to  our  enemies. 

Already  its  wakeful  vigilance  has  examined  all  our  arfenals, 
their  magazines,  and  (hip-yards.  Your  committee  was  alinoi^ 
every  where  diiheartened  by  the  moft  difcouraging  apgeatances^. 
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but  we  ftill  confide  in  the  amplitude  of  our  refoiirces,  and  evejy 
thiilg  that  is  deficient,  will  be  Toon  repaired.     It  is  aided  and 
backed  by  a  wife  and  enlightened  adminiftration  ;  it  confults  tte    ^ 
experience  of  general  officers,  deeply  verfed  in  their  art ;  it  finglts 
out  from  among  the  captains,  thofe  who  are  the  moft  worihy  to    j 
command  ;  and  it  has  acciifed  before  courts  martial  all  thofe  who   ^ 
are  fufpeSed  of  cowardice  ;  it  has  cxpreffed  an  eagernefs  to  real    1 
to  the  fervice  all  the  officers  who,  diftinguiftied  for  their  patriotiGsi     ] 
fmce  the  revolution,  not  Icfs  than  for  their  talents,  had  been  for- 
gotten or  imprifoncd  only  from  the  efFeft  of  the  diforganizing 
fyftem,  the  fatal  reign  of  which  had  but  too  long  endured.  j 

Thofe  officers  tried  by  misfortune,  return  to  the  fervice  wilht  J 
generous  defire  to  contribute  to  the  naval  triumphs  of  the  Republic,  i 
Your  committee,  moreover,  exerts  all  its  diligence  to  combine  all  '\ 
the  materials  which  may  enable  them  to  lay  before  you  the  mod  ; 
effectual  means  of  organizing  your  marine  on  true  and  fiaUe  ] 
principles ;  thus  the  National  Convention  (hall  deliver  into  the 
hands  of  its  fucceflbrs,  and  of  the  executive  directory,  elements  of 
glory,  and  principles  of  fuccefs,  from  which  paft  misfortunes  and 
pad  faults  have  hitherto  debarred  them.  The  new  fyftem  of  naval 
attack  which  your  committee  of  public  fafety  has  adopted,  ittbe 
moft  agreeable  to  our  political  (ituation,  and  cannot  fail  to  infurr 
us  the  moft  permanent  advantages.  This  new  fyftem  will  far  better 
confult  the  true  interefts  of  the  nation,  than  the  proud  and  oftenta' 
lious  difplay  of  naval  power,  which  at  leaft  can  only  flatter  pcrfo- 
nal  pride,  while  they  exhauft,  to  no  purpofe,  the  refources  of  the 
Republic. 

We  have  but  one  objeft  to  accomplifli,  and  in  that  objeftare 
concentered  all  our  folicitndes,  all  our  fchemes  and  combinations; 
its  main  drift  is  to  protcfl:  our  commerce,  to  harafs  and  annihi- 
late that  of  our  enemies  ;  it  is  to  convince  the  Englifti  nation  of 
the  perfidioufnefs  of  its  government,  and  to  open  before  its  eyes, 
the  dread  gulph  into  which,  by  that  government,  it  infallibly  nauft 
be  plunged.  The  Englilh  government  may,  if  it  pleafes,  pride 
itfelf  upon  the  parade  of  its  fquadrons,  and  make  them  move  in 
all  the  folemn  order  of  taftics,  the  French  will  content  them felvcs 
in  attacking  it  in  what  it  holds  moft  dear,  in  what  conftitutes  its* 
happinefs  and  very  exiftcnce — its  wealth. 

The  fole  objed  of  all  our  plans,  of  all  our  cruifings,  and  of  all 
our  efforts,  both  in  our  ports  and  at  fea,  ftiall  be  to  annoy  and 
extinguilh  its  commerce,  to  ruin  and  difperfe  its  colonies,  dnd 
ultimately  to  fink  it  into  fliameful  bankruptcy,  an  end  not  on- 
worthy  of  a  proud  and  defpotic  government,  abjeft  in  adverfityf 
infolcnt  and  cruel  in  profperity  ;  who,  by  its  infulting  and  greedy 
ambition,  has  kindled  the  hatred  and  refentmtnt  of  all  the  govern- 
ments of  Europe  ;  a  government,  to  the  artifices  of  which  the 
Englilh  nation,  once  jealous  of  its  liberties,  and  zealous  abettors 
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of  patriofifin,  begin  at  length  to  open  their  eyes,  and  \^ill  not  fall 
to  unmade  its  manoenvres  to  their  fellow  citizens. 

•Your  committee  has  not  only  formed  the  piojcft  to  employ  all 
die  force  which  it  can  command,  in  order  to  accomplifli  its  end^ 
bat  it  has,  moreover,  been  defirous  to  alFociatc  in  this  grand  en« 
terprize,  the  whole  body  of  the  French  marine,  and  even  foreign- 
en,  who  are  either  open  or  fecrct  enemies  of  this  Machiavelian 
government.  Already  inflrudtons  arc  given  throughout  all  the 
ports,  and  all  the  great  commercial  towns  of  the  Republic;  al- 
ittdy  the  minds  of  our  fellow -citizens  are  electrified,  and  you  will 
ifflprcfs  on  the  fyllcm  propfifed  to  you  a  rapid  and  direfl  motion^ 
which  fhall  multiply  the  rcfultof  our  fyltem,  by  decreeing  the  re- 
tSaUilhment  of  privateering,  the  object  which  we  have  juft  fct 
before  ycu.  The  committee,  while  employed  in  the  means  pf 
levlving  your  naval  commerce,  has  difcovered  in  all  the  ports  a  ^ 
lamentable  ftagnation,  the  neceflary  confequences  of  a  general^iaval 
waragarnfl  a  numerous  andcoalefced  enemy. 

Y<luf  committee  was  of  opinion,  that  by  multiplying  arn^ed  pri- 
vateers/ ^hey  might  re- kindle  in  maritime  towns  that  ardour  and 
Ifiifity  without  which  commerce  cannot  for  a  moment  exift; 
'Attatthe  fame  time  they  would  admit  into  circulation  immenfe 
capitals  that'languilhed  for  peace  ;  that  they  give  new  elailicity  to 
•^  -merchants,  to  our  mechanics,  and  to  thofe  patriotic  adven- 
tarer8>  who  upon  great  (peculations,  accomplilh  a  double  objedt, 
■thit  6f  =enriclTing  their  own  country,  and  of  impoverilhing  the 
taciJiy.     This  is  a  kind  of  warfare  that  lights  up  heroes,  that  ex- 
l^a^  and  propagates  courage,  by  furni filing  a  thoufand  occafions 
for  great  and  brilliant  aftions.     It  is  this  that  forms  a  feminary  of 
'Warriors  and  accomplifhed  feamen,  who  afterwards  becoming  the 
.  eommanders  of  ,fliips  of  the  (late,  are  enabled  to  defend  with  intre- 
pidity the  national  flag. 

i'oreighers  and  neutral  nations  will,  as  heretofore,  crowd  to  man 
your- -privateers  ;  they  will  acquire  a  kind  of  attachment  for  our 
marine  and  navigation  ;  they  will  naturalize  in  France  both  their 
courage,  their  talents,  and  their  profits  ;  and  it  is  thus  that  you 
will  increafc,  while  we  wait  for  peace,  and  all  the  commercial 
combinations  that  depend  thereon,  both  the  elements  of  your  ma- 
rine, and  your  marine  itfelf,  fince  your  naval  glory  muft  reft  on 
the  number,  the  experience,  and  the  valour  of  feamen. 
.  Above  all,  by  deilroying  the  Englifti  commerce,  on  which  alone 
hangs  its  political  exigence,  you  will  gratify  and  fatiate  the  juft 
cnvings  of  revenge  which  every  French  republican  is  defirous  to 
Vent  againft  the  British  government,  which  has  endeavoiired  to 
Organise  in  the  bofom  of  our  country,  famine,  civil  war,  burn- 
ings, devaftations,  and  all  the  crimes  upon  which  it  feeds  its 
deteftable  pojicy.

II.  The  commiflion  of  marine  and  of  the  colonies  is  authoriied 
to  deliver  out  letters  of  marque  to  fuch  privateers,  figned  by  five 
members  compofmg  the  committee  of  public  fafety,  and  counter- 
figned  by  the  commiflioners  of  the  navy. 

III.  All  thofe  who  fhall  be  inclined  to  arm  privateers,  (hall 
addrefs  themfelves  to  the  commiilion  of  the  marine  and  of  the  colo- 
nies, and  expofe  to  it  the  nature  and  the  advantages  of  the  arma- 
ment they  propofe;  the  commiflion  (hall  give  in  an  account  thereof 
to  the  committee,  and  if  expedient^  ihall  iSue  out  letters  of 
marque. 

IV.  The  owners  of  fuch  privateers  {hUl  enjoy  the  benefit  of  tk 
law  of  the  31ft  of  January,  1793,  ^'^  ^'^* 

V.  Except  the  article  of  powder,  which  government  will  ftU 
them,  they  (hall  be  obliged  to  provide  themfelves  with  every. arti* 
cle  nece(rary  to  complete  their  armament.  They  may  neverthdoii 
be  furniihed  from  the  magazines  of  the  ports  with  whatever  arti* 
cles  they  may  be  proved  to  ftand  in  need  of,  without  however  bdsg 
prejudicial  to  the  wants  of  the  marine  of  the-Repubiic. 

VI.  All  who  arm  privateers,  (hall  be  obliged,  by  way  of  cm- 
tion,  to  give  a  written  fecurity  for  the  fum  of  50,000  livre;u. 

VII.  The  ordinances  and  laws  of  police  and  difcipline  relatife 
to  privateering,  and  to  the  diftribution  of  prizes  taken  by  the  pri- 
vateers, (hall  continue  to  be  executed  in  whatever  is  not  otherwife 
difpofed  of  by  the  prefent  decree.   ' 

VI I L  An  amneity  is  granted  to  all  feamen  who  have  deferted, 
on  any  pretext  whatever,  except  they  be  under  trial  for  other 
faults  than  their  defertion.  They  (hall  not  enjoy  the  benefit  of 
this  amnefty,  unlefs  they  afcertain  their  having  entered  on  boari 
fhips  of  the  Republic  or  privateers  within  the  fpace  of  a  mondii 
counting  from  the  publication  of  the  prefent  decree*

^  have  circulated  among  the  public,  a  report  of  a  pretended 
capitulation  between  the  republican  troops  who  recaptured  the 
pcoinfula  of  Quiberon,  and  the  emigrants  who  were  there  made 
prifoners :  they  have  even  gone  fo  far  as  to  fay,  that  the  latter  did 
Hot  lay  down  their  arms,  unlefs  on  a  podtive  promjfe  that  their 
lives  fliouid  be  faved.  We  owe  to  truth,  to  the  army,  and  our* 
felves,  a  refutation  of  fuch  a  falfehoQd.  Republicans,  read  our 
declaration  to  the  military  commiifions  charged  to  try  the  prifoners ; 
and  all  you  who  are  ftill  defirous  vainly  to  ferve  the  caufe  of  royalty, 
and  who  endeavour  to  tarni(h  by  the  mod  odious  fallity  a  vi£tory

The  reprefentatives  of  the  people,  members  of  the  committee  of 
public  fafety,  declared  to  the  military  commiiTion  at  Vannes,

Men  of  France, 
A  F'l  ER  long  ftorms  you  are  about  to  decide  upon  your  &tcbf 
^^  pronouncing  upon  youx  conftitution.     Long  has  the  country 
loudly  called  for  a  free  government,  the  wifdom  ot  whofc  princi- 
ples fhould  be  the  guarantee  of  its  duration* 

Have  your  reprefentatives  attained  this  end  ?  They  think  they 
have — they  have  at  leaft  defired  to  attain  it.     Citizens,  who  Icvc 
order  and  tranquillity,  accept  the  pledge  of  it :    it  confiils  in  the 
government  that  is  offered  to  you  :  that  alone,  by  giving  us  peace, • 
can  reftore  profperity  and  plenty. 

Men  of  France,  citizens  of  all  profeffions,  of  all  opinions,  ndlv 
for  the  intereft  of  the  country.  Above  all,  do  not  fhake  retrogw 
Heps  to  the  point  from  which  you  fet  out. 

Ages  have  paflTed  vvitlijn  fix  years  ;  and  though  the "p^opl*  nMy* 
be  tired  of  revolution,  they  are  not  tired  of  liberty.  '  You  fuifei 
it  is  true  \  but  it  is  not  by  making  frefli  revolutions,  it*  is  by' com- 
pleting that  which  is  begun  that  you  will  terminate  your  mifetief. 

Ko,  you  will  not  impute  to  the  Republic  which  hitherto  haf 
not  been  organifed,  the  ills  which  cannot  be  reproduced  under  a: 
government,  free  without  licentioufnefs,  and  ftrong  without  dc& 
prrifm. 

Sovereign  people,  .hear  the  voice  of  your  reprefentatives".  TO 
projeft  of  the  focial  compafl:  which  they  offer  to  you  was  diflatcd 
by  the  defire  of  your  happinefs  ;  it  is  for  you  to  attach  your  def- 
tiny  to  it,  Confult  your  intereft  and  your  glory,  and  the  coiintij 
is  faved. 

The  proclamation  was  ordered  to  be  printed  and  fent  to  the  (fc' 
partments,  armies,  and  primary  aflemblies. 


Proclamation^  by  Sir  Gilbert  Elliot^  Viceroy  of  Gorfiea* 

In  the  Name  of  the  King. 

TpHE  fafts  that  have  occurred  in  fome  diftrifts,  and  the  errof« 
■      comalitted  by  a  part  of  the  inhabitarits,  feduced  by  tufftilcn* 

oiihds,  have  induced  me  to  expofe  to  the  view  of  all  theCbrfido^ 

^••-       •.  '         .  the 
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l-ievoiis  confequences  of  fiich  condu£l,  in  order  to  preferve 
from  the  bad  example  ;  to  maintain  them  in  the  obfervance 
e  laws,  and  in  juil  obedience  to  his  Majefty's  government. 
wtl\  known  that,  from  certain  circumftances,  and  pad  events, 
!ca  was  reduced  to  a  fituation  the  moil  dangerous  for  any  na- 
:o  experience.  It  was  this  (ituation  that  moved  the  magnani- 
of  his  Majefty  to  aflfbrd  it  aflidance,  and  with  the  fovereignty 
irept  the  charge  of  rendering  it  happy.  It  is  not  necefiary  to 
Kt  the  facrifices  that  have  been  made,  nnd  how  much  Englilh 
I  has  been  bravely  and  generoufly  Ihed  for  the  completion  of 
snterprife.  In  the  circumilances  in  which  it  is  incumbent  on 
lajefty  to  fupply  the  moft  confiderable  expences,  he  has  not 
d  to  communicate  with  the  utmoft  liberality,  in  whatever  he 
jht  neceflary  for  the  defence  of  the  illand.  The  Englifh  troops 
been  employed  to  proted  it ;  feveral  Corfican  battalions  raifed 
naintained  by  his  Majcfly's  beneficence,  and  an  arfenal  efta- 
ed  at  Ajaccio*;  navigation  has  been  redored,  and  care  has  been 
1  to  prote£l  it  from  the  enemy  ;  induftry  has  found  a  compen* 
1  in  riches  ;  and  the  means  of  confumption  increafed  by  the 
>n  of  the  arrhy  and  navy  ;  the  national  credit  has  been  re- 
ed by  foreigners,  and  Supported  by  all  the  political  influence 
is  Majefty  ;  laws  have  been  framed  according  to  the  conftitu* 
>f  the  kingdom ;  the  public  authorities  regulated  and  prote6led ; 
idtial  liberty  preferved  inviolate,  and  every  motive  for  intedine 
on  fupprefled.  The  exercife  of  the  religion  of  your  anceftors 
oen  re-eflablifhed,  and  a  happy  conclufion  to  the  articles  pre- 
d-  by  the  Parliament  to  his  holinefs  the  Pope  may  foon  be  ex- 
d-;  and,  in  fine,  a  rapid  progrefs  in  every  point  towards  a  per-. 
3rgani2ation  of  the  lyftem  ot  government  efFeSed  with  the 
itife  and  confcnt  of  the  whole  nation.  But  when  we  promifed 
Wcs  that  the  moral  efFeds  of  thefe  changes  would  have  been 
itent  for  the  maintenance  of  tranquillity  and  obedience  to  the 
,  and  to  dircft  the  national  adivity  towards  induftry,  and 
r  means  of  accelerating  the  general  good,  it  was  with  much 
^afure  that  in  fome  places  we  perceived  tumults  formed  for 
urpofe  of  forcing  peaceable  and  well-behaved  fubjecls  to  par- 
(ite  in  licentious  and  turbulent  adlions,  viz.  to  burn  the  public 
izines  ;  to  declare  and  refolve  againft  the  payment  of  public 
•fts ;  to  fearch  the  houfes  of  individuals  with  an  armed  force, 
hreaien  the  lives  of  citizens,  with  feveral  other  inconveniences, 
fefted  9nd  executed  in  a  fpirit  of  infubordination  to  the  go- 
nent,  and  the  diffolution  of  every  good  principle  of  fociety, 
ifterifed  by  traits  unworthy  of  perfons  who  poflfefs  any  ftimu- 
tfrefped  for  themfelves,  or  attachment  to  their  country. 
'Pfcry  it  has  been  fome  confolatiua  to  us  to  perceive  that  thefe 
sedi'ngs  are  held  in  abhorrence  by  the  greateft  pan  of  the 
dom,  and  regretted  by  perfons  of  prcdit  and  refpefUbilitjr.    It

is  tnctnnbent  upon  the  Corftcans  to  canfider  the  danger  of  the  di^ 
viiions  to  which  this  condufl  muft  infallibly  expofe  their  nations; 
tumults  are  inevitably  conne£led  with  vexations^  and  a&s  of  vio- 
lence ;  arbitrary  fway  takes  place  of  law,  and  then  neither  life  aor 
property  is  any  longer  fecure  ;  neither  Jhould  we  forget  an  enragtd 
and  neighbouring  enemy t  u)ho  can  only  be  kept  at  a  difiance  by  his  Majejtfs 
armsy  your  own  unanimity ^  and  the  energy  of  government*     The  pre- 
tence that  a  people  may  be  governed  without  taxes,  is  folly  in  the 
extreme.     This  pretence  has  been  fubfervient  to  the  defigns  of  the 
feditious  of  all  nations,  but  has  always  been  the  ruin  of  thofe  who' 
'  have  been  fo  unhappy  ^s  to  be  deceived  by  it.     Such  an  error  as 
this  ought  to  have  lefs  effetSl  in  Corfica  than  any  other  place,  Once 
the  heavieft  charges  are  defrayed  by  the  liberality  ef  the  King, 
where  no  duty  is  inipofed  without  the  law,  and  where  the  laws  ait 
framed  by  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people.     It  has  been  our  wiflr 
to  enlighten  the  majority  of  the  nation,  to  whom  we  apply  with 
confidence  in  reminding  them  of  the  oath  taken  to  his  Majefiy  and 
the  country — an  oath  that  does  not  promifc  a  bare  homage,  but  a 
perfed  fubmiilion  and  obedience  to  the  laws,  and  to  the  orders  of 
the  legitimate  government,  a  deviation  from  which  is  not  permitted 
to  any  true  and  loyal  fubjeft  of  his  Majefty,  under  any  pretence 
"whatever.     A  benign  compaflion,  which  inclines  us  in  favour  of 
thofe  who  have  been  deceived,  and  the  aflfei^ion  we  retain  for  a  na* 
tion  in  whofe  profperity  we  are  interefted,  has  determined  us  to 
prefer  admonition  to  every  other  meafure>  which,  we  flatter  our- 
ielves,  will  be  fufficicnt  to  perfuade  the  Corficans  to  an  entire  fub-. 
iniffion  to  the  laws  and  obedience  to  the  government.     We  pledge 
ourfelves  to  anfwer  every  juft  demand  ;    but  we  likewife  declare) 
that  we  will  never  adhere  to  any  meafure  produced  by  violence 
againft  the  courfe  of  the  laws  ;  and  that  we  will  maintain  the  con- 
llitutional  rights  of  the  King  and  his  government  in  Corfica  with 
dignity  and  unalterable  firmnefs,  as  well  as  the  prerogative  ac-» 
corded  by  the  conftitution  itfelf.

Addrefs  of  Pafqtial  de  Paoli  to  his  Fellow-citizens  of  Cornea. 

Moft  beloved  Countrymen, 
TJIAVING  retired  from  public  affairs,  I  indulged  the  hope  that 
I  might  be  allowed  the  fatisfaftion  of  contemplating,  in  tran- 
quillity and  repofe,  the  happy  fituation  of  Corfica,  under  the  au-r 
fpiccs  of  the  great  and  magnanimous  king,  to  whom  we  are  fo 
fortunate  as  to  belong ;  but  the  falfe  reports,  and  malicious  lan«- 
guage,  circulated  againft  my  honour,  and  our  common  loyalty,  in 
confequence  of  the  popular  commotions  which  have  lately  arifen 
in  fcveral  parts  of  the  ifland^  compel  me  to  break  fUcnce^  and  to

addrefs  you  on  this  occadon  ;  not  only  to  confound  the  flanderons 
infinuationsiflfued  againft  me,  but  to  enlighten  you  with  refpedl  to 
your  moft  important  intereds  and  concerns,  at  fo  alarming  a  crifis, 
.which  you  can  confider  in  no  other  light  than  as  the  work  of  the 
.fecret  machinations  of  fome  in  fid  ions  individuals,  who  are  the  in- 
veterate enemies  of  our  prefeni  happy  fyftem. 
.    The  difcontent  which  has  of  late,  to  my  great  grief,  manifefted 
itfelf  throughout  the  iQand,  againii  fome  of  the  individuals  em- 
ployed by  government,  in  a  fubordinatc  (lation,  hath  occafioned 
ranonft ranees  from  different  quarters  to  his  MajeDy's  reprefenta* 
live  in  this  country. — There  can  be  doubt  but  that,  in  fo  doing, 
you  have  availed  yourfelvcs  of  a  right  folemnly  confecratcd  by  the 
conftitutional  aft ;  and  I  (hall  not  attempt  to  conceal  from  yuu, 
that  I  think  your  complaints  are  grounded  on  fafts,  which  are 
farcely  liable  to  any  folid  objedlion  :  if,  therefore,  they  ihall  be 
found  conformable  to  the  laws,  and  to  have  been  exprelfed  with 
.  die  refpeft  due  to  the  dignified  charafter  of  the  perfon,  under  whofe 
confideration  they  are  legally  to  come,  you  are  iniitled  to  expect^ 
horn  his  known  wifdom  and  zeal  for  your  welfare,  that  attention 
.  irill  be  paid  to  your  wiihcs. 

You  (hall  have  my  fupport,  as  long  as  your  wi flies  (hall  be 
Qirked  by  the  charafteridics  I  have  mentioned ;  but  I  fhall  be  the 
firft  to  raife  my  voice  againft  them,  and  to  (hew  my  refentment, 
in  union  with  all  the  loyal  fubjedls  of  his  Majefty,  as  foon  as  they 
flail  be  found  to  have  a  tendency  to  compromife  th$  national  honour, 
and  confequently  liable  to  incur  the  juil  indignation  of  our  com- 
mon gracious  fovereign. 

I  ftall  not  diifemble  to  you,  that  I  entertain  fome  doubts^  not  as 
to  the  fubftance  of  your  petitions,  but  as  to  the  time  chofen  for 
prtfentingthem:  but  I  am  willing  to  believe,  that  if  you  have 
•  midaken  the  proper  time  or  mode  of  delivering  it,  you  have  not 
forgotten  the.  decency  and  refpeft  that  are  due  to  government.  1 
mud  not  fail,  at  the  fame  time,  on  this  occafion  to  recal  to  your 
Rund,  that  there  are  among  you  many  old,  as  well  as  recent  ene- 
mies of  our  liberty  and  welfare,  who,  notwithftanding  we  have 
fruftrated  their  repeated  efforts  to  oppofe  the  vindication  of  our 
national  independence,  and  our  fubfequent  happy  union  with  the 
Britiih  empire,  (till  indulge  the  wicked  hope  of  fucceeding  at  laft 
in  their  perfidious  defigns,  and  endeavour  to  avail  themfelves  of  the 
prefent  circumftances,  in  order  to  break  the  recent  bonds  of  union 
that  conned  us  with  that  mighty  nation,  and  to  deprive  us  of  the 
hleflings  of  our  happy  fttuation,  in  the  attainment  of  which  fo 
much  blood  has  been  (hed.  I  am  fully  aware,  that  all  their  powers 
^  now  exerting  in  the  defperate  attempt ;  and  to  their  perfidious 
inftigations  alone,  I  ntuft  impute  the  illegal  proceedings,  which,  I 
hear,  have  occurred  in  fome  places,  and  of  which  calumny  is  eager 
to  brand  me  as  an  accomplice,  nay,  as  the  principal  author,  and  to 
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make  me  tefponrible  for  the  confeqnences  that  may  refult  from 
tlu'in  ;  at  the  fame  tiiTie  that  they  feek  to  pervert  the  reAitude  of 
your  intern  ions  into  turbtiltncc  and  dilloyalty  towards  our  gnd- 
ous  fovercign,  for  the  purpufe  of  difcouraging  his  Majefty  from 
purfuing  the  accompliilimcnt  of  the  benehcent  intentions  naaBifaft- 
cd,  in  his  royal  munihccncc,  towards  the  people  of  this  ifle.  '*  i 
Dear  countrymen >  the  confidence  that  you  have  conftantlyre^  * 
pofed  in  me  during  my  public  life,  and  in  which  you  ftill  gene- 
roufly  perfevere,  animates  me  to  addrefsyou  with  equal  COBiidence 
on  this  important  occafion,  and  to  intreat  you,  in  the  moft  eameS  ' 
xnanner,  to  confute  the  ilanderous  aflertions  and  infinuatioas  of 
your  enemies,  by  purfuing  a  conduA  worthy  of  yourfelyes,  sod 
not  undeferving  the  approbation  and  favour  of  his  Majefty,  who 
has  been  gracioufly  pleafed  to  take  upon  himfelf  the  govtemment 
of  our  country,  under  a  free  conditution^  and  our  own  laws,  after 
'  having  previoufly,  in  the  magnanimity  of  his  heart,  contributdi 
with  his  royal  forces,  to  our  deliverance  from  a  ferocious  enemyi 
who  threatened  us  with  utter  annihilation. 

You  cannot  have  forgotten,  that  the  beneficence  of  his  Majeliy  ; 
towards  this  nation  was  manifeftcd  during  the  diftrefsfjul  period, 
when  your  necks  were  forcibly  bowed  to  the  French  yoke,  and 
long  before  his  alTumption  of  its  government ;  and  I  do  foletnnlf 
proteft,  that  none  (hall  furpafs  me  in  the  zeal  and  readinefs  with 
which  I  (hall  fee]  myfelf  conftantly  animated,  in  fecuring  and  fop- 
porting  his  royal  prerogative  in  this  kingdom ; — a  prerogAtive 
which,  from  a  happy  combination  of  circumftances,  even  indepea- 
dcntly  of  his  perfonal  renown  and  magnanimity,  our  gracious  To- 
vereign  cannot  exercife  but  for  the  happinefs  of  his  people.  'Mf 
eflTorts  to  this  end,  though  deriving  additional  ftrcngth  from  ancveir- 
lafling,  deep,  and  grateful  fenfe  of  perfonal  obligations,  well! 
know,  would.be  but  too  weak,  if  I  were  to  depend 'on  my  indivi- 
dual means  and  capacity  alone  :  but  I  rely,  with  the  utmoft  aflii- 
rancc,  on  the  facred  loyalty  of  your  fentiments  towards  the  King, 
as  well  as  on  your  con(lant  a(Fedion  and  generoiity  towards  me, 
that  I  (hall  always  find  you  ready  to  unite  with  me  in  evincing  to 
his  Majefty,  on  all  occafions,  by  your  operations  and  condud,  tbc 
'  faithful  fubmiilion  of  this  people  to  his  government,  and  the  high 
.  rtfpeft,  veneration,  and  thankfulnefs,  that  his  royal  virtues,  nokfs 
•  than  the  multiplied  in  (lances  of  his  royal  beneficence  towards  this 
country,  have  indelibly  imprelFed  on  the  hearts  of  the  Corficans. 

I  therefore  infift  on  earneftly  recommending  to  you  a  hecofniflg 
moderation  \  a  fubmiflion  to  the  laws,  which  you  muft  look  upon 
as  your  own  work,  and  the  refpedt  due  to  government,  and  to  the 
reprefentatives  of  that  gracious  fovereign,  on  whofe  munificence 
and  goodnefs  chiefly  relts  the  profpefl:  of  the  future  profperity  of 
.  this  ifland — Wait  with  patience  and  calmnefs  for  the  re-ailembliog 
pf  your  Parliapaent,  which  will  take 4)lacc  ere  long;  and  then 

alone 
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alone  you  will  be  author!  fed  to  prcfent>  with  due  propriety,  your 

remonftrmnces,  in  ord6r  to  obtain  a  reform  of  the  abufes  which 

htvej^ven  rife  to  the  complaints  of  the  people,  and  to  urge  the  ex- 

jdSency  of  amending  thofe  laws  or  regulations  which  you  (hall 

not  conceive  to  be  calculated  for  the  a6lual  circumdances  of  our 

country.     In  fo  doing,  you  will  be  entitled  to  expcd  from  the  wlf- 

domof  your  reprefentat Ives,  and  from  the  generoflty  and  jullicc  of 

'UsMajefty,  thefuccefsof  your  applications,  if  conduced  with 

jttfticeand  dightty.-*^In  the  mean  while,  I  truft  qn  your  conftant 

iovahy,  that,  in  fpite  of  thofe  who  are  interefted  in  mlfleading  or 

mifreprefenting  your  condu£l,  you  will  preferve  alive,  and  invio* 

hte  in  your  hearts,  the  folcmn  oath  of  fidelity  which  you  have 

fwom  to  your  King  and  conilitution  ;  and  that,  by  your  fubmiflion 

lotheexifting  laws,  and  to  his  Majedy's  government,  you  will 

prove  yourfelves  worthy  of  his  farther  favour  and  approbation ;  and 

1  conclude  with  wifhing  you  all  perfe£l  and  lading  happinefs.

^  Bourbon  Conti,  now  in  cudody,  and  imprifoned  for  thefe 
hft  twenty-feven  months,    in  the    Fort    Jean,    at    Marfeilles, 

ift%  That  he  be  fet  at  liberty,  and  that  he  be  permitted  to  return, 
lod  fix  his  abode  under  the  infpedlion  of  the  commune  of  ViHiers 
fiir  Marne,  department  of  the  Seine  and  Oifc,  in  his  country  feat 
at  JLalande,  which  he  inhnbited  previous  to  his  imprifonment. 

2d.  That  the  fequedration  put  on  his  property  be  taken  off, 
and  that  he  be  at  length  reftored  to  the  peaceable  enjoyment  of  his 
cftates. 

Cdnfidering  that  Louis  Fr^infois  Jofeph  Bourbon  Conti  was 
only  deprived  of  his  liberty  and  property,  as  a  mere  meafure  of 
gnienil  fafety,  and  as  an  unavoidably  confequeuce  of  the  revoIu« 
tionary  circumdances  which  made  his  Imprifonment  neceiTary. 

That  theie  never  exided  any  accufation  againd  his  principles, 
Jiis  fentiments,  or  his  conduct,  which  have  always  been  con- 
formable to  what  might  be  expe<^ed  from  a  Frenchman,  duly  fub- 
miffive  to  the  laws  of  his  coi^ntry. 

Confidering  that  the  pepiod  to  which  the  revolution  has  reached, 
and  the  inftant  of  our  h^ing  able  to  fubmit  to  the  free  acceptation 
of  the  French  people  a  conditution,  calailated  to  enfure  its  hap- 
pinefsy  ought  to  difpofe  the  government  to  every  poflible  a£l  of 
jufiice  and  humanity  that  is  ^econcileab.le  with  the  public  fafety 
and  tranquillity,  and  the  fupport  and  propagation  of  the  rcpubll* 
can  principles. 
Vol.  Ill— P4JIT  Yu  S  CQw^^e^^t. 
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ConPidering  that  this  tranquillity  cannot  be  difturbedy  nor  the 
folidity  of  thefe  principles  (haken  or  impaired,  by  the  enlargement 
of  an  aged  valetudinarian^  worn  out  with  infirmities,  generally  ac* 
knowledged  principally  to  arife  from  his  long  imprifonment  in  ai) 
unwholefome  habitation,  and  in  a  climate  unfriendly  to  his  con- 
(litution,  by  whofc  influence  his  health  has  been  con&deiably 
impaired. 

Conlidering  finally,  that  the  decree  of  the  i2th  Meffidor  ult, 
pointed  at  the  approaching  period,  on  which  the  members  of  the 
Bourbon  family,  who  are  imprifoned  at  Marfeilles,  might  expe&  a 
term  to  their  imprifonment,  and  that  the  negotiation  was  far  ad» 
vanced,  relative  to  the  exchange  of  the  daughter  of  the  late  King 
of  the  French,  warrant  us  to  belieye  that  no  political  convenienos 
can  be  injured  by  the  aft  of  juflice  which  the  petitioner  folicits : 
Refolved  for  the  prefent, 

I.  That  Louis  Francois  Joftph  Bourbon  Conti  fhall  be  im- 
mediately liberated. 

II.  That  he  fhall  retire  into  the  commune  of  Autun,. there  to 
refide  provifionally  under  the  infpeftion  of  the  municipality,  and 
beflow  on  the  re-eflablifhment  of  his  health,  every  remedy,  ani 
mode  of  cure  which  that  fituation,  and  its  mineral  waters  may  afc 
ford. 

They  alfo  refolve  for  the  prefent,  that  Louifa-Maria-Terefc? 
Bathilde,  of  Orleans,  of  the  Bourbon  family,  likewife  imprifonc4 
for  the  motives  and  for  the  fame  period,  in  the  Fort  Jean  at  Mar* 
fellies,  and  in  whofc  favour  militate  all  the  above-raentioped  con- 
fiderations,  fhall  immediately  be  fe't  at  liberty,  on  conditionthat 
fhe  retire  to  the  commune  of  Moulins,  there  provifionally  tore- 
main  under  the  infpeftion  of  the  municipality. 

The  procurator  of  the  commune  of  Marfeilles  is  charged  with 
the  e^^ecution  of  the  prefent  decree*

^rbon  Pcnthievre,  widow  of  the  Duke  of  Orleans,  was  alfo 
fetat  liberty,  with  the  permilRon  to  retire  to  her  houfc  at  Armain- 
fiHiers,  or  any  other  (he  miglit  deem  more  convenient. 


DECREE  RELATIVE  TO  THE  FRENCH  COLONIES. 

In  tie  National  Conventioriy  on  the  4th  of  Augujl^  the  following  Dicret 

was  pajjed : 

'T*HE  French  colonies  in  the  old  and  new  world  form  an  inte- 
gral part  of  the  French  Republic,  and  are  fubjeft  to  the 
lame  conftitiitional  laws. 


THE  NETHERLANDS. 

Riport  prefented  to  the  National  Convention  in  the  Beginning  of  Sept. 
1795,  by  Robertjoty  fefpeSiing  the  future  Boundaries  of  the  French 
Empire. 

TITHAT  naturally  prefents  itfelf  firft,  is  the  queftion,  whether 
it  behoves  the  Republic  to  unite  the  countries  conquered 
ky  the  armies  of  the  north,  the  Sambre  and  the  Meufe,  to  its 
territory ;  whether  this  union  ihall  comprehend  the  whole,  or 
Only  a  part ;  and  in  this  cafe  what  fhould  be  the  limits  ? 

This  propofition  requires  the  mod  ferious  examination :  I  ihall 
confider  it  in  every  point  of  view. 

'The  French  nation,  finding  itfelf  in  a  capacity  to  didate  the 
terms  of  peace  to  a  formidable  enemy,  (hould  diflate  it  with  all. 
the  conditions  that  may  tend  to  increafe  his  weaknefs,  and  to  fe* 
cure  its  own  force. 

As  the  boundaries  are  to  be  fixed  by  the  treaty  of  peace,  they 
fcould  be  traced  fo  as  to  fecure  the  utmoft  (lability  ;  and  thd  ar- 
tldes  of  the  treaty  (hould  be  calculated  to  prevent  any  future  dif- 
pftes. 

Ambition,  jealoufy,  and  a  fpirit  of  rival(hip,  may  again  in- 
duce that  enemy,  in  other  times  and  places,  to  attempt  fre(h  en- 
tciprizes  againft  the  French  nation ;  this  treaty  (hould  dimini(h 
at  far  as  poifible  his  means,  if  it  cannot  deftroy  them  entirely. 
Th(B  difpoiition  of  the  convention  (hould  be  fo  defined,  as  for 
every  claufe  to  tend  to  the  advantage  and  eftablilhment  of  the  Re- 
public. 

".  Thefe  {^nciples  being  granted,  and  it  is  impo(lible  to  cohteft' 
^  juftnefs^  wc  can  eafily  refolve  the  propofed  queftion. 

82  Thcrt- 
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TTiere  are  generally  three  opinions  vfiih  regard  to  the  futurt 
(late  of  the  conquered  countries. 

One  opinion  is,  that  it  is  confiflent  with  found  policy  and 
juftice  to  abandon  thefe  Countries,  and  refumc  our  own  frontier^ 
contenting  ourfclves  with  having  repulfed  the  enemy. 

•  Another  is,  to  carry  the  limits  of  our  territory  to  the-courfc  of 
the  Meiife. 

The  third  is,  to  carry  them  to  the  Rhine, 

The  firft  mud  have  its  fupport,  on  the  neceflity  of  making 
peac^e,  on  the  inconvenience  that  might  refult  from  too  extenfivc 
territory,  and  on  the  neceflity  for  depriving  the  enemy  of  every 
reafon  or  pretext  to  attack  us ;  attempts,  which  he  would  sot 
iail  to  make,  fay  the  partizans  of  this  opinion,  if  he  were  de- 
prived of  countries,  the  lofs  of  which  muft  occafion  a  lading  in 
fcntment  and  regret. 

The  fecond  is  founded  on  this  confideration,  that  the  tcrritoiy, 
comprehended  between  the  Meufe  and  the  ocean,  belonging  to 
France,  will  facilitate  and  promote  the  advantages  to  be  expefied 
from  the  opening  of  the  Scheldt  and  the  navigation  of  the  ^leufe, 
fecured  by  the  treaty  of  peace  with  Holland. 

On  this  principle,  that  it  is  juft  and  proper  that  the  French  na- 
tion  (hould '  be  indemnified  for  her  expences  in  defending  her 
liberty  by  thole  who  drove  to  ravifli  it  from  her ; 

On  the  afluiance  that  this  territory,  from  the  richnefs  of  its 
foil,  and  indudry  of  its  inhabitants,  cannq^  fail  of  being  profitable 
to  the  Republic. 

Thofc  who  maintain  this  opinion,  think.that  a  greater  extent 
of  territory  would  not  be  advantageous. 

Ladly,  the  third  is  founded  on  the  principle  of  giving  a  firm 
cftabliflimcnt  to  the  Republic,  v^hich  tbey  think  can  only  be 
done  by  making  the  Rhine  its  boundary  ; 

On  the  impoflibility  in  which  Auftria,  withfuch  limits,  would 
be  placed,  of  forming  frefli  enterprizes  againft  the  French  ; 

On  the  indemnity  judly  due  to  the  nation  for  the  expences  of 
a  three  years  war ; 

On  the  obdacles  which  this  arrangement  would  put  to  the  am- 
bition of  the  hoiife  of  Auftria,  the  power  of  which  it  is  neceffi^ 
to  diminifli* 

It  is  founded  alfo  on  the  neceflity  for  opening  frefh  fourccsof 
conrmierce,  which  the  union  of  all  this  country  would  aflure  uS| 
by  enabling  us  to  form  a  beneficial  commercial  intercourfe  witK 
the  north,  and  fome  of  the  circles  of  Germany,  and  to  xvignts^ 
our  maritime  trade. 

Hence  alfo  would  refult  the  free  navigation  of  the  Rhinei  tli« 
(mailed  interruption  of  which  renders^  whatever  other  portion^ 
of  it  weinight  poflefs  of  no  advantage,  whild  the  profits  of  its  ea" 
tire  navigation  arc  incalculable. 
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To  thele  conCdcrations  sure  to  be  added,  the  certainty  of  henoe 
fupplantingy  in  Tome  important  branches  of  commerce^  the  Eog- 
lidi,  our  moR.  aident  enemies ;  the  good  difpofition  of  the  inha- 
Uttnts  of  the  countries  between  the  Meufe  and  the  Rhine,  vvho 
bave  repeatedly  addrefled  the  National  Convention  to  be  incorpo- 
ntcd  with  the  Republic,  and  the  general  wifh  of  the  French  peo<* 
pie  to  make  peace  only  on  favourable  conditions. 

Firft  0fim9n.^^d  Return  t$  the  antient  Idmit^. 

I  ihall  not  dwell  long  in  refuting  this  opinion  ;  it  is  chiefly 
Aft  of  the  partizans  of  Aufiria,  ana  of  thofe  who  too  readily 
conceive  falfe  alarms. 

In  admitting  this  principle,  we  flionld  voluntarily  give  up  all 
llie  advant^es  which  France  has  to  expeA  from  the  opening  of 
the  Scheldt,  and  the  navigation  of  the  Meufe,  which  will  be  two 
grttt  means  of  enriching  the  frontier  departments. 

The  nation  %irould  degrade  itfelf  in  the  eyes  of  Europe,  if  it 
vcre  fo  lightly  to  abandon  the  fruits  of  its  vidories ;  it  would 
kiveto  Auftria,  fo  jealous  of  our  profperity,  all  the  means  of  in- 
juring us  :  for  (he  would  be.  enabled  to  break,  whenever  fhe  chofe, 
our  commercial  connexions  in  thofe  countries,  and  to  take  ad- 
vintage  of  the  firft  favourable  occafion  to  overturn  the  edifice  of 
our  liberty,  and  to  sevenge  the  humiliation  which  her  armies  ex- 
perienced in  the  laft  campaign* 

It  would  be  conferring  upon  our  enemy  the  means  of  recover- 
ing from  the  exhaufted  (late  into  which  it  has  been  plunged  by 
the  lo(rcs  of  the  war,  to  enable  him  foon  to  rally,  to  form  new 
combinations,  and  taking  advantage  of  our  dillenfions  or  our 
^nts,  by  plans  more  maturely  dige(ied  and  better  concerted,  to 
levy  a  fre(h  war  againft  us. 

It  is  then  neither  politic  nor  juft  to  return  to  our  antient  limits. 

Boundary  of  the  Meufe  ^ 

Let  us  now  examine  the  fecond  opinion. — Although  it  may  be 
taore  calculated,  in  certain  refpcds,  to  confolidate  the  Republic 
than  the  firft,  yet  there  are  perfons  who  confider  the  boundary  of 
the  Meufe  as  by  no  means  a  fufiicient  or  a  fure  one. 

They  admit,  that  the  French  nation  would,  in  the  countries 
relerved  to  her  by  that  boundary,  have  a  proportionate  indemnity 
for  the  greateft  part  of  the  expences  occafioned  by  the  war  \ 
but  that  is  not  the  only  point  of  view  in  which  the  quedion 
Ihoiild  be  confidereii ;  we  muft  confider  whether  we  fhould  not 
leave  to  Auftria  the  means  of  re'^poflelling  herfelf  of  the  countries 
thus  retained  by  us ;  and  whether  fuch  a  fettlement  would  be 
amdiicive  to  a  permanent  peace  ? 

The  river  of  the  Meufe,  its  bed  and  ntu&tlon,  io  not  oflFer  a 
(uificient  obftacle  to  prevent  An  enemy  from  attempting  a  paiTage, 
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and  to  invade  the  territory  on  the  other  fide  :  it  cannot  then  fenre 
as  a  frontier  to  fecure  the  country  between  it  and  the  ocean.  Its 
only  ufe  would  be  to  fix  the  limits  between  the  two  powers  fite 
from  difpute,  without  prefenting  a  rampart,  means  of  fecurify^ 
or  fufficient  points  of  defence. 

The  enemy,  placed  between  the  Metife  and  the  Rhine,  will 
always  be  able  to  affemble  his  forces,  to  furnifli  himfelf  witfc: 
provifions,  to  procure  iron  in  great  quantities  for  the  fervice  of 
the  artillery,  to  equip  his  troops  with  the  cloth  of  Limburg.;  the 
territory  furriilhes  all  thefe  refources. 

The  country  between  the  Meufe  and  the  Rhine  is  rich  in  po- 
pulation, in  produdiions  of  every  fort,  in  horfes,  induftry,  mines; 
it  required  all  the  courage  of  the  French,  their  enthufiafm  for 
liberty,  that  intrepidity  which  is  acquired  by  a  fucceflion  of  vic- 
tories, the  terror  and  difcouragement  infpired  into  an  cncmjf 
conftantly  defeated,  the  afcendancy  given  by  the  perfiiafion  that- 
men  are  (bedding  their  blood  for  the  falvation  of  their  country^ 
and  not  for  a  mailer ;  that  they  are  fighting  for  themfelves,  for 
their  o\Vn  good  and  that  of  their  brethren — it  required  all  thofc 
caufcs  to  enable  the  French  armies  to  drive  the  Auftrians  from 
thefe  countries  beyond  the  Rhine, 

The  limits  fixed  by  the  courfe  of  the  Meufe  do  not  fufficiently 
fecure  the  liberty  of  the  French  people :  the  enemy,  it  is  truCj 
wpuld  be  lefs  powerful  to  declare  war;  but  he  would  ftill  haV* 
fuflicient  means  to  do  it,  whenever  he  (hould  think  it  for  his  fa- 
tercrt  to  attack  us. 

Advjfitrges  of  the  Boundaries  of  the  Rhine. 

I.ct  us  now  confider  the  third  opinion,  againft  which  there  li 
a  great  number  of  opponents,  and  which  it  is  perhaps  not  the  in- 
tereft  of  one  power,  with  wiiom  we  have  treated,  to  fee  adopted* 

Thofe  who  hold  that  opinion,  are  perfuaded  that  by  the  adop- 
tion of  this  plan,  Auftria  and  the  circles  would  be  difabled  from 
making  frelh  enterprizos.  This  riv-er  differs  much  from  the 
Meufe,  Its  current  is  more  riipid  ;  its  bed  is  generally  of  doubfe 
the  width  ;  its  depth  is^proportionally  great;  it  is  in  every  refpcft 
more  difficult  in  its  navigation  and  pallage. 

In  taking  the  Rhine  for  our  boundary,  there  is  then  greater 
fecurity  than  in  i-?*king  the  Meufe  ;  but  that  is  not  the  only  con- 
fidcration  that  Ihoukl  make  us  aifume  the  Rhine  for  our  frontier. 

I  have  already  obferved,  that  the  country  betvVeen  the  Meufe 
and  the  Rhine  offers  immcnfe  refources  to  the  enemy  that  may 
occupy  it  ;  and  that  he  would  always  find  abundance  of  provi- 
fions, and  other  articles  necelfary  for  an  army.  It  is  then  out 
intereft  to  take  advantage  of  circumftances  to  flrip  bur  enertiy  of 
thofe  pofTefllons,  the  benefits  refultipg  from  which  would  be  the 
greater  to  ns  :  as  the  Auflrians,  forced  to  occupy  the  right  bant 

^  of 
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of  the  Rhine,  could  not  maintain  thcinfelves  there  long,  but  at  4 
coniiderable  cK.pence,  wliich  would  foon  oblige  them  to  ceafe  hof- 
tiiities. 

For  many  years  we  have  felt  the  ambition  of  the  houfe  of 
/Lu&ria;  this  latt  war  is  a  convincing  proof  of  it.  It  was  lefs 
Uxreilore  the  ci^dtvant  king  to  his  priitine  privileges,  than  to 
wreft  fome  province  from  France,  that  Aullria  entered  into  the 
coalition.  To  ftrip  that  houfe  of  a  territory  that  may  ferve  to 
oouri(h  its  ambition,  to  force  it  to  content  itfelf  with  a  dominion 
vhich  good  policy  can  maintain,  and  of  which  nature  has  traced 
t)ie  limits,  would  be  to  ferve  the  intereft  of  the  nation. 
-  Our  generofity  towards  fuch  an  enemy  fliould  not  be  fo  great, 
as  to  make  us  lofe  fight  pf  the  happincfs  of  our  fellow-citizens 
(or  the  time  to  come.  Thefe  motives  alone  might  be  fuflicient 
to  determine  Frenchmen  to  extend  their  boundary  to  the  Rhine ; 
!)ut  there  are  other  con fiderat ions  which  the  partizans  of  that  opi* 
^  may  urge,  and  which,  fhall  be  devek)ped. 

It  imports  us  to  endeiavour  to  acquire  an  advantageous  balance 
of  trade,  fmce  that  is  tbefourceof  relative  power.  It  is  well 
luQwn,  that  hitherto  it  has  been  againft  us,  though  nature  has 
been  favourable  to  the  French,  and  their  genius  has  urged  them 
to  attain  it. 

Now  it  is  eafy  to  prove  that  France,  by  this  union,  will  obtaia 
t}uit  advantage,  (ince  to  the  eSeds  of  her  own  induflry  and  the 
produce  of  her  foil,  will  be  added  all  that  is  the  refult  of  both  in 
the  new  territory.  Thefe  countries  are  enriched  with  a  produce 
that  by  more  than  two-thirds  exceeds  their  confumption. 

Another  motive,  not  lefs  urgent  for  the  prefervation  of  this 
country,  is  the  prodigious  advantage  that  woyld  refult  from  the 
fee  navigation  of  the  river.  Aflurcd  already  by  what  we  pofr 
kis^  and  by  a  treaty  with  Holland,  of  a  confiderable  part  of  its 
fourfe.  (hall  we  without  neceffity  deprive  ourfelves  of  the  pro* 
■ped  of  advantage  beyond  calculation,  and  confent  to  barriers 
3pd  interruptions  that  would  ferve  only  to  impoveriih  u$,  and  tq 
^ch  our  neighbours  or  our  enemies  r 

But  one  of  the  grpat  caufes  that  ihould  engage  us  to  take  tho 
courfe  of  the  Rhine  for  our  frontier  is,  that  we  fliall  be  enabled 
^0  appropriate  to  ourfelves  fome  confiderable  branches  of  com- 
nicrce,  which  England  has  got  hold  of.  In  uniting  thefe  coun-* 
Mes  to  Fr^ce,  we  fhall  immediately  releafe  them  from  the  re- 
flndions  that  were  put  upon  their  trade  ;  they  will  at  once  havei 
*hc  liberty  of  exporting  freely  ;  they  will  furnifh  the  fame  com- 
'Dodities  with  the  Englifh  ;  and  the  moderate  price  of  labour,  thq. 
fiicility  of  tranfport,  the  exemption  from  taxes  of  paffagc  (per-- 
*?itsj  ^ill  foon  eftablifli  a  competition  that  will  fet  the  Englifh 
^  9  diftance,  lince  they  will  not  be  able  to  furnilh  articles  at  fq, 

low 
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low  a  price,  and  the  Republic  will  enjoy  diredly  that  brandi  of 
comraeroc,  to  the  exclufion  of  its  enemies* 

Many  otKer  collateral  advantages  will  arife  ;  arts  ami  induftrf 

will  acquire  a  frefh  fpring ;  the  greatcft  part  of  the  nei|(hbotlrika 

nations  wiii,  in  preference,  purchafe  in  the  united  countries,  IM 

;eommerciaI  connexions  extending  will  increafe  the  cofomerct  of 

the  French  nation. 

Wtjh  of  the  Inhabitants  to  be  incorporated  with  France. 

Another  reafon  for  retaining  the  country  to  the  Rhine  ariftt 
from  the  with  fo  often  exprefled,  and  declared  at  your  baft  of  t 
majority  of  the  inhabitants.  Without  doubt  there  are  amoMft 
them  fome  enemies  to  the  liberty  of  nations^  brought  up  in  tW  . 
midd  of  oppreflTion,  with  prejudic;es  in  favour  of  flaveryt  and  in^ 
terefted,  perhaps,  in  the  maintenance  of  the  old  fyftem*  Tlide 
perfonagcs  would,  no  doubt,  wifh  to  el^abliili  their  will,  as  tht 
of  their  fellow-citizenji ;  but  you  have  only  to  traverfe  thofeooiui- 
tries  to  be  convinced  of  the  contrarv* 

Great  errors  prevail  refpeding  the  ftate  of  thofe  countries,  ft 
is  commonly  thought  that  they  are  lefs  enlightened  than  tk  ' 
French ;  and  it  has  been  imagined  that  the  climate  and  raanneis 
are  fo  different,  that  our  principles  and  our  revolution  couU 
never  take  root  there ;  that  their  union  to  France  would  be  a  new 
fburce  of  troubles,  and  that  the  eife^s  of  it  might  even  fpread  into 
the  interior  of  our  departments. 

They  are  held  to  be  entire  ftrangers  to  our  caufe ;  neverthelcfs  - 
they  follow  the  progrefs  of  the  revolution  with  an  aftoni filing  ac< 
tivity  ;  they  execute,  in  a  great  meafure,  the  French  laws ;  they 
created,  at  the  moment  of  invafion,  adminiftrations  fimilar  to  our 
departments  and  diftri6ts ;  they  eftabliihed  tribunals,  juftices  of 
the  peace,  and  municipalities. — The  great  epochs  of  the  revolu- 
tion arc  celebrated,  as  in  France,  by  civic  feftivals. 

There  is  a  mixture,  indeed,  of  idioms,  but  the  French  lau- 
guage  is  generally  fpoken,  particularly  fince  the  entrance  of  the 
French  armies.  There  is  no  mbre  difference  between  thofe 
people  and  ours,  than  there  is  between  the  people  of  our  northern 
and  the  fouthern  departments.  Their  ufages  and  cufloms  an 
indeed  different,  but  they  are  more  fuitable  to  a  ^republican  go* 
vernment  even  than  our  own. 

The  abolition  of  religious  worlhip  was,  it  is  true,  an  infur-. 
mountable  obftacle  to  the  union ;  but  as  the  people  will  have  the 
means  of  following  it  as  they  think  proper,  and  as  the  civil  re- 
form of  the  clergy  will  not  deprive  theim  of  that  confolation,  that 
obftacle  will  fubfift  no  longer.  Leave  to  this  people  its  form  of 
worfliip  and  itsminifters,  its  ceremonies,  and  its  creeds,  andyoM 
will  attach  it  to  your  principles,  your  lot  and  liberty, 
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Pfomifes  made  to  the  Inhabitantu 

Forget  not  that  you  gaVc  reafon  to  the  people  to  cxpeft  thW 
Union ;  they  trufted  to  your  word.  The  reprefentatives  of  tho 
people,  "Who  mud  be  acquainted  with  your  intentions,  proclainied 
h  loudly.  Your  committees  of  government  recommended  that 
Ae  minds  of  thofe  people  (hould  be  prepared  for  an  union  witiv 
France.  Steady  to  fultil  your  purpofes,  they  omitted  no  opportu- 
uty  of  freely  declaring  that  we  ihould  foon  be  brethren  and  friends. 
Will  you »  when  you  can  put  your  promifes  in  execution,  break; 
them,  to  their  lofs  and  your  fhame  ?  No  \  your  good  faith  would 
ugcyou  to  the  performance  of  themi^  even  if  the  general  intereft 
id  Dot  prefcribe  it  • 

Another  niotive  isy  an  Indemnity  for  the  Expertces  of  the  PFar. 

Finally,  after  fo  niany  victories  and  fuccelTes  over  the  coalition^ 
after  the  French  nation  has  exhaufled  itfelf  in  fuftaining  a  war 
soade  againft  it  by  injuftice,  hatred  of  liberty,  jealoufy  of  its 
rifing  profperity,  and  all  the  padions  united  to  fmk  and  dedroy  it, 
will  it  be  politic,  will  it  be  right  to  exadi  no  indemnity  from  our 
CDemies,  to  take  no  meafure  for  retrieving  our  finances,  increafmg 
our  commerce,  opening  our  ports  to  abundance  of  produfkions^ 
lod  thus  repairing  the  lofles  which  the  war  has  occaHoned  ?  Is  it 
becoming  fo  generoufly  to  devote  ourfelves  to  weaknefs  and  to' 
Want^  when  we  have  the  means  of  fatisfying  the  latter,  and  repair- 
ing the  forjner  ?  We  ihould  infift,  then,  on  this  indemnity.  It 
is  to  be  found  in  the  retention  of  the  extenfive  countries  now  occu- 
pied by  our  armies. 

Our  firft  objed  in  terminating  the  war,  in  making  peace  with 
ihepdwers  ranged  againft  us,  is  to  eftablifh  the  Republic.  Thd 
l^ppinefs  and  profperity  of  France  depend  on  that  government. 
What  nations  will  dare  to  venture  upon  our  territory,  when  we 
»re  fortified  with  fuch  means  of  refiftance  ?  What  jpotentatej 
^hen  we  have  a  frontier  fo  eafy  to  defend,  a  force  fo  forniidable . 
^  compad,  will  dare  to  attack  us  ? 

Peace  is  not  only  the  means  of  cOnfolidating  the  {Republic;  our 
•ncmies  might  again  attempt,  when  recovered  from  their  exhaufted 
ftatc^  to  overturn  the  edifice  of  our  liberty  ;  but  with  peace,  an  in- 
^reafe  of  territory,  an  augmented  force  and  increafed  riches,  the 
devolution  U  confirmed,  the  Republic  eftabUQied,  arid  the  profpe- 
rity of  the  nation  fecurerf  for  ever  ! 

The  quejiion^  whether  the  Netherlands  Jbould  orJhouJd  not  he  incor^ 
hratedwith  France  ?  was  ordered  to  be  again  taken  into  conjideration 
h  ^^  committee  of  public  fafcty* 
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In  thi  National  Convention^    on  the  24th  of  September,  Merlin,  of 
Douaiy    in  the  name  of  the  Committee  of  Public  Safety ,  prefented, 
a  Report   upon  the    conquered    Territories,  more  particularly  m 
Belgium  and  the  Territory  of  Liege. 

TJE  ftated,  how  unworthy  it  would  be  of  the  French  people  ta    i 
•*•      abandon  a  natron  to  which  they  had  pramifcd  liberty,  to  the    \ 
refentments  of  its  old  rulers.     He  tliought  the  Republic  interefted     ■ 
in  this  cafe,  in  fulfilling  the  engagements  (he  had  contrafled.    It    \ 
is  of  importance  to  us,  faid  he,  not  to  allow  Auftria  to  approadi 
our  frontiers,  and  to  withdraw  from  them  as  far  as  poffible,  thofe    j 
governments  that  will  ftill  for  a  long  time  be  our  fecret  enemies^ 
It  is  of  importance  to  us  to  multiply  our  refources  of  commerce  and    .! 
navigation,  and  not  to  feparate  ourfelves  from  Holland,  where    ; 
England  will  unceafmgly  multiply  her  intrigues  and  plote,  torcco-    i 
Ver  tlicre  her  old  defpotifm.   It  is  important  to  us  that  the  Belgian! 
and  people  of  Liege  (hall  be  no  further  free,  but  as  they  fhall  be-    j 
come  French,  to  defeat  the  ftratagems  of  the  malevolent,  who,  as 
was  the  cafe  at  the  commencement  of  the  revolution,  may  try  to 
detach  from  France  the  northern  departments  an4  Pas  dc  Calais. 
And  finally,  it  is  important  to  us  to  increafe  ftill  the  pledge  of  our 
affignats,  by  that  immenfe  quantity  of  ecclefiaftical  and  emigrant 
property,  which  we  fhall  find  in  thofe  countries  as  foon  as  their 
union  with  France  fhall  be  pronounced,  and  which  amount  at  leaft 
to  the  value  of  two-thirds  of  our  aflignats,     Thefe  confiderations 
alike  apply  to  the  other  countries  fubdued  by  our  viftorious  arms* 
It  would  be  as  daftardly  as  imprudent  to  furrender  them  once  again 
to  our  enemies,     A  thoufand  times  have  you  crowned  with  your 
applaufes  thofe  whodeclared  that  the  Rhine  w^s  the  natural  barrier 
of  the  Republic.     Thefc  principles  are  thofe  of  your  committee; 
but  we  can  at  this  time  dcdare  our  will  relative  to  a  great  part  of 
the  conquered  territories  ;  there  is  nothing  in  our  treaties  with 
Pruflia  and  Hefle  Caflel  that  oppofes  fuch  a  meafure*     The  inte- 
reft  of  the  commonwealth,  the  neceflity  of  depriving  the  Emperor 
of  every  hope  of  making  peace  at  the  expence  of  Belgium,  the  de- 
lire  of  extending  the  empire  of  liberty  ;  everything,  in  Ihort,  calls 
on  you  to  determine  without  delay  on  this  great  queftion.  .  The 
following  is  what  I  have  to  propofe  as  the  plan  of  a  decree  on  the 
conquered  territories  : 

I,  The  decrees  precedingly  ena6tcd  for  uniting  to  France  the  de- 
partments of  Gemappe,  Auftrian  Flanders,  Brabant,  the  territory 
of  Liege,  &c.  Ihall  be  carried  into  execution  without  delay. 

II.  All  the  other  countries  which  the  houfe  of  Auftria  pofleffcd 
at  the  commencement  of  the  war,  on  the  French  fide  of  the  Rhine, 
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fucli  as  Limbourg)  Luxembourgi  &c.  are  alfo  incorporated  with 
France,  as  are  I  Ike  wife  thofe  fpccificcl  in  the  treaty  of  peace  con« 
eluded  between  the  French  and  fiatavian  Republics. 

III.  The  French  Republic  accepts  alfo  the  defire  expreflcd  for 
the  union  of  the  cities  of  Ypres,  Namur,  Tournay,  Ghent,  and 
Mons. 

IV.  The  citizens  of  thefe  feveral  countries  fball  enjoy  the  rights 
of  Frenqh  citizens,"  fuch  as  tliey  are  fpecified  in  the  conftitution. 

V.  The  national  reprefentaiives  ih^il  divide  thefe  countries  into 
dqpartnfiencs  and  cantons. 

VI.  The  territories  precedingly  united  fliall  indantly  appoint 
their  public  functionaries* 

VII.  In  thofe  which  are  about  to  be  united,  the  public  func- 
tionaries fliall  be  provlfionally  appointed  by  the  national  reprefen- 
taiives.    And, 

VIII.  The  legiflative  body  fliall  determine  on  the  number  of 
deputies  to  be  on  milfion  in  thefe  countries. 

The  difcujjion  of  the  above  report  was  adjourned  for  a  few  days* 


In  the  National  Convention^  on  the  i/?  ofOSfober^  Merlin j  of  Douai, 
in  the  name  of  the  Committee  of  Puhlic  Welfare j  read  afecond  timt 
bis  Report  on  the  Union  of  Belgium  and  the  Country  of  Liege,  fub^ 
miffing  his  Plan  of  Decree  to  the  DifcuJJion  of  the  Convention. 

IJE  recalled  to  the  mind  of  the  convention  the  decrees  of  the  15th 
•*  of  December,  I7g2,  of  the  31ft  of  January,  1793,  of  the  2d 
of  March,  &c.  which  ordered  the  convocation  of  the  primary 
aflemblies  in  Belgium,  and  in  the  country  of  Liege,  and  acceded 
tothe  wifli  of  the  citizens  of  thofe  countries.  He  ftated  fome  fafts 
vith  a  view  to  refute  the  calumnies  fpread  by  Dumourier  and  hi^s 
partizans  againft  the  liberty  granted  to  thofe  citizens  to  declare 
Ifeirwill. 

Whilfl:  you  ilTued  thefe  decrees,  (continued  he,)  whilft  by  wife 
^liberations  you  aggrandized  the  dominion  of  liberty,  intrigue  and 
^he  force  of  arms  aded  in  concert,  to  deliver  up  your  own  terri- 
tory to  the  coalition  of  kings !  Our  generous  warriors  were  obli- 
[cd  to  evacuate  fuccefllvely  the  country  of  Liege,  Brabant,  the 
ounty  of  Namur,  Flanders,  Hainault,  and  the  county  of  Tour- 
lay  ;  however,  in  evacuating  thefe  places,  they  fwore  by  their 
rms  to  return  vidorious ;  and  foon  after,  when  reinforced  by 
llofe  brilliant  youths,  of  whom  your  decree  of  the  23d  of  Auguft, 
793,  had  fuddenly  eftabliihed  formidable  legions,  they  fulfilled 
heir  oath.  7'he  vidories  of  Moubron,  of  Courtray,  of  Fleurus, 
Toke  the  new  yoke  which  Aufl:ria  had  impofed  on  the  unfortunate 
ielgiaos ;  and  on  the  loth  of  Thermidor,  that  ever-memorable 
ay  when  the  National  Convention  ftruck  within  their  own  aflem- 
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bly  the  monfters  who  tyrannifed  France,  our  armed  brethren  re^* 
ikored  liberty  to  the  brave  people  of  Liege,  and  drove  from  that 
country  the  priefls,  who  had  again  feis^ed  the  fceptre  of  defpotifmy 
^s  well  as  the  fword  of  vengeance. 

Then  arofe  the  quedion,  whether  the  decrees  of  union,  paflqd 
in  the  preceding  year,  ought  to  be  executed  or  reported  ?  a  q^ief- 
tion  which  has  fo  long  been  adjourned  ;  but  it  ought  now  to  be 
refumed,  and  fubmitted  to  adlfcuffion  worthy  of  the  reprefentatives 
of  a  great  people. 

This  queAion,  as  you  fee,  is  complex,  and  mud  be  reduced  to 
the  following  three  points : 

I  ft.  What  part  does  juftice  con^mand  us  to  take  with  regard 
to  the  people  of  Liege,  and  thofe  of  Belgia  f 

2d.  What  are  the  interefts  of  the  French  Republic  in  this 
refpefl:? 

3d.  Is  it  prudent,  is  it  politic,  under  exifting  circumftances,  to 
come  to  a  decifion  upon  this  point  ? 

With  regard  to  the  firft  queftion,  there  is  one  principle  which 
feems  alone  fufEcient  to  influence  a  d|?ci(ion,  namely,  contradi 
between  nations  are  as  obligatory  as  thofe  between  individuals. 

Wiien  the  people  of  Liege  and  of  Bislgia  had  voted  for  theif 
imion  with  the  Republic,  and  when  you  acceded  to  their  wiAi 
from  that  moment  acontrafi  exifted  between  them  apd  the  French, 
people,  in  the  name  of  whom  you  had  united  thepi  together ;  a 
contradi  which  at  prefent  ought  neither  to  be  brokeui^  nor  to  ic? 
inain  without  pxecution. 

Is  it  m  your  power  to  detach  from  the  great  fpciety  of  which  the 
the  French  Republic  is  compofed,  the  departments  of  the  North, 
of  the  Pas  de  Calais,  of  the  Upper  or  Lower  Jlhine  ?  No !  cer* 
tainly.^  Well,  according  to  principles,  the  inhabitants  of  thefe 
four  departments  have  no  more  right  to  remain  Frenchmen  thap 
{he  people  of  Belgium  and  of  Liege, 

Would  it  not,  befides,  be  an  infult  to  the  iiational  charader,  to 
fuppofe  you  capable  of  reftorine  to  their  ancient  matters,  men 
whofe  fetters  you  have  yourfelves  broken,  and  whom  you  your* 
felves  have  invited  to  enjoy  the  bleffings  of  liberty. 

Let  us  pot  be  told  that  without  replacing  them  under  the  yoke  of 
jheir  former  m^fters,  there  is  no  neqeflity  for  rendering  them 
Frenchmen^  and  that  it  would  be  fufficient  to  form  them  into  a 
feparate  Republic,  in  order  to  render  them  as  free  as  they  would 
be  by  an  union  with  France, 

Th|s  idea  we  know  is  very  pleafing  to  the  friends  of  England^ 
who,  in  its  execution,  already  fee  infallible  means  of  fpeedily 
producing  a  civil  war  in  iBelgium,  and  by  tliat  means,  of  bringing 
.  them  under  th,e  reign  of  a  new  Stadtholder,  which  the  hou(e  of 
Brunfwick  keeps  ready  for  them  ;  and  particularly  of  breaking 
^jrhout  the  leaft  effort,  by  phyfically  feparating  us  from  lioUand,' 
by  an  iiitermediate  ftate«  the  tks  oi  ^nWi^tv^evibkh  uaite  the  fiata- 
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Vian  Repubirc  with  that  of  France :  an  alllancei  the  happy  effeds 
of  which  the  Englifh  government  has  well  calculated  to  us  and  uur 
A^ndsy  as  well  as  the  fatal  confequcnccs  which  mufl  rcfult  from 
it  to  them  and  their  adherents. 

But  above  all,  it  is  impofiible  for  any  man  of  common  fenfe  not 
to  fee  that  the  intereft  of  the  Republic  accords  with  its  duty,  and 
[  that  in  this  cafe,  as  well  as  in  all  others,  it  is  of  confequence  for 
'   the  Republic  to  be  juft. 

It  is,  indeed,  of  confequence  to  the  Republic,  that  the  houfe 
of  Auftria  (hould  never  more  enter  a  country,  which,  by  keeping 
it  in  perpetual  conta£l  with  us,  would  make  it  continue  to  be  wha| 
it  has  long  been,  the  caufe  and  the  theatre  of  two  or  three  wars  ia 
every  century,  as  long  as  they  were  bloody. 

It  is  of  confequence  to  the  Republic,  that  the  houfe  of  Audria 
.  flioiild  no  longer  find,  in  the  riches  of  thofe  countries,  refources  to 
^  Boarifli  its  ambition,  in  order  incciTantly  to  diiturb  the  tranquillity 
}•  of  Europe. 

It  is  of  confequence  to  the  Republic,  to  multiply  its  means  of 
I  defence  againil  governments,  who,  even  after  having  laid  down  the 
i  arms  which  they  at  prefent  carry  againd  it,  will  ever  remain  its 
I  lecret  enemies,  and  will  not  be  long  in  finding  out  a  favourable 
\  inoment  for  declaring  a  new  war. 

[      It  is  of  confequence  to  the  Republic  to  fecure  a  preponderance 
[   in  the  fcale  of  commerce,  and  to  take  from  the  Englilh  feveral 
;  brandies  of  the  trade  which  they  carry  on  with  fo  much  advan- 
tage ;  and  confequently,  not  to  fufFcr  to  efcape  from  its  hands  the  . 
.   incalculable  profit  to  be  derived  from  the  polfeflSon  of  a  country 
the  prokiu(^ions  of  which  condantly  exceed  the  wants  of  its  nume« 
rous  population,  by  two-thirds.    Not  to  be  deprived  of  the  advan- 
tages fecured  by  the  free  navigation  of  the  rivers  and  canals,  which 
lave  always  proved  the  greateft  fources  of  public  profperity  j  to 
entertain  with  the    Batavian  Republic  immediate   connexions, 
which  would  weaken  daily,  and  would  entirely  be  annulled,  if  an 
Immediate  neighbourhood  did  not  exiil:  between  the  nations,  and 
tf  fentiments  of  amity  were  not  to  be  guaranteed  by  local  proxi- 

It  is  of  confequence  to  the  Republic  to  extend  its  territories  in 
fucha  manner  that  the  north  and  the  fouth  (liould  balanvie  each 
other,  and  afford  a  reciprocal  fupport,  in  fuch  a  manner  that  the 
•  central  commune  of  the  government  (hould  no  longer  be  at  fo 
great  a  diftance  from  the  centre  of  the  countries  governed,  as  it  is 
St  prefent ;  in  fuch  a  manner,  in  (hort,  that  Paris  may  form  the 
centreof  a  circle. 

It  is  of  confequence  to  the  Republic,  and  I  call  the  attention  of 

its  true  friends  to  this  point  in  a  particular  manner,  for  its  obje£l 

^  to  defeat  an  intrigue  which  perhaps  has  already  fucceeded  in  a 

fCjtda  degree^  a^nd  which  tends  to  nothing  lefs  than  to  the  dif- 
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mcmbermcnt  or  deftruSion  of  the  Republic.  It  is,  I  fay,  of 
confcqucnce  to  the  Republic,  that  the  inhabitants  of  Belgium  and 
of  Liege  fhould  be  no  farther  free  and  independent  than  as  French- 
men. Why  ? — Becaufe  if  they  were  to  forpi  a  feparate  Republic, 
they  would  be  too  weak  to  reflft  the  attacks  of  their  ancient 
mafterSj  and  would  ultimately  be  incapacitated  from  ferving  iit  u 
a  barrier  againil  our  natural  enemies ;  becaufe,  if  they  were  to 
aflbciate  themfelves  with  the  United  Provinces,  and  were  by  thai 
means  to  add  their  territorial  pWer  to  the  maritime  power 
of  Holland,  there  might,  one  day  or  other,  pnice^d,  from 
fiich  amalgamation,  confequences  which  we  fhould  not  have  much 
peafon  to  be  pleafed  with ;  becaufe,  above  all,  in  this  laft  cafe, 
an  immenfe  advantage  would  be  given  to  intriguers.  What  do  I 
fay  }  To  the  confpirators,  who,  at  a  certain  epoch  of  the  revolu-- 
tion,  have  flattered  themfelves  with  the  hopes  of  perfuading  the 
departments  of*  the  North  and  the  Pas-de-Calais,  that  their  right 
and  intereft  accord  in  the  propriety  of  detaching  themfelves  from 
France,  to  unite  with  their  ancient  brethren  in  the  Netherlands, 
and  to  realize,  in  conjundlion  with  them,  the  ancient  plan  of  a 
confederacy  of  the  feventeen  provinces  ;  becaufe,  at  all  events,  the 
French  Republic  might  one  day  experience,  even  from  the  republi- 
can government  of  Liege  and  Belgium,  an  aft  of  ingratitude,  of 
which  the  moft  modern  diplomatic  fyftem  would  furnifb  an  exam- 
ple. I  mean  to  fay,  that  excrciling  their  right  of  fovereigntyi 
and  availing  themfelves  of  fome  momentancous  embarraflTmcDt  in 
which  France  might  be  involved,  the  Liegois  and  Belgians  might, 
influenced  by  perfidious  counfels,  enter  into  a  treaty  with  the  ene- 
mies of  the  French  Republic,  by  which  means  we  fhould  be  re- 
duced to  the  fame  fituation  as  if  our  enemies  had  remained  mafteis 
of  Belgium  and  tlve  territory  of  Liege. 

It  is,  laftly,  of  confequcnce  to  the  Republic,  and,  indeed,  of 
the  greateft  confequence,  to  difpel  the  fear  which  malevolence  and 
folly  have  conjointly  excited,  on  the  infufficiency  of  the  prefent 
fccurity  for  our  afljgnats,  and  confequently  to  ftrengthen  thart  fccu- 
rity  by  the  domains  which  the  clergy  and  the  houfe  of  Auftria  pof* 
felled  in  Belgium  and  in  the  country  of  Liege. 

Far  from  us  be  the  thought,  that  either  prudence  or  policy  re- 
quire the  refervation  of  a  means  for  making  peace  with  the  houfe 
of  Belgium  and  of  Auftria,  at  the  expence  of  the  people  of  Liege! 
I  have  already  proved,  that  the  French  Republic  cannot,  under  any 
circumftances,  abandon  her  friends,  her  adopted  children  ;  and  our 
brave  armies  aflure  us,  that  our  enemies  (hall  never  acquire  foch 
^n  afcendancy  as  will  make  us  conclude  a  difgraceful  peace,which 
muft,  of  neceflity,  prove  illiifive,  fince  it  would  replace  our  ene- 
mies at  our  door,  and  fupply  them  with  the  moft  powerful  meafli 
of  aggreflion. 

The  queftion  then  is  reduced  to  this  one  point :  (hall  we  warfi 
in  order  to  complete  an  union  wVikU  vi^svotcd  and  decreed  nearly 
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hrcc  years  ago,  until  the  houfe  of  Aiiftria  and  the  Eifhop  of  Lieg< 
Ihall  be  pleafed  to  give  it  their  fan£llon  ?  I  propofe  the  toilowing 
iecrec: 

Art.  I.  The  decrees  of  the  National  Convcnticm  of  the  2d  and 
4th  of  March,  and  of  the  8ih  of  May,  I7Q3j  which  annexed  the 
Countries  of  Liege,  Stavelot,  Lognc,  and  Maimidy,  to  the  French 
territory,  Ihall  be  executed  according  to  their  form  and  tenor. 

II.  The  decrees  of  the  National  Convention,  of  the  ill,  2d, 
Mky  8th,  9th,  nth,  i<)th,  and  23d  of  March,  which  annexed  to 
Ac  French  territory,  Hainault,  Tournaifis,  the  country  of  Na- 
mur,  and  the  majority  of  the  communes  of  Flanders  and  Brabant^ 
fliall  be  in  like  manner  executed. 

ill.  The  National  Convention  accepts  the  wifhes  exprefled  in 
1793,  ^y  ^^^  communes  of  Yprcs,  Grammont,  and  other  com- 
nnnes  of  Flanders,  of  Brabant,  and  that  part  of  AuArian  Gueldres 
not  comprifed  in  the  faid  decrees,  for  their  union  to  the  French 
tcnritory. 

IV.  All  the  other  countries  on  this  fide  the  Rhine,  ivhich  were 
before  the  prcfent  war,  under  the  dominion  of  Auftria,  and  thofe 
which  have  been  prcfervcd  to  the  French  Republic  by  the  treaty 
concluded  at  the  Hague,  the  27th  of  lalt  Floreal,  between  their 
plenipotentiaries  and  thofe  of  the  Republic  of  the  United  Provinces, 
fowhich  none  of  the  difpofitions  of  the  prefent  decree  attach,  (hall 
kalfo  united  to  the  French  territory. 

V.  The  inhabitants  of  the  countries  of  Liege,  Stavelot,  LognCg 
Maltnidy,  and  thofe  of  the  communes  of  Belgium,  comprifed  in 
the  articles  two  and  three  of  this  decree,  ihall  enjoy  from  the  prc- 
fart  moment  all  the  rights  of  French  citizens,  provided  they  other-^ 
wife  pofTefs  the  qualifications  required  by  the  conftitution. 

VI.  With  refpeft  to  the  communes  comprifed  in  the  fourth 
Wicle,  the  inhabitants  fliall  enjoy,  until  it  has  been  otherwife 
provided,  all  the  rights  guaranteed  by  the  conftitution  to  ftrangeis 
*ho  refide  in  France,  or  poffefs  property  there. 

VII.  The  countries  mentioned  in  the  four  firft  articles  of  the 
ptefent  decree,  fhall  be  divided  into  nine  departments,  viz.  the 
Dyle,  (BrulTels,  chief  place;)  the  Scheldt,  (Ghent,  chief  place ;) 
Gemappes,  (Mons,  chief  place  ;)  Des  Forets,  (Luxembourg, 
dii^  place;)  the  Sambre  and  Meufe,  (Namur,  chief  place;)  De 
lourthe,  (Liege,  chief  place  ;)  LaMeufe  Inferieure,  (Maeftricht, 
thief  place  ;)-  Des  Deux  Nettes,  (Antwerp,  chief  place  ;)  La  Lys, 
(Bruges,  chief  place.) 

VIIL  The  reprefen;atives  of  the  people  fcnt  to  Belgium  are 
<Aargicd  with  fixing  the  different  boundaries  of  thefe  departmentSf 
ind  to  divide  them  into  cantons  like  o.  her  parts  of  the  Republic. 

IX.  They  fliall  nominate  provifionally  the  funftionarics  who 
ftallcompofe  the  adminiftrations  of  the  departments,  thofe  of  tho 
^Qtons>  and  the  tribunals  ot*  the  countries  of  Limtiourg,  Luxem* 
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bourg,  Maeftrlcht,  Vcnloo,  and  their  dependencies/  with  Diitcfi 
Flanders. 

X.  The  iegiflative  body  (hall  determine  the  number  of  reprefen^. 
tatives  of  the  people  that  each  of  the  departments  formed  according 
to  article  VII.  Ihall  nominate,  conformably  to  the  conftitutioQi^ 
at  the  epoch  of  its  renewal,  which  ihall  take  place  the  5tb  year 
of  the  Republic. 

XI.  The  reprefentatives  of  the  people  fent  to  Belgium  flialltaike 
care  that  the  extraordinary  contributions  levied  on  thefe  countrieSf. 
and  forming  their  contingent  of  the  expences  of  the  war  of  liberty^ 
be  levied  and  paid. 

XII.  The  cuftom-houfes  nowexifting,  whether  between  France 
and  the  countries  mentioned  in  the  four  firfl  articles  of  the  prefeot 
decree,  or  between  the  different  parts  of  the  fame  countries^ 
iball  be  fuppreffed.  Thofe  which  are  eftabliftied  between  tbcfo  • 
fame  countries,  the  United  Provinces,  and  the  countries  not  an-* 
nexed  between  the  Meufe  and  the  Rhine,  (hall  remain  as  before*  ^ 

2i^  abarue  decree  was  faffed  with  great  applaufe* 
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Proclamation  of  his  Majejiy^  as  EJeSfor  of  Hanover^ 

/^EORGE  III.  by  the  grace  of  God,  &c.  &c.  Whereas  tte. 
^-^  depots  of  different  bodies  of  emigrants,  and  other  free  corpSji 
formerly  ftationed  in  the  field  with  our  army,  were  proviforilf 
quartered  in  our  German  territories,  till  fuch  time  as  they  could 
be  removed  elfewhere ;  but  whereas  a  continuance  of  their  ftay 
produces  diforder,  and  becomes  grievous  and  burthenfome  to  our 
fubjefis,  and  whereas  we  have  alfo  long  ago  caufed  to  be  declared 
our  acquiefcence  in  the  treaty  of  peace  concluded  on  the  5th  01 
April  of  the  prefent  year,  at  Bafil,  between  his  Pruflian  Majefty

Imperial  Court  Decreey  concfrnhi^  the  Jcpnmte  Treaty  of  Peace  con^ 
chded  between  the  Landgrave  of  Hejj'e  CaJJel  and  the  French  He- 
publicy  publijhed  at  Ratijlony  the  25//^  oj  Siptitnrcr,  1795. 

THE  diet  of  the  empire  declared  but  very  lardy  in  the  ferond 
part  of  the  advice  of  the  3d  July,  occalioned  by  the  Imperial 
wurt  decree  of  the  19th  of  IWfay,  before  all  CJermany  and  Europe, 
inthejmod  folemn  and  pofitive  manner, 
■  That  it  ftill  remained  the  conitant  wilh  and  firm  determination^ 
of  the  empire,  in  undiifolved  and  unalterable  junction  of  all  the 
members  of  the  empire,  with  its  chief,  by  conilitutional  means  to 
obtain  a  general  peace  for  the  empire,  and  through  it,  the  rciloration 
of  the  integrity  of  its  dominions. 

The  political  relations  of  the  Germanic  empire,  and  the  preffing 
urgencies  of  the  prcfent  pofture  of  affairs  feemed  to  require  that 
kis  Majefty  (hould  anfwer  this  truly  patriotic  decoration  with  the 
fame  clearnefs  and  undlfguifed  franknefs  which  becomes  the  father 
rf  the  empire.     His  Majeily,  therefore,  declared,  in  the  court  de-- 
ttccof  the  29th  of  July,  *  that  the  aforcfaid  conftant  wilh  and  re- 
vive did  not  only  afford  him  peculiar  fatisfaflion  in  his  quality-  as 
fiipreme  chief  of  the  empire,  but  that  alfo  (as  according  to  the  fun- 
<bn)ental  laws  of  the  German  inftituiion  in  all  matters  concerning' 
both  the  conclufion  of  a  peace  and  the  determination  on  a  war  of 
the  empire,  neither  the  fupreme  chief  could  be  feparated  from  the 
BJcmbers,  nor  the  latter  from  the  former)  the  faid  decilaratioii 
''as  the  genuine  and  glorious  expreilion  of  conilitutional  and  pa- 
triotic fentiments;  and  that  the  Germanic  conftitution  might  (iill 
flourifli  for  a  long  feries  of  years,  if  the  eledlors,  princes,   and 
fcues,  feniible  of  their  moral  and  legal  obligations,  and  animated 
by  a  becoming  public  fpirit,  would  remain  faithful  to  their  folemn 
profeflions  :    that,    therefore,    his  Imperial   Majefty,  having  fa 
often  and  fo  lately  teftified  his  zealous  attachment  to  the  Germanic 
^nftitution,  and  the  prefervation  of  all  its  parts,  members,  and 
rights,  would  aft  in  open  contradiSion  with  his  own  aft  ions  and 
declarations,  if  he  did  not  readily  fanftion  the  whole  tenor  of  the 
aforcfaid  fecond  part,  which  fo  perfe6lly  agreed  both  with  his  pa- 
ternal affeftion  for  'the  empire,  and  his  duty  as  chief  of  it.  * 
Purfuant  to  thefe  fentiments,  thus  folemnly  declared  by  the  diet," 
*fHl  fanftioned  by  his  Imperial  Majefty,  the  former  continued  to 
^liberate  on  the  Imperial  court  decree  of  the  19th  of  May,  efpe- 
cially  concerning  the  concurrence  of  the  ftates  of  the  empire  in  the

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future  negotiations  for  peace  with  France,  and  propofed  for  tkt 
purpofe  an  extraordinary  deputation,  confiding  of  ten  nuemben 
of  the  Germanic  body.  His  Imperial  Majeiiy,  in  order  to  pro- 
mote the  faid  negotiations^  was  pleafed  moft  graciouOy  to  faafiien 
this  advice  of  the  empire,  and  its  legal  infeparability  from  its 
chief,  and  by  co-operating  with  patriotic  German  perfcverancc  in 
the  important  bufinefs  of  a  peace  of  the  empire,  would  cpoftitQ- 
tionally  endeavour  to  fupport  and  promote  the  common  intereft  and 
•welfare  of  the  German  empire.  Since  the  7th  inft.  the  diet  has 
again  been  conftantly  employed  in  deliberating  on  the  remaining 
objeQs  pointed  out  by  the  faid  court  decree,  and  efpecially  on  the 
important  inftrudJions  which  ought  fully  and  clearly  to  prefaibe,  I 
not  on)y  the  terms  of  peace,  but  alfo  the  manner  of  treating. 

Whilft  the  Germanic  empire,  united  under  its  fupremc  chief, 
Endeavoured,  and  ftill  endeaVours,  by  conilitutional  means,  toob-  ^ 
tain  a  general  peace  of  the  eippire,  private  negotiations  for  a  fe-  j 
parate  peace  were  carried  on  by  his  Serene  Highnefsthe  Landgrave  j 
of  Heue  CafTel  with  a  French  deputy,  the  refult  of  which  appears, 
by  the  adjoined  printed  copy  of  a  treaty  of  peace  and  amity,*  cen-  " 
eluded  on  the  28th  of  Auguft,  the  ratification  of  which  is  to  be  ex- 
changed within  a  month's  tiine,  or  fooner. 

His  Imperial  Majefty  will  yet  fupprefs  his  juft  feelings,  roufed 
by  an  event,  which,  on  account  of  the  above-mentioned  folemn 
declaration  of  the  diet  of  the  empire,  of  the  3d  of  July,  he  had  fo 
little  reafon  to  expe£l.  This  event,  if  fome  reports  are  to  be  crc^ 
dited,  may  be  followed  by  tranfaftions  of  a  fimilar  nature,  whereby 
the  defence  of  Germany,  and  the  attainment  of  the  reftorationof 
the  integrity  of  the  empire,  and  fafety  of  its  conftitution,  by  means 
of  a  juft,  reafonable,  folid,  and  honourable  peace,  would  be  ren- 
dered more  difficult,  if  fingle  ftates  have  it  in  their  power,  at  their 
own  pleafure,  thus  to  withdraw  from  the  confederacy  of  the  Ger- 
man empire,  by  feparate  treaties  of  peace  and  fecret  articles,  to  fe- 
parate  their  intereft  from  the  general  intereft  of  the  empire,  and  to 
diffolye  the  latter  into  mere  feparate  concerns. 

His  Imperial  Majefty  finds  a  confolation  in  propofing  thefe  very 
ferious  confiderations  and  confequences,  together  with  feveral 
others  of  the  higheft  importance  for  the  Germanic  conftitution,  to 
the  patriotic  deliberation  of  the  diet,  and  he  places  in  the  eleftors, 
princes,  and  ftates,  the  fullcft  paternal  confidence  that  they  will 
take  the  faid  occurrence  into  that  ferious  coniideration  which  its 
importance  demands,  and  fupply  him  not  only  with  full  and  fatis- 
fiftory  advice,  concerning  the  light  in  which  this  treaty  of  amity 
and  peace  ought  to  be  confidered,  but  alfo  recommend  to  him 
the  meafures  which  it  will  be  moft  advifeable  to  purfuc,  in  order

to 
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to  maintain  the  German  conftitution,  and  to  affert  the  unity,  dig- 
futjj  and  independence  of  the  Germanic  body. 

The  diet  cannot  but  be  fenfible  that  the  deputation  appointed  by 
the  late  conclufum  of  the  empire,  together  with  the  inltruftions  to 
be  drawn  up  for  the  deputed  dates,  would  be  altogether  nugatory 
andufelefs,  and  be  at  bcft  only  the  honour  of  figningthe  future 
treaty  of  peace,  if  the  cxifting  doubts  were  not  previoufly  removed 
bymeansof  the  demanded  advice:  and  if  even  other  dates,  who 
experience  the  difaflers  of  the  war,  fliould  follow  the  examples  al- 
ready exifting  fin  the  fifth  article  of  the  Hellian  treaty  of  peace, 
the  general  peace  to  be  concluded  between  France  and  the  German 
empire  is  no  longer  called  a  general  peace  of  the  empire,  but  a 
pe:K:eto  be  fettled  by  the  other  parties  as  yet  concerned  in  the  war 
with  France).  For  this  reafon  it  becomes  the  more  urgent,  that 
the  advice  of  the  empire,  demanded  by  his  Imperial  Majefty  in  his 
quality  as  chief  of  the  empire,  (hould  be  delivered  with  all  poflible 
ipeed.

Pro  Membria,  or  Note^  delivered  by  the  Prujfian  Dire£fortal  Envoy  tb 
the  States  of  the  Circle  of  Franconiay  ajjimbled  at  Nuremberg. 

'TPHE  epoch  has  arrived,  in  which  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Pruflia 
can  publicly  denote  the  value  which  his  Majefty  fets  upon 
Aat  confidence,  which  his  co-eftates  in  the  circle  of  Franconia 
fcavcteftified  by  the  letter  of  the  1 3th  of  May  of  the  prcfcnt  year.  Im- 
njediatcly  after  the  conclufion  of  peace  at  Bafle,  his  Majefty  apprized 
the  circle  of  Franconia  of  the  meafures  which  he  wasalfo  about  to 
take  for  the  v^  elfare  and  fafety  of  this  circle,  though  that  juftiqe  has 
ivot  been  done  to  his  endeavours  which  his  Majefty  could  claim. 
Though  the  underfigned  envoys  have  not  yet  received  the  definitive 
fcclaration  demanded  in  their  notes  of  the  ad  and  9th  of  May,  his 
Wajefty  has  neverthelefs  weighed  the  various  coincident  confidera- 
ions,  and  is  refolved  to  devote  farther  his  care  and  attention  to  the 
i^lfare  of  this  circle,  regardlefs  of  all  other  matters,  and  thereby 
0  convince  it  of  the  generous  extent  which  his  Majefty  is  ftill  in* 
'lined  to  give  to  his  relations  and  duties,  as  direftor  of  the  circle^ 
>r  corivocating  prince,  and  as  co-ftate.  The  facrifices  of  the  King» 
md  his  continual  efforts  for  the  welfare  of  Germany,  for  the  pre- 
^ation  of  its  conftitution,  and  the  return  of  peace,  are  publicly 
lanifeft,  and  univerfally  acknowledged  by  the  Germanic  empire. 
The  moft  recent  occurrences,  after  the  paflage  on  the  Rhine  by  the 
•"rench  array,  have  probably,  by  this  time,  juftified  the  advantages, 
nd  the  value  of  thofe  endeavours,  with  the  ftates  of  the  empire,  as 
kewife  their  motives  \  they  have,  no  doubt|  convinced  all  Ger- 
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many  with  what  ardour  his  Majefty  drove  to  make  his  co-ftatM 
feel,  as  much  as  it  depended  on  him,  and  in  moments  of  the  mod 
imminent  danger,  the  cfFedls  of  his* zeal  for  the  welfare,  the  tran- 
quillity and  the  fafety  of  Germany.  In  confequence  of  thofe  pa- 
triotic fcntiments,  and  fteady  principles,  his  Majefty,  notwithftaod* 
ing  the  filence  of  the  ftates,  and  relinquifhing  all  other  confidenu 
ti(^ns,  has  procured  refpedl  to  the  line  of  demarcation^  ftipulatcdin 
the  additional  convention  of  1 7th  of  May.  In  confequence  of  thefe 
i'entiments,  his  Majelly  has  hitherto  gcrfcioufly  granted  the  folicited 
picteclfon  to  all  his  co-ilatcs  and  their  dependents^  who  fought re- 
fijjje  in  his  territories. 

I3ut  now  the  time  is  come,  in  which  general  and  uniform  mca- 
■\:ies  ought  to  be  taken,  in  which  the  King  muft  pofitively  know, 
how  far  it  is  intended  to  make  ufc  of  his  patriotic  fentiments,  how 
far  he  may  untold  his  partiality  to  iiis  co-ilate?  in  this  circle,  and 
his  care:  for  th?ir  ffcfety.     "^J  he  eventual  declaration  of  his  ferent 
Hlghnefs  t!ie    Her'-ditary  Prince  of  Hohenlohe,   commander  in 
rhief  of  his  Majelly 's   troops,  dellincd  to  obferve  the  line  of  de- 
marcation,  proveii,   that  his  MajelCy  is  inclined  to  fet  no  other 
bounclF  to  his  n<;bie  endeavours,  but   fuch  as  the  fentiments  of  his 
co-Uates  ihall  plcafe  to  trace  out.    His  Highnefs  the  commanderin 
c.\\\(f\'  is  readv  to  draw  that  cordon  on  the  line  of  demarcation*  and  for 
its  i'atcty,  refpedling  w^hich  the  annexed  fupplement  contains  a  full 
t  xplanation.'^'    The  cnderfigncd  envoy  of  his  Majefty  is  now  come 
re*  the  point,  of  requiring  a  definitive  declaration  of  the  circle  of 
Fraii'v'onia  ;   whether  or  not  it  be  intended,  on  the  part  of  the  circle, 
to  make  ufc  of  the  K.ing'5  generous  offers  ?  To  provide  afterwards 
larther  tor  tiie  i'aid  cordon,  for  tiie  troops  of  which,  who  willfind 
iheir  own  provifions,  nothing  but  quarters  will  be  required,  though 
liit;  tafety  of  tfie  territories  ot   the  llate  be  their   fole  deflination. 
The  open,  i^enefOJis,  magnanimous,  plain,  and  difinterefted  manner 
in  which  his  Majedy  marks  his  coaduft,  even  in  this  cafe,  will  furely 
be  every  v/here  aiifwcrtd  by  the  fciitiment  of  its  full  value,  and  by 
thankfulnefs,  as  ir  is  in  other  refpeds  fuperior  to  each  and  all  equi- 
'voques.     The  experience  which  the  circle  has  hitherto  had  of  the  * 
King's  patriotifm,  of  his  attachment  to  xhe  conlHtution  of  the  em- 
pire and  the  circle,  of  his  care  for  the  tranquillity  of  his  co- ftates 
and  their  territories,  the  dangers  which  threaten  thefe  in  the  vicifli- 
tudes  of  the  occurrences  of  the  war,  and  the  duties  for  the  fafety  of

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their  poflfeflions  and  fubjcdls,  may  now  di.dlate  to  tlic  circle  and  Itc 
Hates  their  decifion.  The  urgent  relations  of  the  time,  and  the 
meafures  which  depend  on  it,  render  it  unavoidable,  to  exped  pe- 
lemptorily,  and  once  tor  all>  the  faid  definitive  declaration  in- 
duuvely  till  the  7th  inflant.  His  Majedy  is  far  from  forcing  the 
tSkSt  of  his  efforts  for  the  welfare  of  Germany  and  his  protedion 
upon  the  circle  ;  but  his  Majeity  owes  it  to  the  facriiices  and  la- 
bours, which  he  till  now  continued,  for  the  profperity  of  Ger- 
many ;  his  Majefty  owes  it  to  his  dignity,  to  toake  himfelf  in  a  mo* 
ment  fure  of  the  fcntimcnts  of  the  circle.  Should  the  circle  of 
Fnmconia,  contrary  to  the  fenfeof  its  letter  of  the  13th  of  May, 
addrefled  to  his  Majedy,  not  deem  it  proper  to  make  ufe,  in  the 
focial  union,  to  which  his  Majeity  himfelf  belongs,  of  the  meafures 
propofcd  for  its  fafety,  or  to  declare,  itfelfpofitivcly  upon  it  within 
the  faid  period,  his  Majeity  mult  renounce  with  regret- the  execu<i> 
'tionof  his  patriotic  intentions,  and  confine  himfelf  to  meafures  of 
lafety  for  his  own  territories,  and  to  that  protection  which  his  Ma- 
jeity has  hitherto  granted  to  thofe  ftates  who  claimed  it  by' name, 
and  not  deny  it  to  thofe  who  may  yet  claim  it,  till  the  expiration  of 
the  above-mentioned  period.  Then  it  will  no  longer  depend  upon 
bis  Majefty  to  alter  any  of  the  meafures  taken  for  that  purpofe  ; 
hisMajefty  will  fee  its  cordial  intereft,  if  the  circle  of  Franconia, 
againft  all  events,  will  find  means  in  another  manner  to  provide  for 
its  own  tranquillity  and  fafety,  and  for  that  of  its  dependents. 

But  his  Majefty  could  then  no  farther,  fingly  or  wholly,  take 
any  ihare  in  ir,  and  would  be  obliged  to  leave  it  entirely  to 
thofe  of  his  co-eftatcs,  who  fhall  not  have  made  any  ufe  of  his 
Majefty's  offer,  how  they  (hall  efFeSually  fecure  themfelves, 
their  fubje&s  anci  property,  againft  all  danger ;  his  Majedy 
^ill  zealoufly  continue  his  good  offices  for  the  reftoration  of 
the  general  tranquillity  of  Germany,  and  tranquillize  himfelf  in 
the  coafcioufncfs  of  his  pure  intentions  for  all  the  fatal  con- 
fequences  of  a  too  great  and  fuppofed  fafety,  or  of  the  non-ac- 
Inowledgment  of  the  purity  of  the  faid.  intentions ;  and  while  his 
Majefly,  in  the  face  of  all  Germany,  gives,  by  this  declaration,  a 
frefti  and  unequivocal  proof  of  his  Germanic  patriotifm,  his  Ma- 
jefty may  alfo  expeft  from  all  Germany,  and  from  the  circle  of 
Fxanconia  in  particular,  the  juftice  to  have  done  all  that  depended 
on  him,  to  avert  from  his  co-e(tates  and  their  fubje£ts  the  unhappy 
oonfequences  of  the  war,  and  to  have  fulfilled,  in  the  moft  gene* 
rmis  and  difintereftcd  manner,  all  the  duties  incumbent  upon  him  in 
ail  his  relations  as  a  Hate  of  the  empire.

'T'HE  executive  direSory  thinks  that  our  fituation  is  moft  affli(3« 
**•  ing;  that  all  expedients  crumble  to  pieces  in  their  hands; 
that  the  moft  fatal  cataftrophe  ilireatens  to  fwallow  up  the  Rcpubi 
Kc,  if  it  does  not  fpeedily  take  fome  meafures.  That  for  want  of 
the  circulation  of  provifions  and  of  money,  they  fear  we  fliallpe- 
riih^ — that  the  uncertainty  refpefting  the  finances  heightens  the  evil 
-r-that  the  refources  of  the  public  treafury  are  exhaufted — and  that 
we  verge  on  the  period  or  our  cxiftencc,  if  the  finances  are  not 
fpeedily.  riellored. 

The  dircftory  adds,  that  the  depreciation  of  aflignats  is  fuch,     < 
that  their  effeftive  value  for  the  public  fervicc  becomes  the  moft 
urgentof  our  wants.     It  thinks  that  the  only  means  of  cxtricat-    \ 
ing  us  firon*:  this  embarraffme nt  is  to  order  a  forced  loan  of  fii 
hundred  fnilliohs  in  fpecie,  to  be  levied  on  one  million  of  citizens; 
to  biseak  fon*  the  ift  Germinal)  the  machinery  for  fabricating  affig-    ' 
iiats,  and  .to  exchange  the  ailignats  for  a  hundredth  part  of  their 
nominal  Talue.

'T^HE-minifter  at  war  has  feveral  times  already  expofed  the  wants 
-*•  which  the  armies  have  manitefted  on  all  fides.  It  is  in  con- 
fequence  of  this  urgent  necelfity  that  I  alFured  the  dire6tory  yef- 
terday,,that  there  Ihoiild  be  depofited  in  the  hands  of  the  miniller 
of  war  a  part  of  the  commercial  bills  which  are  in  the  treafury, 
and  that  to  fatisfy  the  contra£lors  for  the  armies  of  the  Rhine,  Sam- 
bre,  and  Meufe>  and  the  north,  the  treafury  lliould  even-  this  morn- 
ing negotiate  a  part  of  the  commercial  bills,  in  order  to  pay  in 
foecic  the  drafts  of  the  minifter  of  war. 

The  .dire6lory  are  not  ignorant  of  the  increafing  value  of  the 
louis  on  the  exchange.  Ail  kinds  of  negotiation  are  extremely 
difficult.  .  It  was  not  poflible  to  negotiate  to-day  bills  upon  Spain, 
the  only  bills-  which  the  treafury  have  at  this  moment. 

At  five  in  the  evening  I  wrote  to  the  treafury  to  fend  agents  to 
all  the  capital ifts  who  have  money,  to  propofe  to  them  to  furnifli 
money  immtdiately,  bccaufe  600,000  livrcs  would  be  wanted  to- 
morrow. The  treafury  ftates,  that  it  is  poflible  to  procure  them: 
on  the  other  hand,  the  treafury  will,  this  evening,  adopt  means  to 
exchange  bills  upon  Spain  for  other  bills,  which  nriay  be  inadeufe 

of  in  the  armies,  or  for  fpecie. 

I  mud 
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I  muft  do  the  treafiiry  the  juftice  to  fay  that  they  do  every  thing 
1  their  power ;  but  you  have  heard  and  read  an  account  of  their 
rtoation.  But,  citizens  diredors,  neither  the  treafury  nor  myfelf 
aui  (urnifli  refources  as  fpeedily  as  wants  occur.  We  cannot  fub- 
Ktute  plenty  for  poverty.  It  is  my  duty  to  prefent  the  naked 
truth  to  you  ;  if  I  were  to  difguife  it,  I  (hould  accufe  inyfelf  oif 
involving  you  in  a  fatal  fecurity,  and  I  Ihonld  perhaps  prevent  you 
from  adopting  the  means  of  faving  the  public  weal. 

If  the  war  departments,  the  marine,  and  the  interior,  require 
flDiilions  in  fpecie,  and  immenfe  fums  in  ailignats,  there  are  no  means 
rf  fatisfying  them.  I  have  already,  by  my  own  private  connections, 
procured  the  treafury  credit  upon  divers  foreign  commerv.  iai  places  • 
hit  this  is  a  refource  which  takes  up  ten  or  twelve  day^,  and  is 
much  inferior  to  the  demands,  which  arc  multiplying  daily.  The 
length  of  the  debates  in  the  Icgi dative  body  upon  the  plan  of 
inance,  which  ought  to  furnifh  the  executive  dircftory  with  re- 
Swirces,  paralyfes  every  thing.  ^ 

•^  The  xeal  of  the  direftory,.and  their  devotion  to  the  good  of  the 
Republic,  are  not  fufBcient  to  fave  it.  We  muft  have  means — 
thcfe  means  cannot  exift  without  being  able  to  pay  for  them. 
What  payments  can  the  direftory  make  r  The  arrears  of  expendi- 
ture increafe  daily.  Already,  before  the  produce  of  the  fabrication 
of  aflignats  is  felt,  the  knowledge  of  there  bcini;  new  papei*  to 
multiply  the  aflignats,  produces  the  moft  fatal  tftVdls  upon  change. 
If  in  two  days  we  gain  by  the  number  of  aHignats  paid  in,  we  lofe 
as  much  and  more  by  their  depreciation. 
In  four  lines  the  following  is  the  (late  of  the  public  treafury. 
It  owes  feventy-two  millions  in  fpecie,  it  has  not  wherewithal 
to  pay  it ;  twenty  millions  in  bills  of  Magon  upon  Spain  require 
time  to  be  convened  into  cafli.  One  hundred  mi  i  I  lions  in  afTignats 
per  day  have  not  hitherto  fupplied  a  third  of  the  fum  wanted.  Fif- 
teen hundred  millions,  which  will  be  paid  in  within  this  decade, 
^111  produce  but  a  feeble  fenfation. 

Citizens  diredors,  fuch  is  the  afflicting  portrait  which  I  fubmit 
to  you.  We  muft  have  meafures  to  put  an  end  to  this  frightful 
iituation  of  affairs.  ^ 

I  leave  it  to  your  wifdom  to  determine  what  is  beft  to  fave  the 
public  weal.  It  is  my  duty  to  ftate  to  you  the  urgent  nature  of 
circumftances.  I  am  ready  to  demon ftrate  my  devotion  to  your 
glory,  and  above  all  to  the  liberty  which  you  defend.  But  riot  be- 
ing able  to  create  means  where  they  no  longer  exift,  I  have  been 
billing  to  addrefs  you  in  the  language  of  franknefs  and  truth.

prefented  their  report,  the  council  of  five  hundred,  inconfequenteof    j 

that  report  pafled  the  following  decree  on  the  loth  of  December:    | 

The  council  of  five  hundred  having  taken  into  confideration  the    j 
urgency  of  the  melfage  received  from  the  direAory,  on  the  i6tli    1 
inflant,  (Dec.  6.)  refpefting  a  loan  for  fix  hundred  millions  in 
fpecie,  refolves  that  prompt  and  eflFe£tual  mcafures  fhatl  be  devifed. 

The  council,  after  deciding  on  the  prelFure  of  the  occafion^  re-  . 
folves,  that, 

1.  In  order  to  defray  the  expences  of  the  country,  there  (hall  be 
a  fund  inftituted  in  form  of  a  loan,  coUeded  from  the  rich  citi* 
^ns  of  each  department,  and  in  their  ufual  place  of  re(idence« 

2.  This  loan  (hall  attach  only  upon  a  quarter  of  the  citizesi 
mod  liable  to  be  taxed  in  each  department. 

.  3.  The  adminiftrators  of  each  department  are  charged  to  give  ia 
withoutdelay,a  lift  of  tiie  citizens  who  are  liable,  in  virtue  of  the  pit; 
ceding  article,  to  contribute  to  the  loan.  T  hey  (hall  defcribe  their 
condition,eitheraccordingtothe  tax-roll, or  accordingto  the  notorietj 
of  the  moveable  effeds  and  eftates,  including  the  pniduce  of  their 
induftry,  and  the  amount  of  their  funded  and  moveable  property. 

4.  The  lenders  (hall  be  arranged,  according  to  th^ir  abilities,  in 
fixteen  claiTes,  all  containing  an  equal  number  of  names,  excqit 
the  laft.     The  quota  of  each  clafs  Ihall  be  regulated  as  follows:

.  The  i6th  clafs  ihall  be  compofed  of  perfons  pofTened  of  a  capi- 
tal of  500,000  livres  and  upwards,  according  to  the  cftimateof 
1790.     The  tax  impofed  upon  this  rank  fliall  be  from  150010 
6000  livres  in  a  ratio  proportioned  to  their  fortune. 

5.  Such  citizens  as  do  not  appear  upon  the  roll,  and  who  may 
wifli  to  become  fubfcribers  to  this  loan,  may  contribute  what 
fum^  they  inay  think  proper. 

6.  The  loan  Ihall  be  paid  in  fpecie,  or  in  gold  and  filver. 

7.  Should  not  the  fubfcribers  be  polTeifcd  of  fpecie,  &c.  grain> 
.according  to  the  eftimate  of  1790,  Ihall  be  received  in  lieu,  and 
Itowed  in  the  national  granaries  for  the  ufc  of  the  Republic.  . 

Aflignats  (hall  likewife  be  received  in  lieu  of  money,  at  the 
rate  of  a  hundredth  part  of  their  nominal  value.

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Siihjlance  of  a  Mejfnge  tranfmitted  by  the  French  DireSiory  to  the 
Council  of  Five  HurJrcd  on  the  State  of  the  Marine. 

A  RDUOUS  as  is  the  taflc  impofed  upon  the  dircftory,  they 
do  not  (brink  from  it.  Already  they  have  given  orders  to 
eonccnter  in  our  ports  all  the  elements  of  a  powerful  marine, 
to  recall  to  habits  of  indullry,  men  whom  a  relaxed  ftate  of  dil- 
dplinc  has  rendered  deaf  to  the  voice  of  duty  ;  to  purge  the  marine 
of  royalills,  of  cowardly  and  unlkiiful  feamen,  who  at  prefent 
difgrace  it,  to  man  our  fleets  with  experienced  and  brave  repub- 
licans, who  burn  with  ardour  to  meet  and  vanquHh  the  foe,  whofe 
political  perfidy  at  once  juftihes  our  reftntment,  and  calls  for  our 
fengcance.  Jn  order  to  attain  this  defirable  objcft,  the  dircdorjr 
iave  notxonfined  their  eff(^rts  to  fimple  meafures  of  government, 
tbcy  have  fought  new  refources  in  the  maritime  organization, 
lately  decreed  by  the  National  Convention  ;  but  they  have 
perceived  with  regret  that  this  organization,  the  work  of  their 
laft  moments  decreed,  amidft  that  confufion  of  events  and  la- 
bours of  all  forts  which  perplexed  and  embarraffed  their  laft 
operations,  prefentcd  to  the  government  nothing  but  obftacles  and 
(ilifficulties,  and  (they  openly  declare  it  to  you)  fettered  them  in  iall 
their  means  of  execution.  The  executive  dire&ory  will  rapidly 
iketch  the  motives  which  induced  them  earnellly  to  requeft  the  le- 
giflative  body  to  apply  their  attention  in  order  to  eftabliih  new  prin?- 
ciples  of  maritime  organization. 

The  objeft  of  a  government,  which  wifhes  to  create  a  naval 
force,  is  to  be  able  to  equip,  and  fend  out  (hips,  fleets,  and  naval 
armaments.  A  naval  armament  is  then  the  fole  and  grand  obje6l 
of  many  military,  adminiftrative,  and  commercial  combinations. 
The  ellabliihmcnt  of  naval  arfenals,  dock-yards,  workfliops, 
their  magazines,  all  is  created  to  build,  refit,  and  equip  veffels. 
The  (inilhing,  completing,  and  the  whole  refult  of  fo  many  la- 
bours is  committed  to  failors,  ofl^cers,  and  admirals.  They  are  the 
perfons,  who  in  the  moit  remote  feas  dired  and  preferve  the  whole 
fleet  in  motion. — They  are  exclufively  charged  till  their  return 
'hto  the  docks  of  France  with  the  movements,  the  repairs,  the 
Tupplies,  and  all  the  mechanical  operations  of  the  naval  art.  They 
lave  even  the  direft  fuperintendance  of  all  that  relates  to  refponfi- 
>iiity.  It  is  evident  that  every  thing  which  relates  to  the  building, 
he  arming,  and  the  equipping  of  fliips,  and  to  the  fuperintendance 
>f  all  the  elements  which  compofe  them,  cannot  be  foreign  to  the 
mlitary  fun6lions  of  naval  officers  ;  and  it  is  upon  this  principle 
hat,  in  the  artillery,  all  the  adminiftrative  details  have  been  com^ 
nitted  to  ofllicers  in  that  corps  ;  and  yet,  by  the  org^mization  lately 
lecreed,  admirals  and  fea  oflicers  are  interdifled  from  all  infpcdion 
nd  all  authority  in  thofe  arfenals,  where  are  produced  the  elements. 
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of  their  perfonal  glory,  which  is  in  this  inftancc  fo  infcparabk 
from  the  public  intereft.  By  the  fame  organization  an  admiral  is 
forced  to  commit  hlmfelf  to  the  ocean,  to  brave  tempefts,  and  to  en- 
counter the  enemy,  in  (hips,  of  which  he  has  received  the  com- 
mand, without  having  any  means  of  nautical  experience.  The 
defe&s  of  this  regulation  are  not  the  only  objections  which  occurred 
to  the  direftory,  as  applied  to  the  new  organization ;  for  inftance, 
in  the  prcfent  (late  of  our  ports,  furrounded  as  they  are  by  domeftic 
and  foreign  enemies,  is  it  prudent^  is  it  poiTible  to  put  under  the 
immediate  and  excludve  controul  of  officers  of  adminiilration, 
ftrangers  to  the  art  of  command,  fuch  an  immenfe  number  of 
failors  and  workmen,  as  fill  our  ports,  and  to  withdraw  them  from 
the  dire&ion  and  authority  of  their  own  officers,  who  are  called 
upon  by  their  duty  to  command  them  in  the  moment  of  adion, 
and  who  are  befl  qualified  for  the  tafk  ?  The  legillators  muft  un- 
doubtedly be  convinced,  that  the  principle  of  unity  and  fubordint- 
tion  ought  to  be  preferved  in  the  ports ;  that  confequently  a  fuper- 
intendant-general  ought  to  be  chofen  in  all  the  different  claffes,  in 
all  the  civil,  military,  or  adminiflrative  profeflions,  and  that  he 
Ought  indifpenfably  to  have  had  feveral  years  experience  of  the 
Jiaval  fervice,  at  lead  ten,  on  board  the  national  fleet. 

The  fuperint^ndant-eeneral  (hall  correfpond  with  the  mimf- 
ters  of  the  marine,  and  mall  be  invefled  with  authority  over  all  the 
civil  and  military  fun^ionaries;  the  fervice  fhall  be  fimple,  adive,, 
uniform;  and  the fuperintendaht-general,  being  himfelf'weU ac- 
quainted with  naval  details,  fhall  prefent  the  adminiflration  of  the 
ports  with  the  plans  for  the  equipment  of  fliips,  and  all  the  muU 
tiplied  and  extenfive  details  conneded  with  that  bufinefs — a  refpon- 
iibility  which  cannot  be  eluded.  In  order  to  avoid  a  confufion  of 
powers,  and  facilitate  to  each  thedifcharge  of  his  particular  duty, 
the  adminiftration  ought  then  to  be  divided  into  two  great  direflions, 
the  one  under  a  military  diredor,  the  other  undpr  ^  civil  direSor. 
The  military  direftion  fhall  include  the  officers,  the  troops,  the 
police,  and  the  guard  of  the  port,  the  building,  keeping  up,  andrcr 
pairing  the  fhips,  their  military  flores  and  equipment,  the  manu- 
faduring  of  cables,  the  manoeuvres,  and  in  general  all  the  d|f- 
cipline  of  the  port ;  whatever  relates  tp  the  artillery  fhall  be  undcf 
the  controul  of  this  military  dire£l:or. 

The  civil  direflion  fhall  include  the  fiipplies  of  provifions,  the 
management  of  labour  at  the  arfenal,  and  the  fufficiency  of  mate- 
rials, the  office  for  arm*,  and  the  diltribution  of  prizes,  the  revicwr 
of  the  civil  and  military  eftablifhments,  the  adminiftration  and  po- 
lice of  baggage  and  hoTpitals,  the  refponfibility  and  controul  of 
funds,  and  the  infpeftion  of  provifions.  Each  of  thefe  great  di- 
redions  fhall  be  fubdivided  according  to  the  feries  and  fubordination 
of  fundions,  and  each  fhall  be  fubjedl  to  the  fuperintendant-genc- 
lal.     Wc  fhall  tl;us  obtain  that  concentration  of  force,  whidi  the 

prefent 


prefent  (late  of  the  marine  fo  imperioufly  demands.  We  (hall 
ivoid  all  that  interference  of  powers,  which  injures  the  fervice,  and 
iiios  fubordination,  by  giving  rife  to  endlefs  contefts.  Fa  h  find-^ 
Aghimfelf  in  his  proper  fiation,  the  ports,  inftead  of  prefenting^ 
(s.they  have  too  frequently  done,  the  fcandal6us  exhibition  of  a 
perpetual  warfare  between  the  civil  and  military  adminiftrations^ 
filldifplay  a  grand  and  important  fpedlacle,  worthy  of  a  great  Re- 
poblicy  which  is  deflrous  to  have  its  marine  on  a  refpeftable  footing* 

Citizens  legiflators,  thofe  principles  of  organization,  which  we 
prefent  for  your  deliberation,  are  the  fame  which  have  brought  to 
their  prefent  pitch  of  improvement  the  navies  of  thofe  powers  the 
noft  diftinguiihed  f(»r  their  maritime  ftrength.  They  at  firft 
ided  upon  the  fame  maxims  which  we  adopted  in  the  infancy  of 
hir  maritime  adminidration  ;  but  experience  demonflrated,  that  in 
Dider  to  carry  on  the  naval  art  in  the  ports,  as  well  as  at  fea,  it  was 
Mcelfary  to  call  in  the  aid  of  ikilful  and  experienced  feamen.  It 
WIS  thus,  by  refortingio  the  proper  means,  and  fimplifying  the 
phm^f  their  adminiftration,  they  were  able  to  produce  the  greateft 
tfitfls.  • 

Imprefled  by  thofe  Kving  examples,  the  executive  diredory^ 
h|qported  by  your  wife  laws,  hope  to  be  able  to  difentangle  thd 
ittrine  from  that  confufion  of  different  powers,  which  retards  and 
snbarrafles  its  operations,  while  it  exhaufts  the  national  treafury. 

Such,  citizens  legiflators,  are  the  obfervations  which  the  execu-* 
ive  dire6lory  think  themfelves  bound  to  prefent  to  you,  inviting 
fou  take  them  into  your  mod  ferious  confideration. 

In  addrefling  to  you,  as  the  firft  of  their  labours,  their  obferva- 
lOQs  on  the  ftate  of  the  marine,  and  the  means  of  redlifying  what 
appears  at  prefent  to  be  defeftive  in  its  organization,  they  conceived 
Mtthey  only  gave  a  juft  preference  to  that  great  objeS,  on  which  de- 
pend the  glory  and  happinefs  of  France,  a  fpecdy  peace,  founded  on 
lie  defeat  and  humiliations  of  our  naval  rivals.  Such  is  the  obje£t 
rfthcir  wiihes,  fuch  will  be  the  end  of  their  labours,  fuch  is  the 
JAanimous  demand  of  all  France.

Citizen  Legiflators, 

THE  direSory  employed  in  enforcing  the  moft  fpeedy  and  com- 
plete execution  of  the  law  of  the  19th  Frimaire,  (Dec.  10.) 
ilative  to  the  forced  loan,  think  it  their  duty  not  to  negledl  the 
ioption  of  a  meafure  equally  conformable  with  juftice  axid  with 
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the  intcrtft  of  the  public,  which  is  calculated  to  increafe  hs  pro^ 
duce. 

The  perfons  who  are,  fubjeft  to  the  operation  of  the  law  arc  di- 
vided into  flxteen  clalfes  ;  the  lafl  of  which  comprifes  all  thofe,the 
capital  of  whufe  fortune  amounts  to  5C)o,ocx>  livi:es  and  upwards, 
eftimated  at  the  value  of  property  in  1790. — This  defcriptionof 
perfons,  whofe  contributions  ar«  iixed,  the  lowed  at  150O)  the 
higheft  at  6000  livres,  appears  to  us  to  be  rated  too  low. 

If,  on  the  one  hand,  this  clafs  includes  rich  patriots,  who  will 
eagerly  contribute  to  the  utmoft  extent  of  their  ability,  it  contains^ 
on  the  other,  a  multitude  of  perfons,  whofe  zeal  requires  a  ftimu- 
lus,  although  they  have  made  new  fortunes  by  immenfe,  and  per- 
haps unlawful  profits,  on  the  Republic. 

The  direftory  think  they  perceiVe,  in  the  public  opinion,  a  g^ 
neral  wifh  to  give  a  greater  latitude  to  the  diftribution  of  the  fourth 
loan  upon  the  fixteenth  clafs  ;  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  jud  that  the 
contributions  of  men,  whof;  fortunes  confiderably  exceed  the  fum 
of  500,ocx)  livres,  (hould  be  incrcafed  in  proportion. 

The  direclory  are,  therefore,  of  opinion,  that  the  higheft  con- 
tribution to  be  exafted  from  this  clafs  may  be  extended  to  25,000 
livres,  in  fpecie ;  and  they  accordingly  invite  you  to  take  tbiscaef- 
fage  into  confideration.

The  Memorial*  of  the  IVeJl  India  Planters  and  Merchants^ 

Humbly  Jhewethy 
'1  ^HAT  your  memorialifts  are  impelled  by  the  prefent  critical 
fituation  of  the  Weft   India  Iflands,  refpefting  their  inter- 
courfe  with  the  United  States  of  America,  to  fubmit  to  the  con- 
fideration of  his  Majefty's  minifter  the  followirig  fafts : 

That  the  Britifh  Weft  India  Iflands,  containing  about  500,000 
black,  and  about  50,000  white  inhabitants,  have  been,  for  many 
years,  greatly  dependent  for  food  upon  a  fupply  of  flour,  rice,

^  Indian 
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ndiancotn,  oatmeal,  bread,  and  other  articles  of  dry  provifion% 
tccived  by  a  fpecdy  channel,  and  in  quantities  proportionate  to 
heir  wants  from  the  countries  now  under  the  fovcreignty  of  the 
Jnited  States  of  America:  that  by  no  internal  refource  can  tJiey 
•cndcr  themfelves  independent  of  fuch  a  fupply,  accepting  by  a 
iital  change  of  their  agricultural  fyllem,  at  the  expcnce  of  their 
[lommerce  and  revenue  of  the  mother  country ;  and  that  cxpc- 
riciice  dearly  bought  on  fuch  occafions,  has  now  fufEcicntly 
evinced,  that  by  no  other  external  channel  can  fuch  a  fupply* 
idcquate  to  their  wants,  and  fuitcd  to  the  emergency  of  circuin- 
fiances,  be  obtained. 

That  befides  the  important  articles  of  food,  timber  for  the  p«r* 
pofe  of  building  their  houfes  and  manufactories,  and  fta\'es  and 
heacBng,  of  which  to  form  packages  for  their  produce  ;  horfcs 
and  other  cattle  for  agricultural  ufcs  (the  indifpcnfable  vehicles  of 
thofe  benefits  which  Great  Britain  derives  from  thefe  iflands)  can- 
fiotin  many  cafes  be  obtained  at  all ;  and  in  no  cafe,  on  reafon* 
able  and  advantageous  terms,  excepting  by  an  intercourfe  with  the 
United  States  of-  America. 

That  the  Britiih  colonies  of  Canada,  Nova  Scotia,  and  St;« 
John,  inftead  of  fupplying  the  Welt  India  Iflands  with  lumber 
andprovifions,  have,  upon  a  fair  experience,  been  found  nearly  at 
all  times,  to  confume  their  own  productions  of  thefe  articles ; 
and,  upon  fome  occafions,  even  to  need  a  fupply  from  their  neigh- 
kours  of  the  United  States. 

That  many  obftacles  ftand  in  the  way  of  the  Weft  India  colo* 
lies  obtaining  lumber  and  provifions  from  Great  Britain,  or  any 
Other  country  in  Europe  ;  more  particularly  the  precarious  cir- 
cunoftanccs  of  fuch  a  fupply  ;  its  diltance  in  time  of  emergency^ 
Jtwithe  perifliable  nature  or  the  articles  of  food,  which  forbids  a 
provifion  of  large  ftores  from  a  refource  fo  remote ;  and  evca 
Were  it  pradicable  for  the  colonies  to  exilt  under  a  dependence 
of  the  neccifaries  of  life  and  cultivation,  upon  means  fo  unccr-* 
^in,  yet  the  enormous  ex  pence  of  thofe  means,  particularly  in 
J'efpeS  to  lumber,  mult  prevent  their  cultivating  their  lands  to 
any  beneficial  purpofe,  cither  to  themfelves  in  the  firll  inltance,  or 
finally  to  Great  Britain. 

That  the  British  colonies  have  found,  in  an  intercourfe  with 
he  United  States,  a  market  for  their  iuperiiuous  produce  beyond 
he  European  confumption,  and  particularly  for  the  article  of 
tim ;  for  which,  at  different  times,  the  European  market  would 
lot  afford  the  coft  of  package  and  tranfport,  and  that  exclufive  of 
um  and  molades,  the  exports  from  the  Weft  India  Iflands  to 
America  have  l)een  to  an  inconfiderable  amount. 

That  fmce  the  feparation  of  the  United  States  from  Great  Bri- 
ain,  their  intercourfe  with  onr  iflands  having  beea  reftri£ted  to 
Sritilh  veflels  only,  the  price  of  lumber  and  provifions  at  the  Weft 
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India  markets,  under  the^moft  favourable  circumftances  of  peace 
and  regular  fupply,  has  arifen  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  fer  cent» 

That  the  intercourfe^  while  confined  to  Britiih  veiTelSy  has  for 
various  reafons  been  principally  carried  on  by  a  direA  trade  be- 
tween the  iflands  and  the  United  States,  in  veflels  ccnftrii&edaod 
fitted  for  the  purpofe,  which   muft  evidently  have  the  advantage 
over  veflels  employed  in  the  circuitous  trade  from  Great  Briuia; 
as  the  lad  could  not  be  at  once  proper  for  the  tranfport  of  lumber  : 
from  America  to  the  iflands,  and  for  that  of  produce  from  the 
iflands  of  Great  Britain  ^  nor  afford  means  of  barter  in  rum  awl 
molaflesy   nor  be  navigated  on  equally  advantageous  terms  with 
thofe  fmaller  veflels,  nor  equally  fuit  their  expedition  to  the  wants 
of  the  iflands  and  to  the  ftate  of  markets. 

That  upon  the  breaking  out  of  a  war  with  France,  thcfe  fmail  ] 
and  defencelefs  veflels  have  either  fallen  a  prey  to  the  enemy,  or 
been  employed,  in  other  trades  ;  and  that  this  cannot  be  accounted 
a  circumflance  accidental,  or  that  admits  of  future  remedy;  fioce 
the  nature  of  the  intercourfe  in  qneflion  forbids  an  edabliflimeBt 
of  regular  convoys  to  and  from  all  the  iflands  at  fuch  times  as  msi 
be  fuited  to  their  wants ;  and  the  immenfe  expenfe  of  outfit,  ta^ 
men's  wages,  and  infurance,  difcourage  adventure  in  a  trade  at* 
tended  with  fuch  imminent  rifle,  and  which,  if  a  fupply  by  fudk 
means  were  even  poflible,  muft  fwell  the  expence  beyond  thofe 
bounds  which  the  cultivators  in  thofe  iflands  can  poflibly  fuppoit. 

That  notwithftanding  the  exifling  or^  fimilar  reftridions,  tbo 
governors  of  the  Weft  India  Iflands  have,  at  different  times,  im- 
pelled by  invincible  necelfity,  opened  the  ports  of  the  refpedive 
iflands  to  American  veflels  ;  and  yet,  even  by  this  extraordinarf 
meafure,  as  it  could  not  have  the  efFeft  of  a  regular  fyftem  or 
intercourfe,  a  partial  and  very  expenfive  fupply  has  only  been 
obtained  ;  articles  of  food,  or  of  immediate  neceffity,  having  been 
fold  occafionally  at  three  hundred  per  cent,  beyond  what  was  the 
average  price  of  markets,  fubfequent  to  the  American  war. 

That  a  fcarcity  of  provi lions  in  the  Wefl  India  Iflands,  drdad« 
ful  as  muft  be  its  effedts,  may  arife  from  accidents  which  human 
abilities  cannot  avert,  and  againft  which  human  prudence  is  un- 
able to  provide;  a  convuHion  of  the  elements  may  deftroy  at  once 
the  few  internal  refources  thofe  iflands  poflefs,  and  overwhelm 
them  in  one  fudden  and  general  afflidion  of  famine  and  peftilence; 
that  againft  fuch  a  calamity,  llores  cannot  be  laid  up  of  an  arti- 
cle fo  perifhable  in  warm  climates  as  grain  ;  and  that  the  extra- 
ordinary meafure  of  opening  the  ports  in  fuch  emergencies,  has 
been  found  to  afford  but  a  tardy  and  ineffcftual  relief ;  that  hu- 
manity and  policy  feem  to  dictate  that  an  extremity  of  dtftrefs, 
at  once  fo  probable  and  fo  extenfive,  fliould  be  guarded  againft 
by  a  regular  fyftem  of  fupply,  through  the  moft  fpeedy  andnaturai 
i:hannel« 

That 
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That  the  Britifh  Weft-India  iflands  have  at  prcfent  to  contend 
with  the  uAial  concomitants  of  war,  in  a  very  gfbat  addition  to  the 
apences  of  freight  and  infurance  on  the  tranfport  of  their  produce 
to  the  Bcitilh  market ;  circumftances  which  equally  afFed  the  coft 
of  every  article  they  import  from  thence,  comprehending  nearly 
the  whole  of  their  confumption  ;  that  the  expences  of  their  ef- 
tablifliment,  &c.  have  been  fwelled,  beyond  all  former  example, 
and  that  they  have  moreover  at  the  fame  time,  contrary  to  all  pad 
experience,  to  ftruggle  with  greaily  and  fuddenly  reduced  prices 
of  their  produce  at  market;  owing  at  once  to  accidents,  which 
impede  and  diminifh  confumption,  and  to  th^  opening  of  new 
fixirces  of  permanent  fupply  from  countries  in  fome  inftances  no 
way  fubjedt  to  colonial  regulations,  not  encumbered  with  any  of 
thofe  reflridions  which  in  the  intention  of  benefitting  the  com- 
merce of  the  mother  country,  have  been  laid  upon  the  Britifh 
Weft -India  iflands  ;  and  that  under  fuch  difadvantages,  a  perfe- 
wrance  in  the  prefent  fyftem  of  their  intercourfe  with  America 
moft  form  an  accumulation  of  burthen,  which  will  entirely  pre- 
clude a  fair  competition  with  their  rivals  in  cultivation,  will  ftimu- 
Iiteand  aflift  the  progrefs  of  cultivation  in  the  Dutch  and  Spaniih 
fetlements,  and  immediately  tend  to  the  diflrefs  and  ruin  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Britifh  Weft-India  colonies,  and  of  the  nu- 
merous clafles  of  their  fellow  fubjedls  in  Great  Britain  and  Ire- 
hndconneded  with  and  dependent  upon  them. 

That  had  your  memorialifts  lefs  of  ftrong  neceflity  on  their  own 
fide  to  plead,  yet  they  would  beg  leave  to  fuggeft,  that  policy  in 
wfped  to  the  general  commercial  intcrefts  of  Britain  feems  to  re- 
quire, that  America  ftiould  be  encouraged  to  perfevere  in  the 
agricultural  fyftem,  to  which  (he  mnft  in  a  great  meafure  be  led, 
by  a  ready  means  of  fupplying  the  Weft- India  colonics,  inftead  of 
being  driven  to  objefts  of  manufadure  ;  whether  impelled  thereto 
by  neceflity,  induced  by  policy,  or  urged  by  refentnient ;  and 
^hich  muft  happen  ftiould  we  deprive  her  of  thofe  advantages 
which  flie  has  hitherto  enjoyed,  in  an  intercourfe  with  fome  of 
the  Weft- India  iflands  ;  that  a  very  fmall  extenfion  of  our  prefent 
fyftem,  while  its  accomplilhed  ends,  fo  important  to  onrfelves, 
would  anfwer  the  purpofe  of  keeping  the  induftry  of  the  Americans 
direded  to  fuch  objedts,  as  mull  bcft  accord  with  the  interefts  of 
Great  Britain. 

That  upon  confiderations  fimilar  to  the  foregoing,  but  what 
have  fince  received  the  fan£lion  of  experience,  the  Weft-India, 
planters  and  merchants  have,  upon  former  occafions,  earneftly 
entreated  from  his  Majefty's  minifters,  the  permiflion  of  an  in- 
tercourfe with  the  United  States,  under  certain  regulations  of  wife 
imd  liberal  policy,  in  American  veflels  ;  and  there  is  good  reafon 
^believe,  that  had  they  obtained  their  wifli,  the  comparative  in- 
p^t  of  fbipp'ing  arid  feamen  to  Great  Britain|  ariftng  from  fo 
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natural  anrl  evident  an  encouragement  to  the  cnltivation  and  com- 
niercc  o\  the  liriiilli  colonies,  would  have  far  more  than  counter* 
balanced,  any  benefits  of  a  fimilar  nature,  .which  in  the  firft 
iniiancc  might  have  been  conceded  to  America;  that  upon  this 
head  it  is  impoirible  to  avoid  remarking,  that  otir  fyftem  of  cxclu- 
iive  polTeilion  of  thofe  benefits  has  been  found  in  times  of 
Cine:  gcncy  impraSicable,  and  that  the  participation  which,  at 
fsich  limes,  wc  have  granted  to  America,  his  had  neither  the  merit 
of  aconcclfian  with  that  country,  nor  the  advantage  of  effcdual 
relief  to  ourfelves. 

i^hat  deeply  imprelTetl  with  confiderations  fo  interefting  to 
them,  your  memorialifts  indulge  at  this  jundlure,  a  confolatory 
hope,  that,  independently  of  the  intrinfic  weight  of  their  cafe,  and 
the  teftimony  it  has  derived  from  experience,  they  may  find  in  the 
rccenr,  very  confiderable  extenli«n  of  the  Britifh  Weft-India 
colonics,  (in  confeqnencc  of  the  furcefs  with  which  his  Majefty's 
arms  in  that  part  of  the  world  have  been  crowned)  new  and  un- 
anfwerabic  arguments  in  favour  of  a  rcvifion  and  extenfion  of 
the  fyftem  on  which  their  intercourfe  with  America,  and  cbnfc*  ; 
qxiently  much  of  their  future  welfare,  muft  depend.  j 

That  the  conquered  iilands  have  in  a  great  meafurc  derivcJ  j 
their  profperity,  which  was  fo  ellentially  felt  in  the  commercial 
balance  and  naval  power  of  France,  from  the  privileges  which  in 
this  very  inftance  that  country  granted  to  her  colonies  ;  privileges 
which  your  niemorialifrs  have  underfiood,  will  at  leaft  have  tern- 
porary  continuance  under  the  Erililh  government ;  and  that  they 
cannot  but  undcrftand  fuch  continuance  as  a  pledge  that  the  faith- 
ful fu"bje<9:s  of  Britain  in  her  old  colonies,  fnall  not  remain  in  a 
"worfe  footing  refpe<Sting  an  obje6\  •of  fuch  importance  to  their  ] 
"welfare,  than  the  inhabiiants  of  conquered  iflands  ;  nor  are  they  i 
■without  hopes,  that  a  juft  fenfe  of  the  evil  of  extending  the  dil- '  i 
ficulties  of  the  prcfent  {yile^n  to  poHeflions  large  and  populous, 
and  unprepared  to  combat  with  them,  together  with  the  confciouf- 
ncfs  of  the  fuperiority  of  which  (ireat  Britain  now  holds  in  a  com- 
merce, the  direft  and  relative  advantages  of  which  are  almoft  be- 
yond eftimation,  wmII  call  upon  the  Iccrillature  for  new  and  liberal 
regulations  and  provifions,  which,  difregarding  the  femblance  of 
a  trivial  facrifice  in  the  means,  may  be  direfted  to  the  important 
end  of  eftabliihing  beyond  competition  the  profperity  of  the 
Britifli  Weft-India  colonies,  and  confequently  of  the  Britifli 
empire. 

That  your  memorialifts,  therefore,  humbly  pray,  that  hisMa- 
jefty's  miniftcrs  will  be  pleafed  to  recommend  to  Parliament, 
that  the  temporary  privileges  granted  to  the  conquered  illands, 
refpecling  their  intercourfe  with  America,  may  be  extended 
to  the  Britifti  iflands  ;  and  alfo,  that  fuch  alterations  may  take 
place  in  the  exifting  laws  relative  to  that  intercourfe  as  may 
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brovide  againft  the  neceffities  of  the  colonies,  without  inter- 
terence  with  the  permanent  benefits  which  the  mother  coun- 
try derives,  and  ought  at  all  times  to  derive  from  them,  in 
refpeA'to  commerce  and  navigation.

pONTINUALLY  occupied  in  increafing  aftivity  in  every 
^  part  of  adminiltration  committed  to  our  care,  we  have  not 
IttD  without  the  mod  lively  fenfations,  the  enormous  abufes  that 
IttVe  crept  into  the  condu^  of  fome  of  the  captains  of  our  pri- 
nteen  ;  it  is,  therefore,  our  duty  to  employ  etHcacious  means  of 
repreffing  the  fame,  which,  if  they  were  allowed  to  continue^ 
vouldtend  to  nothing  lefs  than  the  deftroying  that  adivity,  which> 
oa  the  contrary,  it  is  fo  necellkry  to  encourage. 

It  is  of  reiterated  pillages,  committed  by  the  crews  of  ibme 
)rivateers  on  board  of  vefTeis  fallen  into  their  hands  by  the  chance 
•f  War,  that  we  wifli  to  fpeak. — We  have  feen  with  indignation 
ndfurprize,  French  republicans,  forgetting  what  they  owe  to 
iiietorelves^  and  what  they  owe  to  the  rights  of  nations ;  not  qon*- 
deriAg  that  they  have  not  acquired  the  right  of  property  over  any 
cflel  taken  by  them,  until  the  judgment  of  conftituted  author!* 
cs  have  declared  it  a  good  prize ;  we  have  feen  them,  we  fay,  ap« 
lopriate  indifcriminately,  every  thing  that  fell  into  their  hands, 
od  go  even  to  the  length  of  dripping  of  their  clothes,  individuals 
9  board  the  veflels  taken  by  them. 

Thefe  reproaches,  undoubtedly,  cannot  fall  tpott  the  officers  of 
le privateers^  we  hope  better  of  them  ;  but  they  cannot  by  any 
leans  efcape  the  juft  reproach  of  not  keeping  fufficient  fub«  . 
rdination  among  their  crews. 

Another  abufe,  not  lefs  (hocking  than  the  firft,  is  that  which 
(liU  allowe'd  on  board  fome  privateers,  viz.  to  treat  a$  enemies 
le  crews  of  neutral  veflels  whicH  they  have  fcarched,  or  Ivhich 
ley  have  thought  it  their  duty  to  detain,  on  account  of  contra- 
iIkI  trade.  In  thefe  inftances,  they 'have  equally  committed  pil- 
gcs,  they  have  taken  provifions  by  force,  and  what  is  more  in- 
lerable,  they  have  maltreated  the  people  very  much.  Un. 
•ubtedly  republicans  ought  to  make  wa^i;  generoufly>  QOt  as  . 
rates. 
,VojL.  III.— Part  ii.  Y  Pi\n^\»w% 
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Privateers  have,  bcfides^  Icfs  right  to  difpofe  of  any  thing  on 
board  of  a  neutral  vcirel  ftoppcd,  as  firft  it  muft  be  determined,  if  J 
they  had  a  right  to  rtop  her,  and  afterwards,  fuppofine  her  to  be 
confifcated,  a  third  part  only  comes  to  the  captors.  Tnis  right  of 
ftripping  is  not  eftabliflicd  by  the  laws  of  war,  but  takes  place 
only  on  account  of  any  infringement,  and  the  privateer  (captor) 
in^lhis  cafe,  liaving  only  done  an  acl  of  watch fulncfs  over  the  ex-

'    It  becomes  then   indifpcnfably*  ncceflary    to   remedy    in  the     \ 
prompteft  manners  the  abufes  we  have  fudained — What  would  be     ] 
the  effeft  of  bur  ncgle<J\ing  to  do  it  ?    On  the  one  hand,  captains     j 
would  not  wifh  to  rifle   their  property   at  fea,  with  the  appre-     , 
henfions  of  being  pillaged  by  thofe  even  in  whom  they  would  put 
their  truft,  fearing  befides  their  being  held   anfwerable  tor  the 
damages,  &c.  juftly  due  to  neutral  veflTels  found  to  be  improperly 
detained,  or  thofe  who  were  plundered  or  maltreated,  they  would 
ceafe  from,  arming,  atid  would  not  undertake  it  again ;  on  the 
other  hand,  neutral  velTelsi  fearing  to  be  plundered  and  maltreated 
upon  falling  in  with  any  privateer,    would  ceafe  to  frequent  our 
coafts,  would  deprive  us  of  objefls  the  moft  eiTeiitial  to  us,  and 
in  carrying  their  claims  before  their  own  governments,  would  give  ■ 
rife  to  difafFeftions  that  would  expofe  the  dignity  of  the  French    ,

'Article  I»  The  laws  which  forbid  plunder  on  board  of  any  . 
prize  made  by  privateers,  fhall  be  executed  according  to  tlfir, 
Itriftcft  form  and  tenor,  ;  We  therefore  forbid  all  captains,  offi- 
cers, volunteers,  and  feamen,  belonging  to  French  privateers,  to  , 
open,  on  board  of  any  velfel  captured  by  them,  any  chefts,  bates, 
bags,  pipes,  barrels,  caflcs,  or  arm-che(ls,  or  to  take  away  or 
fell  any  goods  from  the  prize  ;  we"  llkewife  forbid  any  perfon 
from  purchafing.  or  concealing  the  fame  until  the  prize  has  been 
judged,  or  it  has  been  ordered  by  juftice,  on'  pain  of  the  offenders 
bqing  purfued  and  judged  according  to  the  utmoft  rigour  of  the 
laVv. 

*-II.  As  foon  as  the  captain  of  a  privateer  .(hall  have  made  him-  . 
felf  mailer  of  any  velfel,  he  fhall  feize'all  permits,  paflports, 
failing  direft ions,  charter  parties,  bills  of  lading,  and  all  other 
papers  concerning  the  freight  and  dcftination  of  the  veflcl,  toge- 
thier  with  the  keys  of  the  chefts,  arm  charts,  and  ftate  rooms.

They  (hall  neverthelefs  be  bound  to  take  the  fame  precautions 
on  board  neutral  velfcls  which  they  ihall  detain,  as  pointed  out 
by  article  2d,  under  the  fame  penalties  implied- in  article  3d. 

V.  We  equally  forbid  'all  capliiins,  ollicers,  volunteers,  and 
fcamen  of  privateers  to  maltreat,  ciiher  by  words  or  anions,  in- 
dividuals become  their  prifoners  by  chance  of  war,  or  the  crews 
of  neutral  veffels  which  they  Ihall  detain,  under  pain  of  the  offen- 
ders being  punilhed  in  the  moll  exemplary  manner. 

VI.  The  detaining  of  neutral  veifels,  and  their  confifcation, 
Wng  only  in  confequence  of  a  breach  of  the  laws  of  commerce, 
2nd  not  by  the  laws  of  war,  and  privateers  in  thefe  cafes,  only 
performing  an  aft  of  watchfiilnefs  over  the  execution  of  thefe 
hws,  there  does  not  go  to  the  crews  of  the  faid  privateers,  but 
one  third  part  of  the  nett  produce  of  the  confifcatioi)  produced 
^nft  the  neutral  veffels,  which  they  have  flopped  ai\d  carried 
into  port,  the  remaining  two-thirds  go  to  the  Republic,  agreeable 
to  the  fame  laws. 

The  prefent  article  will  be  in  forcefrom  the  day  of  the  pre- 
fent  proclamation,  even  againftMie  privateers  now  at  fea,  in  cafe 
ftey  ihould  detain  any  velfels  ;  there  being  nothing  therein  con- 
tained of  a  new  import,  being  only  a. confirmation  of  the  things 
Contained  in  former  proclamations.

DECLARATION; 

f^  REAT  Britain  having  beep  involved  iq  a  war  with  fhe  French 
^^  nation,  the  oncers  engaged  in  his  Britannic  Majefty's  fer- 
vice,  in  fituations  and  circumftarices  as  eiLtraordinary  as  novel^ 
have  endeavoured  all  in  their  power  to  permit  no  zSt  of  hoftility 
to  be  conio^itted,  but  what  the  licence  of  civilized  warfare  hat-

piithonxcd,  nor  employed  any  means  of  annoyance  that  has  not     i 
been  warranted  by  the  ufages  and  pradlices  of  other  European 
ilates.  j 

In  all  military  enterprizes  which  have  been  undertaken  in  the 
Weft  Imlies,  the  fword  has  not  been  wantonly  exercifed,  nor  fire 
employed  to  dcttroy  works  and  buildings  which,  in  their  nature, con- 
tributed nothing  to  ofFence  or  defence.  The  rights  of  individuals 
have  been  refpecled  ;  nor  have  the  political  combinations  of  fo- 
ciety  in  the  iflands  been  difturbedii  The  hand  of  the  flave  has  not 
been  excited  againft  its  matter.  Prlfoners  of  all  ranks  have  been 
fubjeft  to  neither  indignity  nor  infult — they  have  not  had  to  com- 
plain of  want  of  food  or  cloathing  ;  nor  can  it  be  urged  with  trutli 
that  they  have  been  rigoroufly  imprifoned,  or  devoted  to  flaughter. 
If,  after  capture,  it  has  been  found  necelfary  to  confign  them  -to 
floating  prllons,  the  meafure  wasjuftified  by  policy,  which  would 
not  admit  of  communication  with  their  countrymen  on  fliore, 
whofe  principles,  whenever  opportunity  offered,  they  tampereif 
■with,  and  endeavoured  to  cornjpt.  Health  has  not  been  injured, 
or  comforts  of  any  kind  reftrained,  by  this  mode  of  confinement 
If  republican  colonifts  have  been  jfhipped  from  the  iflands,  or 
fufFered  by  obtaining  paflTports  to  retire  to  America,  or  the 
neutral  iflands,  treatment  far  from  unmerciful,  it  is  judified  hj 
the  fame  principle  of  political  expediency,  of  not  permitting  tneh 
to  remain  in  the  bofom  of  a  country,  who,  when  protedled,  smi 
enjoying  tranquillity,  were  daily  projedihg  fchemes  for  the  ih- 
trodu6lion  of  anarchy  and  bloodfhed. 

His  Majefly's  officers  have,  in  everv  inftance,  confultedthc 
dignity  of  their  own  charafters,  and  the  honour  of  the  Britilh 
nation  ;  and  as  the  laws  of  war  are  interwoven  in  the  code  of  the 
law  of  nations,  it  was  expeSed  that  they  would  be  held  in  equal 
obfervance  by  the  enemy  ;  but  the  falutary  reftriflions  which 
thefe  laws  prefcribe  have  been  upon  all  occafions  violated.    In- 
ilead  of  fair  and  honourable  means  of  warfare,  arts,  praSices, 
»nd  adverfe  operations,    have  been  introduced,  long  fince  ex- 
ploded by  the  ufages  and  opinions  of  civilized  nations.     Procla- 
mations have  been  from  time  to  time  i fined,  and  as  fingularly 
introduced  to  the  notice  of  the  Britifh  commanders :  thefe  writ* 
ings,  teeming  with  arrogance,  replete  with  falfehoods,  and  deal- 
ing out  the  moft  vulgar  perfonal  refieflions  and  abufe,  can  never 
conduce  to  the  end  and  objedl  of  the  war  ;  they  may  exafperatc 
the  animofity  and  hatred  of  an  enemy  ;  but  they  never  can  exr 
baufl  his  refources,  weaken  his  fpirit,  or  deadeii  the  vigour  of 
jis  enterprizes.     If  the  fabricators  of  them  mean  to  cafl  an  oblo- 
quy upon  the  cbnduft  of  the  Britifh  generals,  or  an  odium  upoii 
the  reputation  of  Britifh  arms,  they  defeat  their  own  purpofes, 
the  calumny  recoils  upon  themfelves,  and  the  neutral  powers,  to 
yybom  they  flrongly  appeal,  will  examine  by  what  principles  the 
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publicans  have  been  afiiiatod,  and  what  have  been  the  diflin- 
ifhing  features  of  their  slAs  and  achievements  fince  they  got 
oting  in  the  Weft  Indies. 

It  will  be  found  that  the  horrors  and  calamities  of  war  have 
en  aggravated  by  them  to  an  extent  never  known,  even  to  the 
oft  rude  and  barbarous  nations.  Neutral  ftatcs  might  doubt 
at  the  chief  of  a  nation,  which  claims  to  be  civilized,  nay, 
bich  prefumptuoufly  fets  up  to  illuminate  and  civilize  the  other 
itions  of  the  globe,  difturbcd  the  long-buried  remains  of  a  fel- 
er ;  yet  they  muft  credit  it,  when  they  read  that  chief's  procla- 
ation,  glorying  in  having  diflnterred  the  earthly  part  of  Major- 
enend  Dundas,  and  thrown  it  to  the  winds ! 
The  fick  and  wounded  Britidi  foldicrs  found  in  the  town  of 
:dt  Bourg,  in  the  illand  of  Gnadaloupe,  incapable,  from  their 
nation,  of  annoying,  and  ever  regarded  as  objcfts  of  mercy 
id  relief,  were  all  indifcriniinately  put  to  the  bayonet. 
.The  fick  and  wounded  at  Eervillc  Camp  were  AifFcred  to  pc- 
ih,  without  medical  afliftancc,  without  frcfli  provifions,  and 
rithout  comfort  of  any  kind.  The  brave  garrifon  who  furvived, 
[though  exprefsly,  by  capitulation,  ftipulated  to  return  to  Eu- 
opc,  remains  yet,  officers  and  men,  rigoroully  and  indifcrimi- 
ately  confined  in  prifon  fliips,  in  the  fickly  port  of  Point-a- 
Vtre,  a  prey  to  difeafe  and  death  1 

The  fame  hard  lot  fcems  to  await  all  that  the  chance  of  war 
hrows  into  their  hands  ;  for,  as  a  refinement  of  cruelty,  thcjr 
le  totally  cut  off  from  the  purchafe  of  frelh  provifions  and  com- 
aris,  all  communication  from  the  (hore  being  prohibited. 

The  loud-proclaimed  and  much-vaunted  exploits  and  fuccefles 
'f  the  republican  armies  in  the  iflands  of  Grenada  and  St.  Vin- 
ent,  would  make  any  other  European  nation  bluih  to  be  engaged 
H.  None. but  a  people. dead  to  national  honour  would  prefumc 
9  boaft  of  them  ;  for  what  have  been  the  means  employed  in  thofe 
lUiids. 

In  the  iQand  of  Grenada,  the  principles  of  revolt  were  fown 
^ih  filcnt  diligence  among  the  flaves.  The  minds  of  the  French 
"Jiite  ancl  ^olpured  refidents  (fubjeds  of  Great-Britain  fince  the 
Jflion  of  the  colony,  in  the  year  1762J  v.ere  excited  to  treafon 
nd  rebellion.  .-A  handful  of  republicans,  who  had  ftolen  into 
\e  iQ^nd,  was  fufficient  to  light  the  xiame  ;  it  blazed  forth  in  the  . 
ight,  and,  like  all  other  plans  in  which  fuch  diabolical  agency 
>  excrcifedi  tj^e  fqotfteps  of  the  perpetrators  were  marked  with 
slighter,  plundpTy.and  devaftation.  The  inhabitants  of  the  towns 
fJL^ye  and:.  Guoyave,  aileep  in  their  beds,  fell  tin fufpedling 
idims  to  fbe  fury  of  thofe  perfidious  and  unrelenting  barbarians, 
Vjnr-wor^s,  buildings,  and  cane-fields,  have  been  e<iuaUy  ob- 
5g[s  of  their  fury  and  deftrudlion.  One  enormity  ftands  hor- 
yiy  prominent  in  this  pidure  of  modern  republican  warfare. 


the  murdering  in  cool  blood  forty-four  gentlemen  of  the  ifland  d 
Grenada,  at  the  head  of  whom  ftands  Lieutenant-governor  Home^ 
who  had  been  fiirprized,  and  were  in  th'  ir  power  as  prifoners  of 
war!  an  event  which  will  coiifign  all  that  pretend  to  the  name  of 
French  republicans  to  the  execration  of  the  lateft  pofterity. 

In  the  colony  of  St.  Vincent,  the  fpecimens  of  republican  hof-* 
tility  have  been  equally  outrageous,  fanguinary,  and  unprecedent- 
ed.    The  claiming  treaties  of  alliance  and  amity  with  a  body  of 
Caribs,  long  and  univerfally  known  to  have  taken  the  oaths  of 
allegiance  and  fidelity  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  to  be 
living  in  harmony  and  friendftiip  in  the  fame  territory  with  hif 
fubje£is,  is  a  new  fpecies  of  political  connexion,  and  worthy  of 
the  republican   name.     The  urging,  by  bribes  and  inflammatory, 
correfpondence,  this  people,  whom  Britifh  generofity  fpared  in  the 
year  1772,  and  again  pardoned  in  1783,  to  fall  upon  and  murder 
the  unfufpeSing  planters,  their  wives  and  children;  to  burn,  lay  - 
waftc  their  eftates,  and  malfacre  their  flavqs,  without  the  fmalleft  pre* 
vious  notice  of  hoftility,  is  fuch  a  new.  and  enormous  tranfgreffios 
of  all  that  has  ever  been  held  facred  among  civilized  nations,  that 
the  heads  that  could  devife,  and  the  hands  that  have  executedi 
muft  be  held  in  the  fame  deteftation,  and  devoted  to  the  fame 
infamy* 

The  reprefentatives  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  in  thefc  colonies 
have  been  boldly  reprehended  for  the  legal  punifhments  infiified 
on  the  Caribs  of  St.  Vincent,  and  the  French  traitorous  rcfident 
fubjed^s,  both  of  that  ifland  and  Grenada — even  infolcnt  threats 
of  reprifals  have  been  proclaimed.  The  honour  and  dignity  of 
the  Britifti  nation  can  never  fuffer  by  unfounded  or  imaginary  im- 
putations of  cruelty  and  inhumanity;  nor  will  empty  threats  of 
retaliation  deter  its  officers  from  proceeding  with  the  utmofl  fcvc* 
rity  againft  all  adling  the  parts  of  traitors  and  rebels.  The  gene» 
ral  laws  of  war  cannot  be  applied  to  men  who  aft  in  open  con- 
tempt and  violation  of  them  ;  much  lefs  can  they  be  claimed  by 
perfons  who  are  not  within  their  reach  or  influence.  The  King 
of  Great  Britain  was  not  at  war  with  the  Caribs,  or  with  ha 
French  refident  fubjeSs;  on  the  contrary,  they  were  living  within 
his  peace,  and  enjoying  the  benefit  of  his  laws,  and  the  favour  of 
his  proteftion.  The  moment,  therefore,  cither  refident  Caribi 
Frenchman,  coloured  perfon,  or  flave  rofe  in  arms^  with  a  defign 
to  levy  war  in  thofe  colonies,  he  forfeited  his  life  as  a  traitor  to 
his  acknowledged  fovereign,  the  King  of  Great  Britain.  Death 
mud,  indeed,  be  deemed  a  mild  punifhment  for  mifcreants  whofe 
views  were  not  conqueft,  but  extirpation,  and  whofe  tracks  wcro 
methodically  marked  with  conflagrations,  rapine,  and  murders* 

A  late  attempt  upon  the  ifland  of  Martinique  is  a  continuation 
of  the  fame  abominable  fyflem  of  the  republican  chiefs.  The 
^ihnce  oi  the  guards  upon  its  coailsi  and  the  adivity  of  one. of 
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MsMajefty's  crulzcrs,  have  fruftrated  that  daring  and  mifchicvous 
enterprize.  It  fully  difcovers  to  the  world  the  unnatural  hoilility 
in  vehkh  the  enemies  of  Great  Britain  are  dcterinined  to  perfevere; 
itjh^wSy  that  the  noble  and  open  conflicts,  by  which  the  fpirit  and 
co'^rage  of  nations  are  tried,  arc  totally  thrown  afidc ;  it  proves, 
that  the  glory  of  arms,  and  the  honour  of  a  flag,  are  empty  names, 
ahdtroJdcn  under  foot ;  and  that,  by  republicans,  are  fubdituted 
tiled  ilVii'ii nation  of  treafon,  the  promotion  of  crimes,  the  didfo- 
lution  of  focial  order^  and  the  extenfion  of  every  human  calamity* 
We,  therefore,  the  undcrfigned  commanders  in  chief  of  his 
Majeity's  land  and  fea  forces  in  the  Weil  Indies,  do  hereby  de- 
clare, that  no  a£ls  have  been  committed  by  us,  or  thofe  under  our 
command,  in  thefe  iflands,  contrary  to  the  known  rule^  of  war, 
orufages  of  civilized  nations  ;  and  that,  if  purifhments  have  been 
inflifted  in  the  iflands  of  Grenada  and  St.  Vincent,  they  have  beca 
hwrfol  and  juft  retributions  fortreafr)n,  rebellion,  and  murder. 

And  we  do  hereby  further  declare  the  charges  of  cruelty,  rapine, 
and  violence,  made  againft  the  Britifli  oflScers,  and  againft  the 
honour  of  the  Britifh  arms,  in  the  Weft  Indies,  in  various  pro- 
damations;  to  be  foul  and  illiberal  afllrtions,  calculated  by  the 
republican  chiefs  to  inflame,  and  dill  more  to  miflead  their  infa« 
toated  and  unfortunate  followers. 

And  we  do  hereby  further  declare,  in  order,  if  poflible^  to  re- 
fiiain  the  barbarous  and  unparalleled  fyftem  of  republican  war-. 
hit  in  the  colonies,  that,  whenever  humanity  is  wantonly  vio- 
i^;  and  recourfe  had  to  practices  and  operations  of  war  un-f 
licenfed  by  the  ufages  and  opinions  of  civilized  nations,  the  tnoft 
ample  retaliation  (hall  inftantly  follow ;  and  that,  if  any  rafli  and 
inpudent  experiment  (hall  again  be  tried,  fecretly  to  put  fmall 
nambers  on  fhore,  to  foment  rebellion,  and  excite  cotnmotidn  in 
the  colonies,  we  (hall  not  regard  the  perfons  landed  and  fo  enggged 
as  fair  and  decided  enemies,  but  as  fpies,  and  who,  when  taken, 
(ball  be  delivered  over  to  military  tribunals,  to  be  treated  accord- 
ingly. 

And  we  do  hereby  further  declare,  that  all  Frenchmen,  free 
coloured  jierfons,  or  (laves,  in  this  ifland,  or  in  any  other  iflaod  or 
Colony,  who  have  fworn  allegiance  to  the  King  of  Great  Britatfi^. 
Or  who  may  be*  living  under,  or  proteSed  by  his  flag,  and  who< 
(Hall  conceal  or  harbour,  or  aid  and  aflift,  in  any  manner  whatever,' 
fuch  perfons  fo  clandeftinely  landed,  or  who  (hall  be  found-  in: 
mnSf  or  otherwife  co-operating  with  them,  to  difturb  the  peace 
of  the.  government,  will  be  con(idered  as  traitors  and  rebels,  and' 
puni(hed  with  death. 

And  we  do  hereby  further  declare  and  promife  moft  amply  to 

E&ward.  any  white  or  fr^e  perfon  in  the  ifland  of  Martinique  who 

i^all  difcover  or  apprehend  any  perfon  or  perfons  that  may  have' 

b^n  put  on  (h'ore  on  the  evening  of  Saturday  laft|  near  Preclj^eur, 
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or  who  may  hereafter  be  landed  in  a  fimllar  manner;  and  to  all 
flaves  making  the  Tame  difcoveryy  and  arrefiing  fuch  perfon  or 
perfonsy  and  bringing  them  to  head  quarters,  we  do  hereby  offer 
immediate  manumiilton. 

vAnd,  laftly,  we  do  hereby  declare,  that  (hould  the  enemy  land 
in  an  open  and  avowed  manner  to  conteft,  by  force  of  arms,  the 
fuperiority  of  the  two  nations  to  the  fovereignty  of  any  colony, 
we,  and  thofe  underiis,  (hall  condu6l  oiirfclves  towards  themio 
all  refpe£ts  as  the  laws  of  civilized  hoflility  warrant ;  and  in  cafe 
the  fortune  of  war  (hould  throw  them-  into  our  hands,  they  (ball 
receive  that  humane  treatment  which  has  ever  di(lingui(hed  the 
Briti(h  nation  towards  its  prifoners.

I.  TTROM  the  date  of  the  31ft  of  December,  1795,  heftilitics 
(hail  ceafe  between  the  two  armies,  and  fhall  not  be  ri5- 
newed  till  the  party  defirous  to  break  the  truce,  (hall  have  given 
t<>  the  Other  ten  days  previous  notice.

Etienne   Lavauxy  Genera!  and  Governor  of  St.  Domingo. 

THE  moft  fahitary  of  all  revolutions  has  juft  now  imprefled 
on  the  hearts  of  the  French  an  energetic,  indelible  charafter* 
"Hie  Convention  have  erefied  the  monument  of  their  admirable 
^onftitution,  on  the  bafisof  liberty,  equality,  and  fraternity,  and 
Aey  have  at  laft  confolidated  its  foundation  on  the  innumerable 
?iftories  which  they  have  obtained  over  their  exterior  and  interior 
caemies. 

Too  long  the  French  Republic  has  been  a*  prey  to  the  villainy 
rf  the  infolent  Briti(h,  whofe  aim  was  to  convert  all  France  into 
phc  vaft,  profound  grave,  to  inter  its  innumerable  viftims,  to  an- 
nihilate a  free  people,  and  to  find  in  its  deflrudion  new  means  of 
)?cr-fwaying  the  other  nations  whofe  ruin  they  had  bafely  pur- 

The  Briti(h,  like  the  impetuous  torrent  which  fcems  to  preci- 
itate  from  the  top  of  a  rock,  to  abforb  its  limited  channel,  and 
)eBd$  its  impetuofity  againft  a  public,  have,  at  laft,  in  biiing  the 
aft  at  Quiberon,  impaired  their  infolent  pride ;  they  are  van- 
9i.ihed  by  French  patriots ;  they,  are  forfaken  by  every  power 
ley  intended  to  involve  in  their  downfall ;  all  the  kings  have 
pened  their  ^yes,  and  are  intimate  with  our  principles,  and  pri- 
Itc  intereft  has  induced  them  to  folicit  peace  with  this  free  -peo* 
le.  Generofity,  which  is  the  bafis  of  their  treaties  made  with 
^ra0b>  Holland^  and  Spain,  evinces  that  the  French  no  lefs 
beri/h  humanity  than  liberty ;  that  in  the  midft  of  yidories  they: 
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ftudy  to  reign  over  the  hearts  of  their  neighbours,  and  not  wcr 
corpfes. 

Citizens  of  all  Coloiirs, 

France  calls  us  to  fhare  in  her  fuccefles  ;  we  all  are  childreh  of 
the  country  which  we  defend  ;  ihe  has  declared  that  the  coloniei 
were  integral  parts  of  its  forces,  and  that  nothing  could  diflblve 
her  indivifibility.  Let  us  be  worthy  of  this  glorious  advantage, 
by  co-operating,  with  all  our  might  and  the  faculties  of  our  fouV 
to  the  rc-e(iablifhment  of  that  order  and  harmony  which  alwaji 
govern  a  free  people.  j 

Citizens  in  Arms, 

The  National  Convention  have  decreed  honourable  mentim 
of  us,  and  have'  decreed,  that  all  the  men  armed  in  the  Wiiu^ 
ward  Iflands,  for  the  defence  of  the  Republic,  have  defervedweU 
of  the  Republic,  have  deferved  well  of  the  country. 

If  we  have  deferved  well,  let  glory  increafe,  if  poflible,  our 
zeal. 

The  duty  we  ha^e  to  fulfil  towards  our  country,  is  a  facrcd  . 
^uty  \  it  lays  on  us  the  obligation  of  fliedding  our  blood  for  the 
defence  of  the  country  when  endangered ;    it   imperioufly  com- 
mands us  to  blindly  obey  our  chiefs  who  comr;nand  us  in  virtue  of 
the  law  ;  it  orders  us  to  prote^l  in  his  field  the  peaceful  inhabi' 
tant,  whom  the  demands  of  life  cajl  to  another  occupation,  no   i 
lefs  honourable,  aild  far  more  ufeful  than  that  of  the  warrior;  to 
proteS  trade  ^nd  commerce,  by  which  the  flates  flourifli.  Finally^ 
to  refpefl  properties,  and  to  caufe  them  to  be  refpedted,  is  the 
moil  facred  of  our  duties. 
Citizens  Cultivators, 

This  is  the  period  to  crufh  the  enemies  of  your  rights,  who  in 
their  impotent  ferocity  want  to  perfuadc  you  that  your  liberty  is 
not  compatible  with  a  love  of  induftry.  Now  is  the  time  to 
Ihcw  thofe  convulfionaries  that  experience  has  taught  you,  that 
you  are  indebted  to  nature  for  every  inftant  of  your  life,  and  that 
your  hearts  and  arms,  freed  from  bondage,  attend  only  to  fenti* 
ment,  and  yield  only  to  the  love  of  induftry. 

In  your  induftry,  my  friends,  lie  your  happinefs,  the  profp^- 
rity  and  education  of  your  children,  and  the  {lability  of  the  right^ 
of  men,  to  which  you  are  called  by  the  French  people. 

The  treaty  of  peace  with  Spain  ^ives  to  the  French  Republic 
tiie  entire  pofleflion  of  St.  Domingo. 

Let  henceforth,  and  from  this  day,  all  hoftilities  ccafe  between 
us  and  the  Spanifh  nation  ;  let  harmony  and  friendfhip  prevail  in 
our  conduft  ;  let  all  refentment  be  extinguifhed,  fince  they  have, 
by  an  happy  peace,  become  our  allies,  our  friends,  and  our  bre- 
thren. 

Charged  by  the   French  nation  with  a  greats  extent  of  powc? 
and  authprity,  acquainted  w''th  her  will,  animated  by  the  prin- 
ciples 
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aplcs  of  juftice  which  chara£terizc  her,  I  announce  to  the  peo- 
ple who  inhabit  the  Spanilh  part  of  St.  Domingo,  which  after 
the  promulgation  of  peace  (hall  be  fubmitted  to  my  command, 
that  they  all  will  find,  in  the  republican  government,  fafety  and 
pfotefiion  for  their  perfons,  and  the  utmoit  refpedl  for  their  pro- 
pBfties* 

I  inform  them,  that  if  they  are  attached  to  the  foil  of  the  ifland, 
cither  by  their  fortunes  or  family,  they  will  be  at  full  liberty  to 
become  citizens  and  inhabitants  on  the  conditions  prefcribcd  by 
Aelaws,  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  and  advantages  which  the 
Fzench  citizen  enjoys,  without  even  prejudice  to  the  privileges  of 
vorihip,  which  a  free  people  has  a  right  to  choofe,  and  which 
our  conftitution  authorifes. 

The  friendfhip  which  this  day  unites  our  nations  ihall  be  the 
pkdge  of  the  folidity  of  my  promifc. 

Yc  Africans,  and  ye  offspring  of  Africans,  who,  by  falfe  pro- 
ttfes,  have  been  feduced  into  error,  come  now  to  the  bofom  of 
dtts  country,  which  has  adopted  you  all  for  her  children  ;  come^ 
enjoy  the  blifs  of  liberty;  come  to  your  families,  be  citizens  like 
us;  come  to  recognize  your  rights ;  forget  your  errors,  and  we  will 
hifft  our  wrongs. 

We  have  other  enemies  to  fight  befides  the  ferocious  Britiih 
and  the  French  emigrants;  let  us  eradicate  out  of  the  foil  of  li- 
berty thofe  enemies  fold  to  egotifm  and  cupidity  ;  let  us  not  fofter 
whhin  our  bofom  a  den  of  fycophants,  whofe  poifoned  breath 
^vould  taint  our  happinefs  ;  let  the  divine  impulfe  of  virtue  crufh 
beneath  our  feet  the  idol  of  flavery,  and  fhiver  into  annihilation 
the  fceptre  of  tyrants, 

Polverel  and  Sarthonax,  who  firft  have  at  St.  Domingo  been 
WH  enough  to  dare  the  bloody  dagger  of  thofe  venders  of  human 
flefli,  and  to  proclaim  the  general  emancipation,  have  juft  now 
Rceived  the  glorious  recompence  of  their  toils ;  they  have  not 
«nly  defeated  their  enemies  (and,  of  courfe,  your's  and  our's,)  by 
the  eminence  of  the  caufe  which  they  have  pleaded  before  the 
tribunal  of  human  juftice ;  but  they  have  the  two-fold  pleafure  of 
feeing  the  aufpicious  decree  ratified  by  the  Convention. 

Formidable  means  are  expelled  from  Europe  to  aid  us  in  our 
toils. 

Citizens,  ifi  order  to  complete  thofe  toils,  and  cofiipel  all  the 
nations  to  admire  our  virtues,  let  the  ftrifteft  fraternity  be  hence- 
forth  our  guide ;  let  us  forget  evei^y  fubjcd  of  difafFeftion  :  let  us 
become  one  body ;  (hould  we,  in  the  indifpenfable  intimacy  which 
b(mld  unite  ijs,  be  prompt  to  feek  for  viSory,  we  furely  (bould 
Krrench  her  from  the  hands  of  our  enemies,  and  we  could,  after 
tttming  hei^  reil  with  our  laurels. 

Let  not  the  error  of  our  mifled  brethren  ftimulate  us  to  yen- 
ieanoe.     Let  us  learn  how  to  diilinguifh  the  guilty  traitor,  who 
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fought  againft  his  own  country,  from  him  whom  cither  a  blini 
ignorance,  or  the  treacherous  promifes  of  a  perfidious  nation^, 
have  detached  from  our  tri-coloured  ftandard.     Let  all  thofe  who  ' 
(hould  be  called  to  the  bleflings  of  forgivenefs  be  fure  of  finding  it  ' 
in  our  hearts. 

Let,  on  the  contrary,  vengeance  be  our  adtuating  principle  to- 
wards fuch  defpicable  Frenchmen    as    have  turned  their  anm  , 
againft  us.

TJIS  Britannic  Majefty,  feeling  for  the  diftrefles  of  t^e  colony  of 
^^  St.  Domingo,  has  received  favourably  the  fubmii&ons  of  I 
great  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  every  quarter,  and  granted 
them  his  protedlion. 

It  was  to  be  believed,  that  all  who  had  been  inftru£ted  by  Ac 
excefs  and  the  univerfality  of  calamities,  would  have  haftened  to 
unite  themfelves  under  his  tutelary  authority. 

Thus  his  Majelty  did  not  think  it  proper  at  firft  to  difplay  tBat 
appearance  of  power  which  would  have  announced  the  conqueror 
rather  than  the  emancipator.  He  feni  only  a  fmall  force,  which 
was  fufficient  to  fecure  the  general  police,,  if  the  effervefcei^ce  ot 
opinions  had  been  calm,  but  infufficient  for  reducing  by  force  the 
great  body  of  the  miftaken  inhabitants. 

.  The  beneficent  views  of  his  Majefty  have  been  partly  fruftrated, 
when  he  concentrated  his  forces  on  fome  particular  diftri&  to 
which  he  has  reftored  their  tranquillity,  their  worftiip,  and  their 
opulence. 

He  has  abandoned  for  a  moment,  and  with  regret,  the  remain- 
djer  of  the  colony  to  the  ravages  of  anarchy. 

But  his  l^jefty- owes  it  to  the  glory  of  his  arms  to  complete  by. 
force  the  work  which  he  undertook  from  generofity.  He  owe* 
it  to  public  morals  to  annihilate  a  fyftem  deftruftive  of  all  the  fo- 
cial  bonds  which  unite  the  colonifts  among  themfelves,  and  whick 
unite  the  whole  to  one  fovereign. 

He  owes  it  to  his  perfonal  fenfibility  to  hold  forth  a  fuccouring 

hand  to  a  multitude  of  worthy  men,  who  groan  in  every  part  of  the 

ifland,  and  invoke  his  proteSion.     He  owes  to  his  clemency  the 

jwrdoiiing  of  errors.     In  fine^  he  owes  tohis  jufticc  tKc  punifc- 

mcnt 
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Ittmof  tho(e  who  pcrGft  In  refufing  the  paternal  and  regular  gO'- 
Vemment  which  is  offered  them,  and  who^  after  having  made  slSLs 
9f  fubmiifion)  break  their  oaths  by  committing  a£ls  of  rebellion. 
-  His  MajeRy  by  a  continuation  of  naval  victories  has  fo  reduced  the 
'tnarine  of  the  French  Republic,  that  it  is  abfolutely  impoflible  for 
the  government  of  that  country  to  fend  any  aid  to  its  partizans  ia 
St.  Domingo.  He  has  even  forced  the  convention  irfclf  to  pro- 
daiiQ)  by  an  exprefs  decree,  its  impotency  in  that  refpcdl. 

His  Majefty  has,  therefore,  determined  to  fend  to  St,  Domingo 
ibch  a  body  of  forces,  that  all  refiftance  Ihali  henceforth  be  im- 
poflible. 

Id  confiding  to  us  the  command  of  his  forces  by  fea  and  land^ 
Ms  Majefty  has  comm.andcd  us  to  fulfil  exaftly  the  views  by  which 
lie  is  himfelf  dircded. 

We  bring,  then,  to  all  the  inhabitants  of  St.  Domingo,  and  to 
«ich  individual,  peace  or  war,  profperity  or  deftrudlion. 

Wc  promife  in  the  name  of  the  Kiflg,  that  thofe  who  fubmit 
willingly,  fhall  find  under  the  protection  of  his  Majefty  the  pardon 
of  their  errors,  individual  fafety,  and  the  prefervatlon  of  their  pro- 

Thofe  who,  after  a  voluntary  fubmidion,  wifti  to  leave  the 
illaod,  (hall  be  at  liberty  to  embark  for  the  American  continent,  or 
ibr  France,  upon  taking  an  oath  not  to  bear  arms  againft  his  Ma- 
jefty during  the  war. 

We.declare,  in  the  name  of  the  King,  that  thofe  who  fliall  refift. 
iuiarms,  (hall  experience  all  the  rigour  of  the  laws  of  war,  and 
Aat  whoever  violates  an  oath  of  fidelity,  (hall  be  punilhed  with 
^th  as  a  rebel.

VVe  find  it  our  duty,  however,  to  advife  you,  that  expiriag 
royalty  and  flock-jobbing  unite  all  their  efforts  againft  a  plan,  of  " 
which  the  fiiccefs  will  be  their  ruin  :  We  are  aflbredthat  Englawl 
has  poured  in  her  treafures  to  raife  the  price  of  money  ;  that  tjbe 
ftock-jobbers  have  made  great  facrifices  to  attain  that  end,  and  to 
prevent  the  fuccefs  of  the  meafures  about  to  be  adopted  by  thclc- 
giflative  body  ;  but  it  is  eafy  to  perceive  that  this  undue  lowering 
of  the  aflignats,  if  it  takes  place,  can  only  prolong  itfelf  till  the 
term  of  the  firft  payment  of  the  forced  loan  ;  for  then  the  guineas 
of  England,  already  exhaufted,  will  fail  in  oppofingthe  genius  of 
liberty ;  and  the  ruin  of  thofe  atrocious  men,  whofe  avarice  de- 
vours us,  will  be  the  confequence  of  their  own  manoeuvres.

■  Soldiers  of  Italy, 

VOU  have  vanquiflied  your  enemies — you  havedifplayed  a  heroic 
•^  valour,  and  you  have  dcfcrved  well  of  your  country.  Thofe 
■  oJ  your  number  who  have  diftinijuifhcd  thcmfelves  by  extraordi- 
nary inftancts  of  valour,  Ihall  have  their  recompence — and  1  will 
not  fail  to  publifh  to  France  the  glorious  exploits  of  which  they 
are  capable.  But  after  having  triumphed  in  the  caufe  of  liberty, 
©any  of  you  have  incurred  difgrace  by  pillage,  by  firing  houfcs,  and 
by  criminal  conduct  with  refpcfl  to  women.     Your  blind  fury  has 

Eroceeded  to  fucb  difgraceful  excefl'cs,  even  in  the  territory  of  the 
Icnoefc,  who  have  done  yt)n  no  mifchief,  and  who  have  confl?»ntly 
refufed  to  coalefce  with  your  enemies.  Soldiers,  your  father  warns 
you  for  the  laft  time,  no  longer  lo  be  guilty  of  fuch  proceedings 
which  ftain  the  reputation  of  the  army  of  Italy, 

.  You  are  not  ignorant  of  thofe  laws  which  prohibit,  under  the 
penalty  of  death,  the  cxcefTes  into  which  you  have  been  hurried* 
You  will  be  without  excufe  even  in  the  boundaries  of  a  conquered 
country,  fince  you  have  taken  up  arms  only  to  exterminate  thole  who 
took  up  arms  againil  France,  and  not  againft  the  imfortunate  and 
peaceable  inhabitants.  In  conlcqucnce  I  announce  to  you,  my 
firm  and  determined  refolution  to  punilh  with  the  utmoft  rigour  of 
law,  the  firft  of  you  who  (hall  be  guilty  of  thofe  excelfes  which 
can  only  cover  you  with  difgrace.  I  know,  that  among  thofe  who 
command,  there  are  officers  fufBciently  degraded,  to  declare  them* 
.fclves  the  protedlors  of  fuch  mifcondudl,  but  they  have  beea 
puniihed  themfelves,  and  they  (hall  dill  be  punifhed  more  feverely 
than  the  private  foldier.  I  render  the  commanders  of  companies^ 
the  chiefs  of  corps,  the  generals  of  brigades  and  of  divifions,  re- 
fponfible  for  all  the  excefles  which  fhall  be  committed  in  cafes 
where  no  prohibition  (hall  have  been  employed  with  refpeft  to  fuch 
offences.  For  this  purpofe,  all  officers  of  brigade,  without  excep- 
tion,  (hall  vifit' their  cantons,  (hall  there  afccrtain  the  ofFenders, 
and  fliall  fend  them  to  the  head-quarters,  in  order  that  they  may  be 
amenable  to  juft.ice.  Every  fecond  day  the  general  of  brigade  (hall 
give  in  an  account  to  the  generals  of  the  condudt  of  their  refpec- 
.tivpdemi -brigades,  and  the  condudl  of  the  officers. — The  report 
ib^ll  be  made  in  writing  without  any  delay.

Citizens  Legiflators,  I 

*TrHE  executive  direSory  can  no  longer  defer  to  call  the  fnoft  fc* 
rious  attention  of  the  legiflative  body  to  the  enaigrantfc  in  the 
colonies.  • 

The  National  Convention  thought  proper  to  adjourn  this  dif-. 
cuflion  of  fhe  greateft  urgency  and  importance  ;  on  the  :.5th  Meffi- 
.dor,  third  year,  when  the  committee  of  public  fafety  propofed,  ill 
k  report  concerning  the  ftate  of  St,  Domingo,  to  enforce  the  ext* 
cution  of  the  laws  rerpe(9;ing  emigrants  in  the  colonie?,  as  well  as 
in  the  mother  country.  The  inoment  is  arrived  when  the  legifla-  , 
tors  of  the  Republic,  fenfible  of  the  mifchicf  of  too  much  induU 
gence,  ought  16  crufli  with  their  anathema  the  moft  irreconcilfeabfc 
enemies  of  liberty  and  equality.  It  is  neceflary  that  the  emigrants,  . 
in  whatever  place  they  relide,  or  whatever  difguife  they  airumei 
Ihould  no  longer  be  able  tp  elude  the  fentence  of  the  law  pro^ 
jiounced  againlt  them. 

Any  diftinftion  between  the  emigrants  of  France  and  thofcof  , 
"the  colonies  would  be  extremely  unjuft  and  irtipolitic.  It  would  ' 
occafion  the  lofs  of  our  colonies,  whom  liberty  alone  can  attach  to  ] 
lis,  and  along  with  the  lofs  of  our  colonies,  would  deftroy  tvcfjr  ; 
Jiope  of  re-eftabli(hing  our  commerce,  and  of  procuring  to  ihfl 
"Republic  an  inexhauftible  fource  of  real  opulence  and  profperity. 

The  National  Convention  was  for  a  long  time  led  into  an  error 
in  confequence  of  the  prevalence  of  a  fadlitious  and  unfounded 
opinion.  They  retained- an  idea,  that  it  was  poflible  to  difpcnfe 
with  nature  and  juftice  with  refpeft  to  the  freedom  of  the  blacksi 
and  to  fave  our  colonies  by  committing  a  criminal  outrage  againft 
the  rights  of  man. 

Some  legiflators,  deceived  by  the  artifices  of  the  colonial  ariffo- 
Cracy,  were  ignorant  of  the  real  caufes  of  thofe  calamities  which 
defolated  our  colonies  ;  but  the  report  of  the  cbmmiffion  appointed 
to  ihveftigate  the  truth,  which  fo  much  intrigue  had  been  employed 
to  conceal,  could  not  fail  to  open  their  eyes. 

Will  the  protestors,  the  defenders  of  the  emigrant  colonifts,  who 
Tiave  fucceflively  been  demagogues,  royalifts,  and  moderes,  accord- 
ing to  the  different  periods  of  the  revolution,  ftill  be  able  to  interell. 
your  companion,  by  reprefenting  to  you  the  lofs  of  their  fortune, 
and  deftitute  fituationjn  which  they  are  placed  ? 

But  have  not  the  clergy  and  nobility  of  France,  and  aH  the  emi- 
grants in  Europe,  caufe  to  regret  the  lofs  of  the  privileges  on  which 
they  founded  the  flavery  of  the  people  }  And  have  they  not  beei^ 
'tho  authors  of  their  owu  wretqhednefs  <ind  difgrace  ? 
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They  alfo  appeal  to  the  compaffion  of  the  French  people— ^hcy 
tifoftile  themfelves  the  vi£tims  of  a  revolution,  which  has  com* 
pcllcd  them  to  abandon  their  homes,  and  yet  the  conllitution  for 
ercr  intcrdids  all  of  them  from  returning  to  the  country. 

Will  thefc  emigrant  colonifts  fay,  that  they  only  retired  to  the 
United  States  to  avoid  the  horrors  of  war,  and  that  tliey  have  re- 
mained in  a  neutral  country  ?  • 

But  did  not  a  great  number  of  thofe  very  emigrants  from  France, 
who  occafioned  fo  many  raifchiefs  to  the  country,  rcfort  to  a  neu- 
tral country  ?  Why  did  not  thefe  colonitls,  always  rebels  to  the  laws, 
not  take  up  arms  to  defend  them,  as  well  as  the  magiftiates,  who 
were  their  organs?  It  can  now  be  no  longer  doubted,  from  letters 
that  have  been  intercepted,  and  the  official  reports  of  the  agents  of 
the  Republic,  that  Philadelphia  was  the  feat  of  an  Englilh  com- 
mittee, which,  without  doubt,  eluded  the  vigilance  of  the  Ameri- 
can government,  and  of  which  the  colon i its  were  the  agents,  in  the 
fame  manner  as  the  Auftrians  at  Ballc  were  the  more  oltenfible 
agents  of  an  Auftrian  committee. 

Even  fuppofmg  that  the  emigrant  colonics  were  only  fo  cowardly 
tsto  withdraw  themfelves  from  the  evils  of  the  war,  which  they 
provoked  by  their  refiftance  to  the  laws  refp^fting  the  emancipation 
of  the  blacks,  and  that  they  only  fought  an  afylum  in  the  United 
States,  ought  they  not  to  have  taken  the  firll  I'afc  and  honourable 
opportunity  which  prcfented,  in  order  to  return  to  the  French  ter- 
fitories  ?  Yet  in  vain  did  the  miniftersof  the  Republic,  in  Ame- 
rica, invite  them  by  official  intimations,  by  journals,  and  by  pla- 
cards, to  return  to  France,  offering  them  a  free  pafTage  aboard  the 
thips  of  the  Republic.    They  ftill  refufed,  hoping  that  the  triumphs 
^England  and  of  Spain  "would  fpeedily  facilitate  their  return  to 
their  native  foil  again,  polluted  by  llavery,  and  would  enable  them 
to  carry  along  with  them  the  pride  of  dominion,  infolence,  and 
feith.     Men  who  call  themfelves  refugees,  and  viSifris  of  perfc- 
cution,  to  whom  the  Republic  ftretches  out  her  aims  when  fhc 
has  the  right  to  be  fevere,  and  who  rather  chufe  to  keep  at  a  dif- 
taiice  during  that  revolution,  which  calls  for  the  united  efforts  of 
all,  are  not  fuch  in  reality  emigrants  ?    After  this  ftatcment,  is-  it 
poflible,  without  criminality,  to  make  any  diftinSion  between  the 
emigrants  of  France,  and  thofe  of  the  colonies?    Undoubtedly, 
ntizens  legiflators,  you  never  can  be  of  that  opinion,  and  your  juf- 
ticc  will  never  be  difarmed  by  the  arts  of  perfidious  men,  who  now 
l>afely  and  hypocritically  cringe  before  the  triumphs  of  the  Re- 
public. 

Their  property,  juflly  forfeited  to  the  Republic,  will  amount  to 
two  milliards  of  crowns,  when  it  fhall  have  been  reftored  to  its 
proper  value  by  wife  and  difcreet  management.  You  will  thus, 
3y  enforcing  the  jufl  feverity  of  the  laws,  find  a  new  fund  for  the 
^jcpence  of  feveralcampaign^i  which  the  wifdom  and  moderation  of 
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the  people  may  not  be  able  to  avoid,  or,  in  cafe  of  peace,  a  particu. 
Jar  refourcc,  ivhich  will  raife  to  the  higheft  pitch  the  profperity  of  ' 
the  Republic, 

The  execuiive  direftory,  imprefled  with  the  importance  of  theob- 
jcft  which  they  have  now  fuggefted,  propofe  to  the  legiflative  body, 
to  take  their  mcflage  into  the  moft  ferious  confideration,  and  todc-    ; 
clare,   that  the  laws  refpeding  emigrants  fliall  be  fent  and  cxc*    3 
cuted  in  all  the  colonies,  as  well  as  in  France.  |

Mightinejfes  the  States  General^  in  anfwer  to  a  Deputation  fent  t$ 
them  by  their  High  Mightinejfes :  ^ 

"TTTT'ILL  not  a  people,  animated  with  a  defire  of  liberty,  do  every 

^     thing  to  fanSion  that  liberty,  and  to  defend  it  by  all  means   : 
againd  ail  kinds  of  external  and  interna]  violence  ?  Do  not  the   i 
people  of  Friezland  admire  the  triumphs  of  the  French  arms, 
and  of  the  French  convention,  over  their  internal  enemies  ?  But  .; 
has  not  the  epoch   of  this  conventional   power  been  the  moft 
horrible  of  which  hiftory,  in  tracing  the  horrors  that  have  over- 
whelmed the  human  race,  makes  mention  ?  Did  not  that  epoch    . 
eredi  fcafFolds  in  all  parts  of  France  ?  Were  not  the  prifons  filled 
with  innocent  viflims  ?  And  did  not  the  blood  of  the  moft  ardent 
friends  of  liberty  flow  ?  By  how  much  the  Friezland  people  love 
liberty,  by  fo  much  they  deteft  violence,  and  tremble  at  the  hor- 
rors which  always  accompany  unlimited  power. 

Certainly  the  French  convention,  by  the  heroic  courage  of  their 
legions,  and  their  own  concentrated  firmnefs,  have  aftonilhed  all 
Europe.     But  has  not  the  Batavian  nation  in  former  times  done 
the  fame  without  a  convention  ?   Was  it  an  unlimited  national 
affcmbly  that  oppofed  the  proud  and  powerful  Philip  r  Was  it  a 
national  aflembly  that  produced  the  payment  of  a  tribute  to  thefe 
provinces  from  each  quarter  of  the   world  ?   Was  it  a  national 
afTembly  that  immortalized  the  Ruyters,  Tromps,  and  fo  many 
heroes  ?   It  is  not  to  be  denied,  that  the  regime  ot  our  confedera- 
tion ought  to  be  redlified,  and  that,  not  only  for  the  prefent  ftate 
of  affairs,  but  alfo  for  the  future.     If  we  wi(h  to  fix  the  revolu- 
tion upon  a  firm  bafis,  we  (hould  give  power  to  the  executive 
government.     On  this  head,  the  reprefentatives  of  Friezland,  as 
efpecially  charged  with  the  will  of  the  people,  do  not  defire  better 
than  to  concur  with  the  deputation  of  their  High  Mightineffes.

TTHE  executive  direSory,  jealous  of  firmly  fupporting  the  exe- 
^  cution  of  the  laws,  and  of  evincing,  on  all  occafions,  its 
tmfliaken  refolution  to  keep  up  the  republican  fpirit,  and  to  in- 
spire, from  age  to  age,  hatred  againft  royalty,  enads  and  ordains 
as  follows :

The  verbal  procefs  (hall  be  figned  by  all  the-  public  func- 
tionaries, and  the  names  of  the  abfentees  (hall  be  inferted  in  the

V.  The  commanders  of  the  land  and  fea  forces  are  to  adopt 
fuch  meafiires  as  tjiey  (hall  think  moft  proper  to  caufe  that  feftival 
to  be  celebrated  by  the  different  troops  who  arc  under  their  .orders. 

VI.  The  commiflioners  of  the  executive  power  (hall  endeavour 
to  render  this  ceremony  as  folemn  and  impreffive  as  local  circum- 
ftances  will  allow  without  caufing  extraordinary  expences. 

VII.  The  commiflioners  of  the  executive  power  (hall  fend  in^ 
as  foon  as  poilible,  all  the  verbal  proccffes  drawn  up  with  rcfpcfit 
to  this  feftival.

Citizens  Legiflators, 

*TrHE  enemies  of  France  have  fpoken  of  peace,  but  it  was  to 

•*•    relax  our  preparations,  while  they  themfelves  redoubled  their 

-ffffbrts  for  continuing  the  war  ;  they  wi(h  to  weaken  the  courage 

of  our  defenders,  by  lulling  them  with  the  hopes  of  approaching    , 

peace,  which  they  themfelves  do  not  ceafe  to  elude  by  theraoft 

cvafive  forms,  and  the  moft  frivolous  pretexts.     This  perfidy  00 

their  part  is  not  new,  and  the  reports  they  have  afFefted  to'circu- 

-late  on  this  fubjedl,  fince  the  commencement  of  hoftilities,  have 

always  been  feizcd  and  believed  by  the  foreign  faftion  which  thqf 

maintain  among  us.     But  thefe  manoeuvres    have    never  been 

countenanced  by  the  executive  dire6i:ory,  who,  in  offering  peace 

■  to  the  coalefced  powers,  on  conditions  as  moderate  as  are  con-

The  government  already  ac(j[uires  ftrength 
every  day,  and  the  hopes  of  the  enemies  of  the  interior  of  a  dif- 
Hgreement  between  the  legiflative  body  and  the  directory  difappear 
every  day  ;  the  circulation  of  provifions  begins  to  be  re-ellablifhr 
edi  the  young  citizens  are  defirous  of  rejoining  their  colours; 
the  general  activity  contributes  to  fccond  the  falutary  and  decifive 
mealure  of  the  forced  loan  \  the  certainty,  in  ihort,  of  feeing  all 
the  fadious  punifhed,  whether  their  royalifm  be  open  or  conceaU 
ed^ whether  they  dillemble  it  under  the  lad  forms  of  anarchy: 
every  thing,  in  Ihort,  announces,  that  if  we  arc  forced  by^our 
implacable  enemies  to  cover  dill  their  bloody  plains  with  our  fol* 
diers,  it  will  be  to  gain  foon  new  laurels,  to  enjoy  from  hencefor* 
vard  the  unalterable  repofe  that  is  allured  by  the  conftitution, 
fworn  to  by  all  Frenchmen,  and  the  reiurn  of  morality  and  juf- 
tice,  the  love  of  labour  and  oeconomy.  Citizens  legiflators,  you 
are  aware  of  what  renders  the  fervice  fo  painful  in  the  prefent 
fooment,  notwithftanding  the  prodigious  refources  which  are  (lill 
to  be  found  in  the  Republic,  is  the  abfence  of  reprefentative  figns 
of  exchange,  fwallowed  up  by  that  avarice  which  renders  it  im- 
poffible  to  provide  the  neceffary  fupplies  for  the  armies.  Wc 
niuft  devife  fome  fubditute,  and  the  diredory  can  perceive  no 
other  except  that  of  raifing  articles  in  kind,  at  lead  thofe  which 
treat  prefent  mod  neceffary  and  indifpenfable,  fuch  as  horfesfor 
caniages,  and  for  the  ufe  of  cavalry. 

The  principle  caufe  of  the  little  fuccefs  of  the  lad  campaign 
Was  the  deficiency  of  the  means  of  conveyance,  and  the  fupe- 
riority  of  our  enemies'  cavalry.     The  evil  increafed  every  day, 
and  we  are  obliged  to  tell  you,  citizens  legiflators,   that  if  there 
is  not  taken,  in  this  refpei^,  a  meafure  prompt  and  efficacious,  we 
Baud  expe£l  defeats.     The  direilory  requefts  that  you  will  au- 
thorize it  to  raife  the  thirtieth  horfe  in  every  part  of  the  Republic. 
Experience  affures  the  fuccefs  of  this  meafure ;  all  others  will 
only  have  doubtful  confequences,  flow,  and  attended  with  much 
cxpence,  and  the  fending  out  a  prodigious  quantity  of  fpecie* 

The  direSory  had  determined  not  to  make  to  the  legiflative 
body  the  propofition  of  an  extraordinary  levy  of  horfes  till  after 
the  fubje^  had  been  long  confidered,  and  it  fliall  be  feniible  that 
there  exid  no  other  means  of  afluring  the  fervice. 

This  levy  diall  be  made  by  the  adminidrative  bodies.  The 
legiflative  body  may  itfelf  date  the  mode  of  the  execution,  or 
leave  it  to  the  direSory,  who  will  follow  the  mod  ceconomical 
and  the  lead  vexatious  to  the  citizens;  whatever  decifion  you  majr 
make  in  this  refped,  circ^mdances  require  tl)at  t\iis  mealMre  may.

TXTE  have  perufed  the  contents  of  this  letter  of  congratuIatiOA 
^^  and  of  thanks  which  the  general  diet  has  very  humbly  id- 
dreOed  to  us  under  the  date  of  the  ayth  ult.  This  folemn  cx- 
preffion  of  the  moft  lively  gratitude  for  the  extraordinary  facri- 
fices,  and  the  generous  efforts  which  we  have  made,  for  the  ener- 
getic and  perfevering  afliftance  which  we  have  furnifhed,  and  foi 
Our  indefatigable  folicitude  for  the  fafety  and  prefervatiwi  of  the 
country  and  conftitution  of  the  German  empire— the  noble  add 
jpatriotic  expreffion  of  the  fincere  part  which  the  diet  takes  in  Ae 
brilliant  and  ever- memorable  viftorics  which  we  have  obtainedi 
imder  the  protcftion  of  the  Moft  High,  by  our  unconquerable 
firmnefs,  and  the  bravery  of  our  armies,  have  excited  in  ui  the 
moft  agreeable  fentiments.  We  order  you,  in  confequencc,  to 
teftify,  in  our  name,  to  the  general  diet  of  the  empire,  our  fatis- 
faftion  as  fupreme  chief  of  the  Germanic  body. 

The  fate  of  Germany  would  have  been  decided  by  the  lofsof 
the  richeft,  moft  populous,  and  moft  confiderable  provinces,  if 
the  enemy,  full  of  confidence  in  their  projedl  of  fchifm,  tending 
to  favour  the  full  execution  of  their  plan  of  aggrandizement  and 
conqucft,  had  fucceeded  in  ftriking  the  laft  blow  which  they  were 
preparing  again  ft  the  German  empire. 

We  explained  ourfelves  in  a  very  detailed  manner  on  this  fub- 
ie£l,  according  to  the  importance  of  the  obje£l,  in  the  decree  of 
commillion  which  we  fent  to  the  diet  on  the  19th  of  November, 
laft  year  ;  we  join  to  it  the  very  remarkable  proclamation  of  the 
feprefcntative  of  the  French  people,  Merlin  of  Thionville,  to 
th6  inhabitants  of  the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine,  of  which  we  have 
Juft  recdved  information. 

This  proclamation  furnifhes  ^  new  and  irrefragable  proof  rf 
the  formal  and  decided  proje£t  of  the  enemy  to  take  all  the  left 
bank  of  the  Rhine  as  the  boundaries  of  their  conqucfts,  and  to  lay 
as  %  bafis  for^  the  approaching  peace  the  difmemberment  of  that 
part  of  the  body  politic  of  Germany.  The  viftories  gained  by 
ixij  |;ei)erals  fince  the  middle  of  0£lober,  are  fo  much  the  more 

important! 
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ifflportant,  inafmuch  as  they  have  turned  afide  the  mottal  blow 
4iieAed  againft  the  empire  of  Germany  and  the  conftitution.  ^ 

At  the  fame  time  it  refults  from  the  faithful  expofure  of  the 
aflual  ftate  of  the  political  relations  contained  in  the  decree  of  ra- 
tiBatioH)  and  principally  in  the  reply  of  the  committee  of  public 
iiifety,  to  the  firft  overtures  of  peace  made  by  us,  in  our  name^ 
ind  in  that  of  the  empire,  that  it  is  the  decided  expreflion  of  pa** 
triotifm,  harmony,  warlike  valour>  and  pcrfeverance,  that  can 
alone  bring  the  enemy  to  a  juft  and  permanent  peace  ;  and  it  is 
o&Ij  with  arms  in  our  hands  that  we  can  accelerate  the  peace  of 
die  empire,  which  we  fo  ardently  defire. 

However  agreeable  the  folemn  expreflion  of  the  gratitude  and 
eonmtulations  that  have  been  exprefled  to  us  may  be^  we  (hall 
think  it  proper,  neverthelefs,  to  fet  very  ftrifl  limits  to  the  juik. 
confidence  which  we  have  in  the  patriotifm  of  the  ftates  of  the 
empire,  if  in  the  part  which  they  take  on  one  hand,  in  the  gla« 
lioas  vidories  gained,  and  on  the  other,  in  every  thing  that  may 
iffuie  the  prefervation  and  profperity  of  Germany »  we  do  not  re« 
cognize  the  conviction  of  the  indifpenfable  neceility,  and  the  re* 
pewal  of  the  conftitutional  aflurance,  of  co-operating  with,  iha 
gietteft  energy  in  this  fo  important  and  dccifive  moment,  by  tbo 
m«al  union  and  the  moft  vigorous  exercife  of  all  the  mncd 
brce  of  Gemiany,  in  the  defence  and  fupport  of  the  country,  and 
in  the  prefervation  of  its  liberty  and  confiitution :  and  this  foe 
Aepurpofe  of  accelerating  a  peace  which  fliall  not  diflionour  the 
Gennan  name,  and  of  putting  an  end  to  all  the  inevitable  bur-* 
Aens  and  evils  of  a  war  to  which  the  empire  was  forced. 

No  one  can  mifunderftand  the  re&itude  of  our  views  in  tbefil 
lentiments,  which  we  manifeft  with  confidence,  in  our  quality  o£ 
Kipiemehead  of  the  empire,  and  which  you  will  communicate  with- 
3Dt  delay  to  the  counfellors,  ambafladors,  and  minifters  of  the 
{enerai  diet  of  the  empire.

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The  reigning  Duke  of  Brtinfwick  has  fent  a  letter  to  Grant 
de  Weftphalia,  of  Furftcnberg,  the  Imperial  envoy  at  the  circle 
of  the  Lower  Rhine^  dated  December  iiy  of  which  the  follow* 
ing  is  the  fubftance : 

I  have  received  the  honour  of  your's  of  the  26th  ult.  in  which 
you  vsrere  pleafed  to  acquaint  me  writh  his  Imperial  majeftjr'i 
court  decree  of  the  19th  ult.  direded  to  the  diet  aflfembled  at  Ra- 
tifboH)  refpe6ling  an  honourable  peace  for  the  empire.  My  en- 
voy has,  in  the  mean  time,  fent  to  me  the  faid  decrees  of  ratifi- 
cation,  in  which  I  perceive  with  true  veneration,  the  fentiments 
of  his  Imperial  Maj^y,  and  find  myfelf  greatly  moved  by  thofe 
mod  noble  maxfms  contained  therein,  by  which  the  intejgritj 
fuitable  to  the  honour  and  the  true  weal  of  the  empire  can  only  bo 
maintained,  and  its  conliitution  be  inviolably  preferved. 

To  the  m6(l  wife  difpofitions  made  by  his  Imperial  Majeftj, 
the  prudent'  conduct  of  his  generals,  and  the  truly  heroic  valour 
of  his  armies,  the  empire  folely  muft  afcribe  the  falvation  of  foch 
of  its  provinces  as  groaned  under  the  yoke  of  an  enemy  fuperior 
in  numbers,  the  prefervation  and  deliverance  of  the  important 
fortrelTes  of  Mentz  and  Ehrenbreitilein,  and  the  re-conquering 
of  Manheim.  This  meritorious  fervice,  never  to  be  forgotten, 
which  the  fupreme  head  has  lately  rendered  to  the  empire,  ought 
to  infpire  it,  and  all  its  patriotic  inhabitants,  with  the  moft  Kvely 
gratitude ;  and  you  will  lay  me  under  infinite  obligations,  by 
availing  yourfelf  of  an  opportunity  in  reprefenting  to  his  Impe^ 
rial  Majefly,  how  far  my  duty  makes  me  feel  it.  The  moft  W* 
lieficial  confequences,  may,  under  the  aufpices  of  Heaven,  be 
looked  for  from  thefe  fortunate  occurrences,  as  an  honourable  and 
lafling  peace  is  only  to  be  cxpecSed  by  prudential  and  effedual 
meafures  from  an  enemy,  who  indifputably  had  the  weakening 
and  diirolutlon  of  the  empire  in  view.  In  the  firmeft  hope  that 
the  vidorious  arms  of  his  Imperial  Majefty  will  foon  reftorcthe 
empire  and  all  Europe  to  the  enjoyment  of  a  happy  peace.  I 
am,  with  a  repetition  of  my  alFurances,  &c. 

January  17.  Auftria  made  the  propofition,  and  declared 
thereon,  that  taking  a  decided  part  in  regard  to  the  opening  of 
new  ways  and  means  now  fo  much  wanted,  as  the  French  had 
declined  to  liften  to  the  propofals  of  a  juft  and  equitable  peace,  as 
appears  moft  clearly  by  the  Imperial  court  decree  of  ratification 
of  the  19th  of  November,  no  other  means  therefore  feemtobc 
left,  than  to  force  the  enemy  to  accept  the  faid  peace,  with  arms 
in  hand,  agreeabfy  to  the  approbation  of  the  ratification  of  the 
empire,  oi  the  5i2d  of  December,  1794;  namely,  to  keep  pre- 
pared with  the  univerfal  union  and  flrength  of  the  princes  of  the 
empire,  and  by  ufmg  the  proper  means,  zealoufly  and  fpeedilyto 
furnifli  every  requifite  for  the  profecution  of  a  war  forced  upon 

the 
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« 

the  empire,  and  for  the  welfare  of  the  country,  according  to  the 
KMkckifions  of  the  empire  already  pafled. 

In  the  vote  itfelf,  in  which  Auftria  preflTes  hard  for  the  grant- 
ing of  the  lOO  Roman  months,  it  is  principally  entreated,  that 
the  full  complement  of  the  army  of  the  empire  may  appear  in  the 
leM  without  lofs  of  time ;  and  although  his  Imperial  Majefty 
hiii  in  the  courfe  of  this  war,  with  the  greateft  exertion  of  the 
ihrength  of  his  eftates,  contributed  every  thing  in  his  power  for 
the  defence  of  the  German  Empire;  and  has  more  efpecially 
lelbied  it  latterly  from  the  moil  perilous  fltuation  ;  he  is,  never* 
thelefs,  ready  and  willing  boldly  to  perfevere,  and  not  to  lay 
down  his  arms^  until  the  enemy  (hall  be  compelled  to  hearken  to 
jnft  and  equitable  propofals*  His  Majelly  experts,  therefore,  of 
'  fis  co*eftates,  that  they  will  make  every  conllitutional  prepara- 
tion for  the  unavoidable  profecution  of  the  war,  for  the  purpofe 
of  defending,  with  united  ftrength,  and  all  poilible  exertion,  the 
honoor  of  the  German  nation,  and  receiving  due  and  ample 
fittisfif^ion  for  the  manifold  injuries  occaiioned  to  them. 

The  Eledor  of  Saxony  is  not  fpecific  as  to  the  number  of 

Roman  months,   but  declares,   lipon  convidion,  that  the  mod 

powerful  fupport  of  the  cheft  of  operations  of  the  empire  is  the 

ureft  means  for  accelerating  an  acceptahi|if  and  defirable  peace  ; 

ODwhich  account  he  has  never  been  found  backwards  either  in  juftly 

difcharging  his  quotas  of  money  with  pun£luality,  or  in  fulfilling 

cveiy  other  of  his  obligations  for  the  general  defence.     That, 

however,  the  prefeht  want  in  the  cheft  uf  operations  of  the  enw- 

pire  obvioufly  and  principally  proceeds  from  an  increafe  of  ar- 

Rirs  of  feveral  quotas,  and  (hould  it  fo  happen  that  a  number  of 

the  flates  of  the  empire  (hould  either  be  backward  in  making  their 

payments,  or  totally  withhold  them,  a  burthen,  entire  unconlH- 

tutional,  muft  inevitably  fall  upon  the  dates  that  do  pay.     For 

which  reafon,  and  in  confideratioq  of  the  very  confiderable  (hare 

that  fails  to  his  lot,  the  Eledor  ought  to  a£t  on  the  referee,  in 

order  not  to  load  himfelf,  his  country  and  fubjeds,  with  a  burthen 

that  ought  to  be  borne  by  others.     His  EleSoral  Highnef^,  hoW'* 

ever,  convinced  of  the  neceflity  of  raifing,  in  the  prelent  ihuation, 

the  necefiary  means,  as  a  proof  of  his  patriotic  readinefs  in  contri* 

buting  all  in  his  power  to  the  common  weal  of  the  empire,  will 

not  withhold  his  confent  to  the  granting  of  a  conftitutional  num* 

ber  of  Roman  months. 

Magdeburg,  Bremen,  &c.  keep  their  votes  in  referve  ;  the  plu- 
rality of  votes  in  the  Princes'  college  is  for  lOO  Roman  months,  to 
which  the  ducal  envoy  of  Brunfwick,  Gemmingen,  alfo  afTented 
immediately,  on  the  firft  day. 

y^muary  19.  In  the  fitting  of  the  diet  yefterday,  there  were 
fome  more  fufFrages  given  in  the  college  of  Princes*  Balle  voted 
for  ioo  Roman  months,  under  the  refervation,  howeveti  of  in- 
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ability  to  AirnKh  them.  The  Grand  Mafter  of  the  order  of  St 
John,  voted  for  60  months  ;  Saxe  Gotha,  Saxe  Affeoburgi  Wur« 
temburg  and  Montbeillard,  voted  for  50. 

January  21.  On  the  further  cpnfultations  of  the  diet,  00  tk 
propriety  of  granting  the  new  Roman  months,  federal  ftatea^  thofe 
of  Baden  and  Wurtemburg  among  others,  the  latter  of  wUdi 
voted  for  50  Roman  months  only,  urging  the  neceffity  of  endtt- 
vouring  to  make  new  propofals  for  peace.  Wurtemburg  Gt« 
prefles  itfelf  in  the  following  manner :— ^hat  his  Imperial Majeftj^ 
in  confideration  of  the  great  calamity  in  which  the  empire  is  in- 
volved,  and  in  confideration  of  the  fituation  of  afiairs  being  in 
fome  meafure  altered,  will  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  renew  his  en* 
(leavours  with  the  French  Republic^  and  to  prefs  for  a  categoricd 
declaration,  whether  they  ape  inclined  to  give  their  affiftance  io 
bringing  about  an  equitable  and  juft  peace^  or  mean  to  abide  bjf 
the  fentiments  of  the  late  committee  of  f^elfaie  ?  Even  in  Fraact^ 
where  the  prefent  defl:ru£tive  war  is  produAive  of  the  greateft  mi" 
ferles,  the  finances  are  in  a  moft  lamentable  condition ;  that  go- 
vernment is  under  greater  neceffity  than  any  other,  to  ftrei^[thes 
their  conftitution  by  the  olive-branch  of  peace.  Such  modvM 
^ve  reafon  to  expedl  that  the  new  French  government  woirid  oAtf 
im  aiding  hand  to  procure  an  acceptable  peace  much  more  new 
than  before.  Even  the  Eledor  of  Mentx  evinced  an  anient  defis 
for  an  honourable  peace. 

January  23.  On  the  iQth^  the  EkAor  Palatine  of  Bavaria  volrf 
in  the  two  colleges.  He  declared  that  be  could  no  longer  fumift 
money  for  his  territories  on  the  Rhine  t  as  to  his  eftates  in  Bavam 
he  voted  for  50  Roman  months.  On  the  fubjeft  of  peace,  he  re* 
ferred  to  his  former  declarations.  Helfe  DarmOadt  and  Schwarzcn* 
burg  voted  for  100  months. 

The  £Ie£tor  of  Brandenburgh  ftated,  tliat  agreeably  to  hii 
former  declarations,  to  which  he  ftill  adhered^  he  could  take  10 
part  in  the  prefent  deliberations.  Or  in  their  refult. 

February  i.  On  the  a9th  ult.  the  general  aiTembly  of  the  empitf 

unanimoully  refolved,  in  all  the  three  colleges,  to  pay  the  farther 

fum  of  TOO  Roman  months.     In  the  a&  of  opinion  g^  the  empif^ 

fent  to  his  Imperial  Majefly,  it  is  dated — that  as  the  French  go* 

vernment  had  refufed  to  enter  into  negotiations  with  the  GertM9 

empire,  it  was  abfolutely  neceflary  to  carry  into  tSkSt  the  decree 

of  the  empire,  made  on  the  22d  of  December,  1794,  for  the  ex* 

yrefs  purpofe  of  meeting  fuch  an  event,  to  unite  all  their  ftrengthi 

and  put  themfelves  in  both  an  offenfive  and  defenfive  fituation,  fp 

as  to  compel  the  enemy  to  comply  with  the  wiih  of  the  head  of  the 

empire,  and  all  the  dates,  to  conclude  a  peace,  on  the  grouodk 

already  fpccified ;  and  that  for  this  purpofe,  the  eheft  of  the  empiw 

confents  to  pay  100  Roman  months,  the  payment  of  which  to  be 

.dmadein  four  different  terms,  the  iirit  in  four,  and  the  three  ptbcO 

at 
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ittlie  end  of  fix  weeks  fucceflively  ;  and  that  all  the  arrears  are  to 
kdemanded  with  the  greateft  ftri^nefs. 

The  conclufum  of  the  Princes  was  laid  down  as  the  bafis  of  the 
opjoiofl  of  the  empire,  when  granting  the  icx>  Roman  months  by  a 
mjority  of  ^ces.  The  college  of  Cities  in  their  refolutions  had 
BOtnanaed  a  fixed  number,  but  left  this  to  the  majority.  The 
dochy  of  Bremen,  with  the  reft  of  the  Brunfwick  votes,  and 
Lubeck  and  Holftein-Gliickftadt  declared  on  the  29th,  that  they 
bd  not  received  any  inftrudions.  Hclfe  Caflfel  declared  that  it 
could  not  take  part  in  the  confultation  at  all ;  and  Magdeburg, 
Bavaria,  &c.  i;eferred  to  their  former  declarations.

'T^HE  provifionary  reprefentatives  of  Holland,  on  the  7  th,  pub* 
liflied  a  declaration,  of  which  the  following  are  the  articles : 

I.  That  the  primary  aflemblies  ihall  aflcmble  on  the  26th  of 
thii  month  of  January,  throughout  the  whole  Batavian  Republic, 
tocbufe  elcAors  ^LSiAjuppUans. 

'  2.  On  the  next  day,  the  a7th  of  January,  the  eledors  of  each 
ef  the  30  primary  aflemblies  Oiall  meet  at  places  affixed  by  the  re« 
pidentatives  of  each  province,  in  order  to  ele£k  the  reprefentatives 
and  JuptUans  for  the  general  national  afTembly  ;  and  that  on  the 
18th  ot  February  next,  the  general  national  aflembly  fhall  meet 
ime,  at  the  Hague. 

After  this  v^as  publiflied,  the  deputies  from  the  provinces  who 
vereadverfe'to  the  convocation  ot  a  national  convention,  have 
farther  explained  tbemfelves  thereon.  Thole  from  the  provinces 
ofGn>mi4;uen  fent,  on  the  7th  inftant,  a  refolution  to  the  States, 
in  which,  in  approving  jthe  conduct  of  their  deputies,  upon  the 
itibhitions  of  13th  and  3dth  December,  relative  to  the  deliberations 
concerning  the  national  aflembly,  the  reprefentatives  of  this  pro- 
vince declare,  tKat  they  will  convoke  the  primary  aflemblies  on  the 
a6th  January,  and  next  day  they  will  chufe  eleftors,  but  infifting 
^ff,  once  more,  that  all  poflible  condefcenfion  (hould  be  made 
in  order  to  engage  all  the  confederates  to  accede  to  the  national 
aflembly;  upon  which  it  was  rcfolvcd  to  pray  the  deputies  of 
Zealand  and  Friefland  to  ufe  all  their  intereft  with  their  conftitu- 
ents,  to  perfuade  them  to  concur  in  a  national  convention. 

Monday,  the  nth  of  January,  the  deputies  from  the  province 
of  Zealand  gave  in  to  their  High  Mightinefles  the  refolution 
ef  their  conftituents,  in  which  they  confidcr  the  conclufion 
made  on  the  30th  December  for  the  convocation  of  a  national 
convention,  as  irregular  and  abfurd,  judging  that  the  refolution 
«f  that  day,  and  the  regulations  annexed  thereto,  do  not  leave  the 
fcaft  ihadow  of  fovcreignty  to  the  prorinccs,  they  declare  that  the 
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faid  regulations  are  an  impolitic  monder  to  which  they  cannot 
concur ;  and,  after  fcvcral  remarks  in  fupport  of  this  opiniony  thej 
declare — that  they  will  wait  quietly  for  any  thing  which  maj 
happen  ;  and  that,  firm  as  a  rock,  they  will  not  Cutkr  themfelvet 
to  be  ihaken ;  referving  to  thcmfelves  to  take  fuch  meafures  as  they 
may  judge  neceflary  for  the  prefervation  of  the  fovereignty  of  Ta^ 
land,  and  the  independence  of  the  people  of  their  province.  Thofe 
of  the  province  of  OveryiTel  likewife  gave  in  a  refolution,  in  which 
their  conltituents  declare — they  would  accede  to  the  national  aflem- 
biy ;  that  on  the  nth  January  they  had  invited  all  citizens  to  give 
in  their  grievances,  in  cafe  they  had  any,  on  account  of  the  want  of 
unanimity  among  the  confederates,  and  defiringthemfelves  that  every 
means  might  be  employed  to  gain  over  the  confent  of  thofe  provin- 
ces who  oppofc  the  mcafiire.  In  efFed,  we  learn  that  the  province  of 
Friefland  has  declared — that  fhe  would  (hortly  prefer  fome  further 
propofitions  to  their  High  Mightineifes  on  the  propofed  national 
convention.  • 

The  States  General,  on  their  fide,  have  intreated  the  reprefen-  j 
tatives  of  Zealand,  that  as  it  was  underftood  the  reprefentatives  of  ^ 
Friefland  would  fend  deputies  to  fmooth  the  difficulties  which  were  j 
in  the  way  of  a  national  convention,  they  alfo  would  fend  fome  on 
their  fide,  charged  with  a  like  milfion,  and  in  order  to  preveot 
any  prejudicial  confequences,  they  would  accede  to  their  afleai- 
bIy.

f\^  the  25th  inftant,  the  reprefentatives  of  Holland  declared  in 
^^  an  extraordinary  fitting  of  the  States  General,  convened  at 
their  particular  requell, — that  the  reprefentatives  of  Holland,  tired 
of  the  oppofition  to  the  convening  of  a  national  convention  made 
by  fome  provinces,  had  now  refolved,  without  any  further  hefita- 
tion,  to  carry  intoefFedl  the  refolution  of  the  States  General  of  the 
30th  of  December,  on  that  fubjefl: :  that  they  were  determined  to 
wave  any  further  deliberation  on  this  head,  until  the  diffentient 
provinces  Ihould  have  given  in  their  ultimatum,  by  which  it  ought 
cleanly  to  appear,  that  they  would  accede  to  the  faid  meafure,  if  in 
one  or  other  article  their  opinion  vvere  adopted  by  the  States 
General. 

Purfuant  to  this  declaration,  through  the  whole  province  of  . 
Holland,  (Arnftcrdam  alone  excepted,  op  account  of  its  great  J 
population)  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people  in  the  national  con?  1 
vention  are  already  appointed  by  the  eleftors  chofen  by  the  primary 
aflembties. 

Friefland  has  at  laft  declared  to  the  States  General,  that  it  will 
ponfent  to  a  national  convention,  and. convene  the  people  on  the 
8th  of  February,  on  condition,  ifl:.  that  inftcad  of  the  prefent

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mittee  of  confederaqr,  committees  be  appointed  by  the  na- 
tal conventkm  ;  the  one  for  the  dircdion  of  the  finances,  and 
other  for  the  war  department ;  by  which  means  from  thirty -fix 
Mtj-four  thoufand  guilders  would  be  yearly  faved,  and  the  exe* 
wc  government  more  ftrengthened.  adiy.  That  the  convention 
nunediately  nominate  a  committee  for.  foreign  aiBiirs.  And 
',  appoint  an  executive  diredory^  compofed  of  members  of 
»mmittefes  of  finance,  marine,  war,  the  Eaft  and  Weil  India 
B,  and  foreign  afiairs.  Laftly,  in  cafe  the  new  conflitutioii 
Jd  not  be  accomplifhed  within  a  tweh-emonth,  tbefe  oiembers 
elieved  by  others  of  the  fame  committees.

clamation, our  fellow-citizens  thereof,  and  to  teftiiy,  in  the  firft 
place,  our  gratitude  to  the  Supreme  Being,  that  in  the  midft  of  all 
the  difficulties  which  have  weighed  down  this  Republic  fincc  the 
revolution  of  the  month  of  Jan.  1795,  and  which  have  menaced 
even  the  total  lofs  of  its  liberty  and  of  its  independence,  we  behold 
at  laft  the  defired  iifue  of  our  continual  cares,  that  our  political 
liberty  and  independence  have  been  confirmed,  and  that  alio  the 
nation  will  fee  itfelf  perfe£ily  and  really  reprefented  by  an  aflem* 
biy  eleflcd  by  herfelf,  and  which  will  be  in  efFedl  honoured  with 
her  confidence,  a  circumftance  which  never  yet  happened  to  our 
anceftors  ;  for  which  reafon  we  may  with  good  caufe  expeflfrom 
it  fuch  a  plan  of  a  conflitution,  under  the  approbation  of  thewholQ 
people,  as  may  be  proper  to  regulate  and  eftabliih  its  happinefs  on 
a  {table  footing,  and  ihay  alfo  affure  ourfelves  firmly  that  thisaf- 
fcmbly  will  employ  the  power  and  authority  which  have  been 
trufted  to  it,  in  fuch  a  manner  as  may  be  neceflary  for  the  fafcty 
and  well-being  of  our  country ;  by  means  of  which  all  and  cadi 
"will  be  able  to  enjoy  individual  liberty,  under  the  proteSion  of 
the  law,  to  defend  their  own  interefts  in  union  with  the  general 
interefts,  and  to  a(I]fHhe  profperity  of  the  Republic  to  advance  in 
fuch  a  manner  as  that  fhe  may  be  reftored  to  her  ancient  fplcndour, 
and  that  her  importance  abroad  may  be  re-cftablifhed  and  defended 
as  in  former  times. 

We  pray  and  require,  therefore,  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people 
in  the  refpcdlive  provinces,  ihc  country  of  Drenihc  and  Bataviaa 
Brabant,  to  publilh  and  affix  our  prefent  proclamation  in  all 
places  where  it  is  the  cu Horn  to  make  fuch  publication  and  affix- 
ing :  we  order  at  the  fame  time,  all  and  every  one  whom  it  may 
concern,  to  acknowledge  the  faid  national  alFembly  as  fuch,  and 
to  obey  it  according  to  the  aft  paffcd  before ;  and  we  inform  by 
the  prefent,  the  military  as  well  as  others,  that  as' foon  as  tbh 
national  aflembly  ihill  be  folemnly  conftituted,  they  will  pafs  im- 
iriediately  into  the  fervice  of  the  faid  aflembly,  and  will  be  obliged 
to  pay  it  the  fame  obedience  they  have  until  now  owed  us  ;  foraf- 
much as  we  declare,  by  our  prefent  proclamation,  publicly  and 
folemnly,  that  all  authority  which  may  have  belonged  to  our  aflem- 
bly will  then  pafs,  with  our  confent,  into  the  Jiands  of  the  abdve- 
;jaamed  n^itional  aflembly*

n^  speech  of  Piter  Paulus  to  the  Batavian  National  AJpmbly* 

'  Citizens  Reprefcntatives, 

'FHE  day  fo  long  dcfired  appears  then  at  laft,  in  which  a  national 
airembly,  convoked  by  ihc  whole  Butavian  people,  begins  its 
fittings  !     This  grand,  this  glorious  day,  in  which  the  general  in- 
tcrcfts  and  the  dearclt  iniercfts  of  this  fame  people  will  be  difculled 
openly,  and,  as  it  were,  in  its  very  prefencc,  and  will  no  more,  a? 
beretofore,  be  fubjeftcd  to  everlaiting  deliberations  1     This  day 
then  at  laft  appears,  which  the  greateft  of  onr  anccflors  defired,  but 
of  which  they  never  dared  to  hope  the  real  cxiftence,  becaufe  they 
confidered  it  as  the  indubitable  dawn  of  true  liberty  and  .indepen* 
dence,  as  well  exterior  as  interior,  and  confequently  of  fo  great 
happinefs  and  fo  great  national  profperity,  that  it  feemcd  too  grand 
tndtoo  brilliant  ever  to  fall  to  the  lot  of  this  people ;  and  confc* 
^endy  they  confined  themfelvcs  to  the  dcfirc.    We  therefore  have 
advanced  farther  in  the  fpace  of  little  better  than  a  year,  than  our 
ibrefiithers  have  been  able  to  do  in  more  than  two  ages.     We  have 
fsen  the  executive  power  of  this  country  inltituted  in  a  Hmple  and 
DDiform  manner  in  all  its  parts  :  we  have  feen  it  freed  from  the 
obfiacles  and  delays  with  which  its  adminidration  was  formerly 
ihickled  ;  its  diredion  of  the  military  eflablifhment,  together  with 
all  which  necefTarily  depends  on  it,  was  fo  much  divided,  as  to  be 
locapable  of  unity  of  government ;  and  the  admiralty,  with  the  di- 
icdion  of  the  important  poireiTions  belonging  to  the  (late  in  the 
two  Indies,  was  feparated  into  as  many  parts,  often  incoherent, 
as  there  were  ct)Ileges,  chambers,  or  colonics  in  America,  to  fuch 
a  d^ree  that  nothing  good  could  be  expeded  from  it.     We  have 
feen  the  provincial  government  of  the  countries  eftabliflicd  upon  a 
fimple  and  indivifible  footing  ;  the  courts  of  juftice  reformed,  and 
th^  foundations  laid  upon  which  the  fuperllrnclurc  could  after- 
wards be  raifed.     And  after  all  this  was  completed  and  finifhed, 
we  have  feen,  but  not  without  long  deliberations,  the  work  crown- 
ed by  the  appointment  and  eftablifhment  of  a  national  afTembly. 
[  cm  then,  citizens  reprefcntatives,  fmce  you  have  been  pledfcd  to 
oame  me  the  firft  prefident  of  this  afTembly,  fmcerely  congratulate 
jfou  and  the  whole  nation  that  you  reprefcnt,  upon  fo  important  an 
:vent,  which  our  enemies,  internal  and  external,  have  forefeep 
sntb  fear  and  difmay,  to  fuch  a  degree,  that  they  have  negleflcd  no- 
ihinj  to  tiim  us  from  it  \  and  to  make  ufe^  on  the  contrary,  of 
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he  only'means  of  fafety  that  remained  to  us  in  the  ctrcumffailttf 
tve  found  ourfclves^  to  divide  us,  and  thus  to  kindle  in  tfie  roidil 
of  us  a  civil  war,  lyhich  would  inevitably  bring  on  our  total  de« 
ftruaion.     They  have  been  unabki  through  the  dire&ion  of  ta    . 
adorable  Providence,  to  fuccced  in  their  bafe  deflgns,  finceallflur 
provinces  and  our  countries  have  folemnly  confcntcd  to  the  fitdi^ 
of  this  aflembly,  and  thofe  amongft  them  which  were  at  firft  inti- 
midated by  the  novelty  of  the  thing,  and  the  grand  overthrow  it 
would  bring  about  of  the  ancient  government,  have,  notwithftand- 
ing,  finally  acceded  to  it,  either  through  the  conviflion  of  what 
would  neceffarily  have  taken  place,  or  through  deference  to  t^e 
opinion  of  their  allies ;  a  proof  that  although  the  confederates, 
who  in  general  love  their  country,  may  fometimes  differ  as  to  the   ; 
means  of  faving  it,  yet  in  the  end  fee  the  neceffity  of  making  thrif   ^ 
particular  views  give  way  to  the  general  intereus  of  the  peoplct    i 
How  could  it  be  poffible  to  remain  divided,  upon  the  holding  an    i 
aflembly  which  would  unite  in  itfelf  all  the  power  and  all  the    ! 
force  of  which  the  government  of  this  country  was  conftantljr  de-    } 
prived,  and  by  means  of  which  it  was  fo  often  obliged,  at  the  iffoe    j 
of  feveral  diflenfions  between  the  provinces,  and  the  troubles  they 
occafioned  among  the  people,  to  introduce  the  Stadtholderian  go-    ; 
ycrnment,  to  fuccced  one  evil  by  another  ;  and  always  to  return 
to  the  fame  point  from  whence  it  fet  out,  and  at~  which  it  wasfo    • 
much  embarrafled  ?    The  default  of  being  unable  to  conclude  hf 
the  plurality  of  voices,  affairs  of  the  mmoil  importance,' apwcD 
to  the  provincial  as  to  the  general  government  of  the  country,  has 
been  the  caufe  why  the  moft  prefling  objefts  could  not  be  decide?} 
that  things  of  the  greateft  neceffity  for  the  wants  of  the  general  con- 
federation, both  by  fea  and  land,  could  not  be  agreed  upon  ;  that 
nothing  was  efFcflted  in  proper  time ;  and  that  the  Republic,  in 
cafe  of  war,  which  is  often  prevented  by  an  impofing  appearance; 
or  when  it  was  threatened,  always  found  itfelf  attacked  before  the    . 
means  of  defence  were  prepared,  which  could  only  be  put  in  mo- 
tion at  tfie  moft  prelfing  moment  of  danger,  or  even  when  it  was 
too  late :  a  fituation  of  affairs  which  has  produced  to  the  Republic, 
for  more  than  two  ages,  moft  bitter  confequences,  and  to  which 
may  principally  be  attributed  the  dlfadvantageous  treaties  of  peace, 
concluded  in  1074,   1678,   1748,   1783,  and  1785,  without  add- 
ing, that  all  the  aflTemblies  v/here  the  grand  interefts  of  the  people 
fhould  have  been  difculTed  and  terminated,  and  where  the  members 
could  not  vote  individually,  Contained  withih  themfelj/es  the  feeds 
of  their  own  impotence  and  their  own  difTolutibn  ;  and  if,  beiides, 
all  thefe  aflTemblies  are  not  founded  upon  principles  of  population, 
of  power,  or  of  riches,  upon  which  the  afTembly'of  the  States 
General  of  thefe  countr46s,  luft  now  diflTolved,  never  was  founded, 
they  cannot  fail  of  coming  to  nought,  and  muft  give  place  to  other 
di/pofltions  more  analogous  to  the  deftination  of  man/  and  whidi 
J  .        ».  •    •  ^      relt 
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reft  upon  reafon^and  upon  the  true  and  eternal  principles  of  liberty 
and  equality.  The  national  aflfembly,  which  as  prehdent,  1  have 
juft  declared,  in  the  name  of  the  people,  to  be  the  reprefentative 
body  of  the  Batavian  people,  will  have  the  dirc£tion  of  foreign  re* 
lations  ;  of  peace  and  war ;  of  the  conclulion  of  treaties ;  of  the 
forming  alliances  with  foreign  powers ;  of  the  fending  ambalTadors, 
other  minifters  or  agents  abroad  ;  and  alfo  of  all  that  concerns  the 
coin,  the  fea  and  land  forces,  and  their  e(|uipmcnt ;  to  determine^ 
to  require,  and  in  cafe  of  need,  to  caufe  them  to  be  reported.  All 
this,  by  the  plurality  of  voices,  without  the  members  of  thi3  af- 
lembly  being  in  the  lead  fiibjedlcd  to  provincial  refolutions,  in- 
finiAions,  or  revocations,  or  any  other  thing  of  the  fame  nature  ; 
but  ruling  by  individual  vote,  without  the  leaft  confufion,  the 
c6mmon  interefts  of  the  whole  Republic.  And  the  decrees  t)f  this 
aflembly  cannot  be  contradidlcd  by  any  provincial  authority,  nor 
their  execution  delayed. 

Every  member  of  the  adembly  is  a  true  reprefentative  of  the 
whole  Batavian  people,  and  is  to  be  confidertd  by  every  one  as 
having  loft  all  provincial  relations,  fo  much  fo,  that  after  the  com- 
niiflion  for  the  conftitution  (hall  be  named,  the  names  of  the  pro- 
viflces  are  no  more  io  be  pronounced  here  ;  and  it  will  be  confidered 
•s  a  iireSt  infradion  of  the  rule  made  for  this  alFembly,  fincc 
from  this  moment  all  provincial  relations  and  interefts  are  confider- 
ed as  ended,  and  the  intereft  of  the  whole  Batavian  people  is  become 
fcr every  one  the  fupreme  law.     The  obligation,  citizens  repre- 
ftntatives,  which  remains  on  this  aflembly  to  operate  the  true 
happinefs  and  felicity  of  the  people,  becomes  the  more  important 
on  each  of  us,  in  proportion  to  the  facility  and  the  amelioration 
the  means  of  execution  acquire.     There  remains  much  for  us'to 
fb ;  fo  much,  that  we  cannot  expeft  to  attain  the  end,  without 
the  re-union  of  all  the  power,  all  the  zeal,  all  the  afliduity,  and 
all  the  conftancy  imaginable  in  the  daily  afts  and  decrees  of  this 
a^mbly.    Happy  epoch,  when  after  fo  many  ftorms  and  fo  many 
teoipefts,  the  happinefs  and  the  profperity  of  the  nation  will  be 
preferred  to  the  particular  intereft  of  cities,  of  members,  and  of 
provinces :  when  the  dawn  of  unity  and  indivifibility  in  the  go- 
vernment of  the  country  begins  to  appear  !    Happy,  thrice  happy^ 
hat  we  have  been  able  to  attain  it,  without  the  furprifing  revolu- 
ioh  which  ha$  taken  place  in  this  country,  and  in  all  parts  of  the 
povcrnment,  being  fullied  by  thofe  fcenes  of  horror  which  have 
barked,  alas !  thofe  of  other  countries,   and  which  have  been

And  why  fliou 
not,  if  we  wifh  to  do  it  really  with  all  our  power — why  (hoi 
not  go  and  feize  by  force  our  eaftern  colonies,  bafely  given 
William  V.  to  the  Lnglilh,  after  he  had  abandoned  during  th< 
without  the  confent  of  the  States  General  or  the  refpedlive  < 
derates^  his  charges  and  his  dignities  by  a  diihonourable 
from  the  hands  of  the  perfidious  poflTeflbrs  ;  and  (hew  to  Indi 
the  arms  of  the  Batavian  people,  while  they  are  not  under  f< 
influence,  are  as  powerful  as  ever  ?  What  the  marine  of  thi 
has  done  in  nine  months,  ought  to  convince  of  what  it  isca 
iince  in  this  fbort  fpace  77  large  and  fmall  veflTels  have  been 
up  or  put  into  fervice,  all  which  will  be  ready,  unlefs  we  f 
men  or  money,  to  go  to  fea  in  the  fpring ;  a  great  part  of 
has  already  been  at  fea,  and  we  recently  had  the  fatisfadi 
leeing  a  large  divifion  fail  under  the  orders  of  experienced 
manders  :  without  fpeaking  of  the  conftrudlion  of  different 
fhips,  frigates,  &c.  at  different  dock-yards  in  the  country, 
citizens  reprefentatives,  if  the  Batavian  people,  whom  you  : 
fent,  would  unite  all  its  force  to  advance  and  procure  the  na 
happinefs,  glory,  and  profperity,  by  giving  up  all  perfonal 
relt,  all  prejudice,  and  all  fpirit  of  party,  I  dare  aflTure  rayfi 
Ihall  foon  fee  reftored  the  glorious  times  of  Tromp  and  De  R

TJNDERSTANDING  that  ir.uch  induftry  was  ufcd  in  cir- 
^  culating  a  rr port,  and  ilamping  upon  it  the  femblancc  of 
mtfaenticitj,  refpefiing  my  conducl  prior  to  and  during  the 
ficge  of  Manheim»  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  notice  that  report.  I 
am  charged  with  difcovering  a  difporuion  to  accede  to  a  precon- 
certed neutrality  with  refpedl  to  that  fortrcfs,  and  with  having 
afiually  treated  on  the  fubjed  with  the  French  commander. 

I  Oiould  have  adhered  to  my  original  intention  of  treating  this 
calumny  with  contemptuous  filcnce,  did  I  not  feci  it  a  duty  in- 
cumbent upon  me,  to  fet  myfclf  right  in  the  opinion  ot  the 
pnblicy  and  to  prevent  them  from  forming  an  erroneous  judg- 
ment on  the  fubjedl. 

I  do  therefore  moft  *  folemnly  declare,  that  I  never  entertained 
Uemoft  diftant  idea  of  acceding  to  any  fuch  propofitions  as  are 
imputed  to  me,  which,  if  I  had,  would  have  exceeded  my  in- 
ftrodions,  difgraced  the  fervice  in  which  i  was  engaged,  and 
would  have  proved  highly  injurious  to  the  general  intereils  of  the 
Anperial  armies.  The  report  is  an  impudent  fabrication,  circu- 
laled  for  the  gratification  of  private  refentment,  and  calculated 
to  excite  difcontents  in  the  minds  of  the  people.  I  am  no  iefs 
liirprizedat  the  malicious  and  audacious  rumour  of  an  inclination 
OD  our  part  to  facrifice  Mentz,  in  order  to  fecure  Manheim. 
The  event  has  proved,  that  there  was  no  rcafon  to  regret  the  vi- 
|onNis  defence  that  was  made  for  the  prefervation  of  both  thefe 
mititfles,  fo  important  to  the  cencral  interefts  of  the  empire.

Citizens  Legiflators,  ** 

VOUR  refolution  of  the  20th  of  this  month  relative  to  the 
creation  of  **  Territorial  Mandats,"  payable  to  the  bearer,  is 
^of  thofe  grand  and  happy  meafures,  -Ahich  at  the  molt  criti- 
^*1  aeras  of  the  revolution,  have  operated  to  the  welfare  of  the 
Republic.  But  it  would  be  fatal  if  you  did  not  haften  to  make 
^  addition  which  is  indifpenfable,  by  giving  to  thofe  mandats  a 
^•^mpulfive  currency.  Without  fuch  a  law,  the  new  paper  and 
fhe  old  would  both  fall  into  equal  depreciation.  The  ftock- 
[Obbers  would  feize  upon  both,  they  would  plunder  the  nation  of 
^U  djemefnes,  and  the  government  of  its  refources.

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Certainly  when  paper  money  has  but  a  remote,  a  doubtful,  or 
infufficient  fecurity,  nothing  fliort  of  defpotifm  can  force  its  cur- 
rency. Such  would  be  the  cafe,  if  it  were  intended  to  recal  the 
aflignats  to  their  nominal  value,  before  their  mafs  was  reduced  to 
the  amount  of  the  national  property  at  the  difpofal  of  goVeni- 
itient.  But  it  would  be  a  weak  abandonment  of  the  rights  of 
the  people,  to  leave  to  malignity  and  avarice  to  fix  the  value  of  a  ' 
mandat,  which  can  be  immediately  converted  into  real  property, 
^t  the  choice  of  the  bearer,  amongft  the  beft  pdlTeflipns  of  the  Re- 
public. The  citizens  may  be  deceived  as  to  their  real  intereits 
by  the  cruel  manoeuvres  of  ftock-jobbing.  They  have  been  de- 
ceived, and  will  be  fo  ftill,  unlefs  their  reprefentatives  forefccand 
warn  them  of  the  danger. 

Have  you  not  been  compelled  to  pronounce  certain  penalties 
igainft  ihofe  who  refufed  the  republican  money,  though  it  was 
evidently  of  more  value  than  that  which  bore  the  royal  ftamp?  t 
"Why  fhould  you  helitate  to  take  the  fame  part  againft  thofe  who 
may  wifh  to  depreciate  a  paper,  which  has  more  need  of  confi- 
ilencc,  as  it  is  not  divifible  into  fmall  portions,  and  therefore  Icfs 
titled  for  ordinary  tranfaflions  ?  If  you  do  not  take  this  ftep, 
this  paper  muft  fall,  and  with  its  own,  will  infallibly  caufe  the 
ruin  of  the  aflignats. 

It  is  in  your  power,  on  the  contrary,  to  ralfe  the  one  through 
tlie  other,  and  to  breathe  thus  new  life  through  all  the  ramifica- 
tions of  the  body  politic,  robuft  in  itfelf,  but  weakened  and  dried 
vjp  through  the  want  of  circulation. 

There  are  thofe,  however,  who  fcem  to  defcry  in  this  paper 
the  annihilation  of  the  aflignats.  This  is  an  error  to  which 
ftock-jobbers  will  labour  to  give  credit,  as  wifliing  to  monopoliw 
this  reprefentalive  fign,  and  to  pofTefs  themfclves  of  the  public 
fortune.  But  it  is  evident,  that,  on  the  contrary,  flock-jobbing 
will  find  its  death  in  the  conipulfive  circulation  of  this  paper,  and 
that  in  twenty-four  hours  the  government  will  triple  the  value  of 
aflignats. 

The  aflignat  is  now  at  the  three  hundredth  part  of  its  nominal 
value.  When  the  mandats  fliall  be  at  par  with  money,  the 
aflignats  are  to  be  exchanged  at  every  office  in  the  Republic  for 
the  hundredth  part  of  their  nominal  rate.  Thus  is  their  value 
tripled.  In  a  word,  the  aflignats  thus  exchanged  are  to  be 
burned,  until  there  fliall  be  no  more  than  three  milliards  in  cir* 
culation.  The  circulation  will  then  be  brought  back  to  its  ufual 
courfe,  and  the  paper  to  its  natural  proportion  to  the  land  which 
it  reprefents.  The  mandat  being  on  a  par  with  money,  and  the 
relation  of  the  aflignats  with  the  former  being  prefcribed  by  the 
laws,  flock-jobbing  can  no  longer  maintain  its  ground.  It  dies; 
and  France  is  delivered  from  a  fcourge  more  horrible  than  all  Afi 
inflictions  of  her  combined  enemies ! 
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This  proportion  of  one  to  an  hundred  between  the  mandat  and 
file  aflignat  appears  to  be  more  fuitable  for  the  prefent.  It  ac- 
cords with  the  meafures  which  have  been  taken  for  raifing  the 
f(Mted  loan.  It  leaves  to  the  nation  the  rcfources  which  mav  be 
neceflary  for  its  occafions,^  until  the  fyllem  of  contribution  (hall 
be  fettled,  and  the  receipts  collefled  regularly.  In  proportion 
atthecircuUting  mafs  of  allignats  fhall  be  diminifhed  by  burn- 
ing thofe  which  are  exchanged^  the  relative  value  of  one  hundred 
ferone  may  be  gradually  ameliorated  until  the  equilibrium  (hall 
Ic  reftored  without  any  fhock  between  the  remaining  aflignats 
and  the  demefnes  which  form  their  fecurity. 

But  it  is  neceflary  for  thi^  purpofe,  that  fevere  penalties  (hall 
Ik  decreed  againil  thofe  wlio  attempt  to  make  the  fmalleft  altera- 
tion ia  the  relative  value  of  republican  money.  Thofc  who  ex- 
change mandats  againft  money  otherwife  than  at  par,  mud  be 
ligorouily  punifhed.  It  was  by  relaxing  from  this  eifential  point 
that  aflignats  have  fallen  into  their  preient  flatc  of  depreciation, 
and  that  it  is  impoffible  to  raife  them  fuddcnly  to  their  primitive 
value,  without  pafling  beyond  the  value  of  the  fecurity,  and  ilrip- 
pbg  the  nation  of  its  lafl  refource. 

It  is  folely  from  your  firmncfs  and  fidelity  in  the  adoption  and 
oecution  of  the(e  meafures,  that  France  can  be  faved  and  rcvivi- 
iicd,  and  that  (he  can  arife  free,  glorious,  and  happy,  after  all 
the  fiormjs  of  the  revolution. 

We  invite  you,  therefore,  citizens  legiflators,  to  give  this  mef« 
Eigeah  immediate  confideration.

Proclamation  of  the  Executive  DlreHory  of  the  French  Republic. 

Frenchmen, 
VOUR  legiflators  have  jufl  created  a  new  fpecics  of  money, 
*  founded  at  once  upon  juftice  and  the-  neceflity  of  providing 
tor  the  immenfe  wants  of  the  ftate  ;  they  have  conciliated  the  in- 
tereft  of  the  Republic  with  the  iniereft  of  individuals,  or  rather 
it  is  in  this  private  interefl  even  that  they  have  found  new  and 
abundant  refources  for  the  government ;  and  fuch  will  be  ai- 
rways the  calculations  of  a  true  and  only  policy.  In  (hort, 
after  To  terrible  a  war,  after  fo  many  violent  fhocks,  the  na- 
tion is,  all  at  once,  lifted  by  the  creation  of  territorial  mandats 
to  the  fame  ilate  of  fortune  and  of  means  which  flie  pofTefTed  in 
the  firft  period  of  the  revolution.  To  render  thefe  means 
fruitful — to  recover  the  fame  degree  of  opulence  and  fplen- 
dour,  we  mufl  only  have  the  fame  latitude  of  confidence  in  the 
rcprefentatives  of  the  nation — the  fame  obedience  to  the  laws— 
the  feme  fraternal  union  between  citizens. 

Your  fate,  O  Frenchmen  I  is  then  entirely  in  your  hands  \  let 
the  law  relative  to  territorial  mandats  be  faithfully  obferved,  and 
Prance  will  come  out  from  the  revolution  happy  and  triumphant; 
if  the  law  be  defpifed,  a  profound  abyfs  will  be  immediately  dug 
Under  all  our  feet. 
.  The  territorial  mandats  have  a  precious  advantage  which  the 
^ffignats  had  not — it  was  the  want  of  it  that  occafioned  their  de- 
preciation.— This  advantage  is  the  faculty  attached  to  the  mandat 
of  loping  realized  in  a  moment,  without  hindrance,  obftacle,  or 
fak,  by  the  immediate  and  inconteftable  transfer  of  the  national 
domain,  upon  which  the  bearer  of  mandats  may  have  fixed  his 

choice 
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courage  and  pnidence  In  the  conduS  of  it,  we  may  procure  ati 
honourable  peace,  firmly  eftablifh  our  freedom,  and  maintain  the  in- 
depei^dence  of  the  ftate,  and  the  glory  of  our  anceftors.  Ournavy^ 
under  Divine  Providence,  is  the  natural  and  only  means"  to  fet 
bounds  to  the  immeafurable  infolence  of  the  Britifh  miniftry,  anf 
to  defend  our  country  againfl  their  treacherous  condud  and  cruel 
treatment.  To  this  obje6l  the  endeavours  of  the  beft  patriots 
have  been  uniformly  direfted  fince  the  time  whcii  our  heavy 
chains  were  broken  by  the  affiftance  of  our  French  brethren, 
fmce  the  day  when  the  Stadtholder  left  the  Batavian  ihores,  the 
day  when  we  began  to  breathe  a  freer  air,  and  were  at  liberty  to 
exert  ourfelves  for  the  improvement  of  the  fources  of  our  prof- 
perity,  our  trade,  our  fiflieries,  our  navigation,  our  colonies, 
and  our  manufaftures.  By  their  navy,  fellow  citizens,  did  our 
anceftors  become  great.  The  Batavian  flag  was  known,  feared, 
and  honoured  in  each  of  the  four  quarters  of  the  world.  Under 
our  late  government  it  was  infulted,  and  became  the  ridicule  rf 
rations.  It  is  therefore  our  firft  duty  to  reftore  our  marine. 
The  zeal  of  the  committee  of  marine  has  done  much,  where 
nothing  fcarcely  had  before  been  done.  Its  exertions  were  in- 
ceiFant.  But  in  the  prefent  ftate  of  our  navy,  all  hands  fecmto 
have  loft  the  habits,  and  all  hearts  the  inclination  ncceffary  for 
the  fervice,  The  Batavian  youth  are  no  longer  accuftomed  to  the 
labours  requifite  on  board  the  armed  fleets  of  their  country.  1$ 
our  nation  then  lefs  brave,  lefs  indignant  againft  its  enemies;  or 
do  we  lefs  love  our  native  land  than  in  the  time  of  a  Ruyter  or  a 
Tromp  ? — No,  fellow  citizens,  no  ;  far  from  us  be  ftich  a 
thought !  We  rely  with  confidence  on  your  patriotifm,  and  can- 
not doubt  but  you  will  a£l  with  vigour  in  the  prefent  critical 
fitiiation  of  our  country  ;  for  why  ftiould  we  conceal  that  fuch  is 
our  fituaticn,  when  to  make  it  known  muft  procure  the  remedy! 
Our  fliips,  which  arc  very  numerous,  and  more  than  fiifficient 
to  fecure  iis  a  fuperiority  in  our  feas,  and  to  cut  off  from  the 
enemy  all  fupplies  of  provifions  and  ftores  from  the  north,  and 
thus  compel  thcin  to  peace — our  fhips  are  in  want  of  men.  The 
recruitings  proceed  with  lancijuor,  and  the  meafures  hitherto 
taken  have  had  little  cffed.  Nor  fhould  this  excite  our  wonder:, 
they  were  of  a  partial  nature,  and  not  in  confequence  of  the  ex- 
prelfion  of  the  will  of  the  alfembly,  reprefenlative  gf  the  whole 
Batavian  Republic.  This  will  is  now  made  known  :  fupported 
by  you  it  ftiall  deliver  our  country.  Let  the  people  be  called  to- 
gether in  ail  the  tovv^ns  and  villages  of  the  Netherlands.  Let 
the  example  of  Hacrlem  be  propofed  to  them  ;  that  town  fo 
zealous  for  liberty,  that  it  has  already  raifed  two  hundred  young 
men  for  the  navy.  Let  all  the  conftituted  authorities  reinind 
the  Batavian  youth,  that  their  country  looks  up  to  them  for  her 

defence  j  they  will  not  be  deaf  to  her  call.     The  time  of  op- 
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{mffion  is  paR.  The  fleet  of  the  Republic  is  under  the  conuntnS 
of  true  patriots,  who  do  not  confider  their  comrades  as  flaves^ 
bnt  as  fellow  citizens. — ^The  attention  of  the  reprefentatives  of 
the  people  will  be  continually  direded  to  provide  for  the  wants 
of  the  mariner,  and  they  will  confider  the  rewarding  of  heroifm 
snd  faithful  fervice,  as  themoft  pleafmgpart  of  their  great  labours. 
Let,  therefore,  fathers  exhort  their  fons  ;  flfters,  their  brothers ; 
and  the  people  in  general,  the  youth  of  the  country,  to  ads  of 
heroifm,  and  to  engage  in  the  naval  fervice,  to  maintain  the 
honour  of  the  Batavian  flag,  and  defend  their  native  land.  When 
they  (hall  thus  nobly  have  fulfilled  their  duty,  they  will  find  their 
sward  in  our  tender  care  for  them  and  their  relatives,  in  the  ap- 
probation of  every  noble  mind,  and  the  congratulations  and  gra- 
titude of  all  their  countrymen.

Ihops,  &c.     They  are  defirous  of  plunder. 

JT hey  are>  in  a  word,  defirous  to  re-ered  fcafFolds,  and  to  bathe 
u  formerly  in  your  blood,  gorging  themfelves  with  your  riches 
ttd  the  fmalleft  produce  of  your  labours.  The  foreigner  who 
)Niy8  them  knows  very  well  that  the  prefent  government  being 
once  defiroyed,  the  multitude  wearied  at  length  with  various 
Stations,  which  muft  tend  to  augment  their  fuiFerings,  will 
brow  themfelves  into  the  arms  of  a  king.  The  miferable  agi- 
ttors,  whom  he  makes  his  inftruments,  mufl  themfelves  defire 
his,  to  place  their  plunders  under  the  fafeguard  of  an  authority 
rtich  would  be  their  work,  and  to  fecure  the  means  of  commit- 
ing  frefh  one^  with  impunity,  by  iharing  in  all  employments.

haftening,  by  new  trials,  a  glorious  and  durable  peace,  which 
is  the  conflant  obje£l  of  the  views  of  the  diredlory,  and  the  aim 
of  all  its  labours.     To  thefe  odious  manoeuvres  they  add  atro- 
cious  calumnies,  to  deprive  the  government  of  the  force  it  needs; 
they  even  afTert  that  the  executive  directory  has  done  nothing  to- 
wards the  confolidation  of  the  Republic.    Well-intentioned  men! 
go  back  to  the  moment  of  the  inAallation  of  the  dire£lory,  and 
•judge  whether  in  a  few  months  it  could  have  done  more.    La  ■ 
Vendee  has  been  difarmed,  and  its  chiefs  either  killed  or  taken. 
The  revolt  in  Tlndre  and  Ic  Cher  was  extinguifhed  at  the  very 
moment  when  it  broke  out ;  and  the  war  againft  the  Chouansis 
carried  on  with  aftivity  and  fuccefs.     The  armies  which  were 
in  a  complete  ftate  of  diflblution  are  now  re-organized,  and  arc 
in  a  condition  to  cope  with  the  enemy,  and  to  fix  viftory  on  the 
ftandard   of    liberty.       Severe   meafures   againft   the   refraflory 
prieds  and  the  emigrants  have  been  called  for,  and  thofe  which 
exifted  have  been  executed  with  vigour.     Adminiftrators,  whofi 
patriotifm  wasfufpedlcvl,  have  been  replaced  by  energetic  republi- 
cans; and,  finally,  fubHftencies  have  been  procured,  and  their 
circulation,    which  was   impeded   on   all   fides,    re-eftabliihed. 
Thefe  emiflaries  of  foreigners  dare  to  add,  that  the  dire£iory  docs 
not  chcrifh  the  patriots,  but  abandons  them  to  profecution.    Cer- 
tainly it  does  not  ceafe  to  cherifh  them  ;  it  has  not  defifted,  and 
will  not  defift  to  fupport  and  defend  the  patriots,  and  will  never 
fuffer  the  errors  into  which  they  may  have  been  led,  by  an  ardent 
xeal  for  liberty,  to  be  confounded  with  guilt.     It  has  an  affec- 
tionate regard  for  thofe  pure  and  fincere  patriots,  who  unite  wif- 
dom  to  the  ardour  of  a  burning  civifm  ;  who,  impatient  of  every 
yoke  but  that  of  the  laws,  are  equally,  averfe  to  the  eftablifhment 
pf  their  own  nomination.     It  will  always  know  how  to  diftin- 
guifh  thefe  from  the  difguifed  parti zans  of  royalifm,  from  the 
brigands  who  ufurp  the  glorious  title  of  patriots,  merely  to  dlf- 
honour  it.     The  dire£i:ory  is  the  warmeft  friend  of  the  patriots; 
and  are  not  the  fate  of  the  patriots  and  that  of  the  direftory  in- 
timately connefted  ?  Are  not  their  deftinies  common  ?  Citizens, 
and  you  generous  defenders  of  the  country,  inftruAed  by  a  long 
experience,  you  have  repul fed,    with  contempt,  thefe  dafttrdly 
and  atrocious  mifcreants.     You  are  not  ignorant,  brave  warriors, 
that  if  the  government  is  dcftroyed,  the  Republic  is  loft,    Yott 
will  know  how  to  preferve,  by  the  wifdom  and  energy  of  yoor 
condufl,    a  liberty  fecured  by  your  triumphs.     You,    citizens, 

who  live  by  the  fruit  of  your  labours,  will  not  forget  the  mag- 
nificent 
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nificent  promifes  which  the  tyrants,  covered  with  a  cloak  of  po- 
pularity,  have  fo  often  made  to  you,  and  which  have  never  had 
any  other  refult  than  their  own  fortune,  and  the  public  mifery. 
You  will  conftantly  perceive  that  a  regular  government,  folidly 
eftablifbed,  can  alone  fecure  good  order  and  tranquillity,  which 
on  their  fide  can  alone  procure  the  rcfources  neceflary  for  the 
fuppoit  of  your  families.  You  who  are  apprchenfive  for  your 
property,  judge  what  you  have  to  expeft  from  the  fyftemtiow  on 
root,  if  inftead  of  rallying  round  the  republican  conftitution,  you 
favour  by  your  negle£t  the  diiFolution  of  the  government.  As  to 
OS,  faithful  to  our  duty,  we  will  maintain  the  Republic  and  the 
conftitution  with  an  unfhakcn  firmnefs  ;  we  will  caufe  public 
Order  to  be  refpefted ;  we  will  keep  a  watch  on  thofe  who  at- 
tempted to  difturb  it,  and  will  reprefs  them  with  all  the  force  of 
the  laws,  the  execution  of  which  is  confided  tons.  Incapable 
of  being  the  accomplices  or  the  initruments  of  any  fa6lion,  we 
will  return  with  honour  to  the  private  life  which  awaits  us,  or 
will  perifh  with  glory  at  the  poft  to  which  we  have  been  called.

Man^ifto  againji  Great  Britain^  by  the  National  AJJembly  reprejentivg 

the  Batavian  Nation. 

^HE  Batavian  nation,  once  more  unjuftly  atttacked  by  the 
kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  hasjuft  taken  up  arms.  This  na- 
tion, fo  often  ill  treated,  oppreflfed,  trod  upon,  and  pillaged,  un- 
der the  maflc  of  friendship,  now  animated  and  excited  by  liberty, 
tndat  length  breathing  for  the  firll  time  after  fo  long  an  interval, 
lefutnes  the  primitive  energy  of  its  brave  and  valorous  charadler, 
courageoufly  rears  its  head,  and  will  no  longer  fuffcr  its  profpe*' 
rity  to  be  undermined  by  envious  neighbours.  It  will  no  longer 
allow  itfelf  to  be  dragged  in  the  dufl ;  and  it  will  ceafe  to  be  the 
fport  of  the  infamous  and  ambitious  miniflers  of  England,  who, 
kythe  dazzle  of  piratical  treafures,  blind  the  Englifli  nation, 
which  fancies  itfelf  to  be  free,  with  refpeft  to  the  terrible  cala- 
mities they  have  brought  on  Europe,  and  on  the  whole  of  the 
kutnan  race.  The  Batavian  people  will  defend  their  rights  and 
their  independence  ;  they  will  fave  their  country  from  the  ruia 
Ify  which  it  is  threatened. 

^  Will  Europe  (lill  doubt,  that  the  Batavian  Republic  has  not 
rightfully  drawn  the  fword  from  the  (heath,  when  (he  is  con* 
ftrained  to  a  juft  defence  ?  Will  Europe  ftill  doubt  that  the  Bata- 
vian Republic  has  been  led  to  the  very  brink  of  utter  deftrudlion, 
)>y  the  difaftrous  policy  of  the  fame  miniftry  ?  Will  Europe 
ftil!  doubt  that  the  regenerated  Batavian  Republic  will  not,  with 
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the  help  of  its  illuftrious  ally,  vigoroufly  repel  the  ftfrogant  dod^ 
nation  of  the  Englifli  cabinet,  and  will  not  confolidate  the  liberty 
fo  dearly  and  periloufly  acquired,  at  the  fexpence  even  of  all  by 
which  (he  is  interefted  i 

When  England  attempted,  by  the  force  of  arms,  to  fubjugite 
her  American  colonies,  which  (he  had  driven  to  a  juft  tnfurreo 
tion,  and  when  the  fcourge  of  war  extended  to  other  cmpirai 
the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces  were  careful  to  ob- 
ferve  a  (lri£l  neutrality  ;  they  did  not  fufFer  Dutch  veflels  to 
tranfport  any  other  commodities  to  America,  thofe  excepted 
•which  were  declared  free  by  the  exprefs  terms  of  treaties.  The 
moft  efficacious  precautions  were  carefully  taken  to  prevent  war- 
like (lores  frotn  being  conveyed  to  the  American  colonies,  as  well 
as  to  prevent  any  fraudulent  commerce  from  being  carried  oa 
with  them  ;  precautions,which  did  not  a  little  (hackle  and  injure 
our  own  commerce  to  the  Weft  Indies. 

It  availed  the  Republic,  however,  but  little,  to  obferve  the 
conditions  of  treaties  with  exadnefs,  as  to  what  was.  by  them 
prohibited  ;  the  Engli(h  minifters  confulting  merely  their  tem- 
porary convenience,  went  fo  far  as  to  difpute  what  thefc  very 
treaties  allowed ;  they  would  not  fuflFer  the  Republic  to  cnjof 
thofe  very  advantages  of  treaty  which  England  herfelf  had  eo« 
joyed  in  a  fimilar  cafe  ;  but  violating  the  rights  of  nations,  tbey- 
condemned  the  cargoes  as  prizes  to  the  crown,  and  employed 
the  materials  in  the  royal  arfenals ;  other  ve(rels  were  forfeited 
by  the  arbitrary  fentences  of  partial  courts  of  juftice.  The  pri- 
vateers and  armed  (hips  of  England,  feeing  that  their  piracies 
were  legalized,  multiplied  their  depredations,  and  the  merchant 
veffels  of  Holland  daily  became  the  viSims  of  their  brutalities. 
Finally,  the  atrocities  of  the  Britifh  minifters  were  carried  to 
fuch  a  point,  that  they  no  longer  refpeded  the  flag  of  the  StateSi 
but  carried  a  convoy  of  Dutch  veflTels  into  the  ports  of  Englandi 
declaring  (hips  richly  laden  to  be  lawful  prizes,  and  violating,  as 
well  in  Europe  as  elfewhere,  our  neutral  territory.  The  only 
mode  which  could  be  adopted  to  put  a  ftop  to  thefe  unprece- 
dented injuftices,  without,  however,  breaking  with  the  kingdom 
of  Great  Britain,  was  employed  by  their  High  MightineflTes.— 
This  mode  confifted  in  joining  with  all  poflible  fpeed  the  alliance 
of  the  three  northern  powers,  concerted  by  the  Emprefs  of  Ruf* 
fia,  and  deftined  to  protedi,  by  the  force  of  arms,  the  rights  of 
the  neutral  nations,  each  of  them  more  or  lefs  violated  by  Eng- 
land. 

Their  High  MightineflTes,  we  fay,  would  have  acceded  to  this 
(peaty,  had  not  an  obftacle  been  thrown  in  the  way  by  the  perfi- 
dious machinations  of  the  Englifh  cabinet.  This  was  the  figna' 
which  led  England  to  break  every  tie,  to  diflaribute  letters  of 
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marque  for  making  reprlfals  on  the  inhabitants  of  the  RepubKc 
tfid  their  poflefSons,  and  to  declare  open  war  againft  the  United 
States.  A  minidry  to  which  all  means  were  alike,  could  not 
want  pretexts  for  that  purpole.  It  was  not  at  the  fame  time  dif- 
ficult for  their  High  MightinelTes  to  demonilrate  the  frivolity  of 
all  thefe  pretended  grievances  ;  but  what  purpofe  could  this  an- 
fver  with  a  rapacious,  obilinate,  and  unjult  miniflry»  which 
vas  defirous  to  revenge  on  a  peaceable  ally  the  lofs  of  the  Bniiih 
colonies,  and  to  appeafe,  for  a  time  at  leall,  by  the  booty  ob- 
tained by  an  unforefeen  attack,  the  murmurs  of  the  Englilb  na- 
don  ? 

It  was  foon  after  learned,  that  the  fquadrons  and  armed  veHets 
of  England  captured,  by  virtue  of  orders  already  furniihed,  the 
Dutch  veflfels  they  fell  in  with  beyond  feas,  without  ihc  fmalitft 
fufpicion  on  our  fide,  and  againd  the  faith  of  treaties.  We 
learned  the  cruel  manner  in  which  the  ifland  of  St.  Lultatia  was 
devaftated,'  by  feizing  on  the  polTcilions  of  the  merchants,  which^ 
when coIle£led,  formed treafures;  while  ricftly  laden  vclfels  return- 
ing from  the  ocean,  were  furprifed  unawares,  n  the  channel  by 
fjaoail  velfels,  which  readily  made  them  their  prey.  By  fuch  vile 
means,  unworthy  of  a  generous  nation,  did  the  Britifh  minifterft 
di(honour  the  flag  of  their  king ;  for  can  it  be  confidered  in  any 
Other  point  of  view,  than  that  of  ading,  under  the  royal  flag,  tho 
part  of  pirates  ? 

The  Batavian  Republic  was  at  length,  after  fo  many  lofle&, 
forced  to  provide  for  her  defence,  to  maintain  her  rights  and  in- 
dependence by  the  dint  of  arms,  and  to  proted  her  commerce  and 
ber  poffeflions.  Ah !  if  flie  could  then  have  combated  under  the 
bamniers  of  liberty,  how  would  the  Englifb  miniftry  have  re« 
pented  of  its  raihnefs  and  perfidy !  But  the  Englifli  cabinet  knetr 
•II  its  influence  in  this  country.  It  was  aware  that  it  could  fuc- 
ceed  in  ihackling  within  the  Republic  the  preparations  of  war: 
it  was  certain  of  finding  in  Holland  partizans  who  would  con- 
trive  to  put  into  its  poifeilion  our  Ihips  of  war,  and  who  would  find 
the  means  to  prevent  the  difplay  of  all  our  Arength.  The  event 
foon  proved  that  the  Englifh  minifters  were  not  miftaken.  They 
mocked  our  feeble  efforts,  which,  even  before  they  were  carried 
into  effedt,  were  paralized  in  their  outfet  by  the  adherents  they 
had  in  this  country.  Thefe  adherents  fupplied  them  with  intcU 
ligence  of  all  that  was  concerting  here.  Supported  by  the  Stadt-* 
holderian  influence,  they  even  contrived  to  render  nugatory  the 
orders  given  by  their  High  Might ineflfes  for  the  jundion  of  the 
Batavian  fquadron  with  the  French  fleet.  It  was  eafy  for  the 
Englifh  miniAry,  after  fuch  treafons,  to  obtain  fucceffes  in  that 
war^  And  this  is  what  they  call  glory  !  But  when  a  particular 
occafion  prefented  itCelf — when  a  fleet  belonging  to  the  States  ac« 
cideatally  met  with  an  opportunity  to  difplay  its  courage  and  its 
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valoufy  the  Batavian  tnarinersy  althougR  novices  in  fightingi 
proved  that  they  had  not  degenerated  from  the  bravery  of  their 
anceftors.  They  drove  the  Englifh  fleet,  covered  with  confufioa 
and  (hame,  into  its  ow^n  port,  without  having  loft  one  of  the  mcr* 
chant  veflels  they  had  under  convoy. 

A  war  carried  on  in  fuch  a  way  neccflarily  terminated  in  a 
treaty  of  peace  burthenfome  to  the  States.  Inftead  of  being  in- 
demnified for  the  incalculable  lofles  they  had  fuftained  in  theii^ 
commerce,  they  confidered  themfeives  as  fortunate  to  be  enabled 
by  the  fpeedy  afliftance  of  the  French  forces,  which  checked  the 
Englifh  in  the  two  Indies,  to  fave  a  part  of  their  pofleffions; 
while  they  found  themfeives  obliged  to  yield  to  the  enemy  the 
important  faftory  of  Negapatnam  on  the  coaft  of  Coromandel ; 
and  to  allow  to  Britifli  veflels  the  free  navigation  of  the  coafls  of 
the  Molucca  Iflands,  notwithflanding  it  might  have  been  forefeen 
that  the  navigation  of  the  Englifli  in  thofe  feas  would  tend  to 
nothing  lefs  than  the  complete  deflrudion  of  our  trade  in  the 
Eaft  Indies. 

We  fliall  not  enter  into  details  concerning  what  pafled  in  the 
fequel,  when  the  Batavian  nation,  feeing  how  much  its  interefts 
were  confl:antly  every  where  facrificed  to  thofe  of  its  ancient  rivals 
even  by  the  perfons  appointed  to  defend  its  rights,  meditated  a 
fundamental  regeneration  in  the  form  of  the  government.  Wc 
fliall  not  retrace  how  England,  knowing  that  the  limitation  of  the 
fcandalous  ufurpation  of  power  and  influence,  on  the  part  of  the 
Stadtholder,  would  alfo  diminifti  its  influence  in  this  Republic. 
How,  we  fay,  the  Britifli  miniftry,  far  from  interceding  for  the 
Batavian  nation,  or  coming  to  its  fuccour,  when  legions  of  foreign 
troops  feized  on  thefe  countries,  committing  the  moft  atrocious 
diforders,  pillages,  and  violences,  confidered,  on  the  contrary,  this 
devaftation  and  this  opprefllon  with  a  malignant  fatisfaftion  ;  and 
concurred,  when  the  mifchief  was  completed,  in  guaranteeing,  in 
a  folemn  manner,  the  fyftem  of  a  tyranny  which  refulted  from  it. 

When  the  French  nation,  wearied  with  the  infupportable  ty- 
ranny of  kings,  fliook  off*  its  yoke,  and  forme^  itfelf  into  an  inde- 
pendent Republic,  the  Britifli  minifters  thought  that  they  could 
not  have  a  better  opportunity  to  difmember  a  part  of  that  fine 
empire.  They  accordingly  united  in  the  treaty  concluded  at  Pil- 
nitz,  on  the  27th  of  Augufl,  1791,  by  the  princes  of  Germany. 
The  French  Republic,  well  knowing  that  that  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces of  the  Netherlands  would  be  confl:rained  by  England  to 
take  a  part  in  this  plot  againfl:  its  liberty,  declared  war  againft  the 
Britifli  minifters,  as  well  .as  againft  their  fubjeft  William  V. 
Stadtholder  of  the  Seven  United  Provinces,  and  his  partizans. — 
It  is  thus  that  the  Batavian  nation  was  once  more  drawn  againft 
its  will  into  this  bloody  war  by  its  dependence  on  thofe  fame  mi- 
nifters; its  treafureswere  laviflied,  and  its  arfenals  nearly  emptJfed, 
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to  aid  the  extravagant jplans  of  Pitt  and  his  cabal.  Auxiliary 
Englifh  troops  i^^ere  lent  to  this  Republic,  and  when  a  defeat^ 
fuftained  near  the  Meufe  by  a  part  of  the  French  army,  had  pro* 
cured  a  momentary  advantage,  the  army  of  the  States  was  forced 
to  pafs  the  limits  of  our  frontiers,  and  thofe  of  France,  and  to 
wage  an  tofFenfive  war  on  the  French  territory.  Soon,  however, 
the  vi&orious  French  repulfed  their  enemies  on  all  fides,  and  from 
day  to  day  the  armies  of  England  and  the  States  retrograded  to- 
wards our  frontiers.  The  Republic  found  itfelf  on  the  brink  of 
its  ruin,  fmce  appearances  pointed  out  that  the  theatre  of  war 
,. would  be  removed  to  the  very  heart  of  its  provinces,  and  ill  the 
country  inundated.  Never  were  the  States  in  fo  critical  a  pofition 
fince  the  war  with  Spain ;  but  this  danger  brought  about  their 
deliverance ;  Providence  defeated  the  perfidious  plans  of  its  ene- 
mies, who  were  defirojs  rather  that  the  Republic  (hould  be  de- 
ftroycd  than  that  it  Ihould  be  free.  When  the  froft  permitted  the 
croffing  of  the  rivers,  the  valorous  French  troops  drove  before 
them  the  Englifli  bands  with  fo  much  fpeed,  that  the  latter  had 
not  time  to  eflFeft  their  infernal  deflgn  ;  they  fled,  but  their  road 
Was  traced  by  fire  and  pillage.  It  was  nothing  but  their  fpeedy 
and  precipitate  retreat  that  preferved  the  Republic  from  a  total 
dcvaftation.  We  foon  witnelFed  the  extraordinary  fpeftacle  which 
the  citizens  prefentcd  on  all  fides,  holding  out  their  arms  to  their 
conquerors  as  to  their  only  deliverers.  We  faw  the  allied  troops 
lack  and  plunder,  and  thofe  who  were  called  our  enemies  refpe£t 
public  and  private  properties. 

It  was  thus  that  the  Netherlands  were  delivered  from  their 
jnoft  dangerous  enemies.  The  Stadtholder  abandoned,  in  a  daf- 
tardly  way,  his  country  and  his  friends,  and  fought  an  afylum  at 
the  court  of  the  King  of  England.  The  ftandard  of  liberty  was 
planted  in  all  places,  while  the  French  Republic  declared  the  Ba- 
tavian  nation  free,  and  re-eftabliOied  it  in  its  primitive  rights. 

The  Britifli  minifters,  enraged  at  feeing  this  Republic  ftill  exift 
without  being  in  their  hands,  attempted  at  lead  to  deftroy  it  ano- 
ther way,  by  totally  undermining  its  extenfive  commerce.  Up- 
wards of  one  hundred  (hips,  the  greater  part  richly  laden,  which 
either  through  foul  winds,  or  as  a  meafure  of  precaution,  had 
fought  fhelter  in  Britifli  ports,  as  well  as  feveral  Dutch  fhips  of 
war,  were  laid  under  embargo,  as  if  to  prevent  them  from  falling 
into  the  hands  of  the  French.  Their  High  Mightinefles,  it  ig 
true,  fent  commiffioners  to  London  to  claim  them,  demonft rating 
by  the  moft  folld  proofs,  that  the  Batavian  Republic  was  no  longer 
under  the  dominion  of  France  fince  the  folemn  declaration  of  its 
independence,  and  that  England  ought  to  conduft  itfelf  towards 
the  Batavian  nation,  as  towards  a  free  people ;  they  added,  that 
the  Dutch  merchants  would  not  rifque  the'  entry  of  their  veflels 
j^to  the  ports  of  the  Republici  if  it  was  for  no  other  purpofe 
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than  to  furrender  them  to  the  French,,  The  Britifh  minifteri 
hzi,  however,  already  made  up  their  minds  to  appropriate  this 
booty  to  themfelves ;  and,  to  augment  it,  they  difleminated  on  tU 
fides  falfe  nnnours  touching  the  Atuation  of  affairs  in  this  country, 
to  the  end  that  they  might,  in  the  fame  way,  allure  into  their 
ports  the  merchant  veflels  belonging  to  the  Republic,  which  were 
ftill  at  fea.     They  have  fince  entirely  violated  the  rights  of  na- 
tions ;  and  all  the  Dutch  veffels,  to  which  his  Majefty  the  King 
of  Great  Britain  had  granted  his  high  proteSion,  were,  in  vio- 
lation of  the  treaty  of  Breda,  perfidioufly  declared  lawful  captures.' 
But  what  puts  the  feal  to  the  afts  of  hoftility  and  bad  faith 
•which  the  prefent  Britifli  minifters  have  exercifed  againft  this  Re- 
public, is  the  treacherous  mode  in  which  they  have  endeavoured  to 
make  themfelves  matters  of  her  colonics*     For  this  purpofc  they 
fent  letters,  figned  by  the  Prince  of  Orange,  and  dated  at  Kew, 
the  7th  of  February,  1795,  to  feveral  of  the  colonies  of  the  Re- 
public of  the  Netherlands  in  the  Eaft  Indies,  and  to  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope*     In  thefe  letters,  this  perfidious  and  ci-devant  mi-, 
nifter  and  commander  in  chief  of  thefe  States,  after  having  abaiN 
doned  all    his   pofts,    ordered,  on  his  individual  authority,  Ao 
refpeftive  governors  to  put  the  colonies  of  the  States  under  the 
proteftion  of  the  Britifli  arms  ;  that  is  to  fay,  in  the  artful  and 
cuftomary  language  of  the  Englifli  miniftry,  to  furrender  them  to 
England.     Notwithftanding  this  felonious  ftratagem  has  failed  in- 
the  greater  part  of  the  colonies,  through  the  fidelity  of  their  g^ 
vernors,  it  was  impoflible  to  prevent  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope 
from  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  Englifti;  and  feveral  important 
poffeffions  of  thefe  States,  in  the  Eaft  Indies,  haVe  -fliared  the 
fame  fate- 
While  all  this  was  taking  place,  the  Britifli  miniftry  conceived 
the  plan  of  attacking  alfo  by  land  this  free  Republic,  and  of  dn- 
ploying  for  that  purpofe  thofe  foldiers,  who,  being  more  attached 
to  the  Prince  of  Orange  than  to  their  country,  emigrated  on  the 
flattering  promifes  of  England. — Thefe  fugitives  were  not  only 
well  received  in  the  States  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  in  Germanyi 
but  were  even  kept  in  the  pay  of  England  ;  and  if  the  defcrtion 
of  the  greater  part  of  the  army  of  the  Republic  could  have  bcett 
brought  about,  there  is  no  doubt  but  they  would  have  been  led

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i&jr,  I79S>  between  the  two  free  Republics  of  France  and  Hol- 
uuL  That  treaty  of  mutual  defence  by  which  the  independent 
iativian  nation^  fupported  by  a  powerful  neighbour,  and  un- 
baken  by  the  influence  of  a  foreign  minider,  will  be  put  in  a  con- 
itioD  ta  employ  for  the  future  its  forces  againfl  its  aggreilbrs,  and 
f  paying  them  in  their  own  coin^  has  alfo  been  cemented* 

His  Majefty,  the  King  of  Great  Britain^  after  fo  many  hofti- 
itics  have  been  excrcifed,  was  at  length  plcafed  to  proclaim,  oa 
be  i9th  of  September,  1795,  by  his  council  of  ftate»  a  manifcfto 
f  war  againfl  this  Republic,  hut  in  whrch  no  ground  of  com* 
bint  was  alledged.  Jhlis  Majcfty,  it  is  true,  fays  in  this  mani- 
sfioy  <<  that  for  fome  time  divers  a£ls  of  outrage,  contrary  to  the 
onourof  his  Majefty's  crown,  and  of  the  legitimate  rights  of 
isfubjeds,  had  been  committed  in  the  United  Provinces,  and 
lat  the  (hips  of  war  which  failed  from  the  ports  of  the  United 
'rovinces,  had  received  orders  to  take  and  fink  all  Britifh  velfels/* 
lieads  contrary  to  the  honour  of  his  Majefly*s  crown  which 
ave  been  committed  in  the  Netherlands,  are  the  ads  of  his  Ma* 
%'s  own  troops,  and  the  Englifh  nation  will,  undoubtedly, 
XHKr  or  later,  punifh  their  authors ;  and  with  refped  to  the 
tders  given  to  the  fhips  of  war  of  the  Republic,  to  repel  violence 
|r  violence,  has  not  the  « independent  Republic,  fo  cruelly  treated, 
right  of  refiftance  ?  his  Majefly  had  forgotten  that  the  Nether- 
indf  were  no  longer  under  the  Stadtholderian  yoke,  and  that  his 
(ajefty's  minifters  had  loft  for  ever,  as  we  truil,  for  the  fafety 
F  the  country,  all  influence  over  the  independent  Batavian  Re* 
abltc. 

It  is  therefore  with  a  perfeft  confidence  in  that  love  of  the 
Xintryy  in  that  energy,  and  in  that  courage  with  which  liberty 
Me  ean  infpire  a  nation,  for  a  long  tia>e  infulted  and  oppreifed, 
lat  the  independent  Batavian  nation  folemnly  declares  in  the  face 
F  Europe,  through  the  organ  of  its  legitimate  reprefentatives, 
lat^  obliged  to  defend  itfelf  againft  the  a£ls  of  perfidy  and  vio- 
acc  of  the  neighbouring  kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  it  will  repel 
rtry  ad  of  aggreflion  on  its  liberty,  its  independence,  its  rights, 
od  its  legitimate  poffeffions ;  and  that  it  will  put  in  execution  all 
i^ble  means  to  receive  fatisfaciion  and  indemnity  for  the  incal- 
blable  lofTes  it  has  fuflained  through  a  perfidious  ally: — in  the 
nn  hope  that  Divine  Providence,  who  has  fo  miraculoufly  pre- 
>Ted  this  country  from  a  total  ruin,  will  blefs  its  arms,  and  will 
t  allow  violence  and  oppreflion  ever  to  fix  their  fatal  abode  on 
^  free  territory..

T^EFENDERS  of  the  country,  the  moment  approaches  wtcn

in  the  hope  alone  that  it  would  lead  to  an  honourable  peace ;  but 
the  feas  of  blood  which  have  flowed  have  not  yet  fatiated  the  rage ' 
df  your  enemies.  They  unqueftionably  imagine,  that  we  are 
about  to  abandon  the  frfiits  of  our  victories,  at  the  very  moment 
when  fuccefs  is  ready  to  crown  them.  They  imagine  that  we  are 
about  to  demand  of  them  as  cowards  a  peace  which  we  have 
offered  them  as  generous  enemies.  Let  them  conceive  thefc  un- 
worthy expeflations:  we  will  not  be  furprifed  ;  they  have  never 
ciombated  for  liberty — but  what  they  cannot  be  ignorant  of,  it, 
that  the  brave  armies  with  which  they  wifli  again  to  try  their 
Arfength,  are  the  fame  by  which  ithey  have  been  fo  often  fubducd. 
No  ;  thtey  have  not  forgotten  the  prodigies  of  French  valour;

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Letter  from  Monfieur  to  Mr.  Mounter  • 

Sir, 

l^HEN  you  exprefled  fome  hefitation  to  inform  me  in  a  free 
and  open  manner,  what,  in  your  opinion,  would  be  moft 
nducive  to  reftore  order  in  France,  you  apparently  did  not  re* 
lle&  the  claims  you  poflefs  to  my  confidence  and  efteem.  In 
IS  refped,  my  memory  is  more  fortunate  than  your's ;  I  (hall 
ver  forget  your  condud  with  the  King,  my  brother,  on  the  5th 
Odober,  1789.  Although  charged  by  the  aflembly  over 
lich  you  preiided  at  that  time,  with  a  commiffion  contrary  to 
i  duties  of  a  faithful  fubje^  ;  I  fball  never  forget,  that  if 
itorous  counlels  had  ^  not  prevailed  over  the  advice  you  repeat* 
ly  gave  the  King,  he  would  have  left  Verfailles,  and  by  fo  do* 
{might  perhaps  have  prevented  the  crimes  and  misfortunes 
Hch  have  (ince  deluged  France.  The  remembrance  of  a  day 
difaftrous  in  itfelf,  but  fo  honourable  for  you,  has  determined 
i  to  give  you  a  particular  proof  of  my  efteem  by  acquainting 
u  with  my  fentmients  without  the  leaft  reftraint.  My  letter 
ly  alfo  be  of  public  utility.  As  you  fincerely  dedre  the  reftora* 
D  of  monarchy,  what  \  am  going  to  obferve  may  dire&  your 
fonal  efforts  for  that  purpofe. 

Vou  are  perfe&ly  right  in  the  diflin^ion  you  make  between 
tne  and  error.  Whilft  the  former  loudly  demands  the  hatred  of 
iuft  men,  and  the  fevereft'animadverfion  of  the  laws,  the  latter 
erves  rather  pity  than  indignation.  This  was  always  my  opt-* 
Dj  and  I  (ball  readily  rife  and  embrace  him  who,  undained  by 
'  crime,  but  led  affray  either  by  ignorance,  weaknefs,  or  even 
fialfe  ideas,  will  acknowledge  and  adjure  his  errors.  Thefe 
timents  animate  not  only  myfelf,  but  alfo  my  brother  and  my 
oie  family.  The  monfters,  who  have  mifled  the  people  of 
UAce  by  deceitful  promifes  of  happinefs,  in  order  to  tyrannize 
r  them,  and  enrich  themfelves  with  their  fpoils,  are  well  ac- 
linted  with  our  fentiments.  But  as  they  alfo  know,  that  the  ^ 
y  moment  when  thefe  fentiments  (hould  be  publicly  known^ 
edifice  of  their  grandeur  would  crumble  into  duft,  they  en« 
votir,  by  all  kind  of  artifices  and  calumnies  to  fupprefs  them* 
t  this  obflacle  (hall  be  overcome  by  dint  of  perfeverance  and 
Brage :  and,  in  fpite  of  them,  the  Fi'ench  people  (hall  know 
t  we  love  them,  and  we  wi(h  for  nothing  but  their  happinefs  ; 
I  that  this  has  been  the  conflant  aim  of  all  our  exertions. 
They  will  all  perceive  that  the  emigrants,  who  have  been  fo 
ich  calumniated,  have  left  their  country  lefs  from  an  intention 
not  fubmitting  to  laws  contrary  to  their  duty  and  honour,  than 
feek  againft  thofe  laws  which  France  now  abhors  as  well  z% 
Y  do,  a  fupport  they  cannot  find  in  their  own  country,  where 

ctmvcaJi^ 
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criminals  have  rendered  thcmfelves  mafters  of  the  whole  public 
force.     AiFured  of  my  own  femiments,  as  well  gs  thofe  of  all'Aiy 
family,  France  (hall  alfo  be  convinced  o^my  juftice  ;  and,  if^ny 
feeling  of  private  revenge   fhoiild  mingle  with  the  general  clefire 
of  reftoring  order,  I  will  know  how  to  check  it,  and  make  ufe 
of  the  royal  authority  depofited  with  me,  to  hold  an  equal  balance 
over  all  the  fubjefts  of  the  King.     But  it  is  in  my  own  heart,  and 
the  law  of  God,  I  find  thefe  fentiments  ;  this'propenfity  to  par-* 
don  and  excufe.     They  are  by  no  means  dicElated  by  a  wearinefs 
of  my  fituation,  and  an  impatience  to  get  rid  of  any  expence*  }/ly 
duty  as  well  as  my  honour  interdi£l  me  to  leflen  the  authority  of 
the  King,  wliich  I  am  entiufted  with. 

I  have  nothing  in  view  but  the  re-eftablifliing  the  Roman 
Catholic  religion,  and  the  reftoration  of  our  ancient  genuine  con* 
ftitution.  1  am  far  from  confounding,  like  the  tr«icherous 
calumniators  of  my  country,  that  conftitution  with  the  abufes  crept 
into  the  adminiftration.  It  was  the  conftant  wi(h  of  the  King» 
my  brother,  to  do  away  thefe  abufes ;  it  (hall  always  be  my  urifll 
likewife  :  and  if  I  (hould  not  obtain,  from  the  mercy  of  God,  the 
happinefs  of  reftoring  to  the  King,  my  nephew,  when  he  has4itT 
tained  his  full  age,  his  w4iole  authority  unimpaired,  and  his  go- 
vernment freed  of  every  abufc,  he  (hall  at  leaft  have  imbibed  fion 
me  fuch  principles  as  will  render  it  an  eafy  tafk  for  him  to  conh 
plete  the  work  which  I  have  begun.  But  I  repeat  it  once  inorCf 
It  is  a  reform  only  I  wiQi  for;  and  I  (hall  never  lay  a  daring  hand 
on  our  conftitution.  On  this  fubjed):,  I  know  of  no  expedieot 
compatible  with  my  honciir  and  the  welfare  of  the  ftate.  My 
maxim  is — tolerance  with  refpedl  to  pcrfons  ;  but  intcJerancy  as 
to  principles. 

As  a  natural  confequence  of  this  maxim,  I  (hall  readily  forgive 
paft  opinions,  but  clofely  watch  prefeat  principles.  I  think  jdfei 
that  it  is  but  juftice  to  admit  to  the  honour  of  re-eftabli(hing  th« 
throne,  thofe  only  whom  the  unfullied  purity  of  their  principles 
condemns  to  repentance  ;  but  I  will  not,  if  I  may  be  allowed  the 
expreffion,  cure  the  patient,  and  leave  witliin  him  the  feeds  of 
another  ficknefs  more  dangerous  than  the  former.  This  muft  be 
the  neceflary  refult  of  an  amalgamation  of  the  royalifts  with  indi- 
viduals, who,  after  the  reftoration  of  France,  would  (till  cherift 
a  defire  of  cauling  their  erroneous  opinions  to  prevail,  and  thuj 
expofe  us  to  the  fame  convulfions  from  which  we  had  fcarce  rcf- 
Cued  our  country. 

I  know  full  well  that  men  are  not  to  account  for  the  opinions  tbey 
entertain  in  their  own  mind,  but  to  God  alone :  and  1  do  not  pxetcnd 
to  encroach  on  his  prerogatives.  But  they  are  obliged  to  render  an 
accotmt  of  all  fuch  opinions  as  they  publifh  or  declare.  Henry  IV. 
pardoned  the  chiefs  of  the  league,  but  exterminated  the  league 
itfelf;  and  thofe  chiefs,  from  the  Duke  of  Mayence  down  to  the 

laft 
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lift  of  them,  became  zealous  roValifts.  Charles  II.  employed 
Monk>  but  Monk  reftored  him  his  crowiii  fuch  as  it  had  been 
wom  by  his  father,  before  the  long  parliament.  Thofe  true 
fojraiifts  alone,  who  either  have  been  always  fuch,  or  fincereljT 
ftbjured  their  errors,  are  alone  worthy  to  co-operate  at  the  relloni*' 
tion  of  monarchy,  bccaufc  they  alone  can  fincerely  endeavour  to 
re-eftaWifh  it  on  a  folid  bafis.  Thofo  who  ftiirperfift  in  their 
errors,  may  perliaps  yet  repent ;  but  when  the  ground-work  k 
falfilled,  the  time  for  indulgence  will  be  gone.

Wid  that  in  confequence  of  this  convention,  the  enemy  would  in- 
ftantly  take  poflefHon  of  thefe  countries ;  it  is  neceflary  to  declare 
formally  that  this  report  is  puerile  and  abfurd,  and  ought  to  b^ 
Confidered  as  a  calumny,  infemuch  as  the  Imperial  Court  never 
dad  an.  idea,  during  the  whole  of  the  prefent  war,  of  entering  Into 
a  negotiation  for  peace  with  the  French,  much  lefs  through  the 
medium  of  Count  Carletti.

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iKne  Providence  that  he  may  deigQ  to  fortify  and  encourage  yosr 
Majefty,  that  you  may  be  enabled,  in  thefe  times  of  calamity,  to 
fupport  the  burthen  of  the  crown  of  your  anceftors.  The  misfor- 
tunes  and  adverfities  that  have  inceflantly  preffed  upon  you  fince 
your  departure  from  France,  have  been  intimately  felt  by  eveqr 
one.  But  to  thefe  misfortunes  there  will  be  an  end.  Confide  then  in 
the  ipfinite  mercy  of  the  Almighty ;  he  alone  will  decide  between 
you  and  the  French  people,  whether  they  ought  to  be  republicans, 
Or  whether  they  fhall  be  fubjeft  to  a  King. 

His  willy  which  fhall  be  freely  niade  known  in  the  new  na^ 
tlonal  organization,  fhall  undoubtedly  decide  upon  that  heroic  fa- 
crifice  which  is  worthy  to  be  made  by  a  foul  like  your's,  in  favour 
bf  the  repofe  of  the  human  kind.

T  HAVE  been  informed  that  at  the  time  of  the  attack  of  Saint- 
-■■  Jacques,  a  number  of  your  fokilers  carried  their  barbarity  10 
far  as  to  cut  in  pieces  with  their  fwords  wounded  French  foldiers, 
who  were  incapable  of  defending  themfelves.     If  in  combats 
aflaflination  be  lawful^  the  troops  1  have  the  honour  to  command 
will  never  imitate  this  example  :  as  generous  as  brave,  the  French, 
foldiery  will  never  forget  that  in  the  field  of  battle,   when  each 
one  has  done  his  duty,   humanity,  and  even  good  offices,  ought  to 
regain  their  afcendancy.     I  could  not  at  firft  give  credit  to  the 
recital  of  fuch  horrors  ;  but  the  proofs  are  fo  greatly  multiplied, 
that  I  can  no  longer  doubt  them,  neither  can  I  preferve  a  filcncc 
on  a  condufl:  which  would  be  attended  by  the  moft  difaftrous 
confequences,  if  the  law  of  retaliation  were  to  be  enforced, 

I  give  you,  General,  too  much  credit  to  believe  that  if  thefc 
fafls  had  come  to  your  knowledge  they  would  have  remained  un- 
punifhed.  For  my  part,  I  declare  to  you  that  I  (hall  deliver  tJp 
to  the  moft  rigorous  punifliment,  every  foldier  who  fhall  degrade 

I  himfcv 
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fcimfelf  to  fuch  a  degree  as  not  to  hold  out  a  fuecouring  hand  to 
the  enemy  he  may  have  fubdued;  and  it  mud  already  have  come 
to  your  knowledge,  that  we  have  treated  in  this  way  the  wounded 
and  prifoner  whom  the  ciiance  of  war  has  placed  in  our  hands.

Majejiy. 
Sire, 

THE  royallfts  of  La  Vendee  are  about  to  lay  their  fcntifflentt^ 
their  wifhes,  and  their  hopes,  at  the  feet  of  the  greateft  and 
moft  generous  of  Sovereigns.  For  thefe  three  years  paft  we  have 
^ot  ceafed  to  con^bat  for  the  re-eftabli(hment  of  the  throne  and 
of  the  altar.  Whilft  France,  either  the  viftim  or  accomplice  of 
the  tyrants,  by^hich  (he  is  governed,  threatens,  fince  that  periixl, 
as  well  with  her  principles  as  her  arms,  all  the  dates  leagued 
againft  her,  a  handful  of  Frenchmen,  faithful  to  their  God  and 
their  King,  brave  all  dangers,  furmount  all  obftacles,  in  order  to 
reftore  happinefs  to  their  country,  and  tranquillity  to  £urq)e. 
Sometimes  conquered,  and  oftener  conquerors,  our  defeats,  ai  well 
as  our  viftories,  have  coft  the  armies  of  the-  convention  more 
than  three  hundred  thoufand  men  ;  but  unfortunately  fuch  an  im* 
portant  diverfion,  in  favour  of  the  combined  powers,  has  hitherto 
ierved  only  to  exhauft  our  means,  and  to  weaken  us,  infieadof 
procuring  us  the  afliftance  which  we  had  a  right  to  expert,  as  well 
from  found  policy,  as  from  the  promifes  of  thofe  who  were  allies 
of  the  caufe  which  we  df  fend.  At  lad  we  learn  that  the  white 
ilag  is  floating  on  the  coafts  of  Brittany.  The  emigrants,  thob 
honourable  vidlims,  to  whom  your  Majefty  had  given  fo  generoDi 
a  reception  in  your  dates,  have  at  lad  been  redored  to  tbdr 
country,  preceded  by  the  wifties  of  thofe  who  in  France  remained 
attached  to  royalty. '  They  undoubtedly  will  foon  fee  their  arms 
triumph,  as  well  as  the  caufe  for  which  they  combat.  Already 
does  the  repentance  of  one  part  of  the  French,  and  the  ardour  of 
others,  which  has  hitherto  been  reprefTed,  urge  immenfe  multi- 
tudes to  advance  tp  moist  them.  In  every  quarter  the  utmoft  dif- 
content  prevails  \  the  royalifts  of  La  Vendee  have  alfo  refumed 
the  arms  which  they  had  for  a  moment  been  induced  to  lay  down, 
in  confequence  of  a  formal  prpmife  that  efforts  fhould  be  fpeedily 
made  for  the  re-eflabljfhmerit  of  royalty. 

Not  only  deceived  in  our  expedlations,  but  threatened  in  the 
perfons  of  our  chiefs,  fome  of  whom  have  been  bafely  mafTacred, 
others  arreded,  in  violation  of  treaties,  our  battalions  are  again 
aflfembledj  and  feveral  viflpries  have  already  fignalized  the  new 
campaign  which  we  haye  recently  opened.  It  is  thus  then,  Sire, 
with  thofe  arms  in  our  hands,  which  are  dedined  to  combat  the 
enemies  of  kings,  that  we  prefent  ourfelves  before  your  Majefty> 
and  that  we  folicit  you  to  unite  your  armies  to  ours,  to  concur  in 
the  re-eftablifhmeni  of  our  lawful  Sovereign  on  the  throne  of  his 
ancedors. — Long,  too  long,  has  the  blood  of  Engfand  and  of 
France  been  flowing  ;  the  two  nations  feel  the  nccefllity  of  a  juft 
and  honourable  peace  \  but  fuch  a  peace  can  only  be  procured 

from 
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from  a  monarchy.  Did  an  opportunity  more  precious  to  votir 
"  Majefty's,  heart  ever  occur  ?  Did  one  ever  «xitt  more  glorious 
than  that  which  now  prefents  itfelf,  for  concurring  in  the  re-efta- 
Wifhment  of  a  king  upon  the  throne  of  Firance  ?  No :  fuch  a 
ittft  could  only  offer  itfelf  to  the  fovercign  of  a  great  and  power- 
fill  nation;  for  him  w?s  referred  the  immortal  glory  of  twic^ 
affifting  the  Bourbons  to  re-conqi:er  their  crown, — Following  the 
example,  then,  of  the  great  Elizabeth,  you  will  fend,  Sire,  your 
brave  and  generous  foldiers  to  join  our  manial  bands.

I  WAS  far  from  expefling  that  it  (hould  have  been  my  lot  to 
fend  you  a  detail  of  the  events  which  took  place  on  the  fatal 
day  that  brought  me  hither,  and  to  have  a  fevere  examination  in- 
ilttuted  on  the  condu£):  of  the  falfe  and  daftardly  traitor  who  has 
nuned  our  caufe.  M.  de  Fuifaye  having  ordered  me.  to  take  a 
pofitiony  in  which  I  was  to  wait  his  orders,  took  the  (ingular  pre- 
OJutton  of  haftening  to  a  (hip,  which  he  fecured  for  his  retreat, 
aod  thus  abandoned  to  their  hard  deftiny  a  multitude  of  viAims 
whom  h,e  iacrificed. 


/ 
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The  garrifon  of  the  fort  having  been  forcedi  and  the  left  wiaj 
of  the  divifion  been  already  turned,  tlie  only  refource  that  k-  ; 
mained  was  precipitately  to  re-embark,  which  wa$  nearly  Rft-| 
dered  imprafticable  by  the  proximity  of  .the  enemy*  The  rep- 
ments  of  Hervilly  and  of  Drefney  abandoned  or  maflacred  thdrj 
officers.  The  greater  part  of  the  foldiers  judging  fo  bad  apou- 
tion  defperate,  difperfed  into  the  country.  I  found  myfelf  hem- 
iTied  in  by  the  rock  at  the  extremity  of  the  ifland,  with  two  or 
three  hundred  gentlemen,  and  a  few  of  the  men  who  ftill  remain- 
ed faithful  to  us,  who  were  left  unprovided  with  cartridges,  none 
having  been  furniftied,  but  to  the  guards  of  the  fort,  notwith. 
flanding  repeated  requefts  on  my  part ;  no  doubt  but  M.  Puifayc 
had  his  own  reafons  to  juftify  this  conduft,  which,  we  hope,  be 
will  conaefcend  to  explain, 

A  number  of  veflels  that  ftill  remained  on  the  coaft,  might 
have  afforded  me  the  difgraceful  retreat  which  M.  de  Puifaye  lb 
vigilantly  feized  ;  but  the  dereliftion  of  my  companions  in  anus 
would  have  been  far  more  fhocking  to  me  than  the  lot  which 
awaits  me,  (I  believe,  to-morrow  morning).  I  am  bold  to  fay^ 
I  deferved  a  better  ;  and  this  you  will  acknowledge,  together 
with  all  thofe  who  know  me,  if  chance  will  ever  permit  any  •{ 
the  tompanions  of  my  misfortimes  to  reveal  to  the  world  the  myf- 
teries  of  this  fatal,  this  unexampled  day. 

The  confternation  of  an  undifciplined  and  diforderly  body  of 
men,  defertcd  by  their  commander,  in  whom  explicit  confidence 
had  been  placed,  rendered  it  impollible  from  his  ftupid  '  fecurity, 
to  take  thofe  mcafnres  for  the  general  fafety,  which  he  fo  provi- 
dently fecured  for  himfelf. 

Thus  bereft  of  every  refonrcc,  I  agreed  to  a  capitulation,  in 
order  to  fave  what  could  not  efcape,  and  the  general  cry  of  th^ 
army  gave  me  to  undcrftand,  that  every  emigrant  would  be  made 
prifoner  and  fpared,  like  the  others,  but  that  I  alone  would  be 
excepted. 

Many  will  fay,  what  could  he  do  r  fonie  will  anfwer,  he  ought 
to  have  died.  Doubtleft  I  (hall  die  ;  but  as  I  remained  the  only 
perfon  to  watch  over  the  lot  of  thofe  who  the  evening  before  had 
twenty  leaders,  I  could  only  exert  what  efforts  were  left  in  my 
power,  and  thefe  were  inefFedlual,  Thofe  who  left  mc  no  other 
to  adopt,  might  refcue  me  from  this  refponfibility. 

I  make  no  doubt  but  that  the  daftard  will  endeavour  to  give 
fome  colour  to  his  flight :  but  I  call  on  you  by  the  laws  of  ho* 
nour  to  communicate  this  letter  to  the  public;  and,  nodoubt^ 
Mr.  Windham  will  be  fo  good  as  to  add  to  it  the  letter  I  addrefled 
to  him  from  Portfmouth.  Farcwel !  I  bid  you  farew^l  with  that 
calmnefs  which  can  alone  refult  from  purity  of  confcience,  and 
the  eftimation  of  all  the  brave  men  who  at  prefent  fliare  my  njifr 
'fortune,  and  who  prefer  \t  to  \k^  ^fc^^^  Qf  the  coward,  who,  not 
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having  CQurage  to  figbt  with  us^  ought,  at  leaft,  to  have  fore- 
inramed  me  :  that  eileem  I  value  as  a  pledge  of  imtnortality.  I 
ha  a  v^dim  to  his  cowardice,  and  to  the  force  of  thofe  arms, 
&9t  were  for  a  length  of  time  not  unfortunate  to  me.  In  tiii$ 
Uft  mpment  I  derive  a  fonrce  of  enjoyment,  if  any  can  be  tafted 
in  a  (ituation  like  mine,  from  the  efleem  of  my  companions  in 
misfortune,  and  that  of  the  enemy  by  whom  we  are  conquered, 
^arewel !  farewel !  all  the  world  !

doubtlefs  feci  the  force  of  the  remarks  which  I  there  made ;  yott  \ 
muft  be  fenfible  how  much  my  heart  has  to  fufFer  in  thefc  laft 
moments ;  independently  of  the  regret  which  I  experience  for 
the  fate  of  my  companions,  you  know  what  facrifices  an  order  6 
prompt  obliged  mc  to  make. 

I  requcft  you,  Sir,  to  be  fo  kind  as  to  give"  to  the  bearer,  a 
faithful  man,  who  has  never  abandoned  me  (and  whom  the  lofles 
I  have  fuftaiiied  incapacitate  me  from  rewarding)  the  fura  of  five 
hundred  Louis,  to  be  (hared  with  my  other  fervants — This  requcft 
will  not  appear  indifcreet,  as  I  have  loft  feveral  government  fecu- 
ritics  to  a  greater  amount. 

I  alfo  recommend  to  you,  Sir,  the  two  pcrfons  about  whom  I 
fpokc  to  you  before  I  left  London.

'TpHE  undcrfigned  minifter  plenipotentiary  of  his  Pruflian  ma- 
"*•  jefty  has  the  honour  to  communicate  to  M.  Barthclemy) 
ambaffador  of  the  French  Republic,  the  refolution  which  the 
Germanic  empire,  aiTembled  in  a  body,  has  recently  taken,  by  a 
conclufum,  dated  the  3d  of  this  month,  of  requeftlng  the  Empc- 
jor,  in  his  quality  of  head  of  the  Empire,  to  adopt  every  poffiblc 

meaiiir& 
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Hiearure  that  may  bring  about  and  accelerate  a  peace  between  thr. 
Empire  and  France,  The  Empire  having,  at  the  fame  tinrie,  claimed  ' 
the interpofitibn  of  his  Pruffian  Majeity,  his  Majefty  deems  it  his  ' 
lutynot  to  delay  an  indant  in  co-operating  with  his  co-e dates,  Y^hile 
the  Emperor  on  his  fide  maybe  expefted  to  purftie  every  meafure 
hat  can  contribute  to  the  attainment  of  this  very  defiruble  end.' 
His  Pruflian  Majefly,  while  he  undertakes,  with  the  moft  fincerc 
atisfaSion,  every  thing  that  can  promote  the  happy  return  -ef 
he  blcflings  of  peace,  as  well  for  Germany  as  for  France,  enter- 
Siins  no  doubt  but  that  the  French  Republic,  animated  by  the 
[atne  fentiments,  conCders  this  great  objcft  under  the  fame  point 
rf.  view. — His  Majefty  hopes  that   the  Republic,  having  boupd^ 
itfelf  to  the  Xlth  article  of  the  treaty  of  Bafle,  to  accept  the  good^ 
otfices  6f  his  Pruffian  majefty,  in  favour  of  fuch  States  ot  the 
Cjermanic  empire,  as  may  be  inclined  to  enter  direfily  into  a* 
negotiation  with  the  French  Republic  ;  having,  moreover,  con- 
ftntsd  not  to  treat  as  enemies,  for  the  fpace  of  three!  mbntlis,. 
after  the  ratification  of  the  above-mentioned  treaty,  fucA  princes 
and  ftates  of  the  Ettipire  as  are  fituated  on  the  left  bank  of  thd 
Rhine,  in  favour  of  whom  his  Pruffian  Majefty  is  ready  to  inter-? 
jofc ;  having,  befides,  acceded  to  a  neutrality  with  the  greater^ 
prt  of  Germany,  by  the  fecrei  convention  of  the  17th  of  May/ 
The  French  Republic  will  not  hefitate  to  accept  the  efficaciops,' 
intcrpofition  of  his  Pruffian  Majefty  in  favour  of  the  whole  Rtrir 
jrire ;   and  likewife  concur  in  the   military  arrangements,    the' 
©ore  fo  as  France  itfelf  appears  interefted  in  feeing  the  moft 
Ipecdy  communication  re-eftablilhed,  and  commerce  revived,  .arid 
Rftored  to  a  free  circulation  the  whole  length  of  the  Rhine,  and 
a  term  put,  or  at  leaft  a  diminution,  to  the  enormous  cxpences 
^hich  a  continuation  of  hoftilities  muft  require.  ^ 

His  Pruffian  Majefty  propofcs,  without  interfering  immediately, 
vith  the  negotiation, 

I.  That  by  adopting,  from  the  prefent  moment,  and  during' 
he  pendent  negotiations,  the  Jiatus  quoy  a  general  armiftice  may 
^agreed  upon  between  France  and  the  Empire. 

II.  That  during  this  armiftice,  all  contributions,  requifitiohs,. 
nd  hoftile  meafures  fhall  ceafe  in  the  countries,  or  Germanic 
wtrcfles,  occupied  by  the  French  troops. 

III.  That  the  city  of  Frankfort  on  the  Main  be  fixed  on, 
greeably  to  the  wifh  of  the  Empire,  for  the  feat  of  the  negotia- 
ons ;  that  this  city  is  to  be  guarded  by  its  own  foldiers  ;  and  that 
[1  foreign  troops,  even  ihofe  of  his  Pruffian  Majefty,  (hall  with- 
raw  from  it. " 

IV.  That  the  French  Republic  is  (jpeedily  to  fend  thither  a 
iinifter  plenipotentiary,  to  treat  for  peace  with  the  imperial 
^xnxniflioner,  and  the  deputation  to  be  named  for  that  purpofe 
Y  the  Empijre. 
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.  V.  That  the  neceflary  meafures  (hould  be  taken  for  the  mofL 
lindidurbed  courfe  of  correfpondence.  The  underfigned  prays 
the  ambaflador  to  be  good  enough  to  tranfmit,  without  any  delayi 
thefe  preliminary  propofitions  to  the  French  government,  and  to- 
communicate  to  the  underfigned  the  anfwer  which  he  (hall  re- 
ceive.

T  HAVE  not  omiitcd  communicating  lo  the.  committee  of  public 
*  fafety  of  the  national  convention,  the  note  which  his  excel- 
lency the  Baron  de  Hardenberg,  Member  of  State,  and  Flenipo- 
tcnti^ry  of  his.Pruffian  Majefty,  has  honoured  me  with,  on  the. 
28th  or  July  laft.     The  committee  of  public  fafety  has  taken  it. 
into  particular  confideration,  and  orders  me  to  give  this  anfWer 
to  the  Baron  de  Hardenberg,  that  though  it  defires  to  promote  on  . 
all  occaiions  the  wifhes  of  his  PruHian  Majefly^  if  they  be  per- 
fedlly  fmcere,  a^  they  can  have  no  other  object  than  the  mu- 
tual interefts  of  the  two  .powers,   the  principles  which  it  has 
a^iopted  for  the   rule  of  its  condufl,  and  which  it  has  mani- 
feiled  in  formal  negotiations,  do  not  permit  it,  under  the  prtfent 
circumftances,  to  confent  to  an  armiftice  between  France  antf. 
the  Germanic   empire ;    but   thoroughly   perfuaded,    that  fucb 
armiilice,  far  from  favouring  the  progrefs  of  the  pacificatioiii 
would,  OH  the  contrary,  only  ferve  to  retard  the  proceedings  of 
the  negotiations  which  are  intended  to  be  fet  on  foot. 

The  French  government  obferves,  with  fatisfaftion,  that  the 
Germanic  empire,  weary  of  a  war,  the  caufe  of  which  becomes 
daily  more  foreign  to  it,  folicits  the  interpofition  and  co-opera- 
tion of  his  Pruffian  Majefty  for  the  re-eftabUfhment  of  peace  for 
the  French  Republic  ;  and  it  is  on  the  prefent  opcafion  that  it 
takes  an  opportunity  of  renewing  its  affurances  of  the  particular 
intereft  with  which  it  will  always  be  difpofed  to  accept  of  that 
interpofition,  as  well  in  favour  of  the  Empire  in  general^  as  of 
each  of  the  particular  States  that  compofe  it.     I  therefore  feci* 
fincere  fatisfadion  in  being  able  to  affure  Baron  de  Hardenbergi 
agreeably  to  the  orders  which   I   have  received,  that  the  good 
offices  of  his  PrulFian  Majefty  Ihall  always  have  with  the  French 
government    that  efficacy  which   it  may  reafonably   expeS  in 
every  matter  that  docs  not  tend  to  prejudice  the  intereft  or  the 
dignity  of  the  Republic*     It  depends,  therefore,  on  the  Germanic 
empire  to  avail   itfelf  of  thefe  amicable  difpofitions  towards  the 
court  of  Berlin,  by  opening  direflly  with  the  French  government 
a  negotiation,  in  which  the  interpofition  of  his  Pruflian  Majefty 
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may  prove  fo  advantageous  to  the  States  of  the  Empire,  It  being 
etprefled  in  the  inftrudiotis  which  I  have  juft  received  from 
Tftiisy  that  the  propofnion  of  the  artiiiftice  cannot  be  adopted, 
tbe  Baron  de  Hardenberg  will  eafliy  perceive  that  the  fame  muft 
be  obferved  vrith  regard  to  the  other  articles  propofed  in  his  notc^ 
fioce  they  aie  the  natural  confequences  of  the  fird  article.

Stop — ^We  have  granted  peace  to  the  Empire.

A  S  the  aflembling  of  the  emigrated  Dutch  military,  which  has 
*^  a&ually  taken  place  in  the  duchy  of  Ofnaburgh,  cannot  but 
have  attra^ed  the  attention  of  the  French  government,  the  iin- 
derfigned  takes  the  earlieft  opportunity  of  communicating  to  the 
French  Charge  d'Affaires,  M,  Pinfot,  the  official  explanation  he 
hasi  received  on  this  fubjed,  in  the  laft  difpatches  from  his  court* 
His  Pruflian  Majefly  has  been  unable  to  confider  the  aifemt- 
bKng  of  an  armed  force  in  that  province,  in  any  other  light  than 
l&  being  cootrary  to  the  ftipulations  of  the  agreement  add^  to  the 
treaty  of  Bafle  ;  and  dangerous  to  the  tranquillity  of  that  part  cf 
the  empire  which  is  protefted  by  the  line  of  neutrality  agreed  on. 
Bo  important  a  confideratfon  did  not  allow  his  Majcftf  to  remaia 
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an  indifTercnt  fpe£lator  of  this  tranfa^iion,  and  he  has  therefore 
given  orders  to  the;  commanders  of  his  troops,  as  well  as  the  go- 
vernors of  his  townSy  not  to  countenance  the  pafiage  of  thofe 
emigrants,  and  at  the  fame  time  Hie  has  intimated  to  the  regencies 
of  Hanover  and  Ofnaburgh,  that  his  Majeily  could  not  remain 
an  imconcemcd  fpcdlator  with  refpe£t  to  the  like  proceedings 
taking  place  within  the  aforefaid  line  of  demarkation  ;  and  that 
he  therefore  advifcd  them,  as  foon  as  poflible,  to  prevent  the 
difagreeable  confequences  which  naturally  muft  thence  aiife. 

The  undcrfigned  requefts  the  French  Charge  d'AfFaires,  M. 
Pinfot,  to  make  fwch  ufe  of  this  official  declaraticm  as  he  thinks 
moft  proper,  tp  do  away  the  unfavourable  impreiHon  which  the 
faid  occurrence  may  have  occafioned.  He  flatters  himfclf,  that 
thn  meafures  adopted  \)y  the  King,  his  mailer,  for  difperfingthc 
troops  already  aHembled,  will  leave  no  doubt  concerning  the 
finccrity  of  his  Majefty's  fentiments,  and  his  anxious  defire,  by 
the  moft  exaft  fulfilling  of  the  ftipulations  contained  in  the  treaty 
of  Bafic,  carefully  to  avoid  whatever  may  tend  to  difturb  the  good 
underilanding  which  prevails  between  his  Majetty  and  the  French

A    NEW  order  of  things  is  eftabliflicd  among  you.     The  ftadt-

hliflicd.     Your  liberty,  your  independence,  are   publicly  recog- 
nized ;  and  thcfe  grand  events  have  not  cofi:  a  fingledrop  ofblood. 
No  pcrfon,  friend  ov  enemy,  has  experienced  any  evil  but  thofc 
which  are  infeparr.ble  from  the  cruel' war  dirc6lcd  againft  us  by 
your  opprefTors.     The  haughty  ambition  of  Louis  XIV.  had  no 
objed:  in  overwhelming  you  with  all  the  weight  of  his  power, 
but  to  fatisfy  a  vain  glory,  and  rcftore  the  land   you  inhabit  to 
the  marfhes  from  which  your  induftry  drew  it.     But  we,  Bata- 
vians,  we  entered  it  only  to  deliver  you  from  your  enemies  and 
our's,  to  recover    your  liberty  and   your  independence,  and  to 
ftrengthen   our  mutual  happincfs  by  an  eternal  alliance.     This 
important  and  glorious  talk  is  fulfilled.     The  prefervation  and 
the  confirmation  of  your  liberty,  of  the  rank  you  hold  among  the 
-.powers  of  Europe,  depends,  however,  upon  your  wifdom,  upon 
your  courage,  upon  your  conftancy,  and,  above  all,  upon  your  union. 
May  our  revolution,  Co  fruitful  in  great  events,  fcrve  you  for 
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inftruSlon  and  example !  Imitate  the  civic  virtues-of  the-  French^ 
fliun  their  misfortunes,  and  prefervre  yourfelves  from  crimes^ 
which,  for  a  time,  outraged  humanity. 

The  happy  epoch  of  the  9th  Thermidor,  was  the  fafety  of 
Frsmce  ;  it  was  your  fafety  ;  it  put  a  period  to  the  rule  of  men 
of  blood,  and  fecured  the  triumph  of  true  jultice  and  humanity 
over  the  moil  hideous  and  infcnfate  tyranny.  Woe  he  to  thofe 
who  would  introduce  among  you  this  fanguinary  rule  !  it  would 
be  the  ruin  of  your  commerce  ;  it  would  banifh  far  from  you 
iflduftry,  and  the  arts  ;  ^nd  your  unhappy  country  would  foon  be 
only  a  gulph,  in  which  your  opulent  cities  would  difappear. — Re- 
prefs,  then,  thofe  among  you,  who  in  the  delirium  of  ambi* 
tion  or  vengeance  would  lead  you  to  meafures  of  terror  and  fe- 
rocity. Believe  in  our  experience.  Your  enemies  will  aflTume 
among  you  all  kinds  of  maiks  ;  they  will  fow  difcord  and  divi- 
fion ;  they  will  infpire  you  with  diftruft  of  us ;  they  will  even 
pufh  their  impudence  fo  far  as  to  attempt  perfuading  you  that  the 
French  nation  is  capable  of  departing  with  refpefl  to  you  from 
the  faith  (he  has  fworn,  and  of  bafely  giving  you  up  to  the  yoke 
broken  with  her  own  hands. 

Batavians !  you  will  not  believe  it ;  the  alliance  which  unites 
the  two  nations  has  been  cemented  with  our  blood ;  it  will  be 
durable,  becaufe  its  obje£l  is  to  defend  the  rights  of  men  and  na- 
tions agatnfl  the  criminal  enterprizes  of  their  oppreflbrs  ;  it  will 
be  durable,  becaufe  it  reds,  as  its  foundation,  on  the  happinefs  of 
the  two  nations  ;  it  will  be  durable,  becaufe,  on  the  nrft  fignal 
of  war.  we  have  fworn  to  combat  and  difperfc  its  enemies* 

Ana  you,  blind  partizans  of  a  government  which  no  more 
exifts,  will  you  retain  the  criminal  hope  of  overturning  the  go- 
vernment which  has  been  fo  happily  fubftituted  in  its  (lead? 
Will  you  cherifh  the  horrible  delire  of  again  feeing  the  proud 
£nglifhmen  domineer  over  your  country  ?  Will  you  (lill  fee, 
with  marks  of  barbarous  joy,  your  cities  bombarded,  and  the 
blood  of  your  fellow  citizens  fpilled  ?  Have  you  forgotten  with 
what  cowardice  thefe  hordes  of  banditti  abandoned,  after  having 
filled  it  with  carnage  and  devaftation,  a  country  which  they  en- 
tered under  the  impofing  title  of  friends  and  defenders  ?  Are  you 
not  weary  of  fo  many  evils  and  miferies,  and  will  you  refufe  to 
concur  in  the  re-eflabli(hment  of  peace  and  repofe  among  you?

"whofe  houfefi  and  property  you  fo  unmercifully  plundered  in 
1787,  and  have  fet  them  the  example  of  clemency  and  genero- 
fity.  It  is  to  your  conquerors  you  are  indebted  for  more  liberty 
than  you  could  expe£l  after  fo  many  aSs  of  violence  and  crime  9 
and  yet  your  hatred  ftill  purfues  them !  Ah  !  blu(h  for  your  falfc- 
hoods  and  your  injuflice  in  the  prefence  of  the  people  you  have 
deceived  I  Your  country  calls  upon  you  to  unite  with  her  chil- 
dren, and  contribute  to  her  fafety  !  But  if  you  (hould  be  fo  unfor- 
tunate as  not  to  liilen  to  her  voice,  as  to  found  a  guilty  hope  upon 
domeftic  diviOons,  know  that,  invariably  united  to  the  reprefen' 
tatives  of  the  Batavian  people,  we  will  treat  as  enemies  thoHi 
who  attempt  bringing  back  tyranny ;  that  it  (hall  be  only  over 
the  expiring  bodies  of  our  brothers  in  arms,  Batavians  and 
Frenchmen,  that  our  enemies  (ball  approach  the  frontiers  d 
iCither  Republic,  or  rather,  that  all  their  blood  (bail  expiate  de 
blacknefs  and  the  multitude  of  crimes  which  have  too  longdiflio* 
noured  Europe. 

Watch  then,  Batavians  !  the  danger  of  your  countiy  impofes 
it  upon  you  as  a  law.     Abjure  vain  quarrels  and  dlvifions  of 
parties  to  lock  yourfelves  together  around  her  altar !  CcHue  to^ 
gether  to  fupport  in  common  the  expences  of  the  war  I  Caft  y6ur 
eyes  on  the  immenfe  facrifices  which  the  French  nation  continuei 
to  make.     When  we  fufFer  for  liberty,  a  murmur  is  a  blafphemy, 
and  a  complaint  a  crime.  Grant  to  your  legitimate  reprefentatives 
the  confidence  fo  nccelfary  to  fupport  them  amid  their  important 
labours.     Let  courage  and  prudence  find  mutual  fupport !  Fear 
neither  the  perfidious  Englifh  nor  the  cowardly  deferters,  who 
aflume  the  air  of  alTembling   to  diflurb   your   frontiers.     Our 
triumphant  legions  fliall  go  to  meet  them  ;  and  we  fwear  by  the 
viflories  of  Uemappe  and  of  Fleurus,  by  the  ever-memorable 
pafTage  of  the  Rhine,  that  we  will  difperfe  them.

T  HAVE  now  for  a  confiderable  time  been  among  the  Chouans, 
citizens  reprefentatives,  and  have  not  written  to  you  till  the 
prefent  moment ;  do  not,  however,  I  intreat  you,  accufe  me  of 
ncgleft,  but  rather  afcribe  the  delay  to  my  wifli  not  to  communi'- 
catetoyou  our  (ituation,  till  I  was  thoroughly  acquainted  with 
the  caufe,  and  had  inveftigated  the  particulars  ;  for  I  was  anxious 
to  ftate  to  you  nothing  which  was  not  ftriftly  true  and  fubftan* 
tiatcd  by  proof.  The  difarming  of  La  Vendee;  and  the  con^ 
tinued  and  pcrfevering  purfuit  which  has  been  made  after  the 
banditti,  has  driven  a  great  number  of  them  iiito  this  country  ; 
they  pafled  the  Loire,  and  joined  the  other  banditti,  known  by  th^ 
appellation  of  Chouans;  thefe  ruffians  have  been  reinforced  by 
vl  the  nobles,  and  priefts  of  the  adjoining  countries,  by  the  agents 
of  the  ancient  government,  by  the  clerks  of  Gabelle,  by  the 
ftaugglers,  and  by  thofe  emigrants  whom  England  has  at  different 
periods  vomited  forth  upon  our  coaft  during  the  night,  by  means 
vf  fmall  fiat'-bottomed  boats,  Such  are  the  auxiliaries  of  the 
Chouans,  who  are  fo  clofely  linked  with  them,  that  they  co-ope- 
rate together  in  every  enterprize,  animated  by  the  fame  fpirit  of 
plunder,  and  inftigated  by  the  fame  interefts.  As  to  the  Chouans 
themfelves,  they  are  returned  emigrants ;  the  nobles,  the  priefti 
of  the  country,  reinforced  by  fome  young  men  of  the  firft  requi- 
fition,  who  did  not  chufe  to  join  the  armies,  by  a  crowd  of  de- 
fcrters,  and  by  almoft  all  the  great  proprietors,  farmers,  and  inn- 
keepers. Thefe  hordes  united  are  under  the  command  of  a 
council  general,  in  which  Scepaux,  a  noble  of  Angers',  Charette, 
fcjchebrune,  and  fcveral  other  priefts  and  bifhops  prefide ;  they 
M  their  ordinary  fittings  at  the  Chateau  of  Bourmont  and 
*  ouante,  a  department  of  Maine  and  Loire, 

The  pofts  and  cantonments  of  the  kfmy  of  Cherbourg  extend 
fnom  Honfleur  beyond  Grandville,  along  the  banks  of  the  fea, 
^  from  Avrancihes  to  Ingninde  in  almoft  a  ftrait  line.  But  the 
Mvanced  pbfts>  flfjid  reconnoitring  parties  of  the  infurgentsj  peae- 
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trate  between  our  cantonments,  as  we  penetrate  into  theirs  if 
our  patroks;  and  not  a  day  paifes  in  which  Ikirmilhes  and  ren- 
contres do  not  take  place,  it  appears  that  the  banditti  are  or* 
ganii^d  in  military  divifionSff  which  airume  the  ancient  names  pf 
the  provii.cial  fubdivinons  of  France,  iThey  have  few  cavabji 
and  are  badly  equipped :  but  they  have  excellent  fpies^  becaufe 
nine-tenths  of  the  inhabitants  are  fubfervient  to  them  from  fear^ 
and  they  are  perfedly  acquainted  with  all  the  local  details  of  a 
country,  which,  from  its  nature,  is  particularly  calculated  to  fa* 
vour  their  ambufcades,  in  order  to  furprize  our  convoys,  famiOi 
Our  troops,  and  intercept  our  communications.  Such  is  the  fiate- 
ment  of  the  war  in  which  we  are  engaged  ;  daringf.  if  they  are 
fuperior  in  force ;  invifible,  if  they  have  the  difadvantage ;  thej 
attack  with  their  mufqnetry,  and  feldom  come  to  clofe  a&ion. 

Our  republican  foldiers  oppofe  to  them  patience,  a  caanff 
beyond  all  euloginm.  If  proper,  fteps  be  adopted  to  meliorate 
their  fiiuation  ;  if  prote£iion  and  fuccour  be  granted  to  the  indi* 
viduals  and  communes  who  have  remained  faithful ;  if  advantage 
be  talcen  of  their  fidelity  to  fow  divifion,  and  keep  up  a  feciet  ' 
correfp^ndence  in  the  very  heart  of  the  enemy  ;  if  all  the  nccet 
iary  operations  be  coniuded  with  dexterity  and  difpatchi  thisvrtf 
H'ill  be  quickly  terminated.

nrHE  Emperor  cannot  decide  in  this  caufe,  as  the  difarming  of 
•*•  the  troops  was  only  in  conftquence  of  the  fcandalous  fur- 
render  of  Manheim,  and  the  inimical  behaviour  of  the.garrifon 
of  that  place  to  the  troops  of  his  Majefty,  on  whofe  arrival  they 
had  drawn  up  the  bridge,  denied  them  the  palTage  through  the 
town,  &c.  1  he  termination  of  the  inquiry  into  this  caufe  moft 
be  Waited  for,  and  it  depends  entirely  upon  the  £le£lor  to  acce- 
lerate obtaining  the  fatisfa&ion  he  demands,  by  a  fptedy  termi- 
nation of  the  trial  of  thofe  perfons  who  caufed  the  capitulation 
and  furrender  of  the  place.  Concerning  the  demands  made  by 
Count  Wurmfer,  which  are  alfo  a  part  of  the  complaint,  his 
Majefty  defire^  the  £Ie£lor  to  confider  that  an  army,  forced  by 
circumllances  to  march  to  a  country  where  they  never  thought 
their  prefence  would  be  required,  could  not  carry  their  magaainei 
with  them,  and  that,  therefore,  they  had  no  realon  to  complain  of 
contributions  which  were  of  the  utmoft  neceliity,  without  which 
^he  army  muft  have  perilhed,  and  which  were  but  a  fmall  com* 
penfatiofij.  compared  with  what  would  have  been  Joft  if  the  coun- 
ty iiad  £iiUcn  into  the  bands  of  a  ddfdatjng  enemy  \  bts  Majefty 
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hij  however,  given  orders  that  every  thing  which  either  had  beenp 
er  (hould  in  future  be  delivered  to  the  Imperial  army,  fliould  b« 
ptid  forj  and  an  agreement  about  the  price  made  with  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Palatinate.  Concerning  the  contribution  which  Count 
Wumifer  demanded  of  the  city  of  Manheim,  his  Imperial  Ma^ 
jefty  mull  confcrfs  that  he  had  given  no  ordcis  to  that  purpofe  ; 
but  as  it  is  cuitomary  to  give  fome  marks  of  gratitude  to  troops 
who  retake  a  fortrefs,  efpecially  when  this  is  accompanied  with 
great  lofs  and  danger*  his  Majefly  thinks  the  inhabitants  of 
Manheim  (hould  willingly ,  impelled  by  gratitude  to  their  delivc* 
ler,  have  given  the  100,000  florins  which  were  raifcd  to bedilhi* 
buted  amongft  them.  The  payment  of  the  fum  of  200,000  florins 
more,  which  was  made  afterwards,  fhould  not  be  i'.n mediately  in- 
filled  upon.  HisMajefly  had  given  orders  to  Field  Marfhal  Wurm* 
iernot  to  interfere  in  the  civil  government,  though  his  Majcfly  had 
aright  to  keep  the  place  till  a  peace  (hall  be  concluded,  and  to  treat 
it  in  the  fame  manner  as  any  other  conquered  place.  It  would^ 
liouever,  be  expe&ed,  that  his  Ele&oral  Highnefs  would  appoint 
fuch  peifons  for  the  management  of  public  afl^irs,  as  were  not 
fufpcaed  of  ading  contrary  to  the  intentions  of  his  Imperial  Ma- 
Jefty  for  tlie  public  welfare.

NOTWITHSTANDING  the  exaggerated  reports  of  the  fuc- 
"^  cefs  of  the  .'^uftrian  armies  which  occupy  a  part  of  the  Pala- 
tinate,  they  have  been  compelled,  by  the  firm  poflure  of  the  armies 
^the  Sambre  and  Mcufei  the  Rhinei  and  the  Mofelle,  to  defire 
«n  armiHice.  The  wi(h  of  the  French  generals  to  give  fome  re« 
pofe  to  the  armies  of  the  Republic  has  induced  them  to  accept  of 
this  propofition. 

Of  this  circumftance  the  ill-difpofed  willi  no  doubt,  be  ready 
lo  avail  themfelves,  for  the  purpofe  of  impeding  thefe  vigorous 
meafures^  which  have  been  adopted  for  the  re-organization  and 
completion  of  the  armies  of  the  Republic-  You  wtll  redouble 
your  energy  tocoile£t  together  all  the  defenders  of  the  country^ 
md  to  provide  for  the  neceiTuies  of  our  warriors ;  you  will  aug« 
ment  the  fupp!ies  which  are  wanting  to  our  frontier  places  ;  you 
will  draw  dofer  the  ,nece(rary  ties  of  difcipline^  you  will 
afliire  to  Fiance  a  brilliant  and  decifive  campaign.

'TpHE  underfigned,  his  Britannic  Majefty's  minifter  plenipoten* 
**■  tiary  to  the  Swifs  Canions,  is  authorifed  to  convey  to  Mod- 
fieur  Barthelemy  the  defire  of  his  court  to  be  made  acquaintBd, 
through  him,  with  the  difpofitions  of  France  in  regard  to  the 
objoft  of  a  general  pacification,  lie  therefore  requefts  Monficnr 
Barthelemy  to  tranfmir  to  him  in  writing,  (and  after  having  made 
the  neceflary  inquiries,)  his  anfwer  to  the  following  queftions: 

T.  Is  there  the  difpofition  in  France  to  open  a  negotiation  with 
his  Majefty  and  his  allies  for  the  re-eftablifhment  of  a  gefiertl 
peace,  upon  juft  and  fuitable  terms,  by  fending  for  that  purpoft 
miniilers  to  a  congrefa,  at  fuch  place  as  may'liereafter  be  agreed 
upon  ? 

2.  Would  there  be  the  difpofition  to  communicate  to  the  under- 
figned the  general  grounds  of  a  pacification,  fuch  as  France  wouM 
be  willing  to  propofe ;  in  order  that  his  Majefty  and  his  allieJ 
might  thereupon  examine  in  concert,  whether  they  are  fuch  tf 
might  ferve  as  the  foundation  of  a  negotiation  for  peace  ? 

3.  Or  would  there  be  a  defire  to  propofe;  any  other  way  what- 
ever, for  arriving  at  the  fame  end,  that  of  a  general  pacification?

himi  dated  the  8th  of  March.  He  has  it  in  command  to  anfwer  it 
by  an  expofitioD  of  the  fentimcnts  and  difpofitions  of  the  executive 
liRdory. 

The  directory  ardently  defires  to  procure  for  the  French  Republic 
I  juft,  honourable,  and  folid  peace.  The  ftep  taken  by  Mr. 
Wickham  would  have  afforded  to  the  direftory  a  real  fatisfadiion, 
if  the  declaration  itfelf  which  that  minifter  makes  of  his  not  having 
iD]f  order,  any  poyvrer  to  negotiate,  did  not  give  room  to  doubt  of 
diefincerity  of  the  pacific  intentions  of  his  court.  In  fad,  if  it 
iras  true  that  England  began  td  know  her  real  interefts  ;  that  (he 
wiflied  to  open  again  for  herfelf  the  fources  of  abundance  and  prof- 
pcrity  ;  if  (he  fought  for  peace  with  good  faith,  would  (he  propofe 
a  congrefs,  of  which  the  necefTary  refult  muft  be,  to  render  all 
negotiation  endlefs  ?  Or  would  (be  confine  herfelf  to  the  afldng, 
in  a  vague  manner,  that  the  French  government  (hould  point  out 
any  other  way  whatever,  for  attaining  the  fame  pbjeA,  that  of  a 
general  pacification  ? 

Is  it  that  this  itcp  has  had  no  other  objeA  than  to  obtain  for  the 
Bdtifh  government  the  favourable  impreifion  which  always  accom- 
panies the  firft  overtures  for  peace  ?  May  it  not  have  been  accom« 
paBied  with  the  hope  that  they  would  produce  no  effcA  ? 

However  that  may  be,  the  executive  diredory,  whofe  policy 
hts  no  other  guides  than  opennefs  and  good  faith,  will  follow,  in 
ite  explanations,  a  conduft  which  (liall  be  wholly  conformable  to 
tbcm.  Yielding  to  the  ardent  dcfire  by  which  it  is  animated,  to 
procure  peace  for  the  French  Republic,  and  for  all  nations,  it  will 
not  fear  to  declare  itfelf  openly.  Charged  by  the  conftitution  with 
the  execution  of  the  laws,  it  cannot  make,  or  liften  to  any  propo- 
f*l  that  would  be  contrary  to  them.  The  conftiiutional  aft  does 
fK>t  permit  it  to  confent  to  any  alienation  of  that,  which,  accord- 
^  to  the  exifting  laws,  conftitutes  the  territory  of  the  Republic. 

With  refped  to  the  countries  occupied  by  the  French  armies, 
*0d.  which  have  not  been  united  to  France,  they,  as  well  as  other 
^terefts  political  and  commercial,  may  become  the  fubjeft  of  a 
'^otiation,  which  will  prefent  to  the  direftory  the  means  of  pro- 
■^itig  how  much  it  defires  to  attain  fpeedily  to  a  happy  pacification.

'T^HE  court  of  London  has  received  from  its  minifter  in  Swit- 
-^    Zetland,  the  anfwer  made  to  the  queAions  which  he  hadbem 
charged  to  MonOeur  Barthelemy,  in  refpe£i  to  the  opening  of  a 
siegotiatiqji  for  the  re-e(lablifhing  of  general  tranquillity* 

This  court  has  feen,  with  regret,  how^  far  the  tone  and  fpiritof 
that  anfwer,  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  demands  which  it  con- 
tains, and  the  manner  of  announcing  them,  are  remote  from  any 
difpoiition  for  peace. 

The  inadmillible  pretention  is  there  avowed  of  appropriating  to 
France  all  that  the  laws  a£iua]Iy  exifting  there  may  have  compnTed 
under  the  denomination  of  French  territory.  To  a  demand  fuch. 
as  this,  is  added  an  exprefs  declaration,  that  no  propofal  contrary 
to  it  will  be  made,  or  even  liftened  to.  And  even  this,  under  the 
pretence  of  an  internal  regulation,  the  provifions  of  which  are 
wholly  foreign  to  all  other  nations. 

While  thefe  difpofitions  (hall  be  perfifted  in,  nothing  is  left  fbr 
the  King,  but  to  profecute  a  war  equally  juft  and  neceifary. 

Whenever  his  enemies  ihali  manifeft  more  pacific  fentimentSi  \ 
his  Majedy  will,  at  all  times,  be  eager  to  concur  in  them,  bf 
lending  himfelf,  in  concert  with  his  allies,  to  all  fuch  meafuresas 
fhall  be  bed  calculated  to  re-e(labli(h  general  tranquillity  on  con- 
ditions juft,  honourable,  and  permanent,  either  by  the  eftn 
blifhment  of  a  congrefs,  which  has  been  fo  often  and  fo  happilf 
the  means  of  reftoring  peace  to  Europe,  or  by  a  preliminary  dit

In  Morbihan  four-fifths  of  the  contributions an4 of 
the  forced  loan  are  paid  in,  either  in  grain  or  fpecie;  the  refiducis 
in  courfe  of  payment.  It  appears  that  the  fame  aftivity  is  excited 
on  the  northern  coafts.  The  commandant  there  acquaints  mc 
that  he  has  already  fent  to  St.  Brieux  60,000  Hvres  in  fpecie,  arifing 
from  the  contributions  of  Loudiac  alone.  May  the  departments 
that  know  the  Chouans  only  by  name  execute  it  with  equal  celerity> 
and  I  may  fay  with  equal  zeal.

The  pIcnipotcnti;iries  of  the  King,  your 
mfter,  muft  therefore  either  proceed  to  Paris,  or  wait  at  Genoa 
the  arrival  of  the  commilfioners  which  government  may  think  fit 
^  fend  thither. 

Both  the  moral  and  military  podtion  of  the  two  armies  renders 
an  unconditional  fufpenfion  of  arms  utterly  impoflible.  Although* 
lor  my  own  part,  I  am  well  convinced  that  government  feels  dx|« 
pofed  to  grant  your  King  juft  and  reafonable  conditions  for  peace ; 
jet  I  cannot,  on  the  fcore  of  mere  fuppofition,  flop  tny  march* 
ihere  remains,  however,  one  means  for  obtaining  your  end» 
which  is,  according  to  your  own  choice,  to  furrender  up  to  me 
two  of  the  three  fortrefles  of  Coni,  Alcffandria,  and  Tortona, 
Wc  may  then,  without  further  hoftilitics,  wait  the  iflue  of  ncgo* 
tiations  which  are  on  foot.  This  propofitron  is  very  moderate  ; 
Ik  mutual  interefts  which  fliould  unite  Piedmont  and  the  French 
Republic,  make  one  defire  mod  anxioufly  that  your  coi^itry  lasij 
bepreferved  from  the  misfortunes  with  which  it  is  threatened.

"XZOU  have  in  fifteen  days  gained  (ix  vidories,  taken  21  ftand 
-^  of  colours,  55  pieces  of  cannon,  feveral  ftrong  places,  and 
conquered  the  richeft  part  of  Piedmont ;  jou  have  taken  1500  pri- 
foners,  and  killed  or  wounded  more  than  10,000  men.  You  luiTc 
till  now  been  fighting  for  barren  rocks,  rendered  famous  by  YOnr 
courage,  but  ufelefs  to  your  country.  This  day  you  arc  renoeied 
equal,  by  your  fervices,  to  the  conquering  army  of  Holland  and 
the  Rhine.  Deftitutc  of  every  thing,  you  have  overcome  aD 
things ;  you  have  gained  battles  without  cannon,  pafled  riven 
without  bridges,  performed  forced  marches  without  fhoes,  without 
brandy,  and  often  without  bread.  The  republican  phalanxoi 
the  foldiers  of  liberty,  were  alone  capable  of  enduring  what  m 
have  gone  through.

I,  nr^HE  meafures  which  prudence  prefcribes  to  me  to  take,  with 
^  refpeA  to  my  colleagues,  have  ftill  prefided  in  the  digeftioa. 
of  the  (lifpatches  figned  by  them,  which  treat  of  the  infurrefiioB 
of  the  weltern  countries,  and  of  the  repreflive  means  adopted  ^ 
the  governmtnt.  I  have  allowed  them  to  be  confined  to  the  giving 
of  a  faithful,  but  naked  recital  of  events ;  the  refleSions  thercia 
contained  fcarccly  exceed  the  conclufions  eafily  deducible  fromthc 
charafter  adumed  by  the  public  prints.  I  have  referved  myfelf  to 
give  you,  as  far  as  I  am  able,  a  key  to  the  faSs  detailed  in  our 
reports.  When  it  comes  in  queftion  to  explain,  either  by  cob- 
jefture  or  by  certain  data,  the  fecrct  views  of  a  foreign  government^ 
it  would  be  imprudent  to  run  the  rifque  of  indifcretions,  and  to 
give  one's  fclf  up  to  men  whofe  known  partiality  to  that  govern- 
ment, and  fimilitude  of  pailions  and  interefls  with  its  chiefs,  might 
lead  to  confequences  the  iffiie  of  which  is  incalculable.  Bcfidei 
the  precious  confeflions  of  Mr.  Randolph  alone  throw  a  fatisfadorjf 
light  upon  every  thing  that  comes  to  pafs.

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^  give  you  a  clue  to  all  the  meafures  of  which  the  cdnilmon  dff-

\t  explofion  which  it  is  obiiinately  refolved  to  reprefs  with  grtat 
leartsy  although  the  ftate  of  things  has  no  longer  any  thing 
[arming. 

1.  To  confine  the  prefent  crifis  to  the  limple  qiiedioti  of  the 
ccife^  is  to  reduce  It  far  below  its  true  fcalc  ;  it  is  indubitably 
>nneAed  with  a  general  explofion  for  fome  time  prepared  in  the 
Liblic  mind,  but  which  this  local  ana  precipitate  eruption  will 
lufe  to  mifcarry,  or  at  lead  check  for  a  long  time.  In  order  to 
it  the  feal  cau(e,  in  order  to  calculate  the  cflFed,  and  the  confe* 
uences)  we  muft  afcend  to  the  origin  of  the  parties  exifting  in  the 
atCi  and  retrace  their  progrefs* 

'3*  The  prefent  (yftem  of  gcvemment  has  created  mal-contentSi 
This  is  the  lot  of  all  new  things.  My  predeccflbi's  have  given  in- 
orination  in  detail  upon  the  parts  of  the  fyftem  which  have  parti- 
ulsurly  awakened  clamours,  and  produced  enemies  to  the  whole  of 
t.  The  primitive  divifions  of  opinions  as  to  the  political  form  of 
heftate,  and  the  limits  of  the  fovercignty  of  the  whole  over  each 
tate  individually  fovereign,  had  created  the  federals  and  the  anti- 
ederals.  From  a  whimfical  contraft  between  the  name  and  thb 
eal  opinion  of  the  parties,  a  contraft  hitherto  little  underftood  in 
Europe,  the  former  aimed,  and  dill  aim  with  all  their  power,  to 
snihilate  federalifm,  whilfl  the  latter  have  always  wiflied  to  pre- 
enre  It.  The  contraft  was  created  by  the  confolidators  or  the  con* 
Stutionalifts,  who  being  the  firft  in  giving  the  denominations,  (a

mctd  in  the  experiment  of  a  form  of  government  which  rendered 
toarifhing,  might  now  have  completely  difappeared,  if  the  fyf- 
31  of  finances  which  had  its  birth  in  the  cradle  of  the  conditution^ 
d  not  renewed  their  vigour  under  various  forms.  The  mode  of 
gtnizing  the  national  credit,  the  confolidating  and  funding  the 
blic  debt,  the  introdu£lion  in  the  political  oeconomy  of  the  ufagt 
(tates  which  prolong  their  exidence,  or  ward  off  their  fall  only 

expedients,  imperceptibly  created  a  financiering  clafs,  who 
'eaten*  to  becbme  the  aridocratical  order  of  the  date.  Several 
i't^ns,  and  among  others,  thofe  who  had  aided  in  edabliHiing 
iependence  with  their  purfes  or  their  arms,  conceived  themfelve$ 
gneved  by  thofe  fifcal  engagements.  Hence  an  oppofition  which 
:iarea  itfdf  between  the  farming  or  agrlcuUt^ural  imczeft,  ao4  that

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of  the  fifcal ;  fcdei'dlifnl  and  ariti-federalifmy  whkh  arc  founded  on 
thofc  new  denominations,  in  proportion  as  the  treafury  ufurpsa 
preponderance  in  the  government  and  legiflation  ;  thence  in  fio<i 
the  ilate,  divided  into  partifans  and  enemies  of  the  treafurer  and  of 
his  theories.  In  this  new  claflification  of  parties,  the.  nature  of 
things  gave  popularity  to  the  latter  s  an  innate  inftin£t,  if  I  may 
ufc  the  expreifion,  caufed  the  ears  of  the  people  to  revolt  at  the 
name  alone  of  treafurer  and  {lock^jc^bber  ;  but  the  oppdfite  party, 
inconrequenceof  its  ability,  obiHnately  perfifted  in  leaving  to  its 
adverfaries  the  fufpicious  name  of  anti-federalift,  while  in  reality 
they  were  friends  of  the  conditution,  and  enemies  only  of  the  ex«- 
crefcencies  which  financiering  theories  threatened  to  attach  to  it* 

5.  It  is  ufelefs  to  ftop  longer  to  prove  that  the  monarchical  fyftedi 
was  interwoven  with  thofe  novelties  of  finance,  and  that  the 
friends  of  the  latter  favoured  the  attempts  which  were  made  in  order 
to  bring  the  conflitution  to  the  former  by  infenfible  gradations.-* 
The  writings  by  influential  men  of  this  party  prove  it ;  -their  mi 
opinions  avow  it,  and  the  journals  of  the  fenate  are  the  depofitory 
of  the  fird  attempts. 

6.,  Let  us,  therefore,  free  ourfelves  from  the  intermediate 
fpaces  in  which  the  progrefs  of  the  fyftem  is  marked,  fince  they 
'  can  add  nothing  to  the  proof  of  its  exiftence.  Let  us  pafs  byiti 
fympathy  with  our  regenerating  movements*,  while  running  inmo- 
narchical  paths  ;  let  us  arrive  at  the  fituation  in  which  our  repub- 
lican revolution  has  placed  things  and  parties. 

7.  The  anti-federal ifts  difembarrafs  themfelvcs  of  an  infignifi* 
cant  deoomination,  and  take  that  of  patriots  and  of  republicans* 
Their  adverfaries  become  arifttxzratf ,  notwithllanding  their  efforts 
to  preferve  the  advantageous  illufion  of  antient  names  ;  opinions 
clafli  and  prefs  each  other ;  the  arlftocratic  attempts  which  for- 
merly had  appeared  infignificant,  are  recolleftcd  ;  the  treafureri 
who  is  looked  upon  as  their  firft  fonrce,  is  attacked  ;  his  opera- 
tions and  plans  are  denounced  to  the  public  opinions  ;  nay,  in  the 
fclfions  of  1792  and  1793,  a  folcmn  inquiry  into  his  adminiftratioa 
was  obtained.  This  fird  vidldry  was  to  produce  another,  and  it 
was  hoped  that  faulty  or  innocent,  the  treafurer  would  retire,  no 
ieis  by  neceflity  in  the  one  cafe,  than  from  felf-love  in  the  otheri 
He,  emboldehed  by  the  triumph  which  he  obtained  in  the  ufelefs 
inquiry  of  his  enemies,  of  which  both  objefts  proved  equally 
aboftivcj  feduced  befides  by  the  momentary  reverfc  of  republican- 
ifm  in  Europe,  removes  the  ma(k,  and  announces  the  approaching 
triumph  of  his  principles. 

8.  In  the  mean  time  the  popular  focieties  are  formed ;  political 
ideas  concentre  themfelvcs;  the  patriotic  party  unite  and  more 
clofcly  connect  themfelvcs  \  they  gain  a  formidable  majority  in 
the  legiilature  ;  the  ahafcment  of  commerce,  the  flavery  of  naviga* 

/ion,  and  the  .audacity  of  England,  ftrengthen  it.     A  concert  of 

declaration! 
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ikclaratioAS  and  cenAires  againft  the  government  at ifes  ;  at  whicU 
the  latter  is  even  itfelf  nAoniflicd. 

J,  Such  was  the  fituation  of  things  towards  the  clofe  of  the  laft 
the  beginning  of  the  prefent  year.  Let  us  pafs  over  the  dif-^ 
contents  which  were  mod  generally  exprefled  in  the(e  critical 
moments*  They  have  been  fcnt  to  you  at  different  periods,  and  ill 
detail.  In  every  quarter  axe  arraigned  the  imbecility  of  the  go* 
verament  towards  Great  Britain^  the  defencelefs  (late  of  the  coun« 
try  againft  poflible  invafionsi  the  coldnefs  towards  the  French 
Republic  :  the  fyftem  of  finance  is  attacked,  which  threatens  eter« 
lufing  the  debt,  under  pretence  of  making  it  the  guaranty  of  pub*^ 
lie  happinefs  ^  the  complication  of  that  fyftem  which  withholds 
from  general  infpe£tion  all  its  operations  ^  the  alarming  power  of 
the  influence  it  procures  to  a  man  whofe  principles  are  regarded  as 
dangerous  ;  the  preponderance  which  that  man  acquires  from  daf 
today  in  public  meafures  ;  and  in  a  word,  the  immoral  and  impf>« 
litic  modes  of  taxation,  which  he  at  firft  prefents  as  expedients^ 
^  afterwards  raifes  to  permanency. 

10*  In  touching  this  laft  point,  we  attain  the  principal  complaint 
of  the  weftern  people,  and  the  oftenfible  motive  or  their  move« 
toents.  Republicans  by  principle,  independent  by  charaAer  and 
iituation,  they  could  not  but  accede  with  enthufiafm  to  the  crimi^ 
nations  which  we  have  fketched.  But  the  excife  above  all  affefls 
them.  Their  lands  are  fertile,  watered  with  the  iineft  rivers  in 
the  world ;  but  the  abundant  fruits  of  their  labour  run  the  rifqueof 
perifliing  for  th^  want  of  means  of  exchanging  them,  as  thofo 
more  happy  cultivators  do  for  obje£ls  which  defire  indicated  to  all 
iQ^n  ^ho  have  known  only  the  enjoyments  which  Europe  procures 
them.  Thjey  therefore  convert  the  excefs  of  their  produce  into 
liquors  imperfedly  fabricated,  which  badly  fupply  the  place  of 
thofe  they  might  procure  by  exchange.  The  excife  is  created, 
and  ftrikes  at  this  confoling  transformation  ;  their  complaints  are 
anfwered  by  the  only  pretext  that  they  arc  otherwife  inacceflible 
to  every  fpecies  of  impoft«  But  why,  in  contempt  of  treaties,  are 
they  left,  to  bear  ;he  yoke  of  the  feeble  Spaniard,  as  to  the  Miilif'- 
fippi,  for  upwards  of  twelve  years  ?  Since  when  has  an  agricul- 
tural people  fubmitted  to  the  unjuft  capricious  law  of  a  people 
explorers  of  the  precious  metals  ?  Might  we  not  fuppofe  that 
Madrid  and  Philadelphia  mutually  aflifted  in  prolonging  the  ilavery 
of  the  river ;  that  the  proprietors  of  a  barren  coaft  are  afraid  leit 
the  MifTidippi,  once  opened,  and  its  numerous  branches  brought 
into  afiivity,  their  fields  might  become  defer ts,  and  in  a  word, 
that  commerce  dreads  having  rivals  in  thofe  interior  parts,  as  foon  as 
iheir  inhabitants  (hall  ceafe  to  be  fubjeSs  ?  This  laft  fuppofition  is 
but  too  well  founded  ;  an  influential  member  of  the  fenate,  Mr* 
I^Ear^,  p^f  d>i]&  In  converfation  undifguifedly  announced  it  to  me.  .

IT.  t  (hall  be  more  brief  in  my  obfervatibBi  (Ml  tllft  ttimtlMl 
excited  by  the  fydem  for  the  fale  of  lands.     It  is  tAD^tived  to  It 
unjuft  that  thefe  vaft  and  fertile  regions  ihould  be  fold  by  proviftcci 
to  capitaliftsy  who  thus  enrich  themfclves,  and  retail  with  immenib 
jprofits,    to  the  hufbandmeti,   pofieflions  which  they  hate  neftt 
feen.     If  there  were  not  a  latent  defign  td  arreft  the  rapid  fettle- 
ment  of  thofe  lands,  and  to  prolong  their  infant  ftate^  why  ml 
open  in  the  weft  land,  offices,  whete  every  body  without  cfiftioc- 
tion,  fliould  be  admitted  to  purchafe  by  a  (mail  or  large  qiiafitity? 
Why  referve  to  fell  or  diftribute  to  favourites,  to  a  dan  of  flitttr- 
ers,  of  courtiers,  that  which  belongs  to  the  ftate,    and  Whidk 
fhould  be  fold  to  the  greateft  pdflible  profit  of  all  it? members) 

12.  Such  therefore  were  the  parts  of  the  public  grievance  upot 
which  the  weftern  people  moft  infifted.  Now,  as  the  cdiAmMf 
difpatches  inform  you,  thefe  complaints  were  fyftematizing  bytb 
convcrfations  of  influential  men^  who  retired  into  thOfe  wild  coan^ 
tries,  and  who  from  principle,  or  by  a  feries  of  particular  heart* 
burnings,  animated  dlfcontent,  already  too  near  to  eflfervefcencet 
At  lafl  the  local  explofion  is  efTefied.  The  weftern  people  cal- 
culated on  being  fupported  by  fome  diftinguifhed  charaders  in  tbt 
eaft,  and  even  imagined  they  had  in  the  bofom  of  the  governmcait 
fome  abettors,  who  might  (hare  in  their  grievances  or  thtif 
principles. 

13.  From  what  I  have  detailed  above,  thofe  men  might  indttd 
be  fuppofed  numerous.  The  feflion  of  1793  *^^  ^794  ^^'^  P*** 
importance  to  the  republican  party,  and  folidity  to  its  accufatio&Si 
The  propofitions  of  Mr.  Madifon,  or  his  projefl  of  ft  navigation 
aft,  of  which  Mr.  JefFerfon  was  originally  the  author,  fapped  tht 
Britifh  ititercft,  now  an  integral  part  of  the  financiering  fyftcm. 
Mr.  Taylor,  a  republican  member  of  the  fenate,  publifhed,  to* 
wards  the  end  of  the  feifion,  three  pamphlets,  in  which  this  laft  if 
explored  to  its  origin,  and  developed  m  its  progrefs  and  confi!- 
quences  with  force  and  method ;  in  the  laft  he  aflerts,  that  the  dt* 
crepid  ftate  of  affairs  refulting  from  that  fyftem,  could  not  hot 
prefage,  under  a  rlfing  government,  either  a  revolution  or  a  civil 
war, 

14.  The  firft  was  preparing  ;  the  government,  which  had 
forefeen  it,  re-produced  under  various  forms  the  demand  of  a 
difpofable  force  which  might  put  it  in  a  refpeftable  ftate  of  de- 
fence. Defeated  in  this  mcafure,  who  can  aver  that  It  may  not' 
have  haftened  the  local  eruption,  in  order  to  make  an  advan- 
tageous diverfion,  and  to  lay  the  more  general  ftorm  which 
it  faw  gathering  ?  Am  I  not  authorized  in  forming  this  conjec- 
ture from  the  converfation  which  the  fecretary  of  ftate  had  with 
me  and  Le  Blanc  alone,  an  account  of  which  you  hate  in  vaf 
difpatcb,  Nd.  3  ?  But  how  may  we  exped  that  the  new  fhM

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CKCCiited  i  By  exafperating  and  (evere  meafures,  author 
a  law  which  was  not  folicited  till  the  clofe  of  the  feilion. 
V  gave  to  the  one  already  exifting  for  colicd:ing  the  aflize 
fe  force,  which  hitherto  it  had  not  poflTelFedy  and  a  de- 
hich  was  not  ventured  before  to  be  made.  By  means  of 
'  law,  all  the  refradory  citizens  to  the  old  one  were 
» be  jpurfued  with  a  fudden  rigour ;  a  great  number  of 
ire  imied.  Doubtlefs  the  natural  confequcnces  from  a 
fo  dcciHve  and  fo  harfh  were  expe£led ;  and  before  thefe 
mifefted,  the  means  of  repreilion  had  been  prepared. 
18  undoiibtedly  what  Mr.  Randolph  meant  in  telling  me, 
5r  pretext  of  giving  energy  to  the  government,  it  was  in-- 
t  introduce  abfolute  power,  and  to  miflead  the  Prefident 
which  would  condufi  him  to  unpopularity. 
IThether  the  explofion  has  been  provoked  by  the  govem-

Thus  with  fome  thoufands  of  ddlan 
the  Republic  could  have  decided  on  civil  war  or  on  peace  (    Thus 
the  confciences  of  the  pretended  patriots  of  Amepica  have  already 
their  prices  \*  It  is  very  true  that  the  certainty  of  thefe  conclu^ 
fions»  painful  to  be  drawn^  will  for  eve;  exi(l  in  our  archives P 
What  will  be  the  old  age  of  thisgovernment,  if  it  is  thus  early  de— 
crcpid  [  Suchy  citizen,  is  the  evident  confequence  of  the  fyftem  (yf 
Itmances  conceived  by  Mr.  Hamilton.     He  has  made  of  a  whole 
nation  a  ftock-jobbing  fpeculating  felfi(h  peop)e.     Riches  alone 
kfite  fix  confideration  ;  and  as  no  one  likes  to  be  defpifed,  they 
are  untverfally  fought  after*    Neverthelcfs  this  depravity  has  not 

Jpct  emibraced  the  mafs  of  the  people^  the  efFefts  of  this  pemicioss 
yttesa  have  as  yet  but  (lightly  touched  them.  Still  there  are  pa- 
tiiQts»  of  whom  I  delight  to  entertain  an  idea  worthy  of  that  im- 
pc^Cng  title.  Confuk  Munroe,  he  is  of  this  number ;  he  had 
apprized  me  of  tiie  men  whom  the  current  of  events  had  dragged 
aloag  as  bodies  devoid  of  weights  His  friend  Madifon  is  alfa 
an  hooeft  man.  JefFerfon,  on  whom  the  patriots  caft  their  eyei 
to  fiiccced  the  PreTident,  had  forefeen  thefe  crifes.  He  prudently 
letixed  in  order  to  avoid  making  a  figure,  againft  his  inclination, 
in  Icenesy  the  fecret  of  which  will  foon  or  late  be  bxought  to 
light* 

17*  As  roox\  as  it  was  decrded  that  the  French  Republic  pur- 
dwifcd  no  men.  to  da  their  duty,  there  were  to  be  feen  individuals, 
about  vwhofe  conduct  the  government  could  at  leaft  form  uneafy 
eonje^lurcs,  giving  themfelves  up  with  a  fcandaious  oftentation 
to  its,  views,  and  even  feconding  its  declarations.  Xhe  popular 
Ibcleties  fooa  emitted  refolutions  (lamped  with  the  fame  fpirit, 
aodl  who,  although  they  may  have  been  advifed  by  love  of  order, 
mgbt  tteverthekfs  have  omitted  or  uttered  them  with  lefs  fdem- 
aity*  Then  were  feen  coming  from  the  very  men  whom  we  had 
lecji  accuftomed  to  regard  as  having  little  friend-ftiip  for  the 
l^ftem  of  the  treafurer,  harangues  without  end,  in  order  to  give 
a  aew  duredion  to  the  piihUc  mind.  The  militia,  however,  ma- 
aifcft  fome  repugnance,  particularly  in  Pennfylvania,  for  the  fer- 
'^tice  to  which  they  were  called.  Several  officers  refign  ;  at  laft, 
Ifcjr  excurfKHis  or  harangi^es,  incomplete  requifltions  are  obtained, 
aifid  fcattered  volunteer  corps  from  different  parts  make  up  the 
dpficiency*  Mow  much  more  interefting  than  the  changeable 
ancQ  whom  I  have  painted  above,  were  thofc  plain  citizens  who 
aafwered  the  folicitations  which  were  made  to  them  to  join  the 
HQlttDteers — •*  If  we  are  required  we  will  march  ;  becaufe  in^o 
4  do 
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o  not  wifli  not  to  have  a  government,  but  to  arm  eiirrclv<?s  as 
oluQteers  would  be  in  appearance  Aibrcribing  implicitly  to  the 
xcife  fyftem  which  we  reprobate.'* 

l8«  What  I  have  faid  above,  author! zcs  then  oiii  refllng  on 
tie  opiniont  become  incoiiteftable,  that  in  the  criiis  which  has 
>urfty  and  in  the  means  chiployed  for  rciloring  order,  the  true 
lUeftion  was  the  dcltriidlion  or  the  triumph  of  the  treafurer's 
>lan.  This  being  once  cilablillied,  let  iis  pafs  over  the  fa£ls 
related  in  the  common  difpatchcs,  and  fee  huw  the  government 
>r  the  treafurer  will  take  from  the  very  itrokc  which  threatens  his 
Tyftem  the  fafe  opportunity  of  liiimbling  the  adverfe  party,  and 
:>f  filencing  their  enemies,  whether  open  or  concealed,  The 
^my  marched;  the  Prefiilent  made  known  that  he  was  goiiii; 
to  command  it;  he  fat  out  for  Carlille  ;  Hamihon,  as  I  have 
Underftood,  reqiiefled  to  follow  him ;  tlie  Prelident  dared  not  to 
refufe  him.  It  does  not,  require  innch  penetration  to  divine  the 
object  of  this  journey  ;  in  the  Prefident  it  was  wife,  and  might 
aifo  be  his  duty  ;  but  in  Mr.  Hamilton  it  was  a  confequencc 
of  the  profound  policy  which  direft  all  his  Ilcps  ;  a  meafure 
didlated  by  a  perfe£t  knowledge  of  the  human  heart.  Was  it 
not  intereiting  for  him,  for  his  party,  tottering  under  the  weight 
of  events  without,  and  accufations  within,  to  proclaim  an  inti- 
macy more  perfect  than  ever  with  the  Prefident,  whofe  very 
name  is  a  fuSicient  Ihleld  againil  the  moll  formidable  attacks  ? 
Now  what  more  evident  mark  could  the  Prefident  give  of  his 
intimacy>  than  by  fufFering  Mr.  Hamilton,  whofe  name  even  is 
underdood  in  the  wed  as  that  of  a  public  enemy,  to  go  and 
place  himfclf  at  the  head  of  the  army,  whivh  went,  if  I  may  ufc 
the  cxprelHon,  to  caufe  his  fyftem  to  triumph  againit  the  oppo- 
fition  of  the  people?  The  prefcnce  of  Mr.  Hamilton  wiih  tho 
^my  mull  attach  it  more  than  ever  to  his  party  ;  we  fee  what 
ideas  thefc  cLrcumftances  give  birth  to  on  both  lides,  all  however 
to  the  advantage  of  the  fecretary. 

19.  Three  weeks  had  they  encamped  in  the  weft  without  a 
fingle  armed  man  appearing.  However,  the  Prefident,  or  thofe 
tirho  wiihed  to  make  the  moft  of  this  new  manoeuvre,  made  it 
public  that  he  was  going  to  command  in  pcrfon. — The  fefiion  of 
Congrefs  being  very  near,  it  was  wifhed  to  try  whether  there 
could  not  be  obtained  from  the  prefles,  which  were  fuppofed  to 
have  changed,  a  filence,  wJience  to  conclude  the  poilibility  of 
infringing  the  conAitution' in  itff  -tinoft  elTential  part;  in  that 
which,  fixes  the  relation  of  the  Prefident  with  the  lec^ifluture. 
But  the  patriotic  papers  laid  hold  of  this  artful  at  tempi.  I  i  n^ 
certain  that  the  office  of  fecretary  of  ftate,  which  alone  remained 
at  Philadelphia;  for  while,  the  minlftcr  of  finance  was  with  the 
army^  the  minifter  of  war  w  as  on  a  tour  to  the  province  of 
Maine  (j^o  ipHes  from  Philadelphia)  maintamcd  the  controverfy 
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in  favour  of  the  opinion  which  it  was  defired  to  elUbliih.   A 
comparifon  between  the  Prefident  and  the  Englifli  monarch  was  . 
introduced,    who,   far  removed  from  Weftminfter,  yet  ftrifily 
fulfils  his  duty  of  fandioning ;  it  was  much  infilled  on  that  the 
conftitutioQ  declares  that  the   Prefident  commands  the   armed 
force.     This  fimiliiude  was  treated  with  contempt.     The  confe- 
quence  ot  the  power  of  commanding  in  perfon,  drai^n  from  the 
right  to  command  in  chief,  or  direfi,  the  force  of  the  (late,  was 
ridiculed  and  reduced  to  an  abfurdity,  by  fuppofing  a  fleet  at  fea 
and  an  army  on  land.     The  refult  of  this  controverfy  was,  that 
fome  days  after  it  was  announced  that  the  Prefident  would  come 
to  open  the  approaching  feflion. 

ao.  During  his  flay  at  Bedford,  the  Prefident,  doubtlefs,  con- 
certed the  plan  of  the  campaign  with  Mr.  Lee,  to  whom  he  left 
the  command  in  chief.  The  letter,  by  which  he  delegates  the 
command  to  him,  is  that  of  a  virtuous  man,  at  leaft,  as  to  the 
major  part  of  the  fentiments  which  it  contains  ;  he  afterwards  fet 
out  for  Philadelphia,  where  he  has  ju(l  arrived,  and  Mr.  Hamil- 
ton remains  with  the  army. 

21.  This  la(l  circumftance  unveils  all  the  plan  of  the  fecretaiy; 
he  prefides  over  the  military  operations,  in  order  to  acquire  in 
the  light  of  his  enemies  a  formidable  and  impofing  confideratioiii 
He  and  Mr.  Lee,  the  commander  in  chief,  agree  perfeftly  iH 
principles.  The  governors  of  Jerfev  and  Maryland  harmonize 
entirely  with  them  ;  the  governor  or  Pennfylvania,  of  whom  it 
never  would  have  been  fufpecled,  lived  intimately  and  publicly 
with  Hamilton.  Such  a  union  of  perfons  would  be  matter  fuf- 
ficient  to  produce  refiftance  in  the  weftern  countries,  even  ad- 
mitting they  had  not  thought  of  making  any. 

22.  The  foldiers  themfelves  are  aftonifhed  at  the  fcandalous 
gaiety  with  which  thofe  who  poflefs  the  fecret  proclaim  their  ap- 
proaching triumph.  It  is  aflced  of  what  ufe  is  15,000  men  in 
this  country,  in  which  provifions  are  fcarce,  and  where  arc  to 
be  feized  only  fome  turbulent  men  at  their  plough  ?  Thofe  who 
conduced  the  expedition  knew  this ;  the  matter  is  to  create  a 
great  expence  ;  when  the  fums  (hall  come  to  be  aflefTcd,  no  one 
will  be  w  illing  to  pay,  and  (hould  each  pay  his  afleflrnent,  it  will 
be  done  in  cuifing  the  infurgent  principles  of  the  patriots. 

23.  It  is  impoffible  to  make  a  more  able  manoeuvre  for  the 
opening  of  Congrefs.  The  paflions,  the  generous  indignation, 
which  has  agitated  their  minds  in  the  laft  feflion,  were  about 
being  renewed  with  (till  more  vigour;  there  was  nothing  to  an- 
ni)unce  of  brilliant  fuccefles -which  they  had  promifed.  The  hof- 
tilities  of  Great  Britain  on  the  continent  fo  long  difguifed,  and 
now  become  evident ;  a  commerce  always  haralfed ;  ridiculous 
negotiations  lingering  at  London,  waiting  until  new  conjefturcs 
ill ould  authoriic  new  infults..     Such  was  the  pi£lure  they  vrere 

.  likely 
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]jkt\y  to  have  to  offer  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people.  But  this 
criiis,  tnd  the  great  movements  made  to  prevent  itsconfequences, 
chinge  the  ftate  of  things.  With  what  advantage  do  they  de- 
nounce an  atrocious  attack  upon  the  conditmion,  and  appreciate 
thea&ivity  ufed  to  reprefs  it;  the  ariflocratical  party  will  Toon 
have  underftood  the  fecret ;  all  the  misfortunes  will  be  attributed 
to  patriots;  the  party  of  the  latter  is  about  being  deferted  by  all 
.  the  weak  men,  and  this  complete  feflion  will  have  been  gained. 
'  24,*Who  knows  what  will  be  the  limits  of  this  triumph? 
.  Perhaps  advantage  will  be  taken  by  it  to  o^ain  fome  laws  for 
ftrengthening  the  government,  and  Aill  more  precipitating  the 
propenfity  already  vifible,  that  it  has  towards  ariftocracy. 

35.  Such  are,  citizens^  the  data  which  ^  I  poflefs  concerning 

thefe  events,  and  the  confequences  I  draw  from  them  :  I  wifli  I 

iHay  be  deceived  in  my  calculations,  and  the  good  difpofition  of 

the  people ;  their  attachment  to  principles  led  me  to  expe£l  it. 

I  have  perhaps  herein  fallen  into  the  repetitions  of  refleflions 

siixl  fa&s  contained  in  other  difpatches,  but 'I   wiflicd  to  prefent 

together  fome  views  which  I  have  reafon  to  afcribe  to  the  niling 

party,  and  fome  able  manoeuvres  invented  to  fuppbrt  themfelves. 

Widiout  participating  in  the  paflions  of  the  parties,  I  obferve 

them  i  and  I  owe  to  my  country  an  exa&  and  {[t\&  accdunt  of 

die  fituation  of  things.     I  (hall  make  it  my  duty  to  keep  you 

regularly  informed  of  every  change  that  may  take  place  ;  above 

all  d  fhall  apply  myfelf  to  penetrate  the  difpofition  of  the  legif* 

lature  ;  that  will  not  a  little  aflift  in  forming  the  final  idea  which 

we  ought  to  have  of  thefe  movements,  and  what  we  (hould  really 

Gear  or  hope  from  them.

T^HEbl  the  fecretary  of  flate  appeared  to  open  himfelf  without 
referve.  He  imparted  to  me  the  Inteftine  divifions  which 
Here  rumbling  in  the  United  States.  The  idea  of  an  approaching 
comniotion  afl^dted  him  deeply.  He  hoped  to  prevent  it  hy  th< 
^(cendancy  which  he^^daily  acquired  over  the  mind  of  the  Prefident, 
Whoconfulted  him  In  all  affairs,  and  to  whom  he  told  the  truth, 
irhic]i  his  colleagues  difguifed  from  him. 

The  Prefident  of  the  United  States,  fays  he,  is  the  mortal 
^emy  ojf  England,  and  the  friend  of  France.  I  can  af- 
^tpi  .it  upon  my  honour.  But^  not  mixing  with  the  world, 
tie   may  be  circumvented  ^y    the   dark  manoeuvres  of   fome 

N  n  a  -         men^ 
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iYien,  who  wind  themfelvcs  in  an  hundred  ways  to  draw  him  inti 
meafures  which  will  caufe  him  to  lofe  all  his  popularity.  Under 
the  pretext  of  giving  energy  to  government,  they  \yould  abfolutely 
make  a  monarch  of  him.  They  deceive  him  as  to  the  true  fpirit 
of  the  people,  as  well  as  upon  the  affairs  of  France.  I  am  fore 
tliat  at  this  moment  he  efcapcs  from  them,  and  that  in  all  thcfc 
perfidious  manoeuvres  they  have  not  been  able  to  difluade  him 
from  pronouncing  with  vigour  againft  the  miniftry  'of  England* 
He  has — but  it  is  impollible  for  me,  in  confcicncc,  to  make  you 
this  confeilion.  I^rfliould  betray  the  duties  of  my  office.  Every 
thingwhich  I  can  fay  to  you,  is,  that  it  is  important  for  our  two 
nations,  that  you  continue  to  vifit  him  frequently  ;  he  will  be 
touched  with  the  proofs  of  friendlhip  which  you  (hallteftifyto 
him;  and  I  am  furc  that  this  will  be  an  infallible  means  of  caufisg 
them  to  be  valued.  I  would  quit  the  port  which  he  has  confided 
to  me,  if  he  could  be  brought  to  make  any  attempt  upon  the 
rights  of  the  people.  A  Dili  has  paffed  the  houfeof  reprefentalivw, 
which  wounds  liberty.  They  have,  at  leaft,  taken  away  the  article 
which  prevents  the  fale  of  the  French  prizes  in  our  ports,  lij 
heart  is  troubled  by  it.  But  I  have  feen  with  pleafnre,  that  my 
refleftions  on  this  fubjeft  upon  the  dreadful  crilis  which  would 
refult  from  an  abufe  from  it,  have  made  a  deep  impreflion  upon 
the  mind,  I  will  even  fay  upon  the  heart  of  the  Prefident,  who  is 
an  honourable  man.  Let  us  unite,  Mr.  Fauchet,  to  draw  our 
two  nations  clofer  together.  Thofe  who  love  liberty  are  for  fra- 
tcrnifing  with  the  FrcTich  Republic  ;  the  parti zans  of  fla very  pre- 
fer an  alliance  with  England. 

I,  he  faid  to  mc,  (in  fpcaking  of  the  treaty  of  Jay,)  that  there 
IS  no  queftion  in  his-  miflion,  but  to  demand  a  folemn  reparation 
for  the  fpoliiuians  which  our  commerce  has  experienced  on  the 
part  of  England  ;  and  to  give  you  a  proof  that  Mr.  Jay  cannot 
enter  into  a  negotiation  contrary  to  what  wc  owe  to  France,  I  will 
give  you  the  part  of  the  indrudions  which  concerned. 

Although  the  following  note  which  1  have,  written  in  hisowa 
hand,  with  a  proniiie  to  burn  it,  be  little  in)portant,  I  annex  it 
hereto. 

if  the  Englijh  miniftry  (hall  infinuate  that  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  thefc  initrudions  fliould  appear  to  be  influenced  by  a  fuppofed 
predilection  in  favour  of  France,  you  will  arreft  the  fubjfeft  a* 
being  foreign  to  the  prefent  quj^flion.  It  is  wh^^t  the  Englifh  nation 
has  no' right  to  object  to,  becaufe  we  are  free  in  our  fcntimcnts, 
and  independent  in  our  government,' 

The  folliHying  cafe  is  to  be  unchangeable.  As  there  is  vA 
doubt  that  the  I'ngliih  miniflry  will  endeavour  to  detach  us  from 
France,  you  will  inform  them  of  the  firm  determination  of  tta 
government  of  the  United  States,  not  to  deviate  from  our  treaties 
6t  our  engageincnts  with  France, 
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EidraSf  frfim  the  Pdittcal  DifpaUhf  No.  6,  of  Gtizen  Fauchtt^ 
Minijiir  Plmip^tentiary  of  the  French  Republic  in  the  United 
States. 

QCARCE  was  the  commotion  known,  when  the  fccretary  of 
^  ftate  came  to  my  houfe.  All  his  countenance  was  grief.  Ho 
requefted  of  me  a  private  converfation.  It  is  all  over^  he  fatd 
to  me.  A  civil  war  is  about  to  ravage  our  unhappy  country. 
Fair  men  by  their  talents,  their  influence,  and  their  energy,  may 
&ve  it.  But  debtors  of  Engliih  merchants,  they  will  be  deprived 
ef  their  liberty,  if  they  take  the  fmallefi  flep.  Could  you  lend 
them  inftantaneoufly  funds  fufficient  to  ihelter  them  from  Engliih 
perfecutio]^  r  This  inquiry  alloniihed  me  much.  It  was  impof- 
fible  for  me  to  make  a  fatisfadory  anfwer.  You  know  my  want 
of  f  ower,  and  my  defe£l  of  pecuniary  means.  1  ihall  draw  my- 
lelf  from  the  affair  by  fomc  common-place  remarks,  and  by 
throwing  myfelf  on  the  pure  and  unalterable  principles  of  the 
Republic. 
1  have  never  fmce  heard  of  propoiitions  of  this  nature.

Dear  Sir, 

pLEASE  to  communicate  to  the  mafters  of  our  veflels  in  your 
harbour,  and  all  other  perfons  whom  it  may  concern,  that  a 
letter  from  Mr.  Church,  our  conful-general  in  Portugal,  advifes, 
that  the  Britifli  and  Spaniards  have  concluded  a  late  agreement 
vith  the  Dey  of  Algiers  ;  in  confequence  of  which  a  meflenger 
kas  been  difpatched  to  the  court  of  Lifbon,  that  orders  might  t)C 
p?en  to  call  in  the  Portuguefe  fquadron  then  in  the  Mediterra- 
nean, the  Dey  having  agreed  to  have  the  trade  of  that  power  re- 
ipededy  on  certain  conditions ;  and  that  the  Algerine  cruizers 
vill  immediately  fail  out  of  the  Streights  in  qued  of  our  mer-^ 
chantmen.

S  it  is  contrary  to  the  law  of  nations,  that  any  of  the  belli- 
Hgercnt  powers  (hould  commit  hoftility  on  the  waters  which 
are  fubjed  to  the  exclufive  jurifdi£lion  of  the  United  States,  fo 
ought  not  the  fhips  of  war,  belonging  to  any  belligerent  power, 
to  take  a  ftation  in  thofe  waters,  in  order  to  carry  on  hoftilc  ex- 
peditions from  thence.  I  do  myfelf  the  honour,  therefore,  of 
requefting  of  your  Excellency,  in  the  name  of  the  Prefident  of 
the  United  States,  that  as  often  as  a  fleet,  fquadron,  or  (hip,  of 
any  belligerent  nation,  fhall  clearly  and  unequivocally  ufe  the 
rivers  or  other  waters  of  Pennfylvania  as  a  ftation,  in  order  to 
carry  on  hoftile  expeditions  from  thence,  you  will  caufe  to  be 
notified  to  the  commander  thereof,  that  the  Prefident  deems  fuch 
conduft  contrary  to  the  rights  of  our  neutrality ;  and  that  a  dft- 
mand  of  retribution  will  be  urged  upon  their  government  for 
prizes  which  may  be  made  in  confequence  thereof.

T*HAT  having  fevercly  fuflfered  by  the  Britifh  depredations  on 
•*"  their  vefiels  and  property,  they  applied  to  the  laft  Congrefs 
or  redrefs,  but  no  decifion  was  jiiad  thereon  ;  they  were  Toon 
j0n  after  notified,  that  meafures  had  been  adopted,,  and- would 
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be  purfucdi  to  recover  the  property  fo  unjoftly  taken  from  thfcxn  \ 
and  they  have  obferved  with  much  pleafure  the  exertions  of  go^ 
vernment  to  produce  this  molt  defira'ble  event.  When  it  is  taken 
into  confideration,  that  the  fufFerers  fully  expefted  an  early  in- 
demnity for  all  their  lofles,  fome  of  whom,  by  thofe  depredations, 
have  been  deprived  of  nearly  all  their  property,  and  many  of 
them  of  fo  much  as  to  check  and  embarrafs  their  whole  bufincfs,

Speech  of  the  Preftdent.  of  the  United  States  to  the  Legijlature  of  the. 
United  States y  on  the  %th  December y  1795. 

Fellow  Ciiizens  of  the  Senate,  and 
Hoiifc  of  Rcprefcntatives, 

T  TRUST   I    do   not   deceive   myfelf,  while  I  indulge  the  per- 
-*•  fuafion,  that  1  have  never  met  at  any  period  when,   more  than 
at  the  prcfenr,  the  fituation  of  our  public  affairs  has  afforded  juil 
caufe  of  mutual  congratulation,  and  for  inviting  you  to  join  with 
me  in  profound  gratitude  to  the  Author  of  all  Good,  for  the  nu- 
merous and  extraordinary  blellings  we  enjoy. 

The  termi nation  of  the  long,  expenfive,  and  diftrefling  war, 
in  which  we  have  heeh  engaged  with  certain  Indians  porth-Mreft 
oi  the  Ohio,  is  placed  in  tjie  option  of  the  United  States,  by 

a  treaty 
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ii  treaty  v^hich  the  commander  of  our  army  has  concluded,  pro- 
Vilionally,  with  the  hoftile  tribes  in  that  region. 

In  the  adjultment  of  the  terms,  the  fatisfadlion  of  the  Indians 
was  deemed  an  objeft  worthy  no  Icfs  of  the  policy  than  of  the 
liberality  of  the  United  States,  as  the  neccflary  balls  of  durable 
ttanquillity.  This  objeft  has  been  fully  attained.  The  articles 
agreed  upon  will  immediately  be  laiJ  before  the  fenate  for  their 
confideration. 

The  Creek  and  Cherokee  Ind!anS)  who  alone  of  the  fouthern 
tribes  had  annoyed  our  frontiers,  have  lately  confirmed  their  pre* 
,  exifting  treaties  with  us,  and  were  giving  evidence  of  a  lincere 
difpofition  to  carry  them  into  effeft,  by  the  furrendcr  of  the  pri- 
foners  and  property  they  had  taken :  but  we  have  to  lament, 
that  the  fair  profpc£l  in  this  quarter  has  been  once  more  clouded 
by  wanton  murders,  which  fome  citizens  of  Georgia  are  repre- 
fented  to  have  recently  perpetrated  on  hunting  parties  of  the 
Creeks ;  which  have  again  fubjefled  that  frontier  to  difquietude 
and  danger,  which  will  be  produdlive  of  further  expence,  and 
may  occaiion  further  efFulion  of  blocd.  Meafures  are  purfuing 
to  prevent  or  mitigate  the  ufual  confcquences  of  fuch  outrages^; 
and  with  the  hope  of  their  fucceeding,  at  lead  to  avert  a  general 
hoftility. 

A  letter  from  the  Emperor  of  Morocco  announces  to  me  his 
recognition  of  our  treaty,  made  with  his  father  the  late  emperor ; 
and  confequently  the  continuance  of  peace  with  that  power* 
With  peculiar  fatisfaftion  I  add,  that  information  has  been  re- 
ceived from  an  agent  deputed  on  our  part  to  Algiers,  importing 
that  the  terms  of  the  treaty  with  the  Dey  aiid  Regency  of  that 
country  had  been  adjufted  in  fuch  a  manner,  as  to  authorife  the 
expe(5lation  of  a  fpeedy  peace,  and  the  rcftoration  of  our  unfor- 
tunate fellow-citizens  from  a  grievous  captivity. 

The  lateft  advices  from  our  envoy  at  the  court  of  Madrid 
give,  moreover,  the  pleafing  information,  that  he  had  received 
aflurances  of  a  fpeedy  and  fatisfa£lory  conclufion  of  his  negotia- 
tion. While  the  event,  depending  upon  unadjufled  particulars, 
cannot  be  regarded  as  afcertained,  it  is  agreeable  to  cherifh  the 
cxpeftation  of  an  ifliie,  which,  fecuring  amicably  the  very  eflen- 
tial  interefts  of  the  United  States,  will,  at  the  fame  time,  lay  the 
foundation  of  lading  harmony  with  a  power,  whofe  friendlliip 
we  have  uniformly  and  fincerely  defired  to  cultivate. 

Though  not  before  officially  difclofed  to  the  Houfe  of  Reprc- 
fentatives,  you,  Gentlemen,  are  apprifed,  that  a  treaty  of  amity, 
commence,  and  navigation,  has  been  negotiated  with  Great  Bri- 
tain ;  and  that  the  fenate  have  advifed  and  confented  to  its  ratifi- 
cation, upon  a  condition  which  excepts  part  of  one  article.  Agree-

underdanding,  opens  a  wide  field  for  confoling  and  gratifying 
reflexions.  If,  by  prudence  and  moderation  on  every  fide,  the 
extinguidiment  of  all  the  caufesf  of  external  difcord,  which  have 
heretofore  menaced  our  tranquillity,  on  terms  compatible  with  our 
national  rights  and  honour,  (hall  be  the  happy  refult,  how  firm 
and  how  precious  a  foundation  will  have  been  laid  for  accek"  ^ 
rating>  maturing,  and  eflahliihing  the  profperity  of  ourcovntry! 

Contemplating  the  internal  (ituation,  as  well  asi  the  external 
relations  of  the   United  States,  we  difcover  equal  caufe  for  coa" 
tentment  and  fatisfadion.     While  many  of  the  nations  of  Eii^ 
rope,  with  their  American  dependencies,  have  been  involved  in  , 
a  conteit  unufually  bloody,  exhauding,  and  calamitous,  in  whidb 
the  evils  of  foreign  war  have  been  aggravated  by  domeftic  cob- 
vulfions  and  infurreftion  ;  in  which  many  of  the  arts  moft  ufefui 
to  fociety  have  been  expofed  to  difcouragement  and  decay ;  ia 
W'hich    fcarcity  of   fubfiftence  has  embittered  other  fuferings; 
while  even  the  anticipations  of  a  return  of  the  bleifings  of  peace 
and  repofe  are  alloyed   by  the  fenfe  of  heavy  and  accumulatisg 
burthens,  which   prefs  upon  all  the  departments  of  induftry,  and 
threaten  to  clog  the  future  fprings  of  government : — our  favoured 
country,  happy  in  a  itriking  contralt,  has  enjoyed  general  tran- 
quillity— a  tranquillity  the  more  fatisfaftory,  becaufc  maintained 
at  the  expence  of  no  duty.     Faithful  to  ourfelves,  we  have  vio- 
lated no  obligations  to  others.     Our  agriculture,  commerce,  an<l 
manufachires,  profper  beyond  former  example  ;  the  mole(lations 
©f  our  trade  (to  prevent  a  continuance  of  which,  however,  very 
pointed  remonftrances  have  been  made)  being  overbalanced  by  the 
aggregate  benefits  which  it  derives  from  a  neutral  pofition.     Oiir 
population   advances  with  a  celerity  which,  exceeding  the  moft 
fanguine  expectations,  proportionally  augments  our  ftrength  and 
refources,  and  guarantees  our  future  fecurity.     Every  pan  of  the 
Union  difplays  indications  of  rapid  and  various  improvement, 
and  with  burthens  fo  light  as  fcarcely  to  be  perceived  ;  with  re- 
fources fully  adequate  to  our  prefent  exigencies ;  with  govern- 
ment founded  on  the  genuine  principles  of  rational  liberty,  and 
with  mild  and  wholefome  laws ;  is  it  too  much  to  fay,  that  our 
country  exhibits  a  fpeftacle  of  national  happinefs  never  furpaifed* 
if  ever  before  equalled  ? 

Placed  in  a  fituation  every  way  fo  aufpiciouis,  motives  of  com- 
manding force  impel  us,  with  fincere  acknowledgment  to  Hea- 
ven, 
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▼cn^  and  pure  k>vc  to  our  country,  to  unite  our  eflTorts  to  prc- 
ferve,  prolong,  and  improve,  our  immenfe  advantages.  To  co^ 
operate  with  you  in  this  deflrable  work,  is  a  fervent  and  favouritt 
Vfifh  of  my  iKart. 

It  is  a  viduable  ingredient  in  the  general  eftimate  of  our  welfare, 
that  the  part  of  our  country  which  was  lately  the  fccne  of  diforder 
and  infurreSton,  now  enjoys  the  bleflings  of  quiet  and  order. 
The  milled  have  abandoned  their  errors,  and  pay  the  refpeiS:  to 
tHir  conttitution  and  laws  which  is  due  from  good  citizens  to' the 
public  authorities  of  the  fociety.  Thefe  circumdances  have  in^ 
duced  me  to  pardon,  generally,  the  offenders  here  referred  to  ; 
and  to  extend  forgivenefs  to  thofe  who  have  been  adjudged  to  car- 
pital  pumfhments :  for,  although  I  Ihall  always  think  it  a  facred 
duty  to  exercife  with  firmnefs  and  energy  the  conftitutional 
powers  with  which  I  am  veiled,  yet  it  appears  to  me  no  lefs 
confident  with  the  public  good,  than  it  is  with  my  perfonal  feel- 
ings, to  mingle  in  the  operations  of  government  every  degree  of 
moderation  and  tendernefs,  which  the  national  juftice,  dignity^ 
and  fafety,  may  permit. 

Gentlemen^ 

Among  the  objeds  which  will  claim  your  attention  in  the 
courfe  of  the  feflion,  a  review  of  our  military  eilablifliment  it 
not  the  leaft'  important.  It  is  called  for  by  the  events  which 
have  changed,  and  may  be  cxpeded  (lill  further  to  change  dw. 
fituation  of  our  frontiers.  In  this  review,  you  will  doubtlefa  a!** 
low  due  weight  to  the  ccinfiderations,  that  the  queftions  between 
ui  and  certain  foreign  powers  are  not  yet  finally  adjufted*;  that 
the  war  in  Europe  is  not  yet  terminated  ;  and  that  our  weftera 
poflty  when  recovered,  will  demand  provilion  for  garrifonitig 
and  fecuring  them.  A  ftatemept  of  otir  military  force  will  b^ 
laid  before  you  by  the  department  of  war. 

With  the  review  of  our  army  eftablifhment  is  naturally  c^n- 
ne&ed  that  of  the  militia.  It  will  merit  inquiry,  what  impet- 
fedions  in  the  exiting  plan  further  experience  may  have  un- 
folded. The  fu)>jed  is  of  fo  much  moment,  in  my  eftimation, 
as  to  excite  a  conftant  (blicitude,  that  the  confideration  of  it  may 
be  renewed  until  the  greateft  attainable  perfe£lion  (hall  be  accom- 
pliflied.  Time  is  wearing  away  fome  advantages  for  forwarding 
the  obje£l^  while  hone  better  deferves  the  perfevering  attention  of 
the  public  councils. 

While  we  indulge  the  fatisfaflion,  which  the  aflual  condition 
of  our  weftem  borders  fo  well  authorifes,  it  is  necef&ry  that  wc 
Ihouid  not  lofe  fight  of  an  important  truth,  which  continually  r6- 
Peives  new  confirmations,  namely,  that  the  provifions  heretofore 
tUMde  with  a  view  to  the  proteSion  of  the  Indians  from  the  vio- 
lence of  the  lawlefs  pari  of  the  frontier  inhabitants,  are  infufii^' 
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cient.  It  IS  demonftratcd,  that  thefe  violences  can  now  be  perpe- 
trated with  impunity.  And  it  can  need  no  argument  to  provq 
that  unlefs  the  murdering  of  Indians  can  be  retrained,  by  bring-^ 
ing  the  murderers  to  condign  puniihment,  all  the  exertion  of  tfe 
government  to  prevent  dellrudlive  retaliations  by  the  Indians  will  , 
prove  fruitlefs,  and  all  our  prefent  agreeable  profpeds  illufory; 
The  frequent  deftruftion  of  innocent  women  and  children,  who 
are  chiefly  the  victims  of  retaliation,  muft  continue  to  ihock  hu- 
manity; and  an  enormous  expence  to  drain  the  treafury  of  the 
Union.  ^ 

To  enforce  upon  the  Indians  the  obferv^rtce  of  juftice,  it  is 
indifpenfable  that  there  (hall  be  competent  means  of  rendering 
juftice  to  them.     If  thefe  means  can  be  devifed  by  the  wifdom 
of  Congrefs,  and  efpecially  if  there  can  be  added  an  adequate 
provifion  for  fupplying  the  neceflities  of  the  Indians,  on  reafon-   ' 
able  terms,  (a  meafure,  the  mention  of  which  I  the  more  readily   \ 
repeat,  as  in  all  the  conferences  with  them  they  urge  it  with 
folicitude)  I  fhould  not  hefitate  to  entertain  a  ftrong  hope  of 
rendering  our  tranquillity  permanent.     I  add  with  pleafure,  that " 
the  probability  even  of  their  civilization  is   not  diminiihedbf  ' 
the  experiments  which  have  been  thus  far  made  under  the  auf- 
pices  of  government.     The  accompliftiment  of  this  work,  if 
praflicable,  will   refleS  undecaying  luftre  on  our  national  cha- 
rafter,  and  adminiller  the  moll  grateful  confolations*  that  virtuous 
minds  can  know. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives, 

The  ftate  of  our  revenue,  with  the  fums  that  have  been  bor- 
rowed and  re-imburfed,  purfuant  to  different  afts  of  Congrefs, 
will  be  fubmitted  from  the  proper  departments ;  together  with  an 
eftimate  of  the  appropriations  necelfary  to  be  made  for  the  fer- 
vice  of  the  enfuing  year. 

Whether  meafures  may  not  be  advifeable  to  reinforce  the  pro- 
vifion for  the  redemption  of  the  public  debt  will  naturally  engage 
your  examination — Congrefs  have  demonftrated  their  fenfe  to  be, 
and  it  were  fuperfluous  to  repeat  mine,  that  whatfoever  will  tend 
to  accelerate  the  honourable  extinction  of  our  public  debt,  ac- 
cords as  much  \vith  the  true  intereits  of  our  country,  as  with  the 
general  fenfe  of  our  conftituents. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and 
Houfe  of  Rcprefentalives, 

The  ftatements  which  will  be  laid  before  you,  relative  to  the 
Mint,  will  fhew  the  fituation  of  that  inftitution,  and  the  neceffity 
of  fome  further  legiflative  provifions  for  carrying  the  bufinefs  of 
it  more  completely  into  cfteit,  and  for  checking  abufes  which 
appear  to  be  arifmg  in  particular  quarters. 

Z  The 
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The  pri^Tcfs  in  providing  materials  for  the  frigates,  and  in 
building  them;  the  Uate  of  the  fortifications  of  our  harbours; 
the  meafuics  which  have  been  purfued  tor  obtaining  proper  fcites 
for  arfenak,  and  for  replenilhir.g  our  magazines  with  military 
flores ;  and  the  fteps  which  have  been  taken  towards  the  exccu* 
tion  of  the  law  for  opering  the  trade  with  the  Indians,  will 
liken^'ife  be  prefented  for  the  information  of  Congrefs. 

Temperate  difcuffion  of  the  important  fubje£ls  which  may 
arife  in  the  courfe  of  the  felliun,  and  mutual  forbearance  where 
there  is  a  difference  of  opinion,  are  too  obnous  and  necelfary  for 
the  peace,  happinefs,  and  welfare  of  our  country,  to  need  any 
recommendation  of  mine.

TN  the  Houlje  of   Reprefentatives,   on  Monday,  Jan.  4,   the

There  were  read,  firft,  a  letter  from  the  Prefident  of  the 
United  States,  announcing,  that  the  colours  of  the  Republic  of 
France  had  been  prefented  to  him  by  the  French  amba^ador,  Ci-

Second,  a  letter  from  the  Committee  of  Safety  to  the  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  in  Congrefs. 

Third,  the  Addrefs  of  Citizen  Adet  to  the  Prefident  on  deli- 
yering  the  colours  ;  and, 

Fourth^  the  Anfwer  of  the  Prefident  to  Citizen  Adet. 


Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  of  the 
Houfe  of  Reprefentatives, 

A  LETTER  from  the  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  of  the  French 
Republic,  received  on  the  22d  of  laft  month,  covered  an  Addrefsj 
dated  the  21ft  of  Odober,  1795,  from  the  Committee  of  Public 
Safety,  to  the  Reprefentatives  of  the  United  States  in  Congrefs ; 
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None  of  thefe  fympathctic  emotions  have  efcaped  the  fcnfibility 
of  the  French  nation.     They  have  all  fcrved  to  cement  the  molt 
-,  intimate  and  folid  union  that  has  ever  exlded  between  two  nations. 
The  Citizen   Adet,  who  will  refide  with  your  government  in 
^  duality  of  minifter  plenipotentiary  of  the  French  Republic,  is 
,  specially  inftrufted  to  tighten  thefe  bands  of  fraternity  and  mu- 
'.  tual  benevolence.     We  hope  that  he  may  fulfil  this  principal  ob- 
icd  of  his  midion,  by  a  conduct  worthy  of  the  confidence  of 
Doth  nations,  and  of  the  reputation  which  his  patriotifm  and  vir- 
tues have  acquired  him. 

An  analogy  of  political  principles,   the  natural  relations  of 

commerce  and  induftry  ;  the  efforts  and  imnrienfe  facrifices  ot 

1x>th  nations  in  defence  of  liberty  and  equality  ;  the  blood  which 

they  haye  fpilled  together;  their  avowed  hatred  to  defpots ;  the 

moderation  of  their  political  views  ;  the  difintereftednefs  of  their 

councils  ;  and  cfpecially  the  fuccefs  of  the  vows  which  they  have 

made  in  the  prefence  of  the  Supreme  Being,  to  be  free  or  die — ■ 

all  combine  to  render  inde(lru(^ible  the  connections  which  they 

have  formed. 

Doubt  it  not,  Citizens — we  fliall  finally  deftroy  the  combina- 
tion of  tyrants ;  you,  by  the  pi£lure  of  profperity,  which  in 
your  vaft  countries  has  fucceeded  to  a  bloody  ftruggle  of  eight 
wars;  we,  by  the  enthufiafm  which  glows  in  the  bread  of  every 
Frenchman.  AAonifhed  nations,  too  long  the  dupes  of  perfidious 
kings,  nobles,  and  priefts,  will  eventually  recover  their  rights, 
and  the  human  race  will  owe  to  the  American  and  French  nations 
their  regeneration  and  a  lading  peace.

Mr.  Prefidcnt, 

I  COME  to  acquit  myfelf  of  a  duty  very  dear  to  my  heart ;  I. 
come  to  depofit  in  your  hands,  and  in  the  midd  of  a  people  juftly 
renowned  for  thftr  courage  and  their  love  of  liberty,  the  fymbol 
of  their  triumphs,  and  of  the  enfranchifement  of  my  nation.* 

When  (he  broke  her  chains  ;  when  (he  proclaimed  the  impre- 
Icriptible  rights  of  man  ;  when,  in  a  terrible  war,  (he  fealed  with 
her  blood  the  covenant  (he  made  with  liberty  ;  her  own  happinefs 
was  not  alone  the  obje£l  of  her  glorious  eflForts ;  her  views  ex- 
tended alfo  to  all  free  people.  She  faw  their  interefts  blended 
with  her  own,  and  doubly  rejoiced  in  her  viSories,  which,  ia. 
aflhring  to  her  the  enjoyment  of  her  rights,  became  to  them  new 
guarantees  of  their  independence. 

Thefe  fentimcnts,  which  animated  the  French  nation  from  the 
dawn  of  their  revolution,  have  acquired  new  ftrength  fince  th^ 
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foundation  of  the  Republic.  France,  at  that  lime,  by  the  form 
of  its  government,  affimilatcd  to,  or  rather  identified  with,  free 
people,  faw  in  them  only  friends  and  brothers.  Long  accuftoqied 
to  regard  the  American  people  «s  her  mod  faithful  allies,  (he 
has  fought  to  draw  clofer  the  ties  already  formed  in  the  fields  of. 
America,  under  the  ^ufpices  of  vidlory,  over  the  ruins  of 
tyranny! 

The  National  Convention,  the  organ  of  the  will  of  the  French 
nation,  have  more  than  once  expreifed  their  fentiments  to  the 
American  people  ;  but  above  all,  thefe  burft  forth  on  that  augull 
day,  when  the  minifter  of  the  United  States  prefentcd  to  the  Na- 
tional Reprefentation  the  colours  of  his  country,  Defiring  never 
to  lofe  recolledipns  as  dear  to  Frenchmen  as  they  muftbeta 
Americans,  the  Conventiqn  ordered  that  thefe  colours  fhould  he. 
placed  in  the  hall  of  their  fittings.  They  had  experienced  iem- 
fations  too  agreeable  not  to  caiife  them  to  be  partaken  of  by  their 
allies,  and  decreed,  that  to  them  the  national  cololirs  fhould  be 
prefented. 

Mr.  Prefident, 

I  do  not  doubt  their  expejftations  will  be  fulfilled ;  and  I  am 
convinced  that  every  citizen  will  receive,  with  a  pleafing emotion, 
this  flag,  elfewhere  the  terror  of  the  enemie^  of  liberty,  here 
the  certain  pledge  of  faithful  friendfhip  ;  efpecially  when  they 
recolledl  that  it  guides  to  combat  men  who  have  fhared  their' toils, 
and  who  were  prepared  for  liberty,  by  aiding  them  to  acquire 
their  own.

,  BORN>  Sir,  in  a  land  of  liberty — having  early  learned  its 
value — having  engaged  in  a  perilous  conflift  to  defend  it — having, 
in  a  word;  -devoted  the  beft  years  of  my  life  to  feciire  its  perma- 
nent eftabllfhmcnt  in  my  own  country,  my  anxious  recolledions, 
my  fympathetic  feelit/gs,  and  my  beft  wifhes,  are  irrefiftibly  ex- 
cited, wnenfoever  in  any  country  I  fee  an  oppreifed  natron  unfurl 
the  banners  of  freedom.  But,  above  all,  the  events  of  the  French 
revolution  havb  produced  the  decpeft  folicitude,  as  well  as  the 
higheft  admiration.  To  call  your  nation  brave,  were  to  pro- 
jdounce  but  common  praife.  Wonderful  people !  Ages  to  come 
will  read  with  aftoniihment  the  hiftory  of  your  brilliant  exploits! 
I  rejoice  that  the  period  of  your  toils  and  your  immenfe  facrifices 
is  approaching.  I  rejoice  that  the  interefting  revoluiionary- 
rf.ovemcnts  of  fo  many  years  have  ended  in  the  formation  of  j^ 
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Confiltution  defigned  to  give  permanency  to  the  great  pbje£l  for 
which  you  have  contended.  I  rejoice  that  liberty,  which  you 
fiaVd  fo  long  enifiraced  with  enthuliafm — liberty,  of  which  you 
Have  tfeen  tlie  inviticible  defenders,  now  finds  an  afylum  in  the 
Bbfom  of  a  regularly  organized  government ;  a  govemment  which 
b^ing  formed  to  fecure  the  happinefs  of  the  French  people,  corre- 
fpohds  with  the  ardent  wifhcs  of  my  heart,  whilp  it  gratifies  the 
pride  of  every  citizen  of  the  United  States  by  its  rcfembiance  to 
their  own.  On  thefe  glorious  events,  accept,  Sir,  my  fmcerc 
congratulations. 

In  delivering  to  you  thefe  fcntiments,  I  exprcfs  not  my  own 
feelings  only,  but  thofe  of  my  fellow  citizens,  in  relation  to  the 
ConAmencenlent,  the  progrefs,  and  the  iffne  of  the  French  revolu- 
tion :  and  they  will  cordially  join  with  me  in  purell  wifhcs  to  the 
Supreme  Being,  thai  the  citizens  of  our  fifter  Republic,  our  mag- 
nanimous allies,  may  foon  enjoy  tn  peace  that  liberty  which  they 
have  purchafed  at  fo  great  a  price,  and  all  the  happinefs  which 
liberty  can  beftow. 

I  receive,  Sir,  with  lively  fenfibility,  the  fymbol  of  the  tri- 
umphs, and  the  enfranchifement  of  your  nation,  the  colours  of 
France,  which  you  have  now  prefented  to  the  United  States.  The 
tranfadion  will  be  announced  to  Congrefs  ;  and  the  colours  will 
be  depofited  with  thofe  archives  of  the  United  States,  which  arc 
at  once  the  evidences  and  memorials  of  their  freedopi  and  indepen^ 
dence.  May  thefe  be  perpetual !  And  may  the  friendfliip  ot  the 
two  Republics  be  commenfurate  with  their  exiftente.

.    turned  the  following  Anfwer  2 

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives, 

T^uTjTH  the  utmoft  attention  I  have  confidered  your  refolution 
^^  of  the  24th  in(tant,  requefting  me  to  lay  before  your  houfe 
:|  copy  of  th^  inftruSions  to  the  minifter  of  the  United  States,  whq 
negotiated  the  treaty  with  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  together  with 
the  correfpondence  and  other  docun^ents  relative  to  that  treaty, 
excepting  fuch  of  the  faid  papers  as  any  exilling  negotiation  may 
Itiider  improper  to  be  difclofed. 

In' deliberating  on  this  fqbje^,  it  wa$  impoflibte  for  me  to  lofi^ 
fight  of  the  principle  which  lome  have  avowed  in  its  difcuflion,  01; 
to  avoid  extending  my  views  to  the  confecjuenccs  v^hich  mull  flow 
fifonft  the  admiilion  of  that  principle. 
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I  truft  that  no  part  of  ijiy  condu£l  has  ever  tiwlicated  a  difpoGtion 
to  withhold  any  information  which  the  conftitution  has  enjoined 
upon  the  Prefident  as  a  duty  to  give,  or  which  could  be  required 
of  him  by  either  houfe  of  Congrefs  as  a  right ;  and  with  truth  I 
affirm,  that  it  has  been,  as  it  will  continue  to  be  while  I  have  the 
honour  to  prefide  in  the  government,  my  conftant  endeavour  to 
harmonize  with  the  other  branches  thereof,  fo  far  as  the  truft  de- 
legated to  me  by  the  people  of  the  United  States,  and  my  fenfe  of  ' 
the  obligation  it  impofes,  to  *  preferve,  prote£l^  and  defend  the  j 
conftitution,'  will  permit. 

The  nature  of  foreign  negotiations  requires  caution  ;  and  their 
fucceflcs  muft  often  depend  on  fecrecy,  and  even  when  brought  to 
a  conclufion,  a  full  difclofure  of  all  the  meafures,  demands,  or 
eventual  conceffions  which  may  have  been  propofcd  or  contem- 
plated, would  be  extremely  impolitic  ;  for  this  might  have  a  per- 
nicious influence  on  future  negotiations,  or  produce  immediate 
inconvenicncics ;  perhaps  danger  and  mifchief,  in  relation  to 
other  powers.  The  neceflity  of  fuch  caution  and  fecrecy  was  one 
cogent  reafon  for  veiling  the  power  of  making  treaties  in  the  Pre- 
fident, with  the  advice  andconfent  of  the  fenate ;  the  principle  on 
which  that  body  was  formed  confining  it  to  a  fmall  number  of 
members.  To  admit,  then,  a  right  in  the  houfe  of  reprefentatives 
to  demand,  and  to  have  as  a  matter  of  courfe,  all  the  papers  re- 
fpeSing  a  negotiation  with  a  foreign  power,  would  be  to  eftablifli 
a  dangerous  precedent. 

It  does  not  occur  that  the  infpeftion  of  the  papers  aflced  for  can 
be  relative  to  any  purpofe  under  cognizance  oi  the  houfe  of  repre- 
fentatives, except  that  of  an  impeachment,  which  the  refolulion 
has  not  expreiTed.  I  repeal  that  I  have  nodifpofition  to  withhold 
any  information  which  the  duty  of  my  llation  will  permit,  or  the 
public  good  fhall  require  to  be  difclofcd  ;  and,  in  fafl,  all  the 
papers  affeding  'the  negotiation  with  Great  Britain  were  laid  be- 
fore the  fenate,  when  the  treaty  itfclf  was  communicated  for  their 
confidcration  and  advice. 

1  he  courfe  which  the  debate  has  taken  on  the  refolution  of  the 
houfe,  leads  to  fome  obfervations  on  the  mode  of  making  treaties 
under  the  conftitution  of  the  United  Stales. 

Having  been  a  member  of  the  general  convention,  and  knowing 
the  principles  on  which  the  conftitution  was  formed,  I  have  never 
entertained  but  one  opinion  on  this  fubjed  ;  and  from  the  firft 
eftablifhment  of  the  government  to  this  moment,  my  conduft  has 
exemplified  that  opinion,  that  the  power  of  making  treaties  isex- 
clufively  vefted  in  the  Prefident,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the 
fenate,  provided  two-thirds  of  the  fenators  prefent  concur  ;  and 
that  every  treaty  fo  made  and  promulgated,  thenceforward  became 
the  law  of  the  land.     It  is  thus  that  the  treaty-making  power  has 

been 
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been  underftood  by  foreign  nations  ;  and  in  all  treaties  made,  with 
them  we  have  declared,  and  they  have  believed,  that  when  ratified 
by  the  Prefidenty  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  the  fenate,  they 
became  obligatory.  In  this  con(lru£tion  of  the  conftitution,  every 
boufe  of  reprefentatives  lias  heretofore  acquiefced  ;  and  until  the 
prefent  time,  not  a  doubt  or  fufpicion  has  appeared  to  my  know- 
ledge, that  this  conftrudion  was  not  the  true  one.  Nay,  they 
have  more  than  acquiefced  ;  for  until  now,  without  controverting 
tlie  obligation  of  fuch  treaties,  they  have  nuule  all  the  requifite 
provifions  for  carrying  them  into  tfftSt. 

There  is  alfo  reafon  to  believe  that  this  conftrudion  agrees  with 

the  opinions  entertained  by  the  (late  conventions,  when  they  were 

deliberating  on  the  conftitution,  efpecially  by  thofe  who  objeAed 

to  it,  becaufe  there  was  not  required  in  commercial  treaties  the 

confent  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  fenate,  inftead  of  two-thirds  of 

the  fenators  prefent ;  and  becaufe  in  treaties  refpeding  territorial 

and  certain  other  rights  and  claims,  the  concurrence  of  three-fourths 

5>f  the  whole  number  of  the  members  of  both  houfes  refpeAively 

was  not  made  neceifary. 

It  is  a  faSt  declared  by  the  general  convention,  and  univerfally 
underftood,  that  the  conftitution  of  the  United  States  was  the  refult 
of  a  fpirit  of  amity  and  mutual  conceflion.  Apd  it  is  well  known, 
that  under  this  influence  the  fmaller  ftates  were  admitted  to  an  equal 
reprefentation  in  the  fenate  with  the  larger  ftates,  and  that  this 
branch  of  the  government  was  invefted  with  great  powers,  for  on 
{be  equal  participation  of  thofe  powers  the  fovereignty  and  politi- 
cal fafety  of  the  fmaller  ftates  were  deemed  efTentially  to  depend. 

If  other  proofs  than  thefe,  and  the  plain  letter  of  the  conftitu- 
tioin  itfelf,  be  neceflary  to  afcertain  the  point  under  confideration, 
they  may  be  found  in  the  journals  of  the  general  convention, which 
I  have  depofited  in  the  office  of  the  department  of  ftate.  In  thofe 
journals  it  will  appear  that  a  proportion  was  made,  f^  that  no 
treaty  ihould  be  binding  on  the  United  States  which  was  not  rati- 
fied by  a  law,"  and  that  the  propofition  was  explicitly  rejefkedi, 

^s,  therefore,  it  is  perfe<^ly  clear  to  my  underftanding,  that 
the  aflent  of  the  hpufe  of  reprefentatives  is  not  neceflfary  to  the  va- 
lidity of  a  treaty,  as  the  treaty  with  Great  Britain  exhibits  in  itfelf 
all  the  objeds  requiring  legiflative  provifion,  and  on  which  thefe 
papers  called  for  can  throw  no  light ;  and  as  it  is  eflential  to  the 
(due  adminiftration  of  the  government,  that  the  boundaries  fixed 
by  the  conftitution  between  the  different  departments  ftiould  be 
preferved— -a  juft  regard  to  the  conftitution,  and  to  the  duty  of  my 
piEce,  under  all  the  circumftances  of  this  cafe,  forbid  a  compliance 
with  your  requeft,

fevering,  fince  the  treaty  was  figned,  in  the  impreflment  of  Afflc- 
rican  feamen,  and  the  feizure  of  American  veflels  laden  with  pro- 
vifions,  contrary  to  the  cleareft  right  of  neutral  nations^  whether 
this  be  viewed  as  the  conftru<5lion  meant  to  be  given  to  any  article 
in  the  treaty,  or  as  contrary  to,  and  an  infraction  of  the  true 
meaning  and  fpirit  thereof,  the  houfe  cannot  but  confider  it  as  in- 
cumbent on  them  to  forbear,  under   fuch  circumftances,  taking 

at  prefent  any  adive  meafures  on  the  fubjefl^ ;  therefore,

information  as  the  houfc  poiTcflcS)  it  is  not  expedient  at  this  time

;,    Sir,  PHladelphia^  Sept,  5,   1 793. 

J  AM  honoured  with  your's  of  Auguft  30.  Mine  of  the  7th  of 
-  that  moif^th  aflfured  you,  that  meafures  were  taken  for  excludiiiig 
bom  all  farther  afylum  in  our  ports,  vefTels  armed  in  them  to 
pnuze  on  nations  with  which  we  are  at  peace,  and  for  the  reiloca* 
tion  of  the  prizes,  the  Lovely  Lafs,  and  the  Jane,  of  Dublin ; 
fUid  that  (hould  the  meafures  for  reflitution  fail  in  their  efFeS,  the 
^refident  confidered  it  as  incumbent  on  the  United  States  to  make 
Compenfation  for  the  veflels* 

•  'Wc  are  bound  by  our  treaties  with  three  of  the  belligerent 
^fttionsy  -by  all  the  means  in  our  power  to  prote^  and  defend  their 
irefleb  sind  effe£ls  in  our  ports  or  waters,  or  on  the  feas  near  our 
AoreSj  tfli<^  to  recover  and  reftore  the  fame  to  the  right  owners 
when  taken  from  them.  If  all  the  means  in  our  power  are  ufed^ 
iod  fail  in  their  cffc^y  we  are  not  bound  by  our  treaties  with  thofe 
|i9l^BS  to  niake  compenfation.

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means  in  our  power  (hould  be  ufed  for  their  reftittition.  If  thefc 
fail,  as  we  fhould  not  be  bound  by  our  treaties  to  make  compen- 
fation  to  the  other  powers  in  the  analogous  cafe,  he  did  not  mean 
to  give  an  opinion  that  it  ought  to  be  done  to  Great  Britain.  But 
ftilly  if  any  cafe  (hall  arife  fubfequent  to  that  date,  the  circum- 
ftances  of  which  (hall  place  them  on  fimilar  ground  with  tholb 
before  it,  the  Prefident  would  think  conlpenfation  eqtially  incum* 
bent  on  the  United  States. 

Inftruftions  are  given  to  the  governors  of  the  diflferent  ftates  to

'  information  which  you  (hall  be  pleafed  to  fend  to  mc  alfo  at  any 

time,  (hall  be  forwarded  to  them  as  quickly  as   diftance  will 

permit. 

Hence  you  will  perceive.  Sir,  that  the  Prefident  contemplates 
reftitution  or  compenfation  in  the  cafes  before  the  7th  of  Augnft; 
and  after  that  date,  reftitution,  if  it  can  be  e(Fe£ted  by  any  means 
in  our  power :  and  that  it  will  be  important  that  you  (hould  fufc- 
ilantiate  the  faft,  that  fuch  prizes  are  in  our  ports  or  waters. 

Your  lift  of  the  privateers  illicitly  armed  in  our  ports,  is,  I  be- 
lieve, corredl. 

With  refpeft  to  loiTes  by  detention,  wafte,  or  fpoliation,  fuf- 
tained  by  vefTels  taken  as  before-mentioned,  between  the  dates  of 
June  5th,  and  Auguft  yih,  it  is  propofed  as  a  providonal  meafurc, 
that  the  colleftor  of  the  cuftoms  of  the  diftrift,  and  the  Briti(h  con- 
ful,or  any  other  perfon  you  pleafe,  (hall  appoint  perfons  to  eflablifh 
the  value  of  the  vefTel  and  cargo  at  the  time  of  her  capture,  and  of 
her  arrival  in  the  port  into  which  (he  is  brought,  according  to 
their  value  in  that  port.  If  this  (hall  be  agreeable  to  you,  and 
you  will  be  pleafed  to  fignify  it  to  me,  with  the  names  of  the 
prizes  underftood  to  be  of  this  defcription,  inftru6kions  will  be 
given  accordingly  to  the  colleftors  of  the  cuftoms  where  the  refpec- 
tive  veifels  are.

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LiiUr  iranfmitted  in  June^   I795>  fr^^  General  De  Pins,  delivered 
to  the  Genoefe  Government  by  the  Aiiftrian  Colonel  Breiani, 

^r*HE  French  armies,  regardlefs  of  the  neutrality  adopted  by  the 
"*  moft  iUuftrious  Republic  of  Genoa,  have  aggreffed  on  its  ter- 
titories  by  eroding  the  river  Pauent,  and  threaten  an  invafion  of 
Piedmont  and  Auilrian  Lombardy.  His  Imperial  Majei^y  has 
therefore  deemed  it  expedient  to  augment  his  army  of  Italy  for 
\fa6  defence  of  his  hereditary  dominions,  and  having  conferred  on 
nae  the  command  of  that  army,  I  feel  it  my  ddty  in  my  turn  to 
enter  upon  the  territories  of  the  Re|>ublic  at  the  head  of  the  Impe-* 
rial  army,  for  the  purpofe  of  carrying  his  Majefly's  order  into 
effe&y  by  repel liiig  the  enemy,  and  putting  the  Auflrian  poifeflioni 
out  of  dangei.  The  illuitrious  Republic  will,  I  truft,  feel  the 
neccffity  of  The  ftep  which  mv  perfonal  fituation  compels  me  to 
adopt.  The  meafures  I  intend  to  purfue  will  not  only  infure  the 
fecurity  of  the  Auftrian  ftates,  but  will  alfo  prcferve  the  tranquillity 
of  the  Republic. 

:*-  I  therefore  flatter  myfelf  that  you  v/ill  at  lead  grant  the  Aufttiarl 
troops  the  fame  proreclion  that  you  grant  the  French  ',  and  that  you

THE  illuftrious  Republic  of  Genoa  having,  with  the  ijnani-* 
ntons  confent  of  the  belligerent  powers,  adopted  a  fyftem  of  perfeflk 
neutrality,  (he  did  imagine  that  her  territories  would  have  been 
ieciire  from  aggreflion,  which  is  the  indifputable  privilege  of  a 
nation  in  a  ftate  of  neutrality  ;  but  the  Republic  b(  ing  contiguous 
to  a  country  in  a  ftate  of  war,  could  not  relift  the  influx  of  foreign 
troops ;  this  circumftance  has,  however,  always  been  confidered 
as  a  violation  of  that  neutrality  ;  and  the  government  did  not 
£iil  to  remonftrate  on  the  fubjed,  but  invariably  maintained  theif 
rights  of  neutrality,  even  againlt  a  fuperior  force. 

Therefore  the  Serene  GoVeriiment  cannot  confider  as  an  eXcufci 
rthe  plan  being  already  completed)  the  communication  of  it  which 
Baron  De  Vins  has  made  to  the  fecretary  of  (late;  more  efpecially 
becaufe  the  objeft  of  the  Auibian  army  being  to  dme-tbe  French 
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from  the  Genocfc  territory,  the  latter  ftatc  would  in  confequencc 
be  converted  into  the  theatre  of  war,  a  moft  powerful  motive  for 
determininii  the  Republic  only  to  fubmit  to  it  under  the  circum-. 
(lances  of  a  fuperior  force. 

1  hefe  are  the  fcntiments  of  the  government  of  Genoa,  which 
they  tranfmit  to  Baron  Devins,  in  reply  to  his  communication. 
It  is  to  be  hoped,  that  on  reflcdion,  the  Baron  will  abandon  the 
plan  laid  down  in  his  letter,  and  on  this  account  a  courier  has  juft 
been  difpatched  to  the  minifter  plenipotentiary  of  the  Republic  at 
Vienna,  with  inftrudlion  to  remonftrate  with  the  Imperial  cabinet. 
At  the  fame  time  the  government  ex prefs  their  fenfe  of  the  good 
difpofition  entertained  by  Baron  De  Vins  towards  the  Republic  and 
the  people  of  Genoa, 


Note  prefented  on  the  gth  of  Auguji  to  the  Secretary  of  State  tf  tit 
Republic  of  Genoa,  by  the  French  Minifter  Citizen  Villars. 

T  TNABLE,  after  the  murder  which  took  place  ^efterday,*  to 
^  reftrain  any  longer  the  indignation  of  the  French  who  refidc 
at  Genoa,  I  hereby  inform  thereof  the  minider  of  date,  that  he 
may  not  render  himfelf  refponiible  for  the  incalculable  confer 
quences  which  that  event  muft  naturally  produce. 

As  the  officers  who  commanded  yefterday  at  La  Lauterne  and 
the  Mole  remain  dill  on  their  pofts,  it  is  evident  that 'the  Genocfc 
government  connives  with  them,  as  well  as  with  the  governor  of 
the  port,  who  has  concurred  in  the  infamous  order,  purfuant  to 
which  Frenchmen  have  been  affallinated.

1  he  French  niini/ler  had  ordered  all  the  privateers  of  his  nation  to  fail 
and  niiike  prizes  of  any  veffel  carrying  provifions  to  the  Audrians,  under 
whatever  flag.  The  Genoefe  government  permitted  their  failing  exprersly 
under  the  condition  not  to  detain  any  vefl'el  until  twenty-four  houn  had 
elapfed  after  their  departure,  conformable  to  the  laws  of  neutrality.  The 
French  miniiler,  however,  intimated,  that  in  the  prefent  fituation  of  affairs, 
that  law  was  not  fo  particularly  binding;  upon  HhiCh-<Jie  Genoefe  govern- 
ment declared  that  their  cruizers  fhould  not  be  permittecl  to  fail ;  nevcrthe- 
icfs  they  perilled  in  failing,  but  they  were  threatened  to  be  fired  upon  with 
ball  and  ^',  rape- f  hot,  if  they  did.  One,  however,  ran  the  ri(k,  andnadaftn- 
ally  failed  as  far  as  the  bank  of  the  port,  when  fhe  was  fined  upon,  and  the 
mate  being  thereby  wounded,  was  compelled  to  return.  The  above  note 
was,  in  co;ifcquence,  prefented  to  the  Genoefe  government  by  the  French 
minifter,  ::nd  tlie  officer  on  guard  on  the  banks  of  the  port  was  arrefted.  In 
the  interim,  two  French  frigates  and  two  cutters  went  to  fea,  and  protefted, 
or  covered  as  it  were,  their  privateers,  who  likcwif«  went  to  fca,  6iliog 
between  th'.m.

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Since  the  undcrfigned  has  received  no  anfwer  to  the  jgft  remon- 
ftrances  he  made  on  this  fubjeft  yefterday  evening,  he  finds  himfelf 
obliged  to  declare, 

I.  That  he  conflders  as  hoililities  againft  the  French  Republic 
all  that  for  this  month  paft  has  happened  in  the  port  of  Genoa,  and 
efpecially  the  murder  committed  yederday,  in  fight  of  the  people  of 
Genoa. 

adly*  That  by  pointing  out  to  the  Serene  Government  the  moft 
proper  means  of  appeafmg  the  jud  indignation  of  the  National 
Convention  and  the  French  land  and  fea  force,  he  has  by  no  means 
taken  upon  himfelf  fully  to  fatisfy  the  revenge  which  the  nation  he 
reprefents  has  a  right  to  claim,  on  account  of  the  fcandalous  infult 
it  has  twice  been  offered  in  the  port  of  this  city. 

3dly.  That  by  demanding  a  penfion  for  the  widow  and  children 
of  the  French  citizen  who  has  been  affailinated  in  the  execution  of 
his  duty>  it  was  by  no  means  his  intention,  that -by  that  penfion 
i  the  fubfiftehce  of  that  unfortunate  family  ihould  be  provided  for,

The  underfigned  demands  a  prompt  and  categorical  anfwer  to 
this  note,  as  well  as  to  that  of  yefterday.  Dilatory  ways  and  pre- 
tences will  do  no  longer.  In  the  courfe  of  this  day  the  Genoefe 
government  mud  declare  its  fentimcnts  in  a  clear  and  open  man* 
jier,  that  the  French  Republic  may  pofitively  know, 

ift.  Whether  the  word  neutrality,  of  which  for  a  long  time  it 
has  made  a  grofs  abufe,  is  not  a  mere  cloak  for  promoting  the 
interefts  of  the  enemies  of  France,  whilft  it  pretends  to  further 
tbofe  of  the  latter. 

adly.  Whether  the  Serene  Government  will  fufFer  a  few  Ge- 
noefe, who  are  enemies  of  the  French  people,  and  of  the  form  of 
government  they  have  adopted,  to  facrifice  to  their  pride  and  avi- 
dity the  true  interefts  of  the  Republic  of  Genoa.     In  fine, 

3dly.  Whether  the  friendfhip  which  the  Serene  Government 
profefTes  to  entertain  for  1' ranee  is  a  mere  feint,  or  a  true  and  real 
fentiment  on  which  the  French  nation  can  rely.

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Note  of  the  Britljh  Minijier  to  the  Genoefe  Republic. 

hpHE  underfigned  ,  thinks  it  his  duty  to  expofe  to  th^ 

•*"    mofl  Serene  Government  the  following  circumftances : 

The  report  having  been  circulated  and  credited,  that  on  the  6th 
Jnftant,  two  French  privateers  endeavoured  to  fail  from  this  port^ 
v^ithout  having  previoully  given  the  fecurities  ftipulated  in  thefixth 
article  of  the  edifl:  of  neutrality,  long  ago  publuhed  By  the  moft 
Serene  Government,  and  the  moft  drift  execution  of  which  was 
promifcd  in  the  face  of  Europe ;  an  edift  which,  among  other 
claufes,  exprefsly  (lates,  that  no  vtrlTel  ftall  be  molefted  until 
twenty-four  hours  after  her  failing.  That  the  officer  commantling 
the  battery  of  the  Mole,  endcavoilring,  conformably  to  the  expreS 
orders  he  had  received  from  the  mofl  Serene  Government,  to  pre- 
vent the  privateers  from  falling,  and  thus  obviate  the  manifeft 
and  infulting  infraftion  of  the  formal  laws  of  the  country,  ordered 
a  gun  to  be  fired  without  ball,  but  this  meafare  having  had  no 
cfFeft,  that  the  officer,  refpeding  his  duty,  and  the  exprefs  orders 
of  the  moft  Serene  Government  on  fuch  occafions,  hred  with 
ball,  and  by  this  means  obliged  the  privateer  to  fubmit  to  the  lawj 
of  the  port. 

That  in  confequence  of  this  event,  an  agent  of  the  convention 
having  taken  on  him  to  make  the  ftrongeft  complaints  againll  the 
condud  of  the  commanding  officer,  as  if  his  exaftnefs  in  doing  hi? 
duty  could  be  confidered  as  a  crime  ;  and  having  added  to  hiscora-? 
plaints  the  mofl  infiilting  threats  to  an  independent  povs  er,  threats 
which  become  the  more  infulting,  becaufe  it  is  irnpofRble  tor  him 
to  realize  them.  And  that  lalily,  the  moit  Serene  Cjovernment 
deliberating  on  thefe  occurrences,  has  not  only  thought  proper  to 
allow  itfelf  to  be  intimidated  by  his  menaces,  bu*^  h.is  evm  maile 
apologies  to  this  agent  of  the  convention  ;  has  imprifoned  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  port,  and  t^  e  gunners  who  (-red  on  the 
privateers,  whofe  condu6l  is  notwithllanding  juftified  by  the  pofi- 
tive  orders  of  the  moft  S^^rene  Government,  to  caufe  the  neutrality 
to  be  refpefted. 

The  underfigned  r-,    informed  of  all  thefe   particulars, 

could,  in  the  firlt  inftance,  view  them  in  no  other  light  than  as 
calumnious  reports,  circulated  by  malevolence  and  the  enemies  of 
the  moft  Serene  Government,  not  being  able  to  perfuade  himfelf 
that  it  coLild  deviate  in  a  way  fo  open  and  fo  infuhingto  the  formal 
laws  of  its  neutrality.  But  thefe  reports  acquiring  daily  more  and 
jnore  confiftency,  the  underfigned  thinks  it  his  abfolute  duty  to 
pray  the  mofl  S^reiie  Government  to  give  him  by  an  explicit  reply^ 
a  kpowledge  pf  the  degree  of  credit  thefe  reports  may  deferve  ;  for 
}t  is  of  much  confequence  to  his  cpurt,  as  well  as  to  all  Europe,  to 
Ji:no^  wjijjt  reliance  can  be  plapec}  qi>  the  protcftatjons  fo  frequently 
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and  folemnly  repeated  by  the  moft  Serene  Government,  that  the 
laws  of  the  neutrality  of  the  port  (hould  be  refpefted. 

The  tinderfigned  profits  by  this  opportunity  to  inform  the  moft 
Serene  Government,  that  privateers  are  fitting  out  in  this  port, 
more  efpecially  one  betwceix  the  wooden  bridge  and  the  arfenal, 
siotwitl.jftahding  this  is  in  manifefl  and  clear  contradidion  of  the 
^th  article  of  the  edidt  of  neutrality  above  cited.

Anjwer  of  the  Genoefe  Republic  to  Mr.  Drake's  Note. 

TTHE  under-figned  fecretary  of  the  moft  Serene  Republic  of 
'■'  Genoa  has  the  honour  to  anfwer  to  the  note  of  Mr.  Francis 
Drake,  minifter  plenipotentiary  for  his  Britannic  Majefty,  dated 
the  loth  inltant,  that  fince  many  days  it  is  notorious,  that  on  the 
8th  inftant  the  New-Mole  fired  with  grape-ftiot  at  the  French  pri- 
vateer Sibille,  which  had  failed  from  this  port  without  the  bill  of 
clearance,  ihough  it  was  ftriftly  ordered  to  the  oflScer  commanding 
that  poft  to  enforce  the  execution  of  the  edi£l  of  neutrality  com- 
municated to  all  the  foreign  minillers  and  confiils  at  Genoa. 
However,  he  was  not  permitted  to  fire  with  grape  (hot,  which  was 
never  nfed  on  any  occafion,  and  was  not  prefcribed  by  the  regula- 
tions and  inftru^ions  given  to  the  commandant  of  the  battery. 

The  government,  on  its  beiiig  informed  of  this  accident,  even 
before  the  French  minifter  had  brought  any  complaint  (which  re- 
lated only  to  the  quality  of  the  fliot,  and  not  to  the  faft  itfelf)  was 
$fieded  with  that  furprife  which  it  would  have  felt,  had  it  been  the 
cafe  of  any  other  flag,  and  caufed  the  gunner,  as  well  as  the  officer, 
to  be  arrefted,  in  o  der  that  a  trial  might  be  inftituted  according  to 
the  law,  and  the  French  minifter  was  then  made  acquuinted  with 
it.  Such  a  condud,  by  which  the  government  is  aifured  to  have 
aded  in  conformity  with  the  fytlem  of  neutrality,  and  with  the 
(edid,  by  which  the  mode  of  its  execution  is  prefcribed,  could  not 
be  interpreted  in  an  unfavoDrahlc  manner,  but  by  fome  ill-difpofed 
perfons,  and  by  them  infidioiilly  expof.d  to  the  Britiih  minifter,  in 
order  to  determine  him  to  bring  a  complaint. 

The  Republic,  therefore,  has  not  altered  in  the  leaft  its  conduct, 
HOf  has  in  the  leaft  deviated  on  'his  occalion  from  that  regularity 
which  is  the  leading  charaSer  of  j  lift  ice.  The  Republic,  there- 
fore, cannot  hielp  reinarking  its  furprife,  in  obferving  by  the  note 
pf  the  Britifh  minifter,  that  (independent  of  the  inftruftiqns  re- 
ceived from  his  court  upon  the  new  point,  which  conftitutes  the 
fubftance  of  the  fatd  note)  he  has  thought  proper  to  infift  upon  an 
explicit  anfwer,  even  in  regard  to  the  (quality  and  obfervance  of  the 
fieiitrality  of  Genoa. 
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The  adoption  of  this  diplomatic  meafurc  (the  importance  d 
which  cannot  but  be  too  well  known  to  the  Britifli  nainifter^  in  re* 
fpedi  to  a  free  government,  which  never  ceafes  to  conform  .its  opt- 
rations  to  the  ilrided  impartiality,  cannot  reafonably  fliake  the 
firmnefs  by  which  it  is  direfted. 

But  as  the  unfavourable  colour  of  the  tranfadlion,  "which  in- 
volves the  neutrality  of  the  Republic,  muft  yield  to  the  truth  of  tlie 
faS,  the  faid  government  refts  affured,  that  it  will  not,  in  future, 
make  any  fuch  unfavourable  and  injurious  imprellions  on  the  mind 
of  the  Britifh  minifter,  as  was  cxprcflTed  by  him  in  terms  that  the 
King  his  fovereign,  who  rcfpefls  the  dignity  of  others  in  his  own, 
-would  not  permit  to  be  infertcd  in  the  note  prefented  by  his  mi^ 
niften  , 


JLefterfrcm  General  de  Vtns  to  the  Genoefe  Government  in  Augufly  1795,  ■ : 

'T^HE  evils  experienced  by  the  Genoefe  of  the  weftern  coaft  pro- 
•*•    ceed  not  from  the  wifti  of  the  coalefced  armies,  but  from  the 
Serene  Republic,  or  at  lead,  from  thofe  who  advifed  fuiFering  the 
French  to  enter  the  territory.    The  attacks  by  which  I  have  driven 
the  French  from  various  pofts  have  coft  the  Emperor's  army  blood, 
and  confequently  all  the  ground  occupied  by  the   Imperial  army 
might  be  confidered  as  conquered  from  an  enemy,  not  as  appertain'^ 
ing  to  the  Serene  Republic,   which  took  no  pains  to  preferve  it 
from  an  enemy  ;  but  the  Republic  is  indebted  to  the  goodnefs  of 
his  Imperial  Majefty,  for  having  left  to  it  all  the  rights  of  fove- 
reignly,  although  the  ccndudl  of  the  Republic  has  given  room  to 
treat  it  with  the  fame  enmity  with  which  it  has  a£ted  towards  the 
Imperial  army. 

In  fa<S,  fome  perfons  have  been  apprehended  for  having  come 
through  mere  curiofity  to  the  Auftrian  army  at  Dego.  Befides, 
an  afylum  has  been  given  under  the  very  glacis,  to  French  foldiers 
repulfed  by  our  troops,  although  they  had  arms  in  their. hands, 
and  the  Auftrian  troops,  on  the  contrary,  have  been  fired  upon 
when  they  approached,  Notwithftanding  all  this,  in  conformity 
to  the  clemency  of  my  fovereign,  I  have  caufed  the  ftridleft  mili- 
tary difciplinc  to  be  obferved,  and  every  thing  to  be  paid  for  in 
good  ready  money.  But  my  military  duty  compels  me  to  treat  this 
country  in  a  military  point  of  view,  as  a  country  conquered  from 
an  enemy,  and  to  regard  the  country  now  occupied  by  the  French 
as  an  enemy's  country.  I  therefore  coniider  the  reft  of  the  weftern 
coaft,  beginning  at  Borghetto,  as  if  it  were  contiguous  to  France; 
confequently,  in  an  enemy's  country,  all  correfpondence  is  inter- 
rupted ;  and  as  the  French  army  has  fupported  itfelf  for  three  years 
by  commerce  with  the  Serene  Republic,  this  requires  more  than 
ordinary  rigour^  in  order  that  the  fupplies  which,  under  different 

pretexts 
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Jtetexts  and  frauds,  the  enemy  has  received  by  commerce,  may  be 
entirely  cut  off, 

I  know  that  the  French  go  from  houfe  to  houfc  for  grain  and 
proviflons;  if  then  I  were  to  fend  corn  and  provifions  to  the  in- 
nabitants  of  thofe  houfes,  it  would  be  fending  them  to  the  French 
themfelves,  it  would  be  feeding  an  enemy  who  will  foon  be  re- 
9bced  to  want  every  thing,  and  fo  abandon  a  country  which  he 
ODght  never  to  have  been  permitted  to  enter.  The  French  pur- 
dmfe  the  grain  at  Genoa,  and  give  in  exchange  merchandize  of 
every  kind.  To  fufFer  this  merchandize  to  pafs  would  be  to  induce 
traders  to  fend  them  grain  at  all  rifles.  As  to  the  arreft  of  couriers, 
it  is  a  confequence  of  the  precaution  ncceflary  for  our  own  fafcty. 
The  wild  difcourfes  of  fome  individuals  of  Genoa,  who  fpeak  of 
arming  the  people  againft  the  Imperial  troops,  render  it  neceffary 
to  reacj  all  correfpondcnce.  The  complaints  and  the  malediSions 
rf  thofe  who  fuffer  from  thefc  neceflary  laws  cannot  be  addreffed 
to  me,  but  to  thofe  who  have  given  the  evil  council  of  fuffering  the 
iPiench  to  enter  the  Genoefe  territory. 


Subjlance  of  the  Anfwer  of  the  Genoefe  Government. 

'TpHE  reproach  contained  in  the  memorial  of  General  Baron  ds 
■*•  Vins^  that  the  Serene  Republic  gave  the  French  troops  accefa 
ta  its  territory,  has  been  alfo  made  to  it  by  the  French  for  fuffer- 
ing the  entrance  of  the  Auftrian  army.  The  truth  is,  that  neithe* 
firoiii  the  one  nor  the  other,  is  the  reproach  either  reafonable  or 
inerited«  As  we  lliould  have  vainly  oppofed  the  entrance  of  Ge- 
xieral  de  Vins,  fo  were  we  imable  to  prevent  the  entrance  of  the 
French  troops.  This  dcftroys  all  the  grounds  upon  which  it  is 
attenapted  to  condder  the  ground  occupied  by  the  General  as  con-> 
^ucrtd  country,  and  all  that  the  French  anny  occupies  to  Borghetto, 
at  French  territory.  The  government,  after  replying  to  the  other 
points  of  the^ Auftrian  general's  memorial,  concludes  with  urging 
itt  very  ftrong  terms,  that  no  oppofition  may  be  made  to  fupplying 
the  inhabitants  of  the  coaft  with  provifions,  for  that  there  is  not  a 
monoient  to  lofe. 


Genoa,  Septeniler  8- 

A  DECLARATION  had  been  publiflied  by  General  de  Vins, 
■^^  that  in  confequence  of  the  treaty  of  peace,  concluded  between 
France  and  Spain,  all  veffels  loaded  with  grain,  provifions,  or  am- 
munition^ jvill  be  ftopt  by  the  Imperialifls,  and  confidered  as  good 
prizes. 
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.    The  Spanifli  envoy,  informed  of  this  deeUratlon,  demanded  tin 
following  explanation : 

1.  Does  General  de  Vtns  infifl  on  the  projed  announced  of  in* 
tercepting  and  condemning  as  good  prizes  all  veflels  taking  their 
departure  irom  Genoa  to  Spain,  although  provided  with  papers  and 
the  neceffary  documents  to  prove  their  deftination  ? 

2.  In  cafe  that  fhoutd  not  be  his  intention,  what  documentsor 
formalities  will  be  neceifary  to  diflipate  all  manner  of  doubt  from 
the  mind  of  General  de  Vins,  and  to  afTure  him  that  the  veflelf 
are  deftined  for  Spain,  and  no  other  place  ? 

3.  Whether  the  order  of  (general  de  Vins  extends  only  to  Dmift 
{hips,  or  comprehends  veHels  hearing >the  Spaniih  flag? 

4.  Whether  the  faid  order  will  afFeS  only  veflels  that 'fail  on  * 
the  account,  and  at  the  rifle  of  Genoefe  merchants,  or  extends  to  ] 
thofe  of  Spain  ? 

The  anfwer  of  General  de  Vins  bears  in  fubftance,  that  his  in* 
tentions  were  mifunderftocAi — that  the  prohibitions  in  queftionrc- 
rpeded  only  provifions  and  ammunition;  as  provifions  that  an 
carried  along  the  coaft  of  France  are  liable,  on  account  of  their- 
fcarcity  in  that  country,  to  be  forcibly  detained  ;  and  that  the  bad 
faith  of  the  merchants  takes  away  all  confidence  in  the  letters,  pa- 
pers, and  otlier  documents,  to  fliew  the  deftination  of  their  fliips* 
He  adds,  that  he  will  confider  in  the  fame  light  the  veflels  of  all 
nations,  that  are  not  now  at  war  with  the  Emperor,  with  an  eXr 
ception  only  to  thofe  that  fupply  the  enemy.  Finally,  he  declares, 
that  the  Britiih  minifter,  Drake,  aflured  him,  that  Spain  had  no 
occafion  for  provifions. 

Since  receiving  this  anfwer,  the  Spanifli  minifl:er  has  publiflieda 
note,  in  which  he  fers  forth,  that  without  waiting  to  examine  whe- 
ther he  has  well  underftood  the  intentions  of  the  geiieral,  in  a  fami- 
liar converfation  which  he  had  two  months  before  with  the  EngUlh 
miniller,  when  this  gentleman  faid,  that  he  did  not  think  the 
Spaniards  were  in  want  of  corn,  becaufe  the  merchants  had  not 
given  the  ufual  orders,  that  it  Ihould  not  on  that  account  be  pre- 
fumed  that  they  would  not  have  future  occafion  for  a  fupply,  and 
that  no  refolution  of  General  de  Vins  could  take  away  from  the 
King  of  Spain  his  inconteftable  right  to  bring  into  the  ports  of 
Spain,  ammunition  and  provifions  of  every  kind  from  Genoa^  or 
any  other  port. 
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Letter  of  General  Beauliau,fent  to  the  Genoefe  Governmsnt  on  entering 

the  Genoefe  Territory. 

Head  garters,  March  ^^   ^79^* 
Mod  Serene  Republic, 

'T^HE  circumftances  of  the  war,  and,  above  all,  the  infolence 
•^  of  an  enemy  whofe  unjuft  pretenfions  know  no  bounds, 
compel  me,  at  length,  to  enter  your  territory,  with  a  part  of 
that  force  which  has  been  entruftcd  to  my  command  by  his  lm« 
perial  Majefty. 

I  am  perfuaded,  that  after  what  has  pafled  at  Genoa,  your  Re- 
public will  confider  the  Imperial  troops  as  friends.  Far  be  it  that 
ihey  ihould  do  you  the  lead  injury  ;  their  obje£l  is  only  to  prevent 
the  enemies  of  good  order  from  invading  your  dates,  the  defence 
of  which  is  committed  to  me. 

The  Republic  may  be  aiTured  that  I  (hall  confidei  its  territoricf 
M  a  friendly  country,  and  that  the  drifted  difcipline  (hall  be 
maintained.  All  provifions,  wood,  and  draw,  diall  be  paid  for 
int  ready  money.  I  require  only  quarters  and  a  free  padage  for 
my  troops  ;  and  I  trud  the  mod  Serene  Republic  will  iQue  proper 
oraers  that  the  troops  of  his  Imperial  Majedy  may  meet  with  nQ 
obftacle,  and  that  every  occafion  of  difpute  may  be  avoided.         p

npHE  executive  direftory  of  the  French  Republic  have  made 
•*•    choice  of  me  to  refide  at  the  Republic  of  Genoa  in  quality 
of  minifter  plenipotentiary. 

On  their  part  I  aflure  the  mod  ferene  government  of  Genoa^ 
of  the  lively  intered  the  Republic  of  France  takes  in  the  profperity 
and  lafety  of  the  Genoefe  nation. 

This  ientiment  is  merely  the  confequence  of  the  natural  and  re« 
dprocal  edeem  of  two  people  {ignaiized  by  their  courage  9sA 
energy  in  the  defence,  and  for  the  recovery  of  their  liberty* 
Other  powerful  confiderations  ought  to  contribute  to  cement  for 
ever  the  good  harmony  that  fubfids  between  Genoa  and  France  ; 
the  proximity  of  the  two  countries,  the  indudrious  adivity  of  the 
inhabitants,  the  ancientnefs  of  their  commercial  and  political  con- 
nexion, and,  in  fine,  the  remarkable  fituation  of  the  Genoefe 
territory,  bordering  on  two  nations  who  have  long  meditated  to 
divide  it  between  theoi,  and  France  who  could  reap  no  advantage 
ID  aggrandizement  at  her  expence. 
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The  Gcnoefc  nation,  and  its  moft  fcrene  government,  may 
lely  on  a  conftant  fucceffion  of  good  oflSces  on  the  part  of  the 
French  nation,  and  reciprocally  the  French  nation  has  a  right  to 
expeS  a  loyal  and  fincerc  return  on  the  part  of  the  moft  ferene  go- 
vernment of  Genoa.  They  have  a  right  to  think  the  latter  will 
never  give  proteftion  to  thofc  perfidious  French,  who  are  the 
contempt  of  the  whole  univerfe,  to  thofc  emigrants  who  cowardly 
fled  their  country  to  confpire  againil  it.  The  executive  direftory 
feel  the  full  extent  of  the  duty  impofcd  on  them  by  the  confidence 
of  a  great  nation,  from  a  free,  a  generous,  and  magnanimous 
nation.

rj^HE  German  papers,  Sir,  have  inferted  the  exlraft  of  an  in- 
•^     ftruftion,  which  appears  to  have  been  addrcifcd  in  a  circular 
manner  by  you  .to  the  miniilcr  at  Denmark,     at  the  different 
courts,  and  which  concerns  the  rcfolutions  adopted  by"  his  Ma- 
jcfty,  to  give  to  the  charader  of  miniiler  plenipotentiary  from; 
the  French  Republic,  in  which  charafter  I  have  rcfided  for  two 
years  and  a  half  at  this  court,    a  fuitable  publicity  by  admitting 
me  to  a  private  audience.     I  have  every   reafon  to  confider  this 
extradl  as  authentic,  and  in  this  charader  I  feel  myfclf  bound  to 
addrefs  you.     Of  whatever  refleftions  the  principle  and  fpirit  of 
that  extraft  may  be  fufceptible,  my  defign  is  not  to  comment 
upon  it  at  all.     The  government,    whofe  reprefentative  I  am, 
poflefles,  as  well  as  myfclf,  a  fcrupulous  refpeft  for  the  indepen- 
dence of  governments,  and  even  a  regard  for  their  private  conveni** 
ence.     The  tyrannical  and  intriguing  fyftem  of  aflcing  on  every 
rubje£t  official  explanations,  would  be  as  contrary  to  their  prin- 
ciples as  to  my  own  charadler.     To  make  an  incident  of  a  phrafe, 
to  attach  a  diplomatic  importance  to  each  word,  to  render  the 
flighted  difcuflion  perfonal,  to  feafnn  with  arrogance  the  ennui  oi 
a  laborious  epiilolary  controverfy,  is  a  part  which  we  have  lately 
jfeen  played  by  certain  agents,  who  quarrel  for  want  of  bufinefs, 
who  know  not  how  to  ferve  their  courts,  but  by  infulting  others, 
and  who  reprefent  nothing  more  than  the  vices  of  their  nations  ; 
ridicule  and  contempt  are  attached  to  them  ;  their  example  is  fit  to 
bp  recolle^ed,  only  becaufe  it  is  proper  to  be  avoided.     As  the 
French  Republic  makes  it  her  glory  to  follow  a  contrary  fyftem  to 
that  of  the  powers  \>'ho  acknowledge  fuch  minifters,  I  honour  iny- 
felf  for  being  a  conf  raft  to  them  in  all  my  proceedings. 

But,  Sir,  I  cani>Qt  difpenfe  with  fixing  my  attention  upon  the 
^onclufion  of  the  extraft  of  your  inftruftion  above  mentioned,  and 
feeing  that  the  refult  is  announced  in  terms  which,  by  their  fbo 
general  acceptation,  may  lead  to  abufive  interpretation,  I  have 
thought  that  it  is  neccfTary  to  have  an  amicable  uiiderftanding  with 
rou.

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In  fpealing  of  my  admiilion,  and  of  the  public  acknowledg- 
ment of  my  chara6ler,  you  fay,  that  this  ftep  is  ifolated,  and 
means  nothing  but  what  it  is  in  itfelf.  Do  you  not  apprehend 
that  the  difaifeded  will  fee,  in  this  mode  of  expreflion,  a  fort  of 
reftridlion,  of  implicit  referve  ;  that  they  may  go  fo  far  as  to  fup- 
pofe  that  it  alludes  to  I  know  not  what  other  declaration  or  ante- 
rior meafure  which  may  have  been  adopted  to  the  fame  courts  to 
which  your  mlniflers  may  have  held  this  official  Tanguage  ?  That 
even  attributing  the  publication  to  you,  they  may  give  a  fort  of 
credit  to  their  induftions  ?  Undoubtedly  you  will  fee  with  pain 
that  the  public  receives  them  ;  for  however  forced  they  may  bei 
they  injure  the  idea  which  the  court  of  Denmark  wiflies  always 
to  give  of  the  franknefs  of  its  proceedings.  That  after  having  fo 
long  delayed  a  meafure,  become  neceffary  to  her  own  confidcra- 
tion,  as  well  as  to  the  dignity  of  the  Republic,  fhe  might  be  again 
fufpeded  of  wifliing  to  deftroy  the  good  effeA  fecretly,  and  to 
weaken  whatever  advantage  the  meafure  might  produce  to  France. 
Would  not  this  be  a  real  inconvenience  ?  I  only  wifli  to  point  oot 
l9(rhat  in  this  concerns  your  own  reputation. 

On  the  other  hand.  Sir,  the  French  government,  now  eftaV- 
lifhed  on  a  new  conftitiirion,  refumes  its  rank  among  the  other 
European  powers.*  It  will  of  courfe  be  extremely  cautious  notto 
incur  the  charge  of  inconfiftency,  not  tofufFer  any  (lain  to  attach 
on  its  dignity,  nor  in  any  refpefl  to  fan£tion  by  injuftice  the  dc- 
traflion  of  iis  calumniators.  The  government  well  know  the  in- 
fiuencc  of  p»iblic  opinion,  and  will  not  fail  to  fet  themfelvcs  right 
in  the  eftimation  of  the  world,  when  their  adverfaries  are  bufily 
employed  in  corrupting  it. 

Although  they  feel  themfelves  far  fuperior  to  flattery  and  oftenta- 
tion,  and  direft  all  their  operations  with  that  confidence  which 
arifes  from  the  wifdom  of  their  councils,  and  the  energy  of  their 
meafures ;  yet,  the  value  they  fet  upon  their  connedlion  with 
Denmark,  renders  it  impoffible  for  them  to  behold  with  an  eye  of 
indifference,  a  circu-nftance  which  conveys  a  harfh  refleftion  on 
their  condudl.  The  abufe  that  might  be  made  of  your  note,  gave 
them  much  concern,  and  it  was  with  extreme  fatisfaSion  that 
they  received  a  teftimony  of  the  reSitude  of  your  intentions.  A 
loyal  government  (loops  not  to  a  difavowal,becaufe  it  afTerts  nothing 
but  the  truth.  A  wife  government  ought  to  contemn  falfe  re- 
ports, but  a  bei.^volent  government,  or  only  an  impartial  one, 
will  no*:  rejeft  overtures  to  an  explanation,  efpecially  if  it  is  de- 
manded with  amicable  views. 

It  is  with  this  view,  Sir,  that  I  now  difcharge  this  important 

duty,  a  duty  which,  though  painful,  is  ftill  neceflfary  to  prevent 

an  interruption  of  'the  exifting  harmony  between  our  refpedivc 

ftates,  which  ought  to  be  united  more  clofely  than  ever.     Ifpc^' 

fonal  confidcration  were  of  any  weight,  I  fhould  give  my  opinion 

that 
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that  this  is  not  an  Qnimportant  objed,  and  perhaps  the  occur* 
renoesy  which  preceded  my  admiffiony  were  not  of  the  mod  con- 
oliat<Hy  nature,  and  may  produce  feme  embarraflments  in  the 
event,  at  leaft  with  refpedl  to  this  court.  The  fird  obfervation  I 
Aibmit  to  your  wifdom,  and  the  latter  remark  to  your  delicacy.

Anfwer  of  M.  Bernftorff. 
Sir, 

AM  very  fenfible  and  grateful  for  the  fentiments  expreffed  in 
the  letter  which  I  have  had  the  honour  to  receive  from  you. 
They  increafe  my  eitcem,  and  though  I  cannot  add  any  thing  to 
that  which  I  have  verbally  pronounced  to  you,  [  enter  with  plea- 
fure  into  your  wilhes  ;  and  I  do  not  hefitate  to  give  you  friendly 
explanations,  even  on  the  objed$  which  do  not  admit  of  minjfterial 
difcuffions.  The  inftrudions  which  I  gave  to  fome  of  the  king'^s 
minifters  at  different  foreign  courts  arc  of  this  kind  :  it  is  become 
public  without  our  knowledge  ;  it  is  nothing  like  a  declaration  to 
thefe  courts.  We  have  made  no  declaration  ;  it  is  a  fimple  of- 
ficial in(lru£lion,  only  defigned  for  the  information  of  thofe  to 
whomi  it  is  addrefled,  and  which  relates  to  the  anterior  correfpon- 
dence,  and  which  breathing  only  the  juftice  rendered  to  the  pre- 
fent  French  conftitution,  could  not  furely  involve  us  in  a  difpute 
with  her,  but  rather  with  thofe  who  do  not  love  that  conftitution.^ 
This  is  fo  clearly  evident,  that  I  fhould  only  weaken  it  by  fur« 
tber  explanation. 

You  know,  befides,  that  your  admiflion  has  been  without  the 
fmalleft  referve,  abfolutely  in  the  ufual  and  mod  folemn  forms 
that  we  know.  We  never  do  things  by  half,  and  as  you  are  wit- 
iiefs  of  our  condud  and  proceedings,  I  fhould  love  to  chufe  you 
yourfelf  as  judge,  and  I  depend  upon  your  impartiality.  In  the 
iaine  manner  I  intreat  you  to  believe  in  the  high  confideration  with 
which  I  am,  &c.

TJ^XCUSE,  citizen  minifler,  the  liberty  which  I  take  of  addrefling 
"^  to  you  thefe  few  lines  in  confidence.  At  this  moment,  at 
half  pail  one  in  the  afternoon,  I  am  told  that  the  daughter  of 

Louis 
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Louis  XVI.  is  about  to  begin  her  journey.*  I  do  not  wilh  to  know, 
any  fecret  of  your's,  but  I  will  frankly  tell  you  mine.  Being  tho 
only  foreign  minifter  in  France  who  reprefents  a  fovereigni  the 
relation  or  the  daughter  of  Louis  XVI.  if  I  did  not  endeavour  ,to 
pay  a  vifit  of  compliment  to  that  illuilrious  prifoner,  -in  prefence 
of  ihofe  whom  the  French  gbvernment  may  chufe,  I  might  be  ex- 
pofed  to  blame;  efpccially  as  the  neglefl  of  this  aft  of  duty  might 
be  afcribed  to  my  poli<ical  opinions.  Whatever  may  be  the  de- 
termination of  the  government  on  this  fubject,  I  fliall  refpefi  it, 
communicating  only  to  the  Prince,  whom  I  reprefent,  the  ftep 
which  my  duty  towards  him  induced  ipe  to  take.

1  HAVE  not  heard,  Sir,  of  the  news  which  you  mention  in 
your  note  of  this  day.

I  (hall 
fubmit  to  the  executive  diredlory  your  requeft,  and  fliall  with 
pleafure  communicate  to  you  their  determination.

THE  executive  direftory  having  taken  into  confideration  a  note 

of  M.  Carletti,  minifter  of  the  Grand  Duke  of  Tufcany,  to  the 
French  Republic,  dated  the  29th  of  November  (old  ftile)  corref- 
pondingto  the  8th  of  the  prcfent  month,  by  which  M.  Carletti  rc- 
cjuefts  permilHon  to  pay  his  compliments  to  the  daughter  of  Louis 
XVI.  before  her  departure,  decrees,  that  from  henceforward, 
all  official  communication  (hall  ceafe  betv\een  M.  Carletti  and  the 
French  government ;  but  that  the  minifter  of  foreig':  affairs  fliall, 
notwithftanding,  continue  to  communicate  with  the  Tufcan  em- 
bafTy,  by  means  of  the  firft  fecretary  of  legation,  who  fliall  be  con- 
fidered  as  charge  d'affaires  for  all  bullnefs  that  may  intereft  the  two 
nations.  Decrees  farther,  that  a  copy  of  the  note  of  M.  Carletti, 
and  of  the  anfwer  of  the  minifter  of  the  interior,  (hall  be  officially 
communicated  by  the  French  minifter  to  the  Grand  Duke  of  Tuf- 
cany, alTuringhim  that  this  proceeding  of  the  French  government 
is  entirely  pcrfonal  to  M.  Carletti;  that  the  dircdlory  hopes  it  will 
not  in  the  leaft  afFeft  the  harmony  and  good  undcrflanding  which 
prevail  between  the  two  governments  ;  that  on  its  part  the  direc- 
tory will  maintain  religioufly  the  treaty  of  alliance  and  friendfhip 
which  cxifts  betvveen  the  French  Republic  and  his  Royal  High- 
iiefs ;  and  finally,  that  it  would  fee  with  pleafure,  his  Royal  Higb- 
nefs  fend  any  other  minifter  than  M.  Carletti,  to  preferve  and 
Itrengthen  the  bands  of  that  alliauQe.     Thcfe  prefcnts  fliall  be  im-

9.,  The  anfwer  of  the  minifter  of  the  home  depart- 
ment. 3,  A  refolution  of  the  direSory  for  fufpending  all  official 
communication^  with  M.  Carletti,  and  enjoining  him  to  quit  the 
territory  of  the  Republic  with  all  poffible  expedition;  but  at  the 
fame  time  ftating,  that  the  minifter  for  foreign  affairs  ihould  con- 
tinue to  tranfaft  all  bufinefs  relating  to  the  two  nations  with  the 
chief  fecretary  of  the  legation  of  Tufcany. 

You  will  perceive,  that  if,  on  the  one  hand,  the  executive  di« 
redory  have  deeply  felt  the  perfonal  offence  offered  by  M.  Carletti  ; 
on  the  other,  they  are  fincerely  defirous  that  the  inconfiderate  con- 
du6l  of  that  minifter  may  not  interrupt  the  harmony  which  fubfifts 
between  the  French  government  and  the  Grand  Duke  of  Tuf- 
.cany. 

What  conftitutcs,  in  fa£l,  the  principal  duty  of  an  ambaffador, 
towards  the  government  to  which  he  is  fent  ?  If  every  man  living 
in  a  foreign  ftate  be  fubje£t  to  particular  obligations,  how  much 
more  ought  that  individual  to  be  fubjedi  to  them,  who  is  vefted  with 
a  public  and  reprcfentative  charaSer  ?  Is  it  not  then  evtdentj 
that  M.  Carletti  has  effentially  violated  thofe  obligations,  by  per- 
mitting himfelf,  as. an  ambaffador  to  a  Republic,  to  exprefs  a  wi(h

.  will  eafilj^  perceive,  that  this  is  nothing  more  than  a  diplomatic 
ftratagem,  to  which  \\  is  impoffible  to  become  a  dupe,  a  tranfpa- 
rent  veil  with  which  M.  Carletti  has  endeavoured  to  conceal  his 

'real  fentimentsi 

In  fine,  M.  Carletti,  at  the  fame  time  that  he  obferves,  by  way 
of  threat,  "  that  he  (hall  only  lake  an  opportunity  of  making  known 

to  the  parties  interefted,  that  he  had  not  failed  to  infift  on  thi^ 

point,*' 
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point,"  finifties  with  thefe  remarkable  words,  *'  withouti  how- 
ever, making  any  official  demand/' 

But  if  M.  Carletti  had  been  authorized  to  take  fuch  a  ftep,  how 
could  he  a£fc  otherwife  than  officially  ?  And  if  he  had  no  order 
from  his  court,  how  could  he  venture  npon  fuch  an  indifcreetvio- 
lation  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  in  rerpeQ  to  both  governments, 
as  mud  rcfult  from  fuch  condu£l,  if  it  were  not  juftly  appre- 
ciated  ? 

I  leave  to  your  prudence  the  ta(k  of  developing  the  ideas  which

How'fweet  is  the  concord  that  reigns  now  between  two  coun* 
tries  which  have  liberated  themfelves  from  fuch  a  yoke. 

It  was  indeed  a  fine  fight  to  fee  a  Republic  rifing  amidft  the 
tempefts  that  vexed  the  Adriatic  Sea,  braving  in  its  infancy  all  the 
efforts  of  the  barbarians  >vho  tyrannized  over  Italy,  efcaping  amidft 
the  lapfe  of  ages  a  tfaoufand  dangers,  becoming  fanK)Us  by  its  wif« 
dom  and  its  exploits,  deciding  frequently  upon  the  fate  of  kings, 
and  prefervin^  the  Weft  from  tjie  invauon  of  thofe  warlike  peo« 
pie  who  had  overthrown  the  empire  of  the  Greeks. 

With  regard  to  France,  pofterity  will  not  be  lefs  aftoniflied  ;

^lej^i  vain  proje£ls,  AaiQe,  and  remorfe  will  alone  refult  fronx 
^tpfx.  Genius  of  liberty,  thoM  >vilt  lucceed  and  be  triumphant 
imder  our  banners.

French  Republic. 

We  love  to  talk  of  and  to  publi(h  our  gratitude.  The  meafure 
was  fo  much  the  more  noble,  infomuch  as  it  expofed  our  faithful 
ally  to  much  embarraffment. 

Noble  M.  Querini,  France  under  a  defpotic  yoke  might  be  un- 
grateful and  treacherous,  but  France  reftored  to  freedom,  France 
become  a  Republic,  cannot  be  otherwife  than  grateful  aad  loy^.

tional Convention.  It  w^s  the  effufion  of  the  heart  of  a  friend  tQ 
humanity  in  general  and  particularly  to  our  Republic.  Thole 
wi flies  will  no  doubt  be  fulhlled ;  peace  will  reftpre  ^  calni  to  Eur 
rope  and  foon,  we  love  to  repeat  it,  foon,  under  the  augud  reign 
of  the  laws,  which  will  fpeedily  be  edabliihed,  France  will  pre- 
fent  to  the  univerfe  the  delightful  portrait  of  perfeft  focial  har-? 
mony.

Speech  of  Citizen  Ferninac  at  his  firjl  Audience  of  the  Grand  VimTy 
at  Conjiantinophy  on  the  i^th  of  "June ^    ^795* 

TpHE  Sublime  Porte,  faithful  to  the  facred  principle  of  the  in- 
-*■  dependence  of  nations,  and  not  lefs  faithful  to  the  ancient 
friendfliip  which  united  France  with  the  Ottoman  empire,  iuthcfe 
critical  times,  whilft  fo  many  governments  have  deviated  from  the 
principles  of  their  interefts,  conftantly  refpefled  the  exercife  of  our 
rights,  has  refufed  to  lake  up  arms  to  oppofe  the  eftabliflinient 
of  our  Republic.  Let,  therefore,  the  high  wifdom  of  your  Ex- 
cellency receive  the  tribute  ot  homage  which  is  due  to  fo  commen- 
dable a  conduft,  and  let  him  receive  it  from  the  mouth  of  a  citixe;! 
of  that  Republic,  who,  fent  by  its  founders,  is  the  firft  who  fpeaks 
the  language  of  fincere  friendfliip,  in  the  name  of  that  Republic, 
in  this  palace. 

.  .  -  Hiftory 
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.Hiftory  will  not  forget  this  glorious  title  of  the  Sublime  Porte, 
when  it  fliall  reprefent  in  the  mod  lively  colours,  the  memorable 
epocha,  when  the  French  people  were  forced  to  unite  to  the  right 
of  their  caufe,  the  right  of  their  revenging  fword  and  that  of  vic- 
tory ;  when  they  have  given  to  the  world  the  mod  brilliant  exam- 
pie  which  ever  did  honour  to  any  portion  of  the  human  race. 

The  principles  which  have  diredled  the  Sublime  Porte  in  thefe 
critical  moments,  have  for  me  become  a  motive  of  encouragement, 
aiid  a  guarantee  of  fuccefs  ;  in  accepting  the  miflion  from  the  re* 

Erefentatives  of  the  French  people,  in  order  to  cement  between 
^rance  and  the  Ottoman  empire  the  foundations  of  peac.e,  to 
(Irengthen  more  and  more  the  ties  of  friendfliip,  and  to  increafe 
the  relations  between  them  to  their  mutual  advantage. 

i  have  alfo  found  the  dronged  motives  of  flattering  hopes  in  the 
nature  of  even  the  things  themfelves  ;  the  two  nations  have  the 
ftrongeft  reafons  to  love  each  other,  and  have  abfolutely  not  the 
lead  pretext  for  hatred  or  jealoufy.  Ladly,  I  have  found  them 
in  the  wifdom  and  in  the  enlightening  which  didinguidi  him  who 
reprefents  the  authority  of  his  Highnefs. 

Every  thing,  therefore,  informs  me,  that  in  reward  for  my  re- 
fyc&  for  the  rights  and  the  intereds  of  the  Sublime  Porte,  I  fhall 
find  in  her,  during  the  courfe  of  my  miflion,  the  high  regard  which, 
is  due  to  the  dignity  of  the  French  Republic :  the  amicable  execu« 
tion  of  the  treaties  and  capitulations  which  unite  the  two  nations, 
and  a  condant  benevolence  towards  the  French,  who,  in  the  dif- 
fiurent  parts  of  this  empire,  are  occupied  in  the  doubly  advantageous 
care  to  render  valuable  the  produdions  of  the  Ottoman  foil,  and 
in  enriching  this  empire  with  ufeful  inventions  of  French  indudry 
and  arts. 


Tie  Grand  Viziet^s  Anfwer. 


THE  fentiments  of  affeSion  which  at  all  times  animated  the 
Sublime  Porte  towards  the  French  nation,  have  hitherto  never 
fuffered  the  lead  alteration.  The  High  Ottoman  court  has  been 
faithful  to  the  rights  of  friendfhip,  and  to  the  ties  exiding  between 
the  powers,  and  has  fliewn  itfelf  very  attentive  to  every  thing  which 
might  have  intereded  the  fafety  and  felicity  of  the  French,  who  are 
eftablifted  in  the  Ottoman  empire. 

Thefe  rights  of  friendfliip,  and  of  the  treaties,  fliall  be  obferved 
for  the  future,  with  the  fame  eagernefs,  and  with  the  fame  affec- 
tionate attention.  Such  is  the  Sovereign  will  of  his  mod  Majedic 
Highnefs,  the  mod  magnanimous,  and  the  mod  powerful  Empe- 
ror, our  benefador,  lord,  and  mader.

Magnificent  Lords, 
T^HE  executive  direflory  having  thought  proper  to  renew  tlte 
■*"  credentials  of  fcvetal  of  the  envoys  of  thef  French  Republic  to 
foreign  powers,  has  juff  tranfmfttcd  to  me  ihok  by  which  it  has 
been  pleafed  to  accredit  me  to  the  very  refpe£lable  Helvetic  body^ 
in  quality  of  amhalfedor  of  the  French  RepitBKc.  I  ericldfe  thein 
in  this. 

I  flatter  myfelf,  Magnificent  Lords,  <h^  ffie  kii^wledge  Job 
already  have  of  my  ftntiments  for  all  the  member^  of  tK^  illuftrioius 
Helvetic  confederation,  will  leave  you  no  d6ubt  of  my  zcaJ  to  cul-

T^HE  executive  dircAory  is  credibly  informed,  that  laft  year  a 
plan  was  formed  to  attack  the  French  frontiers,  by  ihsirchih^ 
die  corps  of  emigrants  commanded  by  the  Prince  of  Conde,  firft 
iatd  the  Frickthal,  and  from  thence  through  the  territory  from 
Bafle^  againft  the  department  of  the  Upper  Rhine,  the  Mont«Ter* 
rible,  Doiibs,  and  Jura ;  that  this  plan,  fo  far  from  being  laid  afide, 
18  again  tefumed ;  and  that  pr^paratibtis  are  actually  making  to 
carry  it  into  effe6l.  This  plan  is  fupported  by  feveral  inhabitantt 
of  Switzerland,  who  employ  all  their  intereft  and  influence  to  fa« 
cilitate  its  execution.  The  known  fentiments  of  feveral  magiflrates 
of  fiaile,  and  other  inhabitants  of  note,  are  by  no  means  qualified 
to  appeafe  the  (blicitude  of  the  dire£tory  on  this  head,  it  being  tio* 
tofious  that  they  treat  with  as  much  ill-nature  the  friends  of  th^ 
French  Republic,  as  they  (hew  prediledion  for  whatever  concerns 
the  Imperial  armies,  and  the.  intereft  of  the  Emperor. 

Thus  it  mud  be  fuppofed,  that  if,  in  the  execution  of  that  plaui 
the  enemy  violated  thd  territory  of  the  canton  of  Bafle,  the  magi« 
ftrafes  whocompofe  the  government  of  this  city,  would  endeavour, 
by  pleading  the  impoffibility  of  refiftance,  to  ward  off  the  cbnfe- 

Juenc^  of  the  violated  neutrality  of  the  canton;  of  courfe,  there 
oesnotexiftatprefent,  fufficient  fecurity  that  its  neutrality  will  be 
refpeded.  Under  thefe  circumftances,  the  directory  finds  itfelf 
oiiliged  to  declare  to  the  magiftrates  of  the  city  and  canton  of  Bafle^ 
that^  unlefs  they  adopt  vigorous,  fufScient,  and  unfufplcious  mea- 
fures  for  the  defence  of  their  own  territory,  and  the  maintenance  of 
the  refpe^  diie  to  their  neutrality,  it  is  refolved  to  take  every  Hep 
that  (hall  Be  requifiie  fdf  the  prote6tion  of  the  frontier  departments 
agaioft  every  kind  of  infult;  and  the  direflory  readers  them  an-

Lriier  from  the  Sovereign  Council  of  Bajle  to  his  Excellency  M.  Bar* 
thelemyy  Amhafj'ador  from  the  French  Republic  in  Switzerland. 

E  have  received,  with  your  Excellency's  letter  of  the  i6th 
Germinal,  (5  April]  a  paper,  coming  from  the  eiecntivfi 
direftory,  and  as  it  appears  extrafted  from  their  regifters — we 
pafs  over  this  unufual  form,  becaufe  it  is  to  be  fuppofed  that  it 
was  through  miftake  that  the  paper  was  fo  tranfmittjed  to  us,  and 
that  without' dt)ubt  the  intention  of  the  direflory  was  folely  td" 
tranfmit  to  us,  through  the  medium  of  the  minifter  for  foreign 
affairs,  the  refult  of  their  delib/erations.  But  if  the  form  fur- 
prifed  us,  the  contents  of  the  paper  excited  our  furprife  in  a 
much  greater  degree;  of  this  our  reply  will  convince  your  Excel- 
lency. » 

The  executive  direflory  announce  to  us,  that  the  corps,  of-  emi-. 
grants  meditates  an  invafion  of  our  territory.  It  does  not  belong 
to  us  to  call  in  queflion  the  proofs  which  the  diredlory  fay  they. 
Iiave  received;  we  fl\^ll  confine  ourfelves  to  obferve,  that  at  the 
opening  of  each  campaign  mention  has  always  been  made  of  a 
projeft  of  this  kind,  and  that  neverthelefs  it  has  never  been  car- 
ried into  execution ;  fo  that  we  are  ftill  to  know,  whether  the  re- 
ports that  are  fpread  are  merely  a  trick  of  war,  or  whether  fuch 
a  defign  has  been  renounced  either  from  the  uncertainty  of  deci- 
Cve  fuccefs,  or  the  want  of  accordance  with  other  events  that 
were  to  concur  with  it;  or  finally,  whether,  and  much  more 
probably,  it  be,  becaufe  the  Emperor,  faithful  to  his  engagement 
to  rcfpeft  our  neutrality,  has  forbidden  the  peace  of  an  indepen- 
dent people  to  be  diflurbed,  who  for  feveral  ages,  contented  with 
their  limits,  have  taken  no  part  in  the  diflenfions  of  the  great 
powers  of  Europe.  In  fliort,  we  can  aflure  you  that  at  prefent 
the  danger,  if  danger  does  exift,  does  not  appear  to  be  imminent. 
The  corps  of  emigrants  is  at  loo  great  a  diftance  from  our  fron- 
tiers; it  does  not  form  a  fufficicnt  force  to  dare  to  attempt  an  in- 
vafion, and  we  do  not  perceive  yet  preparations,  which  are  the 
forerunners  of  hoftilities,  and  indifpenfable  to  the  execution  of 
hoftilities. 

The  fecond  point  of  the  note  of  the  executive  direftory  con- 
cerns the  defence  of  our  territory  and  the  demand  of  a  fufficient 
guarantee.  No  people  can  give  fuch  a  guarantee.  If  bellige- 
rent powers,  with  their  fortrefles,  their  armies,  their  efforts  in 
every  fehfe,  cannot  procure  the  guarantee,  that  their  territory 
Ihal)  not  be  violated,  much  lefs  can  a  neutral  ftate  procure  and 
^^nibk  forces^  whofe  mafs  would  perhaps  afford  more  umbrage 

than 
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Aian  it  would  Infpire  fecurity.     Befides  the  cxpence  of  fucli  m 
force,  and.  the  provifions  that  it  would  require,  are  above  our 
means,  which  the  circumftances  of  the  times  weaken  more  and 
more.     But  there  is  another  kind  of  guarantee,  which  we  deem 
more  fure  than  a  great  alFemblage  of  troops;  it  is  the  firm  refolu* 
tion  of  all  the  governments  of  Switzerland,  not  to  depart  from 
the  principles  of  neutrality  which  they  have  inherited  trom  their 
aiuneftors,  and  of  which  ail  our  neighbours  have  a  pofitive  con- 
viction ;  it  IS  the  facred  word,  which  the  nieir.bers  of  the  Helve- 
tic Body,  either  feparately  or  united,  in  folemn  diet,  have  given. 
It  is  the  local  difficulties  that  would  attend  a  pafiagc  through  our 
territory,  without  being  expofed  to  a  certain  lofs  trom  the  mea- 
fures  of  prudence,  which  the  attacked  canton  might  take,  andl 
without  renouncing  every  hope  of  retreat,  by  the  arrival  of  con- 
tingents from  our  confederates  as  zealous  to  avenge  the  outrages 
offered  to  neutrality,  as  religious  in  the  obfi?rvance  of  the  duties 
of  neutrality.     It  is  the  difpofitions  taken  to  be  warned  in  lime 
of  every  fpecies  of  danger,  to  circulate  the  alarm,  and  to  be  in  a 
condition  even  to  repel  and  punifh  aggreffion  when  the  danger 
fliould  have  made  its  appearance.     Finally,  it  4s  the  experience 
and  the  fuccefs  of  thofe  difpofitions,  during  four  years  of  a  war 
the  moft  bloody  of  which  modern  hiftory  has  preferved  the  re* 
i^ienibrance. 

We  proceed  to  the  accufations,  which  the  executive  direflory 
have  made  againft  magidrates  and  private  perfons  of  our  canton, 
and  of  the  other  States  of  the  Helvetic  Body.  So  vague  an  ac- 
cufation,  and  of  fuch  a  kind,  is  probably  without  example.  The 
luoral  perfon  of  the  fovereign  in  Republics  is  manifefted  only  bf 
refolutions  emanating  from  the  council  of  the  (late,  and  not  from 
the  particular  opinions  of  individuals ;  and  whatever  be  the  dif- 
ference of  opinion  amongft  the  latter,  there  is  a  firfl  opiniooy 
which  is  as  general  as  it  is  effential  and  fundamental ;  it  is  the 
Jove  of  (:ountry,  and  the  deep  and  univerfal  conviflion,  that  neu- 
trality is  the  bafis  of  our  political  exiflence.  It  unites  all  minds, 
all  counfels,  all  governments.  We  invite  the  executive  direftory 
to  confid^r  here  only  the  aflFembly.  We  are  to  be  gained  by  pro- 
ceedings of  juflice,  benevolence,  and  friend  (hip;  our  hearts  are 
to  be  alienated  by  indefinite  reproaches  and  random  fufpicions* 
What  if  thefe  fufpicions  (hould  perhaps  be  founded  only  on  do- 
cuments, diftated  by  men,  whofe  reprehenfible  views  either  of 
vengeance  or  malevolence,  of  ambition  or  cupidity,  fhould  have 
led  them  to  exaggerate  what  is  infigpificant,  to  blacken  what  is 
innocent ;  and  to  difguife  wh^t  our  political  aftions  in  their  true 
point  of  view  wouW  difclofe  ? 

Finally,  the  executive  direflory  render  us  refponfible  for  the 
fatal  eifeds  which  nwQ^efult  from  military  operations.  Govern- 
picnts^-we  ^tioWf  are  refponfible  for  the  faults*  which  they  coni- 
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tnit  with  the  mtentioa  of  violating  their  duties.  But  traoqaiUi&4 
by  our  priadples,  and  proud  a(  the  fenfe  of  the  purity  and 
equity  of  our  meafures,  we  accept  this  refponfibility.  We  an 
one  ^)r  all  in  the  bofom  of  our  councils,  and  it  is  in  the  finne 
fenfe  that  we  rely  not  only  upon  all  our  own  refourccs,  hot  upon , 
nU  the  niembers  of  the  Helvetic  Confederation.  Refponfibility 
can  only  alarm  thofe  who,  breaking  the  ties  which  have  united  foif 
leveral  ages  the  two  nations,  (bould  prepare  evils  of  which  bu^ 
man  prudence  cannot  calculate  the  iflue  to  their  authors. 

Very  different  fentiments  have  animated  your  Excellency  durt 
iDg  idle  courfe  of  your  painfyl  miffion.  The  executive  diredoiy 
have  teftified  in  the  renewal  of  your  credentials  their  juft  and  hor 
iiourable  fatisfa£lion.  We^  have  no  doubt  that  they  will  receivi 
with  favourable  difpodtions  the  anfwer  which  we  have  the  honour 
f o  addrefs  to  your  Excellency,  after  having  deliberated  in  conceit 
isrith  the  Helvetic  reprofentatives.

Magnificent  Lords, 

'TpHE  orders  of  the  executive  direfiory  of  the  Friench  Republic 
oblige  me  to  recall  the  attention  of  your  honourable  cantoa 
tp  the  circumftances  and  motives  which  didated  the  declaration  of 
the  diredtory,  I  was  Qharged  to  trjanfmit  to  you,  on  the  1 6th  of 
Germinal  laft»  The  anfwer  you  have  made  has  not  been  fuch  as 
was  expeded.  Charged  with  the  care  of  the  defence  of  the  ter- 
ritorv  of  the  Republic,  apd  of  its  glory,  the  executive  direflory 
was  bound  to  look  forward  to  events,  and  to  render  abortive,  by 
denouncing  to  you  the  projeSs  of  the  enemies  of  France,  and 
of  its  republican  conftitution.  It  was  bound  to  invite  you  to 
take  meafures  capabje  of  removing  its  apprehenfioas,  and  mak-' 
ing  its  neutrality  refpedledj  and  it  has  demanded  of  you  what 
were  thefe  meafures. 

If  the  terms  of  its  declaration  were  feyere,  it  w^s  becaufe  the 
objeft  of  it  was  ferious :  it  was  becaufe  experience  of  the  at- 
tempts and  projedls  of  our  enemies,  already  pgiore  than  once  de- 
nounced, gave  it  reafon  to  conceive  inquietude  and  fufpicion. 
It  was  becaufe  pofitive  reports  announc^,  that  thefe  proje6ks 
were  about  to  be  renewed.     It  was  becauft  it  w^  l^e,^  fiec^ry 
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to  be  certain,  as  to  the  more  than  equivocal  fentiments  of  many 
«f  the  Helvetic  States,  fome  of  whom  had  hot  dreaded  to  throw 
a  doubt  on  the  exiilence  of  the  French  Republic,  by  refuiing  to 
pronounce  on  the  acceptance  of  the  credentials  of  its  ambaifador, 
and  deferring  the  epoch  of  their  determination  by  infulting  and 
ridiculous  delays. 

When  a  government  fo  powerful  as  that  of  the  French  Repub- 
lic is  thus  unacknowledged;  when  this  negleftis  founded  on  the 
regard  which  is  thought  due  to  criminal  fugitives,  whofe  whole 
proceedings  tend  only  to  harafs  their  country,  againil  which 
they  are  in  a  permanent  confpiracy,  while  their  meafures  tend 
only  to  involve  in  their  fall  the  States  blind  enough  te  be  milled 
by  them ;  when  the  Swifs  Cantons,  the  ancient  allies  of 
f  ranee,  dare  to  hold  a  conduA  fo  reprehenftble,  is  it  very  fur-» 
prifing  that  the  executive  directory  fhould,  for  a  moment,  with- 
hold the  afped  of  kindnefs,  to  alTume  towards  you  that  of  in- 
quietude? There  are  flill  other  con fiderations,  on  which  I  be- 
lieve I  need  not  enlarge  here.  They  are,  doubtlefs,  painful, 
and  belong  to  the  guarantee,  that  the  French  Republic  expeds  to 
find  in  the  fentiments  and  afFedions  of  the  governments  and 
people  of  neutral  ftates. 

Such  are  the  views  which  have  animated  and  ftill  animate  the 
executive  direSory.  They  expeS  from  you,  with  the  leaft  de- 
lay, a  frank  and  amicable  explanation,  capable  of  diflipating  the 
doubts  and  reviving  in  our  government  the  fentiments  of  good^ 
will.  It  has  given  me  orders  for  my  ultimate  condud,  in  cafe 
that  your  anfwer  ihould  not  fulfil  this  end.

"TXrE  fee,  with  real  pain,  by  your  Excellency's  letter,  of  the

ftood,  and  that  we  have  reafon  to  apprehend  the  executive  direc- 
tory of  the  French  Republic  may  fufpend  their  difpofitions  of 
kindnefs  ^towards  u^.  When  the  war  commenced,  we  declared 
for  a  neutrality,  to  preferve  which  has  fince  that  time  been  the 
conftant  objeS  of  our  cares,  of  our  zeal,  and  of  our  folicitude; 
and  no  facrifice  has  be;en  avoided  for  maintaining  it  in  proportion 
to  the  dangers  to  which  it  was  in  certain  epochs  expofed.  No^ 
thing  affliAs  us  more  profoundly,  than  whep  the  fidelity  of  our 
conduA  and  the  purity  of  our  intentions  feem  to  be  doubted, 
lince  thefe  form  the  moft  folid  bafis  of  our  happinefs,  indepen- 
dence, and  tranquillity^

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Wc  pray  your  Excellency  to  affure  your  government  that  we 
Ihall  never  depart  from  the  principles  that  have  been  tranfmittcd 
to  us  from  our  predeceffors,  and  that  our  greateft  ambition  is  to 
convey  the  depofit  unimpaired  to  thofe  who  fball   fucceedus. 
This  is  the  firit  duty  of  our  fituations,  and  the  true  means  of 
conciliating  the  confidence  and  the  gratitude  of  our  fellow-citi- 
zens.    It  is,  however,  ncceflary  to  obferve,  that  fince  our  letter 
of  the  9th  of  April,  v.e  have  not  confined  ourfelves  to  mere 
wiihcs  for  the  maintenance  of  our  neutrality.     Our  uneafinefs 
relative  to  this  objeft  having  been  communicated  to  the  minifter 
of  his  Imperial  Majefty,  he  has  written  to  us,  by  order  of  the 
Emperor,  that  certainly  he  had  not  the  leaft  thought  of  a&ing, 
nor  of  permitting  the  emigrants  to  a6l  againft  the  cantons,  in 
any  manner  which  might  difturb  the  tranquillity  of  their  terri- 
tory.    We  have  prepared  our  fignals  and  our  alarm  guns,  which, 
on  account  of  the  armiftice  and  the  winter  feafon,  had  been  ncg- 
leSed ;  and  it  is  generally  known  that  by  thefe  means  a  very  great 
force  can  be  affembled  in  a  few  days.     We  have  exercifed  our 
troops,  and  they  are  ready  to  march  on  the  firft  fignal.     Thcj 
will  be  added  to  the  contingents  of  the  other  cantons  which  af- 
femble  in  our's,  and  are  direded  to  redouble  their  vigilance  in  the 
ports  confided  to  them.     The  reprefentatives  of   the   Helvetic 
body,  deputed  to  us  for  confidering  the  rtate  of  affairs,  for  aSing 
in  the  name  of  the  whole  confederation,  and  informing  their 
conftjtuents  of  every  danger  which  may  approach  our  States, 
allow  no  means  to  efcape  them  of  confolidaiing  the  repofe  of  the 
common  country.     We  have  written  to  our  co-allies,  to  remind 
them  of  the  treaties  which  unite  us,  and  we  have  received  the 
unanimous  aflurance  that  all  are  ready  to  fly  to  our  afliftance  and 
defend  our  frontiers. 

We  conclude,  by  praying  your  Excellency  to  tranfmit  thofe 
details  to  the  diredory ;  and,  above  all,  to  fortify  them  againft 
the  exaggerated  reports  that  an  excefs  of  zeal  may  have  occa- 
fioned.

^he  folhiving  are  Articles  of  the  Concordat  agreed  upon  amofjg  the 
different  Parties  in  Genevay  as  well  as  the  Refalution  taken  iy 
the  Syndics  and  Council  on  this  Subje^. 

Art.  I.p  ESPECT    to   the  law,    obedience   to  the  magiftrate, 
''"^  engage   both  parties  united,  to  maintain  the  govern- 
ment at  the  rilk  of  their  lives,  with  difpatch,  and  entire  readi- 
ncfs,  as  often  as  necefl^ty  fliall  require  it,  to  fupprefs  every  aft  of 

in- 
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InAiborciination  or  violehce ;  to  caufc  the  legitimate  authority  to 
be  refpeded,  and  the  free  and  impartial  adminiftration  of  juitice 
and  the  laws. 

11.  A  full  and  entire  abrogation  of  all  the  fentences  pronounced 
by  the  revolutionary  tribunals,  and  the  fincere  and  loyal  abjuration 
of  all  public  and  perfonal  vengeance  paiTed  againil  any  individual 
'whatever.  Such  perfons  fo  prefcribed,  may  rell  alTured  of  an  in- 
violable afylum  in  the  bofom  of  the  union  of  all  the  citizens,  for 
"which  we  now  labour,  and  of  which  we  (hall  give  an  example.— 
.This  furely  (hall  be  pronounced  by  the  nation,  as  the  firll  article 
of  the  preliminaries  upon  which  that  union  (hall  be  founded. 

III..  A  fincere  mutual  return,  and  inviolable  attachment  of  both 
parties  thus  united  in  the  three  fundamental  principles,  alfcady 
Confecrated  by  our  primitive  laws,  and  the  prefent  conftitution  ; 
namely,  political  equality,  removal  from  public  offices,  and  the  fe- 
paration  of  powers. 

IV.  The  citizens  who  have  hitherto  exprefled  a  diflike  to  the 
tevolutipn  of  1792,  declare,  "  That  with  refpeft  to  the  new  le- 
giflation,  now  in  a  itate  of  formation,  they  will  confine  themfelves 
in  demanding  that  a  more  moderate  application  (hould  be  made, 
with  refpe6l  to  the  removal  from  office,  and  the  feparation  of  the 
powers,  than  that  which  exifts  at  prefent ;  as  alfo  the  re'eftabli(h'^ 
ment  of  the  forms  of  our  ancient  government,  which  are  not  iti- 
compatible  with  the  three  fundamental  principles  announced  above. 
The  citizens  attached  to  the  revolution  of  1792,  acknowledge  that 
thefe  demands  accord  with  the  true  interefts  of  the  Republic,  and 
receive  that  declaration  with  pleafure ;  they  confider  it  as  inviola- 
ble and  fecret^  and  declare,  on  their  part,  that  they  will  formally 
adhere  to  it, 

V.  The  AfTembly  decreed,  that  this  addrefs  (hall  be  printed, 
made  public,  and  fent  to  the  fyndics  and  adminiftrative  council, 
defiring,  that,  in  their  wifdom,  they  will  incelTantly  confider  of 
the  means  adapted  to  the  public  interefi,  and  of  folemnly  confe- 
crating  the  reciprocal  engagements  contained  therein.

JAMAICA. 

Speech  of  his  Excellency  the  Right  Honourable  the  Earl  of  BaJearfaSj 
to  the  Houfe  of  AJJimbly  of  Jamaica,  met  on  the  24th  of  September^ 
1795,  purfuarit  to  Proclamation* 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  Mr.  Sjpeaker^  tnd 
Gentlemen  of  the  Affembly, 

'T^HE  urgency  of  public  affairs  has  put  me  under  the  neccffity  of 
-*•  '  calling  you  together  at  a  very  early  feafon  of  the  year. 

The  unfortunate  infufredion  which  has  taken  place  among  the 
maroons  of  Trelawny  town  is  the  immediate  caufe  of  my  now 
aflembling  you. 

Thefe  infurgents  have  committed  the  mod  daring  a6lsof  unpro- 
yoked  rebellion. 

I  have  every  reafon  to  believe  that  hoftility  has  long  been  pre- 
meditated at  the  inftigation  of  the  convention  of  France,  whofe 
objeft  it  undoubtedly  is,  to  throw  this  iiland  into  a  ftate  of  anarchy 
and  confufion. 

I  have  ordered  the  feveral  documents  to  be  laid  before  you.  The 
evidence  contained  therein  marks  in  a  ftrong  manner  the  defigns, 
the  progrefs,  and  the  expeftations  of  th^^  enemy  in  fomenting  in- 
ternal commotions. 

By  the  blefTmg  of  Providence,  this  confpiracy  has  been  fruftratcd 
before  it  had  ripened  into  maturity. 

Their  plans  of  raifinga  rebellion  might  have  produced  a  co- 
operation of  the  mofl  dangerous  tendency,  and  the  early  intimation 
we  have  obtained  thereof  is  truly  fortunate. 

The  precipitate  and  infolent  conduft  of  the  rebellion  gave  the 
advantage  of  afting  with  celerity  and  vigour  ;  for  had  I  permitted 
hem  to  gain  time,  and  to  manage  the  war  according  to  their  ar- 
angements,  and  thofe  of  their  fupporters,  this  ifland  would  have 
been  undone,  and  the  inhabitants  muft  have  fubmitted  to  a  domi- 
nion fimilar  to  that  now  exercilid  in  feveral  of  the  windward 
iflands. 

The  valour  and  conduft  of  his  Majefty's  forces  have  fecured 
every  advantage  that  could  be  obtained  by  regular  manoeuvres.

The  troops  now  occupy  a  chain  of  pods  through  the  maroons 
^iftrid  ;  they  have,  (lormed  and  carried  their  country  ^  they  have 
formed  their  towns,  and  have  driven  them  to  faflneflcs  rugged  and 
tsLTTcn,  where  they  can  fubfift  only  as  a  band  of  robbers. 

The  infurredion  has  now  aflumed,  in  fome  degree,  the  form  of 
a  local  diAurbance,  and  it  will  deferve  your  mod  ferious  confldera-* 
tion,  whether  ftatutes  may  be  fo  framed  or  amended  as  to  put  pro« 
per  and  efficient  power  into  the  hands  of  government,  without 
fubjeAing  the  country  to  the  feiious  inconveniences  that  refult  from 
the  declaration  of  martial  law, 

Mr.  Speaker  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Aflembly, 
I  have  to  lament  the  heavy  expence  incurred  in  confequence  of 
the  meafures  I  have  been  obliged  to  adopt ;  but  as  you  have  wit- 
ncfled  the  neceiiity  of  linking  at  the  root  of  the  rebellion,  fo  I  truft 
you  will  grant  fupplies  as  in  your  wifdom  the  exigency  of  the  fer- 
tice  may  require. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  Mr.  Speaker^  and 
Gentlemen  of  the  AflTembly. 

When  you  refled  that  the  principles  of  the  prefent  rulers  of 
France  are  to  overturn  every  fyttcm  of  government  founded  on  fe- 
cial order,  morality,  and  religion,  you  will  be  aware  that  a  degree 
of  danger  refults  to  you  from  the  general  profperity  hitherto  enjoyed 
by  this  happy  ifland  ;  this  they  will  endeavour  to  dedroy,  and  this, 
I  trufty  your  energy  and  unanimity  will  maintain. 

Great  vigilance  is  required  at  this  moment  to  guard  againfl  the 
admifllon  of  their  dangerous  fydems,  and  every  effort  is  neceffary 
to  refift  their  pernicious  confequences  wherever  they  appear. 

It  is  with  thofe  maxims  that  I  have  entered  upon  the  adminif- 
tratioa  of  Jamaica,  and  I  now  meet  you  vvith  the  avowal  of  thofe 
fentiments. 

It  gives  me  the  higheft  fatisfaftion  to  obfervc  the  ftcadinefs,  the 
difcipline,  and  the  alacrity  of  the  militia. — It  is  witli  every  confi- 
dence I  have  aflured  his  Majedy,  that  in  them  he  is  poireifed  of  a 
force  which  I  am  decidedly  of  opinion  will  be  found  equally  capa- 
blcof  being  prefented  with  efFeft,  to  an  external  or  internal  enemy. 

The  glorious  and  important  vidlory  gained  by  Lord  Bridport, 
and  the  recent  advantages  by  his  Majefty's  fleets,  affu redly  leflen 
the  impending  danger  to  this  iiland :  and  the  general  afpe£l  of 
afiairs  in  the  interior  of  France  may  fairly  lead  our  hopes  to  an 
bpnourable  termination  of  the  prefent  war. 

In  calling  to  your  recollefticn  the  many  bleflings  which  we  have 
enjoyed  under  the  illuftrious  Houfe  of  Hanover,  you  will  receive 
trith  every  fentiment  of  joy  the  accounts  of  the  lolemnization  of 
the  marriage  of  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Prince  of  Wales  with  the 
Princefs  Caroline  of  Brunfwdck.  I  congratulate  you  on  an  event 
fo  interefling  to  his  Majcfty's  domeftic  happincfs,  and  to  the  wel- 
fare of  his  peotrle.

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

IT  is  a  great  fatisfaSion  to  me  to  refleft,  that,  notwithflanding 
the  many  events  unfavourable  to  the  common  caufe,  the  pro(* 
pe£t  refulting  from  the  general  fituation  of  affairs  has,  in  many 
important  refpeds,  been  materially  improved  in  the  courfe  of  the 
prefent  year. 

In  Italy,  the  threatened  invafion  of  the  French  has  been  pre- 
vented y  and  they  have  been  driven  back  from  a  confiderable  part 
of  the  line  of  cbaft  which  they  had  occupied, — ^There  is  alfo 
reafon  to  hope,  that  the  recent  operations  of  the  Auftrian  armies 
have  checked  the  progrefs  which  they  had  made  on  the  fide  of 
Germany,  and  fruftrated  the  offenfive  projefts  which  they  were 
purfuing  in  that  quarter,  •    I 

The  fucceifes  which  have  attended  their  military  operations  I 
in  other  parts  of  the  campaign,  and  the  advantages  which  they 
have  derived  from  the  conclufion  of  feparate  treaties  with  fome 
of  the  powers  who  were  engaged  in  the  war,  are  far  from  com- 
penfating  the  evils  which  they  experience  from  its  continuance. 
The  deftrudlion  of  their  commerce,  the  diminution  of  their  ma- 
ritime power,  and  the  unparalleled  embarraflment  and  diftrefs  of 
their  intern:il  fituation,  have  produced  the  impreflion  which  vras 
naturally  to  be  expeded  ;  and  a  general  fenfe  appears  to  prevail 
throughout  France,  that  the  only  relief  from  the  increafing  pref- 
fure  of  thefe  difficulties  muft  arife  from  the  reftoration  of  peace, 
and  the  eftablifhment  of  fome  fettled  fyltem  of  government. 

The  diftradlion  and  anarchy  which  have  fo  long  prevailed  in 
that  country,  have  led  to  a  crifis,  of  which  it  is  as  yet  impoflible 
to  forefee  the  iffiie  ;  but  which  muft,  in  all  human  probability, 
produce  confequences  highly  important  to  the  interefts  of  Europe. 
Should  this  crifis  terminate  in  any  order  of  things  compatible 
with  the  tranquillity  of  other  countries,  and  affording  a  reafona- 
ble  expeSation  of  fecurity  and  permanence  in  any  treaty  which 
might  be  concluded,  the  appearance  of  a  difpofition  to  negotiate 
for  general  peace,  on  juft  and  fuitable  terms,  will  not  fail  to  be 
met,  on  my  part,  with  an  earned  defire  to  give  it  the  fulleft  and 
fpeediell  efFecS.  But  1  am  perfuaded  you  will  agree  with  me, 
that  nothing  is  fo  likely  to  infure  and  accelerate  this  defirable  end, 
as  to  fiiew  that  we  are  prepared  for  either  alternative,  and  are  de- 
termined to  profecute  the  war  with  the  utmoft  energy  and  vi- 
gour,   until  we  have  the  means  of  concluding,  in  conjunflion

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'With  our  allies,  fuch  a  peace  as  the  juAIce  of  our  caufe,  and  tho 
'iituation  of  the  enemy,  may  entitle  us  to  expefl. 

With  this  view  1  am  continuing  to  make  the  greateft  exertions 

^for  maintaining  and  improving  our  naval  fuperiority,  and  for 

^carrying  on  aSive  and  vigorous  operations  in  the  Weft  Indies,  in 

order  to  fecure  and  extend  the  advantages  v^hich  we  have  gained 

.  in  that  quarter,  and  which  are  fo  nearly  conne£led  with  our 

comipercial  refources  and  maritime  ftrength. 

I  rely  with  full  confidence  on  the  continuance  of  your  firm 
mnd  zealous  fupport,  on  the  uniform  bravery  of  my  fleets  and 
armies,  and  on  the  fortitude,  perfeverance,  and  public  fpirit,  of 
,    all  ranks  of  my  people. 

The  afts  of  hoftility  committed  by  the  United  Provinces,  un- 
der the  influence  and  controul  of  France,  have  obliged  me  to 
tre^t  them  as  in  a  ftate  of  war  with  this  country. 

The  fleet  which  I  have  employed  in  the  North  Seas  have  re- 
ceived the  moft  cordial  and  adtiye  affiftance  from  the  naval  force 
furnifhed  by  the  Emprefs  of  Ruflia,  and  has  been  enabled  effec- 
tually to  check  the  operations  of  the  enemy  in  that  quarter. 

i  have  con^ludecl  engagements  of  defenfive  alliance  with  the 

two  Imperial  courts ;  and  the  ratifications  of  the  treaty  of  com- 

^    merce  with  the  Unjited  States  of  America,  which  I  annpunced 

fo  you  laft  year,  have  now  been  exchanged,     {  }iave  dire&ed 

copies  of  thefe  treaties  to  be  laid  before  you,

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 

It  is  a  matter  of  deep  concern  to  me,  that  the  exigencies  qf 
the 'public  fervice  will  require  further  additions  to  the  heavy 
burthens  which  have  been  unavoidably  Impofed  on  my  people.  X 
fruft  that  their  preflure  will,  in  fome  degree,  be  alleviated  by  the 
flouriflling  ftate  of  our  commerce  and  manufaftures,  and  that  ow 
expences,  though  neceflarily  great  in  their  amount,  will>  under 
the  a£lual  circumftances  of  the  war,  admit  of  confiJeral^le  dimi* 
pution  in  comparifon  with  thofe  of  the  prefent  year. 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  obferved  for  fome  time  paft,  with  the  greateft  anxiety, 
the  very  hi^h  price  of  grain,  and  that  anxiety  is  increafed  by  the 
apprphenfion,  that  the  produce  of  the  wheat  harveft  in  the  pre* 
fent  year  may  not  have  been  fuch  as  effedually  to  relieve  my 

¥!ople''from  the  difficulties  with  which  they  have  had  to  contend, 
he  fpirit  of  order  and  fubmiffion  to  the  laws  which,  with  a 
very  few  exceptions,  has  manifefted  itfelf  under  this  fevere  pref- 
fure,  will,  I  am  fure,  be  felt  by  you  as  an  additional  incentive  to 
apply  yourfelves  with  the  utmoft  diligence  to  the  confideration  of 
fuch  meafiires  as  may  tend  to  alleviate  the  prefent  diftrefs,  and  io 
prevent,  as  far  as  poflible,  the  renewal  of  fimilar  enibarraflments

We  participate  in  the  fatisfaftion  your  Majefty  feels  from  le-

While  we  cannot  but  lament  that  the  influence  and  controut 
^xcrcifed  by  France  over  the  United  Provinces,  fhould  have  pro- 
duced ads  of  hoftility  which  have  obliged  your  Majefty  to  treat* 
them  as  in  a  date  of  war  with  this  country,  it  mud  at  the  fame 
time  afford  us  mucli  fatisfaftion  to  learn,  that  the  fleet  which  your 
Majedy  has  employed  in  the  North  Seas,  has  received  the  moft 
cordial  and  aSive  affiftance  from  the  naval  force  furnilhed  by  the 
Emprefs  of  Rudia,  and  has  been  enabled  efFc£lually  to  check  the 
operations  of  the  enemy  in  that  quarter. 

■  We  acknowledge,  your  Majedy 's  condefcenfion  in  having  di- 
re&ed  to  be  laid  before  us  copies  of  the  engagements  of  the  defenfive 
alliance  which  your  Majedy  has  concluded  with  the  tvfo  Imperial 
courts  ;  and  of  the  treaty  with  the  United  States  of  Ametica. 
-  Although  we  muft  at  all  times  fee  with  regret  the  neceflHty  of 
tnaking  further  additions  to  the  heavy  burdens  which  have  un- 
avoidably been  impofed  upon  our  condituents,  we  feel  it  an  in- 
difpenfable  duty  to  make  fuch  provifion  for  the  diflFerent  branches 
of  the  public  fervice,  as  the  exigency  of  affairs  may  require  ;  and 
it  will  afford  us  great  fatisfaftion  to  find  that  the  prelTure  of  thefef 
burthens  is,  in  fome  degree,  alleviated  by  the  flourifhirig  date  of 
pur  commerce  and  manufadures,  and  that  our  expences  will^ 
under  the  a£l:ual  circnm dances  of  the  war,  admit  of  con fidefr able 
diminution  in  comparifon  with  thofe  of  the  preftnt  year. 

We  are  deeply  fenfible  of  your  Majedy*s  paternal  goodnefs  in 
the  expreflions  of  the  anxiety  with  which  your  Majedy  hasobferved 
:hiB  high  price  of  grain,  and  of  your  apprehenfion  that  the  produce 
>f  the  wheat  harved  in  the  prefent  year,  may  not  have  been  fnqh 
is  eflfcftually  to  relieve  your  people  from  the  diflSculties.  with  which 
Vol.  III.— Part  ii.

tlicy  ha^'htd  to  contend.  The  fpirit  6f  order  and  fnbrtilflion  to 
the  laws,  which,  \<ritH  few  exdeptions,  has  matiifcftfed  itfelf  under 
this  fevere  preflure,  will  undoubtedly  be  felt  by  us  as  an  additional 
incentive  to  apply  duffelvcs  with  the  utmoil  diligence  to  the  con?

*tX^E  beg  leave  humbly  to  entreat  your  l^Iajefty  to  review  the 

events  of  the  three  laft  years,  and  to  compare  the  fituation  ^ 
and  circumftaiices  of  the  belligerent  powers,  at  the  period  when 
Ho(lilitie5  commenced,  and  at  the  prefent  moment  td  confider  that 
a  great  majority  of  the  numerous  allies,  on  whofe  co-operation 
your  Majefty  chiefly  relied  for  fiicceft,  have  abandoned  the  com- 
mon caufe,  aiid  fought  for  fecurity  in  peace,  while  others  have 
been  unfort\]nately  thrown  into  alliahce  with  tfie  enemy. 

That  our  foreign  pofleflions  in  the  Weft  Indies  have  in  many    ' 
inftances  been  over-run,  pillaged,  and  deftroyed,  and  the  fecurity 
of  all  of  them  put  in  imminent  hazard. 

That  the  expeditions  to  the  coafl  of  France  have  proved  cither 
difgraceful  or  abortive  ;  tending,  without  any  rational  profpcftof 
public  benefit,  to  tarnilh  the  Britifh  name,  by  a  fhameful  facrificc 
of  thofe  to  whom  your  Mujeily's  minifters  had  held  out  the  hopcof 
public  protection. 

That  amidft  all  thcfe  adverfe  and  difgraceful  events,  there  has 
been  an  expenditure  of  blood  and  treafure  unparalleled  in  the 
hiftory  of  former  wars. 

Such  being  the  refult  of  the  meafures  which  have  been  purfued, 
l\'c  cannot  honeftly  difcharge  our  duty  to  your  Majefty,  the  coun- 
try, and  ourfclvcs,  without  fervently  imploring  your  Majefty  to 
refleft  upon  the  evident  impra<SlicabiIity  of  attaining,  in  the  pre- 
fent conteft,  what  have  hitherto  been  confidered  as  the  objeflf 
of  it. 

We  therefore  humbly  intreat  your  Majefty  no  longer  to  aft 
upon  tiiC  opinion,  that  the  governing  powers  of  France  are  in- 
capable of  maintaining  the  accuftomed  relations  of  peace  and 
amity.  An  opinion  formerly  proved  to  be  unfounded  by  the  fitua- 
tion of  the  States  of  America,  and  of  thofe  natrotiis  of  Europe  who 
have  throughout  maintained  a  fafe  and  dignified  neutrality,  and 

recently 
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cntly  by  the  condufl  and  prcfent  condition  of  Pruflia  andSpaint 
and  the  Princes  of  the  empire.  But  that  your  Majefty  will  be 
gracioufly  pleafed  to  take  decided  and  imoiediate  meafures  for 
bringing  about  a  peace  with  France,  whatever  may  be  the  prcfent 
or  future  form  of  her  internal  government,  and  look  for  indemnity 
Inhere  alone  indemnity  is  to  be  found,  in  the  reftoration  of  in- 
duftry,  plenty y  and  tranquillity  at  home. 

While  we  thus  eariieltly  implore  your  M?jefty  to  confider,  ia 
your  royal  wifdom,  how  fruitlefs  the  purfnit  of  the  war  is  become, 
and  how  idle  and  imaginary  the  fuppofed  obitacle  to  peace,  we 
declare  that  if  the  exiiiing  powers  in  France  were  to  rejedt  a<pacific 
negotiation  propofed  by  your  Majelly  upon  fuitable  terms,  and  to 
pcrfevere  in  holliliiies  for  their  own  aggrandi foment,  or  with  a 
vie;w  to  the  eftablifhment  of  ilicir  fyftem  of  government  in  other 
countries,  we  would  llrenuoufly  fupport  a  vigorous  profccution  of 
the  war,^  confident  that  the  fpirit  of  the  nation,  when  roufed  in 
fuch  a  caufe,  will  itill  be^able  to  accomplifli  what  is  juft  and  ne- 
ceflary,  however  exhaufted  and  weakened  by  the  ill-concerted 
proje&s  of  thofe  who  have  direfted  your  Majeily's  councils.

Thai  it  appears  from  an  account  produced  to  this  Houfe 
on  the  2iil  :::'  Arii!,  1796,  that  the  fum  of  172,100!.  due  for 
ofr-rcckonini;;s  :i>  ihc  ^Jiih  of  December,  1794,  and  which  re- 
mained (iiic  o:i  xVz  2  Til  (S  Jauuary,  i/O^,  was  difchargcd  out  of 
the  vGie  of  crcdii  granted  for  tl^.e  cxprcls  pnrpofc  of  defraying  ex- 
pcnccs  that  nmy  occur  In  1796.  By  an  acl  parted  in  1794,  money 
was  granted  I'or  difchitrjj^lng  ihc  faid  fum  ;  and  although  the  faid 
a£l  dirccls  that  the  money  fo  granted  Ihall  be  applied  in  difchargc 
of  the  ihinc,  and  i:ov  otl.crwilc. 

VIII.  Thu  h  app(.;i;s  to  this  Koufc,  that  by  an  adl  paffed  in 
the  2Zjd  year  of  his  iMaj'.  ily  V  rei^n,  for  the  better  regulation  of 
the  ofucc  jrpayniallcr  f^crjcrral  of  his  Majefty's  forces,  it  is  enaft- 
cd  th:;t  no  nioi:cy  for  ti.e  fervice  of  the  army  (hall  be  ilfued  from 
his  Majefty's  cxchcqiici  to  the  paymaftcr-gcneral  of  his  Majefty's 
forcci-,  or  inall  he  placed  oy  ili reeled  to  be  placed  in  his  MajeftyV 
hands  or  poirellion  ^  l/.il  ll.c  lame  fhall  be  ilfued  and  direcf^ed  tobc 
paid  to  the  governor  and  con.p.my  of  the  Bank  of  England^  to  be 
placed  ^.o  Iwo  acccimr. 

IX.  That  it  appears  to  this  Houfe,  from  an  account  produced 
on  the  22d  of  April,  1796,  that  in  open  contempt  and  defiance  of 
the  faid  ad:,  the  fum  of  430,2001.  has  been  ifllied  dire£tly  tci  the 
paymafter-gcncrul  of  his  Maicfty's  forces,  in  exchequer  bills  on

X*  That  it  further  appears  to  this  Houfe,  that  by  the  faid  a6b 
tfie  psi.ymafter-general  of  his  Majefty's  forces  id  direded  and  re- 
quired to  form  his  memorials  and  requifitions  to  the  treafury,  and 
to  iifiie  his  drafts  upon  the  governor  and  company  of  the  Bank  of 
England)  upon  the  a4th  day  of  June  and  a4th  day  of  December 
in  every  year,  in  equal  payments,  to  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  as 
have  a  regular  aflignment  irom  the  feveral  colonels,  lieutenant* 
eolonels,  commandants,  majors,  ahd  captains  commandant,  and 
captains,  for  the  monies  appropriated  for  the  cloathing  of  the  non- 
Gommiffioned  officers  and  private  men  of  his  Majeily's  regular 
fofces* 

XI.  That  it  appears  to  this  Houfe,  that  the  fums  of  money 
appropriated  for  the  cloathing  of  his  M ajedy's  regular  forces,  and 
tirhich,  according  to  the  proviflons  of  the  fslid  afib,  ought  to  haVo 
been  iflued  on  the  24th  of  December,  I7g4>  the  24th  of  June  and 
a4th  of  December>  1795)  had  been  diverted  to  other  purpofes^ 
•and  ftill  remained  due  on  the  id  of  January,  1796,  in  open  con* 
tempt  and  defiance  of  the  faid  ad* 

XlL  That  it  appears  that  an  account  is  annually  prefented  to 
this  Houfe,  (hewing  how  the  money  granted  for  the  fervice  of  the 
preceding  year  has  been  difpofcd  of,  diftinguiflied  under  the  feveral 
heads,  and  the  parts  remaining  unfatisfied,  with  the  deficiency 
thereupon. 

XI il.  That  fuch  account  was  intended  to  be  what  in  Its  title 
it  profefles  to  be,  a  real  account,  (hewing  how  the  money  given 
for  the  fervice  of  the  year  had  aftually  been  difpofcd  of,  in  order 
that  the  Houfe  of  Commons  might  be  informed  of  the  (late  of  the 
public  expenditure,  and  fatisfy  themfelves  as  to  the  application  of 
the  money  voted,  to  thofe  fervices  for  which  it  had  been  granted 
by  them.

of  his  Majefty's  forces  in  Great  Britain  and  parts  beyond  the  feaSy 
for  the  years  1794  and  1795,  and  feverally  ftated  to  have  been 
difpofed  of  for  thofe  fervices,  ftill  remain  unfatisfied. 

XV.  That  in  the  inftances  above-mentioned,  his  Majefty's 
xniniftcrs  have  been  guilty  of  prefenting  falfe  accounts,  calculated

npH AT  as  y^e  fee  no  efFedual  fleps  takcp  to  realize  thefe  mca- 
-  fures  of  reform,  for  which  the  prefent  minrfters,  at  their 
entrance  into  office,  Hood  ftrongly  pledged  to  the  public,  or  thofc 
earnelllv  recommended  in  the  reports  upon  the  table,  by  two  boards 
of  coJi miiliooers,  both  appointed  by  Parliament, 
.  ..It  is  incutajbent  on  this  Moufe  to  inquire  into  the  caufe  of  fo 
extraordinary  an  omiflion,  as  well  as, 

Whether  any  new  ottices  have  fmce  been  created  ? 
4  -Whether  any  old  falaries  have  been  increafej  on  flight  pre* 
tcnces  ? 

Whether  any  falaries  have  bjsen  granted  for  fpecial  purpofeSi 
end  continued,  though  the  reaforis  for  them  have  ceafed  ? 

.  Whether  any  warrants  for  beneficial  grants  have  been  dircftcd? 
And  on  the  whole, 

Whether  the  public  expcnces  have  increafed  beyond  the  Tuples 
annually  granted  by  Parliament  ? 

This,  which  would  be  a  duty  incumbent  upon  Parliament, 
were  the  exifting  war  ever  fo  neceffary,  juft,  and  fuccefsful,  is 
tecome  moft  urgent  and  indifpen fable,  in  a  conteft  at  once  bloody 
and  expenfive  beyond  example  without  plan  or  objeft,  except  fuch 
objecls  as  the  mifcondu6l  of  the  war  firtl  created  ;  attended  with  a 
wafte  of  money  profufe  almoft  beyond  imagination,  which  has  al- 
ready reduced  our  trade  to  a  dependence  on  the  very  warfare  which 
-is  fundamentally  deftroying  it,  and  has  fo  exhaufted  our  refources, 
,as  to  drive  us  to  the  wretched  expedient  of  reviving  taxes,  which 
were  a  few  years  fmce  repealed,  upon  the  ground  of  thereby  in- 
creafing.  the  revenue — an  effeft  which  that  repeal  produced,  and  a 
policy  which  mufi:,  therefore,  on  the  return  of  peace,  be  again 
reforted  to,  and  which  will  confequently  bring  with  it  the'nc- 
ceffity  of  finding  new  taxes,  if  new  and  produdive  taxes  can  be 
invented  in  our  then  exhaufted  ftate. 

In  a  fituation  fo  alarming,  and  fo  manifeftly  tending  to  deftroy 
the  confidence  of  the  people  in  Parliament,  which  (as  every  rc- 
flediing  man  muft  have,  with  deep  concern,  obferved,)  has  for 
fome  years-  paft  been  rapidly  on  the  decline  ;  it  behoves  Parlia- 
ment, by  a  timely  revival  of  its  ancient  cnergv  and  integrity,  to 
convince  the  people  that  their  conftitutional  gnaidians  are  awake  to 
the  common  dangeri  and  are  determined  to  come  forward  with  fucii 

firai 
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firm  meafures  of  public  order  and  reform,  as  will  elFctElually  re* 
lieve  the  fiibjedl,  and  remedy  evils  which  if  (till  futfcred  to  accu-> 
mulate,  will  be  pail  all  remedy,  and  mull  inevitably  terminate  ia 
public  confulion.

In  the  Houfe  cf  Commons y  on  the  lOth  of  May y  1796,  Mr.  F9X  made 

the  following  Motion, 

T^HAT  an  addrefs  be  prefcntcd  to  his  Majefly,  mod  humbly  to 
-*•  offer  to  his  royal  coiilideratioii  that  iiui^ment  v^hich  his 
faithful  Commons  have  formed,  and  now  deem  it  ihcir  duty  to 
declare,  concerning  the  conduct  of  his  minifters  in  the  commence- 
ment, and  during  th-j  progrefs  of  the  prefcnt  unfortunate  war.  As 
long  as  it  was  poUiblc  for  us  to  doubt  from  what  fource  the  na- 
tioual  diftrefics  have  arifen,  we  have  in  limes  of  difficulty  and 
peril  thought  ourfelves  bound  to  llrenalhen  his  Majelty's  govern- 
ment for  the  proteiSion  of  his  fubjct^ls,  by  our  confidence  and 
fupporr,  tut  our  duiios  as  his  Majelly's  counfellors,  and  as  the 
reprefcntatives  of  his  people,  will  no  longer  permit  us  to  dif- 
feznble  our  deliberate  an,i  determined  opinion  that  tie  dillrefs,  dif- 
ficulty, and  peril  to  which  this  country  is  now  fubjcc:ed,  have 
arifen  from  the  mifcor.dud  of  the  King's  miniiicrs,  and^arc  likely 
to  fubfiit  and  increafe  as  long  as  the  fame  principles  which  have 
hitherto  guided  thefe  minifiers,  ihall  continue  to  prevail  in  the 
councils  of  Great  Britain. 

It  is  painful  for  us  to  remind  his  Majefly  of  the  fituation  of  his 
dominions  at  the  beginning  of  the  war,  and  of  the  high  degree  of 
profperity  to  which  the  Ikill  and  induilry  of  his  fubjcfts  had, 
under  the  fafeguard  of  a  free  conftitution,  raifed  the  Britilh  em- 
pire, fince  it  can  only  fill  his  mind  with  the  melancholy  recollec-, 
tion  of  profperity  abufed,  and  of  opportunities  ot  fecuring  perma^' 
ncnt  advantages  wantonly  reje6lcd.  Nor  (hall  we  prelume  to 
wound  his  Majefty's  benevolence  by  dwelling  on  the  fortunate 
confequences  which  might  have  arifen  from  the  mediation  of  Great 
Britain  between  the  powers  then  at  war,  which  might  have  en- 
fured  the  permanence  of  our  profperity,  while  it  preferved  all 
Europe  from  the  calamities  which  it  has  fmce  endured.  A  media- 
tion which  this  kingdom  was  fo  wxU  fitted  to  carry  on  with 
vigour  and  dignity,  by  its  power,  its  character,  and  the  nature  of 
its  government,  happily  removed  at  an  equal  diliance  from  Xhfi 
contending  extremes  of  licentioufncfs  and  tyranny. 

From  this  neutral  and  impartial  fyftem  of  policy  his  Majefty's 
minifters  were  induced  to  depart  by  certain  mcafuicsof  the  French 
government,  of  which  they  complained  as  injurious  and  hoftile  to 
this  countr/t     With  what  juftice  thofe  complaints  were  made  we 

X  X  a  ^^'^ 
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are  not  now  called  upon  to  determine,  fince  k  cannot  be  pretended 
that  the  meafures  of  France  were  of  fuch  a  nature^  to  pieclndc 
■the  pofTiblity  of  adjuftment  by  negotiation  ;  and  it  is  impoffiUe  to 
deny  that  the  power  which  (huts  up  the  channel  of  accommodam 
muft  be  the  real  aggreflfor  in  war.  To  rejedl  negotiation  Is  to  de- 
termine on  hoftiliiies;  and  whatever  may  have  been  the  nature  of 
the  points  in  qucftion  between  us  and  France,  "Wc  cannot  btit  pro- 
nounce the  refufal  of  fuch  an  authorifed  communication  with  that 
country  as  might  have  amicably  terminated  the  difpute,  to  be  the 
true  and  immediate  caufe  of  the  rupture  which  followed. 

Nor  can  we  forbear  to  remark  that  the  pretences  under  whkhUl 
Majefty's  minifters  then  haughtily  refufed  fuch  authorifed  commu- 
nication have  been  fufficiently  expofed  by  their  own  cohdufl,  in 
fince  fubmitting  to  a  fimilar  intercourfe  with  the  fame  govcm^ 
inent. 

The  mifguided  policy  which  thus  rendered  the  "war  lnevlt3d)lc, 
appears  to  have  aduated  the  minifters  in  their  determination  to 
continue  it  at  all  hazards.     At  the  fame  time  wc  csttinot  but  oh? . 
ferve,  that  the  obftinacy  with  which  they  have  adhered  tothdr    i 
defperate  fyftem  is  not  more  remarkable  than  their  verfatility  in 
the  pretexts  upon  which  they  have  juftified  it.     At  one  period  At 
ftrength,  at  another  the  weakpefs  of  the  epemy  have  been  urgedtt 
motives  for  continuing  the  war;  the  fucceflcs,  as  well  as  thedcfeati 
of  the  allies  have  contributed  only  to  prolong  the  conteft ;  and  hope  • 
and  defpair  have  equally  feryed  to  involve  us  ftill  deeper  in  the  hwr 
rors  of  war,  and  to  entail  upon  us  anendlefs  trajn  of  calamities.— 
After  the  original  profcflcd  objefls  had  been  obtained  by  the  exput 
fion  of  the  French  armies  from  the  territories  of  Holland  and  the  Au- 
ftrian  Netherlands,  we  find  hisMajefty's  minifters,  influenced  either 
by  arrogance  or  by  infatuated  ambition  and  the  vain  hope  of  ccm- 
quefts,whichif  realized,  could  never  compenfate  tothe  nation  for  the 
blood  and  treafure  by  which  they  muft  be  obtained,  rejeHing  unheard 
the  overtures  made  by  the  executive  council  of  France,  at  a  period 
when  the  circumftances  were  fo  eminently  favourable  to  his  Ma- 
jefty  and  his  allies  that  there  is  every  reafon  to  fuppofe  that  a  nego- 
tiation, commenced  at  fuch  a  jundure,  muft  have  terminated  in 
an  honourable  and  advantageous  peace ;  to  the  profpe6ts  arifmg 
from  fuch  an  opportunity  they  preferred  a  blind  and  obftinate  per- 
feverance  in  a  war  which  could  fcarce  have  any  remaining  objcS 
but  the  unjuttifiable  purpofe  of  impofing  upon  France  a  govern- 
ment difapproved  of  by  the  inhabitants  of  that  country;  and  fuch 
was  the  infatuation  of  thefe  minifters,  that,  far  from  being  able  to 
frame  a  wife  and  comprehenfive  fyftem  of  policy,  they  even  rejcfl- 
cd  the  few  advantages  that    belonged  to  their  owii  unfortunate 
fcheme.     The  general  cxiftence  of  a  defign  to  interpofe  in  the  in- 
ternal government  of  France  was  too  manifeft  not  to  roufe  into 
;i6live  hoftility  the  national  zeal  of  that  people  j  bat  their  particu- 
4  ^^ 
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Itr  pfoje^s  were  too  equivocal  to  zttrzfk  the  confidence,  or  pro^ 
'  cure  the  co-operation  of  thefe  Frenchmen  who  were  difaffeded  to 
.,  tiie  government  of  their  country.  The  nature  of  thefe  plans  was 
'/  too  clear  not  to  provoke  formidable  enemies^  but  their  extent  was 
i^.  too  ambiguous  to  conciliate  ufeful  friends. 
|i^       We  beg  leave  farther  to  rcprefent  to  your  Majefty,  that  at  fubfc- 

quent  periods  your  minifters  have  fuffered  the  mod  favourd)lle 

c»pportunities  to  efcape  of  obtaining  an  honourable  and  advan* 

r  ta^BOUS  pacification.     They  did  not  avail  tTicmfelvcs,  as  it  was 

^|;.  their  duty  to  have  done,  of  the  unbroken  ftrength  of  the  geneial 

tccmfcderacy  which  had  been  formed  againft  France,  for  the  par- 

Efc  of  giving  efFeS  to  overtures  for  negotiation.  They  faw  tlic 
leflion  of  feveral  powerful  ftates  from  that  confederacy,  they  fuf.. 
2.-. '  fered  it  to  dilTolve  without  an  effort  for  the  attainment  of  a  geiKsal 
pacification*  They  loaded  their  country  with  the  odium  of  having 
lUigaged  in  a  combination,  charged  with  the  mod  queftionaUe 
•ndnnjuftifiable  views,  without  availing  themfelves  of  that  com* 
f  bination,  for  procuring  favourable  conditions  of  peace.  Usat 
'  ■  from  this  fatal  negledt,  the  progrefs  of  hoflilities  has  only  ferved 
•  to  eftablifh  the  evils  which  might  certainly  have  been  avoided  liy 
iiegptiation,  but  which  are  now  confirmed  by  the  events  of  the  war. 
We  have  felt  that  the  unjnftifiable  and  imprafticable  attempt  to 
eftablifh  royalty  in  France  by  force,  has  only  proved  fatal  to  its 
unfortunate  fupporters.  We  have  fcen  with  regret  the  fubjugation 
pf  Holland,  and  the  aggrandizement  of  the  French  Republic,  and 
we  have  to  lament  the  alteration  in  the  ftate  of  Europe,  r.ot  only 
from  the  fuccefTes  of  the  French,  but  from  the  formidable  acq«i- 
fitions  of  fome  of  the  allied  powers  on  the  fide  of  Poland,  acqiai- 
$tions  alarming  from  their  magnitude,  but  flill  more  fo  from  the 
manner  in  which  they  have  been  made,  thus  fatally  learning  that 
|he  war  has  tended  alone  to  eflablifh  the  very  evils,  for  the  pre- 
vention of  which  it  was  avowedly  undertaken. 

That  we  now  therefore  approach  hisMalefly  to  afTurchim,  that 
his  faithful  Commons  heard  with  the  fincered  fatisfadion,  his 
Majefty's  mofl  gracious  meifage  of  the  &th  of  December,  wherein 
his  Majedy  acquaints  them,  that  the  crifis  which  was  dependi^ 
lit  the  commencement  of  the  prefent  fefTion,  had  led  to  fuch  an 
.  order  of  things,  as  would  induce  his  Majedy  to  meet  any  difpo- 
lition  to  negotiation  on  the  part  of  the  enemy,  with  an  eameft 
^efire  to  give  it  the  fuUeft  and  fpeedied  effefl,  and  to  conclude  a. 
general  treaty  of  peace,  whenever  it  could  be  efFeiled  on  juft  and 
i^uitable  terms  for  himfelf  and  his  allies. 

That  from  this  gracious  communication,  they  were  led  to  hope 
for  a  fpeedy  termination  to  this  mod  difadrous  conted  ;  but  that 
^ith  furprife  and  forrow  they  have  now  reafon  to  apprehend  that 
fhrefi  pipnths  were  fuffere4  lo  elapfe  before  any  fteps  were  taken 

towards 
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towards  a  negotiation,  or  any  overtures  made  by  his  Maj«ftj'| 
fcrvants. 

With  equal  fnrprife  and  concern  they  have  obferved,  "wbeAa 
fair  and  open  condudl  vras  fo  peculiarly  incumbent  on  his  Ma* 
jeily's  minifters,  confidering  the  prejudices  and  fufpicions  which 
their  previous  conduft  mull  have  excited  in  the  minds  of  the 
French  ;  that  inftead  of  adopting  that  open  and  manly  manner 
•which  became  the  wifdom,  the  charafter,  and  dignity  of  the  Bri- 
tilh  nation,  they  had  recourfe  to  a  ftyle  calculated  rather  to  excite 
fufpicion,  than  to  infpire  confidence  in  the  enemy.  Every  ex-  > 
preilion  which  might  be  conftrued  into  an  acknowledgment  of  the 
French  Republic,  or  even  an  allufion  to  its  forms,  was  ftudiouily 
avoided;  and  the  miniller  through  whom  this  overture  was  made, 
was  in  a  moft  unprecedented  manner  inftrufled  to  declare,  that  he 
had  no  authority  to  enter  into  any  negotiation  or  difcudion  relative 
to  the  objefts  of  the  propofed  treaty. 

That  it  is  with  pain  we  refledt  that  the  alacrity  of  his  Majefty'i 
minifters  in  apparently  breaking  o(F  this  incipient  negotiation,  as 
well  as  the  ftrangeandunufual  manner  in  which  it  was  announced 
to  the  minifters  of  the  various  powers  of  Europe,  affords  a  very 
unfavourable  comment  on  their  reluftance  in  entering  upon  it, 
and  is  calculated  to  make  the  moft  injurious  impreifioTi  lefpeding 
their  fmcerity  on  the  people  of  France, 

On  a  review  of  fo  many  inftances  of  grofs  and  flagrant  mifcon- 
duft,  proceeding  from  the  fame  pernicious  principles,  and  direded 
with  incorrigible' obftinacy  to  the  fame  mifchievous  ends,  we  deem 
onrfelvcs  bound  in  duty  to  his  Majefty,  and  to  our  conftituents,  to 
declare  that  we  fee  no  rational  hope  of  redeeming  the  affairs  of  the 
kingdom,  but  by  the  adoptioh  of  a  fvfleni  radically  and  funda- 
mentally different  from  that  which  has  produced  our  prefent  cala* 
mities, 

Unlcfs  hisMajefty's  minifters  (hall,  from  a  real  conviftion  of  pad 
errors,  appear  inclined  to  regulate  their  condu<it  upon  fuch  a  fyftcm, 
we  can  neither  give  any  credit  to  the  fincerity  of  their  profeffions  of 
a  wifli  for  peace,  nor  repofe  any  confidence  in  them  for  condufting 
a  negotiation  to  a  profperous  ilfue.  Odious  as  they  are  to  an 
enemy  who  wifh  dill  to  believe  them  fecretly  to  cherifh  thofe  un- 
principled and  chimerical  proje6ls  which  they  have  been  compelled 
in  public  to  difavqw,  contemptible  in  the  eyes  of  all  Lurope,  from 
the  difplay  of  infincerity  which  has  marked  their  condu6t,  onr 
only  hopes  reft  on  his  Mrijefty's  royal  wifdom  and  iinqueftioned 
affection  for  his  people,  that  he  will  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  adopt 
maxims  of  policy  more  fuited  to  the  circumftances  of  the  times 
than  thofe  by  which  his  Majefty's  minifters  appear  to  have  been 
governed,  and  to  direft  his  ft  r\  ants  to  take  meafures,  which,  by 
differing  cifentially  as  well  in  their  tendency  as  in  Xht  principle 

upon 
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lipon  which  they  are  founded,  from  thofe  which  have  hitherto 
marked  their  condud,  may  give  this  country  fome  reafonablc 
liope,  at  no  very  dillant  period,  of  the  eftablilhment  of  a  peace 
iuiuble  to  the  interefts  of  Great  Britain,  and  likely  to  prcfervc 
the  tranquillity  of  Europe.

On  Thurfday^  the  l()th  of  May j  1796,  his  Mdjefly  went  in^Statt  U 
the  Houfe  of  Lords^  and  delivered  the  following  Speech  from  tie 
Throne  to  both  Houfes  of  Parliament^ 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

'T^HE  public  bufinefs  being  now  concluded,  I  think  it  proper  to 
-*■  clofe  this  feflion,  and  at  the  fame  time  to  acquaint  you  with 
my  intention  of  giving  immediate  diredions  for  calling  a  new 
Parliament.  ^  .      ^ 

The  objeds  which  have  engaged  your  attention  during  the  pre- 
fent feflion,  have  been  of  peculiar  importance  ;  and  the  meafures 
which  you  have  adopted,  have  manifelled  your  continued  regard  to 
the  fafety  and  welfare  of  my  people. 

The  happieft  efFe6ls  have  been  experienced  from  the  provifions 
which  ycu  have  made  for  reprefling  fedition  and  civil  tumult,  and 
for  reftraining  the  progrefs  of  principles  fubverfive  of  all  eftablifhed 
government. 

The  difficulties  arifing  to  my  fubjefls  from  the  high  price  of 
corn,  have  formed  a  principal  objedl  of  your  deliberation  ;  and 
your  aflidnity  in  invcftigating  that  fubjeft,  has  ftrongly  proved  your 
anxious  defire  to  omit  nothing  which  could  tend  to  the  relief  of 
my  people,  in  a  matter  of  fuch  general  concern.  I  have  the  greatcft 

ikti5« 
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lati^fa£lion  in  obferving  that  the  preflurc  of  thofe  difficulties  is  in  a 
great  degree  removed. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfc  of  Commonsj 

I  muft  in  a  more  particular  manner  return  you  my  thanks  for 
the  liberal  fupplies  which  you  have  granted  to  meet  the  exigencies 
lof  the  war — While  I  regret  the  extent  of  thofe  demands  which 
the  prcfent  circumilances  neccfTarily  occafion,  it  is  a  great  confol^- 
tion  to  roe  to  obferve  the  increafing  rcfourccs  by  which  the 'country 
is  enabled  to  fupport  them.  Thcfe  refouices  are  particularly  mani- 
fefted  in  the  (late  of  the  different  branches  of  the  revenue,  in  the 
continued  and  progrellive  ftate  of  our  navigation  and  commerce, 
in  the  fteps  which  have  been  taken  for  maintaining  and  impro- 
ving the  public  credit,  and  in  the  additional  provifion  which 
has  been  made  for  the  redudion  of  the  national  debt. 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

I  fliall  ever  refleft  with  heartfelt  fatisfaftiort  on  the  uniform 
\^ifdom,  temper,  and  firmnefs  which  have  appeared  in  all  your 
proceedings  lince  I  firft  met  you  in  this  place.  Called  to  delibe- 
rate on  the  public  affairs  of  your  country  in  a  period  of  foreign 
and  domeflic  tranquillity,  you  had  the  happinefs  of  contributing  to 
raife  this  kingdom  to  a  Itate  of  unexampled  profperity.  You  were 
fuddenly  compelled  to  relinquifli  the  full  advantages  of  this  fitua- 
tion,  in  order  to  refift  the  unprovoked  aggreflion  of  an  enemy 
whofe  hoftility  was  direfted  againll  all  civil  fociety,  but  more  par- 
ticularly againft  the  happy  union  of  order  and  liberty  eftablifhed  in 
thefe  kingdoms.  The  nature  of  the  fyftem  introduced  into 
France,  afforded  to  that  country,  in  the  midft  of  its  calamities, 
the  means  of  exertion  beyond  the  experience  of  any  former  time. 
Under  the  prelTureof  the  new  and  unprecedented  difficulties  arifing 
from  fuch  a  conteft,  you  have  fhewn  yourfelves  worthy  of  all  the 
bleflings  that  you  inherit.  By  your  counfcls  and  condud,  the 
cosftitution  has  been  preferved  inviolate  againft  the  defigns  of  fo- 
reign and  domeftic  enemies;  the-honour  of  the  Britilh  name  has 
been  afferted  ;  the  rank  andftaiion  which  we  have  hitherto  held  in 
Europe  has  been  maintained  ;  and  the  decided  fuperiority  of  our 
naval  power  has  been  eftabliflied  in  every  quarter  of  the  world. 

■  You  have  omitted  no  opportunity  to  prove  your  juft  anxiety  for 
the  re-eftablifliment  of  general  peace  on  fccure  and  honourable 
terms  ;  but  you  have  at  the  fame  time  rendered  it  manifeft  to  the 
world,  that  while  our  enemies  ihall  perllft  in  difpofitions  incom- 
patible with  that  objeft,  neither  the  refources  nor  the  fpirit  of 
Engli-fhmen  will  be  wanting  to  the  fupport  of  a  juit  caufe,  and  to 
the  defence  of  all  their  deareft  intereds. 

■  A  due  fenfc  of  this  condudl  is  deeply  imprefTed  on  my  heart.  I 
truft  that  all  my  fubjefts  are  animated  with  tlie  fame  fentimcnt. 
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and  that  their  loyalty  and  public  fpirit  will  cnfure  the  continuance 
of  that  union  and  mutual  confidence  between  me  and  my  Parlia- 
ment, which  beft  promote  the  true  dignity  and  glory  of  my  crowrn, 
and  the  genuine  happinefs  of  my  people.     . 


IRISH  PARLIAMENT. 

On  Thurfdayj  January  1 1 ,  hts  Excellency  John  Jeffreys ^  Earl  Camdeitf 
came  in  the  ufual  State  y  and  delivered  the  following  Speech  from  the 
Throne : 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 
T  HAVE  received  his  Majefty's  commarids  to  meet  you  in  Parlia- 
'*'   ment. 

It  gives  me  the  mod  fincere  fatisfaSipn  to  be  authorized  to  in- 
form you,  that  nbtwithftanding  the  advantages  which  the  enemy 
pofleffed  at  the  commencement  of  the  laft  year,  and  the  fucccffcf 
which  attended  their  operations  in  the  former  parts  of  the  cam- 
paign, the  general  fituation  of  affairs  is  on  the  whole  moll  cflcn- 
tially  improved. 

The  continued  and  brilliant  fucceffes  of  the  Auftrian  armies  upod 
the  Rhine ;  the  important  captures  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope 
and  of  Trincomale  by  his  Majefty's  forces,  and  the  decided  fuperi- 
ority  of  his  fleets,  are  circumftances  of  the  utmoft  importance  to 
the  common  caufe ;  and  their  efFeS  is  ftrengthened  by  the  internal 
diftrefles,  the  ruined  commerce,  and  increafing  financial  embarraff- 
ments  cf  the  enemy. 

The.  crifis  lately  depending  in  France  has  led  to  an  order  of 
things  in  that  country,  fuch  as  will  induce  his  Majefty  to  meet 
any  difpofition  to  negotiation  on  the  part  of  the  enemy  with  an 
earneft  defire  to  give  it  the  fulleft  and  fpeedieft  efFeft,  and  to  con- 
clude a  treaty  of  general  peace  when  it  may  be  efFedled  on  juft  and 
fuitable  terms  for  himfelf  and  his  allies* 

The  treaty  of  commerce  between  his  Majefty  and  the  United 
States  of  America  having  been  mutually  ratified,  I  have  ordered 
copies  of  it,  by  his  Majefty's  command,  to  be  laid  before  you. 

I  have  the  pleafure  to  announce  to  you,  that  her  Royal  Highnefs 
the  Princefs  of  Wales  has  been  happily  delivered  of  a  princefs;  an 
event,  which,  by  giving  additional  ftability  to  his  Majefty's  auguft 
houfe,  cannot  fail  to  afford  you  the  higheft  fatisfad^ion. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 
I  obferve  with  the  fincereft  pleafure  that,  notwithflanding  the 
continued  preffure  of  the  war,  the  commerce  and  revenues  of  this 
iingdom  have  not  in  any  degree  fallen  from  that  flourifliing  ftate  of 
advancement,  which  in  the  laft  fellion  of  Parliament  was  a  fubjefi 
of  fuch  juft  congratulation.  This  circumftance  affords  a  decifive 
proof  that  your  profpcrity  is  founded  on  a  folid  bafis,  and  leads  mc

to  indulge  the  flattering  hope^  that  whatever  acUitional  burthens  you 
taay  find  it  neceflary  to  impofe,  will  not  be  materially  felt  by  the 
people. 

1  have  ordered  the  public  accounts  and  eftimates  for  the  enfuing 
year  to  be  laid  before  you,  and  have  no  doubt  of  your  readinefs  to 
provide  fuch  fupplies  as  a  due  fenfe  of  the  exigencies  of  the  king- 
dom (hall  fuggeft,  and  the  wife  policy  of  ftrengthening  his  Majefty's 
exertions  for  procuring  a  folid  and  permanent  peace  fhall  appear  to 
render  neceflary. 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  feel  myfelf  obliged  to  advert  to  thofe  fe- 
cret  and  treafonable  aflbciations,  the  dangerous  extent  and  malignity 
of  which  have  in  fome  degree  been  difclofed  on  feveral  trials,  and 
to  the  difturbances  which  have  taken  place  in  fofne  parts  of  the 
kingdom.  It  has  at  the  fame  time  been  a  fource  of  great  fatisfac* 
tion  to  me  to  obferve  the  fuccefsful  and  meritorious  exertions  of 
the  magiftrates  in  feveral  parts  of  the  kingdom,  and  the  alacrity 
which  his  Majefty's  regular  and  militia  forces  have  univerfally 
manifeded  in  aid  of  the  civil  power,  whenever  they  have  been  called 
upon  for  the  prefervation  of  the  peace,  and  fupport  of  the  laws.  It 
remains  for  your  prudence  and  wifdoiu  to  devife  fuch  mea- 
Aires  as,  together  with  a  continuance  of  thofe  exertions,  and  the 
additional  powers,  which,  by  the  advice  of  the  privy  council,  I 
have  thought  it  neceflary  to  eitablifli  in  diflferent  counties,  will  pre- 
vent the  return  of  fimilar  excelfcs,  and  reftore  a  proper  reverence 
for  the  laws  of  the  country. 

The  fuperior  and  increafmg  importance  of  the  agriculture  and 
manufa&ures,  and  particularly  of  the  linen  manufa£ture  of  the 
kingdom,  will  command  your  accudomed  fupport.  Under  the 
prelent  (ituation  of  Europe  you  cannot  fail  to  attend  with  peculiar 
vigilance  to  the  general  flate  of  providons ;  and  if  circumftances 
ihall  at  any  time  render  your  interpofition  advifeable,  I  have  no 
doubt  of  your  adopting  fuch  meafures  as  (hall  befl  apply  to  the  ex- 
ifting  necefEty  of  the  times. 

I  am  defiFous  of  pointing  your  attention  to  the  proteftant  charter 
fchools,  and  other  inftitutions  of  public  charity  and  improvement* 

Your  unanimity  and  zeal  can  never  be  of  more  importance  than 
at  the  prefent  crifis,  in  order  to  imprefs  the  enemy  with  a  thorough 
conviflion  of  the  refources  of  his  Majefty's  kingdoms,  and  to  pro- 
cure a  favourable  termination  to  your  honourable  efforts.  His 
Majefty  has  the  fulled  reliance  on  your  firmnefs  and  attachment, 
and  oh  the  fortitude,  fpirit,  and  perfcverance  of  his  people. 

It  will  be  my  ambition,  as  it  is  my  duty,  to  reprefent  your  zeal 
to  his  Majcfty's  fervice ;  and  it  will  be  my  perfonal  and  riioft  anxi- 
ous wifh  to  co-operate  with  your  efforts  in  the  common-  caiife  in 
which  we  are  all  equally  engaged  and  intercfted,  and  my  utmoft

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endeavours  fliall  t>e  ufed  to  fecure  the'  happinefk  and  profperily  of 
this  kingdom,  and  to  proted  and  maintain  its  moft  excellent  cm* 
ftitution.

IN  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  Mr.  Grattan  moved  an  amendnaenfi 
the  fubftance  of  which  was,  to  enforce  a  vigilant  attention  to 
the  ftate  of  provifions,  and  the  fitu^tion  of  the  lower  orders  of  thf 
people,  by  imploring  his  Majefty  to  re(:ommend  to  his  Parliament  ' 
of  Great  Britain  fuch  a  regulation  in  the  commerce  between  bodi 
countries,  as  fhould  eftablifli  a  reciprocal  reception  of  their  it&ec- 
five  Gbanufajlures,  and  thereby  extend  the  manufadlures  of  Iidind 
for  the  employment  of  the  poof* 

The  amendment  was  negatived  by  a  majority  of  I22  to  i^.

1  SHOULD  feel  a  pride  in  repeating  the  fentiments  of  kyakf 
which  dire£l  the  Commons  in  all  their  deliberations,  but  the* 
bills  of  fupply  which  they  now  offer  declare  it  more  effedually 
than  it  is  in  the  power  of  any  language  to  exprefs. 

We  are  a  part  of  the  empire ;  we  will  ftand  or  fall  with  Britain ; 
it  is  our  repeated  determined  refolution,  and  this  nation  will  exert 
all  its  powers,  and  will  call  forth  all  its  refources,  to  fupport  with 
her  the  common  caufe,  to  uphold  the  fafety  of  the  laws,  the  religion, 
and  the  conftitution,  againft  the  overthrow  which  the  prefent  un- 
provoked and  unexampled  war- attempts  to  threaten  them  with. 

Peace  is  an  objeS  moft  devoutly  to  be  wiflied,  but  an  inlecurd 
peace  is  only  a  fmothered  war ;  for  a  lafting  and  honourable  (me 
(and  none  can  be  lafting  that  is  not  honourable)  we  look  to  the 
powerful  impreffion?  which  the  abundant  refources  of  the  empire^ 
the  vigour  of  his  Majefty's  exertions,  and  the  cordial  co-operation 
of  all  his  fubjefts,  muft  make  on  the  tommon  enemy. 

We  have  accordingly,  with  an  unanimous  voice,  granted  fup-r 
plies  to  the  utmoft  defire  expreffed  by  his  Majefty*s  minifters,  and 
in  doing  fo  we  look  back  with  great  fatisfadion  on  the  energy, 
wifdom,  and  oeconomy  with  which  the  very  liberal  fupplies  of  the 
laft  feflions  have  been  adminiftered  under  your  Excellency's  go« 
vernment.

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The  defence  of  the  kingdom  has  had  due  attention  paid  to  it. 
The  fpirit  of  infurredlion  has  been  vigoroufly  fupprefled  wherever 
it  has  appeared,  and  we  have  the  ftrongeft  hope,  from  the  vigilance, 
"the  firmnefs  and  conciliating  moderation  which  have  marked  your 
JExcellcncy'sconduS  fincc  your  arrival  in  this  kingdom,  that  under 
the  addiiiona!  powers  with  which  the  laws  of  this  fefTion  will  have 
armed  the  magiftracy,  it  will  be  totally  and  fpecdily  fubdued.  * 


On  Friday y  April  15,  his  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant  came  in  State 
to  the  Houfe  of  Lordsy  and  being  Jeated  on  the  Throne^  delivered  the 
following  Speech : 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 
TN  releafing  you  from  farther  attendance  in  Parliament,  I  am  pe- 
culiarly commanded  by  his  Majefty  to  thank  you  for  that  con- 
fpicuous  zeal  and  unanimity,  fo  honourable  to  yourfelves  and  fo 
impreilive  on  our  enemies,  which  have  marked  your  conduft  through 
the  whole  feflion,  in  promoting  by  your  energy  and  temper  the  in- 
terefts  of  your  country,  and  in  fupporting  by  your  fpirit  and  libe^ 
rality  the  common  caufe  of  the  empire. 

His  Majefty  has  taken  the  fteps  which  appeared  moft  proper  ftir 
fatting  on  foot  a  negotiation  for  general  peace,  if  the  enemy  (hould 
be  difpofed  to  enter  into  fuch  negotiation  on  grounds  confiftent  with 
the  fafety,  honour,  and  intereft  of  his  Majefty 's  kingdoms  and  of 
his  allies. 

If  his  Majefty's  views  in  this  refpeS  fhould  fail,  he  has  no 
doubt  that  the  valour  of  his  fubjeds,  the  refources  of  his  kingdoms, 
and  the  exertions  of  the  powers  engaged  with  him,  will  ultimately 
produce  this  defirable  end. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 
I  am  to  thank  you,  in  his  Majefty's  name,  for  the  cheerfulnefs 
and  liberality  with  which  you  have  provided  for  the  current  fervices 
of  the  year,  and  it  affords  me  the  higheft  fatisfaflion  to  refleft  that 
thefe  objefts  have  been  attained  by  burthens,  fo  judicioufly  impofcd, 
that  they  can  fcarcely  affect  the  lower  orders  of  the  people.  It  is 
equally  fatisfacSory  to  obferve  that  your  ftrength  and  profperity  re- 
main undiminished,  notwithftanding  the  preffure  of  the  war,  and  it 
will  be  my  endeavour  to  cherifli  your  refources,.  and  apply  your 
liberality  with  oeconomy  and  prudence. 

My  Lor(Js  and  Gentlemen, 
The  inquiries  I  had  ordered  to  be  made  with  regard  to  the  pro- 
duce of  the  laft  harveft,  and  the  meafures  taken  by  you  to  prevent  the 
export  of  grain,  muft  relieve  the  public  mind  from  an  apprehcnfion 
pi  fcafcity.    If  any  illicit  means  ihould  be  attempted,  to  evade  the 

provifions 
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^rovifions  of  the  laws,  which  have  been  ena£led  upon  this  im- 
portant fubjeft,  I  (hall  not  be  inattentive  in  exercifing  thofe  powers 
with  which  I  am  entruded. 

The  vigorous  meafures  you  have  adopted  for  the  fuppreflion  of 
infurredlion  and  outrage,  and  the  wife  provifions  you  have  made 
for  preventing  the  extenfion  of  fimilar  offences,  muft  have  the  moft 
falutary  effefts. 

The  new  regulation  of  licences  under  the  fuperintendence  of 
magiftratcs,  will  tend  to  promote  tranquillity  and  fobriety.  The 
eftablifhment  of  more  frequent  feffions  of  the  peace  will  afford  ap 
eafy  and  expeditious  adminiftration  of  juftice  in  the  different  dif- 
trxiis  throughout  the  kingdom.  The  liberal  increafe  of  the  fala- 
ries  of  the  Judges,  and  the  alteration  of  the  civil  bill  jurifdidlion, 
for  the  convenience  of  the  lower  ranks  of  the  people,  will  enfure 
the  conftant  and  regular  attent;ion  of  his  Majefty's  judges  to  the 
civil  and  criminal  bufinefs  that  will  remain  to  be  done  on  the  cir- 
cuits* 

Thefe  meafures  cannot  but  demonftrate  to  the  people  at  large 
the  firmnefs  and  the  temper  of  Parliament,  which,  whilft  it  is  de- 
termined to  reprefs  the  exceffes  of  licentioufnefs  and  outrage,  is  at 
the  fame  time  anxious  to  enfure  to  the  country  thofe  permanent 
advantages  of  fecurity,  peace  and  good  order,  which  are  to  be  de- 
rived from  a  prompt  and  upright  adminiftration  of  juftice. 

I  cannot  too  ftrongly  recommend  it  to  you  to  give  effeft  to  thefe 
benefits  by  your  example  and  prefence,  and  I  am  confident,  that 
when  you  are  relieved  from  your  duty  in  Parliament,  all  ranks  and 
defcriptions  of  his  Majefty's  faithful  fubjedls  will  feel  themfelves 
protefted  by  your  exertions  and  authority  in  your  different  counties. 

Your  kind  declarations  in  favour  of  my  adminifl:ration  make  the 
deepeft  impreffions  upon  my  feelings.  If  I  have  any  claim  to 
your  confidence  and  good  opinion,  it  arifes  from  the  fidelity  with 
which  I  have  reprefented  to  his  Majefty  your  loyalty  and  zeal,  and 
from  the  fincere  defire  I  feel  to  conform  my  conducSl  to  your  fen- 
timents. — Great  Britain  and  Ireland  form  one  empire  ;  they  arc 
infeparably  conne£ted  ;  they  muft  fl:and  or  fall  together  ;  and  arc 
all  equally  engaged,  becaufe  we  are  all  equally  interefted  in  the 
common  caufe  of  defending  and  upholding  our  religion,  our 
laws,  and  our  conftitution.

1795,  to  Evan  ilefean^  Efq,  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty* 

Sir, 

I  REQUEST  that  yon  will  be  pleafed  to  acquaint  the  Lords  Commif- 
iioncrs  of  the  Admiralty,  that,  on  the  6th   inftant,  a  (hip  having 
been  chafed  by  the  fquadron,  a  iignal  was  made  to  me  from  the  Phae- 
ton, tliat  it  w^as  an  enemy's  frigate  ;  bnt  in  the  evening  Captain  Stop- 
ford  made  me  a  fignal  th3t  he  could  not  come  up  wiih  the  chacc,  upon 
which  I  called  him  in,  and  brought  to  for  the  night,  being  then  in  Tati- 
tiide  47  deg.  28  min.  longitude  5  dcg.  (;7  min.     In  the  morning  of  the 
7tb  a  fail  was  ieen  again  to  the  eaflward.     I  made  the  (ignal  for  the 
Phaeton,  Pallas,  and  Kingsfiilier  to  chace,  and  followed  rhem  with  the 
line,  of  battle  ihips :   it  was  blowing  frefli  from  the  north.     As  we 
came  in  with  the  land  feveral  large  fhips  were  fcen  under  fail,  which 
proved  to  be  a  French  fquadron,  confifHng  of  three  line  of  battle  fhips» 
WL  frigates,  a  brig,  a  Hoop  and  cuttei-.     Some  of  them  were  at  firft 
fianding  off  (hore,  but  unfortunately  the  wind  was  fair  for  them  to  get 
into  Belie ifle  Road,  where  I  faw  feveral  large  ihips  at  anchor.     We 
had  got  very  near  the  enemy's  fliips,  and  1  had  hopes  at  firft  we  (hould 
have  got  up  with  them  before  they  would  have  reached  their  port ;  and 
i  made  th.e  fignal  for  the  fhips  to  form  for  their  mutual  fupport,  and 
engage  the  enemy  as  they  came  up.     The  Phaeton  fired  feveral  fliot, 
which  the  line  ol  battle  Clips  returned  from  their  fterns.     I  lollowed 
, as  far  as  I  thought  it  prudent,  and  then  hauled  the  wind.     Soon  after 
1  faw  thre^  fajl  ftanding  in,  1  made  the  fignal  to  chace.     There  were 
two  French  frigates,  and  ^  large  Dutch  built  (liip  in  tow  of  one  of  them. 
They  ftpod  round  the  fouth  end  of  Belleifle.     The  headmoft  fliips  got 
lirithin  gun-fliot,  and  feveral  were  exchanged.     The  Kingsfiflier  fired 
feveral  broad  fides  at  the  frigates.     They  were  obliged  to  caft  off  the 
fliip  in  tow  ;  and  rounding  the  point  of  the  ifland  we  came  upon  a  con-

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voy,  chiefly  brigs.  Eight  pf  them  were  taken  j  but  the  frigates  run? 
ning  in  fliore  ^mong  flioals,  the  Triumph  and  Phaeton  having  made 
fignals  to  me  of  danger,  were  obliged  to  give  over  the  purfuit. 

By  what  I  can  learn  the  convoy  came  from  Bourdeaux,  laden  with 
wine,  and  under  the  charge  of  the  three  line  of  battle  (hips  and  eight 
frigates.     A  brig  corvette  had  anchored  clofe  in  with  the  iouth  end  of 
the  illand  in  the  evening,  whilfl  the  frigates  were  chaced.    At  night  I 
(direded  Captain  Stopford,  in  the  Phaeton,  to  work  in  fliore,  and  if  he 
did  not  perceiye  any  works  to  proteft  the  corvette,  to  endeavour  to 
bring  her  out.     He  attempted  it  in  the  morning,  but  they  opened  a 
battery  upon  the  (liip  which  he  had  not  fcjcn  ;  and  the  brig  having  been/ 
hauled  very  clofe  in  fliore  during  the  night.  Captain  btopford  very 
properly  thought  it  \yas  not  an  obje6t  of  confequcnce  enough  to  balance 
the  lofs  the  fliip  was  likely  to  fuftain,  and  therefore  returned,  having 
had  one  man  killed,  feyen  wounded,  and  two  of  his  guns  difmountetL 
I  find  the  vefl'els  have  naval  flores  as  well  as  wine.    The  ihip  has  can- 
non, and  1  underfland  is  laden  with  naval  and  ordnance  fiores. 

Two  American  vefTels,  laden  with  provifiong  of  different  kinds ,  hivQ 
been  detained  by  the  fquadron;  I  fend  them  in  by  the  Kingsfifher.  J 
have  ordered  Captain  GoiTelin  to  join  me  again  immediately.

tiecrctary  to  the  Admiralty. 

Royal  Sovereign^  at  Sea^  June  19,   1795. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  of  acquainting  you,  for  the  information  of  the 
Lords  CommilTioncrs  of  the  Admiralty,  that  on  the  16th  in  the  moro^ 
ing,  fi-anding  in  with  the  land,  near  the  Penmarks,  I  fent  the  Phaeton 
a-head  to  look  out  for  any  bf  the  enemy's  fhips  upon  the  coafl.  I  floocj 
after  her  with  the  reft  of  the  fhips.*  At  ten  fhe  made  a  fignal  for  feeing 
a  fleet  a-head,  and  afterwards  that  they  were  of  fuperior  force.  Upod 
her  bringing  to,'  1  made  the  fignal  to  haul  to  the  wind  upon  the  ftar- 
board  tack.  At  this  time  1  could  not  fee  the  hulls  of  the  flrange  fails* 
Thirty  were  counted,  and  fome  of  them  had  all  their  fail  out  upon  a 
wind,  being  diredly  to  leeward  of  us.     I  flood  upon  the  flafboard  tack

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With  all  our  fail,  keeping  the  fhips  collected.  Upon  inquirinrj  by  fignal 
the  enemy's  force.  Captain  Stopford  anfwered  thirteen  line  of  battie- 
ihips,  fourteen  frigates,  two  brigs,  and  a  cutter ;  in  all  thirty  fail. 
Near  half  of  them  tacked  in  fhore  in  the  afternoon ;  the  wind  fell  very 
much,  and  came  round  to  the  northward,  off  the  land,  and  of  courlc 
brought  thofe  fliips  of  the  enemy,  (which  had  tacked)  to  windward, 
and  the  others  laid  up  for  us.  They  were  feen  in  the  morning  befofe 
it  was  daylight,  upon  both  quarters  of  the  fquadron. 

At  nine  in  the  morning  one  of  the  front  line  of  battle  fliips  began 
to  fire  upon  the  Mars,  i'heir  frigates  were  ranged  up  abreaft  of  us  to 
windward,  except  one,  which  kept  to  leeward,  and  ran  up  upon  the 
larboard  quarter  of  the  Mars,  then  yawed  and  fired,  which  was  fre- 
quently repeated.  This  was  the  only  frigate  that  attempted  any  thing. 
The  Ime  of  battle  lliips  came  up  in  fuccelfion,  and  a  tcazing  fire,  with 
intervals,  was  kept  up  during  the  whole  day.  In  the  evening  they 
made  a  flicw  of  a  more  fcrious  attack  upon  the  Mars,  (which  had  got- 
ten a  little  to  leeward)  and  obliged  me  to  bear  up  for  her  fupport. 
This  was  their  laft  effort,  if  any  thing  they  did  can  deferve  chat  appel- 
lation. Several  fliot  were  fired  for  two  hours  after,  but  they  a{>pcared 
to  be  drawing  off,  and  before  fun-fet  their  whole  fleet  had  tacked  and 
were  ftanding  from  us.  The  Mars  and  Triumph  being  the  ftcrnmoft 
^ips  were  of  courfe  more  expoled  to  the  enemy's  fire ;  and  I  cannot 
too  much  commend  the  fpirited  conduct  of  Sir  Charles  Cotton  and  Sir. 
Erafmus  Gower,  the  captains  of  thofe  (hips.  Lord  Charles  Fitzgerald 
alfo  in  the  Btunfwick  kept  up  a  very  good  fire  from  the  after  guns,  but 
th^t  fliip  was  the  whole  time  obliged  to  carry  every  fail.  The  Bellero- 
phon  being  nearly  under  the  fame  circumftances,  I  was  glad  to  keep  in 
tome  meafure  as  a  referve,  having  every  reafon  at  firfl  to  fuppofe  there 
would  be  full  occafion  for  the  utmoft  exertion  of  us  al!,  and  bein^;  ra» 
ther  a-head  of  me,  was  not  able  to  fire  much.  I  confidered  that  fliip  asi 
a  treafure  in  fhore,  having  heard  of  her  former  achievements,  and  ob- 
ferving  the  fpirit  manifefling  by  all  on  board  when  (lie  paffcd  me,  joined 
to  the  activity  anti  zeal  (liewed  by  Lord  Cranftoun  during  the  whole 
cruize.  I  am  alfo  much  indebted  to  Captain  Whitby  for  his  activity 
and  unremitted  diligence  on  board  the  Royal  Sovereign.  The  frigates 
fhewed  the  greateft  attention  and  alertnefs.  I  kept  the  Pallas  near  me 
to  repeat  fignals,  which  Captain  Curzon  performed  very  much  to  my 
fatista^lion.  Indeed,  I  fliall  ever  feel  the  impreflion  which  the  good 
condu6t  of  the  captains,  officers,  feamen,  marines,  and  foldiers  in  the 
fquadron  has  made  on  my  mind  ;  and  it  was  the  greateft  pleafure  I  ever 
received  to  fee  the  fpirit  manifefted  by  the  men,  who,  inftead  of  being 
caft  down  at  feeing  thirty  fail  of  the  enemy's  fliips  attacking  our  little 
fquadron,  were  in  the  higheft  fpirits  imaginable.  I  do  not  mean  the 
Royal  Sovereign  alone,  the  fame  fpirit  was  fliewn  in  all  the  fliips  as  they 
came  near  me;  and  although  (circumftanced  as  we  were)  we  had  no 
great  reafon  to  complain  of  the  conduct  of  the  enemy,  yet  our  men  could 
not  help  repeatedly  exprefling  their  contempt  of  them.  Could  common 
prudence  have  allowed  me  to  let  loofe  their  valour,  I  hardly  know  what 
might  not  have  been  accompliflied  by  fuch  men. 

Little  damage  has  been  received  by  the  fliips  in  general,  extept  the 
Herns  having  been  very  much  fliook  by  firing  the  guns.  The  Mars 
reports  twelve  men  wounded|  but  none  killed ;  the  main-maft}  fore  and 

B  2  fore* 
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fore-top-fail-yard  woundtrd,  and  her  rigging  and  fails  cut  a  good  deal» 
The  Triunnph  has  iliifted  and  repaired  feme  of  her  fails,  but  any  da- 
mage (lie  has  received  is  fo  trifling,  at  leaft  in  her  Captain's  eye,  that 
Sir  Erafmus  Gower  has  not  thought  it  worth  reporting ;  indeed,  the 
cool  and  firm  conduct  of  th.it  ihip  was  fuch,  that  it  appeared  to  me  the 
enemy's  ihips  dared  not  to  come  near  her.  It  has  blown  hard  from  the. 
north-eaft  fince  1  parted  from  the  French  f!cet. 

I  take  the  iirft  opportunity  of  fending  this  by  the  Phaeton,  left,  upon 
hearing  that  the  French  fleet  are  at  fea,  their  Lordfliips  may  be  uoder 
apprehenfions  for  the  fafety  of  thefe  diips.

Jhip  Thetis^  to  Evan  Nepean^  Efq,  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty y  datti

On  hoard  his  Majefy^'sjbip  Thetis^ 
Halifax  Harbour y  May  a8,  1795. 
Sn-, 

BE  pleafed  to  acquaint  the  Lords  Commiffioners  of  the  AddMralty^ 
that  in  confcquence  of  orders  from  Rear-admiral  Murray  to  cruize  off 
the  Chefapeak,  to  intercept  the  three  French  flore-ihips  dien  laying  ia 
Hampton  Roads,  and  ready  for  fea,  I  proceeded,  on  the  2d  in&nt, 
with  nis  Majefly's  fliip  HufTar,  and  on  the  17th  inftant,  atday-break, 
Cape  Henry,  bearing  E.  by  S.  diflant  twenty  leagues,  we  difcovered 
five  fail  of  fliips  landing  to  the  N.  W.  with  their  hrboard  tacks  on 
board.  We  foon  perceived  that  they  were  fliips  of  force ;  two  of 
them  appeared  to  carry  from  28  to  30  guns  on  their  main  decks,  one 
of  which  had  lower  deck  ports ;  the  three  others  from  20  to  24  guns. 

On  obferving  u<;  {landing  towards  them,  they  formed  a  line  of  battle 
a-head,  and  waited  to  receive  ns.  At  nine,  A.  M.  1  made  the  Huffar'y 
fignal  to  prepai'e  to  engage  the  fecond  fnij)  of  the  enemy's  van,  intend- 
ing, in  the  Thetis,  to  attack  the  centre  fhip,  which  appeared  the 
largefl,  with  the  two  others  that  formed  their  rear. 

At  half  pail  ten,  the  five  French  fhips  hoiftcd  their  colours,  the  fe- 
cond fliip  from  the  van  carrying  a  broad  pendant.  By  this  time  we  had 
got;  within  half  miilket  fliot,  when  the  firing  commeiiced  on  thfe  fide  of 
the  enemy,  which  was  foon  afterwards  returned  by  his  Majefly's  fliips. 

Before  eleven  we  had  clofed  with  the  enemy,  and  the  HufTar  had 
compelled  the  Commodore  and  his  fecond  a-head  to  quit  the  line,  -and 
make  fail  to  the  E.  S.  E. 

The  lire  of  both  fliips  then  fell  on  the  centre  fliip  and  thofe  in  the 
rear.  At  a  quarter  before  tw^elve  the  three  fliips  fliuck  their  colours ; 
the  two  in  ti:e  rear,  attempted,  notwithftanding,  to  make  off,  one  of 
which  was  foon  brought  to  by  the  Hufl'ar.  Within  an  hour  after  the 
largefl  fliip  llruck,  her  main  and  fore-mafls  went  over  her  fide.  On 
taking  pofl'efiion,  we  found  her  to  be  La  Prevoyante,  pierced  for  26 
guns  on  the  main  deck,  with  four  other  ports,  which  can  be  cut  out  at 
pleafure,  and  ten  ports  below  5  flie  had  only  24  mounted,  part  ©f  which 
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they  fliifted  over  during  the  aftion.  The  (hip  that  the  Huflar  had 
taken  poiTeffioD  of  is  called  La  Raifon,  carrying  1 8  guns,  but  pierced 
for  24,  which>  with  the  other  three,  had  efcaped  from  Guadaloupe  on 
the  25th  ult.  and  were  bound  to  one  of  the  American  ports  to  take  in  a 
cargo  of  provifions  and  naval  (lores  for  France.  I  am  foi  ry  to  Iky,  that 
we^ad  8  of  our  beft  men  killed,  and  9  others  wounded,  feme  ot  them 
badly  ;  the  Huflar  has  been  more  ft^rtnnate,  having  only  2  wounded. 

From  the  fire  of  the  three  rear  fliips  being  principally  dircdtcd  at  the 
Thetis,  our  rigging  and  fails  were  almofl  cut  to  pieces,  our  lower  maibr 
and  yards  fhot  through,  which,  with  the  other  damages  we  received, 
prevented  me  from  purfuing  the  enemy,  and  to  take  pofl'eflion  of  thofe 
that  had  ftruck.  The  damages  fiiftained  by  the  Huflar  appeared  to  me 
in  proportion  to  our*s ;  thefe  confiderations,  joined  to  the  information 
I  had  received,  which  I  here  enclofe,  made  it  abfolutely  neceflary  that 
I  iliould  not  riik  the  feparation  of  the  two  fhips,  which  mufl  have  been 
file  cafe,  had  eitlicr  of  us  followed  the  enemy. 

I  cannot  fay  too  much  in  praife  of  Captain  3eresford,  for  his  conduft 
in  leading  into  a6tion,  and  while  engaged.  He  fpeaks  in  the  highefl: 
terms  of  the  behaviour  of  his  officers  and  the  (hip's  company. 

It  is  a  duty  1  owe  to  thofe  under  my  immediate  command,  to  fay, 
that  one  foul  feemed  to  animate  the  whole,  defpifing  the  apparent  fu- 
perioiity  of  the  enemy  before  we  clofed  to  feel  their  pulfe. 

Allow  me  in  a  particular  manner  to  point  out  the  merits  of  Mr.  Lar- 
mour,  my  firft  lieutenant,  to  whom  I  am  much  indebted  for  the  affif- 
tance  he  afforded  me  during  the  a£lion.  His  behaviour  on  this  as  well 
as  every  other  occafion  juftly  entitles  him  to  every  praife  in  my  power 
to-beftow,  and  I  hope  may  be  found  deferving  of  their  Lordfliips'  pro- 
te6Hon ;  Lieutenant  Ravot,  who  was  ftationed  on  the  main  deck,  con- 
ducted the  fire  of  the  guns  under  his  command  much  to  my  fatisEac- 
fion. 

To  Mr.  Mackie,  the  Mafter,  I  (hall  ever  feel  obliged  for  the  aflif- 
tance  he  gave  me  during  the  aif^ion.  The  carronades  on  the  quarter 
deck  were  very  ably  ferved  by  Lieutenant  Crebbin,  and  the  niarines  un- 
der his  command.  La  Prevoyante  is  a' very  fine  (hip,  about  143  feet 
long,  but  not  fo  broad  as  the  Thetis ;  (he  can  carry  with  eafe  40  guns  ; 
is  only  two  years  old. 

La  Raifon  is  alfo  a  very  fine  (hip,  and  is  coppered ;  and  I  truft  they 
will  both  anfwer  for  his  Majefty's  fervice.  Being  employed  in  taking 
on  board  the  prifoners,  and  repairing  our  damages  during  the  night,  it 
was  my  intention  to  proceed  at  day-light  after  the  enemy,  in  company 
with  the  Huflar,  leaving  the  prizes  under  the  charge  of  Lieutenant  Sa- 
ville,  of  the  Prince  Edward  cutter,  who  joined  foon  after  the  a6tion, 
qind  ufed  every  endeavour  to  arrive  up  while  engaged ;  but  a  frcfli 
breeze  of  wind  fpringing  up  early  in  the  morning,  enabled  them  to  get 
out  of  fight  before  day-break. 

I,  therefore,  proceed  with  the  HuflTar  and  the  prizes  to  this  port,  in 
order  to  obt^n  the  necefTary  repairs.

Sir,  '  Royal  George  at  Sea^  June  27. 

IT  is  with  iincere  fatisfa6lion  I  acquaint  you,  for  the  information  of 
the  Lords  Co'mmiiHoners  of  the  Admiralty,  that  his  Majefly's  fquadnDQ 
under  my  command  attacked  the  enemy's  fleet,  coniilling  of  twelve 
ihips  of  the  Jine,  attended  with  eleven  frigates  and  fome  fmall  cruizers^ 
on  the  23d  inflant,  clofe  in  with  Port  L'Orient.  The  fliips  which  firiick 
are  the  Alexander,  Le  Formidable,  and  Le  Tigre,  which  were  with 
difficulty  retained.  If  the  enemy  had  not  been  protected  and  flidtered 
by  the  land,  I  have  every  reafoo  to  believe  that  a  much  greater  qumber, 
IT  not  all  the  line  of  battle  (liips,  would  have  been  taken  or  deftroyed. 

In  detailing  the  particulars  of  this  fervice,  I  am  to  flate,  that  at  the 
dawn  of  day  on  the  22d  inflant,  the  Nymphe  and  Ailrea,  being  the 
Jook-out  frigates  a-head,  made  the  fignal  for  the  enemy's  fleet,  I  ^mvl 
perceived  that  there  was  no  intention  to  meet  me  iu  battle ;  confe- 
quently  I  made  the  (ignal  for  four  of  the  befl  failing  ihips,  the  Sans 
Pareil,  Orion,  Ruffel,  and  ColoiTus,  and  foon  afterwards  for  the  whole 
fleet  to  chace,  which  continued  all  that  day,  and  during  the  night,  with 
very  little  wind. 

Early  in  the  morning  on  the  23d  inflant,  the  headmofl  fliips,  the  Ir- 
refiflible,  Orion,  Queen  Charlotte,  Ruflel,  Colofliis,  and  bans  Pareil, 
were  pretty  well  up  with  the  enemy,  and  a  little  before  fix  o'clock  the 
aflion  began,  and  continued  till  near  nine  o'clock.  When  the  fliips 
ilruck,  the  Britifli  fquadron  was  near  to  fome  batteries,  and  in  the  face

I  beg  alfo  to  be  allowed  to  mark  my  approbation,  in  a  particular 
manner,  of  Captain  Domett's  condudt,  lerving  under  my  flag,  for  his 
manly  fpirit,  and  for  the  afliflance  I  received  from  his  active  and  atten- 
tive mind.  I  feel  likewite  great  fatisfaftion  in  doing  juflice  to  the  me- 
ritorious conduA  of  all  the  ofticers  of  every  clafs,  as  well  as  to  the  bra- 
very of  the  feamen  and  foldiers  in  the  Royal .  George,  upon  this  event, . 
and  upon  former  occalions. 

Ijudgcd  it  necelfary,  upon  the  information  I  had  received  of  the 
force  of  the  enemy,  to  put  the  Robufi,  Thunderer,  and  Standard,  into 
my  line  of  battle ;  but  their  diftance  from  my  fquadron,  and  under  the 
circumflance  of  little  wind,  they  could  not  join  me  till  after  the  adHoa 
was  over. 

I  fliall  proceed  upon  my  flation  as  foon  as  I  have  ordered  a  diflribu- 
tion  of  the  prifoners,  and  made  other  neceffary  arrangements  for  the 

fquadron. 

It  is  my  intention  to  keep  at  fea,  in  order  to  fulfil  every 
part  of  my  inftrudtioDS. 

I  have  judged  it  neceffary  to  fend  Captain  Domett  with  my  difpatches, 
who  will  give  their  Lorddiips  fnch  farther  particulars  as  fliall  hav^  oc- 
/curred  to  him  on  the  vi6tory  we  have  gained. 

You  will  herewith  receive  ^  lift  of  the  killed  and  wounded,  with  the

Syren  and  SibylJe,  alio  tour  gun-boats  in  company.  On  looking  into 
that  port,  we  found  that  one  of  the  three  frigates  which  had  been  fcen 
there  the  laft  time  we  were  off,  was  milting:  the  mafter  of  a  neutral 
Tcffel,  juft  come  out,  informed  me  flie  had  failed  to  the  eaflward,  and 
I  accordingly  proceeded  in  queft  of  her.  •  Going  round  Cape  Barfleur, 
we.faw  two  (liips,  one  of  them  having  the  appearance  ot  the  frigate  in 
queftion,.at  anchor  under  the  fand,  and  immediately  made  fail  towards 
tn^m  J  we  Ibou  after  fa\^  a  convoy  coming  along  Ihore,  within  the 
iflands  of  St.  Marcon.  The  wind  dying  away,  and  the  ebb  tide  making 
againd:  me,  I  was  obliged  to  anchor,  and  had  the  mortification  to  fee , 
the  enemy's  veffels  drift  with  the  tide  under  the  batteries  of  La  Hogue, 
without  being  able  to  approach  them. 

At  four  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  yefterday,  the  breezes  fpringing 
up  with  the  firft  of  the  flood,  1  made  the  hgnal  to  the  fquadron, 
jycighed,  and  worked  up  towards  the  enemy's  Ihips,  which  we  oblei ved 
warping  elofer  in  lliore  under  the  battery  of  La  Hogue  Point.  As  we 
approached,  I  made  the  fignal  for  each  ihip  to  engage  as  ilie  came  up 
with  the  enemy,  and  at  nine  o'clock  began  the  a(5tion  m  the  Diamond. 
The  other  frigates  having  been  feen  in  chace  in  diiFerent  quarters  the 
day  before,  had  not  been  able  to  anchor  fo  near  as  we  did,  and  were 
confequcntly  to  leeward,  as  were  two  of  the  gun-boats.  The  Fearlefs 
and  Attack  were  with  me,  and  their  commanders  conducted  them  in  a 
manner  to  merit  my  approbation,  by  drawing  off  the  attention  of  the 
enemy's  gun- boats,  of  which  they  had  tvyo  aifo.  The  fmall  velTels  of 
the  convoy  ran  into  the  pier  before  the  town.  The  largeft,  a  corvette, 
continued  warping  into  llioal  water ,  we  followed,  engaging  her  and 
^he  ba|;teries  for  three  quarters  of  an  hour  ;  when  finding  that  the  ene* 
my's  fhip  had  attained  a  fituation  where  it  was  impollible  to  get  fairly 
along-fide  of  her  w  ithout  grounding  likewife,  and  the  pilots  being  po- 
fitive  as  to  the  necelKuy  of  hauling  off  from  iliore,  where  the  water  had 
already  begun  to  tbb,  I  acquicTced  under  their  reprefentations,  and 
wore  ftiip. 

The  byren  and  Sibylle  were  come  up  by  this  time,  and  the  zeal  and 
ability  of  the  commanders  would,  I  am  perfuadcd,  have  carried  them 
into  action  with  Tome  effe6f,  if  I  had  not  annulled  the  fignal  to  engage, 
which  I  did,  to  prevent  them  getting  dilabled,  as  we  were  when  we 
had  no  longer  a  profpeft  of  inaking  ourielves  mailers  of  the  enemy's 
Ihip.     She  had  fuffered  in  proportion,  and  we  now  lee  lier  lying  on  her 

brpad^ 
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broadfide,  with  her  yards  and  top-mafls  firuck,  but,  I  am  forry  to  fay^ 
fo  much  iheltered  by  the  reef  which  runs  off  from  La  Hogue  Point, 
that  I  cannot  indulge  a  hope  of  her  being  deftroyed.  In  juftice  to  my 
officers  and  (liip's  company,  I  muft  add  that  their  condudt  was  fuch  as 
gave  me  fatisfa/tion. 

I  received  the  moft  able  affiffance  from  the  firfl  lieutenant,  Mr. 
Pine,  and  Mr.  Wilkic,  the  maflcr,  in  working  the  (hip,  on  the  preci* 
fion  of  which  every  thing  depended,  circumllanced  as  we  were  with  re* 
fpe^  to  the  (hoals  and  the  enemy.  The  guns  of  the  main  deck  were 
well  fervedy  under  the  diredioii  of  Lieutenants  Pearfon  and  Sandfbi^ry  ; 
and  the  men  were  cool  and  colleifled.  No  officer  was  hurt,  but  I  am 
forry  to  fay  that  I  have  loft  one  of  the  beft  quarter-mailers  in  the  fliip-' 
Thomas  Gullen,  lulled^  and  two  feamen  wounded.  The  enemy  fired 
high,  or  we  ihould  h^ve  fufFered  more  materially  from  their  red-hot 
ihot,  the  marks  of  which  w^re  vifible  in  the  rigging.  We  have  fhifted 
pur  fore  and  main  top-mufts,  which,  with  two  toplail-yards,  were  (hot 
through,  and  having  repaired  our  other  more  trifling  damages,  1  fl^all 
proceed  in  the  attainment  of  the  objefts  of  the  cruize.  Fifning  boats. 
with  which  we  have  had  an  intercourfe,  confirm  all  former  accounts  of 
diftrefs  for  want  of  provilions,  and.  the  coniequent  difcontent  in  this 
'^Uyftraitcd  country.

BEING  off  Point  D'Enqui  on  the  3d  iQftaot,  we  faw,  near  St.  Ma* 
Iocs,  thirteen  fail,  which  we  gave  chace  to,  and,  coming  up>  with  them, 
drove  the  merchant  vefTeb,  in  dtflPerent  directions,  to  leeward,  whilft 
the  ve(rels  of  war  kept  to  windward,  and  endeavoured  to  gain  the  Port 
of  St.  Makes,  which  they  at  laft  effeded,  except  one  brig,  which  was 
taken  by  this  (hip,  and  fix  of  the  moft  confiderable  merchant  veilels, 
which  were  taken  chiefly  by  the  Hebe,  with  her  ufual  a^ivity.  It  be- 
ing rainy  weather,  the  others,  fmall  vefTels,  efcaped  to  leeward.  This 
proved  to  be  a  convoy  which  failed  in  the  morning  from  St.  Maloes, 
bound  to  Brehat  and  Breft,  under  a  (hip  of  war  of  *6  guns,  two  brigs, 
and  a  lugger.  The  ve(rels  we  have  taken  are  faid  to.  have  military  (lores. 
on  board.    The  brig  of  war  mounts  24  five-pounders,  and  had  60  men*

ON  the  7th  of  January  I  fent  the  Oifeau  and  Argonaut  to  cruize,  and 
on  the  nth  the  Argonaut  returnedy  bringing  with  her  the  French  cor- 
vette,  L'Efperance,  which  fhe  took  on  the  8th.  No.  a>  is  a  copy  of 
Captain  Ball's  letter  to  me,  mentioning  the  circumiUnces  of  her  cap« 
ture.  As  I  found  L'£fperance  completely  fitted  and  in  good  repair, 
sind  being  much  in  want  of  a  veiTel  of  the  kind,  on  the  3ifl  of  Jano- 
|u-y  I  fent  her  and  the  Lynx  to  cruize.  Thefe  veffels  took  a  privateer 
ifrom  CharleftowOy  named.  La  Cocarde  Nationale,  mounting  14  guns 
and  6  fwivels,  and  carrying  80  men.  They  alfo  retook  the  fhip  Nor« 
folk,  of  Beifaft,  and  brie  George,  of  Workington.  The  former  tbey 
fent  to  Providence,  and  the  latter  to  Hali^. 

The  fquadron  re- took  an  American  ihip  called  the  Ceres,  laden  with 
Dutch  property,  from  Amilerdam  to  Surinam,  which  had  been  cap- 
tured near  the  port  of  her  deftination  by  a  French  privateer  from  Balci* 
more,  and  fent  her  to  Halifax.

K.  B.  dated  La  Pomone,  at  Sea,   July  24,  1795,  ftating,  that  the  pc- 

ninfula  of  Quiberon,  with  Fort  Penthievre,  which  had  been  taken  pof- 

fcSioa  of  by  the  French  regiments  in  the  pay  of  Great  Britain  on  the 
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3d  of  that  month,  was  furprized  hy  the  enemy  on  the  night  of  the  2iftr 
It  appears,  that  owing  to  the  defertion  and  treacherous  behaviour  of 
feme  private  foldiers  belonging  to  fome  of  the  regiments  above-men* 
tioned,  the  enemy  were  enabled  to  get  pofTeflion  ot  the  fort  before  any 
effedtual  difpoiition  of  refinance  could  be  made.  A  part  of  the  troops^ 
to  the  amount  of  about  qoo,  together  with  near  1500  of  the  rojraiift 
inhabitants,  who  had  joined  the  regiments  in  the  pay  of  Great  Britain, 
cffefted  their  embarkation  on  board  the  (hips.  The  remainder  fell  into 
the  hands  of  the  enemy,  together  with  fuch  ftores  and  ammunition  as 
had  been  landed.  A  great  proportion  of  the  principal  articles  were, 
however,  dill  on  board  the  tranfports  which  accompanied  the  expedition* 
The  fquadron  proceeded  to  the  iflands  of  Houat  and  Hedic,  where 
the  troops  were  landed*

General  Sir  John  Vaughan  having  fignified  to  me  on  the 
zSth  inftant,  the  neccflity  of  withdrawing  the  garnibn  of  St.  Lucia 
with  all  poiHble  hade,  I  difpatched  dire6lly  fuch  (hips  as  I  could  coiie6k 
upon  the  fpot  to  cover  and  protect  their  embarkation  ;  but  the  occafion 
|>reffing  exceedingly,  Captain  John  Barrett,  commandv;ig  his  Majefly's 
ihip  Experiment,  who  was  Rationed  at  the  mouth  of  the  careenage  to 
coH»perate  with  the  garrifon,  at  the  defire  of  General  Stewart,  em* 
barked  the  whole  in  his  own  (hip  and  a  tranfport,  to  the  amount  of 
Zdoo,  between  the  hours  of  twelve  at  night  and  five  in  the  mornin]g, 
and  got  them  fafe  out  of  gun-ftiot,  except  lome  fick  and  fome  womeri, 
who  were  too  diftanf ly  fituated  to  benefit  by  his  endeavours  for  them*

THE  Packet  which  came  here  yefterday  brought  me  a  letter  from 
Captain  Charles  John  Moore  Mansfield,  commander  of  his  Majdh's 
ihip  Andromache,  who  is  arrived  at  Barbadoes,  acquainting  me  that 
about  forty  fail  of  the  convoy  have  reached  that  iiland.  He  confirms 
the  account  of  the  captures  made  by  the  enemy,  of  which  a  hft  is  in- 
.clofed  in  my  letter  of  the  a6th  inllant. 

The  Matilda  frigate,  which  I  had  ftationed  off  Bafleterre,  Guada- 
loupe,  returned  to  me  yefterday.  Her  commander  informed  me,  that 
'he  had,  on  the  .28th,  fallen  in  with  nine  faiT  of  fliips  going  into 
that  port,  three  of  which  were  large  frigates,  and  chaced  him  off. 
The(e  mud  be  the  fame  that  have  been  cruizing  to  windward  off  Bar- 
bstdoes,  with  the  prizes  they  have  made. 


Extras  of  a  Letter  from  Vice-admiral  Caldwell,  late  Commander 
in  Chief  of  his  Majefiys  Ships  and  Vefjels  at  Barbadoes  and  the 
Leeward  I/lands y  to  Afr.  Ncpean,  dated  at  Spithead,  the  2gth  of 
Juhy   1795. 

CAPTAIN  Otway,  of  his  Majefty's  floop  Thorn,  informed  mc, 
that  on  the  a^th  of  May  he  captured  a  French  fhip  of  war,  called  the 
Courier  Nationale,  of  i8  nine  and  (ix-pounders,  and  119  men.  That 
on  his  coming  up  with  her,  he  immediately  laid  her  on  board,  anji 
after  an  a6lion  of  thirty-five  minutes,  (during  which  two  attempts  were 
made  to  board  the  Thorn)  the  enemy  flruck.  The  Thorn  had  only 
five  men  wounded,  and  the  French  fhip  feven  killed  and  twenty 
wbunded.  From  Captain  Otway's  report,  too  much  praife  cannot  be 
given  to  his  officers  and  floop's  company  for  their  fpirited  conduft. 

Rear-admiral  Thomplon  returned  to  Martinique  on  the  13th  of  June, 
after  feeing  the  convoy  in  fafety  to  24  deg.  8  min.  north,  and  on  his 
way  back  captured  the  Ferdrix,  a  French  £ip  of  war  of  24  guns.

I  THIS  day  difpatched  the  Fox  cutter  to  communicate  to  you,  that, 
in  the  execution  of  your  inflrudlions  of  the  aid  inftant,  with  his  Ma- 
K&yh  fliip  Lowefloffe  under  my  orders,  being,  at  day-light  of  the  24th, 
in  latitude  41  deg.  8  miii.  and  longitude  5  deg.  ^o  min.  ea(l«  we  difco- 
▼ered  and  chaced  two  French  frigates  ;  after  fome  manoeuvring  they 
&Qod  towards  us,  and  at  a  quarter  before  nine,  A.  M.  the  Dido,  leading 
down,  commenced  a  clofe  a^ion  with  the  headrhofl  of  the  enemy's 
ihips,  which  falling  twice  on  board,  was  at  an  early  penod  much  di fa-

mc  went  about,  when  fearing  (he  might  (land  to  the  atliftance  of  the  ' 
difinafted  fhip,  the  Loweftoffe  was  fent  in  chace ;  the  French  frigate 
dcaped  by  fuperior  failing,  leaving  her  friend  to  be  raked,  in  a  very  ju- 
dicious manner,  on  the  return  of  the  Loweftoffe,  to  whofe  fire  ilie 
furrendered  about  noon.  The  Dido  having  cleared  the  wreck  of  the 
mizcQ-ipaft,  and  bent  new  topfails,  joined  in  fecuringthe  prize,  I^a  Mi- 
nerve,  a  new  (hip,  of  42  guns,  eighteen  pounders,  on  the  main  deck, 
iand  130  men,  a  remarkably  faft  iailer.  Her  companion  we  learnt  to 
be  L%temife,  of  36  guns. 

Having  giving  a  detail  of  the  a6lion,  it  becomes  as  much  my  duty  as 
it  is  my  inclination  to  acknowledge  the  very  able  fupport  of  his  Ma- 
jefty's dhip  Loweftoffe,   and  to  teftify,  that  by  Captain  JMiddleton's

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good  conduft  the  bufincfs  of  the  day  was,  in  a  great  tneafurei  broogbt 
to  a  fortunate  iffue.  I  muft,  at  the  fame  time,  pay  the  juft  tribute  of 
my  warmed  gratitude  to  the  officers  and  Ihip's  company  1  have  thcho* 
nour  to  command  ;  and  it  is  with  deep  regret  I  add,  that  Lieutenafit 
Buckol,  (Hrft  of  the  Dido)  a  moil  a6iive  officer,  is  among  the 
wounded,  I  fear  feverely,  though  he  never  quitted  the  deck;  Mr. 
Douglas,  the  boatfwain,  a  deferving  man,  is  killed.  Captain  Middle- 
ton's  report  of  the  conduft  of  the  officers  and  people  of  the  Lowef- 
toffe,  is  alfo  highly  flattering. 

1  have  the  honour  to  inclofe  a  lifl  of  the  killed  and  wounded.  Ha- 
ving received  information  from  the  prifoners  that  the  French  fleet  were 
actually  at  fea,  the  (late  of  the  (hips  obliged  me  to  run  for  this  poit, 
where  I  propofe  fitting  jury-mafVs  in  the  prize,  and  proceediog  ti> 
Ajaccio.  Circumflances  are,  I  hope,  fufficiently  ftrong  to  plead  ny 
czcufe  for  not  fully  executing  your  former  orders.

Sir, 

YOU  will  be  pleafed  to  inform  their  Lordfhips,  that  I  difpatched, 
on  the  4th  inft.  from  St.  Fiorenzo,  the  Hiips  named  in  the  margin,* 
under  the  orders  of"  C;.ptain  NeHon,  whom  I  directed  to  call  off  Ge- 
noa for  the  Inconftant  and  Southampton  frigates  that  were  laying  tiiere, 
and  to  take  them  with  him,  if,  from  the  intelligence  he  might  tlierc  ob« 
toin,  he  fliould  find  it  necefl'ary.

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Oa  the  morning  of  tlie  7th  I  was  much  furprizcd  to  learn  that  thir 
above  fquadron  was  feen  in  the  offing,  returning  into  port,  purfued  by 
by  the  enemy's  fleet,  which,  by  General  de  Vins's  letter,  (the  lateft 
account  I  had  received,  I  had  reafon  to  fuppofe  were  certainly  at  Tou-- 
Ion* 

IncHnediately  on  the  enemy's  appearance,  J  made  every  pre{>aratioii 
to  put  to  fea  after  them  ;  and  notvvithflanding  the  unpleafant  predica- 
ment we  were  in,  moft  of  the  (hips  being  in  the  midft  of  watering  and 
refitting,  I  was  yet  enabled  by  the  zeal  and  extraordinary  exertions  of 
the  a^cen  and  men,  to  get  the  whole  of  the  fleet  under  weigh  that 
night,  as  foon  as  the  land  wind  permitted  us  to  move ;  from  which 
time  we  neither  faw  or  heard  any  thing  of  the  enemy  till  the  larth^ 
when  being  to  the  eaflward,  and  within  light  of  the  Hieres  Iflands, 
two  veflTels  were  fpoken  with  by  Captain  Horham  of  the  Cyclops,  and 
Captain  Boys  of  La  Fleche,  who  acquainted  them  they  had  feen  the 
French  fleet,  not  many  hours  before,  to  the  fouthward  of  thofe  iflands  : 
upon  which  information  I  made  the  fignal  before  night  to  prepare  for 
battle,  as  an  indication  to  our  fleet  that  the  enemy  was  near. 

Yefterday,  at  day-break,  we  difcovered  them  to  leeward  of  us,  oa 
the  larboard  tack,  conlilling  of  twenty* three  fail,  feventeen  of  which 
proved  to  be  of  the  line  :  the  wind  at  this  time  blew  very  hard  from 
the  W.  N.  W.  attended  with  a  heavy  fwell,  and  fix  of  our  ihips  had  to 
bend  main-topfails,  in  the  room  of  thofe  that  were  fplit  by  the  gale 
in  thecourfe  of  the  night. 

I  caufed  the  fleet,  however,  to  be  formed,  with  all  poflible  expedi- 
tion on  the  larboard  line  of  bearing,  carrying  all  fail  poflible  to  preierv^ 
that  order,  and  to  keep  the  wind  of  the  enemy,  in  the  hopes  of  cutting 
them  off  from  the  land,  from  which  we  were  only  five  leagues  diftant* 

At  eight  o'clock,  finding  they  had  no  other  view  but  that  of  endea* 
vouring  to  get  from  us,  I  made  the  fignal  for  a  general  chace,  and  for 
the  fliips  to  take  fuitable  (lations  for  their  mutual  iupport,  and  to  engage 
the  enemy  as  arriving  up  with  them  in  fucceffion  ;  but  the  bafflin|^ 
winds  and  vexatious  calms,  which  render  every  naval  operation  in  this 
country  doubtful,  foon  afterwards  took  place,  and  allowed  a  few  only 
of  our  van  fliips  to  get  up  with  the  enemy's  rear  about  noon,  whick 
they  attacked  10  warmly,  that,  in  the  courfe  of  an  hour  after,  we  had 
the  fatisfadtion  to  find  one  of  their  flemmoft  fliips,  viz.  L'Alcide,  of 
fcventy-four  guns,  had  llruck ;  the  reft  of  their  fleet,  favoured  by  a 
fliift  of  wind  to  the  eaftward,  (th^t  placed  them  now  to  windward  of 
\3s)  had  got  fo  far  into  Frejus  Bay,  whilft  the  major  part  of  our's  was 
becalmed  in  the  offing,  that  it  became  impoflible  for  any  thing  further 
to  be  effe£ted ;  and  thofe  of  our  fliips  which  were  engaged  had  ap- 
proached fo  near  to  the  fliore,  that  I  judged  it  proper  to  call  them  off 
by  fignal. 

If  the  refult  of  the  day  was  not  fo  completely  fatisfadory  as  the 
cotnmencement  promifcd,  it  is  my  duty  to  {late,  that  no  cxertiot\s 
could  be  more  unanimous  than  thoie  of  the  fleet. under  my  command  2 
and  it  would  be  injuftice  to  the  general  merit  of  all  to  feledl  individual 
inilances  of  commendation,  had  not  fuperiority  of  failing  placed  iomp 
of  the  fliips  in  an  advanced  fltuation,  of  which  they  availed  thernfclvef 
ia  the  moft  diftinguiflied  and  honourable  manner :  and  amongfl  thd 

number 
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number  was  ihe  Vi^ory,  having  Rear-admiral  Man  on  board,  who  kd 
(hifced  his  flag  to  that  (hip  upon  this^occaiion. 

I  am  forry  to  fay  that  the  Alcide,  about  half  an  hour  after  (he  had 
ftruck)  by  Ibme  accident  caught  fire  in  her  fore«top,  before  ihc  was 
taken  poiTcffion  of,  and  the  names  fpread  with  fuch  rapidity  that  the 
whole  iliip  was  foon  in  a  blaze  ;  feveral  boats  from  the  fleet  were  dif- 
patched  as  quickly  as  poffible  to  refcue  as  many  of  her  people  ai  they 
could  fiave  from  the  deflru6tion  that  awaited  them,  and  three  handred 
of  them  were  in  confequence  preferved,  when  the  ihip  blew  up  with 
the  mod  awful  and  tremendous  exploiion,  and  between  three  and  four 
hundred  people  are  fuppofed  to  have  perifhed. 

Inclofed  herewith  is  a  lifl:  of  the  killed  and  wounded  on  board  the  dif* 
ferent  (hips  that  were  engaged,  by  which  their  Lordfhips  will  percdve 
our  lofs  has  not  been  great ;  and  I  have  the  pleafure  to  add,  that  the 
damages  fuftained  by  thofe  fhips  have  been  fuch  as  can  be  eafily  remC' 
died. 

Had  we  fortunately  fallen  in  with  the  enemy  any  diflance  from  the 
land,  I  flatter  my  felt  we  fliould  have  given  a  deciiive  blow  to  their  na- 
val force  in  thefe  feas ;  and  although  the  advantage  of  yefterday  mzf 
not  appear  to  be  of  any  great  moment,  1  yet  hope  it  will  have  ferved 
as  a  check  upon  their  pre^nt  operations,  be  they  what  they  may.

PLEASE  to  acquaint  my  Lords  Commiflioners  of  the  Admiralty, 
diatf  in  purfuanct:  of  orders  from  Admiral  Duncan,  I  proceeded  to  fea' 
firom  the  Downs  on  the  8th  inlbnt,  with  the  Itis  and  Veftal  under  my 
command,  on  a  cruize,  and  on  the  12th  inftant  was  joined  by  his  Ma« 
jefty*8ihip  Stag.  On  the  sad  inflant,  at  one  P.  M.  the  high  land  of 
Jedder  bearing  N.  £•  two  fliips  and  a  cutter  were  difcovered  to  wind- 
ward on  the  larboard  tack,  landing  in  (bore,  on  which  the  fquadroa 
made  all  fail  after  them,  and  I  made  the  (ignal  to  prepare  tor  battle.

I  HAVE  the  fatisfaClion  to  acquaint  you,  for  the  information  of  my

Vnder  my  orders  has  had  fome  fuccefles  in  the  three  days  which  have 
dapfed  fmqe  the  date  of  my  laft  letter. 

The  corvette  I  was  in  purfuit  of  with  the  Diamond  when  I  wrote  laft 
fecured  herfelf  in  Brchat.  I  had,  however,  the  good  fortune  to  fall  in 
with  another,  at  day-light  in  the  morning  of  the  ad.  Three  quarter* 
of  au  hour's  chafe  brought  us  within  gun-fhot  of  her.  She  endeavoured 
to  elude  our  purfuit  in  the  labyrinth  of  rocks  before  Treguier,  but  the 
attempt  proved  fatal  to  her,  as  flie  ftruck  on  the  Roenna,  and  foon  after 
filled  and  tell  over.  We  ceafed  our  fire  immediately,  and  fentour  bears 
to  fave  the  crew.  Her  own  boats,  which  were  towing  her,  favcd  as 
4mf\^  ^  they  could  carrjr^  we  were  not  fortunatq  engugh  to  fave  more 
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than  nine.  They  reckon  about  twentjr  pQri(hed,.be£de8  tlve  ^^ptgH^^ 
who  was  wafhed  off  the  wteck  a  few  minutfcs  before  our  boatg  rdSd[^chc;d 
them — Her  name  was  L'AiTemblie  Nationals,  of  ^2  gUriSy  eight* 
pounders^  on  the  main  deck;  a^d  200  men,  from  Breil^bo  und  to  St.

HAVING  received  information  that  the  armed  veffels  detached  by  the 
Prince  of  Bouillon  had  chafed  a  convoy,  confiding  of  a  corvette,  two 
luggers,  four  brigs,  and  two  Hoops,  into  Herqui,  I  proceeded  off  that 
port  to  reconnoitre  their  pofition,  and  found  the  channel,  which  I  found 
▼eiy  narrow  and  intricate.  I  fucceeded,  however,  in  gaining  a  know- 
ledge of  thefe  points  fuflicient  to  determine  me  to  attack  them,  in  the 
Diamond,  without  lofs  of  time,  and  without  waiting  for  the  jundiou 
of  any  part  of  the  fquadron,  left  the  enemy  flioulci  fortify  themfelves 
itiil  fiirther  on  our  appearance. 

Lieutenant  M*Kinley,  of  the  Liberty  bng,  and  Lieutenant  GofTett, 
of  the  Ariftocrat  lugger,  joined  me  off  the  Cape,  and,  though  not  unr 
dcr  nay  orders,  very  handfomely  offered  their  fervices,  which  1  accepted^ 
as  finall  veflels  were  effentially  neceiTary  in  fuch  an  operation.     The 
permanent  fortification  for  the  defence  or  the  bay  are  two  batteries  on  a 
high  rocky  promontory.     We  obferved  the  enemy  to  be  very  bufily 
employed  in  mounting  a  d;;tached  gun  on  a  very  commanding  point  of 
the  entrance.    At  one  o'clock  yeflerday  afternoon  this  gun  opened  upoa 
us  as  we  pafTed :  the  Diamond's  fire  however  filenced  it  in  eleven  mi« 
autes*     The  others  opened  upon  us  as  we  came  round  the  point,  and 
their  commanding  fituation  giving  them  a  decided  advantage  over  a  Ihip 
in  our  pofitton,  I  judged  it  neceflary  to  adopt  another  mode  of  attack^ 
and  accordingly  detached  the  marines  and  boarders  to  land  behind  the 
point,  and  take  the  batteries  in  the  rear.    As  the  boats  approached  the 
beach,  they  met  with  a  warm  reception,  and  a  temporary  check  from  a 
body  of  troops  drawn  up  to'  oppofe  their  landing :  the  iituatiou  was  cri« 
tical,  tjie  fliip  being  expofed  to  a  moft  galling  fire,  and  in  intricate  pi- 
lotage,   with  a  confiderable  portion  of  her  men  thus  detached.    I 
pointed  out  to  Lieutenant  Pine  the  apparent  practicability  of  climbing 
the  precipice  in  front  of  the  batteries ;  which  he  readily  perceived,  andf 
with  an  alacrity  and  bravery  of  which  I  have  had  many  proofs  in  tlie 
courfe  of  our  fervice  together,  he  undertook  and  executed  this  hazard- 
ous fervice,  landing  immediately  under  the  guns,  and  rendering  him* 
felf  mafter  of  them  before  the  column  of  troops  could    regain  the 
heights.     The  fire  from  the  fhip  was  directed  to  cover  our  men  in  this 
operation ;  it  checked  the  enemy  in  their  advancement,  and  the  re-em- 
barkation was  effected,  as  foon  as  the  guns  were  fpiked,  without  the 
loij  of  a  man,  though  we  have  to  regret  Lieutenant  Carter  of  the  ma- 
rines being  dangeroufly  wounded  on  this  occaiioxi*

The  enemy'f  guns,  three  twcnty-four  pounders,  being  filenced  ao4 
rendered  ufelefs  for  the  time,  we  proceeded  to  attack  the  corvette  and 
the  other  armed  veflels,  which  had  by  this  time  opened  their  fire  onus, 
to  cover  the  operation  of  hauling  themfelves  on  more*  The  Diamond 
was  anchored  as  clofe  to  the  corvette,  as  her  draft  of  water  would  allow. 
The  Liberty  brig  was  able  to  approach  near,  and  on  this  occafion  I  can- 
not emit  to  mention  the  very  gallant  and  judicious  manner  ra  which 
Lieutenant  M'Kinley>  her  commander,  brought  this  veflel  into  adion, 
profiting  by  her  light  draft  of  water  to  follow  the  corvette  clofe.  The 
rThe  enemy's  fire  foon  flackened,  and  the  crew  being  obferved  to  be 
making  for  the  iliore,  on  the  Englilli  colours  being  hoifted  on  the  hiU, 
I  made  the  fignal  for  the  boats,  manned  and  armed,  to  board,  dired-r 
ing  Lieutenant  Goflet,  in  the  lugger,  to  cover  them.  This  fervicc 
was  executed  by  the  party  from  the  fhore,  under  the  dire6iion  of  Lieu- 
tenant Pine,  in  a  manner  that  does  them  infinite  credit,  and  him  every 
honour,  as  a  brave  man  and  able  officer. 

The  enemy'>s  troops  occupied  the  high  projecting  rocks  all  round  the 
veflels,  from  whence  they  kept  up  an  incelfant  fire  of  muflcetiy ;  and 
the  utmoft  that  could  be  effected  at  the  moment  was  to  fet  fire  to  the 
corvette,  (named  L'Etourdie,  of  i6  guns,  twelve-pounders  on  the' 
main  deck)  and  one  of  the  merchant  brigs,  fince  as  the  tide  fell  the 
enemy  prefled  down  on  the  fands,  clofe  to  the  veflels  ;  Lieutenant  Pine 
therefore  returned  on  board,  having  received  a  feverc  contufion  on  the 
breaft  from  a  mufket  ball.  As  the  tide  rofe  again,  it  became  praftica- 
ble  to  make  a  fecond  attempt  to  burn  the  remaining  veilels.  Lieute- 
nant Pearfon  was  accordingly  detached  for  that  purpofe  with  the  boats, 
and  I  am  happy  to  add,  his  gallant  exertions  fucceeded  to  the  ntnioft  ot' 
my  hopes,  notwithftanding  the  renewed  and  heavy  fire  of  muftetry 
from  the  fliorc.  This  fire  was  returned  with  great  fpirit  and  evident 
good  efFedt ;  and  I  was  much  pleafed  with  the  conduct  of  Lieutenant 
Goffer,  in  the  hired  luger,  and  Mr.  Knight,  in  the  Diamond*s  launch, 
who  covered  the  approach  and  retreat  of  the  boats.  The  veflels  were 
all  burnt  except  an  armed  lugger,  which  kept  up  her  fire  to  the  laft. 

The  wind  and  tide  fitting  at  ten  at  night,  to  come  out  bf  the  harbour 
again,  we  weighed,  and  repafled  the  point  of  Herqui,  from  which  we 
received  a  few  fliot,  the  enemy  having  found  means  to  reftorconcof 
the  guns  to  aiftivity.  Our  lofs,  as  appears  by  the  inclofed  return,  is 
trifling,  confideri ng  the  nature  of  the  enterprife,  and  the  length  of 
time  we  were  expofed  to  the  enemy's  fire.  Their's,  I  am  perfuaded, 
muft  have  been  great,  from  the  numbers  within  the  range  of  our  ihot 
and  fliells.  The  condudt  of  eveiy  officer  and  man  under  my  command 
meets  with  my  warmeft  approbation ;  it  would  be  fuperfluous  to  parti- 
cularize any  others  than  thofe  1  have  named  ;  fuffice  it  to  fay,  the  cha- 
ra6teri{lic  bravery  and  activity  of  Britifh  feamen  never  was  more  conspi- 
cuous'. 

Lieutenant  Pine  will  have  the  honour  to  prefent  their  Lordfliips  with 
the  colours  which  he  ftruck  on  the  battery ;  and  I  beg  leave  to  recom- 
mend him  particularly  to  their  Lordfliips  as  a  moft  meritorious  officer.

La  Pomone,  Falmouth, 
Sir,  March24.,  iTg6. 

I  BEG  leave  to  inform  you,  that  on  the  15th  inftant,  in  confequence 
of  my  letter  to  their  Lordfliips  from  Falmouth,  I  flood  over  to  the 
French  coaft  in  fearch  of  the  Artois,  who  joined  me  on  the  i8th,  and 
on  the  20th,  at  day-break,  having  difcovered  from  the  mad-head  feve- 
nJfail  of  vefTels  in  the  S.  S.  E.  the  Saints  bearing  N.  N.  E.  three  or  four 
miles,  I  made  the  (ignal  to  the  fquadron  under  my  command,  coniifiing 
of  the  fliips  named  in  the  margin,*  for  a  general  chace,  and  upon  our 
nearer  approach  perceived  them  to  be  a  convoy  of  the  enemy  fleering 
in  for  the  land.  At  ten  A.  M.  being  up  with  part  of  the  merchant 
IhipBf  I  captured  four,  and  ordered  the  Valiant  lugger  to  proceed  with 
them  to  the  nearef^  port.  I  continued  in  purfuit  ot  the  men  of  war, 
ivho  were  forming  in  line  a-head  to  windward,  and  kept  working  to 
come  up  with  the  enemy,  who  I  foon  perceived  were  endeavouring  to 
preferve  their  difiance  from  us,  and  to  avoid  an  adiioo,  by  their  tacking 
at  the  fame  time  with  oqr  fliips :  being  at  length  arrived  within  half 
gunlhot  to  leeward,  the  two  fquadrons  engaged,  and  pafTed  each  other 
upon  oppofite  tacks.  Immediately  upon  our  flernmoft  fliip  being  clear 
ot  the  enemy's  line  I  made  the  fignal  to  tack  and  gain  the  wind^  which, 
by  making  a  very  (hort  board  on  the  flarboard  tack,  was  dbtained ;  per? 
deiving  them  rallying  round  the  Commodore  clofe  in  (liore,  and  begin- 
ning to  form  again,  I  made  the  fignal  for  oui  's,  in  clofe  order,  to  en? 
deaypur  to  break  their  line  by  cutting  off  the  rear  fhips,  and  diredted 
tlie  Galatea  to  le^d  down  for  that  purpofe ;  but  the  enemy  bore  away, 
and  rnade^  all  fail  poffible  from  us,  and  flood  intq  the  narow  part  of  the 
Raz  de  Fontenay  among  the- rocks  ;  I  was,  however,  enabled  to  cut  off 
their  rear  fhip.  Ni^ht  approaching,  and  being  unacquainted  with  the 
pafTage,  I  did  not  think  it  proper  to  continue  the  purfuit  iurcheri  at  the 
rifk  of  lofing  fome  of  our  fhips  in  fo  difHcult  a  pafs. 

I  have  every  reafon  to  be  convinced^  frqm  the  firm  fupport  and  zeal 
I  have  always  e:;perienced  from  the  officers  and  men  of  every  fhip  of

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tbc  fquadron  under  my  command,  that  the  ifluc  of  the  conteft  would 
have  been  more  complete  if  the  enemy  had  been  more  difpofed  to  giv« 
them  an  opportunity  of  trying  their  force. 

I  have  iiiclofed  an  account  of  the  enemy's  force,  together  with  die> 
veflels  of  the  convoy  taken  ;  and  a  lift  of  the  killed  and  wounded  o^ 
board  his  Majefly's  (hips,  whofe  damages  I  fliall  make  all  difpatch  poffi* 
ble  in  repairing.

Sir, 

I  BEG  you  will  be  pleafed  to  acquaint  my  Lords  Comnr.iflioners  of 
the  Admiralty,  that  on  the  20th  inftant,  about  feven  A.  M.  the  Lizard 
bearing  N.  N.E.  three  or  four  leagues,  I  received  information  from 
the  Fpx  excife  cutter  that  a  French  privatper  had  that  morning  captured 
an  Englifh  brig,  then  bearing  S.  3.  W.  I  accordingly  gave  chace  to 
both,  and  about  nine  o'clock  retook  the  Diamond,  of  Aberdeen,  George 
ICillar,  Malter,  and  fent  a  petty  officer  and  men  on  board,  with  orders 
tp.'jqpiake  the  nearefl  port,  and  thbn  flood  after  the  privateer.  About 
twelve  o'clock  ihe  carried  away  her  main-tppmaft,  owing  to*  her  ^being 
OTer-prefTed  with  fail ;  about  one  took  pofTeffion. 

She  proves  to  be  Le  Coureur  brig,  of  144  tons,  and  80  men,  pierced 
jbr  14  guns,  has  but  10  on  board.  She  fails  remarkably  faft,  and  left 
^  Muoes  the  day  before.  She  bad  only  taken  the  vefTel  above-men- 
doned,  but  was  in  chace  of  a  large  Engli(l>  fhip  when  we  f^w  her. 
There  were  feveral  iperchant  (hips  in  fight,  which  Ihe  muft  haye  taken 
bad  "we  not  prevented  her.

jipril20y    1796. 

1  HAVE  the  pleafure  to  iuform  their  Lordfhips,  that  on  the  13th  in- 
fant, at  four  P.  M.  we  fell  in  with,  and  gave  general  chace  to  a  French 
frigate  to  windward,  the  Revolutionnaire  being  far  aftem,  was  tacked 
by  fignal  to  cut  the  chace  from  the  fliore  ;  and  I  had  the  pleafure  to  fee 
her,  juft  before  dark,  in  a  (ituation  to  weather  the  enemy  upoji  a  difr 
ferent  board,  which  obliged  her  alfo  to  tack. 

The  night  fetting  in  cloudy,  we  loft  fight  of  the  chace  before  nine 
o'clock,  when  fhe  bore  up,  but  not  unobferved  by  that  zealous  and  at- 
tentive officer  Captain  Cole,  who  purfued  and  clofed  with  her  at  half 
paft  eleven  ;  and  not  being  able  to  prevail  upon  her  commander  to  fur- 
render  without  refiftance,  he  opened  a  clofe  and  well-dire6led  fire  upon 
}ier,  which  was  faintly  returned  ;  and,  after  a  fecond  broadfide,  the 
enemy  ftruck,  and  proved  to  be  the  National  frigate  La  Unite,  from 
L*Orient  to  Rochfort,  mounting  38  guns,  twelve  and  fix-pounders,  tind 
Wanned  with  255  men,  eight  or  nine  of  whom  were  flain,  and  eleven 
or  twelve  defperately  wounded.  La  Revolutionnaire  happily  had  no 
men  hurt ;  and  it  appears  that  (lie  was  manoeuvred  by  Captain  Cole  in 
tlie  moft  officer-like  winner,  and  the  attack  made  with  great  gallantry. 

•      '  '  -     I  hav« 
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I  have  the  honour  to  inclofe  the  report  which  he  has  made  of  the 
gooti  conduct  of  his  officers  and  ihip's  company  upon  this  ocoUion ; 
and  fix>rn  the  high  terms  in  which  he  fp^aks  of  his  firfl  lieutenant,  Mr. 
Ellicotty  who  I  know  to  be  a  good  officer,  I  have  thought  proper  to  give 
him  an  ord«r  to  command  the  prize  to  Englaud. 

La  Unite  was  reputed  one  of  the  greateft  failers  in  the  French  navy^ 
and  is  a  very  fine  mgate,  only  feven  years  old. 

The  wife  of  the  governor  of  .the  port  of  Rochfort,  Madame  Le 
Large,  and  her  family,  were  on  board,  who,  with  her  fon,  an  enfign 
of  the  (hip,  I  fuffered  to  return  to  return  to  France  in  a  neutral  vefTdf 
taking  the  parole  of  the  young  man  not  to  ferve  until  exchanged. 


La  RevQiutionnairej  at  Sea, 
Sir,  jipril  13,   1796. 

IT  being  fo  dark  when  I  came  along-fide  the  French  frigate  La  Unite 
that  you  could  not  obferve  the  condua  of  the  two  (hips,  I  beg  leave  ta 
report  to  you,  that  not  being  able  to  prevail  upon  the  commander.  Ci- 
tizen Durand,  to  furrender,  after  fome  minutes  converfation,  I  opened 
a  dofe  and  well-dire£ted  fire  upon  him.  After  we  had  fuflained  the  fire 
of  his  flem-chafes  fome  time,  and  upon  firing  the  fecond  broadfide,  he 
called  out  that  he  had  flruck.  I  had  at  the  fame  moment  dire6ted  the 
helm  to  be  put  to  port,  in  order  to  board  him,  as  the  (hips  were  going 
under  a  prefs  of  fail  at  the  rate  of  ten  knots,  and  drawing  near  the 
ihore.  ' 

Allow  me.  Sir,  to  cxprefs  to  you  how  much  I  feel  myfelf  obliged  to 
my  firil  lieutenant,  Edward  EUicott,  for  his  very  particular  attentioa 
in  keeping  fight  of  the  chace,  and  for  his  ftczdy  and  manly  courage 
when  clofe  engaged  :  the  cheerfulnefs  with  which  he  put  himfelf  at  the 
head  of  the  lx>arders  promifed  me  the  happiefl  fuccefs,  if  that  event 
had  been  oecefiTary,  and  which  was  only  (lopped  by  the  enemy's  calling 
to  furrender. 

In  this  Ihort  conteft,  the  higheft  praife  is  due  to  my  officers  and  lhip*» 
ccHnpany,  and  the  effect  of  their  ileady  condu6t  is  flrikiog  in  the  num- 
ber of  killed  and  wounded,  of  which  a  lift  is  annexed. 

I  cannot  fufficieutly  exprefs  my  own  good  fortune  in  not  having  loft 
an  officer  or  man,  which  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  enemy's  firing  at  thai 
ibafts  and  rigging  I  am,  &c.

Indefatigable^  Falmouth^ 
Sir,  Jpril  23,  1796. 

I  HAVE  moft  fen  fiblepleafure  in  defiring  you  to  inform  my  Lords  Com- 
miffioners  of  the  Admiralty  of  my  arrival  at  this  port,  accompanied  by 
the  French  national  frigate  La  Virginie^  of  44  guns,  eighteen  and  tune- 
pounders,  and  340  men,  commanded  by  Citizen  Bergeret,  capitaine 
de  vaifleau,  who  failed  from  Breft  iingly,  four  day^  afi;o,  to  cruize  off 
the  Lizard  in  this  favourite  frigate,  which  is  confidered  the  finefl  (hipi 
and  fafteft  failer  in  the  French  navy,  and  of  the  largeil  dimenfions,  bio- 
ing  1 58  feet  long,  and  43  broad. 

On  Wednefday  morning  the  20th  inflant,  after  I  had  fealed  my  dif- 
patches  for  their  Lordfliips,  laying-to  under  the  Lizard,  with  the  f^ua- 
dron  waiting  for  the  French  frigate  La  Unite,  our  prize,  to  weather 
that  point,  I  obferved  a  fliip  coming  in  from  the  fea,  which  in  my 
mind  looked  rather  fufpicious ;  and,  on  her  not  anfweriag  the  private 
fignal)  when  (lie  tacked  from  us,  I  immediately  gave  chace  to  her^  ac- 
companied by  the  Amazon  and  La  Concorde,  (having  by  iignal  direded 
La  Kevolutionnaire  to  attend  her  prize  into  port,  and  the  Argo  to  pro- 
ceed io  Plymouth.)  The  fuperior  failing  of  the  Indefatigable  gave  me 
the  fatisfa^tion  of  coming  up  with  her,  after  a  chace  of  fifteen  houn, 
and  running  168  miles.  Fortunately  the  wind  prevented  her  fixMn 
peering  for  Ufliant,  or  flie  muft  havecfcaped. 

A  little  paft  midnight  I  commenced  adlon  with  the  enemy,  wBich 
was  clofely  continued,  under  a  crowded  fail,  for  one  hour  and  torty-five 
minutes.  The  enemy,  who  fought  gallantly,  was  by  this  time  mudi 
qippled,  her  mizen-mafl  and  main-top-mail  being  fhot  away :  the  In- 
defatigable was  not  much  lefs  difabled,  having  loft  her  gaff  and  mizea- 
top-mail,  the  main-top-fail  was  rendered  ufelefs  by  an  unlucky  (hot  cut- 
ting both  leech-ropes.  In  this  fituation  we  paiTed  the  enemy  without 
the  power  of  avoiding  it,  having  no  after-fail  to  back,  and  I  had  long 
difcovered  we  had  not  only  to  combat  a  ihip  of  large  force,  but  that  her 
commander  was  completely  mailer  of  his  profeiTion,  in  whofe  prefence 
I  could  not  commit  myfelf  with  impunity,  by  throwing  my  fhip  in  the 
wind,  without  fubir.itting  to  be  raked  by  him. 

She  had  not  at  this  time  flruck,  and  we  kept  clofe  a-head  of  her,  re- 
ceiving new  braces  to  enable  us  to  bring  the  iliip  to,  to  renew  the  at- 
tack. 

At  this  period  La  Concorde  appeared  in  iight,  clofe  under  her  ilern ; 
and,  upon  the  enemy  feeing  her,  ihc  fired  a  gun  to  leeward,  and  flruck 
her  light,  as  a  iignal  of  furrendcr. 

Although  a  veiy  few  minutes  would  have  placed  the  Indefatigable 
again  along-iideof  her,  1  am  confident  ihe  would  not  have  furreudered 
without  further  refiilance,  had.  not  the  Conj:orde  fo  timely  come  up. 

lam  extremely  indebted  tO"  Captains  Hunt  and  Reynolds  for  their 
very  particular  attention  in  keeping  after  us  during  the  night  on  fo 
many  courfes,  which  nothing  but  the  moil  delicate  obfervance  of  my 
lignals  would  have  enabled  them  to  do,  their  diilance  ailern  being  fo 
great. 

Their  Lordiliips  are  well  aware  how  difficult  it  is  in  a  night  a6lion 
with  a  flying  enemy,  whofe  rate  of  failing  is  little  inferior  to  her  anta- 
goniil,  to  choofe  a  iituation ;  and,  when  it  is  remembered  how  often 

this 
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this  fliip  changed  hcr's  in  the  a^ion,  I  need  fcarcely  fay  what  great-at- 
tention was  paid  to  my  orders  by  every  officer  under  my  command. 

To  Lieutenants  Pellowe,  Thomfon^  and  Norway,  my  thanks  are 
above  expreffion.  Lieutenant  Williams  of  the  marines,  and  Mr.  Bell^ 
the  mafter,  who  were  immediately  about  my  perfon,  rendered  me  the 
nioft  eflential  fervices.  The  fliip's  company,  who  have  been  my  faith- 
ful companions  during  the  war,  and  are  endeared  to  me  by  their  uni« 
fionn  exertions,  maniiefled  on  this  occafion  nothing  but  ardour  and 
zeaL 

But  ^bove  all  other  pleafure  I  feel  is,  that  of  informing  their  Lord- 
ihips  that  I  have  loft  neither  officer  nor  man  in  the  conteft.  The  enemy 
futtered  confiderabl^i  having  14  or  15  killed,  17  badly  wounded,  and 
10  nightly :  the  (Inp  much  (battered  in  her  hull,  and  four  feet  water 
in  her  hod,  from  (hot- holes. 

I  have  fent  La  Concorde  to  Plymouth,  with  La  Virginie,  and  fliall 
proceed  with  the  Amazon,  who  has  loft  her  head,  for  the  fame  place, 
to-morrow,  in  order  to  repair  the  damages  we  have  fuftained  in  the  ac- 
tion. I  am,  &c.

I  HAVE  received  a  letter  from  Captain  Roe,  of  his  Majefty's  floop 
Racoon,  acquainting  me  he  had  taken  on  the  coaft  of  France,  a  French 
lugger  privateer,  with  thirteep  men,  arn)ed  v^ith  blunderbuftes  and 
nauflcets,  which  had  been  out  from  Dunkirk  fiv^  days,  but  lud  taken 
nothing.

I  HEREWITH  tranfmit  to  you,  for  the  information  of  myLordt 
Commiffioners  of  the  Admiralty,  copies  of  two  letters  received  from 
Captain  Foote,  of  his  Majefly's  fliip  Niger,  giving  an  account  of  hit 
proceedings  at  different  times  I  detached  him  in  fhure  on  the  coafl  of 
France. 


Niger y  near  the  Penmaris, 
Sir,  April  27,  1796. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  you,  that  fi-om  the  time  I  made  the 
fignal  ot  the  chacc  being  an  enemy's  cruizer,  I  continued  working  to- 
wards her.  By  fun-fet  our  fliot  reached  her ;  and  fliortly  after,  the 
ilgnal  being  made  for  three  fathoms,  I  anchuicd  within  half  a  cable's 
length  of  a  rock,  mod  of  which  was  covered  at  high  water,  and  a  mile 
,  from  the  main  land  ;  a  fpring  was  got  upon  the  cable,  and  a  conftant 
firing  kept  up  till  near  nine  o'clock,  when  I  fent  Meflrs.  Long  and 
Thompfon,  thefiift  and  third  lieutenants,  Mr.  Morgan,  mafter's  matc^ 
and  Mr.  Patton,  midfliipman,  in  the  barge  and  cutters,  with  their  crews 
and  fix  marines,  giving  directions  to  Lieutenant  Long  to  fet  fire  to  the 
▼cflcl  if  he  could  not  bring  her  off.  At  half  pad  ten  the  boats  returned, 
with  the  fccond  captain,  a  midfliipman,  and  twenty-fix  men,  having  io 
effectually  performed  this  fervice,  that  at  twenty  minutes  paft  twelve 
ihe  blew  up.  It  was  with  great  difficulty  they  got  alongfide  the  enemy, 
the  tide  having  ebbed  confiderably,  and  they  experienced  a  very  obfti« 
oate  rcfiftance,  the  greateft  part  of  her  crew  having  remained  on  board, 
.  fcveral  of  whom  lo«  their  lives.  She  proved  a  corvette,  lugger  rigged, 
called  L'Ecureil,  mounting  18  four-pounders,  commanded  by  Monf* 
Roufleau,  having  105  men  on  board:  (he  was  coppered  and  had  only 
been  launched  two  years*

BE.  pleafed  to  acquaint  the  Lords  Commiffioners  of  the  Admiraltyi 
tbut,  aa  the  rath  inftant,  at  day-light^  (the  Texel  then  bearing  N,  W. 
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by  W*  difiance  about  8  leagues)  I  difcovered  a  frigate  and  brig  (landing 
in  to  the  fleet,  nuking  the  private  iignal  to  1'peak  with  nie  :  they  proved 
to  be  his  iVIajeft)rs  lliip  Pegafus  and  Sylph  floop,  whoir.  1  had  ordered 
to  cruize  pflf  the  Naze  of  Norway.     Captain  Donnelly  came  on  board, 
and  ^  informed  tuc,  that  in  confequence  of  the  information  he  had  re- 
ceived on  the  8th  inftant,  of  the. Dutch  frigate  Argo,  and  three  national  ^ 
brigs,  having  left  Flickeroe  the  day  before,  bound  to  the  Texel,  he  pro- 
ceeded off  the  Jutland  coaft,  and  on  the  morning  of  the  9th  got  fight 
of  them.     He  kept  near  them  all  day,  but  loft  fight  of  them  auout  ten 
o'clock  that  night,  and  judging  it  proj>er  to  acquaint  me  therewith,  di- 
refted  Capt.  White,  of  the  S)lph,  to  fteer  a  different  courie  to  himfelf, 
in  order  to  fall  in  with  me,  and  luckily  they  both  joined.     Having  con- 
fulted  with  Captain  Donnelly,  and  found  they  could  not  be  many  leagues 
from  us,  1  immediately  difpatched  Captain  Halfted  in  the  Phcrnix,  toge- 
tlier  with  the  Leopard,  Pegafus,  and  Sylph,  to  proceed  to  the  north- 
ward of  the  Texel,  and  fpread  the  reft  of  tlic  fqiiadron.     All  the  (hijw 
had  juft  made  fail  about  five  o'clock,  when  the  fignal  was  made  for  feeing 
the  Dutch  frigate  and  brigs,  made  the  Iignal  for  a  general  chace,  it  thea 
blowing  ftrong  at  W.  N.  W.  with  very  hazy  weather.     At  a  little  before 
nine  o'clock  the  Phoenix  got  up  with  the  Dutch  frigate  Argo,  mounting 
36  giins,  and  manned  with  237  men,  and,  alter  a  very  fmart  aftion  of 
about  half  an  hour,  (during  which  time  (lie  made  every  effort  to  get 
off)  flie  ftruck  to  the  Phoenix's  fuperior  tire ;  for  the  particulars  of 
which,  muft  beg  leave  to  refer  their  Lordfliip's  to  Capt.  Hallled's  letter, 
herewith  incloied,  who,  I  have  the  pleafure  to  fay,  has  on  this,  and  on 
every  other  occalion,  whilft  under  my  command,  fliewn  himfelf  to  be  a 
moft  adtive,  zealous,  and  excellent  officer. 

We  continued  in  chace  of  the  brigs,  leaving  the  Powerful  to  aifift 
Captain  Haltted  in  Ihifting  the  prifoners,  &c.  At  ten  o'clock  we  faw 
the  Leander  and  Pegaius  near  the  two  brigs,  (which  I  have  lince  found 
to  be  the  Echo,  of  18  guns,  and  the  De  Gier,  of  14  guns)  but  it  was  fo 
hazy,  and  blowing  fo  hard,  we  foon  loft  light  of  them  ;  however,  by  the 
inclofed  letter  I  received  from  Captain  Donnelly,  their  Lordfliips  will 
be  informed  they  were  both  run  on  iliore  near  Bafch,  about  ten  leagues 
to  the  eaftward  of  the  Texel. 

The  Leander,  I  find,  ftood  fo  near  the  fhore  as  (lie  could  with  fafety, 
and  faw  cm6  of  the  brigs  a-ground  ;  and  from  the  report  of  the  mafter 
of  one  of  the  cutters  I  fcnt  m  fh jre,  underftand  one  of  them  was  com- 
pletely loft ;  the  other  had  beat  over  a  flioal,  and  got  to  an  anchor,  but 
as  it  blew  a  perfe6t  ftorm  the  next  day  on  fhore,  have  reafon  to  believe 
(he  is  loft  alfo. 

We  ftood  after  the  other  brig,  and  a  little  before  eleven  flie  ftruck  to 
the  Sylph:  flie  proves  to  be  the  Mercury,  of  16  guns,  (all  of  which, 
except  two  ftie  had  thrown  over  board  during  the  chace)  and  manned 
with  eighty-five  men.  We  then  found  ourfelvcs  far  to  the  eaftward, 
with  the  wind  on  ftiore,  which  obliged  us  to  carry  a  prefs  of  fail,  and  ia 
the  night  it  came  to  blow  a  very  hard  gale  of  wind,  which  continued  the 
whole  of  the  next  day ;  and  the  day  following  being  more  moderate, 
was  re-joined  by  the  Powerful,  Phoenix,  and  Brilliant,  together  with  the  , 
Dutch  frigate  and  the  Duke  of  York  bye-boat  from  Yarmouth  to  Ham-

I  HAVE  the  pleafurc  to  inform  you,  that  a  fliort  time  after  I  re^ 
ceived  your  orders  on  the  morning  of  the  12th  inflant,  we  faw  fiVk  iail 
on  the  lee  bow  in  the  S.  E.  quarter,  upon  a  wind  on  the  (larboard  tad, 
which  we  made  out  to  be  a  frigate,  three  armed  brigs,  and  a  cutter.  I 
immediately  made  fail,  and  foon  difcovered  them  to  be  enemies  ;  at  the 
fame  tinne  the  Pe^fus  made  the  fignal  for  fuch  to  you.  Upon  our  near 
approach,  the  brigs  bore  up  and  made  fail ;  the  Pegafus  and  Sylph  fol- 
lowed them,  who  were  in  chace  with  mc,  the  frigate  apparently  un(l^ 
termined  whether  to  go  at  large  or  keep  by  the  wind,  as  (he  oftea 
changed  her  pofition  during  the  chace,  but  at  length  kept  with  the  wind 
a-beam.  Quarter  paft  eight,  A.  M.  being  clofe  on  her  weather  quaititf, 
(he  hoided  Dutch  colours,  upon  which  I  ordered  a  (hot  to  be  fired 
acrofs  her ;  a  few  minutes  after  we  were  clofe  alonsiide  her  to  windwardi 
when  a  fmart  adtion  commenced  on  both  iides,  which  lafied  about  twep* 
ty  minutes,  when  the  Dutch  frigate  Argo,  of  36  guns  and  237  jnft^ 
^i  ijck  to  his  Majefty's  Ihfp  Phcenix,  under  my  command. 
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It  IS  with  infinite  pleafure  I  afTurc  you  of  the  very  fteady  and  cool 
behaviour  of  the  officers  and  fliip'g  company  I  have  the  honour  to  com- 
^  xnand,  it  being  luch  as  to  merit  every  thing  I  can  fay  in  their  praiie. 

I  beg  leave  to  recommend  in  the  ftrongeft  manner,  through  you  to 
their  Lordfliips,  Mr.  Jofeph  Wood,  firft  lieutenant,  who,  from  long  ex- 
perience and  fteady  officer-like  condu£l,  is  highly  defervmg  their  moft 
particular  attention.  Our  lofs  confifts  of  one  man  killed,  and  three 
wounded ;  that  of  the  enemy,  fix  killed  and  twenty-eight  wounded, 
ii^me  of  them  dangerouily.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acquaint  yoi?,  for  the  information  of  mjr 
Lords  Cbminiffioners  of  the  Admiralty,  that  being  on  a  cruize,  in  his 
IMajefty'e  (loop  La  Sufiifante  under  my  command,  the  Lizard  bearing 
N-  N.  E.  diftance  fifteen  leagues,  early  yeflerday  morning,  we  difcovered 
a  fail,  about  fix  miles  to  windward,  and  immediately  flood  for  her,  and^ 
after  a  chace  of  eleven  hours,  came  up  with  her  among  the  rocks  be- 
tween Ufhant  and  the  Main,  (he  having  endeavoured  to  make  her  efcape 
to  Breft  through  the  pafTage  Le  Four :  but  1  was  enabled  to  cut  her 
off,  by  the  fuperior  failing  of  the  Suffifante.  We  engaged  h^r  dole  on 
board  for  half  an  hour,  when  flie  fti  uck,  and  proves  to  be  the  Revanche  . 
brig,  Bermudas  built,  a  remarkable  faft  failer,  pierced  for  founeen 
guns,  mounting  twelve  long  four-pounders,  and  eighty-five  chofien  meo, 
commanded  by  Monfieur  George  Henri  Draveman,  lieutenant  de  vaif- 
feau,  an  old  ^nd  experienced  feaman.  She  was  five  days  from  Havre, 
boi^nd  on  a  cruize,  but  had  taken  nothing. 

J  aip  particularly  obliged  to  the  officers  and  crew  of  the  Suffifante, 
4<>r  thejr  cool  and  determined  condu<!:t,  both  in  working  and  fighting  the 
jdoop,  when  the  utmoft  exertions  were  necefTary  to  prevent  the  enemy 
from  efcaping,  and  to  avoid  the  rocks  by  which  we  were  furroundedoa 
|L  lee  fhore. 

I  am  happy  to  add  that  there  was  but  one  feaman  wounded  on  board 
the  Suftifante,  The  Revanche  had  two  men  killed  and  feven  wounded. 
I  am  now  proceeding  to  Plymouth,  in  company  with  the  prize,  and  hope 
yre  fhall  arrive  there  to-night,

ON  the  4.th  inflant  the  enemy  attacked  the  Spaniards  towards  Rivagj 
and  on  the  7th  near  Befalu,  but  were  repulied  in  both  places*  with  con* 
fiderable  lois.  On  the  14th,  at  day-light,  upon  ihe  ap  ^caiauce  of  fom# 
confiderable  bodies  of  the  enemy,  the  whole  Spantli  !.ae  was  got  under 
arms,  and  quickly  aFter  General  Urtutia,  feeing  ihe  advanced  pofts  td 
^tbc  right  and  leU  engaged,  paflTed  the  river  with  the  whole  center,  except 
a  refcrvc  on  the  bridge  juft  fimftied  at  BdVara.  Tiiis  paffage  was  op* 
pofed  by  a  very  fmart  fire  of  cannon  and  howitzers,  placed  in  adyan* 
tag^us  (ituations,  but  the  enemy  were  ncverthelefs  attacked  and  drivea 
from  all  the  pofts  they  occupied  in  about  t^vo  houis,  during  a  violent 
ftorm  of  wind,  thunder,  and  rain,  and  purfucd  to  within  rau(ket-fliot  of 
their  camps.  The  whole  of  the  Sjxinifti  hne  was  tormed  in  battle  be* 
yond  the  Hermitage  of  Pontos,  and  then  retired  and  repaffed  the  river, 
after  having  taken  all  the  artillery  which  the  enemy  had  with  them,  viz^ 
I  eight- pounder,  i  four  and  i  republican  two-pounder,  2  (ix-pound 
howitzers^  with  their  refpedive  ammunition  carts;  the  camp  kettles  and 
nfeifes,  and  a  quantity  ot  blankets  and  hand-barrows.  When  the  greater 
part  of  the  Spanifli  troops  had  re  palled  the  river,  the  enemy  appeare4 
again,  and  attacked  thofe  that  were  yet  on  the  other  fide  5  upon  which  ^ 
a  fecond  a^ion  took  place,  and  was  ftill  more  obftinately  difputed  thaa 
the  former.  This  fecond  adlion  began  about  one  o'clock  ;  at  three  th#

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lordfhip,^  that  fince  the-  t3th 
initont  the  advanced  guards  of  the  Auftrian  army«  under  Generals  Boros, 
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feay,  and  Haddick,  have  been  in  conftant  purfuit  of  the  enemy  on  alt 
the  roads  leading  acrofs  the  Lahn  between  Weilburgh  and  Naflku. 
General  Warneck,  with  the  referve,  marched  towards  Ltmbourg,  as  a 
central  point,  from  which  he  could  fupport  the  advanced  guards  to  his 
right  or  left,  according  to  circumftances,  whilft  the  main  army  advanced 
to  the  camp  of  Weilmiinfter,  between  Ufingen  and  Wcilbourg,  ready 
to  crofs  the  Lahn  at  the  latter  place,  and  attack  the  enemy's  left  if  they 
ihould  attempt  to  maintain  a  pofition  on  that  river. 

The  Marlhal.has  taken  every  flep  that  he  judged  heft  calculated  to 
diftrefs  their  army,  but  their  retreat  has  been  lo  precipitate,  and  the 
country  through  which  they  marched  io  extremely  intei  fe6led  with 
woods  and  deep  vallies,  that  he  has  only  been  able  to  bring  on  foji>c 
a£Fiairs  with  the  bcft  troops  of  the  rear-gaards  of  their  different  columns. 
In  thefe  the  Auftrians  have  taken  feveral  cannons,  a  great  many  ammu- 
nition waggons,  and  between  one  and  two  thouland  priibners,  beiides 
hav.ng  killed  and  wounded  conlideiable  numbers. 

It  is  expe<ftcd  that  the  enemy  will  raife  the  firge  of  Ehrenbreitftein 
to  day,  and  they  fcem  detcrm  ned  to  pafs  the  Rhine,  with  the  principal 
part  of  their  aimy,  at  Neuwied,  (where  they  have  biidges)  as  expe« 
ditioufly  as  poflible.  Their  lelt  column  is  direding  its  march  toward 
Cologne.

In  the  night  fi'om  the  17th  to  the  i8th  inftant,  that  part  of  the 
Aiiflrian  army  which  was  Rationed  before  Manheim,  affembled  in  five  . 
columns,  commanded  by  General  Wurmfer  in  peribn,  to  attack  the  dif- 
ferent pofts  that  the  enemy  occupied  in  front  of  that  place.  The  dif- 
poiition  was  very  mailer ly,  and  the  fpirited  manner  in  which  it  was 
executed  anfwered  fully  to  the  wUh  and  expedtations  of  the  General.

Af^er  a  fevere  action,  all  the  works  that  the  enemy  had  thrown  m  were 
carried ;  thc;ir  tents  and  a  great  deal  of  baggage  were  taken,  oefide^ 
fome  cannon,  and  icveral  ammunition  waggons. 

Ov^ing  to  an  inipeneirable  fog,  which  continued  the  whole  night  and 
great  part  of  the  morning,  the  communication  between  the  different 
columns  was  extremely  difficult,  the  prompt  execution  of  orders  wai 
iiiipolfible,  and  the  generals  could  not  condu^  their  attacks  with  any 
degree  or  Cvrtainty.  This  unfortunate  circumftance  enabied  the  enemy 
to  get  oft'  I  he  molt  ot  their  artillery,  and  prevented  the  Auftrians  from 
foUovi'ing  them  into  the  place  as  General  Wurmfer  intended; 

7  he  Auflnans  had  upon  this  occadcn  about  30  officers  atid  between 
6  aid  700  iion-co.n)mifljoned  officers  and  privates  killed  and  wounded 
The  French  nad  one  general  officer,  twenry-one  officers,  and  between 
live  ai id  lix  Hundred  non-commiffioned  officers  and  privates  taken  pri- 
foners :  their  killed  and  wounded  are  fuppofed  to  amount  to  about 
a,ooo.  In  conleqiience  of  this  vi6tory,  Manheim  is  clofely  i^veiledy 
and  the  bombardment  will  be  begun  immediately.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lordfliip,  that  General  Jourdan's 
left  coiimin,  which  had  direded  irs  march  towards  Cologne,  has  pafTe^ 
the  Rhine,  as  well  as  all  thofe  troops  who  retired  upon  Neuwied. 

From  the  rtp.  rts  of  the  different  corps  which  are  now  colle6ted,  it 

r.ppears  tiiai  the  Aulirians  have  taken  in  all,  during  the  enemy's  retreat, 
ab  Ui  4,000  priloneib,  30  piv^ces  of  cannon,  and  200  ammunition  wag- 
gons. The  enemy  dcltioyed  a  great  quantity  of  military  ftores,  which 
they  had  nor  rim^  to  carry  away.  It  is  impoilible  to  afcertain  with  any 
precifion  tiieir  number  ot  killed  and  wounded,  but  it  mult  have  beei» 
very  confiderable,  more  efj)ecially  as  the  peaiants  rofe  agaiuft  them  n\ 
many  places.  The  whole  country  through  which  the  French  have 
marched  on  this  occafion  bear  the  moft  evident  marks  of  their  depreda- 
tions. '1  here  is  no  village,  and  1  may  al moft  fay,  no  houfe  that  has 
not  ample  reafon  to  lament  rhis  invafion  ;  for,  however  lliort  its  duration 
has  l)een,  the  effec'^s  will  be  felt  for  many  years  to  come. 

The  inhabitants  have  been  plundered  of  their  cattle,  grain,  and  what- 
ever could  be  tound  that  was  valuable. >  in  many  places  what  could  not 
be  carried  off  was  dtftroyed*  Even  women  and  children  have  been 
murdered  ;  id  fliort,  the  manifold  adts  of  atrocity,  which  are  proved  in 
the  clcareit  manoer,  are  fiich  as  could  only  be  perpetrated  by  men  loft 
to  every  fentinTnt  of  humanity. 

The  Prulfirin  troops  that  were  on  the  line  of  demarkation,  and  the 
guards  which  they  ft.itioned  at  different  places  for  the  purpofe  of  afford- 
ing protedion,  were  ill  treated  and  driven  away  by  the  French  with 
exprellions  of  relentment  and  contempt.

•Attacked  the  enemy's  intrenched  camp  before  Mayence  yeftcrday,  and 
gained  a  complete  vidory.  The  following  is  a  detail  of  this  very  bril- 
uant  and  important  operation. 

Your  Lordihip  will  recollect  that  in  the  month  of  November  laft  the 
French  took  a  pofition  upon  the  heights  in  front  of  Mayence,  with  their 
right  to  Laubenheim,  and  their  left  to  Badenheim  ;  both  of  which  vil- 
lages are  on  the  Rhine,  the  former  above,  an<l  the  latier  below  the  for- 
trefs. This  pofition  completely  invelh  the  place  on  that  fide ;  and  from 
the  time  they  firft  occupied  it,  almoft  to  the  day  of  ihe  attack,  they  were 
conftantly  employed  in  con(Vru6ling  and  perfecting  the  mod  formidable 
intfenchments.  Thefe  confided  of  two  lines.  The  firfl  waf  compofed 
of  large  detached  works,  clofed  in  the  rear,  and  covered  and  joined 
with  each  other  by  three  diftin6t  ranges  of  trous  de  loupu*  The 
fecond  was  a  complete  connected  intienchment,  covered  in.  the  fame 
inanner*  The  ditches  of  both  lines  were  of  a  depth  and  breadth  far 
beyond  what  is  ufual  in  field  works.  Every  pr^ifible  advantage  had  been 
taken  of  the  ground,  which  u  particularly  favourable  tor  the  formation 
of  a  fortified  camp :  and  the  French  generals  have  been  known  to  fay 
frequently  in  private,  that  they  confidered  this  polition  as  wholly  im- 
pregnable. 

Marfhal  Clairfayt,  after  having  forced  General  Jourdan  to  repafs  the 
Rhine,  returned  with  a  part  of  his  army  to  the  camp  of  Wickert,  about 
five  Engiiih  miles  from  Mayence ,  and  in  coni'eqiience  of  information 
received  by  him  that  the  enemy  intended  to  reinforce  their  aroiy  before 
that  place  very  confiderably,  he,  without  waiting  for  thole  troops  that

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baJ  advanced  beyond  the  Lahn,  determined  to  nttack  General  Schatl, 
,  vho  occupied  the  intrenchn^ents  above  defcribed  with  fifty-two  battalions 
of  infantry  and  five  regiments  of  cavalryi 

The  army  that  was  dcftined  for  this  attack  confiding  of  thirty-two 
regular  battalions,  fome  light  infantry,  and  twenty-eight  fquadroDsof 
cavalry,  taken  partly,  from  the  garrifon  of  Mayence,  was  formed  into 
-four  divifirfns:  one,  of  ten  battalions  and  fix  fquadrons,  under  General 
New  ;  one,  of  ten  battalions  and  fix  fquadrons,  under  General  Stader; 
one,  of  five  battalions  and  fixteen  fquadrons,  under  General  Colloredo; 
and  one,  of  fevcn  battalions  of  grenadiers,  under  General  Wemeck, 
Generals  New  and  Stader  were  to  direct  their  march,  the  fprmer  to- 
wards the  heights  a'oove  Laubenheim,  the  latter  towards  Heiligy  Creutz, 
(an  old  church  in  fiont  of  the  enemy's  right  wing)  forming  their  in- 
fantry intb  three  lines,  and  attacking  the  right  of  the  pofition  in  imme- 
diate connedlion  with  each  other,  whilft  the  Warafdine  light  infactiy 
froi  round  the  village  of  Laubenheim ;  and  about  looo  Sclayonians, 
who  were  embarked  on  the  Rhine,  landed  under  the  prote£tion  of  fix 
gun  boats  behind  the  enemy's  right,  and  kept  up  a  heavy  fire  for  the 
purpofeof  making  a  diverlion.  General  Colloredo  was  to  march  to- 
wards Bertzcnheim,  a  village  in  front  of  the  enemy's  centre,  from 
whence  he  was  to  detach  a  part  of  his  troops,  particularly  cavalry,  to 
■co-operate  with  General  Stader,  and  with  a  part  of  the^  remainder  he 
was  to  make  demo  nitrations  towards  different  points  of  the  centre, 
whilft  two  of  his  battalions  and  two  fquadrons,  with  a  confiderable  pro- 
portion of  heavy  artillery,  made  falfe  attacks  upon  Monback  and  Goa« 
.fenlieim,  two  viJlages  in  front  of  the  enemy's  left.  Some  light  troopi 
were  to  land  behind  the  left  of  the  pofition,  for  the  fame  purpofcai 
thofe  who  landed  behind  the  right.  General  Werneck*s  divifion  was  to 
remain  on  the  glacis  of  iVIayence  as  a  refcrve. 

It  mufl  be  obi'ervcd  that  Marflial  Clairfayt  direfted  his  real  attack 
iipo-n  the  moll  commanding  and  by  far  the  ftrongeft  part  of  the  camp, 
Ix^canfe  the  immediate  retreat  of  the  enemy^s  whole  army  was  the  in- 
cvitabie  confe.qiieiKe  of  fuccefs  on  that  poi'it. 

The  attack  commenced  in  this  order  at  half  an  hour  paft  five  in  the 
morning..  The  difpolition  was  executed  with  the  utmoft  accuracy,  and 
in  a  very  iliort  time  the  battle  was  decided  in  favour  of  the  Anftrians, 
who  (iifplayed  exemplary  dilcipline  and  bravery.  The  general  officers 
finding  that  they  could  not  advance  on  horfeback  on  account  of  the 
trauj  tie  loups^  difmounted,  and  entered  the  mtrenchments  on  foot,  at  the 
head  of  the  troops.  The  enemy  did  not  in  the  leaft  expert  to  be  at- 
tacked ;  and  although  they  certainly  had  fome  time  to  prepare  for  their 
defence  fioni  the  diihcuitics  that  the  Auflrian  troops  had  to  furniount 
in  approacliing  the  works,  yet  it  is  to  the  ciicumftance  of  lurprize,  as 
well  as  to  the  uncommon  intrepidity  with  which  the  attack  was  executed, 
\\v<x  mnil  be  attributed  their  having  abandoned,  without  more  refillance, 
one  of  tnc  mofl  formidable  politions  that  ever  was  occupiv^d. 
-  One  hundred  anxl  fix  pieces  of  cannon,  two  hundred  ammunition 
wj.«^j^(^ns,  and  about  two  thoufand  priioners  (amongft  thcfe  two  generals 
and  iixty  other  ofncers)  are  already  brought  into  Maycnce  ;  whilit  great 
f|uantitics  of  liores, of  various  kinds,  collected  for  the  pui'pofe  of  the 
ii^gz^  have  likcwife  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  Auftrians. 

The  ^ncmy's  killed  and  wounded  are  fuppofed  to  amount  to  about 

~Tln 
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The  Auftrians  had  on  this  occafion  betw'een  60  and  70  ofEccrs,  and 
dbout  1500  non-commiifioned  officers  and  privates  killed  and  wounded  : 
ariiongil  the  former  were  Lieutenant  General  Schmertring  and  Major 
General  Wolckenheini, 

General  Naundorf  crofled  the  Rhine  in  the  afternoon,  with  part  of 
his  troops  that  had  been  Rationed  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Gerau,  and* 
poileflion  of  Oppcnheim. 

The  Marflial  is  now  encamped  in  front  of  M^yence,  and  his  light 
troops  are  puriuing  in  all  directions.

1  HAVE  the  hortour  to  inform  your  Lordfliip,  that  Marflial  Cler- 
fa^'s  advanced  guards  have  followed  up  the  brilliant  victory  of  the  29th 
with  fo  much  vigour,  that  they  have  taken  forty-three  pieces  of  artillery, 
in  addition  to  the  hundred  and  fix  mentioned  in  my  lafl  report.  They 
have  found  the  remains  of  great  quantities  of  ammunition  Waggons 
that  had  been  blown  up  ;  flores  of  all  forts,  partly  damaged,  partly  fer- 
viceable ;  and  wherever  their  march  has  been  dire£ted  they  have  per* 
ceived  evident  traces  of  the  mod  precipitate  and  diforderly  flight.  Ge- 
neral Schaal's  difperfed  army  has  gone  towards  the  Mofelle. 

Marflial  Clerfaye  has  occupied  Bingen  and  Kreutzenach,  and  placed 
a  corps  in  each  ]>ofiti6n  behind  the  Nahe  Rivulet  fo  as  to  cut  off  all 
dire^  communications  between  General  Jourdan  and  Pichegru.  He 
has  alfo  a  corps  at  Altze'y,  whofe  advanced  pofls  extend  near  Worms. 
Part  of  his  troops  have  returned  from  the  Lahn,  and  the  main  army  is 
now.  coUeded,  and  encamped  in  front  of  Mayence  behitid  the  Seltz 
rivulet.  ■  ..  ^ 

On  the  30th  of  October  the  Auftrian  General  Boros  furprifed  and 
made  prifoners  700  inrantry  who  occupied  the  Nieder  Wert,  an  ifland 
oil  the  Rhine  near  Neuwied.  And  on  the  31ft  the  enemy  CN'acuated 
the  ftrong  works  that  they  had  erected  to  cover  their  bridge  at  that  place^ 
Upon  finding  that  the  Auflrians  were  preparing  to  florm  them. 

Every  day  frefli  inftances  come  to  our  knowledge  of  the  outrages  and 
cruelties  exercil'ed  by  General  Jourdan 's  troops  in  their  retreat.  The 
inhabitants  were  driven  to  defpair.in  many  places,  and  fell  upon  the 
enemy  with  forks,  fcythes,  and  fuch  other  weapons  as  they  could 
procure.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lordfliip,  that  an  advanced 
corps  of  Marilial  Clerfaye's  army,  under  the  command  of  General 
Naundorf,  obtained  an  advantage  over  the  enemy  on  the  3d  inftant,  be- 
tween Altzey  and  Kirkheim  ,  and  on  the  4th  the  Marflial  marched  from 
his  camp  before  Mayence,  on  the  5th  he  arrived  at  this'  place,  which 
is  about  eight  Englifli  miles  from  Worms. 

General  Wartenflcben  encamped  the  hme  day  with  a  confiderable 
corps  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Altzey,  being  covered  by  two  advanced 
guards,  one  under  the  Prince  of  Hohenlohe  at  Bingen,  the  other  under 
General  Naundorf,  who  occupied  Kreutzenach,  and  mafked  the  ene- 
my's poft  at  Kirkheim.  The  advanced  guard  of  the  main  army,  com* 
manded  by  General  Kray,  encamped  near  Pfederftieim,  upon  the  Ffrim 
rivulet,  drawing  its  advanced  pofts  from  the  Rhine,  till  they  formed  thofe 
of  General  Naundorf. 

On  the  6th  inftant  General  Naundorf  marched  with  part  of  his  troops 
to  take  pofTeffion  of  the  principal  pafs  that  leads  from  Kreutzanach  to 
Kaiferflautern.  He  attacked  the  enemy  at  Rockenhaufen,  who,  after 
being  diflodgcd  fr.om  a  very  ftrong  entrenched  poft  at  that  place,  aban- 
doned Falkenftein,  and  retired  in  great  confufion  behind  Winweiler. 

The  lofs  of  the  Auftrians  on  this  occafion  was  not  great.  The  cnemj 
had  about  200  taken  prifoners,  and  left  about  300  dead  on  the  field.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lordfliip,  that  Marflial  Cler- 
faye,  after  having  thrown  two  bridges  over  the  Rhine  at  Gemfheim, 
and  received  a  re  inforcement  from  General  Wurrofer,  marched  on  the 
lotb  inftant  to  artnc  k  General  Pichegru's  army,  which  Was  encamped 
i^pon-the  heights  behind  the  Pfrim,  a  rivulet  that  runs  into  the  Rhine  a 
little  below  Worms.  General  Wartenflcben  marched  at  the  fame  time 
from  Altzey  to  attack  the  enemy's  poft  at  Kircheuiu 

Upofl 
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Upon  the  approach  of  the  Auftrian  army,  General  Pichegru  quitted 
bis  very  advantageous  pofitioni  and  retreated  towards  Frankenthal  and 
Turkheim.  The  Auflrians  could  not  arrive  in  time  to  bring  on  a  feri- 
OU8  affair  with  his  rear  guard  :  hoiVever,  they  took  three  pieces  of  can- 
non^  feveral  prifoncrs,  and  killfd  and  wounded  confi«.!erable  numbers. 

Marfhal  Clerfaye  encanipcd  with  the  main  army  clofe  to  the  Pfrim 
that  evening  ;  General  Wartenfleben  at  Kircheim. 

On  the  I  ith  the  MarO-.al  crolFed  the  Pfrim,  and  encamped  on  the 
right  of  the  road  that  leads  from  Worms  to  Manheim.  The  enemy 
had  evacuated  Worms  in  the  night,  and  General  De  la  Tour,  with 
part  of  the  refervc,  drove  them  out  of  Frankenthal,  whilft  the  army 
waS' occupying  its  pofition.  He  took  three  cannon  and  above  lOO  pri- 
fbaers  :  the  enemy,  in  the  courle  of  this  day,  had  above  200  killed  and 
wounded.  The  advanced  polh  were  pufhed  towards  Manheim,  Turk- 
heim, and  Keyfei  llautern. 

To-day  no  movement  of  any  confequence  has  taken  place  on  this 
fide. 

General  Wartenfleben  returned  to  Altzey  the  nth,  as  part  of  Gene- 
ral Jourdan's  army  had  appeared  in  front  of  his  poll  at  Kreutzenach 
and  Biogen  ;  and  to-day  he  lias  encamped  with  his  whole  corps  between 
thefe  two  pfaces. 

The  Auflriaus  loft,  in  the  courfe  of  the  xoth  and  tith,  about  250 
men. 

On  the  loth  at  night,  the  trenches  were  regularly  opened  at  Man« 
lieini.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lordfhip,  that  in  the  afternoon 
of  yefterday,  after  I  had  fent  off  my  lad  difpatch,  part  of  General  Pi« 
chegru's  army  attacked  the  Auftrian  poft  at  Frankenthal,  The  ground 
in  iront  of  that  town  is  of  fuch  a  nature  as  to  admit  of  the  enemy's  ap* 
pfoaching  to  within  a  very  Hiort  diilance  without  being  difcovered  ;  and 
they  profited  of  this  advantage,  by  bringing  a  large  body  of  troops, 
and 'above  thirty  pieces  of  cannon  fo  forward,  before  they  commenced 
the  attack,  as  almofl  to  enfure  their  carrying  the  place^  more  efpeciall)e 
as  it  was  not  occupied  in  force.  They  fucceeded,  after  a  terrible  fire 
of  grape-ihot  and  mufketry :  but  whilfl  they  were  making  their  difpo- 
fitions  to  maintain  the  important  point  which  they  had  gained,  the  Aiif- 
trian  General  De  la  Tour  advanced  with  two  battalions  and  ten  fqua* 
drons,  attacked  the  town  with  the  utmod  impetuofity,  drove  the  enemy 
out  of  it,  took  about  300  prifoners,  and  killed  and  wounded  between 
five  and  fix  hundred. 

The  Auftrians  had,  on  this  occafion,  eight  officers  and  about  soo 
OOD-commi£ioned  officers  and  privates  killed  and  wounded.

Frankenthalj  Nov.  15,   1795. 
My  Lord, 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lordfliips,  that  Marihal  Clcr- 
faye  marched  yefterday  to  attack  General  Pichegru,  who  occupied  a 
very  ftrong  pohtion,  with  his  left  at  Turkheim,  his  right  to  the  wood 
of  Friefenheim,  which  runs  clofe  up  to  the  Rhine  a  little  below  Man- 
heim. His  left  wing  and  centre  ftood  upon  very  comnianding  heights; 
the  former  being  covered  along  part  of  its  front,  and  on  its  flank,  bjr 
an  impaffible  morafs ;  the  latter  by  a  rivulet,  the  banks  of  which  were 
tnarfhy,  and  interfered  with  feveral  deep  ditches.  His  right  wing  was 
partly  in  the  wood  of  Friefenheim,  and  partly  in  the  villages  of  Oggef- 
iheim,  Epftein,  and  Flomeriheim,  and  the  adjacent  inclofures.  This 
wing  was  alfo  difficult  of  approach  from  the  many  broad  ditches  that 
ran  along  its  front,  efpecially  near  the  villages,  and  in  the  wood  of  Fne- ' 
fenheim :  but,  upon  the  whole,  it  pirefented  fewer  obftacles  than  the 
other  parts  of  the  pofition.  Before  the  left  of  his  center  was  the  vil- 
lage of  Lambfheim,  where  he  had  placed  a  body  of  infantry  and  fome 
artillery,  as  it  flood  upon  one  of  the  principal  roads  leading  towards 
his  camp. 

Marlha!  Clerfaye's  difpofition  was  as  follows  :  The  right,  or  firfl  co- 
lumn, foni.'no:  a  leparate  corps  of  five  battalions  and  fixteen  fquadrons, 
under  Genera!  Kray,  was  to  attack  at  Turkheim,  and  if  they  could  not 
force  that  p(^ir\t,  they  were  at  leaft  to  a£l  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  prevent 
the  enemy's  dei.ching  from  thence. 

The  right  wing  a. id  centre  of  the  army,  commanded  by  the  MarfUal 
in  pcrlbn,  was  to  march  in  fix  column: ;  four,  making  eighteen  batta- 
lions a.id  twenty- fix  fquadrons,  to  form  oppofite  the  right  of  the  ene- 
my's left  wing,  and  oppofite  the  lel't  of  their  centre  :  the  two  others, 
ipaking  nine  battalions  and  eight  fquadrons,  oppofite  the  remainder  of 
their  centre. 

The  left  wing,  under  Genera!  De  la  Tour,  was  to  march  in  three  co- 
lumns ;  one  of  three  battalions  and  four  fquadrons,  towards  the  wood 
of  Friefenheim  ;  one  of  fix  battalions  and  twelve  fquadrons,  towards 
Oggerflieim  ;  one  of  five  battalion?  and  ten  fquadrons,  towards  Flomer- 
(heim  and  Fofiein. 

The  whole  had  a  proper  proportion  of  heavy  artillery. 

Generals  De  la  Tour  and  Kray  were  directed  not  to  attack  till  the  vil- 
lage of  Lambflieim,  which  formed  a  falient  point  in  the  enemy's  poG- 
tion,  was  carried.  General  Kray  was  then  to  begin,  and  General  Dcia 
Tour,  as  foon  as  the  right  wing  and  centre  began  to  form  and  cannonade 
the  enemy's  line,  after  the  taking  of  Lambfheim,  but  not  before,  be- 
c,aufe  his  attack  jnuft  neceifarily  be  fo  much  facilitated  by  thefe  move- 
/pentSf

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■  The  column  that  marched  towards  the  wood  of  Friefcnhcim  was  or-» 
dered  not  to  make  a  real  attack  till  the  villages  of  Flomerlheim  and  £p^ 
ftcio  were  carried,  and  the  attack  upon  Oggerlheim,  which  was  to  fo{- 
low  immediately  upon  thefe  events,  was  taking  a  favourable  turn. 

By  thefe  means  the  troops  in  the  wood  of  Friefenhcim  would  be  turned 
on  their  left ;  at  the  fame  time  that  they  were  attacked  in  front,  and  of 
courfe  obliged  to  abandon  their  poiition  without  making  that  refillance 
which  they  might  otherwife  have  been  enabled  to  do  from  the  nature  of 
tlie  ground. 

The  columns  had  fome  diftance  to  march  to  their  refpeftive  flations^ 
fo  that  it  was  eleven  o'clock  before  the  village  of  Lambfheim  could  b^ 
attacked.  It  was  ilormed  with  great  bravery  by  two  battalions,  and  th6 
ahny  began  its  formation  immediately. 

General  Kray  now  reported  that  the  part  of  the  enemy's  army  imme- 
diately oppofed  to  him  was  fo  flrongly  polled,  and  fo  numerous,  that  he 
could  neither  attack  them  in  front,  nor  turn  their  flank.  As  foon  as  the 
Mardial  received  this  report,  he  advanced  with  his  right  wing  and  cen- 
tre towards  the  rivulet  that  covered  the  enemy's  poiition ;  but  he  fodnd 
the  whole  bottom  in  which  it  runs  fo  extremely  marfhy,  and  interfered 
with  water-courfes,  that  he  could  only  crofs  it  in  three  places,  and  with 
at  mod  iix  men  abreafl. 

This  he  confidered  as  too  dangerous  a  manoeuvre  to  attempt  immci- 
diately  under  the  fire  of  the  enemy's  batteries,  and  expofed  to  the  at- 
tacks of  their  cavalry  as  he  was  forming.  Therefore  he  changed  hi» 
difpofition  :  re-inforced  Geneial  De  la  Tour  from  his  centre,  and  kept 
up  a  heavy  cannonade,  pudiing  at  the  fame  time  two  battalions,  a  fmall 
l)ody  of  cavalry,  and  a  battery  of  heavy  artillery,  acrofs  the  rivulet  at 
two  different  points,  as  if  he  intended  to  crofs  with  the  army ;  bet  gi- 
ving orders  to  the  troops,  whom  it  was  neceffary  to  expofe  in  this  man- 
ner, n6t  to  advance  after  they  had  formed  at  the  head  of  the  defiles : 
this  manoeuvre  had  the  delired  effe(El,  by  preventing  the  enemy  from  re- 
inforcmg  their  right,  and  it  gave  General  De  la  Tour  an  opporrunity  of 
defeating  them  entirely  on  that  wing. 

By  the  time  it  was  dufk,  he  had  carried  all  that  part  of  their  pofitibn  ; 
and  if  the  adtion  had  happened  at  a  feaibn  of  the  year  when  the  days 
are  longer,  the  vi£tory  would  have  been  of  the  molt  complete  and  bril- 
Bant  nature,  becaufe  the  enemy's  centre  and  left  could  not  poffibly  keep 
their  ground  after  their  right  had  giv^n  way,  and  the  Auurian  cavalry 
would  have  been  able  to  attack  them  in  their  retreat  with  the  moft  de- 
cided advantage.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  IxinHliip,  that  the  coaidiiit 
ctant  of  Manheim  having,  the  night  befese  laft,  feat  out  an  offic^er  lii' 

General  Wiirmfer  to  propofc  terms  for  tKe  furrendcr  of  the  place,  a  ca- 
pitulation was  concluded  yefterday  morning,  by  which  it  was  agreed 
that  the  garrifon  fliould  march  out  with  the  ufual  honours,  lay  aown 
their  arms  on  the  glacis,  and  become  prifoners  of  war. 

As  foon  as  the  caphulaiion  was  ligned,  the  Auilrian  troops  occupied 
the  out-works,  and  two  of  the  gates  of  the  town,  viz.  the  Heidelberg 
and  Rhine  gates. 

The  garrifon  marched  out  this  morning,  and  the  place  was  taken  pof- 
feffictn  of  by  General  Wurmler,  in  the  name  of  his  Imperial  Majefty, 
after  a  fiege  of  only  twelve  days  of  open  trenches. 

The  French  troops,  which  by  this  event  are  become  prifoners  of  war, 
confift  of  ten  half  brigades,  or  thirty  battalions  of  infantry,  a  propor- 
tionate corps  of  artillery,  fappcrs,  miners,  &c.  and  a  fquadroii  of  huf- 
inrs,  making  in  the  whole,  four  generals,  389  officers,  and  9949  uoa« 
commiifioned  oflicers  and  privates. 

This  great  diminution  of  force  muft  be  feverely  felt  by  the  enemy, 
at  a  time  when  their  armies  are  fo  weakened  and  difpirited,  and  their 
flrength  rapidly  declining  by  the  immenfe  defertion  which  daily  takes' 
place. 

The  enclofed  lift  of  the  garrifon  of  Manheim  is  a  corroborating 
proof  of  the  truth  of  the  information  that  is  received  from  all  quarters 
upon  this  fubje^,  as,  of  the  ten.  half  brigades,  or  thirty  battalions  of 
infantry,  which,  if  complete,  otig^t  to  amount  to  30,000  men ;  the* 
actual  ilrength  is  only  8372.  Their  officers  acknowledge  that  they^have 
Jong  fince  ceafed  to  receive  any  rec/trtts*

I  HAVE  the  honour  fo  inform  your  Lordfliip  that  Marihal  Clair&^ 
with  that  part  of  his  Army  which,  during  the  fiege  of  lyianheim,  had 
been  encamped  between  the. Rhine  aqd  Neu(ladt|  arrived  on  the  29th  iq 
tlie  neighbourhood  of  Creutzenach,  where  they  /ormea  a  jua£Hoh  with

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General  Wartcnflebcn*s  corps,  and  took  nearly  the  fame  pofition  that 
the  Jalter  had  occupied  for  fomc  time  pad,  the  right  flank  being  at  Bin- 
^en,  the  left  on  the  heights  behind  Crentzenach  and  Furfeld,  and  the 
advanced  poih  puihed  on  beyond  the  Nahe. 

General  Kray,  as  foon  as  he  was  relieved  from  the  pofl  of  Ncuftadt, 
dire6ted  his  march  towards  VVolfflein  ;  from  whence,  after  having  re- 
ceived reinforcements  from  the  army,  he  was  to  ad^^ance  by  Lautercck 
and  Miflienheini  to  turn  the  right  flank  of  the  enemy,  encamped  near 
Zemcrn,  whilft  the  main  body  of  the  army  fliould  menace  his  front. 

General  Kray  could  not  anive  at  Lautereck  before  the  ifl  inftant. 
In  the  mean  time  General  Jourdan  advanced  with  the  army  of  the 
Sambre  and  Meufe,  confifting  of  about  fifty-five  thoufand  men,  drove 
back,  on  the  30tT),  th©  Auftrian  advanced  piquets  that  were  on  -the  other 
fide  of  the  Nahe,  and  took  a  pofitioh  oppofite  to  that  of  Marfiial  Clair- 
fayt's  army,  his  right  flank  being  covered  by  one  divrfion  polled  behind 
Lautereck  and  Meiflenheim  on  the  Glahn,  his  centre  and  left  extending 
along  the  banks  of  the  Nahe  to  the  Rhine.  At  Bingen,  which  is  fituated 
^t  the  conflux  of  thefe  two  rivers,  and  on  the  right  bank  of  the  former, 
there  is  a  ftone  bridge  over  the  Nahe  ;  but  it  is  equally  difficult  for 
cither  party  to  undertake  any  thing  on  this  quarter.  From  thence  to 
Creutzenach,  where  there  is  alfo  a  (lone  bridge,  the  nature  of  the 
ground  is  much  more  favourable  for  the  enemy  than  for  the  Auflrians, 
as  the  hills  on  the  left  bank. (that  is,  on  the  enemy's  fide)  are  very  com- 
manding, and  clofe  to  the  Nshe;  whereas,  on  the  right  bank  there  isa 
plain  of  confiderable  breadth,  from  which  the  heights  rife  in  fo  gradual 
It  (lope  as  to  aflbrd,  in  general,  no  pofition  for  the  Auilrian  artillery  near 
enough  to  defend  the  pafl'age  of  the  river  without  being  entirely  com- 
manded by  the  French  batteries  on  the  oppofite  fide.  Thefe  circum- 
Hances  exift  in  a  peculiar  degree  at  Creutzenach  itfelf;  fo  much  fo, 
that  infmtry  polled  on  the  hill  called  the  Schlofsberg,  on  the  left  bank, 
can  fire  quire  into  the  town  and  on  to  the  bridge. 

On  the  morning  of  the  id  inftant  the  eneniy  were  feen  in  very  great 
force  drawn  up  on  the  oppofite  hills.  About  nine  o'clock  a  large  body 
of  infantry,  fupported  by  the  fire  of  artillery  very  advantageoufly  placed 
on  the  Iieights  behind  the  town,  advanced  to  attack  Creutzenach:  the 
Auftrians  defended  it  with  great  firmnefs,  but  the  diladvantages  of  the 
fitnation  made  it  impofiible  for  them  to  prevent  the  enemy  at  length 
getting  pofleifion  ot  it,  which  happened  at  about  eleven  o'clock.  The 
Auftrians,  however,  having  re-formed  on  this  fide  of  the  town,  ad- 
vanced again,  and  attacked  the  French  wiih  fo  great  bravery,  that  they 
prefcntly  drove  thcni  cjuite  over  the  bridge,  and  out  of  the  place. 

The  enemy  renewed  the  attack  with  a  large  body  of  frefli  troops, 
and  the  Aufti  ians  in  the  town  being  extremely  galled  by  the  command- 
ing fire  of  the  French  artillery,  and  by  that  of  the  inhntry  on  the 
Schlofsberg,  and  being  totally  unfupported  by  their  own  cannon, 
(which,  from  the  nature  of  the  fituation,  could  not  be  made  ufe  oi) 
they  found  it  imprn£licable  to  maintain  the  poft :  they  therefore  aban- 
doned it  a  fecond  time,  and  retired  to  the  heights,  bringing  away  the 
only  piece  of  artillery  that  had  been  employed  in  the  affair. 

The  enemy  contented  themfelves  with  occupying  the  bridge,  and  did 
not  venture  to  fliew  themfelves  on  this  fide  of  the  town. 

The 
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The  lofs  of  the  Auflrians  in  this  aflfair  amounts  to  near  five  hundred 
killed  and  wounded. 

Fiftv  of  the  enemy  were  taken  prifoners,  and  their  lofs  in  killed  and 
woanded  muft  have  been  confiderable. 

,  The  having  been  obliged  to  abandon  the  poft  of  Creutzenach  is  not 
of  any  very  material  confequence,  as  the  army  maintains  exa£tly  the 
fame  Dofition  as  before,  excepting  that  the  part  of  the  line  which  is 
oppoute  that  place  is  thrown  a  licde  back,  in  order  to  occupy  the  mod 
commanding  heights. 

At  the  fame  time  that  the  above-mentioned  affair  happened  at  Creut- 
zenach, General  Kray. attacked  and  defeated  a  corps  of  the  enemy  at 
Lautereck,  and  entirely  cut  to  pieces  and  took  two  whole  battalions* 
The  number  of  prifoners  are  eight  officers,  and  one  hundred  and  fifty 
JDcn.    General  Kray  occupies  Lautereck.

THE  fituation  of  the  Auftrian  armies  on  this  fide  of  the  Rhine  is 
fit  prefent  as  follows,  viz. 

Marflial  Clairfayt's  behind  the  Nahe,  from  Bingen  to  the  heights 
behind  Volckflieim,  (near  Creutzenach)  and  Furfield.  Two  or  three 
battalions  at  Alfentz  and  other  villages  to  the  left  to  keep  up  the  com- 
munication with  General  Kray's  corps,  which  is  at  Lautereck  and  Wolf- 
ilein,  and  has  lately  been  reinforced  by  fome  battalions  from  the  army. 
General  Nauendorf  is  in  march  from  Kayfcrflautem,  which  poft,  and 
thofe  dependent  on  it,  as  Franckenftein,  Nipftedt,  and  Hockfpier,  were 
this  day  occupied  by  a  detachment  of  General  Wurmfur's  army.— Ano- 
ther ftrong  corps  of  that  army  extends  from  Newftadt,  behind  the  Spe« 
ferbach  and  Rechbach,  to  the  Rhine,  occupying  Speier,  &c.

BY  accounts  from  the  Auftrian  army  it  appears,  that  the  enemy's  lofs, 
in  the  battle  of  the  14th  of  November,  amounted  to  about  five  thoufand 
men,  befides  about  feven  hundred  prifoners;  and  that  twenty-two 
pieces  of  cannon,  with  above  one  hundred  ammunition  waggons,  and 
fome  confiderable  magazines  of  different  kinds,  were  taken  by  the 
Auftrians ;  and  other  magazines,  and  numbers  of  ammunition  waggons^ 
deftroyed  by  the  enemy  in  their  retreat.

-  THE  enemy  having  gained  to  their  caufe^many  of  the  French  inha* 
bitants  aad  negroes  in  Grenada,  and  concerted  meafures  for  railing  ai| 
loiiirre^Hon  in  that  colony,  which,  from  the  perfidy  of  the  inhabitants 
alluded  to,  they'wcre  invited  to  attempt,  they  conveyed  to  that  iiland, 
'earltr  in  the  laft  month,  a  quantity  of  arms  and  ammunition,  with  i 
fmml  number  of  troops,  which,  fecretly  joining  themfelves  to  the  con* 
fpurators,  appeared  fuddenly  in  arms. 

Lieutenant  Governor  Home  and  many  other  gentlemen  in  the  country 
were  furprifed  and  made  prifoners.  His  Majefty's  troops  being  em- 
ployed on  many  points,  this  dangerous  revolt  could  not  be  immediately 
1  jpprefled,  though,  from  the  exertions  of  Captain  Rogers,  of  his  Ma* 
jefty's  fhip  the  Quebec,  and  of  the  garrifon  there,  joined  to  the  militia^ 
they  were  kept  in  checque. 

The  unfortunate  death  of  Brigadier  General  Lindfay,  (whom  I  fclit 
to  command  there)  a  few  days  after  his  arrival,  retarded  the  operations 
againft  them.  Upon  the  arrival  of  the  reinforcement,  under  the  coa« 
voy  of  Rear  Admiral  F&rker,  at  Barbadoes,  two  battalions,  with  a  dc* 
tachment  of  royal  artillery,  were  ordered  to  Grenada.  Several  fkirmlfhei 
happened  fince  their  landing,  in  one  of  which,  on  the  loth  inilant/itis 
with  concern  I  have  learned,  that  Captain  Stopford,  of  the  9th  regv* 
ment.  Captain  Hewan,  of  the  25th,  and  Enfi^n  Baiilie,  of  the  29th, 
were  killed,  and  about  twenty  men  killed  and  fixty  wounded,  owing 
entirely  to  their  attempting  the  fide  of  a  fteep  mountain,  defended  with 
abbatis. 

Brigadier  General  Nicolls,  whom  I  have  fent  to  command  there,  will, 
I  am  latisfied,  make  every  exertion  to  fubdue  this  enemy ;  and  I  truft 
foon  to  receive  good  accounts  from  him. 

I  am  farry  to  add,  that  the  enemy  has  committed  many  adls  of  bar- 
barity. 

In  St.  Vincent  the  Charibbs,  inftigated  by  the  French,  and  joined  by 
iBoi^  of  the  French  inhabitants,  feized  a  favourable  time,  moft  treache- 

roudyi 
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tooArf  to  atttck  the  Englifli  inbabitants  of  that  eoloirf.  The  afts  of 
cruelly  wluch  they  have  committed  upon  d^encdefi  nsen,  women,  and 
^dren,  are  beyond  description,  and  burning  eveiy  piaocadoa  in  thdr 
power. 

Fortunately^  by  General  Seton*8  ezerrions  and  Aat  of  tibe  navy  under 
Captain  Skinner  of  the  Zebra,  with  the  fpirited  behaviour  of  thegtf-^ 
rifon  and  inhabitants,  they  were  beaten  from  a  pofi  they  occupied  tmr 
Kingston,  with  the  lofs  or  their  diief;  and  the  arrival  or  the  40th  rcp» 
nent  has  enabled  the  governor  a^in  to  attack  them,  which  be  did  on 
Ae  xoth  inftant,  and  fbcceeded  m  driving  them  from  thrir  pofitioni 
with  cbnfiderable  lofs  on  their  fide,  and  but  fmatl  upon  our^t.*

at  Sottffriere.    He  was  attacked  by  the  enemy  ^pon  hu  ncuuth  on 

aoth  infbnt,  who  had  formed  an  ambufcade.  The  flank  companies  of 
the  9tb  regiment,  and  the  black  corps  under  Captain  Malcolm,  were  the 
troops  engaged.  The  enemy;  after  a  fevere  conflift,  were  driven  bade, 
Captain  Malcolm  and  Captain  Nelbitt  of  the  9th  were  wounded,  after 
behaving  in  the  moft'  gallant  manner.  The  troops  continued  thdr 
march  upon  Souffriere,  near  to  which,  upon  the  mountainous  ground,  / 
eur  attack  was  made  on  the  22d  inflant,  by  Brigadier  General  Stewart, 
and,  notwithftanding  there  appears  to .  have  been  the  greateft  exertions 
made  by  his  Majefty's  forces,  they  were  unfuccefsful  in  their  objeft* 
Both  fides  appear  to  have  fuffered  confiderably ;  but,  as  I  have  not  yet 
received  any  account  from  Brigadier  General  Stewart,  I  cannot  be  ac- 
curate. I  have,  however,  reafon  to  believe,  that  oUr  killed  and  wound*

I  WAS  in  great  hopes,  every  day  ever  iince  the  arrival  of  the  two 
regiments  under  Colonel  Campbell,  to  have  announced  to  you  the  total 
fubjugation  of  the  French  and  rebels  in  thislfland  ;  but  fuch  vaft  quan- 
tities of  rain  have  conftantly  been  falling  until  yefterday  morning,  as  to 
preclude  the  poffibility  of  carrying  on  any  military  operations  in  the 
mountainous  part  of  this  ifland.  It  having  been  judged  abfoluteiy  ne- 
ceflary  to  alTault  the  enemy's  camp  the  firft  favourable  moment ;  and 
willing  to  give  every  affiftance  in  my  power,  from  the  navy,  to  infure, 
if  poiSble,  fuccefs.  Captain  Watkins,  of  the  Refource,  became  a  wil- 
ling volunteer  on  the  occafion.  A  corps  of  150  men  was  fele6led  by 
him  from  the  Refource,  and  volunteers  from  the  tranfports,  with  whom 
Captain  Browell  ferved  as  a  volunteer.  Inclofed  I  fend  you  Captain 
Watkins's  letter,  to  which  I  beg  leave  to  refer  you  for  the  particulars  of 
our  misfortune.  I  have  not  yet  fcen  a  return  from  the  army,  though  I 
"underftand  the  lofs  amounts  to,  in  killed  and  wounded,  100.  Every 
tongue  is  loud  in  praife  of  the  gallant  conduft  of  Captain  Watkins  in 
this  unfortunate  affair  ;  and  I  want  words  to  exprefs  a  juft  fenfe  of  my 
obligations  to  him  for  the  great  zeal  and  exertion  he  has  fo  eminently 
difplayed  ever  (Ince  his  arrival  here. — Captain  Browell's  behaviour  has 
been  highly  meritorious,  and  the  fervice  is  much  indebted  to  his  exer* 
tions  and  example*  I  beg  leave  to  aiTure  you  no  relaxation  of  exertions 
with  the  navy  will  take  place.

I  BEG  to  acquaint  you,  that  I  havejufl  arrived  at  this  place  (for  the 
purpofe  of  returning  their  boats  to  the  tranfports)  from  Vieuxl^ort, 
which  town  and  its  vicinity,  I  have  the  fatisfadlion  to  inform  you,  the 
enemy  abandoned  the  day  before  yefterday,  and  which  was  immediately 
taken  poffei&on  of  by  Brigadier-general  Stewart  and  his  Majefty'i 
troops.  I  forthwith  gof  under  weigh  from  the  place  where  we  had  di( 
embarked  the  troops,  and  came  to  an  anchor  off  the  town  of  Vieox 
Fort,  where  I  found  an  empty  French  Qpop  and  fchooner,  and  an  Ame- 
rican brig,  partly  loaded  with  produce. 

My  flay  at  Vieux  Fort,  after  the  capture  of  the  place,  was  not  fuffi- 
cient  to  enable  me  to  trnnimit  to  you  an  account  of  the  floret  and  aih^ 
munition  found  there  ;  but  I  underfland  that  theie  was  in  the  church 
and  other  Jar^e  buildings  a  confiderable  quantity  of  provifions  and  feme 
produce.  I  have  the  pleafure  to  inform  you,  that  yefterday-,  in  my 
way  here,  I  had  the  good  fortune  to  capture  a  finall  privateer,  which, 
for  the  prefent,  I  ule  for  a  tender.  1  am  now  getting  under  weigh  to 
return  to  Vieux  Fort,  for  the  purpofe  of  co-operating  with  the  Briga- 
dier-general in  his  future  plans ;  and  I  hope  v^ry  fliortiy  to  be  able  to 
inform  you  that  Souffriere,  which  is  the  principal  pofl  of  the  enemy,  is 
once  more  reduced  to  his  Majeily's  authority,  and  that  peace  and  tran- 
quillity are  again  reflorcd  to  this  colony.

copy  of  a  letter  from  Captain  Sawyer,  received  this  morning,  giving  an 
account  of  our  having  failed  in  the  expedition  againfl^  Souffriere,  and 
that  General  Stewart  was  returning  to  Vieux  Fort.    We  have  no  other 
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account  than  Captain  Sawyei's  letter,  which  was  brought  by  Lieutenant

IT  18  with  n)uch  concern  I  relate  to  you  that  the  enemy,  with  a  force 
infinitely  iiiperior  to  any  Brigadier-general  Stewart  imagined  they  could 
colle6t,  attacked  the  tr«ops  under  his  command  yeiterday,  on  their, 
inarch  to  Souffriere,  and,  after  an  engagement  which  lafted  feven  hourn^ 
compelled  them  to  retreat  to  this  place.  I  am  forry  to  obferve  our  lofs 
has  been  very  confiderable. 

We  are  now  embarking  the  troops  with  which  the  General  propofes 
to  return  to  Vieux  Fort,  which  place  he  thinks  his  prclent  force  equal  to 
maintain. 

As  negroes  could  not  be  procured  to  drag  the  cannon,  the  General 
applied  to  me  for  mt'n  to  affift  the  foldiers  in  that  fatiguing  duty.  1  ac- 
cordingly fent  Lieutenant  Barrett  on  fhore  with  twenty  feamen  and  ten 
marines,  for  that  purpofe.  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  inform  you.  Sir,  that 
the  General  exprelles,  in  the  ftrongeft  terms,  his  approbation  of  Lieu- 
tenant Barrett's  condu6t  in  this  inflance,  as  alfo  that  of  the  feamen  and 
marines  under  his  command.

Extran  of  a  Letter  from  Governor  Seton  to  Sir  John  Vaughan, 

dated  St.  Vincent' s^  May  8,   1 7 95. 

THE  enemy  having  appeared  yefterday  on  the  height  above  Callia- 
<|ua,  to  the  number  of  feven  qv  eight  'hundred,  I  requcfted  Captain 
Carpenter,  with  his  Majefly's  Ihip  Alarm,  to  move  round  to  Calliaqna 
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Bay,  which  he  immediately  complied  with.  They  had  fcnl  two  infutt* 
ing  meflages  to  Captain  Molci'worth,  who  commanded  the  party  there, 
recJXliring  nim.  to  furrender  at  difcretion.  Being  informed  that  they 
had,  within  thefe  ftV  day?,  been  confiderably  remforced  frort  Goada- 
loupc,  and  fufpedting,  from  their  number  and  apparent  confidence,  that 
feme  attempt  would  be  made  againft  the  town  of  Ktngfton,  I  fent  a 
party,  under  Captain  Hall,  of  the  46th  regiment,  confiding  of  one 
i'ubaltern  and  thirty-three  rank  and  file  of  that  regiment,  forty  militia, 
and  forty  of  the  corps  of  rangers,  with  five  of  the  royal  artillery,  and 
a  fourteen  pound  fiel,d-piece,  to  take  pofTefiion  of  DorfetfliireHiii 
Vefterday  forenoon.  About  one  o'clock  this  morning  they  were  attacked 
by  a  body  of  about  300  French  and  Charibs :  our  party  made  a  vigo- 
rous refiiiance,  but,  owing  to  the  enemy '«  great  fuperiority  in  oum- 
bers,  they  were  obliged  to  retreat  to  the  poll  on  Sion  Hill,  leaving  the 
field-piece  fpiked.  Knowing  that  the  town  mufl  be  inevitably  deflroyed 
by  the  enemy  if  they  kept  poifefSon  of  that  hill,  I  thought  it  neceflbry 
to  ufe  every  exertion  to  diilodge  them,  and  concluding  that  no  time 
was  to  be  lofl  in  attempting  it,  I  immediately  detached  fixty  raqjc  and 
file  of  the  46th  regiment,  under  the  command  of  Captain  Forfterj  100 
of  the  corps  of  rangers,  and  forty  militia,  the  whole  under  the  com- 
mand of  Lieutenant-colonel  Seton  of  the  rangers,  to  attack  the  enemy 
at  day-break.  They  had,  with  great  dextenty,  found  means  to  dear 
the  field-piece  of  the  fpike  during  the  fliprt  time  thev  had  it  in  their 
poffeilion,  and  had  been  joined  by  upwards  of  100  French  and  Cha* 
ribs  immediately  after  Captain  Hall's  party  retreated :  our  troops  at- 
tacked them  with  great  fpirit  at  the  time  appointed  ;  and  though  they 
were  unexpectedly  annoyed  by  federal  difcharges  of  grape-ihot  from  thi 
ficlcl. piece,  and,  notwithftanding  the  enemy  were  in  fuch  force,  in  lefsthan 
half  an  hour  they  retook  the  fivld-piece,  and  got  complete  poflbirion  of  the 
hill,  the  enemy  ii)ing  on  all  lides.  In  the  two  attacks  there  were  three 
privates  of  the  royal  artillery  wounded,  three  rank  and  file  of  the  46th 
regiment  killed,  nine  rank  and  file  wounded  ;  Captain  Forfter  and  En- 
lign  Lee  (lightly  wounded  ;  three  privates  of  the  militia  killed;  Captain 
Kofs  and  twelve  rank  and  file  wounded.  Of  the  enemy,  twenty-three 
Frenchmen  and  nineteen  Charibs  were  found  dead  on  the  hill,  and  two 
Frenchmen  and  two  Charibs  taken  prifoners ;  but  it  is  believed  their 
lofs  in  all  was  twice  that  number,  as  many  of  them  were  feen  at  feme 
diftance' carry  in  tj  off  in  hammocks  after  the  attack.

IT  is  with  infinite  concern  I  acquaint  you,  tliat  Brigadier-general 
Stewart  was  under  the  neceflity  of  evacuating  the  ifland  of  St.  Lucia,  on 
the  19th  inflant. 

The  natural  Ibength  of  Morne  Fortune  had  encouraged  me  to  hope, 
fhat  I  jfbpuid  be  able  to  maintain  that  poft  until  thearrivalof  a  reinforce- 
ment; but  by  the  capture  of  Pigeon  Ifland,  when  leaft  expected,  and 
the  fubfequent  lofs  of  the  Vigie  on  the  17th  inftant;  on  which  alone 
depended  our  uninterrupted  communication  with  the  Carenage,  this 
evacuation  was  judged  abfolutely  unavoidable.  It  accordingly  took  place 
on  the  evening  of  the  iSth^  and  was  happily  efte6ted  undifcovered  by 
the  enemy.

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We  are  indebted  to  the  great  afliduity  and  uncommon  exertions  of 
Captain  Barrett,  of  his  Majefty's  fliip  Experiment,  that  the  garrifoa 
was  brought  oflf  with  the  lols  of  only  a  few  fick,  who  were  unavoidably 
left  behind. 

I  have  the  honour  to  forward  .you  by  this  opportunity  fome  letters 
and  papers,  which  will  give  you  a  full  account  of  the  fuccefs  that  has 
fo  happily  attended  his  Majefly's  arms  in  the  ifland  of  Dominique. 

The  whole  body  of  the  enemy,  amounting  to  400,  having  <fonfcntcd 
to  become  priloners  of  war,  has  relieved  us  from  the  anxiety  we  wsre 
under  for  the  fate  of  that  ifland.

General  the  Hcnourable  Sir  John  Vaugharij  dated  Prince  Ru' 
fcrt's^  June  22y  ^795. 

I  HAVE  the  pleafure  to  inform  your  Excellency,  that  Captain  Bathe, 
bavin t^  made  a  moft  judicious  difpofition  of  his  detachment,  fo  as  nearly 
to  funound  the  enemy  in  both  their  encampments ;  on  the  17th  inftant 
the  fii  ft  cncampajent  ient  jn  a  flag,  requefting  liberty  to  lay  down  their 
arms,  which  Captain  Bathe  aflcnted  to.  The  conditions  have  not  bcea 
as  yet  reported  to  me. — Captain  Bathe,  on  the  19th  inftant,  fent  aflag  to 
.  the  fecond  encampment,  oifcring  tKe  fame  terms  that  had  been  granted 
to  the  firft,  which  they  immediately  fubmitted  to. — I  have  now  twenty- 
fivje  oflScers  prifoncrs  here  ;  two  they  call  generals,  and  249  rank  and 
file.  I  am  informed  that  Captain  Bathe,  who  is  ftill  in  camp,  has  feventy- 
nine  more  with  him.  There  are  a  number  of  them  dilperfed  in  two's 
and  three's  in  the  woods,  that  the  Fnelifli  negroes  are  in  purfuit  of,  and 
are  hourly  bringing  fome  in.  1  am  fending  out  fmall  parties  of  militia 
<who  have  behaved  uncomnibnly  well)  to  the  different  parifhes,  in  or- 
der to  root  them  out  entirely,  and  hope  very  foon  to  have  to  report  to 
your  Excellency,  that  there  is  not  a  brigand  in  the  ifland. 


Extrafi  of  a  Letter  from  Lieut enant-Colonel  Madden^  io  General 
Sir  "John  Vaiighany  dated  Prince  Rupert* Sy  jfune  27,  1795* 

I  HAVE  the  pleafure  to  inform  your  Excellency,  that  the  invafioa 
rf  and  the  rebellion  in  this  ifland  is  now  entirely  fettled,  every  French- 
n-.;in  that  landed  bcinij:  either  killed  or  taken  prifoner,  and  the  inhabitants 
of  the  rebellious  parilhes  lent  priloners  to  Rofeau,  there  to  be  difpofed 
of  by  the  governor. 

The  enemy  made  a  third  and  a  fourth  expedition  againft  this  part  of 
the  ifland,  but  perceiving  that  we  were  prepared  to  give  them  a  proper 
reception,  they  returned  to  Marie  Gahmte,  firing  a  gun  and  fhewing 
imtionai  colours.

Grenada;  the  white  French  people,  who  had  joined  the  brigands,  were 
daSXf  fiUTcndering  themfelves  at  the  Britifh  out-pofts ;  that  in  the  wind- 
ward part  of  the  liland  mod-  of  the  negroes  had  returned  to  their  edates, 
and  on  fome  were  making  fugar  •  that  a  party  of  the  brigands,  condlting 
of  picked  men,  with  their  chief,  Fedon,  at  their  head,  had  been  routed 
with  confiderable  flaughter  by  a  detachment  of  his  Majefty's  troops 
tinder  the  command  of  Lieutenant  Hinnuber,  of  the  68th  regiment. 
In  this  action  Lieutenant  Darling,  of  the  9th  regiment,  and  four  pri« 
vates,  were  flightly  wounded. 

By  a  letter  from  Lieutenant-colonel  Leighton  to  General  Sir  Joha 
Vaughan,  dated  St.  Vincent's,  the  23d  of  June,  it  appears,  that  on  the 
12th  of  that  month  the  enemy's  poft  on  the  Vigie  had  been  carried  by 
a&ult,  and  that  the  commandant  was  wounded  and  taken.  The  enen^y 
are  faid  to  have  loft  in  this  affair  ^50  men.  The  lofs  of  the  Brittili  con- 
lifted  of 

Killed — Captain  Piguet,  of  the  60th  regiment,  and  nine  privates. 

Wounded — Captains  Law  and  Forfter,  of  the  i6th  regiment;  Lieute* 
nant  Tonfon,  ot  the  6oth,  one  ferjeant, '  and  forty -fix  privates. 

It  is  further  ftated,  that  very  few  of  the  French  who  had  taken  part 
with  the  Charibs,  were  left  throughout  the  iflnnd ;  and  that  Lieutenant* 
colonel  Leighton,  after  this  fuccefs,  had  advanced  into  the  Chahb 
country,  and  taken  poft  on  Mount  Young.

Leigk,  dated  Kingjlon^  St.  Vincent^y  Oil.  3,  1795. 
Sir, 

I  HAVE  the  honoor  to  report  to  yotir -Excellency,  that  finding  thii 
town  extremely  ftraightened  by  the  enemy  having  poiTeffion  of  the  Vi- 
gie,  1  judged  it  expedient  to  drive  them  from  ir,  as  the  only  me^Mto 
TtY\txt  it.  I  informed  myfeif,  from  thofe  beft  acquainted  li^ith  th« 
country,  that  a  height,  called  Fairbane's  Hill,  commanded  the  Vigie; 
upon  this  I  formed  my  plan  of  attack.  The  grenadiers  and  light  iD« 
lantry,  with  four  companies  of  the  40th  regiment,  were  to  gain  the 
hill  on  one  quarter,  while  the  59th  regiment,  fupported  by  two  three- 
pounders,  were  to  force  it  on  another ;  the  whole  marched  9t  three 
o'clock  yeAerday  morning,  fo  as  to  be  at  the  obje<^  by  day^break.  The 
firft  divifion  joined  the  height  early  in  th^  morning  with  confiderable  lois; 
^  tiie  59th  regiment  was  early  within  ^(xy  paces  or  the  enemy,  gndintj^ 
ieveral  attempts  to  gain  the  poft,  but  the  natural  ilrength  of  the  ground, 
and  the  heavy  rain  that  unluckily  fell  at  day-break,  rendered  |he  place 
inaccelfible. 

The  troops  having  been  expofed  the  whole  of  the  day  to  great  fa- 
tigues, and  the  weather  being  very  unfavourable  from  violent  fliowers 
during  the  day,  and'  htiving  no  poflibility  of  providing  the  lead  (helter 
for  tl^m,  I  thought  it  moil  advifable  to  return  to  our  former  quarters 
for  the  night.  Having  fufticient  reafon  to  fuppofe  the  enemy  had  d>ap- 
dk)Bcd  their  pofis  during  the  sight,  I  ordered  out  early  this  moraiQg  a 
Urong  detachment  of  St.  Vincent's  Rangers  to  take  poiieiS^n  of  U; 
and  I  have  the  fatisfa6tion  to  inform  your  Excellenc}'',  that  the  Brit^ 
flag  now  difplays  itfelf  there.  We  found  all  the  cannon  and  ammuni- 
tion there  undeftroyed.  Brigadier-general  Meyers,  by  his  able  conduct 
the  whole  day,  afforded  me  the  moil  efTential  fervice ;  and  the  higheft 
praife  is  due  to  this  army,  both  officers  and  men,  for  the  pcrfeverancc, 
difc'pHne,  and  bravery,  they  manifefled  in  fuftaining  an  action  from 
day-break  until  night  in  this  climate.

IT  is  with  extreme  concern  I  report  to  your  Excellency  the  lofs  of 
the  poft  of  Gouyave.  The  enexy  having  attacked  and  carried  by  af- 
faulc,  on  the  night  of  the  15th  inflant,  the  iirong  hill  which  commands 
the  harbour  and  town,  Lieutenant* colonel  Schaw  did  not  think  his 
force  (bong  enough  to  recover  it  immediately,  and  the  lower  (ituation 
not  being  tenable^  he  retired  to  this  town  unmoleiled  by  the  enemy,  a 
march  ot  twelve  miles,  and  arrived  here  the  next  morning  about  i^ioe 
o^clock.  His  return,  which  is  inclofed,  will  (liew  the  loCs  of  the  68th 
regiment.  The  ajth  regiment  had  fifty-five  fick  there,  with  three  fub- 
altems. ,  One  fubaltem,  Lieutenant  Aflie,  and  iixteen  of  whom  were 
able  to  march  with  Lieutenant-colonel  Schawls  detachment,  are  here ; 
the  reft  have  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy. 


Copy  of  a  Letter  from  Lieutenant-Colonel  Schaw^  of  the  iAth  Re^ 
gitnenty  to  Brigadier -General  Nicholls  ^  dated  St.  George*  s,  Odo-^ 
beriT,  1795. 

Sir, 

IN  obedience  to  your  dcfire  I  fhould  have  earlier  given  you  an  ac- 
count of  the  particulars  which  obliged  me  to  evacuate  the  poft  of

Goupve,  but  waited  to  laiccrtain  our  lofs,  which  I  find  to  be  two  fcf* 
jeants  and  thirt)'-four  rank  and  file  milling,  with  one  lieutenant  (Can*) 
iuppofed  to  be  mortally  wounded. 

The  infurgents  attacked  a  ftrong  piquet  confiding  of  a  captain,  \vf^ 
fubalterns,  four  ferjeants,  and  fixty  rank  and  file,  polled  on  the  hill 
commanding  the  town  of  Gouyavej  one  fubaltern  of  which^  with 
twenty  men,  were  detached  along  the  ridge  running  weft  about  200 
jrards  from  Captain  Hamilton's  poS,  in  order  to  prevent  their  approach 
from  coming  up  a  valley  in  their  front,  which  had  the  defired  effe6^, 
as  Enfign  Connor,  of  the  68th  regiment,  a  very  fleady  and  brave  officer, 
checked  a  colunui,  intended  againft  him,  by  the  vigilance  and  fire  of 
bis  advanced  fentries.  The  column  then  (as  he  fuppoies)  dirrded 
their  route  towards  the  Captain's  poft,  as  a  hot  firing  loon  after  com- 
menced there,  during  a  very  heavy  fhower  of  raiftt.  This  circumftance 
induced  Enfign  Connor  to  march  to  the  fupport  of  that  poft  ^  but  on 
his  arrival  fell  in  with  Cnptain  Hamilton,  who  told  him  he  had  beat 
furrounded  with  a  very  fuperior  body  of  the  enemy,  which  had  pene- 
trated and  driven  his  party  from  the  works ;  and  that  Lieutenant  Carr, 
vith  feveral  of  his  men,  were  badly  wounded  ;  all  whk:b  ciKumftaoces 
were  confirmed  to  me  by  the  arrival  of  Captain  Hamilton  at  Gouyave 
Houfe,  who  n^ade  me  a  fimilar  report.  During  this  tranfa^ion  a  report 
prevailed  that  the  infurgents  were  advancing  from  our  rear,  and  the 
part  of  our  works  below ;  and  I  was  confirmed  in  it  by  filing  being 
heard  from  the  latter  mentioned  place. 

This  prevented  me  from  calling  up  Colonel  Webfter's  black  corps, 
who  had  the  defence,  of  the  town  arid  the  protection  of  the  hofpitaF; 
as  alfo  Captain  Angus's  black  corps,  who  had  been  pofted  to  defend 
the  fugar  works,  (and,  as  I  had  been  informed,  had  perceived  an  enemy 
approaching)  to  make  an  attempt  to  recover  the  hill  again.  An  attempt, 
however,  was  made  by  all  the  men  I  could  miifler  of  the  68th  regiment, 
but  they  v/ere  not  able  to  advance  further  than  the  poft  already  men- 
tioned, on  the  left  of  the  ridr/e,  which  was  gained  with  great  ditiiculty, 
from  the  very  fleep  and  llippery  ftate  occafioned  by  the  conftant  rains; 
and  finding  the  enemy  fo  fuperior  in  numbers,  and  in  polTeffion  of  a 
field-piece,  from  which  they  fired  grape,  as  to  make  it  too  hazardous, 
and  no  probability  of  fucccfs. 

It  was  then  the  general  fenfe  of  the  officers  under  my  command, 
whofe  opinions  I  feverally  took,  to  retreat  to  Sauteur,  but  that  after- 
wards being  found  impradicable,  it  was  refolved  to  march  to  St. 
George's. 

This,  Sir,  is  a  detail  of  farts,  as  nearly  as  I  can  ftate  to  you,  of  this 
unfortunate  bulinefs,  but  whi(  h,  however  to  be  lamented,  will  not,  I 
truft,  appear  to  yon  either  to  have  proceeded  from  any  want  of  vigi- 
lance or  negledt  of  duty  on  my  fide,

*  I  AM  this  moment  honoured  with  your  letter  of  this  date,  in  anfwer 
to  which  I  beg  leave  to  fiate,  that  I  joined  the  guard  on  Gouyave-hill 
"after  dark  on  the  nt^ht  of  the  ijthinftant,  and,  on  inquiry,  found  i€ 

^'confided  of  one  ferjeant^  two  corporals,  and  thirty- eight  men,  of 
\Krbich  eleven  were  blacks.  I  then  detached  one  corporal  and  three  Bri- 
tiih  foldiers  to  a  path  pointed  out  by  Captain  Pinuber,  to  Colonel 
Schaw,  with  orders,  that  fliould  the  enemy  approach  that  way  to  give 

.^Ihcoi  their  fire,  and  then  retire  to  the  huts,  and  alarm  the  men  there» 
and  immediately  to  join  Colonel  Sch^w  at  the  houfe,  it  being  impofiible 
.for  them  to  rejoin  me,  frona  the  nature  of  the  ground.  This  left 
'me  witli  one  ferjeant,  one  corporal,  and  thirty-five  men,  including  the 
Jblaoks.

..formed  me,  he  had  found  them  perfe&ly  alert :  in  about  five  minutes 
rafter  ^hidi  we  h^rd  one  of  them  filre,  on  which  we  immediately  turned 
out,  and  had  time  to  fire  from  four  to  five  rounds  per  man  previous  to 
iihe  cnemy'^s  getting  up  to  the  breaft-vvork,  after  which  we  difputed  it 
with  our  bayonets,  tintil  overpowered  by  numbers.  5ome  confufion 
took  place  among  the  gunner5>  which  prevented  them  from  firing  the

.t>r  that  of  the  enemy,  I  cannot  take  upon  me  to  fay  what  it  may  have 

•beeo^  as  the  night  was  fo  dark  as  to  prevent  me  from  feeng;  neither 
<can  I  attempt  to  fay  what  was  their  (Irength.     Before  Lieutenant  Carr 

.iSind  I  quitted  the  poft,  there  appeared  to  be  at  leafi  100  of  the  enemy 
within  the  breafl-work,  and,  from  the  noife  without,  they  feemed  to  be 
iadvancing  in  great  force.    I  am  inclined  to  think  their  lofs  muft  have

HEREWITH  I  have  the  honour  to  inclofe  to  your  Excellency  a  letter 
from  Brigadier  general  Stewarr,  with  a  lift  of  the  killed,  wounded,  and 
miffing,  m  the  unfortunate  adion  of  the  8th  inftant. 

I  have  made  the  beft  arrangement  I  could  think  for  the  fafctjr  of 
Fort  Charlotte  and  the  protedion  of  the  town;  to  efFe6^  whichl  was 
tinder  the  neceffity  of  evacuating  the  new  Vigie,  perceiving  the  enemy** 
intention  of  cutting  off  our  communication  with  it. 

I  alfo  judged  it  prudent  to  withdraw  the  party  from  Morne  Rondc, 
fo  that  my  whole  force  is  now  concentered  at  the  pofts  of  .Dorfctfliirc- 
Hill,  Millar's  Bridge,  Lion-Hill,  Cane-Garden,  Keane's  Houfe,  Kingf- 
ton,  and  Fort  Charlotte.  I  muft,  however,  obferve,  that  the  very  hsSd 
duty  the  men  and  officers  are  obliged  to  do  at  prefent  cannot  be  fup- 
ported  for  any  length  of  time ;  and  if  fome  reinforcement  is  not  fent,  V 
much  fear  that  I  flhall  be  under  the  neceffity  of  retiring  with  the  troops 
into  Fort  Charlotte,  which  is  a  poft,  in*  my  opinion,  not  to  be  taken  by 
all  the  force  the  enemy  can  bring  againft  it.

Xktfafl  of  a  Letter  from  Bn^adier-Gcncral  Stewart  to  Major » 
General  Hunter^  dated  Kingji on ^  Jdn.  13,  1796» 

ABOUT  three  o'clock  of  the  morning  0/  the  8th  inftant  the  enemy 
made  an  attack  on  our  lel't,  where  we  had  a  three-pounder  and  a  co- . 
horn  placed  upon  a  tongne  of  land,  which  ran  out  about  iifty  yards, 
thought,  fnom  die  fteepnefs  on- each  fide,  to  be  almoft  inacceffible.  Oa 
the  firft  fhoi  I  immediately  ran  out  as  faft  as  the  darknefs  would  per- 
iTiit  me,  and  was  met  by  Major  Harcourt,  field  officer  of  the  day.  I 
fjund  the  men  all  paraded,  and  Brigadier-geneial  Strult,  who  had  juft 
tlicn  received  a  wound  in  his  face,  exerting  himfelf  much  with  the  $4^^.' 
regiment.  I  ftill  proceeded  to  the  left,  but  from  the  darknefs  could 
not  diflinguifh  the  enemy  from  our  own  foldiers  (about  this  time  a 
French  officer  had  got  over  our  works,  and  was  taken  prifoner) ;  and 
not  being  yet  certain  whether  the  enemy  had  taken  polTemon  of  the  bat- 
tery to  the  left,  I  diredled  Major  Harcourt  to  reinforce  .that  poft  with 
the  piquet  of  the  40th ;  but  before  this  could  be  done,  I  had  too 
much  reaion  to  believe  it  was  taken,  and  immediately  difpatched  a  mef- 
fenger  to  Lieutenant-colonel  Graham  to  bring  up  the  whole  or  part  of 
the  fccond  Weft  India  regiment;  but  before  the  meflenger  had  got 
many  yards,  a  firing  was  heard  on  the  right  from  the  enemy,  and  all 
along  the  front.  In  this  fituation  I  left  Captain  Harrifon,  of  the  light 
company  of  the  54th  regiment,  moft  a£tively  employed  in  ufing  evciy 
exertion  to  keep  the  men  to  their  duty,  and  was  proceeding  to  the  rights 
by  the  46th  regiment,  to  know  what'was  doing  there ;  but  I  had  fcarcft 
reached  this  regiment,  when  I  heard  the  battery  I  had  left  was  taken. 
I  inftantly  turned  about,  directing  Major  Harcourt,  with  all  the  men  of 
the  40th  he  could  colleA,  to  follow  me  and  retake  die  battery.  I  again 
jnct  fifigadier-generai  Strutt  between  Ibme  men,  who  informed  mc  hii 
les  was  fliattered,  and  Captain  Harrifon  fliot  through  the  ihoulder.  { 
ftfll  puilied  forward,  ufing  my  befl  endeavours,  with  other  officers,  tp 
animate  the  men  to  their  duty,  many  of  whom,  at  that  moment,  were 
killed  and  wounded.  At  this  time  the  troops  in  the  front  and  on  the 
right  of  the  line  gave  way,  and  the  enemy  took  poiTeffion  of  the  re- 
maining battery.  Jn  this  dilempa  nothing  but  a  retreat  could  bo 
thought  of. 

We  rcachetl  Biabou  with  incpfifidepbl^  lofs.  The  enem^  bung  on 
our  rear  and  right ;  but,  from  the  judicious  attention  of  Lieutenant** 
colonel  Fuller,  (who  on  every  ocpafion  afforded  me  the  moft  ready  af* 
fiftanre)  and  Lieutenant-colonel  Graham,  they  were  kept  off. 

Biabou  being  upwards  of  twelve  miles  from  Kingftoii,  without  pr^- 
Tifion,  and.  little  ammunition,  it  appeared  by  no  mea,ns  prudent  to  take 
poft  here;  I  therefore,  as  foon  as  the  nien  had  got  fom^^ little  reft,  and 
|t  became  dark,  aftef  having  Q^xler^d  i^res  to  be^  kindl^d^  refumed  our 
inarch  towards  Kingfton  unmolefted. 

.  Permit  me,  before  I  conclude,  to  exprcfs  thp  h^avy  lofs  I  fuftaincd 
ID  the  want  of  the  able  ailiftance  of  Brigadier-general  Strutt,  who  was 
feverely  wounded  foon  after  the  comm^^ncen^ent  of  the  attack,  as  ^eli 
^  that  of  Major  Harcourt,  and  other  brave  officers  fpecified  in  the  re« 
(urn  ^  our  lofs,  which  I  have  the  honour  to  leud  with  this.

Three  weeks  having  elapfed  without  any  apparent  intention,  on  the 
part  of  the  Maroons,  to  fulfil  the  treaty,  1  ordered  the  Hon,  Major- 
general  Walpole  to  move  forward,  on  the  14th  inftant,  with  a  flrong 
column  of  regular  troops. 

He  had  only  advanced  fome  yards  when  a  melTage  was  delivered 
Jrom  the  Maroon  chief,  begging  that  no  further  hoillie  flep  fliould  be 
pktn. 

As  we  had  experienced  much  duplicity  and  evaiion,  it  was  judged 
f  xpedient  to  move  flowly  on,  and  the  line  of  march  was  fo  arranged  as 
to  give  the  Maroons  an  opportunity  of  coming  jo  with  fafety.  Tbia 
}iad  the  deiired  effect.  The  Maroons,  to  the  number  of  500,  fur- 
tendered  themfelves,  and  were  conduced  within  our  pofts.  inchidii^ 
^ofe  whom  I  had  formerly  fecured,  I  have  in  my  poiFdlion  near  600. 
•  Thirty  Maroon  meni  and  100  women  and  children,  Hill  remara.  out^ 
^f  this  numiber  feveral  men  are  feverely  wounded,  and  others  lick,  I  do 
not  compute  the  ei!^6tive  Maroon  warriors  nmv  in  rebellion  to  exceed 
$cmrfeen,  and  thefe  are  -afraid  to  conne  in,  from  a  confcionfnefs  of  their 
'icrimes. 

The  Maroon  rebellion,  I  think,  is  drawing  to  a  clofe ;  and  a  fabftan* 
•ti'al  proof  of  my  aflertion  is,  that  public  credit,  %v4iich  was  deftroyed 
i>y  this  revolt,  is  now  completely  refiored.  The  general  opinion  is, 
that  property  has  acquired  a  degree  of -focurity,  which  it  never  hereto- 
'fore  nad  in  this  ifland. 

ifis  Majefty's  forces,  "regulars  and  militia,  have  fought  the  rebels  in 
>tK)rethaft 'twenty  a^bidns.  They  have  been  impelled  by  one  fcntiment^ 
•that  of  crufhing  ia  moft  daring,  unprovoked,  and  ungrateful  rebel  lion. 

I  (hould  indeed  find  it  a  moft  arduous  ta(k  to  detail  individual 'merit* 
The  efforts  of  the  whole  community  have  been  directed  to  fliew  their  at- 
'tachmeht  to  his  Majefty,  and  to  maintain  his  government  and  their  own 
'^apptnefs  againft  all  banditti  whatfoever.  I  muft,  however, vreconvmend 
to  his  Majefty^s  notice  the  Hon.  Major-general  Walpole;  and  I  am 
^roud  to  fay,  that  n>uch  is  owing  to  his  pefrfonal  a£bivity  and  excellent 
conduct.  Ourfuccefs,  though  great,  is  not  without  its  alloy.  The  Ma- 
roon rebels,  like  other  rebels,  have  found  it  eafier  to  raifc  rebellion  than 
to  quell  it.  Runaway  Haves  are  ftili  in  the  woods,  to  the  number  of 
nearly  150,  ill  armed,  and  with  very  little  ammunition.  Their  reduc- 
tion may  take  fome  thne,  and  create  further  expence  and  uneafinefs  ta 
the  country;  but  they  merit  the  lefs  confideration,  as  I  am  happy  to 
^ive  the  moft  unqualified  affurances  of  th^  excellent  and  peaceable  difr 
pofition  of  the  negroe  flave?  throughout  the  iftand  <

and  a  half-inch  howitzer  to  a  ridge  fouth  of  Port  Royal,  and  diftant 
about  looo  yards  ;  a  battery  was  made  in  the  night  by  the  greatex  er- 
tions  of  Brevet  Major  O'Mara,  of  the  38th  regiment,  fo  that  by  day- 
light it  opened  by  the  enemy's  redoubt.  We  law  the  howitzer  difcon- 
ccrt  them  very  much  ;  but  as  it  was  our  objedt  to  clofe  with  them  as 
,foon  as  poffible,  I  had  determined  to  get  on  the  fame  ridge  with  them, 
or  if  I  faw  an  opening,  to  attempt  the  redoubt  by  aflault :  for  this  pur- 
jx>fe,  I  thought  it  neceflaiy  to  try  to  diflodge  fome  ftrong  parties  or  the 
enemy,  which  we  faw  pofted  on  the  heights  on  our  left,  as  if  intending 
to  turn  or  didrefs  that  flank ;  I  accordingly  detached  a  (Irong  black  corps, 
with  fifty  of  the  88th  regiment ;  the  whole  under  Major  Houfton ; 
owing  to  the  difficulty  of  the  ground,  it  was  near  two  hours  before 
they  could  get  near  the  enemy,  when  a  heavy  but  diftant  fire  com- 
menced on  both  iides.  I  had  previoufly  concerted  with  him,  that  in 
cafe  of  attaining  a  particular  point,  which  would  have  covered  our  ap* 
preach  to  Fort  Royal,  he  was  to  make  a  fignal,  on  whidi  the  light  com- 
.  pany  of  the  Buffs,  the  detachments  of  the  8th  and  63d  regiments,  under 
the  command  of  Lieutenant-colonel  Dawfon,  were  to  advance,  while  the 
part  of  the  battalion  of  the  Buffs  that  had  landed  were  to  form  a  re- 
serve, the  whole  under  Brigadier-general  Campbell ;  but  fo  far  from 
diHodging  the  enemy,  I  faw  with  regret  our  black  corps  and  the  88th 
re,gimcnt  retiring,  Major  Houflon  having  tried,  without  fuccefs,  to  ac* 
cpmpliih  the  objed  he  was  fent  on :  this  obliged  me  to  detach  the  8th 
.  regiment  to  fupport  them,  which  it  did  efiedually.  At  this  moment  aa 
alarming  fife  broke  out  in  our  rear,  near  the  place  where  all  the  ftores^ 
we  had  landed  were  depoiited ;  but  by  the  exertions  of  our  people,  un« 

■  dcr  the  orders  of  Lieutenant-colonel  Dyott,  they  were  all  prefcrved. 

In  the  midfl  of  thefe  untoward  circumflances  we  heard  a  firing  from 

■  oar  fhips  of  war  that  lay  at  anchor,  and  were  foon  informed  that  it 
was  at  two  French  fchponers  that  were  making  in^o  Marquis ;  the  truth 
of  this  was  foon  confirmed,  for  we  faw  them  enter  and  anchor.  I  had 
ooe  of  the  fix-pounders  turned  on  them,  as  they  were  well  withia 
reach,  bitf  unluckily  we  never  (Iruck  them.  The  fituatioo  of  affairs 
was  now  fo  critical^  that  an  inflant  was  not  to  be  loft.  I  accordingly 
directed  Brigadier-general  Campbell  to  proceed  to  the  affault,  and  £ 
brought  up  every  thing  in  my  power  to  fupport  him ;  he  therefore  ad- 
vanced with  only  the  Buflfs  and  63d  regiment,  the  8th  having,  as  I  be- 
fore flated,  been  detached  on  another  iervice.  I  ordered  up  half  of 
the  29th  regiment  to  replace  them,  and  half  of  the  9th  alfo  to  affift  if 

.  neceffary ;  but  the  29th,  that  I  had  to  bring  from  Grand  Bacoiet, 
though  they  came  as  foon  as  pofiible,  did  not  join  him  till  after  the 
Buffs  had  met  with  a  check,  from  the  advantage  the  enemy  had  pf  the 
ground,  and  from  a  very  galling  fire  to  which  they  were  expofed ;  they, 
however,  foon  formed  again  under  the  cover  of  a  hedge,  and  being 
then  joined  by  the  29th  regiment,  under  Captain  Cfavy,  Brigadier- 

'  general  Campbell  ordered  the  whole  to  advance  to  the  aiTault,  which 
they  did  in  the  moft  determined  manner,  led  by  the  Brigadier  himfelf. 
They  foon  gained  the  top  of  the  ridge,  the  enemy  then  ran  towards 
their  redoubt,  and  were  followed  by  our  people,  who  fcrambled  in  at 
the  cmbrafures,  Captain  Clavy,  of  the  29th,  being  the  firft  that  en* 
Ccred.  The  enemy  then  flew  in  the  utmoll  terror  in  all  diredions, 
Xome  throwing  tfaemfelres  down  precipices,  whilft  others  tried  to  efcape 

dowa 


Sown  the  hill,  tliroiigh'brufU  and  oiher  wood;  but  there  whs  fa  heai^r 
a  fire  Vcpt  on  ihetn  Irom  the  top  by  our  people,  that  they  endeavoured 
to  efcapc  along  a  botioin,  where  the  detachment  of  the  light  dragoons, 
iinder  Captain  Black,  and  ihe  St,  George's  troop  of  lighi  cavalry,  under 
W.  Burney,  (that  had  previoutty'  been  formed  under  the  hill  to  profit 
lof  any  opcalioQ  that  offered)  feeing  the  enemy  flying,  niflied  on  them 
through  a  fire  of  grape  froni  the  French  fchooner,  and  cut  down  eveiy 
jnu)  they  faw,  fo  that  verv  few,  if  any,  efcaped  that  had  been  in  Port 
^oyal.  That  pod  wds  chiefly  garrifoned,  as  I  hear,  from  the  few  pri- 
^ners  we  have  taken,  by  the  Sans  Culotte  companies  from  Guadaloupe. 
Wc  have  to  regret  the  lofs  of  fome  gallant  men,  and  of  two  officeis, 
TMajor  Edwards  and  Lieutenant  Williams  of  the  3d,  who  fell  Iradio" 
their  men  on  moit  fpii'iiedly.  Colonel  Oawfon,  at  the  head  of  the  3d, 
Was  wounded  through  the  neck  before  they  got  to  the  bottom  ot  Port 
Hoyal  Hill. — Major  Baillie,  of  the  63d  regiment,  was  then  next  ia 
command  to  Brigadier-Kcn:raL  Campbell,  whole  conduct  the  General 
fcpftrls  to  be  fteady,  collefled,  and  officer-like.  The  command  of  the 
3d  devolved  on  Captain  Blunt,  whofc  light  company,  as  leading  tbe 
ftrft  attack,  fufFered  feverely.  Both  he,  as  oldeft  captain,  and  Lieu le- 
paot  Gardner,  I  beg  leave  to  recommend  to  your  Excellency's  notice 
ttnd  favour.  We  have  taken  but  fix  priloners ;  among  them  are  the  &■ 
.cond  and  third  in  coounand  to  Mr.  JolTev,  who  commands  the  people 
'that  came  from  Guadaloupe.  Inclofcd  is  a  return  of  dur  killed  and 
Voundcd.  Our  iuccefs  at  Port  Royal  has  been  followed  by  the  eracua.! 
'lion  of  Pilot  Hill,  by  the  enemy.

by  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Portland,  one  of  his  Majejifs  principal 
Secretaries  of  State^  from  Major-General  Earl  of  Baharras^ 
dated  Jamaica^  March  26,  1796. 

I  HAVE  the  fati8fa6tion  to  inform  your  Grace  of  the  termination  of 
the  Maroon  war. 

Thirty-fix  Trelawny  Maroons,  and  all  the  runaway  negroes  who  had' 
joined  them  in  rebellioji,  furrendered  their  arms  on  the  17th  and^aifk' 
March." 

The  Maroons  to  windward,  who  had  ftiewn  a  moft  rcfra£tory  alid 
difobedient  Ipirit  fince  the  commencement  of  the  rebellion,  have  made 
their  iubmimon,  and  on  their  knees,  in  the  prefence  of  co-^i.miffioners^; 
have  fwom  allegiance  to  his  Majeiy.     I  fliall,  by  the  packet,  inclofd' 
the  commiffion  and  the  return  upon  it.  ;f  ^ 

The  moft  perfect  internal  tranquillity  is  reftored  to  the  ifland :  the  ' 
Haves  on  every  plantation  are  obedient,  contented,  and  happy. 

Our  operations  againft  the  rebels  have  been  carried  on  with  unremit- 
ting vigour.     In  following  the  enemy  into  their  new  receiTes,  the  troopif  "* 
have  undergone  fatigue  hardly  to  be  credited:  the  laft  column  which *. 
moved  againft  them  were  five  days  without  one  drop  of  water,  excejpt ' 
what  they  found  in  the  wild  pines. 

The  rebels,  worn  out  with  fatigue,    continuaHy  haraflcd  and  dit ' 
turbed  in  every  fettlement,  have  been  conquered  in  a  coulitry  where 
no  European  had  ever  thourfit  of  penetrating. 

The  very  fortunate  clofe  of  this  war  rs  to  be  afcribed  to  th^  aftivitjr 
and  good  conduct  of  Major-general  Walpolc,  and  i  fnufthidthbly  re-' 
commend  him  to  his  Majefty's  fiavour.

I  HAD  the  honour  of  mforming  you,  in  a  fcmner  diftiatch,  that 
the  Dutch  ivere  entrenched  in  a  ftron^  pofidon  at  Myfenbefj^  and  wdl 
fiirniflied  with  cannon^  having,  a  fteep  mountain  on  their  ngfat  and  die 
fea  on  the  left,  difficult  of  approach  on  accoudt  of  ihallow  water,  with 
high  furf  on  the  ihore,  but  which  the  abfolute  neceffity.  of  the  poft 
rendered  It  requifite  that  we  ^ould  pofieft,  and  made  it  obvioiis  to  Ht* 
jor-genend  Craig  and  mjfelf  that  it  ought  to  be  attempted. 
•  For  this  fervice  I  fecretly  prepared  a  gun-boat,  and  armed  the  launches 
•of  the  fleet  with  heavy  cannonades,  landed  two  battalions  of  feameo, 
about  1000,  under  the  command  of  Captains  Hardy  of  the  Echo,  and 
Spranger  of  the  Rattlefnake,  and  fcnt  fhips  frequently  around  the  bay, 
to  prevent  fufpicion  of  an  attack,  when  any  favourable  opportunity 
might  offer. 

On  the  7th  inftant  a  light  breeze  fprung  up  from  the  north^weft,  and 
at  twelve  o'clock  the  pre-concerted  fignal  was  made ;  when  Major- 
gpneral  Craig,  with  his  accudomed  readinefs  and  adtivity,  infiantiy  put 
the  forces  on  fhore  in  motion,  and,  at  the  fame  moment.  Commodore  . 
Blankett,  equally  zealous  in  the  Arperica,  with  the  Stately,  Echo,  and 
Rattlefnake,  got  under  weigh,  whilft  the  gun-boats  and  armed  launches 
preceded  the  march  of  the  troops  about  500  yards,  to  prevent  their 
being  interrupted. 

About  one  o'clock  the  (hips,  being  abreaft  of  an  advanced  poft  of 
two  guns,  fired  a  few  fliot,  which  induced  thofe  in  charge  todepap; 
and,  on  approaching  a  fecbnd  poft  of  one  gun  and  a  royal  mortar  or  . 
howitzer,  the  effect  was  the  fame.  On  proceeding  off  the  camp  the 
confui^on  was  inftantly  manifeft,  although  the  diftance  from  the  fhips 
was  greater  than  could  have  been  wifhed,  but  the  Ihaliownefs  prevented 
a  nearer  approach. 

The  Echo  led,  commanded  by  Captain  Tod  of  the  Monarch,  and 
anchored  in  two  and  a  half  fathoms,  followed  by  the  America,  which 
'  aAchored  in  four  and  a  half,  when  the  Stately  and  Rattlefnake,  anchor- 
ing 
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mg  nearer,  in  proportion  to  their  leiTer  draughts  of  water,  off  the 
enemy's  works,  which  began  to  fire,  and  the  fire  was  returned  by  the 
floops;  but  an  increafe  of  wind  prevented  the  large  fliips  from  ailing 
until  they  had  carried  out  heavy  anchors.  This  duty  was  performed 
by  the  commanders  with  great  coplnefs,  much  to  their  own  honour  and, 
their  country's  credit. 

.  In  a  few  minutes  after  the  fire  opened,  which  obliged  the  Dutch  to 
abandon  their  camp  with  the  utmoft  precipitation,  taking  with  them 
only  two  field-pieces,  and  at  four  o'clock  the  Major-general  took  pof- 
feffion  of  it,  after  a  fatiguing  march  over  heavy  fandy  ground.  To 
him  I  beg  leave  to  refer  for  the  particulars  of  what  was  taken  therein, 
as  the  fea  ran  fo  high  that  no  perfon  from  the  fliips  or  gun-boats  could 
venture  to  land. 

In  tranfmiiting  to  you  the  proceedings  of  the  fleet  under  my  com- 
mand,  1  Ihall  at  all  times  feel  great  fatisfadtion  in  doing  juftice  to  the 
merits  of  the  feveral  oflicers.  To  their  judgment  and  good  conduft  in 
the  prefent  inftance  is  to  be  attributed  the  immediate  luccefs  which  at- 
tended the  attempt ;  it  is  therefore  my  duty  to  recommend  to  his  Ma- 
jefty's  notice  Commodore  Blankert,  Captain  Douglas,  Lieutenant  Tod 
of  the  Monarch,  commanding  the  Echo,  and  Lieutenant  Ramage,  alfo 
of  the  Monarch,  commanding  the  Rattlefnake,  and  Mr.  Charles  Adam, 
of  the  Monarch,  midlhipman,  who  commanded  the  gun-boat.  I  am 
fenfibly  obliged  to  them,  each  individually,  for  their  fteady  and  correA 
difcharge  of  my  orders. 

I  muft  further  beg  leave  to  add,  that  it  is  univerfally  agreed  the  Echo's 
fire  was  fuperiorly  directed  and  ably  kept  up;  and  particular  acknow- 
ledgments are  alfo  due  to  the  officers  and  men,  for  the  general  zeal  and 
atSlivity  which  appeared  in  every  countenance,  of  which  I  was  enabled 
to  judge  with  more  precifion,  as  the  Commodore  obligingly  permitted 
me  to  accompany  him,  and  to  vifit  the  other  (hips  employed  under  his 
dire6tion  upon  this  fervice. 

The  America  had  two  men  killed  and  four  wounded,  and  one  gun 
<)ifabled,  being  ftruck  by  a  fliot ;  the  Stately  one  man  wounded.  Some 
fhot  palled  through  the  (liips,  but  did  not  materially  injure  them. 

I  am  fearful  the  Major-general  will  not  be  able  to  write  by  this  con- 
veyance, a  Genoefe  fhip,  which  intends  touching  at  St.  Helena,  as  he 
is  now  at  Myfenbergh.

Hottilities  beiagf  I 
thus  cRmmenced,  and  as  the  time  approached  when  we  might  rcaiboably 
expeft  the  arrival  of  the  troops  and  ftores  which  had  been  requefled  of 
the  Governor  of  St.  Helena,  it  appeared  to  me  to  be  an  obje«  of  con. 
fcquence  to  difpolTcfs  the  I^tch  forces  of  t))e  poll  which  they  occu|»ed 
at  the  important  pafs  of  Muyzenbcr);,  ns  by  it  we  miKht  perhaps  open 
a  more  ready  coaitnunicaiiou  with  The  country,  at  the  fame  time  tW 
^C  ftiDuId  by  doing  fo  convince  the  inliabitaiits  of  the  reality  of  our  in: ' 
tentions,  of  which  we  knew  they  entertained  doubts.  I  accordingly 
propofed  it  to  Sir  George.  ElphiDnone,  who  imnpediately  agreed  lo  it 
with  that  readinefs  which  has  fo  flrongly  attended  all  the  inflaacei  of 
afliftance  which  I  have  received  from  him.  Sir  George  having  landed  a 
detachment  of  fcaineri,  which  was  formed  into  two  bactaliohs,  we  were 
only  delayed  by  the  want  of  q  proper  wind,  which  noidd  not  pemiit 
the  movement  to  take  place  tili  the  morning  of  the  7th  of  Aiiguft,  when 
Sir  George  havinj^  made  the  fignal  that  it  would  lerve,  the  America 
and  Stately,  with  tiie  Echo  and  Rattlefnake,  got  under  weigh  about 
twelve  o'clock,  and  i  marched  at  the  fame  time  with  t'he  78th  and  au- 
rines,  together  with  the  feamen,  being  in  all  about  1600  men. 
'  The  poft  of  Muyzenberg  being  extremely  llrooff  txi  the  front,  oii^ 
covered  by  a  numerous  field  of  artillery,  againlt  wnich  I  had  not  one 
gnn  to  oppoti;,  our  principal  reliance  was  upon  the  fire  from,  the  fliip*, 
which,  being  properly  difpofed  of  at  the  difierent  ftatiani  affigned  tbaq 
by  Commodore  Blankett,  produced  every  eStd  which  could  be  cxpe£tei(

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irom  it.  The  enemy  were  driven  from  two  twenty-four  poundert^ 
which  were  diredled  towards  the  fea,  and  abandoned  the  poft  before  it 
was  poffiblc  for  us  to  arrive  near  enough  to  profit  by  the  circumilance 
fo  completely  as  we  were  in  hopes  of  doing,  as  they  carried  off  all 
their  artillery,  except  the  two  heavy  guns  above  mentioned,  and  one 
Ibrafs  fix  pounder,  with  two  eight-inch  howitzers. 

The  enemy  having,  however,  taken  poft  on  an  advantageous  ridge 
of  rocky  heights,  very  ftrong,  and  difficult  of  fuccefs,  a  little  beyond 
(he  camp,  the  advanced  guard,  under  the  command  of  Major  Mony- 
penny,  of  the  78th,  fupported  by  the  battalion  of  that  regiment,  at- 
tacked and  drove  them  from  thence  with  the  greateft  fpirit,  although, 
in  addition  to  the  ftrength  of  the  ground,  the  enemy  were  further  pro- 
tected by  cannon  from  die  oppofite  fide  of  the  lagoon,  which  covers 
the  poft  of  Muyzcnberg  towards  the  Cape  Town.  In  this  affair,  which 
terminated  only  with  the  day,  the  activity  and  fpirit  of  the  light  com- 
Npany  of  the  78th,  under  the  command  of  Captain  Campbell,  was  con- 
i'picuoufly  difplayed.  Captain  Scott,  of  the  78th,  was  the  only  officer 
wounded  on  the  occafion. 

The  next  itiorning  the  enemy,  having  drawn  out  their  whole  force 
from  the  Cape  Town,  eight  field  pieces  advanced  to  attack  us,  but 
finding  us  ftrongly  ported,  and  being  themfelves  fired  upon  from  the 
pieces  they  had  left  behind  the  preceding  day,  which  had  been  drilled 
^d  brought  forward  by  the  exertions  of  a  company  of  pikemen  under 
JLieutcnant  Coffin  of  the  Rattlefnake,  they  thought  it  more  prudent  to' 
deiift  from  the  attempt,  and  retired,  after  fome  fkirmifhing,  attended 
with  little  lofs  on  our  tide,  and  only  remarkable  for  the  fteadineis  dif- 
played by  the  ift  battalion  of  feamcn,  commanded  by  Captain  Hardy 
of  the  Echo,  who,  having  crofted  the  water  with  the  marines,  received 
the  enemy's  fire,  without  returning  a  Ihot,  and  manauvred  with  a  re- 
gularity which  would  not  hive  difcreditcd  veteran  troops.  The  ma- 
fines,  under  Major  Hill,  difplayed  an  equal  degree  of  fteady  refolution 
pa  the  occafion. 

On  the  9th  the  Arnifton  arrived  from  St,  Helena,  with  fuch  alBftaoce 
as  Governor  Brooke  had  been  able  to  afford  us.  It  confifted  of  352  rank 
and  file,  with  fbme  field  artillery,  and  a  very  limited  proportion  of  am- 
munition: they  were  directed  to  proceed  immediately  to  camp,  and  the 
boats  of  the  fleet  were  unremittingly  employed  in  forwarding  ftores  and 
provifioDstous;  a  work  in 'which,  from  the  peculiar  difficulty  of  our  fitu- 
^^tioui  and' the  infufficiency  of  our  means,  our  progrefs  was  vtry  llow,an<4 
i&equently  fo  much  interrupted  by  unfavourable  weather,  that  we  could 
hardly  get  a-head  of  our  confuniption.  While  this  ncceflary  bufinefi 
was  going  on,  our  future  operations  became  the  obje<Et  of  my  moil 
earneft  confideration.  On  the  one  hand,  as  the  enemy  appeared  nu- 
.  perous,  and  difpofed  to  an  obftinate  defence,  for  the  which  they  had 
had  ample  time  to  make  the  beft  preparations,  I  could  not  but  be  fen* 
£ble  that  the  force  under  my  command  was,  in  point  of  numbers,  in- 
adequate to  the  attempt  of  reducing  them  ;  and  I  had  little  to  rely  on 
to  counterbalance  the  difparity,  but  the  Ijpirit  of  the  individuals  be- 
longing to  it.

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me  with  the  (hips  that  the  Adnural  might  fend  tb  Table  Bajr,  for  whkii 
the  feafen  wa»  ftill  veir  unftvonrable. 

On  the  other  hand,  though  tbefe  di£SouItiet  were  fufficientlyilifooii* 
raging,  jret  the  arrival  of  (^^nd  Clarke  was  tmcertafll^  and  the  Hale 
of  oi^r'pro^ifiont  was  fuch  auto  render  the  poffibilit7o£^.oQrfia7,«  till 
it  ihould  happen,  veiy  doubtfuL  Under  thefe  cinnimftaDcefy  I  ^eta^ 
mined  OQ  an  attempt  hj  night '^on  the  nfoft  con6derable  of  the  enemjr'a 
out-poftt,  in  the  hopes  that  a  fev^re  execution  among  the  Burg^Kflfi- 
Ima  might  intimidate  them,  and  produce  circumflancef  to  our  advait* 
tage*  it  took  place  on  the  aTth  of  laft  mont^;  but  unlbrtunatelirt 
notwithfluKKng  every  attention  on  the  part  of  Ueutenant-^rolonet  lifae 
Kcnzie^  who  commanded,  it  failed,  from  the  intricacjr  of  the  roadi^ 
and  the  t^idity  and  ignorance  of  the  guides;  white  it  lerved^onlf  to 
produce  among  the  enemy  a  degree  of  vigilance,  which  foon  cbnviiiced 
oie  of  -the  imprafHcability.  of  any  further  attempt  by  way  of  furprife. 

On  the  morning  of  the  ifl  of  September,  the  enemy,  having  lined, 
tfie  mountains  above  us.  with  Hottentots  and  Burgher  Militia, 'com* 
menced  a  fii%  of  mufketry  upon  our  camp,  which,  nom  the  total  want. 
wi  tStBt  that  had  attended  a  former  att<:rnpt  of  the  fame  nature,  was 
fittle  attended  to,  till  unfortunately  the  piquet  of  ^e  referve  being  too 
snpcli  occupied  with  covering  themfelve^  from  it,  neglefted  their  mmt^ 
from  whence  the  enemy  poured  in  confiderable  numbers,  and  forced 
theoftin  with  feme  k>fs»  Captain  Bro^n,  with  the  ^Stb  grenadien,  ad^ 
Woctng,  however,  to  their  rapport^  the  enemy  were  immediately  diivm 
down  the  hill  again,  ahd  the  ground  of  the  piquets  re-occupied.  M 
this  afiair  Major  Monypenny,  of  the  ^8th,  was  fcvcrely  wounded,  and 
we  iuficrcd  a  great  lols  in  bein^  deprived  of  the  affiibnce  of  an  oSoef 
of  iHftinguiflied  zeal  and  a6tivity  in  the  command  of  the  refcrve,  wirii 
which  be  bad  been  charged  fincc  our  march  from  Simon's  Town*  Cap- 
tain Dentaffe,  of  the  St.  Helena  troops,  was  alfo  wounded. 

in  a  conference  with  Sir  George  Elphinftone,  on  the  ad  of  Septem* 
ber,  it  was  agreed  to  wait  fix  days  longer,  for  the  poffibility  of  the  ar- 
rival of  General  Clarke ;  and  that  if  he  did  not  appear  by  that  time,  I 
ilionld  then  advance ;  and  under  every  difadvantage  of  numbers  and 
fttuation,  tr>'  the  fortune  of  an  attack,  which  however  hazardous,  we 
deemed  it  our  duty  to  make,  before  the  total  failure  of  our  provrfions^ 
put  us  under  an  abfolute  necelfity  of  feeking  a  fupply  elfewhere. 

On  the  morning  of  thfc  3d,  however,  the  enemy,  encouraged  by  the 
Ktrle  fucoefs  which  had  attended  our  attempt  on  the  ill,  meditated  s 
general  attack  on  our  camp,  which  in  all  probability  would  have  been 
lieGifive  of  the  fiue  of  the  colony  :  they  advanced  in  the  night  with  all 
the  ftrength  they  could  mufter,  and  with  a  train  of  notlcfs  than  eighteen 
field  pieces.  Some  movements,  which  had  been  obferved  the  preceding 
evenii>g,  had  given  me  a  fufpicion  of  their  intention,  and  we  were 
pcrfcftly  prepared  to  receive  them.  They  were  on  their  march,  and 
confiderable  bodies  began  to  make  their  appearance  within  our  view, 
when  at  that  critical  mon^nt  the  fignal  for  a  fleet  firft  difcoocertcd 
them,  and  the  appearance  of  fourteen  fail  of  large  vciTels,  which  came 
in  fight  immediately  after,  induced  them  to  relinquifli  their  enterprifc, 
and  retire  to  their  former  pofls.  General  Clarke  came  to  an  anchor  in 
Simon's.  Eay  the /next  morning  j  ^nd  for  the  fubfequent  events,  -which 
have  been  attended  with  the  capture  of  this  important  colony*  I  do 
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wyfelf  the  honour  to  refer  you  to  his  account ;  trufting  that  his  Ma- 
jeily  and  our  country  will  do  me,  and  the  troops  and  lea  men  under  my 
command,  the  juftice  to  believe,  that  it  has  not  been  owing  to  any  want 
of  zeaJ,  or  of  a  cheerful  determination  to  encounter  every  hazard  ia 
the  neceflary  dilbhargc  of  our  duty,  that  the  fame  event  did  not  take 
place  during  the  period  in  which  we  were  left  to  ourfelves.  Under  the 
circumftances  of  our  lituation  I  did  not  think  the  attempt  juJftifiable, 
linlefs  compelled  to  it  by  neceflity ;  but  we  were  at  the  fame  time  fully 
clctermined  not  to  retire,  in  any  event,  without  making  that  attempt, 
which,  whether  fuccefsfnl  or  nor,  would  at  leaft  have  been  a  proof  of 
our  zeal  for  his  Majcfly's  fervice. 

it  is  impoHibJe  for  me  to  clofe  this  report.  Sir,  without  making  my 
acknowledgments  to  Lieutenant-colonel  M*Kenzie  of  the  78th,  Major 
Hill  of  the  marines,  and  the  Captains  Hardy  and  Spranger  of  the  Echo 
and  Rattlefnake  (loops,  who  commanded  the  tvvo  battalions  of  feamen^ 
Animated  by  the  exertions  of  thefe  officers,  the  troops  and  feamen  have 
undergone  great  fatigue  and  hardfliips  with  a  cheerful  refignation,  and 
have  encountered  a  more  numerous  enemy  with  an  adtive  ipirit,  which 
entitles  them  to  the  mod  favourable  report  from  me  to  his  Majefty. 
Lieutenant  Campbell  of  the  Echo,  who  commanded  a  company  of  fea- 
men, which  I  formed  into  a  light  company,  merits  aifo  that  I  fliould 
notice  his  indefatigable  zeal,  and  the  ability  with  which  he  conduced  the 
fcrvice  in  which  his  company  was  c^nftantly  employed.  To  this.  Sir,  I 
have  only  to  add,  that  my  fenfe  of  the  obligation  I  am  ui^der  to  Sir 
George  Elphinftone  is  fuch,  as  I  fhould  not  do  juilice  to  in  an  attempt 
to  exprefs  it ;  his  advice,  his  adive  affiftance  and  cordial  co-operation 
on  every  occalion,  have  never  been  wanting,  and  entitle  him  to  my 
warmeft  gratitude.  ^

MY  letters  from  St.  Salvador,  by  the  Chatham  bng,  will  have  ac 
'  quainted  you  of  our  leaving  that  place  ;  and  I  have  now  the  honour  to 
inform  you,  that  all  the  lndi;i  Cumpnny's  fliips,  having  troops  on  board, 
ived  off  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  on  the  3d,  and  entered  Simon's 
y  on  the  4lh  inltant,  where  I  found  the  Admiral  in  poffellion  of  the 
Iwrbour,  and  Major-general  Craig  at  Mnyzenberg,  a  poll  of  importance 
I  sboui  fix  miles  on  the  road  10  thrj  place,  with  a  corps  compofed  of  f^- 
meii  and  marines  from  the  &ee(,  fix  companies  of  78(h  reg.  that  came  in 
i^  and  a  detachment  of  theEaftlndiaCompany's  troops  from  St. Helena, 
amounting  in  ail  to  about  iqop  men,  and  the  enemy  who  had  peremp- 
j  torily  rejeded  alt  negotiation,  in  a  flate  of  aflive  hoftility  againfi  us. 
Under  ihefe  circumftances  it  became  neceflary  to  endeavour  to  etfeS 
ithe  execution  of  our  orders  niihont  lof^  of  time :  ]  therefore,  in  cod- 
■  Junfiion  with,  and  aided  by  the  Admiral,  dtfembarked  the  i-eg^menti, 
rArtillery,  and  neceflary  ftorcs,  and  forwarded  thcin  to  the  advanced  poll 
IS  faft  as  poffibk,  where,  through  his  ardent  zeal  for  the  public  fervicc 
and  inde'ati^ablc  exertions,  as  much  ptnvifion  was  collefted  as  "e 
hoped  might  enable  us  to  fit  down  before  the  town,  and  go  on  till  m 
could  communicate  with  our  (liips  in  Table  Bay.  or  draw  fome  affiftaoce 
from  the  country  behind  ua :  arid  having  made  the  beft  arrangement 
we  could  for  tranfporting  our  provifions,  guns,  <ftores,  ammiiaitioo, 
and  neceflary  articles  of  every  kind,  by  the  only  means  in  our  power, 
men's  labour,  we  marched  00  the  14th  from  MuyZenberg,  leavinga 
fufficient  detachment  for  the  proteftion  of  our  camp  and  ftor»  at  that 
place.  The  enemy  could  fee  all  our  motions,  and  the  country  thiou^ 
-  which  we  were  to  pafs  for  feveral  miles  being  very  ^vourable  to  tlie 
Ibrt  of  warjare  that  it  was  their  bnflnefs  to  purfue,  (many  of  them - 
b:ing  on  horfeback,  and  armed  with  guns  that  kill  at  a  great  difiance) 
1  had  reafon  to  think  we  might  be  greatly  hamlfed,  and  fuffcr  mtKh 
on  our  route.  Our  lofs,  however,  from  the  precautions  taken,  and  the 
fliynefs  of  the  enemy,  fortunately  proved  lefs  than  might  have  been  ei- 
pe£ted,  having  only  one'feaman  killed  and  feventeen  foldicrs  wounded 
in  our  progret's  to  the  poU  of  Wyneberg,  where  the  enemy  were  in ' 
force,  with  nine  pieces  of  cannon,  and  had  detennined,  as  we  were 
told,  to  make  a  (erious  refiftancc.  But  having  formed  the  army  from 
columns  of  march  into  two  lines,  and  made  a  detachment  from  my 
right  and  left  to  attack  both  their  flanks,  while  I  advanced  with  the 
;main  body  and  artillery,  {which,  much  to  the  credit  of  Major  Yorfce, 
was  extremely  weli  conduced  and  ferved)  againll-thetr  centre^  ihcy 
foupd  thecrd^eWes  to  ptc&ed  by  us,  and  at  the  fame  dmc  alarmed  by  the 
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appearance  of 'Commodore  Blankett,  with  three  (hips  thc^dmiral  had 
detached  into  Table  Bay,  to  caufe  a  diverfion  on  that  lide,  ot  which 
they  were  very  jealous,  that  they  retired  with  the  lofs  of  a  few  men 
from  our  cannon,  before  we  could  gain  the  top  of  the  hill ;  from  whence 
we  followed  them  clofe  for  two  miles,  but  dark  coming  on,  and  great 
part  of  the  troops  being  much  fatigued  by  the  burdens  they  carried,  and 
the  haraflment  they  met  with  through  very  fwampy  ground  in  ihc 
courfe  of  the  day,  1  determined  to  halt  for  the  night  in  the  pofition  I 
found  myfelf,  which  proved  favourable  for  the  purpofe,  with  the  inten- 
tion of  profccuting  my  march  at  day-light  next  morning. 

In  this  filiation,  an  officer  arrived  with  a  flaj^  and  letter  from  Governor 
Sluviken,  alking  a  ceffation  of  arms  for  forty-eight  hours,  to  arrange 
ancl  offer  propofals  for  furrendering  the  town ;  but  I  did  not  think  it 
prudent  to  grant  more  than  twenty-four,  in  which  time  every  thing  was 
Icttled  agreeable  to  the  articles  of  capitulation  that  I  have  tire  honour  to 
inclofe,  whereby  the  regular  troops  that  formed  the  garrifon  became 
prifoners  of  war,  and  his  Majeftv  is  put  into  the  full  poU'effion  of  the 
town  and  colony,  which  I  hope  will  prove  acceptable  to  him,  and  juftify 
the  commendation  and  report,  that  I  think  it  my  duty  to  make  of  the 
meritorious  fei*vices  of  all  the  officers,  foldiers,  feamen,  and  marines, 
that  have  been  employed  in  this  arduous  fer\'ice.  The  drffiiulties  and 
hardihips  that  great  part  of  them  have  experienced  are  extreme,  and 
the  pcrfcverance  and  cheerfulnefs  wirh  which  they  were  encountered  do 
them  the  higheft  credit,  and,  I  am  perfnu(ied/"will  recommend  them 
in  the  ilrongeft  manner  to  his  Majefty  s  fcrvice. 

The  general  charafter  of  Sir  George  K.  Klphinftone,  and  his  ai^'^nt 
defire  to  ferve  his  country,  are  too  well  known  to  receive  additional 
iuflre  from  any  thing  I  could  fay  upon  that  Inbjeft ;  but  I  (hould  do  in- 
judice  to  my  own  feelings,  if  I  did  not  exprels  the  obligations  I  am 
under  for  the  ready  co-operation  and  affiftance  that  he  afforded  upon 
every  occafion,  which  fo  eminently  contributed  to  the  fuccefsful  iffue  of 
our  joint  endeavours. 

The  arrangements  made  by  MaJ9r-general  Craig  previous  to  my  ar- 
rival, and  the  aftive  fervices  he  rendered  afterwards,  claim  my  thanks, 
andfurnifh  the  bed  proof  of  his  having  conducted  his  Majefty's  fei-vice 
in  a  manner  honourable  to  himielf,  and  beneficial  to  his  country. 

Lieutenant-colonel  M*Murdo,  deputy  quarter-mafter  general  to  the 
expedition  under  my  orders,  will  have  the  honour  of  delivering  this  dif- 
patch.  He  is  well  qualified  to  give  you  every  information  that  his  fliort 
refidence  here  will  admit ;  and  I  take  the  liberty,  Sir,  of  recommending 
this  old  and  moft  valuable  officer  to  your  good  offices,  and  his  Majefty 's 
favour.

opportunity. 

The  regular  troops  made  prifoners  of  war  amount  to  about  lood, 
600  •£  which  are  of  the  regiment  of  Gordon^  and  the  reft  principally 
of  the  corps  of  artillery.  Inclofed  is  21  return  of  the  killed  and  wounded 
on  the  14th  inftant.

Articles  of  Capitulation  propofed  hy  the  Honourable  Commiffarj  and 
Council  of  Regency  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  to  General  Jlured 
Ciarkcy  commanding  his  Britannic  Majefty*s  Troops^  and  to  Vice* 
Admiral  the  Honourable  Sir  George  Keith  ElphinJionCi  K*  -B.  com" 
manding  the  Ships  of  fVar  of  his  Jaid  Majefly. 

Article  I.  The  caftle  and  the  town  fliall  be  furrendered  to  the  troops 
.of  his  Britannic  Majcfty.-^Anfwer.  The  capitulation  being  figned,  the 
caftle  and  the  town  muft  be  furrendered  to  a  detachment  of  his  Bhtan* 
nic  Majefly's  troops  at  eleven  o'clock  this  day. 

IL  The  military  fliall  march  out  with  the  honours  of  war,  and  fliall 
then  lay  down  their  arms  and  become  prifoners  of  war ;  but  the  officers 
iliall  retain  their  fwords.^— Anf.  Agreed. 

III.  Such  officers  as  (hall  be  denrous  of  leaving  the  colony  fliall  have 
permiflioa  to  do  fo,  they  giving  their  parole  of  honour  that  they  will 
not  ferve  againft  Great  Britain  during  the  prefent  war ;  and  there  fliall  be 
no  impediment  to  their  going  home  in  neutral  fliips,  if  they  chufe  it;  at 
their  own  expence. — Anf.  Agreed;  and  in  the  mean  time  they  fliall 
remain  prifoners  on  their  parole  at  the  Caj>e  Town. 

IV.  Such  officers  as  chufe  to  remain  herci  without  fervice,  (ball  have 
leave  fo  to  do. — Anf.  Agreed. 

V.  Ail  property  belonging  to  the  Dutch  Eaft  India  Company  fhall  be 
faithfully  delivered  up  without  refervation,  and  proper  inventories  fiu- 
niflied  to  fuch  officers  as  (hall  be  appointed  to  receive  it;  but  all  private 
property,  of  every  fort,  whether  belonging  to  the  Company's  civil, 
naval,  or  military  fervants,  to  the  burghers  and  inhabitants,  to  churches, 
orphans,  or  public  inllitutions,  fliall  remain  free  and  untouched.— 
Anf.  Agreed,  in  its  fullcfl  latitude. 

VI.  Servants  of  the  Company  out  of  pay,  or  in  the  fervice  of  the 
burghers,  deiiroiis  of  remaining  in  the  colony,  fliall  be  permitted  to 
do  fo. — Anf.  Agreed. 

VII.  The  inhabitants  of  the  colony  fliall  preferve  the  prerogatives 
which  they  at  prefent  enjoy.  Public  worfliip,  as  at  prefent  in  ufe,  fliall 
alfo  be  maintained  without  alteration. — Anf.  Agreed. 

VIII.  His  Britannic  Majefty  fliall  continue  the  paper-money  in  Its 
prefent  value,  to  prevent  the  total  ruin  of  the  inhabitants. — Anf.  Agreed. 

IX.  No  new  taxes  fliall  be  introduced,  but  the  prefent  ones  fliall  be 
modified  as  much  as  polTible,  in  confideration  of  the  decay  of  the  co- 
lony.— Anf.  Agreed. 

X.  The  convuilfary,  as  governor,  being  prifoner  of  war,  fliall,  after 
having  delivered  up  what  belongs  to  the  Company,  be  at  liberty  to  de- 
part from  hence  on  his  parole  of  honour,  and  may,  if  he  chufe  it^  take 
his  palTage  on  board  a  neutral  fliip. — Anf.  Agreed. 

XI.  He  fliall  alfo  be  permitted  t#  carry  along  with  him,  or  to  realife, 

all 
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all  his  private,  property  of  every  fort,  giving  his  word  of  honour  as  tQ 
its  being  really  inch. — Anf.  Agreed. 

XII.  He  iliall  likewife  have  jpermiflion,  after  having  faithfully  deli- 
Yered  up  i\\  papers,  plans,  &c.  oelonging  to  this  governmenr,  to  retain 
ail  papers  belonging  to  himlelf,  and  which  may  appear  neceffary  to  him 
for  the  vindication  of  his  condu6^  during  the  time  of  his  miniflry,  in 
the  fame  manner  as  he  might  have  done,  bad  he  been  difcharged  by  his 
fovereiga. — Anf.  Agreed. 

XIII.  No  perfons  whatever,  whether  fervants. of  the  Company,  fea* 
men,  military,  burghers,  or  others  belonging  to  the  colony,  fliali  be 
preifed  into  his  Britannic  Maje^'s  fervice,  or  engaged  but  by  their  own 
free  will  and  confent. — Anf.  Agreed.

Additional  Article. — It  having  been  reprefented  to  us,-  that  the  utmoft 
confiifion  muft  enfue  in  the  colony,  and  that  it  would,  in  all  pi*obabi'i> 
Hty,  be  attended  with  the  entire  ruin  of  it,  if  the  paper  money,  now 
circulating  in  it  were  deprived  of  that  fecurity. which  can  alone  give 
any  effeft  to  the  eighth  article,  we  therefore  confent  that  the  lands  and 
houfcs,  the  property  of  the  Dutch  Eaft  India  Company  in  this  fettle- 
ment,  fliall  continue  the  fecunty  of  that  part  of  the  money  which  is  not 
already  fecured  by  mortgages  upon  the  eflates  of  individuals,  by  itd 
having  been  lent  to  them.  This  is  to  be,  however,  without  prejudice 
to  the  government  of  Great  Britain  having  the  ufe  of  the  buildings, 
&c«  for  public  purpofes.  And  we  will  further  reprefent  to  his  Majefty*8 
government  the  infinite  importance  of  this  fubje<E^  to  the  future  prof- 
pcrity  of  the  colony,  and  requefl  that  they  will  take  it  into  conlideration, 
m  order  to  make  iiich  arrangements  as  mg,y  appear  proper  for  its  further 
ftcurity,  if  neceffary,  or  for  its  final  liquidation,  if  praiSlicable.

I  HAVE  ihc  honour  to  inform  you,  that  on  the  3d  inftant  the  India 
fhips  Ircin  St.SslvfldiU,  arrived  in  Fallc  Bay;  his  Majcfty's  fiiip  SphjDJi, 
which  Oiled  wiih  ihciii,  having  tnei  with  an  accident,  was  obliged  to 
reiutt)  to  ihe  f'lnicr  place  for  repair. 

Oti  the  4th  General  Clarke  came  into  the  liarbour,  and,  on  a  confe- 
rence with  hini,  it  was  deiermined  to  land  the  iroopa  without  a  moment'j 
lols  ot  time;  bui,  notwilhftanding  the  utnuifi  txertion  of  tbc  trocpi 
and  feamen,  it  was  the  14th  belote  the  piovifions,  guns,  ammunition, 
&c,  cinild  be  coJIefteil  to  enable  the  General  to  move  forward  from  the 
camp  at  Muj'zenberg. 

On  the  morning  of  that  day  the  army  marched,  each  man  carrying 
four  dj)''s  provition,  and  the  volunteer  fcamen  from  the  India  fliipi 
dfagging  the  cannon  through  a  deep  land  ;  the  country  being  difficult 
til  proceed  on,  tbcy  were  conliderably  gidled  by  the  enemy  dnringa 
fttigkiing  march,  pcrlormed  in  hot  weather. 

At  Wyneberg  the  bulk  of  the  JJutch  made  a  fland,  but  were  foon 
dillotlged  by  his  Majefty's  forces ;  anil  nearly  at  the  lame  moment 
Commodore  Ulankett,  whom  1  had  previoufly  detached  for  the  expreii 
■pnrpoic  of  alarming  the  enemy,  and  giving  ihem  a  diveriion  on  the 
Ciipe'l'awn  fide,  appeared  oiF  Camp's  Bay  with  the  Amerca,  Echo,  Rat- 
llcUvikc,  and  Bombay  Caftle  India  fliip,  and  performed  rhai  fcrvice  in 
the  co:i)plcteft  manner.  Ac  eleven  P.  M.  the  Comimfiary  Sluylken  ftnt 
in  a  fl.ig  of  truce  to  demand  a  ceflition  of  arms  for  forty-tight  hours; 
and  on  the  following  morning  the  colony  was  furrendered  to  his 
Jdajeily. 

I  cannot  conclude  this  letter  without  acknowledging  the  consolation  I 
bavc  ilerived  from  the  friendly  afliCtance  and  advice  of  Major-general 
Craig  during  a  tedious  fojournment  before  this  place,  under  many  dif- 
trefling  circumflances;  and  it  is  a  real  pleafufc  to  add,  thar,  with  him, 
and  alfo  fince  the  arrival  of  General  Clarke,  the  fame  icntiments  feem 
to  have  aftnated  the  minds  of  the  oflicers  to  whom  hit  Majefty  bas  been 
pleakd  to  cntiull  the  condnfl  of  the  expedition. 

I  beg  leave  to  notice  the  eminent  fervice*  of  Captaina  Hardy  and 
Spianger;  the  conduA  of  the  officers  of  the  fea  and  marine  corpi  il 
affo  trnly  praife- worthy,  and  will  be  acceptable  to  hit  Majeflyi  the 
readincfs  with  which  the  Teamen  of  .the  India  fliips,  under  the  commaod 
of  Captain  Acland,  of  the  Brunfwick,  offered  theif  fervice,  gave  ii» 
the  higlieft  fafisfadion  j  indeed  all  rankKof  men  bore  this  long  fervice, 
during  bad  weather,  with  the  iitmofl  cheerfulneji,  though  often  un- 
avoidably ill  fed,  and  attended  with  great  titiguc. 

My  anxiety  to  difpatch  the  Orpheus,  and  the  fliort  time  Hate  our 
obinining  polleffion,  will,  I  hope,  plead  my  cxcul'e  for  not  tranfmitting, 
by  this.opporttjnity,  a  return  of  the  naval  ftores  taken,  which  I  uoder- 
fland  are  confidcrable  j  but  the  variety  of  other  circumflances  at  prefent 
occupying  wy  mind  have  hitherto  prevented  my  attending  to  that

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acquaint  you,  for  the  information  of  mjr 
Lords  CoiTtmiflioners  of  the  Adnrirahy,  that  on  the  i6th  inilant  the 
colony  and  callle  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  furrendered  by  capitulatioa 
to  the  Britifli  arms,  in  confequence  of  which  I  proceeded  in  the  Mo- 
narch to  this  bay,  whither  I  had  previouflydifpatched  Commodore  BiankeCt 
in  the  America,  with  the  two  floops  and  an  India  (hip,  for  the  purpofe 
of  railing  an  alarm  on  the  Cape  Town  fide,  in  which  he  fucceeded  ad« 
mirably. 

This  event  has  given  me  great  fatisfa6tion,  not  only  from  the  fortu- 
nate termination,  but  alfo  from  the  relief  it  affords  to  the  officers,  fea- 
men,  and  marines  of  the  fieet  under^my  command,  after  a  laborious 
fervice  for  a  length  of  time,  wherei^  they  were  continually  fatigued, 
and  often  unavoidably  ill  fed.  They  merit  my  warmeft  thanks,  to 
which  the  volunteer  feamen  from  the  Eaft  India  Company's  fliips  are 
alfo  entitled,  for  their  readinefs  in  undertaking  to  draw  the  cannon,  and 
the  cheerfuinefs  with  which  they  performed  that  duty;  and  I  muft 
more  particularly  beg  leave  to  notice  the  eminent  fervices  of  Captains 
Hardy  and  Spranger,  which,  however,  are  more  fully  defcribed  in  a 
letter  from  Major-general  Craig  to  me,  a  copy  of  which  1  have  the  ho- 
nour to  inclofe,  together  with  a  lift  of  promotions,  wherein  you  will 
perceive  I  had  given  the  command  of  the  Princefs  to  Captain  Hardy, 
whofe  acknowledged  merit  will,  I  truft,  juftify  my  eled^ion,  and  recom- 
mend him  to  their  Lordfhips*  confirmation.  This  (hip  is  one  of  thofe 
found  in  Simon's  Bay,  called  by  the  Dutch  Wilhemftadt  and  Boetzlaw, 
of  1000  tons  burden,  mounting  twenty-fix  guns,  and  moft  completel/ 
found,  with  copper  in  the  hold  lufficient  to  (heath  her. 

The  (hip  Caflor  and  Star  armed  brig,  late  belonging  to  the  Dutck 
Baft  India  Company,  were  found  at  anchor  in  this  bay;  the  latter, 
being  fit  for  his  Maj  efty's  fervice,  and  much  wanted^  I  have  alfo  prpf 
fumed  to  commiffion*

thp  King's  and  Company's  forcej  on  llie  (o\fi  of  Coromandel,  Ihave 
the  honour  to  Rcquaint  yoii,  for  hii  Majefly's  information,  by  the  Royal 
Adinif.il  under  dilpaicli  for  kurope,  that  the  armanaeni,  with  the  com- 
nunJ  of  which  I  am  entruOed,  embarked  the  ^oth  ultima  at  Fort  Sr. 
George  on  board  hit  MajeAy's  fhi|H  of  war  upon  that  Itation,  and  the 
traiifporu  taken,  up  lor  the  purpofe  of  conveying  it  to  this  place. 

The  fleet  arrived  in  Back  Bay,  to  the  ooiihtvard  ol  the  forts  of 
Tiincomaie  and  Oollnabiirgh,  on  the  ill  inftant ;  and  as  Commodore 
Rainier  and  I  were  jjanicularly  anxious,  that  the  commandant  of  thofe 
forts  thould  not  milapprehend  the  object  of  tlie  armament  under  our 
cooimaiid,  every  precaution  was  taken  to  prevent  any  mifapprehenlion 
upnn  that  head,  by  explaining  to  liim  the  nature  of  it ;  and  two  daji 
were  Ipcnt  in  communications  between  the  fort  and  fleet  for  ihn 
purpofe. 

As  the  commantlant,  however,  did  not  think  proper  to  accede  to  the 
requifition  made,  in  the  name  of  the  King,  by  the  commodore  and  me, 
and  refufed  obeying  the  commands  of  his  fupcrior,  Mr.  Van  Angel- 
beck,  (the  governor  of  Columbo)  to  deliver  up  the  fori  of  Ooften- 
burgh  to  a  detachment  of  his  Majefty's  troops,  on  account  of  an  in- 
fiirmality  in  the  order,  the  commodore  agreeing  with  me  in  the  pro- 
prieiy  ot  landing  the  troops,  they  nerc  diftmbarked  on  the  3d,  aboot 
four  miles  to  the  northward  of  the  foft  of  Trincumale,  without  op- 
poGtion. 

Neither  ilie  garrifon  of  Txincomale  or  Ooftnaburgh  have  hitherto 
ffiven  ua  any  iiioleftation  in  the  laborious  fervice  of  which  the  troops 
have  been  employed,  of  conveying  provifions,  ordjiaoce,  and  ftores, 
along  a  fleep  fandy  beach,  from  a  diltance  of  three  miles  j  nor  has  any 
afl  of  open  hoftility  taken  place. 

We  aie  f!ill  employed  in  ihe  fame  fervice,  as  well  as  in  preparing 
materials  lor  the  conftru£tion  of  fuch  works  as  may  be  necefiajy  to  re- 
duce the  foris ;  and  if  the  commandant  perfevercs  in  his  refolulion  to 
refufe  lis  admittance  as  friends,  I  hope  to  have  it  in  my  power  to  bcgiQ 
our  approaches  egainlt  the  tbrt  of  Tnocomale  to-morrow  aight. 

I  cannot  too  Itrongly  exprefs  my  obligations  to  Commodore  RaioieT 
for  the  readinefs  with  which  he  has  afforded  eveiy  alBAaoce  wtuch 
could  be  given  by  the  fquadron  of  his  Majelty's  fhips  under  his  com- 
inand,  in  conveying  and  landing  the  troops,  lucres,  and  provifions,  and 
in  every  part  of  his  fervice  where  big  aid  and  co-operation  could  be  of 
life ;  and  his  zeal  has  been  ably  feconded  by  the  exertions  of  the  officer!

1  have  the  honour  to  inclofe  a  copy  of  the  capitulation  offered  to  the 
garrifon,  and  accepted  by  the  conimandant,  and  of  fome  explanatory 
articles  which  were  afterwards  arranged,  with  a  flate  of  the  garrifon, 
return  of  ordnance,  and  /lores  taken,  and  a  liH  of  the  kiUed  and  wounded 
of  the  forces  under  my  command. 

This  evening  the  prjfoners  taken  here  will  embark  for  Madras.  I 
Hiall  immediately  take  up  a  convenient  poAtion,  atid  begi^n  the  neceiTary, 
preparations  for  the  attack  of  Fort  Ooftenburg,  the  commandant  of 
that  garrifon  having  refui^d  to  furrender  when  Tummpned  on  the  27th 
inflant ;  and  I  have  reafon  to  hope  that  that  fort  will  be  very  foon  la 
our  pofleflion. 

His  Majeily's  and  tlie  Honourable  Company's  troops,  forming  the 
force  under  my  command,  have  fo  uniformly  diftinguiflied  themfelves 
oq  every  former  occafion,  that  I  need  only  lay  their  zeal  and  gallantry 
on  the  prefent  fervice  has  been  well  exerted  to  maintain  the  reputation 
they  have  juftly  acquired. 

I  am  beyond  meafure  indebted  to  Commodore  Rainier  for  his  cordial 
co-operation,  and  the  a£live  affiftance  of  the  navy  in  every  department 
of  the  public  fervice;  and  I  have  particular  pleafure  in  afTuring  you, 
that  from  the  perfed  harmony  fubiifling  between  all  defcriptions  of  the

THE  garrifon  of  Trincomale,  in  confideration  of^  the  defence  they 
have  made,  will  be  allowed  to  march  out  of  the  fort  with  the  honours 
of  war,  drums  beating  and  colours  flying,  to  the  glacis,  where  they 
will  ground  their  arms,  and  furrender  themfelves  prifoners  of  war ; 
the  officers  keepine  their  fvvords.  Private  property  will  be  fecur^d  to 
them  5  but  all  puWic  property,  papers,  guns,  ftores,  and  proviflons  of 
every  kind,  mull  be  delivered  up,  in  their  prefent  condition,  to  the  officers 
appointed  by  us  to  receive  them. 

The  garrifon  to  march  out,  and  the  Britifti  troops  to  be  put  in  pof- 
'feflion  of  the  fort,  in  one  hour  after  this  capitulation  is  ligned ;  and 
two  officers  of  the.  garrifon,  of  the  rank  of  captains,  to  be  delivered 
immediately  as  hoftages  for  the  performance  of  this  agreement.

I  have  the  honour  to  inclofe  the  articles  of  capitulation,  but  have  it  not 
at  prefent  in  my  powcf  to  tranfmit  the  returns  which  will  be  neceflaiy.  u 
Commodore  Rainier  and  I  do  not  think  it  proper  to  detain  the  Indiamea 
any  longer,  particularly  as  the  commodore  propofes  recommending  ta 
the  government  of  Madras  to  difpatch  the  John  fchooner  in  a  few  daji 
to  Europe,  as  a  more  expeditious  ^conveyance.

Major  Agnew  brought,  in  return,  an  order  from  the  governor  of 
Cevion  to  the  commandant  of  Trincomaie,  to  admit  300  of  his  Ma- 
jef^s  troops  to  garrifbn  Fort  Ooficnbiirgt  to  which,  niben  preii:att4 
to  him,  he  refufcd  obedkpce,  uadcr  »  prcFence  of  informality  in  the 
order. 

The  Utter  part  of  this  day- and  greater  part  of,  ifcciol lowing  was  oc- 
cupi-  d  ia  receiving  and  replying  to  his  remonllrancea  relative  thereto; 
whith,  as  (hey  were  apparently  calculated  to  «fflde  the  great  otiied  of . 
the  expedition,  Colonel  ^tuiirt  and  myfetf  determined  on  landing  tbe 
itttX)f»,  and  preparations' were  mil^iag  accordingly;  but  moft  unform- 
utoly,  as  ttti  Id^efly'i  fhip  Diomcdt^  with  her  ws^  were  working  up 
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td^nft  a  llrodg  land  wind  in  the  bay ;  fhe  ftruck  with  ib  much  vioiencd^ 
on  a  rock,  lying  in  iifteen  fathoms  water,  and  not  delineated  in  our 
charts^  between  Pigeon  Idand  and  the  outer  Point  of  this  bay,  that  die 
water  the  (iiip  iiia£  gained  fo  faft  on  every  exertion  of  both  ieamea 
And  foldiers  at  the  pump^,  there  was  barely  time  to  take  the  men  out 
before  (he  foundered,  without  a  poifibiltty  of  faviiig  a  fingk  ftoie  of 
any  confequeoce  but  the  boats. 

The  employouint  of  ail  the  boats  on  this  preffing  occafion  prevented 
the  landing  the  army  till  the  followiog  morning,  when  the  firn  detaclw 
n^nt  of  ^30  Europeans  and  no  natives,  and  two  field  pieces,  latuied  at 
t^  White  Rocks,  within  Elizabeth  Poipt,  without  opppfition,  and  wore 
followed  by  the  remainder  of  European  troops  and  natives^  as  fait;  as 
the  boats  could  convey  them. 

The  boats  with  the  firft  detachmient  rendezvoufed  on  board  the  Hie« 
roine,  who  was  placed  as  near  the  landing-place  as  (lio  could  anchor 
in  i'at'^Yi  and,  on  the  boats  puihing  o%  prefented  her  broadfide  to  <»• 
ver  them:  the  broadfides  of  the  SuiFolk  and  Centurion  would  alio  havo 
done  execution,  had  there  been  any  oppoiition  made.  In  the  courfe  ol- 
the  oexf  ten  days  the  fiores  and  prov^fiotijs  were  landed  with  all  expedi«> 
tioD^  not  without  the  moil:  vigorous  exertions  of  the  oiHcers  and  feameo^ 
the  land  breeze  blowing  ftrong  ail  the  time,  as  it  ibll  continues,  aa^ 
keeping  up  the  moil  extraordinary  high  furf  I  ever  remember  to  have 
ieea  here:  the  army  had  then  to  move  them  from  the  landing  placo  tti- 
the  camp,  a  diflance  of  three  or  four  miles,  over  ^  very  heavy  iand. 

Colonel  Stuart  is  making  every  efibrt  preparatory  to  the  attack  of  tiM' 
lower  fort:  the  Dutch  have  as  y^t  given  no  interruption,  as  if  thecom« 
mandant  waited  fonrne  further  authority,  but  appear  to  be  hard  at  work 
within.  I  can  fcarceiy  allow  myfelf  to  think  he  will  be  fo  raih  as  to  ride 
a  formal  athi^k^  but  ihogld  that  be  the  cale,  the  event,  from  every  conv 
fideraiion,  will,  I  have  little  dou^t,  be  glorious  to  his  Majefty'i  arms^ 
a  ihort  time  will  decide.  I  have  the  iktisfa^ion  to  inform  you,  Sir,  thal^ 
the  utmoit  harmony  fubfiftft  between  the  officers  and  men  of  both  Hu'* 
vices,  which  has  much  expedited  their  unitedlabours.  ^  '    .

Suffolk y  Back  Bay^  Trincomaky  Auptft  30,  1795* 

Sir, 

I  HAVE  the  pleafure  to  acquaint  you,  for  their  Lord(hips  informa- 
tion, that  the  lower  fort  and  town  of  Trincomale  furrendered  to  his 
Majeily's  arms  the  a6th  inil:.  the  eighth  day  from  the  opening  of  th^ 
trenches,  a  work  the  enemy  moft  unaccountably  never  interrupted* 
The  grand  batteiy  of  8  eighteen  pounders  and  2  ten-inch  mortars,  from 
five  to  iix  hundred  yards  diftant  from  the  glacis  of  the  N.  "VV*  baftignj 
was  fo  judiciouity  planned  by  Colonel  Stuart,  and  the  work  fo  ably 
executed,  as  to  do  amazing  execution  from  its  firil  opening,  difinount*^ 
\n^y  in  the  courfe  of  the  attick^  almoft  every  gun  the  enemy  coultt 
bring. to  bear  upon  it. 

There  were  alfo  two  batterie?  cfefted  to  the  right  of  the  grand  bat* 
tety,  one  of.£  tsvelve  poundersj  the  other  of  %  eight*inch  howitzers, 


that  ar»noye<l  the  enemy  much,  and  diverted  their  attention  from  the 
working  parties  of  the  grand  battery,  whirli  was  opened  on  the  a3d 
inltaiit.  During  the  three  firft  days,  the  enemy  kept  up  a  very  fmart 
fire  from  all  their  woi'ks  that  looked  towards  our  batteries,  but  with 
lilt  It  execution,  and  few  cafualtiea.  The  breach  was  effected  direflly 
over  die  fea-gaie  and  landing  place  of  the  foit  at  Back  Bay;  and  when 
pr3<£licable,  on  the  morning  of  the  i6[h,  a  fummons  was  fent  by  a 
drum  with  the  conditions  ot  furrender.  The  return  was  an  inadmif- 
fible  deniand  froin  the  commandant  on  the  part  of  the  garrifon.  How- 
ever, after  fomc  little  ceremony,  he  furrendcred  on  the  terms  offered, 
with  fomc  few  explanations;  a  copy  whereof,  with  a  liil  of  ihc  killed 
and  wciudded,  and  return  of  the  ordnance  found  in  the  garrifon,  are 
herewith  incloft-d. 

In  the  courJc  of  die  operations  of  the  ai'my,  obferving  Colonel 
Stuart  to  be  (hort  of  men  for  working  parties,  the  diftance  of  the  camp 
from  the  trenches  being  nearly  two  miles,  partly  over  a  heavy  fand,  and 
DO  draught  cattle  or  vehicle  of  auy  kind  to  aflift,  I  prelTed  him  to  ac- 
cept of  the  fervicea  of  the  feamen  of  his  Majefty's  (liips,  who  were 
accordingly  landed  as  retjiiired,  in  partiea  of  one  and  two  hundred,  and 
worked  with  great  cheertulnefs.  A  party  of  twcniy-feven  artillery-men, 
who  had  entered  at  Madras,  their  time  being  expired,  were  alfo,  at 
Colone\  Stuart's  requeft,  landed,  to  aflift  in  the  battery  under  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Staines,  one  of  the  midfliipmen  of  the  Suffolk.  Three  of  the  ■ 
Suffolk's  upper-deck  giins  were  landed,  to  fupply  as  many  found  defe*-  ■ 
tivc  in  the  grand  battery  from  injury  received  and  falfe  boring,  J 

Three  hundred  fearaen  and  marines,  under  the  command  of  Cap-  .) 
tain  Smith,  late  of  the  Diomede,  were  alfo  under  ordcis,  to  ailif): in 
fiorming  d)e  breath,  had  the  enemy  determined  to  hold  out:  with  the 
ieanien  weie  Lieutenants  Page  and  Hayward,  with  Mciirs.  Clarke, 
Dretlgc,  Jennings,  Elliott,  and  Percy,  under  Captain  Smith's  orders 
for  the  feamen,  and  Lieutenants  M'Gibbon  and  Perclval  for  the  raa- 
riues;  a  eonliderable  part  of  both  were  felefted  from  the  Diomede's 
late  crew.  , 

I  beg  you  will  aflure  their  Lordfliips  that  evciy  fervice  required  of 
the  captains,  officers,  and  feamen  of  his  Majefiy's  fliips  under  my  com- 
mand, was  executed  with  amaiyng  alacrity  and  fteadinefs,  the  only 
contention  being  who  Ibould  be  foremoft  on  every  fervice  required. 

Colonel  Stuart  and  myfelf  have  fent  all  the  prifoners,  with  a  few  ex- 
ceptions, to  Madras,  in  a  Iranfport  and  prize,  under  convoy  of  his  Ma- 
jelly's  Ihip  Heroine;  their  number  ai  per  lifl,— There  appeared  fome 
difpofition  among  the  Ibldiers  of  the  gairifoo  to  mutiny  after  tlie  fum- 
Bions  was  delivered,  which  probably  accelerated  the  furrender.  His 
Majefty's  farces  were  put  in  poflefficKi  of  the  garrifon  that  very  even- 
ing; the  Dutch  troops  marqied  out,  and  grounded  their  arms  in  the 

Fort  Ooflenhurg  was  fummone^  the  day  following;  but  the  com- 
inatidani  refuGng  to  furrender  to  the  very  favoumble  terms  offered  it. 
Colonel  Stuart  is  mjking  every  preparation  fisr  the  attack  of  it.  . 

Previoufly  to  the  furrender  of  Trincomaie,  the  Ihips  and  boats  of 
theiquadroti  took  two  finall  veffcU  Jadau  with provifions  and  ftorea  for 
the  ^hlba  bom  Colomboj  aodibme  Ijnall  ciaft  bdopg^og  to  the  ports 

hiving 
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having  alfo  found  one  fmall  ketch,  under  the  guns  of  the  fort^  laden 
with  rice ;  the  whole  of  little  value.

You  mufl  be  fenfible  that  the  place  is  no  longer  ca- 
pable of  defence:  by  an  inunediate  furrender,  the  lives  and  private 
property  of  the  garrifon  will  be  preferved  ;  but  if  you  refolve  to  ibind 
a  dorm,  they  mull  prepare  to  meet  their  fate.  In  this  event  we  truft 
that  the  women  and  children  of  the  garrifon  may  be  imraediiately  fent 
out,  and  a  palTport  will  be  granted  for  them  to  proceed  to  a  place  of 
fafety.  One  hour,  from  the  delivery  of  this  fummons,  will  be  allowed 
you  to  form  your  refolution,  during  which  time  all  firing  (hall  ceafe  on 
our  part,  unlefs  provoked  by  zSts  of  hoftility  on  your*s.

Sir, 

FORT  Oofienburg  furrendered  to  bis  MjJefty'B  arms  this  mornii^, 
according  to  ihe  capitulation  indofett,  which  pleafc  make  known  lo 
their  Lordfliips;  and,  I  flatter  myfelf,  when  it  is  confidered  how  mnch 
time  and  labonr  is  faved,  that  the  eonftniftion  of  batteries,  snd  the 
coHfeqiMDt  repair  of  the  works  damaged  when  captured,  would  necet 
farily  have  required,  ihe  number  of  cafualties  prevented,  and  lives  pre- 
ferved,  the  great  advantage  of  obtaining  poQellion  of  fo  important  a 
iorlification  in  an  uninjured  Hate,  at  this  adv.^nced  feafua  of  the  year, 
io  the  fecurity  thereby  afforded  to  both  places  from  any  entt-rprize  of 
the  enemy,  with  the  acquidtion  of  the  only  fafe  harbour  on  this  fide  of 
India,  and  that  a  very  tine  one,  the  great  objefl  of  the  expediiton,  tbe 
Taloe  of  this  moft  ieafonable  furrender  can  fcarcely  be  too  highly  efti- 
mated.  Much  commeAdatioa  is  due  to  the  deputy  adjuL-int  general, 
Major  Agnew,  for  his  ability  and  dexterity  in  conf''ji5Ving  this  negncia- 
lion  with  tlie  commandant  of  Fort  Ooftciibnrg.

I  feel  a  more  than  ordinary  faiisfaftion  in  announcing  this  event  for 
iheir  Lordfliips'  information,  as,  on  account  of  the  original  force  def- 
tined  for  that  fervicc  being  reduced,  my  cxpeftations  were  Ic6  fan- 
guine;  and  alfu  of  its  great  injportance,  from  rhe  fecurity  thereby  »f- 
lorded  to  the  trade  of  his  Majei^'s  lubjefls  in  the  ftreights  of  Malacca 
and  riie  Chiiiefe  feas.

I  ARRIVED  here  on  the  i?th  inftant,  with  hii  Majcfty's  (hip  tjndcf 
my  command ;  the  Ewer  and  Carnatic  tranfports,  and  a  part  of  the 
convoy,  having  parted  company  M^ith  his  Majefty's  fliip  Refinance,  in 
the  night  of  Uie  13th,  between  the  Sandheads.  Captain  Pakenbam 
joined  company  again  in  Malacca  Road  on  the  17th,  iil  the  morn- 
ing. 

By  the  inclofcd  letters,  you  will  fee  that  we  were  obliged  to  Com- 
mence hoftilities,  which  began  by  the  Refinance  firing  a  few  guns  at  the 
Conftantia  (a  Dutch  Indiaman  run  into  the  mud)  which  (lie  returned 
by  firing  two  guns,  and  then  (biking  her  colours.  From  the  great  af- 
fiftance  afforded  me  by  the  boats  from  the  China  fleet,  &c.  I  was  ena* 
bled  to  land  all  the  troops,  with  two  fix*poanders  at  the  fame  time. 
They  left  the  fliips  at  feven  P.  M.  on  the  17th,  and  reached  the  (hore 
by  nine  P.  M.  At  half  paft  nine  P.  M.  an  officer  came  on  board  the 
Orpheus  from  the  Governor  to  furrender  the  place  on  our  terms; 
they  then  delivered  over  St.  John's  Pott,  a  commanding  work  well  fur* 
niflied  with  cannon,  about  1300  yards  from  the  fort,  afid  100  from 
the  place  of  conference,  to  a  fubaltern  with  a  party  of  our  grenadiers, 
and  we  entered  the  fort  with  the  remainder  of  the  Britifh  detachment. 
The  garrifon  being  thus  completely  in  our  power,  and  unconditio- 
nally, further  than  the  fecurity  of  prooerty,  the  Dutch  guards  were  per- 
mitted to  remain  armed  at  tneir  po(ts,  until  the  Governor,  whom  wc 
then  accompanied  to  his  houfe,  gave,  in  his  own  hand- writing  to  Ma- 
jor Brown,  a  detail  of  the  guards,  which  were  then  relieved  by  the  Bri- 
ti(h  troops.  From  the  anxious  defire  of  complying  with  his  Maje(Vy*S 
orders,  we  have  agreed  to  the  inclofed  capitulation,  and  evefy  thing 
now  appears  perfe£l!y  quiet,  and  all  parties  reconciled.

THE  meafures  adopted  by  the  Dutch  government  of  Malacca  fub^ 
fequently  to  the  amicable  propofals  tendered  by  the  naval  and  military 
commanders  of  the  Britifh  forces,  by  the  agency  of  Mr.  Forbes  Rofs 
M'Donald,  appointed  by  Commodore  Peter  Rainier,  commanding  the 
Britifh  fquadron  in  India,  and  Colonel  John  Brathwaite,  commanding 
the  land  forces  on  the  coaft  of  Coromandel,  having  rendered  it  necci- 
fary  to  debark  the  troops,  towards  which  the  polTeffion  of  the  Con* 
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ftantiJi,  ft  Dutch  armed  fbip,  which  lay  between  the  finglifii  Iquadron 
and  the  fort,  becoming  indifpenfable,  a^iial  hoftilities  commenced  by 
his  Majelly's  fliip  the  Refiilance  firing  upon,  and,  after  exchange  of 
foroe  guns,  taking  poflcffion  of  her ;  and,  having  been  followed  up  by 
the  difchar^e  of  feveral  guns  from  the  Dutch  battery  upon  the  Britifli 
troops  after  they  had  gained  the  fliore,  are  circumftanccs  which,  toge- 
ther with  the  invitation  lubfequently  given  to  the  Britifli  commanders  to 
take  pofleilion  of  the  fort,  cannot  be  confidered  in  other  %ht  than  ui- 
timately  placing  the  Dutch  garrifon  in  the  predicament  of  naving  fur- 
rendered  as  priTbners  of  war,  and  which  has  been  fincc  acknowledged 
by  the  Dutch  government  to  have  been  their  expectation  •

Neverthelefs,  in  obedience  to  the  commands  of  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefly,  requiring  us  to  cultivate  the  alliance,  which  has  ib  long  and  fo 
iiappily  lubfifted  between  the  two  nations,  we  difpenfe  with  the  unpar* 
ticipated  controul,  which  the  foregoing  circumftances  would,  warrant 
our  taking  upon  ourfelves,  and  hereby  accede  and  confirm  to  the  Dutch 
government  its  eflablifliment  and  authority  in  all  civil  matters,  to  the 
lull  extent  as  heretofore;  referving  however  to  ourfelves,  and  thofewbo 
have  been  in  immediate  connexion  with  us  upon  the  fervice,  a  claim  to 
the  public  property  in  Malacca,  and  the  fliipping  in  the  roads,  to  the 
extent  which  his  Britannic  Majefty  may  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  deter- 
mine ;  and  for  this  purpofe  the  value  of  the  publib  property  afliore  and 
in  the  roads  to  be  eHimated  and  placed  in  depoiit,  promifing  on  our 
part  to  give  prote6tion  to  public  and  private  property  under  the  above 
refervation,  and  to  defend  the  interells  of  tne  ancient  Dutch  govern- 
ment againft  their  enemy  the  French,  to  the  utmofl  of  our  power,  under 
the  following  conditions.  ^

The  difpolhl  of  the  Dutch  gamfon  to  be  wholly  at  his  difcretion. 

Agreed. — A.  Couperus. 

A  fund  to  be  allured  to  him,  in  monthly  payment,  for  the  fubfiflenct 
of  the  troops,  v.nd  tor  the  defence  of  the  fort  and  its  dependencies,  and 
that  provifions  for  ihis  fund  be  made  in  the  firfl  inflance. 

Agreed. — A.  Couperus. 

This  article  to  be  underftood  as  agreed  to,  fo  far  as  the  refources  of 
the  Dutch  government  of  Malacca  and  its  dependencies  -extend. 

N.  B.  This  paragraph  by  Mr.  Couperus. 

In  confideration  of  the  extraordinary  expence  incurred  by  the  Britiih 
government  in  fending  their  troops  for  the  protection  of  their  allies 
the  Dutch  at  Malacca,  the  Governor  and  Council  of  that  fettlement  will 
reprefcnt  thefe  circumftances  to  the  Governor-general  and  Council  of 
Batavia,  and  in  fQi:\>'arding  an  account  of  the  monthly  expence  of  the 
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Britifli  troops,  they  Will  make  application  to  the  Governor-general  that 
he  may  provide  for  it.

The  Englifli  and  Dutch  flags  to  be  difplayed,  when  occafion  requires, 
Upon  the  two  flag  flaflfs  which  are  already  eredted.

Orders  fliall  be  fent  by  the  Dutch  government  to  their  officers  com- 
manding at  Rhio  and  Peru,  to  put  themfelves  and  their  garrifon  under 
the  orders  of  the  oflicer  commanding  the  Britifh  forces.'

The  above  conditions  being  drawn  up  in  general  terms,  as  the  ba(ii 
of  connexion  with  the  protecting  power,  the  illullration  which  any  of 
them  may  require  wilbbe  arranged  and  detailed  in  a  fubfequent  paper, 
fubje6t,  however,  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  the  future  regulation  of  the 
Britifli  government  in  India.
